CONSTITUTION 

The  messengers  from  missionary  societies,  churches,  and  other  religious 
bodies  of  the  Baptist  denomination  in  various  parts  of  the  United  States,  met 
in  Augusta,  Georgia,  May  8,  1845,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the 
benevolent  intention  of  our  constituents  by  organizing  a plan  for  eliciting,  com- 
bining, and  directing  the  energies  of  the  denomination  for  the  propagation  of 
the  gospel,  adopted  rules  and  fundamental  principles  which,  as  amended  from 
time  to  time,  are  as  follows: 

Article  I.  This  body  shall  be  styled  the  “Southern  Baptist  Convention.” 

Art.  II.  It  shall  be  the  design  of  the  Convention  to  promote  foreign  and 
home  missions,  and  other  important  objects  connected  with  the  Redeemer’s 
Kingdom,  and  to  combine  for  this  purpose  such  portions  of  the  Baptist  denomi- 
nation in  the  United  States  as  may  desire  a general  organization  for  Christian 
benevolence,  which  shall  fully  respect  the  independence  and  equal  rights  of  the 
churches. 

Art.  III.  The  Convention  shall  consist  of  messengers  who  are  members  of 
missionary  Baptist  churches  co-operating  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
on  the  basis  of  one  messenger  for  every  church  contributing  to  the  work  of 
the  Convention  and  one  additional  messenger  for  every  $250  actually  paid  to  the 
work  of  the  Convention  during  the  calendar  year  preceding  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Convention,  such  messengers  to  be  appointed  to  the  Convention  by  the 
churches  and  certified  by  the  churches  to  the  Convention,  provided  no  church 
shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  ten  messengers. 

Art.  IV.  The  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be  a President,  a First  and 
Second  Vice-President,  and  two  Secretaries,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual 
meeting,  and  hold  their  offices  until  a new  election;  and  the  President  of  the 
Convention  shall  be,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  a member  of  the  several  Boards;  and 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Convention.  In  case  of  the  death  or  disability  of  the  Presi- 
dent the  Vice-Presidents  shall  automatically  succeed  to  the  office  of  President  in 
the  order  of  their  election. 

Art.  V.  The  Convention  shall  have  as  many  Boards  as,  in  its  judgment,  may 
be  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  benevolent  objects  it  may  determine  to  pro- 
mote. Each  of  these  Boards  shall  consist  of  eighteen  members  residing  at  or 
near  the  locality  of  the  Board,  and  of  one  member  for  each  co-operating  State 
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■ ; ( >lumbia.  The  members  of  the  Boards  shall  be  divided  into 

• re<  groups  as  nearly  equal  as  possible,  one  group  to  be  elected  each  year  and 
three  years. ' The  President  of  the  Board  and  the  local  members  shall 
constitute  the  executive  committee  of  the  Board  and  fifteen  members  shall  con- 
of  lie  full  Board  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Each  Board 
f ail  el.  rt  a President,  Recording  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Executive  Secre- 
named  its  Treasurer  if  deemed  advisable,  additional  Secretaries 
officers  and  employes  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  efficient 
la  ,!  a t i.f  its  work  and  business.  The  compensation  of  its  officers  and  employes 
each  Board,  but  no  salaried  officer  or  employe  of  any  Board 
thereof.  To  each  Board  shall  be  committed  during  the  recess 
. f the  Convention,  the  entire  management  of  all  the  affairs  relative  to  the 
,bjects  with  whose  interests  it  shall  be  charged;  all  of  which  management  shall 
lance  with  the  constitutional  provisions  adopted  by  this  Con- 
vent in.  ; ’ ll  such  other  instructions  as  may  be  given  from  time  to  time.  Each 
Board  shall  be  authorized  to  enact  its  own  By-Laws. 

Ait.  VI.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Secretary  shall  be  in  general  terms 
>uch  as  recognized  custom  devolves  upon  executive  officers  of  this  kind,  with 
<uch  other  duties  as  the  Board  may  prescribe.  The  management  of  business  shall 
he  subject  always  to  the  authority  and  approval  of  the  Board  with  ultimate 
reference  to  the  Convention  itself. 

Art.  VII.  The  Treasurer  of  each  Board  shall  faithfully  account  for  all 
moneys  received  by  him,  keep  a regular  entry  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements, 
and  make  report  of  them  to  the  Convention  whenever  it  shall  be  in  session,  and 
to  his  Board  as  often  as  required.  He  shall  also,  on  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  be  adequately  bonded  by  the  Board.  His  books  shall  always  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  members  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Convention.  He  shall 
not  pay  out  money  from  the  Treasury  except  under  such  orders  and  safeguards 
as  the  Board  may  enact  for  the  proper  conduct  of  its  financial  affairs. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Recording  Secretaries  of  the  several  Boards  shall  keep  a 
fair  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  of  such  other  documents  as  may  be  com- 
mitted to  them  for  the  purpose. 

Art.  IX.  All  the  officers  of  the  Convention,  all  members  of  the  Boards, 
missionaries  and  agents  appointed  by  the  Convention,  or  by  any  of  its  Boards, 
dmll  be  members  of  regular  churches  co-operating  with  this  Convention. 

Art.  X.  Missionaries  appointed  by  any  of  the  Boards  of  this  Convention 
hum,  previous  to  their  appointment,  furnish  evidence  of  genuine  piety,  fervent 
< al  in  their  Master’s  cause,  and  talents  which  fit  them  for  the  service  for  which 

they  offer  themselves. 

Art.  XI.  All  who  contribute  to  the  work  of  this  Convention  have  the  right 
to  designate  the  object  or  objects  to  which  their  contributions  shall  be  applied; 
uut  when  no  such  designation  is  made,  distribution  shall  be  made  as  determined 

by  the  Convention. 

A t.  XII.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually.  The  Executive 
the  Convention  may  call  extra  meetings  if  necessary,  or  chang’e 
>i  i place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention  when  the  Committee  may  deem 
it  inexpedient  to  convene  at  the  time  and  place  appointed. 

Art.  XIII.  No  new  enterprise  involving  expenditure  of  money  shall  be 
authorised  by  the  Convention,  except  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  or 
1,0  Convention  which  shall  have  the  responsibility  for  raising  or 
pending  the  necessary  funds,  or  after  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Conven- 
tion  m two  successive  annual  meetings. 

, Alt-  • Any  alterations  which  experience  shall  dictate  may  be  made  in 
Juwc  Articles  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  when  the  vote  is 
taken  without  regard  to  total  enrolment  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, provided  no  amendment  may  be  considered  after  the  second  day  of 
the  Convention.  J 
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BY-LAWS 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  the  following  By- 
Laws  are  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Convention: 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Convention  to  be  present 
at  the  place  of  meeting  at  least  one  day  in  advance  of  the  annual  sessions  for 
the  purpose  of  enrolling  the  members  of  the  Convention  who  shall  present  them- 
selves with  proper  evidence  of  their  right  to  be  enrolled;  and  this  enrollment 
shall  be  recognized  as  constituting  the  Convention.  The  Secretaries  are  author- 
ized to  add  the  names  of  accredited  messengers  who  arrive  later  than  the  open- 
ing day.  In  case  of  any  question  arising  as  to  the  rights  of  messengers  to  seats, 
a Committee  on  Credentials  shall  be  raised  to  which  all  pertinent  matters  shall 
be  referred,  and  report  be  made  to  the  Convention.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretaries  within  thirty  days  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  to 
notify  all  members  of  standing  committees  of  their  appointment,  and  to  inform 
chairmen  of  such  committees  of  their  appointment  as  chairmen. 

2.  The  Rules  of  Order  for  the  Convention  shall  be  those  laid  down  in  Mell's 
“Manual  of  Parliamentary  Practice/1'  and  Kerfoot’s  “Parliamentary  Law,”  but 
in  cases  where  these  authorities  differ,  or  for  which  they  do  not  provide,  the 
President  shall  exercise  his  discretion,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Convention. 

3.  The  President,  the  First  and  Second  Vice-President,  and  the  Secretaries 
of  the  Convention  shall  be  elected  not  later  than  the  second  day  of  the  Con- 
vention, their  terms  of  office  to  begin  at  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Conven- 
tion. All  elections  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot;  provided,  however,  that  when 
there  is  only  one  nomination  for  any  office,  the  Secretary  or  any  one  designated 
for  the  purpose,  if  there  be  no  objection,  may  be  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot 
for  the  Convention. 

4.  Speeches  in  support  of  any  brother’s  nomination  for  an  office  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  limited  to  one  address  of  not  more  than  five  minutes  in  length. 

5.  The  Agencies  of  the  Convention  shall  be  as  follows:  (a)  Boards — The 

Foreign  Mission  Board,  located  at  Richmond,  Va. ; the  Home  Mission  Board,  at 
Atlanta,  Ga. ; the  Sunday  School  Board,  at  Nashville,  Tenn. ; the  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board,  at  Dallas,  Texas,  (b)  Institutions — The  Southern  Baptist  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  located  at  Louisville,  Ky. ; the  Southwestern  Baptist  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  at  Fort  Worth,  Texas;  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  at  New  Orleans, 
La.;  the  American  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  at  Nashville,  Tenn.  (c)  Com- 
missions— The  Education  Commission,  the  Hospital  Commission,  and  the  Social 
Service  Commission. 

6.  The  members  of  the  Boards  enumerated  in  Article  5 of  the  By-Laws  and 
the  Trustees  of  Boards  of  the  Institutions  enumerated  in  Article  5 of  the  By- 
Laws  shall  be  chosen  in  the  following  manner:  The  President-Elect  of  the  Con- 
vention, before  the  final  adjournment,  shall  appoint  a Committee  on  Boards 
composed  of  one  member  from  each  state  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  which 
Committee  shall  nominate  at  the  next  ensuing  Convention  (1)  the  General 
Boards  in  accordance  with  Article  V of  the  Constitution,  (2)  the  Trustees, 
Directors  or  Boards  of  the  Institutions  in  accordance  with  their  respective 
charters,  and  (3)  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  as  provided  for  in 
Article  9 of  the  By-Laws.  The  report  of  the  Committee  may  be  amended  on 
the  floor  of  the  Convention  by  majority  vote. 

7.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Boards  of  the  Convention  are  instructed  to  secure 
frequent  distribution  of  information  relating  to  their  work  by  means  of  news- 
papers, tracts,  leaflets  and  otherwise,  as  may  be  found  expedient  among  our 
people. 

8.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Convention  shall  be  the  following:  (1) 
the  Executive  Committee;  (2)  on  Baptist  Brotherhood  of  the  South;  (3)  on 
Order  of  Business;  (4)  on  W.M.U.  Work  Auxiliary  to  the  Convention. 

9.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Convention  (1)  shall  consist  of  the 
President  and  Senior  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  one  member  from  each 
co-operating  state,  one  from  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  nine  members  at 
large.  No  salaried  official  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  or  of  any  of 
its  agencies  or  a salaried  official  of  any  State  Convention  or  agency,  or  any 
member  of  any  board  or  board  of  trustees  or  commission  of  the  Southern 
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Baptist  Convention  may  be  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee;  provided, 
however,  that  these  restrictions  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  the  President  or 
Senior  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

(2)  The  members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  divided  into  three  groups,  as 
nearly  equal  as  possible,  and  shall  hold  membership  for  three  years,  one-third 
going  out  of  office  each  year. 

(3)  Nine  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

(4)  The  Committee  shall  elect  an  executive  secretary  who  shall  be  the 
executive  officer  of  the  Committee,  and  a treasurer  who  shall  be  bonded,  and 
such  other  officers  and  employes  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  efficient  con- 
duct of  its  work  and  business.  The  compensation  of  its  officers  and  employes 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Committee,  but  no  salaried  officer  or  employee  of  this 
Committee  may  be  a member  thereof. 

(5)  The  duties  and  functions  of  the  Committee  shall  be:  To  take  title  to  and 
hold  all  properties,  real  or  personal,  and  to  convey  title  to  property  under 
the  authority  of  the  Convention  and  all  funds  such  as  moneys  and  securities 
that  are  donated  or  transferred  for  the  use  of  the  Convention  by  gift  or  left  by 
will  for  such  purposes.  The  Committee  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  such  proper- 
ties and  funds,  holding  them  in  trust  for  the  Convention  to  be  managed,  con- 
trolled, and  administered  by  the  Committee  in  accordance  with  the  direction, 
general  or  special,  of  the  Convention. 

The  Executive  Committee  is  the  proper  body  to  be  named  in  transfers  of 
real  or  personal  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Convention,  either  by 
deed,  conveyance,  or  will. 

The  Executive  Committee  is  authorized  to  receipt  for  all  moneys  or  securities 
given  to  the  Convention;  to  endorse  all  papers  that  need  endorsement  in  the 
name  of  the  Convention,  and  to  execute  all  receipts  and  acknowledgments,  and 
if  necessary,  to  attach  the  seal  of  the  Convention  to  these  papers. 

In  addition  to  these  duties  and  functions,  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
also  exercise  the  following  duties  and  functions:  (1)  To  act  for  the  Convention 
ad  interim  in  matters  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  its  plan  of  work.  (2)  To 
have  oversight  of  arrangements  for  meetings  of  the  Convention  with  authority 
to  change,  if  necessary,  the  time  and  place  of  meeting.  (3)  To  act  in  an  advisory 
way  on  matters  of  policy  and  co-operation  arising  between  the  agencies  of  the 
Convention,  or  between  agencies  of  the  Convention  and  co-operating  state 
agencies.  (4)  To  represent  the  Convention  in  all  negotiations  with  state 
conventions,  and  state  boards,  and  other  co-operating  bodies  in  matters  of 
common  interest.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  the  authorized  agency 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  conclude  all  agreements  with  co-operating 
state  agencies  for  the  conduct  of  necessary  arrangements  as  to  handling  of 
Southwide  funds  raised  in  the  various  states,  and  all  other  related  matters. 
(5)  To  present  to  the  Convention  a consolidated  financial  statement  of  all  the 
agencies  of  the  Convention.  The  statement  shall  show  the  Assets,  Liabilities, 
and  the  Debts  of  the  agencies.  (6)  To  recommend  to  the  Convention  an  Operat- 
ing Budget  for  the  Convention  year,  and  to  recommend  the  percentage  of 
Southwide  funds  to  be  allocated  to  each  cause  or  agency.  The  Operating  Budget 
shall  include  all  agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  (7)  The  Execu- 
tive Committee  shall  notify  the  agencies  of  the  Convention  of  all  actions  or 
instructions  of  the  Convention  relating  to  the  work  or  other  matters  of  the 
agency  or  agencies  involved,  and  shall  report  to  the  Convention  whether  such 
agency  or  agencies  have  carried  out  the  wishes  of  the  Convention.  (8)  To 
hold  meetings  at  such  times  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  for  the  transaction 
of  the  business  committed  to  it  by  the  Convention.  (9)  To  make  reports  of  its 
proceedings  to  the  Convention  at  each  annual  session,  and  to  make  any  recom- 
mendations it  may  desire  concerning  the  affairs  of  the  Convention,  or  concern- 
ing the  affairs  of  the  agencies  of  the  Convention.  (10)  To  conduct  the  promo- 
tion work  of  the  Convention  through  the  heads  of  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
Boards  and  Institutions,  Baptist  Brotherhood  of  the  South  and  Woman’s  Mis- 
sionary Union. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  no  authority  to  control  or  direct  any 
agency  of  the  Convention.  But  the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  full  au- 
thority to  study  the  affairs  of  the  agencies  of  the  Convention,  and  to  make 
suggestions,  when  deemed  advisable,  to  the  agencies,  and  to  report  its  findings 
to  the  Convention,  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Convention  concerning 
any  matter  whatsoever. 
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The  expenses  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  borne  by  the  Sunday 
School  Board.  The  Sunday  School  Board  shall  advance  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, from  time  to  time,  funds  sufficient  for  the  Committee  to  discharge  its 
duties  without  financial  embarrassment. 

10.  A committee  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  President,  of  whom 
one  shall  be  designated  as  chairman,  shall  act  as  a Committee  on  Committees. 
The  said  Committee  on  Committees  shall  name  the  several  Standing  Committees 
enumerated  in  Article  8 of  the  By-Laws  (except  the  Executive  Committee  which 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Boards)  and  all  special  committees 
authorized  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  and  not  otherwise  provided 
for,  including  place  and  preacher  for  next  meeting. 

11.  The  President,  on  the  first  day  of  the  Convention,  shall  appoint  a Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions  to  consist  of  five  members.  To  this  Committee  all  reso- 
lutions not  connected  with  the  reports  of  the  Boards  or  Committees  shall  be 
automatically  referred.  This  Committee  is  directed  to  report  on  all  resolutions 
referred  to  it,  either  with  or  without  recommendations  and  amendments. 

12.  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  suggest  an  order  of  business 
for  the  next  meeting  of  .the  Convention.  In  so  providing,  this  Committee  shall 
have  due  regard  to  the  customary  practices  and  precedents  of  the  Convention 
in  arranging  for  the  orderly  and  efficient  conduct  of  its  business  and  discussion 
of  its  work. 

13.  To  facilitate  consideration  and  discussion  of  the  interests  of  the  Conven- 
tion the  following  method  of  procedure  is  hereby  adopted:  (a)  Printed  reports 
of  the  Boards  and  Institutions  of  the  Convention  shall  be  consolidated  into  one 
pamphlet  for  distribution  to  messengers  on  their  enrollment,  (b)  Reports  of  all 
special  commissions  and  standing  committees  containing  recommendations  for 
the  Convention’s  action  shall  be  included  in  the  same  pamphlet,  (c)  All  recom- 
mendations of  each  Board,  Institution,  Commission,  and  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  printed  seriatim  and  together  at  the  end  of  its  report  before  they  may 
be  considered  by  the  Convention.  In  case  any  Agency  shall  be  unable  to  comply 
with  this  requirement  its  recommendation  shall  be  printed  in  the  Convention 
Bulletin  before  consideration  and  action  by  the  Convention. 

14.  The  Boards,  Institutions  and  special  Committees  dealing  with  matters 
of  general  importance  and  interest  shall  have  in  the  hands  of  the  Press  Repre- 
sentative of  the  Convention  at  least  one  week  in  advance,  copies  of  digests  of 
their  reports  to  be  submitted  to  the  approaching  Convention,  to  be  used  by  him 
in  preparing  data  for  the  news  agencies  in  accordance  with  their  requirements, 
in  order  that  the  work  of  the  Convention  may  be  given  proper  publicity.  The 
Press  Representative  shall  co-operate  with  the  representatives  of  the  secular 
press  in  furnishing  intelligent,  accurate  and  creditable  reports  of  this  Conven- 
tion while  it  is  in  session. 

15.  The  Boards,  Institutions,  and  Agencies  of  the  Convention  shall  close 
their  books  and  accounts  and  have  them  audited  as  of  midnight  on  December  31, 
next  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Convention.  Supplemental  reports  for  the 
period  from  January  1 to  April  30  should  be  included  in  the  reports  to  the 
Convention. 

16.  Any  state  desiring  representation  on  any  Board  or  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  this  Convention  shall  make  formal  application  for  the  representation 
desired,  stating  the  number  of  Baptists  in  the  state  who  are  co-operating  with 
this  Convention  and  the  total  amount  of  money  given  to  the  Convention  objects 
the  preceding  year.  The  Convention  shall  then  make  such  investigation  as  it 
may  desire  and  shall  upon  the  basis  of  the  information  obtained  vote  on  the 
question  of  representation  on  each  Board  and  the  Executive  Committee  upon 
which  representation  is  sought  and  the  question  shall  be  decided  by  a majority 
vote. 

17.  Nothing  contained  in  reports  to  the  Convention  shall  be  construed  as 
an  action  of  the  Convention  except  the  recommendations  which  are  definitely 
listed  and  adopted  by  the  Convention. 

18.  The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  by  a majority  vote  at  any  time,  except 
on  the  last  day  of  the  Convention. 
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CHARTER 


An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
•••in.  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of 
the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  That  William  B.  Johnson, 
Wilson  Lumpkin,  James  B.  Taylor,  A.  Docrey*,  R.  B.  C.  Howell,  and  others, 
associates  and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made 
a body  politic  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVEN- 
TION, with  authority  to  receive,  hold,  possess,  retain  and  dispose  of  property, 
either  real  or  personal,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  to  make  all  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  their  business,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States;  said  corporation  being  created 

the  purpose  of  eliciting,  combining  and  directing  the  energies  of  the  BAP- 
TIST DENOMINATION  OF  CHRISTIANS,  for  the  propagation  of  the  gospel, 
any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Approved  December  27,  1845.

CONVENTION  PROCEDURE 

Address  of  President — The  President  may,  in  his  discretion,  address  the  Con- 
vention immediately  before  organization. 

Address  of  Welcome — There  may  be  one  address  of  welcome  limited  to  ten 
minutes  and  one  response  thereto  limited  to  ten  minutes. 

Annual  Meetings — The  Convention  shall  begin  its  annual  meetings  on 
Wednesday  after  the  second  Sunday  in  May,  the  hour  to  be  determined  by  the 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business. 

Auditorium  Meetings — No  other  meetings  than  the  Convention  services  shall 
be  held  in  the  Convention  Hall  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention.  Every 
service  held  in  the  Convention  Auditorium  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business. 

Bulletin — The  Press  Representative  of  the  Convention  shall  have  printed 
each  day  a brief  report,  or  bulletin  of  the  business  transacted  during  that  day, 
including  the  names  of  the  committees  appointed,  reports  of  the  committees, 
and  such  business  as  may  be  transacted  and  carried  over  to  the  following  day. 

Such  report,  or  bulletin,  shall  not  include  speeches  or  addresses  or  any  com- 
ment thereon,  the  photograph  or  any  personal  reference  to  any  messenger  of 
the  Convention,  but  shall  be  only  a resume  of  the  business  transacted  during 
that  day. 

The  Press  Representative  is  directed  to  have  a sufficient  number  of  said 
bulletins  printed  and  distributed  to  the  messengers  at  the  opening  session  on  the 
following  day. 

The  expense  of  preparing  and  printing  the  said  bulletin  shall  be  included  by 
the  Secretaries  in  the  expense  of  annual  meetings. 

Convention  Expenses— -The  expenses  of  the  Convention  in  connection  with 
the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Annuals  and  all  other  expenses  incurred 
in  connection  with  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall  be  provided  for 
as  follows: 

The  Sunday  School  Board  shall  bear  one-half  of  the  expenses  and  the  other 
one-half  shall  be  borne  by  the  agencies  of  the  Convention  sharing  in  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  Co-operative  Program,  on  the  basis  of  their  percentages;  these 
several  proportions  of  cost  to  be  charged  against  remittances  to  the  participat- 
ing agencies  as  funds  are  received  and  until  the  bills  shall  be  paid. 

Denominational  Press — The  Denominational  Press  shall  be  given  a perma- 
nent place  on  the  annual  program  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
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Distribution  of  Convention  Annuals — The  Secretaries  are  authorized  to  have 
the  printers  send  out  by  parcel  post  the  Convention  Annual  as  soon  as  printed 
as  follows:  (1)  Under  labels  furnished  by  the  several  State  Secretaries,  one 
copy  each  to  all  clerks  of  the  District  Associations  in  exchange  for  Associational 
Minutes  and  to  heads  of  denominational  institutions  and  agencies,  and  to  all 
active  pastors;  (2)  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Convention  officers  and  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  general  and  State  Secretaries,  college  and  seminary 
libraries,  and  editors  of  denominational  papers;  (3)  fifty  to  200  copies  by 
freight  prepaid,  to  each  of  the  general  and  State  Boards  for  distribution  upon 
request;  (4)  hold  a sufficient  number  for  the  occasional  distribution  requested 
from  Secretaries’  offices  during  the  year,  and  (5)  reserve  50  to  100  copies  for 
use  at  the  following  Convention. 

Entertainment — The  entertainment  of  the  Convention,  to  be  arranged  in 
detail  by  the  entertaining  city  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Convention, 
includes:  (1)  An  adequate  auditorium  with  seating  capacity  of  5,000  and  up- 
ward and  other  places  of  meeting,  as  for  registration  offices,  committee  rooms, 
exhibit  space,  and  so  forth,  together  with  a suitable  meeting  place  for  the 
Woman’s  Missionary  Union;  (2)  the  concessions  for  entertainment  of  Conven- 
tion officers,  assistants,  secretaries,  editors  and  missionaries  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  local  committee;  (3)  the  guarantee  of 
hotel  accommodations  at  not  more  than  the  usual  commercial  rates  (schedules 
of  room  prices  to  be  filed  confidentially  with  the  Executive  Committee  for  any 
adjustments  that  may  be  necessary)  and  that  there  shall  be  no  raise  in  prices 
for  food  or  service  during  the  Convention;  (4)  furnishing  the  Secretaries  the 
requisite  number  of  badges  for  messengers  and  for  the  press,  and  (5)  incidentals 
such  as  furniture  for  the  Convention  platform,  registration  office  and  press 
bureau,  maintenance  of  Information  Bureau,  ushers  and  pages. 

Exhibits — All  exhibits  of  every  description  shall  be  rigidly  excluded  from 
thos.e  parts  of  the  place  of  meeting  where  the  people  visiting  the  exhibits  will 
disturb  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  their  locations  to  be  determined  by 
the  Committee  on  Arrangements. 

Exhibit  Space — The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Convention  shall  have  ex- 
clusive control  of  all  exhibit  space. 


Expenses  of  Special  Committees — (1)  The  expense  of  all  committees  ap- 
pointed by  the  Convention  to  perform  duties  between  the  annual  sessions  of 
the  Convention  shall  be  borne  by  the  respective  Boards  and  Institutions  on  a 
basis  pro  rata  to  the  receipts  of  the  Boards  and  Institutions  whenever  the  work 
of  such  committees  concerns  their  particular  work. 

(2)  Whenever  an  expense  account  created  by  an  ad  interim  committee  or 
is  otherwise  authorized  by  the  Convention  for  service  which  does  not  directly 
concern  any  one  of  the  Boards  or  Institutions  of  the  Convention,  that  Board 
or  Institution  shall  not  be  required  to  bear  any  part  of  such  expenses. 

(3)  In  any  case  where  question  is  raised  as  to  legitimate  participation  in 
such  items  of  expense,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

(4)  Expenses  incurred  by  special  committees  which  do  not  directly  concern 
any  of  the  Boards  or  Institutions,  when  such  committees  are  directly  ordered 
to  meet  during  the  interim,  shall  be  borne  by  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

(5)  Itemized  accounts  of  expenses  of  committeemen  shall  be  required  before 
any  such  expenses  are  paid. 


Fraternal  Messengers — (1)  The  Convention  shall  appoint  annually  a ^fra- 
ternal messenger  to  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention  and  also  to  the  National 
Baptist  Convention.  The  expenses  of  the  fraternal  messengers,  incurred  while 
in  attendance  upon  the  Conventions  herein  named,  shall  be  included  m the  items 


of  Convention  expense. 

(2)  The  fraternal  messenger  to  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention  shall  be 
the  President  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  the  time  of  the  meeting 
of  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention,  and  the  fraternal  messenger  to  the 
National  Baptist  Convention  shall  be  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  American 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary;  provided,  however,  that  if  either  of  these  brethren 
is  unable  to  attend  the  respective  convention  he  shall  have  authority  to  appoint 


a substitute. 
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( ,T)  The  fraternal  messengers  to  other  Baptist  bodies  or  other  religious 
bodie  b<  lected  by  the  Convention  as  occasion  may  require.  The  expenses 

of  such  messengers  shall  be  borne  by  the  messengers  themselves  unless  specifi- 
cally provided  for  by  the  Convention. 

Memorial  Service — The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  is  instructed  to 
arrange  for  any  memorial  service  to  be  held  during  the  Convention. 

Presentation  of  Outside  Causes — Causes  other  than  those  provided  for  in 
the  regular  work  of  the  Convention  may  be  presented  to  the  Convention  upon 
authority  of  officers  of  the  Convention  in  conference  with  the  Committee  on 
Order  of  Business  in  such  ways  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  dictated  by  the 
courtesies  of  the  case  and  the  necessities  of  our  program. 


PROCEEDINGS 


St.  Louis,  Missouri,  May  14,  1936

THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HOSPITAL  COMMISSION 

In  making  this,  its  thirteenth  annual  report,  the  Hospital  Commission  looks 
with  profound  gratitude  upon  the  evidences  of  Divine  favor  and  thanks  our 
Heavenly  Father  for  manifold  blessings  upon  our  work.  This  report  embodies 
figures  for  the  tenth  year  of  actual  hospital  activity,  and  we  have  every  reason 
to  be  pleased  with  past  achievement  and  to  look  to  the  future  with  hope. 

In  its  report  to  the  Convention  in  1925,  the  Commission  said,  “Having  been 
entrusted  by  this  convention  with  the  responsibility  of  planning  and  operating 
a great  Christian  hospital,  we  feel  that  we  have  obligated  ourselves  to  a sacred 
responsibility.  The  facilities  to  be  developed  in  such  an  institution  are  designed 
to  render  a service  that  more  intimately  touches  the  well-being  of  the  community 
than  almost  any  other  service.  Therefore,  we  feel  it  incumbent  upon  us  to  use 
every  means  within  our  power  to  insure  the  highest  possible  degree  of  efficiency 
of  service  for  which  the  hospital  is  designed.  The  accomplishment  of  this  re- 
quires long  hours  of  close  application  and  an  understanding  of  service  demands 
that  are  realized  by  few.  The  average  layman  has  but  faint  conception  of  the 
ramifications  in  the  activities  of  a hospital,  and  not  until  he  gets  into  the  detail 
of  planning  for  such  service  is  there  brought  to  his  mind  the  broad  scope  of  the 
contacts  of  an  institution  of  healing.  To  the  end  that  we  may  discharge  our 
solemn  obligation,  we  pray  the  sympathetic  co-operation  of  the  brotherhood  and 
the  guidance  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.”  That  co-operation  and  guidance  we  have 
had ; and  we  have  endeavored  faithfully  to  discharge  our  “sacred  responsibility” ; 
and  when  recently  the  Hospital  observed  the  tenth  anniversary  of  its  opening 
an  editorial  comment  by  the  New  Orleans  Daily  Item  said,  “The  Baptist  Hospital 
has  plenty  of  occasion  for  the  celebration  of  its  tenth  anniversary.  The  record  of 
growth  and  accomplishment  it  shows  entitles  it  to  congratulations  on  the  city's 
account  as  well  as  its  own.” 

THE  YEAR'S  RECORD 

During  the  year  ended  March  31,  1936,  the  hospital  served  7,687  patients,  giv- 
ing them  42,506  days  of  service.  There  were  236  free  patients  who  were  given 
2,197  days  of  service;  and  902  who  were  given  9,642  days  of  part  free  service. 
This  free  service  cost  the  Hospital  $45,572.50.  To  be  added  to  this  is  the  value 
of  the  services  of  doctors  which  will  make  as  much  more. 

Receipts  from  the  Co-operative  Program  were  $17,008.46,  and  $4,659.02  from 
thj  Hundred  Thousand  Club,  or  a total  of  $21,667.54.  From  other  sources  we  re- 
ceived $856.64  in  gifts;  and  there  was  a profit  of  $2,184.25  derived  from  the  sale 
of  securities  owned  by  the  Hospital.

CO-OPERATIVE  WORK 

The  Hospital  gives  free  service  to  missionaries  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
having  cared  for  thirty-two  during  the  year  at  a cost  of  $3,118.42  to  us,  which 
was  a direct  contribution  to  the  Foreign  Board.  We  also  gave  free  work  to  stu- 
dents of  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  inmates  of  the  Baptist  Rescue  Mission,  local 
orphans’  homes,  and  kindred  Protestant  institutions,  to  denominational  workers 
and  others. 


RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

Religious  services  are  held  daily  in  the  chapel;  there  is  a standard  Y.W.A. 
among  the  student  nurses;  and  the  New  Orleans  Baptist  Association  employs  a 
“Hospital  Chaplain”  who  is  doing  a fine  work  among  the  patients.

TWENTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE 
COMMISSION  OF  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST 
CONVENTION 

At  the  present  time  we  are  surrounded  and  confronted  by  religious,  moral, 
social  and  civic  conditions  more  complex  and  more  baffling  to  those  of  serious 
concern  about  such  matters  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  American 
people.  It  is  difficult  in  such  report  as  this  to  make  even  a brief  survey  of  a few 
of  the  perplexing  problems  with  which  Christian  people  have  to  deal.  The  liquor 
problem;  the  gambling  craze;  wide-spread  unemployment;  the  general  let-down 
in  moral  standards  and  ideals,  even  including  the  establishment  of  nudist  colo- 
nies; vicious  and  corrupting  motion  pictures;  the  non-observance  and  desecra- 
tion of  the  Christian  Sabbath;  unusual  experimentations  and  policies  of  govern- 
ment; mounting  volume  and  cost  of  crime;  international  friction  and  wars  of 
aggression  and  conquest;  unheard  of  appropriations  for  armies  and  navies;  mili- 
tary establishments  surpassing  in  magnitude  anything  the  world  has  heretofore 
known — these  are  some  of  the  problems  and  conditions  with  which  every  sober- 
minded  citizen,  not  to  say  Christian  citizen,  must  think  and  pray  and  in  con- 
nection with  which  in  one  way  or  another  each  one  of  us  has  his  responsibility 
before  God  and  men.  Your  Commission  is  appalled  at  the  magnitude  of  present- 
day  problems  and  would  be  ready  to  despair  as  to  the  future  of  our  social  order, 
even  of  evangelical  Christianity  itself,  but  for  our  unwavering  faith  in  the 
presence,  promises  and  power  of  our  gracious  God  and  Saviour.  We  rejoice  un- 
speakably that  “He  who  was  dead  is  alive  forever  more,”  and  that  “Christ  must 
reign  until  He  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet.”  We  are  as  sure  that  the 
purposes  of  God  cannot  fail  as  we  are  that  Christ  our  Lord  has  come  to  reveal 
the  Father,  to  make  atonement  for  the  sins  of  men  and  to  save  all  penitent  be- 
lievers and  through  the  instrumentality  of  his  people  to  permeate  and  influence 
in  all  the  realms  of  human  life  both  social  and  civic. 

In  this  report  only  a few  matters,  all  of  them  in  the  opinion  of  your  Commis- 
sion matters  of  vital  concern,  are  mentioned. 


IN  MEMORIAM 

During  the  past  year  the  Social  Service  Commission  has  suffered  great  loss, 
as  have  also  our  Baptist  people  and  all  of  the  interests  of  Christianity  and  good 
citizenship,  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Joshua  Levering  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  For 
many  years  Mr.  Levering  has  been  a faithful  and  most  highly  valued  member 
of  the  Social  Service  Commission.  He  could  not  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Commission  regularly  but  he  was  always  alert,  ready  to  respond  to  correspond- 
ence, and  in  every  way  possible  contribute  to  the  promotion  of  the  interests 
with  which  the  Commission  is  charged.  It  is  gratifying  that  from  year  to  year 
the  reports  of  the  Commission  had  Mr.  Levering’s  hearty  approval. 

Joshua  Levering  was  a great  example  of  the  truth  that  “Even  down  to  old 
age  my  people  shall  prove  my  sovereign  eternal  unchangeable  love.”  He  had 
served  in  many  positions  both  in  denominational  life  and  beyond,  and  he  adorned 
every  position  in  which  he  served.  For  many  years  he  was  President  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  in  1896  he  was  the  nominee  of  the  Prohibition 
Party  for  President  of  the  United  States — -in  a word  he  was  a greatly  useful  and 
really  distinguished  Christian  and  citizen. 

As  a Commission  we  would  record  our  deep  sense  of  loss  and  sorrow  in  the 
death  of  so  faithful  and  distinguished  a member  of  our  Commission,  citizen  of 
our  common  country,  and  servant  of  Christ  our  Lord. 
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HISTORICAL 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  report  is  headed  “Twenty-Eighth  Annual  Re- 
port.” Under  a technical  interpretation  the  report  would  be  numbered  Twenty- 
Second  Annual  Report.  The  Convention  created  a Standing  Committee  on  Social 
Service  at  its  session  in  1913.  This  Committee  made  its  first  annual  report  in 
1914. 

But  the  Convention  had  a report  on  civic  righteousness  at  a Sunday  after- 
noon meeting  at  Hot  Springs  in  1908.  At  the  same  session,  as  provided  in  reso- 
lutions presented  by  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Doctor  E.  E.  Folk,  Chairman, 
a Standing  Committee  on  Temperance  was  appointed.  In  1915  the  two  commit- 
tees were  merged.  The  first  annual  report  to  be  numbered  was  the  one  of  1919. 
It  was  presented  as  “Eleventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Temperance 
and  Social  Service.”  The  numbering  dated  from  the  first  formal  report  on  civic 
righteousness  presented  at  Hot  Springs  and  the  numbering  was  based  on  the 
fact  that  this  report  and  the  reports  to  follow  from  year  to  year  embody  an  un- 
broken line  of  action  concerning  temperance  and  social  service. 

ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  COMMISSION 

The  Commission  held  a regular  annual  meeting  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  on 
February  18th,  with  a good  attendance.  In  connection  with  the  Convention  the 
Commission  has  had  another  meeting  for  consideration  and  approval  of  this  re- 
port. 

During  the  year  the  Commission  has  sought  to  be  an  active  force  for  the 
promotion  of  the  interests  committed  to  it  by  the  Convention. 

First  of  all  the  annual  reports  of  the  Commission  are  published  in  pamph- 
let form  soon  after  the  Convention  closes  its  annual  session.  These  reports  are 
sent  by  allotment  to  the  State  Mission  Secretaries.  Announcement  is  made 
through  the  denomational  papers  and  the  secretaries  are  requested  to  pass  these 
reports  on  to  those  who  will  be  interested  and  who  will  make  good  use  of  them 
especially  to  persons  who  are  to  write  reports  on  temperance  and  social  service 
for  the  District  Associations  and  for  the  State  Conventions.  We  have  many  evi- 
dences that  these  reports  serve  in  a real  way  and  that  many  brethren  are  great- 
ly helped  by  them  in  the  preparation  of  reports  and  of  addresses. 

During  this  year  one  State  Secretary  requested  an  additional  supply  that 
he  might  send  a copy  to  each  pastor  in  his  State.  The  necessary  copies  were 
provided. 

In  this  connection  it  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that  nearly  or  quite  every 
State  Convention  now  has  a Standing  Committee  on  Temperance  and  Social  Ser- 
vice. These  committees,  or  commissions,  present  able  and  comprehensive  reports 
to  their  several  State  Conventions  and  usually  the  hour  devoted  to  a discussion 
of  these  reports  is  one  of  the  really  impressive  and  spiritual  hours  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

In  a large  measure  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  District  Associations.  Our 
people  are  becoming  more  conscious  of  their  social  obligations  and  civic  duties. 

Early  in  the  present  calendar  year  the  Commission  approached  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee  of  the  United  States  Senate, 
calling  attention  to  the  resolutions  adopted  last  year  concerning  a World  Court 
which  urged  that  the  Senate  ratify  the  Protocol.  We  have  also  had  correspond- 
ence with  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  the  Department  of  State  of  the 
Federal  Government  concerning  the  character  of  motion  picture  films  exported 
to  other  countries.  This  correspondence  reveals  the  fact  that  no  department  of 
the  Federal  Government  gives  any  supervision  or  exercises  any  censorship  over 
picture  films  exported  to  other  nations.  It  is  a testimony  of  foreign  missionaries 
that  the  people  of  the  United  States  are  often  seriously  discredited  in  the  eyes 
of  other  nationals  by  the  character  of  many  of  the  picture  films  sent  abroad 
from  this  country.  Our  hope  was  to  evoke  from  some  responsible  department  of 
government  a sympathetic  attitude  toward  the  enactment  of  a suitable  legislation 
charging  the  government  with  some  responsibility  concerning  the  character  of 
picture  films  intended  for  export.  Somewhat  to  our  surprise  the  Department 
of  State  referred  us  to  the  organization  known  as  the  Motion  Picture  Producers 
and  Distributors  of  America,  saying,  “The  Department  has  from  time  to  time 
transmitted  to  that  organization  such  critical  foreign  correspondence  as  ap- 
peared to  be  helpful,  and  has  invariably  suggested  that  American  correspondents 
report  their  views  to  Mr.  Hays.”

In  addition  to  the  foregoing-  the  Commission  has  carried  on,  as  heretofore, 
an  extensive  correspondence  and  rendered  assistance  to  persons  seeking  informa- 
tion and  help  for  reports  or  addresses  on  social  service  questions.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Commission  has  also  from  time  to  time  contributed  articles  to  the  Baptist 
papers  intended  to  quicken  the  interest  of  our  people  concerning  their  social 
service  obligations. 

GRATEFUL  TO  THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  BOARD 

As  heretofore  the  activities  of  the  Commission  throughout  the  year  have  been 
made  possible  by  the  generous  assistance  of  the  Sunday  School  Board.  The 
Board  makes  allowance  for  part-time  stenographic  help;  for  necessary  postage 
and  stationery,  and  necessary  traveling  expenses.  We  are  deeply  grateful.  All 
requisitions  are  carefully  itemized  and  the  total  expenditures  are  included  in 
the  report  of  the  Board. 

NATIONAL  TEMPERANCE  AND  PROHIBITION  COUNCIL 

The  National  Temperance  and  Prohibition  Council,  with  which  your  Commis- 
sion is  affiliated  by  action  and  authority  of  the  Convention,  had  its  regular  an- 
nual meeting  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  on  January  14th  and  16th,  1936.  In  this 
meeting  your  Commission  was  represented  by  its  chairman  and  Wm.  D.  Upshaw. 
The  sessions  were  well  attended  by  representatives  of  a large  number  of  tem- 
perance and  social  service  organizations  and  groups.  At  the  close  of  the  session 
the  organization  adopted  a strong  declaration  concerning  the  present  liquor  situ- 
ation and  declaring  for  the  complete  destruction  of  the  liquor  traffic.  These  reso- 
lutions were  released  to  the  press  at  the  time  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  made  a 
definite  contribution  toward  creating  sentiment  and  arousing  our  people  as  to 
the  present  distressing  conditions. 

PRINCIPLES  RE-STATED 

From  time  to  time  this  Commission  in  its  annual  reports  has  set  forth  what 
it  conceives  to  be  and  what  it  believes  our  Southern  Baptist  people  generally 
conceive  to  be,  some  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  gospel  of  Christ  and 
of  the  fruits  of  that  gospel  in  human  life  in  its  social  and  civic  relations.  We 
deem  it  not  inappropriate  at  the  present  time  to  make  this  re-statement. 

As  this  Commission  understands,  and  as  our  Southern  Baptist  people  general- 
ly believe  with  unfaltering  devotion,  first  and  foremost  the  gospel  of  Christ  is  a 
message  of  hope  and  salvation  to  the  individual.  Christ  came  into  the  world  to 
save  all  who  hear  and  heed  the  gospel  message  and  He  saves  them  not  in  mass 
but  as  persons.  The  gospel  contemplates  and  the  salvation  of  the  individual 
involves  a personal  hearing  of  the  Word,  personal  conviction  of  and  repentance 
from  sin,  personal  faith  in  the  atoning  Saviour,  personal  regeneration  by  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  a personally  changed  or  converted  life.  For  these  basic  prin- 
ciples our  Southern  Baptist  people  have  always  stood  and  will  continue  to  stand. 

Hence  it  follows  that  the  primary  and  paramount  mission  of  the  churches 
of  our  Lord  is  evangelistic.  W'e  must  never  cease  day  or  night  to  warn  men  of 
the  power  and  penalty  of  sin  and  to  urge  men  individually  and  personally  to 
turn  away  from  sin  and  to  come  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  light  and  life. 
Evangelism,  pungent  and  powerful,  must  be  the  watchword  of  our  churches 
and  must  furnish  the  open  avenue  through  which  the  churches  will  accomplish 
their  primary  task. 

No  efforts  for  sobriety;  for  civic  righteousness;  for  economic  welfare;  for  in- 
dustrial justice;  for  the  suppression  of  evil  in  any  form  in  the  body  social  or 
body  politic,  must  lessen  our  faith  in  and  devotion  to  the  gospel  of  Christ  at  its 
first  point  of  approach  to  a lost  world,  which  is  the  individual  heart. 

Conversely  it  is  quite  impossible  to  conceive  that  any  individual  can  be  re- 
generated and  come  into  a completely  transformed  life  without  his  immediately 
becoming  a factor  for  the  righting  of  social  and  civic  wrong  and  for  the  better- 
ment of  social  and  civic  conditions.  There  is  not  and  cannot  be  any  such  thing 
as  a “social  gospel”  if  by  that  it  is  meant  to  suggest  that  Christ  saves  individuals 
in  the  mass.  But,  if  we  may  so  speak  with  modesty  and  reverence,  it  woiild  be 
impossible  even  for  our  Lord  really  to  save  men  without  implanting  in  them 
principles,  impulses  and  objectives  that  would  lead  them  to  undertake  in  some 
form  and  to  some  degree  to  serve  suffering  humanity  and  to  save  human  society 
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from  the  unbearable  burdens  and  the  galling  chains  which  Satan  has  imposed 
t]  poii  the  masses  of  men  in  all  of  the  realms  and  relationships  of  life. 

al  service  then  is  in  no  sense  a substitute  for  the  gospel  but  is  only  the 
fruit  of  the  gospel.  Christ  saves  men  as  individuals;  saved  individuals  under- 
take under  His  direction,  guidance  and  power  to  save  the  social  order  by  creat- 
ing wholesome  public  sentiment;  by  directing  social  influences;  by  influencing 
social  and  civic  institutions,  including  forms  and  programs  of  government. 
Christ  is  not  unconcerned  about  any  human  wrong  nor  can  His  people  be  if 
they  are  to  be  His  true  and  faithful  representatives. 

There  is  no  sort  of  clash  or  conflict  between  these  two  fundamental  things. 
What  our  Lord  through  His  people  can  do  in  the  matter  of  transforming  the 
social  order  may  be  seen  at  a glance  if  one  will  contrast  the  conditions  existing 
and  ideals  obtaining  in  the  Roman  Empire  at  the  time  Christ  came  with  the 
conditions  existing  and  ideals  obtaining  among  the  most  highly  Christianized 
peoples  of  the  present  day.  In  the  minds  of  this  Commission  there  is  no  question 
or  shadow  of  doubt  that  our  Lord  is  profoundly  interested  in  all  human  affairs 
and  desires  that  His  people  shall  prove  the  leaven  that  shall  permeate  and  ele- 
vate the  whole  social  and  political  order. 

The  Lord  does  not  isolate  individuals  in  saving  them:  He  saves  them  in  and 
with  all  of  their  social  relationships  undisturbed;  He  enlarges  and  increases 
their  social  relationships  and  responsibilities.  The  saved  individual  cannot  be 
like  his  Lord  if  he  attempts  to  live  in  isolation  or  to  deny  his  social  and  civic 
obligations.  We  would  do  great  violence  to  the  gospel  to  attempt  to  set  up  an 
antithesis  and  to  talk  about  an  individual  gospel  and  a social  gospel.  Salvation 
is  experienced  individually;  it  is  expressed  socially. 

LYNCHINGS  SHOW  SLIGHT  INCREASE 

The  brutal  and  barbarous  crime  of  mob  violence,  or  lynch  law,  by  which  hu- 
man lives  are  sacrificed  without  legal  process  and  in  violation  of  the  fundamental 
guarantees  of  orderly  government,  still  continues  in  the  United  States.  Much 
to  our  regret  and  mortification  the  large  numbers  of  lynchings  from  year  to  year 
takes  place  within  the  bounds  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  We  Southern 
people  have  a just  pride  in  our  American  civilization.  We  also  rejoice  that  a 
larger  percentage  of  our  population  professes  Christianity  and  holds  church 
membership  than  is  true  in  any  other  section  of  our  common  country.  These 
facts  all  the  more  put  us  to  shame  when  we  find  that  mob  violence  holds  larger 
sway  in  our  midst  than  in  any  other  section.  We  shall  not  have  done  our  duty 
either  as  citizens  or  as  Christians  until  we  use  every  ounce  of  energy  at  our 
command  to  maintain  in  every  instance  of  crime  commission  legal  and  constitu- 
tional procedure  and  remove  the  blot  of  lynch  law  from  our  midst. 

The  Department  of  Records  and  Research  of  the  Tuskegee  Institute,  Tuske- 
gee,  Alabama,  keeps  the  best  and  most  accurate  records  to  be  had  of  lynchings 
which  occur  from  year  to  year.  From  a statement  issued  by  President  F.  D. 
Patterson  we  give  the  following  facts: 

“I  find  there  were  twenty  persons  lynched  in  1935.  This  is  five  more  than  the 
number  fifteen  for  1934;  eight  less  than  the  number  twenty-eight  for  1933;  and 
12  more  than  the  number  eight  for  1932.  Thirteen  of  the  persons  lynched  were 
in  the  hands  of  the  law;  five  were  taken  from  jails,  six  from  officers  of  the  law 
outside  of  jails  and  two  were  shot  to  death  in  a jail. 

“There  were  fifty-three  instances  in  which  officers  of  the  law  prevented 
lynchings.  Nine  of  these  were  in  Northern  and  Western  States  and  forty-four 
in  Southern  States.  In  forty-two  of  the  instances  the  prisoners  were  removed  or 
the  guards  augmented  or  other  precautions  taken.  In  the  eleven  other  instances, 
armed  force  was  used  to  repel  the  would-be  lynchers.  A total  of  eighty-four  per- 
sons, seventeen  white  and  sixty-seven  Negro,  were  thus  saved  from  death  at  the 
bands  of  mobs. 

“Of  the  twenty  persons  lynched,  two  were  white  and  eighteen  were  Negro. 
The  offenses  charged  were:  Murder,  seven;  attempted  rape,  three;  rape,  three; 

altercation  with  man,  one;  activity  in  share  cropper  organization,  one;  killed 
by  mob  in  search  of  another  person,  one;  slapping  a woman,  one;  communistic 
activity,  one. 

“The  states  in  which  lynchings  occurred  and  the  number  in  each  state  are 
a.s  *oll?ws : California,  one;  Florida,  two;  Georgia,  two;  Louisiana,  four;  Mis- 
sissippi, seven;  North  Carolina,  one;  Tennessee,  one;  Texas,  two.” 

We  call  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  were  fifty-three  instances  in 
which  the  officers  of  the  law  prevented  lynchings.  We  are  pleased  to  note  that 
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forty-three  of  these  were  in  the  Southern  states.  Undoubtedly  if  the  officers  of 
the  law  can  receive  the  backing  and  support  of  a loyal  and  patriotic  citizenry, 
actuated  by  the  impulses  of  an  aroused  conscience,  most  lynchings  can  be  pre- 
vented and  this  deplorable  sacrifice  of  human  life  without  due  process  of  law 
can  be  prevented.  Every  individual,  regardless  of  age,  sex,  race  or  color,  and 
regardless  of  the  nature  of  the  crime  with  which  he  is  charged,  is  entitled  to 
the  safeguards  and  protections  guaranteed  by  and  under  civilized  constitutional 
government. 

INTERNATIONAL  PEACE 

The  prospect  for  International  Peace  is  not  at  all  bright.  Perhaps  it  would 
have  been  too  much  to  hope  that  following  the  World  War  with  its  deep  and 
bitter  international  hatreds  and  with  the  seeds  of  continued  strife  bound  up  in 
the  Versailles  Treaty,  International  Peace  could  be  long  continued.  On  the  other 
hand  it  would  have  seemed  that  the  nations  of  the  earth  had  had  enough  of 
tragedy  and  suffering. 

At  the  present  time  conditions  are  such  as  to  fill  us  with  the  deepest  con- 
cern and  apprehensions.  The  aggressive  war  of  conquest  carried  on  by  Japan 
against  China;  the  war  of  aggression  and  conquest  by  Italy  in  Ethiopia;  the 
present  strained  relations  between  Italy  and  Great  Britain,  between  France 
and  Germany  and  between  soviet  Russia  and  Japan,  present  the  most  perplex- 
ing problems.  It  seems  now  very  doubtful  whether  present  pending  questions 
can  find  solution  without  another  general  world  catastrophe.  And  wars  do  not 
solve  problems;  they  make  and  bequeath  to  coming  generations  problems  greater 
than  those  they  are  supposed  to  solve. 

One  of  the  most  distressing  features  of  the  present  situation  is  that  the  na- 
tions have  come  so  utterly  to  disregard  the  binding  quality  of  international 
treaties  and  to  spurn  the  honor  which  these  treaties  are  supposed  to  embody.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  World  War  in  1914  the  German  Foreign  Minister  at  the 
Court  of  Saint  James  referred  to  an  International  treaty  as  a mere  scrap  of  pa- 
per. At  such  remark  the  peoples  of  the  world  stood  aghast  and  the  minister  was 
held  up  to  scorn.  It  appears  now  that  no  international  treaty  is  considered 
binding  and  that  any  nation  may  repudiate  its  obligations  solemnly  assumed  by 
international  agreement. 

If  all  sense  of  honor  and  right  among  men  and  nations  is  to  be  destroyed  or 
blunted  there  can  be  little  foundation  upon  which  we  can  build  hopes  for  a peace- 
ful and  orderly  world.  In  the  midst  of  such  chaos  the  one  crying  need  is  the 
gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  As  Lloyd  George  expressed  it,  “It 
is  now  Christ  or  chaos.” 

INCREASING  ARMAMENTS 

As  part  of  the  present  world  conditions  one  of  the  most  alarming  facts  is 
the  huge  and  ever  increasing  armies  and  navies  and  the  staggering  expendi- 
tures for  their  construction  and  maintenance.  All  of  the  great  powers  now  have 
military  establishments  far  surpassing  what  they  had  at  the  beginning  of  1914. 

The  people  of  the  world  already  almost  crushed  by  tax  burdens,  are  now  hav- 
ing placed  upon  them  levies  for  the  creation  and  maintenance  of  armies  and 
navies  greater  and  more  crushing  than  ever  in  the  history  of  the  world.  We  do 
not  undertake  to  cite  figures  but  only  to  point  out  conditions  with  which  all  who 
read  are  familiar.  As  one  example  we  refer  to  our  own  government.  According 
to  recent  .publications  the  expenditure  of  the  United  States  for  its  army,  and 
navy  for  the  next  fiscal  year  will  reach  in  round  numbers  the  sum  of  one  billion 
dollars.  This  is  approximately  $8.00  for  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the 
United  States,  and  all  this  for  war  equipment  altogether  aside  from  the  enor- 
mous tax  burden  for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  government  and  for  the  huge  re- 
lief projects  now  in  force. 

The  enormous  military  equipment  and  expenditures  of  the  nations  are  justi- 
fied by  their  advocates  on  the  ground  of  necessary  preparation  for  defense.  But 
preparation  for  war  whether  in  the  name  of  defense  or  in  the  name  of  aggres- 
sion and  conquest  has  always  led  to  war  and  will  lead  to  war.  Peace  is  not 
promoted  by  huge  standing  armies  and  navies.  Nations  go  to  war  when  they 
are  prepared  for  war. 

In  view  of  the  conditions  thus  briefly  sketched  it  behooves  every  Christian 
minister  and  every  disciple  of  Christ,  the  Prince  of  Peace,  to  give  intelligent 
study  to  this  whole  question  of  peace  and  war  and  to  do  everything  in  his  power 
for  the  establishment  of  the  principles  of  peace  in  the  hearts  of  all  men  that 
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peace  may  prevail  and  that  the  unspeakable  sacrifice  of  human  life  and  treasure 
may  be  brought  to  an  end. 

RELIGION  MUST  BE  KEPT  FREE 

In  our  report  last  year  we  inserted  a section  on  this  subject.  It  has  been  a 
matter  of  satisfaction  to  the  Commission  to  believe  that  what  was  said  in  that 
report  was  not  altogether  in  vain.  We  have  had  some  evidence  that  it  served  as  a 
reminder  to  some  of  our  people  who  had  unwittingly  been  caught  in  the  popular 
currents  and  were  in  danger  of  compromising  this  fundamental,  and  to  Bap- 
tists ever  sacred,  principle  of  the  absolute  separation  of  Church  and  State  and 
the  consequent  freedom  of  religion.  We  have  had  evidence  that  through  the  year 
some  of  our  institutions  have  changed  their  policy  and  will  no  longer  receive 
aid  from  public  funds,  whether  such  aid  come  in  the  form  of  direct  appropria- 
tions to  institutions  or  in  the  form  of  governmental  pay  to  students  for  work 
done.  Some  have  been  disposed  to  justify  this  latter  form  of  governmental  aid. 
But  in  our  thinking  it  will  be  well  for  us  in  this  matter  to  shun  the  very  ap- 
pearance of  evil.  If  a Baptist  school  or  institution  of  any  kind  can  live  and 
prosper  only  by  governmental  aid,  direct  or  indirect,  it  ceases  to  be  a Baptist 
institution  and  becomes  an  agency  of  government,  necessarily  subject  in  greater 
or  less  degree  to  governmental  authority,  control  and  direction. 

Religion  must  be  kept  free  in  the  United  States.  Of  all  the  people  in  the 
world,  Baptists  are  under  greatest  and  most  inescapable  obligation  to  see  that 
this  principle  shall  never  be  surrendered  or  compromised.  It  has  always  been 
the  boast  of  the  Baptists  that  they  are  pioneers  in  the  battle  for  religious  liberty. 
It  was  largely  through  the  influence  and  efforts  of  Baptists  that  his  principle 
was  embodied  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  Besides  contributing  to 
the  defeat  of  this  greatest  and  most  unique  of  all  the  distinctive  principles  of  the 
American  government,  and  of  helping  to  hurl  the  world  back  into  the  tyrannies 
and  butcheries  of  the  dark  ages,  Baptists  would  be  put  to  an  open  shame  before 
the  world  by  their  lack  of  consistency  and  faithfulness  if  they  now  yield  one 
inch  through  a spirit  of  temporizing,  or  through  any  sort  of  political  expediency. 
Religion  must  be  kept  free  and  the  Baptists  must  lead  to  that  end. 

THE  LIQUOR  SITUATION 

The  present  situation  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  throughout 
the  United  States  is  far  worse,  more  debasing  and  more  alarming  than  at  any 
time  during  the  old  days  of  the  saloon  before  National  Prohibition  was  enacted. 
At  that  time  a great  body  of  regulatory  and  restrictive  legislation  had  been  built 
up.  The  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor,  whether  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt,  was  limit- 
ed to  the  saloon.  Sales  were  not  allowed  to  be  made  to  women  or  children  and 
women  were  not  allowed  to  visit  the  saloon.  Sales  were  not  allowed  on  Sunday 
or  election  days  or  important  holidays.  The  license  was  not  granted  to  the  premise 
but  to  the  saloon  keeper,  who  was  supposed  to  be  a man  of  “good  moral  charac- 
ter.” Every  license  had  in  it  provision  that  it  could  be  revoked  for  violation  of 
the  laws  regulating  the  traffic,  and  that  it  would  be  terminated  in  case  of  the  enact- 
ment of  prohibition  within  the  political  unit  in  which  the  saloon  was  located.  In 
most  cases  the  number  of  licenses  was  strictly  limited  on  the  basis  of  popula- 
tion. 

Under  all  these  restrictions  the  saloons  operated.  The  conditions  were  fright- 
fully bad.  Every  saloon  was  a center  of  drunkenness  and  debauchery;  of  crimes 
innumerable;  of  political  intrigue  and  corruption — in  a word  every  saloon  was  a 
cancerous  sore  on  the  body  social  and  the  body  politic. 

At  the  present  time  restrictions  are  few  and  mild.  Intoxicants  may  be  had  in 
all  manner  of  places.  The  youngest  children  are  free  to  go  to  drug  stores,  filling 
stations  and  other  premises  where  liquors  are  freely  sold.  Young  girls  not 
only  serve  liquor  in  restaurants  and  cafes  but  serve  as  bar  tenders  in  the  saloons. 

On  January  16th  of  each  year  since  the  adoption  of  the  Eighteenth  Amend- 
ment, Senator  Morris  Sheppard  has  made  a speech  in  the  United  States  Senate 
dealing  with  prohibition  and  the  liquor  situation.  In  his  address  on  January  16th 
just  past,  Senator  Sheppard  gives  the  following  forceful  summary  of  the  present 
conditions  as  compared  with  conditions  existing  in  the  days  of  the  saloon.  We 
quote  as  follows: 

Before  national  prohibition  there  were  177,790  saloons.  Now,  by  best  esti- 
mates,there  are  more  than  200,000  retail  outlets.  Beer  is  sold  amid  new  surround- 
ings in  hardware  stores,  groceries,  restaurants,  drug  stores  and  other  places. 
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which  women  and  children  frequent.  The  number  of  drinking  drivers  has  in- 
creased 11  times  more  in  1934  over  1933  than  the  number  of  cars  has  increased 
in  1934  over  1933.  With  approximately  25,000,000  motor  vehicles  crowding  Ameri- 
can highways  and  moving  at  modern  speed  rates,  it  is  nothing  less  than  com- 
plicity in  murder  to  enhance  the  use  of  beverage  alcohol  by  giving  it  a legalized 
status.  Beverage  alcohol  and  auto  riding  will  not  mix.  Beverage  alcohol  and 
machinery  will  not  mix.  Beverage  alcohol  and  right  conduct  will  not  mix.  Bev- 
erage alcohol  and  law  observance  will  not  mix.  We  were  told  that  repeal  would 
promote  temperance.  How  completely  the  records  repudiate  that  assertion!  Re- 
peal has  not  been  followed  by  anything  like  effective  regulation  or  control.  It 
has  not  decreased  the  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages.  It  has  not  promoted 
temperance.  It  has  not  reduced  crime.  It  has  not  eliminated  the  bootlegger,  the 
gangster,  the  kidnaper,  nor  the  illicit  distiller.  The  revenue  it  produces  is  not 
a source  of  relief  to  the  taxpayer,  because  every  dollar  of  liquor  revenue  means 
the  extraction  of  eight  or  ten  additional  dollars  from  the  pockets  of  the  consum- 
ing public  for  the  purchase  of  intoxicating  beverages.  Who  is  he  that  asserts  a 
personal  right  to  engage  in  a trade  or  business  that  cripples  the  human 
body,  destroys  or  absorbs  the  earning  power  and  the  property  of  men  and  shat- 
ters the  happiness  of  others?  I tell  you  there  are  no  such  personal  rights,  and 
no  property  rights,  in  a practice  such  as  this.  Why  is  this  true?  Because  the 
rights  of  society  are  superior  to  the  indulgence,  the  appetite,  or  the  greed  of 
individuals.  Beverage  alcohol  ...  is  public  enemy  No.  1,  and  the  only  way  to 
handle  it  is  to  destroy  it.” 

Much  else  might  be  added  but  it  would  be  impossible  within  the  limits  of 
this  report  to  describe  or  even  state  the  conditions  now  prevailing  throughout  the 
country.  We  take  it  for  granted  that  such  effort  on  our  part  is  not  only  impos- 
sible but  unnecessary.  Our  Southern  Baptist  people  read  the  papers  and  are 
doubtless  well  informed  as  to  the  general  conditions  prevailing  everywhere.  Our 
problem  is  not  so  much  to  get  our  people  to  understand  conditions  but  to  arouse 
their  consciences,  their  religious  convictions,  their  love  of  humanity  and  their 
patriotism  until  in  a united,  persistent  and  continuous  effort  they  will  move  for- 
ward for  the  complete  outlawry  and  destruction  of  this  property-destroying, 
death-dealing  foe  of  the  human  family  known  as  the  liquor  traffic. 

INCREASE  OF  CRIME  RESULTING  FROM  REPEAL 

There  is  no  sort  of  doubt  in  our  minds  that  there  has  been  a great  increase  in 
crime  throughout  our  country  as  the  result  of  the  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth 
Amendment. 

The  mounting  documents  in  our  criminal  courts,  the  increase  in  population 
of  our  penal  institutions,  the  increase  in  the  arrests  not  only  for  drunkenness 
and  violation  of  what  laws  we  do  have  for  the  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic, 
but  for  many  other  forms  of  crime  give  grim  evidence  that  our  whole  country 
has  gone  on  a general  debauch  through  the  re-enthronement  of  king  alcohol. 

It  is  not  possible  or  expedient  that  we  attempt  to  give  a general  survey  of 
the  conditions  now  obtaining.  No  general  compilation  of  facts  covering  the  coun- 
try at  large  has  been  made.  But  examples  can  be  cited  from  which  general  con- 
clusions can  be  drawn.  As  an  outstanding  example  we  cite 

CONDITIONS  IN  WASHINGTON.  D.  C. 

We  select  Washington  for  several  reasons.  First,  it  is  the  national  capital 
and  therefore  in  a sense  is  the  city  of  every  citizen  of  the  United  States.  We 
are  all  interested  in  the  social  and  moral  conditions  existing  in  our  national 
capital.  Second,  Washington  in  its  physical  aspects,  in  its  architecture,  statu- 
ary and  other  features  of  commanding  interest,  is  known  as  one  of  the  beautiful 
capitals  of  the  world  and  ought  to  be  the  model  city  of  the  United  States.  The 
President  of  the  United  States  by  virtue  of  his  office  is  virtually  mayor  of 
Washington,  and  the  government  in  control  of  Washington  is  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States.  If  the  people  of  the  United  States  cannot  demand  and  se- 
cure that  the  Federal  Capital  shall  be  kept  clean  and  attractive  socially  and 
morally  then  our  National  Capital  will  become  a badge  of  shame  to  the  whole 
Republic. 

The  National  Woman’s  Christian  Temperance  Union  had  made  a recent  sur- 
vey of  conditions  prevailing  in  Washington.  From  this  survey  we  take  the  fol- 
lowing summary: 
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“On  August  3,  1935,  there  were  1,874  licensed  liquor  places  in  the  District  of 
( Jolumbia,  as  compared  with  267  in  the  year  prior  to  war-time  prohibition  in  1917. 

“Many  of  these  1,874  licensed  liquor  places  are  dine  and  dance  halls  espe- 
cially alluring  to  boys  and  girls. 

“In  addition  to  legalized  sale  of  liquor,  government  agents  last  year  found 
a well-entrenched,  widely  ramifying  bootlegging  ring  operating  in  Washington 
which  induced  officials  fo  ask  the  government  for  a larger  force  to  cope  with  the 
almost  insurmountable  task  of  fighting  the  evils  of  the  bootleg  trade. 

“On  March  27,  1935,  a bootleg  ring  of  34  was  indicted,  said  to  be  operating 
on  a more  extensive  scale  than  anything  known  during  prohibition. 

“On  August  24,  1935,  retail  liquor  dealers  were  found  cashing  relief  checks. 

“On  October  24,  1935,  night  clubs  were  charged  with  violating  rules  and 
selling  after  midnight  Sundays. 

“Arrests  for  intoxication.  On  February  5,  1936,  the  Alcohol  Beverage  Con- 
trol Board  reported  20,602  arrests  for  intoxication  in  Washington  during  the 
calendar  year,  1935. 

“Arrests  for  drunkenness  among  women  in  the  eleven-month  period  of  the 
fiscal  year,  1935,  were  reported  as  1,493. 

“August  19,  1935,  arrests  reached  a high  mark  when  225  persons  were 
locked  up  over  the  week-end  on  charges  of  intoxication  and  disorderly  conduct. 

“Among  the  startling  individual  items  of  recent  months  are  the  following: 

“February  1,  policeman  on  duty  for  White  House  reception  suspended  for 
drinking;  February  19,  wife  shot  policeman  who  had  been  suspended  for  drunken- 
ness; February  19,  wife  shot  husband  because  of  drink;  March  14,  boy  killed 
young  soldier  who,  while  intoxicated,  forced  attentions  on  his  sister;  June  22, 
Government  clerk  shot  wife,  both  had  been  drinking;  June  22,  woman  plunged 
five  stories  from  window,  empty  whiskey  bottles  in  room;  July  4,  woman  killed 
estranged  husband,  drinking;  October  13,  man  killed  woman  in  hotel,  drinking; 
October  24,  woman  killed  gambler,  drinking  and  quarreling.” 

Like  conditions  have  been  reported  in  other  cities  and  in  states.  It  is  reli- 
ably stated  that  in  Virginia  there  are  now  approximately  four  times  as  many 
drinking  places,  including  the  State  Stores  scattered  all  over  Virginia,  as  dur- 
ing the  latter  years  of  the  saloon  regime.  Every  pastor  and  every  intelligent 
Baptist^  every  reader  of  the  public  press,  if  he  only  reads  carefully  and  thinks 
clearly  is  familiar  with  the  really  distressing  conditions  existing  now  in  every 
state  and  city  where  the  sale  of  liquor  is  licensed.  Liquor  has  almost  a free 
hand  and  is  virtually  in  control  of  the  whole  community. 


VOLUME  AND  COST  OF  CRIME 

Under  the  conditions  just  outlined  the  volume  of  crime  has  greatly  increased 
and  the  cost  of  crime  has  reached  staggering  proportions.  The  Osborne  Associa- 
tion, Inc.,  of  114  East  30th  Street,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  combines  the  National 
Society  of  Penal  Information  and  the  Welfare  League,  Inc.  This  Association 
gives  constant  and  careful  study  to  crime  conditions  and  compiles  authentic 
data.  We  have  just  received  the  annual  report  of  this  Association  and  the  re- 
port of  Wm.  B.  Cox,  Executive  Secretary.  From  the  latter  we  quote  as  follows: 

“A  good  estimate  of  the  cost  in  the  United  States  of  fighting  and  protection 
against  crime  is  placed  at  $14,000,000,000.  This,  of  course,  includes  the  cost 
of  all  police  forces,  courts,  penal  institutions,  up-keep  of  prisons,  and  all  neces- 
sary expenses.  Of  this  amount  more  than  $125,000,000  is  the  cost  of  just 
maintaining  inmates  of  penitentiaries,  reformatories,  jails  and  institutions  for 
juvenile  delinquents. 

“In  1910,  there  were  70,000  inmates  in  penitentiaries  and  reformatories. 
Fourteen  years  later,  there  were  79,000,  an  increase  of  12%.  In  1934,  this  popu- 
lation had  increased  to  158,000,  more  than  100%  in  a decade. 

“At  the  present,  there  are  approximately  160,000  in  penitentiaries  and  re- 
formatories. The  average  daily  population  of  jails  in  the  United  States  is  close 
to  200,000.  There  are  now  about  26,000  minors  in  institutions  for  juveniles. 

‘However  much  we  might  have  hoped  to  find  a decrease  in  penal  inmates  for 
last  year,  we  find,  unfortunately,  that  there  has  been  an  increase. 

Ihe  conclusive  answer  to  all  these  facts  seems  to  be  obvious.  Our  prisons, 
ma^or^s  anc^  retain  prisoners,  but  they  do  not  accomplish  even  in  a 
slightly  satisfactory  degree,  making  an  asset  for  society  out  of  what  is  a lia- 
bility.” 
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It  will  be  observed  that  Mr.  Cox  does  not  discuss  the  relation  of  liquor  to 
crime  nor  attempt  to  explain  the  increase  of  crime.  But  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
whatever  other  factors  may  have  contributed  to  the  general  results,  the  repeal 
of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  and  the  flooding  of  the  country  with  legalized 
liquor  has  contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  the  arresting  figures  set  forth  in 
this  quotation. 

THE  ATTITUDE  OF  GOVERNMENT 

As  pointed  out  in  our  last  annual  report  one  of  the  most  disturbing  features 
of  the  present  liquor  situation  is  the  attitude  of  the  government  toward  the 
traffic  and  the  many  false  and  absurd  statements  put  forth  by  governmental  au- 
thority concerning  the  nature  of  alcoholic  drinks  and  the  purposes  of  government, 
both  federal  and  state,  in  the  re-establishment  of  the  liquor  traffic.  During  the 
days  of  the  saloon  the  liquor  traffic  was  only  permitted  by  sufferance.  The  atti- 
tude of  the  government  expressed  itself  in  rigid  regulations  and  restrictions. 
Now  the  government  has  become  the  active  sponsor  for  the  traffic  and  seeks  in 
many  ways  and  under  many  false  pleas  to  promote  the  sale  and  consumption  of 
intoxicating  liquors. 

We  quote  from  a well-known  and  reliable  source  the  following  statements: 

“The  Federal  Government’s  only  aim,  so  far  as  legislative  and  executive  ac- 
tivities indicate,  is  to  collect  all  the  revenue  possible  from  the  re-legalized  liquor 
traffic.  The  important  laws  enacted  by  the  Congress  and  now  operating  to  carry 
out  this  aim  are  the  Liquor  Traffic  Act  of  1934,  the  Anti- Smuggling  Act  of  1935, 
and  the  Federal  Alcohol  Administration  Act  of  1935. 

“The  Federal  Alcohol  Tax  Unit  of  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue  in  the 
Treasury  Department  is  the  agency  which  collects  the  taxes  levied.  In  spite  of  the 
most  diligent  work  of  the  Alcohol  Tax  Unit  much  revenue  is  being  lost  through 
the  activities  of  bootleggers  and  dishonest  men  in  the  liquor  industry. 

“To  check  bootlegging  in  imports,  the  Anti-Smuggling  Act  was  passed,  which 
gives  the  Coast  Guard  the  right  to  pursue  and  capture  bootleggers  as  far  as 
twelve  miles  out  from  shore.  No  convincing  evidence  has  been  furnished  that 
the  law  has  been  effective. 

“AMAZING,  ALMOST  POETIC  ALTRUISM  EXPRESSED  IN  NEW 
LIQUOR  LAW  AIMS.” 

“Paradoxes  abound  in  statements  of  aims  as  naive  as  they  are  absurd. 

“A  few  examples  will  give  ample  proof  of  this. 

“Colorado  and  Indiana  repealed  prohibition  laws  and  legalized  liquor,  so  it 
is  stated,  ‘for  the  protection  of  the  welfare,  health,  peace  and  morals  of  the 
people’;  Idaho,  Iowa,  Pennsylvania,  Oregon  and  Washington,  ‘for  the  welfare, 
health,  peace,  morals,  and  safety’;  North  Dakota  and  Utah, — ‘for  the  public 
health,  peace,  and  morals’ ; South  Dakota, — ‘for  preservation  of  health  and  morals.’ 

“Illinois  and  New  York  do  not  go  so  far  as  to  hope  for  an  improvement  in 
morals  but  confine  themselves  to  ‘welfare,  health,  and  safety.’  Maine  and  Okla- 
homa aim  to  preserve  ‘public  peace,  health,  and  safety.’  Vermont  runs  nearly 
the  whole  gamut  by  seeking  ‘to  protect  public  welfare,  good  order,  health,  peace, 
safety,  and  morals.’ 

“Texas  is  the  only  one  which  seeks  ‘temperance,’  expressly  stating  her  aim 
as  ‘protection  of  welfare,  health,  peace,  temperance , and  safety.” 

This  whole  situation  must  be  changed.  An  aroused  and  indignant  public  con- 
science should  demand  of  every  branch  of  government  that  it  shall  assume  an 
entirely  different  attitude  and  shall  use  every  agency  and  means  at  its  command 
for  the  restriction  and  suppression  of  the  liquor  traffic,  and  that  it  shall  in  no 
case,  under  the  false  and  specious  plea  of  revenue  or  “temperance,”  engage  in  the 
task  and  effort  to  increase  the  sale  of  strong  drink,  thus  debasing  our  citizens 
and  destroying  the  health,  happiness,  peace  and  welfare  of  our  nation. 

THE  LIQUOR  TRAFFIC— DEFIANT  AND  INSOLENT 

The  attitude  of  the  government,  indicated  in  the  preceding  section,  the  gen- 
eral collapse  of  public  sentiment  in  regard  to  evil  effects  of  alcoholic  beverages, 
together  with  the  fear  of  the  liquor  interest  that  there  will  be  a rising  tide  of 
sentiment  for  sobriety  and  the  suppression  of  the  traffic,  has  brought  the  liquor 
dealers  and  liquor  advocates  to  an  attitude  of  defiance  and  insolence  that  would 
be  beyond  belief  if  we  did  not  so  well  know  the  character  of  the  traffic  and  its 
corrupting  and  blighting  effects  upon  those  who  indulge  in  or  advocate  strong 
drink.

he  u e of  alcoholic  liquors.  To  checkmate  and  prevent  further 
effoi  rection  by  temperance  and  prohibition  advocates  the  liquor  inter- 

ax,  had  introduced  in  the  legislature  the  following  bill: 

“No  billboard,  sign,  or  placard,  printed,  painted  or  electric,  advertising  or 
referring  to  or  intimating  or  alleging  that  any  alcoholic  beverage  has  any  bene- 
ficial or  harmful  effects  or  contains  any  harmful,  noxious  or  deleterious  ingredi- 
ents shall  be  displayed  on  or  along  any  street,  road  or  highway  in  this  State  or 
exposed  in  or  upon  any  building  or  structure  or  in  any  other  public  place  un- 
less the  same  shall  have  first  been  approved  and  permitted  by  the  Liquor  Au- 
thority. Any  person  who  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  violate  the  provisions  of 
this  subdivision  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  a county  jail  or  penitentiary  for  a term  of  not  more  than  six  months 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.” 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  bill  would  prohibit  any  setting  forth  of  “any 
beneficial”  “effects”  of  liquors.  This,  of  course,  is  a mere  blind  or  smoke  screen 
behind  which  the  liquor  advocates  hope  to  hide  while  they  get  passed  through 
the  legislature  a bill  making  it  impossible  for  the  truth  to  be  told.  So,  if  the 
liquor  traffic  can  have  its  way  we  shall  soon  be  unable  to  tell  the  truth  about  a 
narcotic  poison  which  is  destroying  and  damning  a large  element  of  the  human 
family. 

ENLISTING  YOUTH  FOR  LIQUOR 

During  the  prohibition  period  the  liquor  people  and  their  friends  were  tear- 
ful in  their  pleas  for  the  youth  of  the  land.  They  told  us  how  all  of  the  boys 
were  carrying  hip  flasks  and  all  of  the  girls  were  drinking;  how  all  of  this  was 
one  of  the  evil  results  of  prohibition  and  how  prohibition  must  be  repealed  to 
save  the  youth.  Everybody,  including  themselves,  knew  that  this  was  a false 
plea  and  that  it  was  disingenuous.  Their  plea  magnified  every  instance  of  in- 
dulgence among  young  people  and  ignored  the  fact  that  under  prohibition  we 
were  raising  a generation  of  sober  and  abstaining  youth,  the  very  finest  genera- 
tion of  young  people  we  had  ever  known.  The  plea  was  for  liquor  and  not  for 
the  boys  and  girls. 

These  facts  are  emphasized  now  by  the  admission  made  and  programs  set 
forth  in  liquor  advertising  and  liquor  propaganda.  The  liquor  people  are  now 
saying  that  under  prohibition  a generation  of  young  people  arose  who  did  not 
even  know  the  taste  of  beer  and  that  they  must  carry  on  an  intensive  and  ex- 
tensive campaign  of  advertising  to  enlist  and  “educate”  the  youth  of  the  land  in 
the  “beneficial”  results  of  the  drinking  habit. 

In  their  efforts  and  plans  to  enlist  the  young  people  the  liquor  forces  are  go- 
ing further.  They  are  giving  liquor  to  young  people;  they  are  flavoring  and 
spiking  with  rum  candy  drops  that  may  be  bought  in  drug  stores  and  at  confec- 
tionery stands  indiscriminately  so  that  wittingly  or  unwittingly  children  and 
young  people  may  have  the  fires  of  appetite  kindled  in  their  very  blood.  With 
the  liquor  traffic  and  those  who  advocate  it  nothing  is  sacred  and  nothing  is 
secure  from  their  destructive  and  deadly  onslaughts.  If  liquor  has  its  way  not  a 
child  or  young  person  would  be  kept  free  from  the  poison  of  its  fangs;  not  a 
home  in  the  land  would  be  able  to  bar  its  doors  against  the  ferocious  and  mad- 
dened beast. 

As  illustrating  and  reinforcing  the  foregoing  statements  we  quote  from  an 
article  by  Schuyler  Patterson,  published  in  The  Brewers  Journal  of  September, 
1935,  as  follows: 

“As  has  been  pointed  out,  the  present  generation  has  lost  the  beer  tradition. 
The  youngsters  who  have  come  to  maturity  since  1918  have  heard  from  all  sides 
that  liquor,  wine,  beer  are  horrible  things. 

“It  was,  in  fact,  with  the  hope  in  mind  that  some  such  generation  might  be 
brought  up  and  such  a thought  definitely  established  in  their  minds  that  Wayne 
Wheeler  and  his  Anti-Saloon  League  foisted  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  and  the 
"Volstead  Act  on  an  unsuspecting  country.  But  now  there  is  work  to  be  done. 
Not  only  must  this  beer  tradition  be  re-established,  but  the  course  of  its  develop- 
ment must  be  along  certain  definite  and  constructive  lines  to  prove  reallv  effec- 
tive.” 
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Mida’s  Criterion,  a liquor  publication  for  September,  1935,  contains  an  article 
by  Paul  Studenski,  Professor  of  Economics,  New  York  University,  in  which  it 
is  said: 

“The  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  has  apparently  decreased  greatly  in 
this  country  since  the  pre-prohibition  days.  Many  people  have  lost  the  drinking 
habit  and  the  younger  generation  has  not  acquired  it  to  the  same  extent  as  had 
the  generation  of  the  pre-prohibition  days.” 

The  above  quotations  serve  well  to  reveal  the  insincerity  of  the  liquor  people 
and  their  friends  when  they  advocated  repeal  on  the  ground  that  the  youth  was 
being  debauched  by  prohibition  and  that  drinking  among  all  classes,  especially 
among  young  people  and  women,  was  more  prevalent  than  before  prohibition. 
Likewise  they  indicate  clearly  the  utter  lack  of  conscience  on  the  part  of  the 
liquor  traffic,  which  always  stands  ready  to  enslave  all  classes  to  the  drink  habit, 
and  stands  ready  to  use  any  method,  however  iniquitous,  to  acomplish  its  ne- 
farious design. 

ENORMOUS  TOLL  OF  HUMAN  LIFE 

Our  beloved  country,  the  United  States  of  America,  is  noted  not  only  for 
its  huge  volume  of  crime  but  for  the  enormous  toll  of  human  life  taken  by 
accidents.  We  rather  pride  ourselves  at  living  at  a high  speed  age  and  being  a 
high  speed  people,  but  we  are  painfully  careless  and  reckless  in  our  methods  and 
disregardful  of  the  sanctity  of  human  life. 

The  National  Safety  Council  of  Chicago  and  the  Travelers  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Hartford,  Conn.,  are  the  two  most  reliable  sources  of  information  con- 
cerning accidents  and  accidental  death.  Each  of  these  concerns  makes  a full  and 
careful  nation-wide  survey  and  publishes  annually  carefully  compiled  and  anal- 
yzed statistics.  The  preliminary  report  of  the  National  Safety  Council,  subject 
to  revision  and  correction,  places  the  number  of  accidental  deaths  for  1935  at 
99,000,  which  is  77  8/10  deaths  per  100,000  of  population.  It  is  the  source  of 
some  satisfaction  to  note  that  this  is  a decrease  of  2%  as  compared  with  1934, 
“largely  the  result  of  a return  to  the  normal  number  of  excessive  heat  fatalities.” 
But  it  is  disquieting  to  observe  that  while  the  number  of  deaths  from  all  other 
accidents  decreased  the  number  of  fatalities  by  motor  vehicle  accidents  increased. 
Accidents  of  this  character  claimed  36,400  lives  during  the  year.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  this  great  sacrifice  of  human  life  was  due  to  a very  considerable 
degree  to  the  sale  and  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages.  The  drinking  driver  is 
now  the  source  of  greatly  increased  hazard  on  every  street  and  highway  through- 
out the  United  States. 

In  a publication  issued  by  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company,  Live  and  Let 
Live,  the  record  is  summarized.  In  the  language  of  this  publication,  “America’s 
shameful  record  on  streets  and  highways  in  1935  was  both  worse  and  better  than 
the  year  before.  Worse,  because  deaths  increased  by  around  one  per  cent  from 
35,769  in  1934  (excluding  332  motorcycle  fatalities)  to  36,100.”  This  publication 
gives  the  following  summary:  Total  number  of  accidents  826,690;  persons  in- 

jured 895,280;  persons  killed  36,100.  Concerning  the  relation  of  the  drinking 
driver  to  these  huge  totals  we  quote: 

“Of  all  drivers  in  accidents,  according  to  such  records  as  were  available  for 
1935,  3.1  per  cent  were  declared  to  have  been  under  the  influence  of  liquor.  But 
of  all  drivers  in  fatal  accidents  6.8  per  cent  were  declared  to  have  been  under 
the  ‘influence.’  Thus  the  fatal  experience  of  drivers  intoxicated  was  118  per  cent 
worse ! 

“Of  all  pedestrians  in  accidents,  according  to  the  same  reports,  4.9  per  pent 
were  declared  to  have  been  under  the  influence  of  liquor.  But  of  the  pedestrians 
killed,  9.4  per  cent  were  declared  to  have  been  under  the^  influence  of  intoxi- 
cants. Thus  the  fatal  accident  experience  of  intoxicatd  pedestrians  was  91  per 
cent  worse!” 

Between  1922  and  1934  inclusive  the  death  rate  from  automobile  accidents  in 
the  United  States  increased  107%.  Many  things  can  be  done  and  ought  to  be 
done  to  reduce  this  great  sacrifice  of  human  life.  The  enactment  of  the  right 
kind  of  uniform  traffic  legislation  and  regulations  would  do  much.  The  careful 
and  firm  enforcement  of  such  measures  would  give  additional  help.  The  public 
must  be  brought  to  a realization  of  the  many  and  great  hazards  involved  in  the 
operation  of  the  enormous  number  of  motor  vehicles  which  use  our  streets  and 
highways,  and  certainly  if  we  have  any  sanity  left  us  we  will  demand  the  sup- 
pression and  abolition  of  the  liquor  traffic,  which  places  the  drinking  driver  on 
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; tr.vts  and  highways  everywhere.  “If  you  drink,  don’t  drive”;  “If  you 
Logan  that  ought  to  be  sounded  out  until  it  gets  into  the 
>p  e.  And  undoubtedly  this  involves  the  principle,  “Do  not 
for  the  drinking  driver  to  get  the  liquor  that  would 
make  him  a drinking  driver.”

the  press  is  a fundamental  and  cherished  principle  of  Ameri- 
can  bedded  in  the  Constitution  and  has  been  safe-guarded  by  the 

ess  for  the  dissemination  of  news;  for  the  creation  of  a gen- 
eral pub  lligence;  for  the  open  and  frank  discussion  of  principles  and 

policies;  for  the  defense  and  promotion  of  truth  and  righteousness,  is  a heritage 

ch  the  American  people  would  not  consent  to  surrender.  So  highly  does  the 
n people  value  a free  press  that  the  government  carries  second  class 
matter  through  the  mails  at  a loss  of  many  millions  of  dollars  every  year.  Both 
in  gratitude  to  the  people  for  this  favor  and  in  loyalty  to  every  sense  of  right 
and  honor  publishers  and  editors  are  under  solemn  obligation  to  advocate  only 
the  right  and  to  form  no  alliance  with  any  business  by  which  papers  would 
profit  financially  through  their  advertising  columns  at  the  expense  of  a distorted 
editorial  policy,  lending  itself  to  the  destruction  of  the  highest  and  best  interest 
of  the  public.  And  yet  this  is  exactly  the  condition  which  seems  now  to  have  come 
to  pass  with  nearly  all  of  the  so  called  metropolitan  press.  The  great  dailies, 
with  notable  and  worthy  exceptions,  are  in  complete  alliance  with  the  liquor  traf- 
fic and  are  filling  their  coffers  with  millions  of  dollars  paid  them  for  liquor 

ertising,  while  in  turn  both  in  the  news  columns  and  editorial  page  these 
papers  become  the  apologists  and  sponsors  for  the  blood-sucking,  life-destroying 
business. 

One  of  the  most  notable  examples  of  the  inconsistency  of  many  of  these 
papers  is  that  they  are  now  sponsoring  safety  campaigns  to  reduce  the  number 
of  accidents  and  fatalities  on  the  highways  while  their  columns  are  flooded  with 
liquor  advertising  and  their  editorial  columns  are  utterly  ignoring  the  liquor 
traffic  and  the  drinking  driver  as  the  chief  factor  in  highway  accidents.  An 
indignant  public  ought  to  find  some  way  of  emancipating  itself  from  the  domi- 
nation of  such  an  unholy  alliance.  The  public  press,  supposedly  and  potentially 
the  chief  factor  for  good,  ought  not  to  be  united  with  and  controlled  by  the 
liquor  traffic,  actually  the  chief  force  for  evil  and  destruction. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Resolutions: 

I.  Lynchings  and  Mob  Violence 

1.  That  we  reaffirm  our  unchanging  condemnation  of  mob  violence  in  all 
forms. 

2.  That  our  pastors  be  urged  to  preach  from  time  to  time  upon  the  sanctity 
of  human  life  and  of  civil  rights  under  orderly  government  to  the  end  that  a 
wholesome  respect  for  law  and  order  may  be  created  and  maintained. 

3.  That  our  people  as  citizens  be  urged  to  demand  the  faithful  performance 
of  duty  by  all  officers  for  the  protection  of  the  lives  and  rights  of  all  accused 
or  condemned  persons  that  may  be  in  their  charge. 

4.  That  as  a people  we  stand  firmly  for  the  orderly  processes  of  justice  in 
all  cases  and  give  to  all  officers  of  the  law  our  support  and  commendation  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties. 

5.  That  we  shall  not  be  satisfied  or  content  until  lynchings  shall  cease  and 
mob  violence  shall  be  completely  banished. 

II.  Peace  and  War 

1.  That  we  reaffirm  our  belief  in  and  devotion  to  international  peace  and  to 

spirit  of  peace  both  for  individuals  and  nations  as  embodied  in  the  teachings 

and  exemplified  by  the  spirit  of  Christ  our  Lord. 

2.  That  we  reaffirm  also  our  utter  opposition  to  and  hatred  of  war  as  the 
most  inexcusable  and  insane  policy  that  could  be  pursued  by  the  nations  of  the 
earth  in  their  dealings  with  one  another,  destructive  not  only  of  human  life  and 
treasure  but  of  all  that  is  high  and  worthy  in  human  ideals  and  objectives. 
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3.  That  we  pledge  ourselves  as  citizens  and  Christians  that  we  will  not  sup- 
port our  government  in  any  war  except  such  as  might  be  necessary  to  repel 
invasion  of  our  land  or  to  preserve  fundamental  human  rights  and  liberties. 

4.  That  we  can  see  no  just  ground  for  the  enormous  military  and  naval 
establishment  now  being  built  up  and  maintained  by  our  government  at  the  ex- 
pense of  approximately  one  billion  dollars  a year,  and  that  we  look  with  disfavor 
both  upon  this  establishment  as  being  in  the  nature  of  a challenge  to  other 
countries  and  contributing  to  the  war  spirit  and  upon  the  huge  and  unnecessary 
tax  burden  laid  upon  the  shoulders  of  people  already  overburdened  with  taxa- 
tion. 

5.  That  we  again  express  our  belief  that  the  Protocol  of  the  Court  of  Inter- 
national Justice,  commonly  known  as  the  World  Court,  with  the  reservations 
already  made  by  the  United  States  Senate,  should  be  ratified  by  the  Senate  and 
that  we  all  give  our  influence  to  that  end. 

III.  Freedom  of  Religion 

(Your  Commission  regards  the  freedom  of  religion  as  a matter  of  such  vital 
concern  that  it  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  which  were 
adopted  last  year) : 

1.  That  we  hereby  re-affirm  our  devotion  to  the  fundamental  New  Testa- 
ment doctrine  and  fundamental  principle  of  the  American  Government,  the 
separation  of  church  and  state;  religion  must  be  kept  free  from  all  entangling 
alliances  with  government  and  government  must  not  assume  patronage,  spon- 
sorship or  control  over  religion  in  any  form. 

2.  That  we  also  declare  it  to  be  our  abiding  conviction  that  this  fundamental 
doctrine  of  the  New  Testament  and  sacred  principle  of  government  cannot  be 
maintained  if  and  when  the  government  becomes  the  financial  sponsor  for 
churches,  provides  financial  subsidies  for  churches  or  other  religious  institutions, 
or  appropriates  money  out  of  the  public  treasury  to  sectarian  institutions. 

3.  That  we  would  call  the  attention  of  Southern  Baptist  pastors  and  churches 
to  these  matters  and  would  urge  them  with  all  diligence  to  maintain  this  doc- 
trine in  all  of  their  activities  and  relationships  and  at  all  costs  to  abstain  from 
borrowing  money  from  government,  receiving  the  financial  endorsement  of  the 
government  and  receiving  appropriations  of  funds  from  the  public  treasury, 
whether  national  or  state. 

4.  That  we  would  enter  our  earnest  protest  against  the  violation  of  this 
principle  by  any  Baptist  church  or  Baptist  institution  or  by  others,  and  especially 
against  the  appropriation  or  application  of  public  funds  to  sectarian  institutions 
of  whatever  name  or  order. 

IV.  The  Liquor  Traffic 

1.  That  we  again  record  our  unalterable  conviction  that  the  only  right  solu- 
tion of  the  liquor  problem  is  total  abstinence  from  the  use  of  all  alcoholic 
beverages  by  the  individual,  and  the  prohibition  of  the  manufacture,  distribution 
and  sale  of  all  intoxicating  beverages  by  the  government,  both  state  and  na- 
tional as  a fixed  governmental  policy. 

2.  That  we  unhesitatingly  declare  for  the  repeal  of  the  XXI  Amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  was  placed  in  the  Constitution  by 
a fraudulent  and  vicious  propaganda,  and  by  the  vote  of  a small  fraction  of  the 
American  electorate,  and  for  the  restoration  of  the  XVIII  Amendment  to  its 
rightful  place  in  the  Constitution. 

3.  That  our  pastors,  Sunday  school  teachers,  editors,  the  Sunday  School 
Board  and  writers  in  the  Baptist  papers  are  to  be  commended  most  warmly  for 
their  persistent  teachings  and  efforts  during  the  past  year  warning  against  the 
evil  and  destructive  effects  of  all  alcoholic  beverages,  and  seeking  to  save  our 
civilization  from  becoming  utterly  liquor  soaked  and  morally  sodden. 

4.  That  we  urge  all  of  the  persons  and  agencies  mentioned  above  to  continue 
the  good  fight.  Our  civilization  must  not  be  sacrificed  to  drunkenness  and  de- 
bauchery through  strong  drink. 

5.  That  we  frankly  and  unhesitatingly  deplore  and  condemn  as  utterly  in- 
excusable and  wicked  the  present  policy  of  government,  both  the  national  govern- 
ment and  the  government  of  nearly  all  of  the  states,  by  which  the  government 
not  only  licenses  the  sale  of  liquor  but  actually  and  actively  sponsors  and  seeks 
to  promote  its  sale  and  consumption. 

6.  That  we  particularly  condemn  the  lax  and  bungling  laws  that  have  been 
enacted  ostensibly  to  control  liquor,  but  actually  to  provide  for  its  manufacture, 
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distribution,  sale  and  consumption  almost  without  control,  regulation  or  restric- 
tion. 

7.  That  until  we  can  secure  the  return  and  the  firm  re-establishment  of 
prohibition,  both  State  and  National,  which  is  our  goal  and  for  which  we  will 
constantly  strive,  we  use  all  diligence  to  secure  the  enactment  of  much  needed 
regulatory  and  restrictive  measures,  such  as  will  place  beer  where  it  belongs  as 
a dangerous,  deadening  and  destructive  alcoholic  liquor,  remove  the  sale  of  beer 
and  all  other  intoxicating  liquors  from  filling  stations,  drug  stores  and  restau- 
rants, and  confine  the  sale  of  all  intoxicants  to  places  devoted  exclusively  to 
their  sale  so  that  sales  can  be  properly  regulated  and  policed;  so  that  the  badge 
of  respectability  now  sought  to  be  placed  upon  liquor  may  be  made  impossible 
and  that  liquor  may  be  branded  as  it  deserves  to  be  as  the  chief  source  of  vice, 
crime,  poverty  and  degradation,  and  so  that  at  least  the  women  and  youth  may 
not  be  engulfed  in  the  rising  tide  of  drunkenness. 

8.  That  we  condemn  the  widespread  campaign  of  advertising  carried  on  by 
tlie  liquor  traffic  both  through  the  public  press  and  to  some  extent  over  the  radio. 
We  do  not  believe  that  newspapers,  which  are  so  heavily  subsidized  by  the 
government  on  the  theory  that  they  are  to  be  advocates  of  liberty  and  good 
citizenship,  have  any  moral  right  to  receive  blood  money  from  the  liquor  traffic 
for  their  advertising  columns,  which  of  necessity  must  influence  more  or  less 
their  editorial  policies.  It  is  hardly  right  or  consistent  for  us  to  boast  of  the 
freedom  of  the  press,  so  far  as  governmental  censorship  is  concerned,  while  the 
press  goes  into  bondage  to  a corrupt  and  blighting  business. 

9.  We  especially  protest  against  all  advertising  of  liquor  over  the  radio  and 
we  will  advocate  suitable  legislation  to  prohibit  all  such  advertising. 

V.  The  Christian  Sabbath 

1.  That  we  renew  our  efforts  to  preserve  the  Christian  sabbath  and  urge 
our  people  everywhere  to  abstain  from  purely  secular  and  worldly  engagements 
on  the  Lord's  day. 

2.  That  we  especially  deplore  the  wide  use  of  the  radio  for  advertising  and 
for  flippant  jazz  entertainment  on  the  Lord’s  day,  and  we  would  favor  legis- 
lation to  prevent  all  Sunday  advertising  over  the  radio  and  all  cheap  vaudeville 
programs  on  Sunday. 


VI.  Accident  Prevention 


1.  That  we  urge  our  people  scrupulously  to  observe  all  traffic  rules  and  regu- 
lations and  to  co-operate  in  every  effort  to  reduce  the  frightful  number  of 
fatalities  and  accidents  now  levying  toll. 

2.  That  we  especially  condemn  the  drinking  driver;  that  we  believe  the  mere 
act  of  operating  a motor  vehicle  on  the  public  streets  or  highways  by  anyone 
under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  drink  is  a criminal  act  and  should  be  punish- 
able by  law  regardless  of  the  results;  that  we  would  favor  the  enactment  of  laws 
to  this  effect. 

3.  That  existing  statutes  should  be  so  amended  as  to  deprive  every  person 
convicted  of  driving  while  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  drink  of  his 
driver’s  license,  and  disqualifying  him  for  further  driving  for  at  least  one  year 
and  for  such  additional  time  as  may  be  necessary  for  him  to  establish  the  fact 
that  he  has  completely  reformed  and  given  up  the  drinking  habit.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  ADVISABILITY  OF  CREATING 
A SOCIAL  RESEARCH  BUREAU 

Preamble 

In  making  its  report  to  the  Convention  your  committee  would  first  of  all 
make  clear  the  spirit  and  faith  in  which  the  report  has  been  written.  We  believe 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  a gospel  of  individual  salvation, — that  men  find 
forgiveness,  redemption,  eternal  life  through  a personal  acceptance  of  Jesus 
Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour.  In  him  alone  is  eternal  life.  We  believe  also  that 
in  Christ  men  find  new  motives  and  ideals,  a new  impulse,  caught  from  the  fire 
of  Christ’s  own  love  of  humanity,  and  a sense  of  obligation  to  serve  men  in  all 
their  needs.  We  believe  that  Christ  desires  to  rule  in  every  area  of  life.  We 
are  conscious  of  the  evils  of  our  time,  the  problems  that  touch  our  moral  and 
spiritual  life,  that  baffle  our  youth,  and  threaten  not  only  the  work  of  our 
churches,  but  the  very  freedom  which  our  faith  has  enjoyed.  Not  therefore  as 
a substitute  for  the  gospel,  but  as  an  expression  of  our  devotion  to  the  gospel, 
to  humanity  and  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  our  confidence  in  its  power  to  redeem 
all  of  life,  we  bring  the  following  report: 

Report 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  work  of  the  Social  Service  Commis- 
sion of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  be  enlarged  in  order  to  meet  more 
adequately  the  moral  and  social  problems  for  which  we  feel  an  increasing  burden 
of  responsibility. 

1.  Function.  The  work  of  this  Commission  shall  be: 

(1)  To  investigate  moral  and  social  conditions  as  they  affect  Southern  Bap- 
tist life. 

(2)  To  make  available  for  our  constituency  accurate  information  concern- 
ing conditions  and  problems  that  we  face  in  our  churches  and  communities 
affecting  the  spiritual,  moral  and  social  welfare  of  our  people. 

(3)  By  its  approach  to  our  people  to  seek  to  improve  the  moral  life  of  our 
churches  and  bring  the  attitudes  of  our  people  on  moral  and  social  questions 
into  increasing  accord  with  the  mind  of  Christy 

(4)  In  other  ways  approved  by  the  Convention  to  seek  to  enlighten  the  public 
mind  and  arouse  the  public  conscience  upon  all  important  moral  and  spiritual 
issues. 

2.  Membership.  The  membership  of  the  Commission  shall  be  constituted  as 
at  present. 

3.  Officers  and  Committees. 

(1)  There  shall  be  a chairman  elected  by  the  Commission. 

(2)  As  soon  as  practicable  the  Commission  shall  employ  an  executive  secre- 

tary who  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  program  of  the  Commission,  including  the 
collection  of  data  from  all  available  sources,  the  conduct  of  original  .research 
and  survey  and  the  proper  dissemination  of  such  findings  at  frequent  intervals 
throughout  the  year.  . 

(3)  There  shall  be  an  executive  committee  chosen  by  the  Commission  which 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  work  of  the  Commission  between  its  meetings.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  BAPTIST  BIBLE  INSTITUTE 

TO  THE 

SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

Once  more  the  angel  of  death  has  visited  the  Institute  and  has  called  to  his 
reward  another  of  our  loved  and  faithful  workers.  Professor  Maurice  G. 
Bock  with  departed  this  life  October  29,  1935,  after  an  illness  of  many  weeks, 
lie  had  been  with  the  Institute  almost  from  its  founding,  and  surely  there  were 
never  more  satisfying  tributes  paid  to  a teacher  and  co-worker  and  church  mem- 
ber than  those  which  came  to  Mrs.  Beckwith  and  to  the  Institute  family  from 
friends  everywhere. 
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Aside  from  this  great  loss  the  Bible  Institute  has  had  one  of  the  best  years 
in  its  history.  It  is  a pleasure  to  bring  to  the  Convention  a report  of  the  school 
for  1935,  and  to  emphasize  the  decided  conviction  of  the  president,  faculty, 
and  trustees  tha.t  we  have  passed  any  experimental  or  questioning  stage  in  our 
history,  and  that  we  must  plan  for  increasing  possibilities  and  for  greater  use- 
fulness in  the  time  immediately  before  us. 

I.  Our  Present  Force  of  Workers 

Dr.  James  E.  Gwatkin  has  sufficiently  recovered  from  his  serious  operation 
to  take  charge  of  the  library,  but  has  been  forbidden  by  his  physician  to  continue 
teaching.  Dr.  Park  H.  Anderson,  for  so  many  years  president  of  Graves  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Canton,  China,  has  done  great  service  this  year,  and  has 
endeared  himself  to  faculty  and  students.  Professor  W.  Wistar  Hamilton,  Jr., 
supplying  the  chair  of  Christian  History  for  Professor  E.  F.  Haight,  has  filled 
a difficult  situation  most  acceptably  and  has  proved  himself  most  valuable  as 
teacher  and  co-worker.  The  other  teachers  are  Albert  E.  Tibbs,  Professor  of 
Religious  Education;  John  W.  Shepard,  Professor  of  New  Testament  Interpre- 
tation and  Missions;  James  Washington  Watts,  Professor  of  Old  Testament 
Exposition  and  Hebrew;  E.  F.  Haight,  Professor  of  Christian  History  and 
Theology;  E.  0.  Sellers,  Professor  of  Sacred  Music  and  Secretary  of  Corres- 
pondence Department;  Mrs.  E.  LaMont  Crosby,  Assistant  in  Music  Department; 
Mrs.  J.  Washington  Watts,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Joseph  Santo,  W.  M.  U.  Department; 
Miss  Milbry  Guest,  Kindergarten;  and  W.  W.  Hamilton,  President  and  Profes- 
sor of  Evangelism. 

Our  administrative  organization  in  addition  to  the  president  is  as  follows:

Sellers,  secretary  of  correspondence  department;  A.  E.  Tibbs,  secretary  of 
faculty;  J.  E,  Gwatkin,  librarian;  Dr.  T.  B.  Sellers  and  Dr.  J.  E.  Bailey,  physi- 
cians; Douglas  Gray,  office  secretary  and  custodian  of  buildings  and  grounds; 
Miss  Winnie  Hickman,  secretary;  Mrs.  E.  C.  Coburn,  dietitian  and  superin- 
tendent of  dining  hall;  H.  Grady  Wilkes,  superintendent  of  printing  press;  Mrs. 
G.  W.  Andrews,  matron;  Misses  Grace  Sigrest  and  Mamie  Lee  Williams,  nurses. 

II.  Our  Financial  Situation 

The  total  receipts  for  the  year  1935  have  been  $59,008.44.  Of  this  amount 
$21,637.83  came  from  the  “Co-operative  Program”;  $2,819.88  came  as  “Desig- 
nated” gifts;  $19,837.23  came  from  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club,  and  money 
sent  “Direct”  to  the  Institute  amounted  to  $14,713.50.  The  total  for  1934  from 
all  sources  was  $54,434.94,  showing  an  increase  for  1935  of  $4,573.50. 

Eight  years  ago  the  indebtedness  of  the  Institute  was  $353,000  and  it  now 
stands  at  $215,400,  or  a reduction  in  eight  years  of  $137,600.  The  present 
debt  is  made  up  of  unpaid  first  mortgage  bonds  amounting  to  $140,500  and 
the  second  mortgage  of  $73,900.  Since  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  movement 
began  we  have  cancelled  $59,500  of  our  bonds.  The  plan  of  cancellation  is 
under  the  direction  of  the  Bondholders’  Protective  Committee,  appointed  when 
the  Institute  defaulted  on  its  bonds.  During  the  year,  or  in  the  past  several 
years  we  have  not  borrowed  any  money  for  operation  or  salaries,  and  last  year 
have  spent  $7,781.39  in  repairs  made  necessary  by  the  neglect  during  depres- 
sion times.  This  work  has  been  done  almost  exclusively  by  students. 

A number  of  scholarships  have  been  given  this  year  by  W.M.U.  organiza- 
tions and  by  personal  friends.  In  many  cases  a little  aid  has  enabled  a student 
to  complete  the  amount  necessary  to  stay  in  school.  Practically  all  of  the  work 
at  B.  B.  I.  of  every  kind  is  done  by  the  students  who  in  this  way  pay  for  their 
board.  We  encourage  those  thus  making  their  way  to  take  longer  time  for 
the  completion  of  the  courses  of  study.  The  medical  and  hospitalization  plan 
has  been  quite  satisfactory,  and  the  trustees  wish  here  to  express  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  generosity  of  the  doctors  and  of  the.  Southern  Baptist  Hospital  as 
manifested  in  their  care  of  students  of  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute. 

III.  Government  Aid  for  Students 

We  received  a letter  from  the  State  Director  of  the  National  Youth  Ad- 
ministration asking  that  we  co-operate  during  1935-1936  in  making  the  Federal 
College  Student  Aid  available,  and  we  sought  to  most  carefully  guard  the 
Institute  from  any  mistake  in  this  matter.  Our  registrar  wrote  as  follows: 

“There  has  been  general  discussion  in  our  denomination — the  Southern 
Baptist — during  the  last  year  concerning  the  advisability  of  accepting  federal

I.  ; is  have  to  raise  arise  directly  out  of  conscientious  scruples  concerning  the 
separation  of  church  and  state.  The  opinion  of  the  denomination  concerning 
the  present  situation  is  not  as  yet  crystallized  and  individual  institutions  are 
under  the  necessity  of  using  their  own  judgment  as  to  what  is  best  for  the 
present. 

"As  for  our  own  institution  our  decision  is  as  follows:  If  students  may  be 

granted  such  aid  independently  of  any  solicitation  or  supervision  on  our  part 
and  choose  to  attend  this  institution,  we  have  no  objection.  But  we  do  not  wish 
be  responsible  for  handling  and  supervising  the  funds  with  which  they 
arc  paid,  or  to  be  the  beneficiary  of  the  work  they  do  for  the  government.” 


IV.  Enrolment  for  the  Session 

The  total  enrolled  in  the  1935-1936  session  is  260,  and  of  this  total  164  are 
taking  the  regular  courses,  39  are  “special  students”;  11  are  in  the  night 
classes  only,  and  46  are  taking  correspondence  courses.  One  evidence  of  the 
fine  quality  of  students  at  the  Institute  is  the  appointment  by  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  of  so  many  of  them  to  mission  fields.  In  November  when  twenty-six 
were  appointed,  six  of  that  number  were  from  B.  B.  I.  Two  others  will  probably 
sail  this  fall.  Brethren  of  the  Foreign  Board  have  made  statements  about  our 
students  which  bring  joy  and  gratitude  to  our  hearts.

It  is  the 
earnest  desire  and  prayer  of  the  Trustees  that  the  Institute  may  in  1939  be  free 
from  the  grinding  burden  of  debt  and  may  be  in  position  to  go  forward  in  an 
ever-increasing  way  to  serve  our  Lord  and  his  cause  in  the  training  and  mis- 
sionary work  for  which  it  was  founded  as  we  believe  under  the  leadership  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.

This  is  an  increase  over  last  year  of  102. 

We  have  graduated  this  past  session  45.  It  is  our  belief  that  during  this 
past  session  we  have  had  in  all  respects,  except  financial,  probably  the  best 
Seminary  in  many  years.  The  health  of  the  faculty  and  students  has  been 
remarkable:  the  spirit  of  unity  and  co-operation  on  the  part  of  all,  during  the 
most  taxing  and  trying  period,  has  been  satisfactory  and  remarkable.  The  prac- 
tical service  for  the  Kingdom  of  God  rendered  by  students  and  faculty  has  been 
probably  as  great  as  in  any  period  for  many  years.  The  confessions  of  faith, 
the  additions  to  the  churches,  the  co-operative  spirit,  the  sums  of  money  raised, 
the  programs  of  enlistment,  training  and  instruction,  the  genuine,  scholarly 
teaching  given,  the  production  of  a strong  leadership  for  the  causes  of  our  Sav- 
iour, were  never  greater.  The  volunteers  to  the  mission  fields  and  their  qualifi- 
cations for  service  are  certainly  on  the  increase.  The  one  discouraging  thing 
is  the  financial  situation. 

3.  Our  financial  situation — 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  from  the  beginning  of  the  debt-paying  campaign 
we  have  received  $60,396.48.  We  have  paid  on  debts  $63,893.54,  Thus  we 
have  paid  around  $3,000.00  more  than  we  have  received  for  debt-paying.  We 
are  very  grateful  to  the  100,000  Club  for  the  substantial  reduction  of  our  debts; 
but,  because  of  the  shortage  of  receipts  from  the  Co-operative  Program,  which 
has  fallen  off  more  than  two-thirds  since  1929,  and  the  great  reduction  in  dona- 
tions, which  has  amounted  to  about  75  per  cent  loss,  we  have  been  unable  to 
pay  all  the  interest  on  our  debts  and  pay  promised  salaries  to  our  teachers. 
This  constitutes  the  most  serious  situation  of  the  Southwestern  Seminary.  Our 
report  shows  that  in  the  account  of  interest  due  the  banks,  which  we  have  been 

ble  to  pay,  a balance  due  on  salaries  of  teachers  which  we  have  been  unable 
to  meet,  we  have  a total  indebtedness  of  around  $61,000  which  does  not  appear 
in  the  statement  of  our  indebtedness  to  the  Executive  Board;  but  is  explained 
in  the  report  to  them.  This  situation  has  been  constantly  presented  to  the 
Executive  Board.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  receipts  on  the  Co-operative 
Program  in  these  past  years  of  depression  show  an  annual  loss  of  around 
$50,000,  and  the  loss  from  donations  shows  an  annual  loss  of  around  $40,000. 
We  have  reduced  salaries  at  least  33  1-3  per  cent,  in  some  cases  40  per  cent. 
We  have  paid  off  some  of  back  salaries,  around  $80,000,  in  selling  to  the 
teachers  out  of  the  Rio  Grande  Valley  orchards.  This  of  course  does  not  rep- 
resent cash,  but  we  hope  in  the  long  run  will  be  the  same  as  cash.  But  the  obli- 
gation thus  far  to  the  teachers  is  settled  in  this  deal  and  is  not  included  in  the 
above  report.  Because  of  these  shortages  we  have  been  unable  to  pay  more  than 
around  fifty  per  cent  of  the  salaries  of  teachers  for  the  past  six  years.  This  has 
imposed  upon  them  a great  sacrifice.  We  have  reduced  our  force  and  expenses 
to  the  lowest  possible  point  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  Seminary.  We  have 
tried  to  maintain,  though  at  great  personal  loss  to  the  teachers,  the  Seminary 
at  a maximum  of  efficiency.  The  Seminary  force  deserves  all  praise  for  this 
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great  and  persistent  sacrifice  in  order  to  save  the  Seminary  to  its  highest  and 
best  life  during  these  many  years.  Something  must  be  done  by  the  denomina- 
tion and  that  speedily,  to  take  care  of  this  situation.  This  noble  force  of  Semi- 
nary administratives  and  teachers  should  not  continue  longer  to  carry  this  heavy 
load  for  the  denomination.  It  is  probably  true  that  this  is  the  only  group  em- 
ployed by  and  for  the  denomination,  either  of  the  southwide  organizations  or  in 
the  states,  who  are  not  receiving  their  promised  salaries.  We  are  not  blaming 
anybody  for  this  situation  but  simply  calling  the  attention  of  the  Convention 
to  this  serious  matter  which  deserves  the  careful  consideration  and  the  immedi- 
ate remedy  by  the  Convention  and  its  Board.  The  losses  sustained  by  these 
noble  men  and  women  is  incalculable,  and  puts  the  denomination  under  obligation 
to  see  that  a speedy  remedy  is  brought  to  this  continued  sacrifice  on  their  part. 

4.  A word  about  the  Rio  Grande  Valley  Citrus  Endowment  Orchard. 

It  consists  of  1,200  acres  given  to  the  Seminary  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  T.  W.  Carter 
of  Mercedes,  Texas,  and  Mrs.  G.  W.  Bottoms  of  Texarkana,  Arkansas,  for  the 
permanent  endowment  of  the  Seminary.  Two  hundred  acres  of  it  is  in  bearing- 
trees,  200  other  acres  in  younger  trees.  By  the  agreement  of  Mrs.  Bottoms  500 
acres  of  it  was  set  apart  for  the  purpose  of  sale  and  not  included  in  the  endow- 
ment. Out  of  this  we  have  sold  to  the  teachers  around  160  acres  and  developed 
it  in  orchards,  thus  settling  a large  debt  on  back  salaries.  It  is  believed  that 
sooner  or  later  this  will  not  constitute  a loss  but  a gain  to  the  teachers.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  the  Trustees,  out  of  its  own  nursery,  to  develop  300  other  acres  in 
citrus  fruit.  On  account  of  freezes  and  storms  in  the  last  two  years,  when  the 
trees  were  old  enough  to  expect  fruit,  most  of  the  fruit  has  been  destroyed.  There 
is  now  on  the  bearing  trees,  200  acres,  a very  large  crop,  and  it  is  believed  that 
this  year  the  Seminary  shall  realize  a considerable  income  from  that  source, 
and  that  when  the  orchard  is  fully  set  and  developed  it  will  be  a source  of  great 
income  to  the  Seminary. 

We  have  obtained  an  irrigation  system  by  which  the  Seminary  gets  free 
water  for  irrigating  this  1,200  acres.  This  seems  to  be  a very  gracious  providence 
that  has  fallen  into  our  hands.  The  orchard  is  being  administered  and  developed 
at  a remarkably  low  rate  of  expense.  It  is  our  belief  that  these  two  great  gifts 
will  be  in  the  future  a source  of  large  income  and  very  small  operating  expense. 

5.  We  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  fact  that  the  Southwestern 
Seminary  has  three  schools  in  one — a School  of  Theology,  a School  of  Religious 
Education,  and  a School  of  Sacred  Music.  Thus  we  are  preparing  for  the  uses 
of  the  denomination  trained,  cultured,  scholarly,  evangelistic  leaders  for  the 
pulpit  and  for  the  other  fields  of  Christian  education,  gospel  music  and  world- 
wide missions.  The  results  in  these  many  fields  of  religious  activity  are  very 
gratifying  indeed  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Thousands  on  thousands  of  men  and 
women  have  been  and  are  being  trained  in  the  highest  standards  of  scholarship, 
co-operative  and  missionary  spirit,  and  given  out  to  the  denomination  to  lead  in 
these  many  fields. 

6.  The  story  of  the  Seminary — 

For  28  years  this  institution  has  developed  a great  faculty,  an  ever  increas- 
ing student  body,  and  sent  out  into  all  these  fields  a trained  leadership.  The 
story  of  its  growth  and  development  is  a miraculous  romance,  how  it  has  lived, 
built  a great  plant,  a strong  faculty,  a large  student  body  running  up  now  around 
6,000  or  more,  with  a debt  of  only  $450,000,  with  a very  small  endowment,  with 
no  certain  income  for  sufficient  support,  is  only  explained  by  the  miraculous 
mercies  of  God!  It  stands  persistently  for  high,  reverent  scholarship,  a construc- 
tive, co-operant  orthodoxy,  true  to  Christ  and  His  revealed  Word,  the  courte- 
sies of  a Christian  fellowship,  an  unbroken  co-operative  spirit  with  all  the  work 
of  our  Baptist  people  and  the  causes  of  Jesus  Christ  and  a missionary  and  evan- 
gelistic fervor,  compassion  and  concern  for  lost  men  that  sends  out  constant 
streams  of  fervid,  sane,  constructive,  missionary  evangelism.  We  are  grateful 
to  God  for  the  contribution  our  Seminary  has  made  and  is  making  to  our  mis- 
sionary program,  home  and  foreign,  state,  associational  and  city.  In  these  fields 
alone,  the  Southwestern  has  many  times  justified  all  the  expenditure  of  money, 
mind  and  blood.  We  are  glad  that  we  have  an  unbroken  record  of  love  and  co- 
operation for  all  the  institutions  and  causes  of  Southern  Baptists. 

7.  We  would  urge  the  Convention  to  redouble  its  efforts  to  pay  the  debts  upon 
all  the  Southwide  causes.  Let’s  do  not  let  the  100,000  Club  movement  die,  but 
be  carried  on  speedily  to  a triumphant  close.  We.  would  urge  the  Convention  to 
see  and  deeply  feel  the  emergency  financial  situation  of  our  Seminary.  Come  to 
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faculty,  and  by  some  means  provide  a larger  income  for 
and  re  ceding  years.  It  will  take  at  least  $35,000  additional 
funds  each  \ ear  to  enable  us  to  pay  the  salaries  of  our  teachers,  greatly  re- 
t on  our  indebtedness;  and  we  urge  this  upon  the  con- 
science. and  to  the  prayerful  attention  of  this  convention. 

With  gratitude  to  you  and  to  God  for  what  you  are  doing  and  for  what  God 
is  enabling  us  to  do  for  our  dear  denomination,  we  submit  this  annual  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  SOUTHERN 
BAPTIST  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

The  number  of  young  men  studying  in  the  Seminary  during  the  session 
which  has  just  closed  rose  to  389,  thirty-seven  more  than  were  matriculated 
during  the  previous  session.  The  total  number  of  men  who  have  studied  in  the 
Seminary  since  its  origin  in  1859  is  7,379. 

The  past  session  was  one  of  quiet  study,  with  a marked  interest  in  religious 
activities  on  the  part  of  the  students.  Almost  every  student  gave  himself  to 
some  definite  Christian  work  in  or  near  Louisville.  Since  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  lias  begun  to  appoint  men  and  women  to  strengthen  our  missionary 
forces  some  of  our  best  men  are  volunteering  for  service  on  the  front  line. 
All  this  serves  to  quicken  evangelistic  zeal  in  all  our  hearts.  The  young  men 
who  remain  in  the  home  land  will  go  forth  to  kindle  missionary  fires  in  the 
churches  that  they  serve.  Retreat  and  discouragement  are  no  longer  sapping 
our  strength.  We  have  taken  the  offensive  against  the  forces  of  darkness. 

Through  receipts  from  the  Baptist  Hundred  Thousand  Club  we  have  met 
the  required  semi-annual  payments  on  the  principal  of  our  Mortgage  Loan,  and 
the  interest,  as  in  all  previous  years,  has  been  paid  promptly  out  of  other  funds. 
The  Board  would  express  to  the  Convention  its  warm  appreciation  of  the  gener- 
ous support  extended  throughout  the  seventy-seven  years  since  the  Seminary 
was  founded.  The  churches  have  sent  their  young  ministers  to  the  Seminary 
to  be  educated  and  trained  for  the  pastorate  or  for  evangelistic  and  mission- 
ary work,  and  the  Seminary  has  earnestly  striven  to  help  these  young  men  to 
meet  the  needs  in  the  home  land  and  on  the  foreign  fields.  The  Southern  Bap- 
tist Theological  Seminary  is  pre-eminently  the  child  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  The  Seminary  is  loyal  to  every  department  of  the  Convention’s 
work  and  seeks  in  every  possible  way  to  serve  it. 

The  Board  would  direct  attention  to  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Seminary  in  the  immediate  future.  Because  of  cheaper  interest 
fates  bonds  yielding  four  and  one-half  or  five  per  cent  have  been  called,  and  it  is 
difficult  to  reinvest  in  safe  bonds  that  yield  as  much  as  four  per  cent  net.  The 
income  from  the  endowment  has  fallen  off  not  by  bad  investments  but  from 
the  necessity  of  surrendering  at  par  bonds  yielding  a high  interest  rate  for 
new  bonds  at  a much  lower  rate.  The  Financial  Board  of  the  Seminary  have 
given  much  time  and  thought  to  the  course  of  the  bond  market.  In  order  to 
make  safe  investments  they  find  it  necessary  to  accept  a lower  interest  rate. 

Southern  Baptists  at  the  present  time  have  millions  of  dollars  in  banks 
ing  investment.  What  better  investment  could  be  found  than  an  annuity 
with  the  Seminary  at  four  per  cent?  This  would  provide  a safe  income  during 
and  at  death  the  principal  would  be  added  to  the  endowment  of  the  Semi- 
nary, yielding  for  the  donor  spiritual  dividends  in  all  the  coming  years. 

The  Board  would  invite  attention  to  the  efforts  of  the  Alumni  of  the  Semi- 
nary to  endow  the  Chair  of  Old  Testament  Interpretation  with  One  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  in  honor  of  President  John  R.  Sampey,  who  has  taught  He- 
brew in  the  Seminary  for  the  past  fifty-one  years.  We  believe  that  the  time 
has  come  when  vigorous  efforts  should  be  made  to  obtain  substantial  gifts  from 
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individuals  and  churches  toward  the  endowment  of  this  Chair.  Already  more 
than  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  has  been  paid  in,  most  of  which  came  in  small 
amounts.  May  we  not  hope  to  raise  the  remaining  seventy  thousand  during 
1936?  s 


The  Board  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  Dr.  W.  O.  Carver  has  com- 
pleted forty  years  of  distinguished  service  as  a teacher  in  the  Seminary. 

With  a student  body  of  around  four  hundred  young  men,  it  is  imperative  that 
the  Faculty  of  the  Seminary  be  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  several  professors. 
This  is  another  conclusive  argument  in  favor  of  increasing  the  Endowment. 

The  Board  is  grateful  to  God  for  his  continued  favor  on  an  institution 
which  was  founded  in  prayer  and  which  has  grown  through  the  sacrifices  of 
Southern  Baptists.

REPORT  OF 

SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  EDUCATION  COMMISSION 
PART  I 

This  is  the  eighth  annual  report  of  the  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Educa- 
tion Commission.  Throughout  these  eight  years  of  the  life  of  the  Commission  it 
has  promoted  the  work  of  Christian  education  in  line  with  the  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Convention  in  establishing  the  Commission  in  1928. 

NO  PAID  SECRETARY 

At  no  time  has  the  Commission  or  any  member  of  it  been  paid  for  services 
rendered.  Expenses  amounting  to  $2,500  a year  were  voted  by  the  Convention  and 
these  funds  were  used  year  by  year  in  carrying  out  the  following  instruction  of 
the  Convention: 

“The  duties  of  this  Commission  shall  be  to  stimulate  and  to  nurture  interest 
in  Christian  education,  to  create  educational  convictions,  and  strive  for  the  de- 
velopment of  an  educational  conscience  among  our  people.  To  this  end  the  Com- 
mission shall  gather  and  organize  facts  and  statistics  in  support  of  Christian  edu- 
cation and  send  them  out  to  the  Baptist  people  of  the  South  through  the  medium 
of  our  denominational  papers,  through  the  distribution  of  tracts  and  other  forms 
of  publicity.  In  short,  this  Commission  shall  be  both  eyes  and  mouth  for  Southern 
Baptists  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  education.” 

As  the  Commission  was  created  to  be  the  educational  “eyes  and  mouth”  of  the 
Convention,  the  obligation  was  accepted  and  the  task  conscientiously  undertaken. 

The  work  has  been  so  apportioned  among  the  membership  of  the  Commission 
that  the  load  has  been  less  heavy  than  if  one,  two  or  three  of  the  eighteen  did 
all  the  work.  Five  appropriate  committees,  each  with  a chairman,  have  worked 
tirelessly  with  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  and  Secretary  of  the  Commission 
and  this  co-operation  has  been  the  basis  for  effective  work  during  these  eight  years. 

For  seven  of  the  eight  years  funds  were  provided  for  expenses  of  the  Commis- 
sion. With  these  funds,  which  originally  amounted  to  only  $2,500,  the  Commission 
assembled  information  from  all  Baptist  colleges,  seminaries,  junior  colleges,  and 
academies  in  all  the  states  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Education  area.  This  informa- 
tion has  been  tabulated  and  furnished  to  the  Baptist  Press  in  the  different  states 
and  on  special  occasions,  when  the  secular  press  would  use  it,  the  Associated  Press 
and  the  daily  press  have  been  furnished  advantageous  news  and  articles. 
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State  Conventions,  associations,  and  in  many  instances,  churches  have  been 
furnished  Christian  educational  information  particularly  about  the  colleges  in  the 
states  in  which  the  conventions  and  associations  have  been  meeting.  Special  book- 
lets and  leaflets  have  been  circulated  among  young  people’s  organizations  under 
the  direction  of  Baptist  leaders  in  the  several  states. 

The  Commission  has  published  regularly  the  annual  report  which  is  now  being 
sought  by  educational  organizations  throughout  the  United  States.  The  Commis- 
sion has  been  able  to  keep  informed  regarding  educational  movements  among  1,102 
colleges  and  universities  of  the  United  States  and  in  turn  to  inform  our  Baptist 
College  executives  and  other  leaders  who  are  directly  and  vitally  concerned  with 
Christian  education.  The  co-operation  of  the  various  Baptist  organizations  and 
agencies,  including  the  Sunday  School  Board,  the  W.M.U.  and  the  state  agencies 
has  made  the  work  far  more  effective  than  would  have  been  possible  otherwise.  The 
active  interest  of  the  Baptist  editors  has  been  a great  advantage.  Without  this  co- 
operation the  work  of  the  Commission  would  have  been  severely  curtailed. 

ENROLMENT  IS  UP 

Last  year’s  report  showed  14,560  students  in  our  twenty-nine  colleges.  This 
year  this  has  climbed  to  16,491.  The  summer  school  enrolment  was  not  shown  in 
last  year’s  report.  There  were  4,561  summer  school  students  in  our  Baptist  Senior 
Colleges  making  a grand  total  of  21,052  students.  Four  of  our  Baptist  higher  edu- 
cational institutions  have  more  than  a thousand  students  each,  and  one  has  more 
than  two  thousand.  Baylor  University,  Texas,  has  2,205;  Howard  College,  Ala- 
bama, is  second  with  1,388;  University  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  is  third  with  1,340; 
Howard-Payne,  Texas,  1,001;  Wake  Forest,  with  998,  lacks  only  two  students  of 
reaching  the  thousand  mark.  Six  other  institutions  have  more  than  five  hundred 
students.  Eight  colleges,  however,  have  fewer  than  three  hundred  students.  There 
is  a net  gain  in  enrolment  in  the  Senior  College  division  of  13  per  cent.  Better 
work  has  never  been  done  in  these  schools  of  higher  learning.  More  adequate 
support  is  sorely  needed  in  a majority  of  these  colleges. 

ALL  SEMINARIES  GAIN 

All  theological  schools  make  gains.  The  enrolment  in  the  seminaries  and 
training  schools  totals  1,191  as  compared  with  883  the  previous  year.  The  high- 
est commendation  is  due  these  great  institutions. 

IUNIOR  COLLEGES  SHOW  A LOSS 

Only  the  junior  colleges  have  shown  a loss  in  enrolment  as  compared  with 
last  year.  The  largest  junior  college  is  Stephens,  at  Columbia,  Missouri.  The 
enrolment  is  903.  One  junior  college,  which  was  closed  a year  ago,  is  planning 
to  open  this  fall.  Six  junior  colleges  have  fewer  than  one  hundred  students 
each;  seven  others  have  fewer  than  200  students.  The  total  enrolment  in  the 
21  junior  colleges  is  4,439.  There  is  great  need  of  new  adjustments  based  up- 
on careful  study  and  applied  wisdom. 

ACADEMIES  GROW 

Last  year  the  academies  reported  1,556  students.  This  year  they  have  ad- 
vanced to  1,776.  This  number,  1,776,  suggests  that  they  must  have  the  do  or  die 
spirit.  No  finer  work  can  be  done  than  to  bring  out  the  latent  possibilities  in 
the  students  enrolled  in  these  academies.  Some  of  the  finest  constructive  work 
ever  done  in  the  name  of  Christian  education  is  done  in  the  academies.  The 
location  of  these  institutions  is  strategic  for  capitalizing  the  opportunity  to 
attract  some  of  the  potential  leaders  of  the  future  for  a Christian  civilization. 
The  beginning  is  in  these  academies  and  the  flower  of . Christian  educational 
work  is  seen  in  the  Senior  colleges,  universities,  and  seminaries. 

The  total  enrolment  in  seminaries,  colleges,  and  universities,  junior  colleges, 
and  academies,  exclusive  of  summer  school  students  is  22,706,  a six  per  cent 
over  last  year. 

PROPERTY  AND  ENDOWMENT  SHOW  INCREASES 

The  fact  that  enrolments  are  in  advance  of  last  year  is.  matched  by  in- 
creases in  value  of  property  and  amount  of  endowment.  The  increase  m prop- 
erty over  last  year  is  $3,180,792.24.  The  total  value  of  Baptist  college  property 
is  $34,133,147.62.  Endowments  have  increased  by  $574,936.50  which  brings  the 
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i 1(  : -it  Baptist  college  endowment  total  to  $19,855,241.34.  It  is  quite  likely  that 
il,,>  inonnir  on  much  of  this  endowment  is  greater  this  year  than  last  due  to  the 
appivoiat ion  of  income  from  investments.  The  total  property  and  endowment 
value  of  Baptist  educational  institutions  is  $53,988,388.96. 

Ih’t ailed  information  for  each  institution  appears  in  the  statistical  tables 
elsewhere  in  the  report. 

THREE  APPEALING  ARGUMENTS 

Great  emphasis  should  be  placed  upon  Christian  education  by  the  Conven- 
tion. The  reasons  for  such  emphasis  are  deep  and  fundamental. 

First — The  leadership  sources  through  all  the  years  of  American  history 
have  been  the  Christian  colleges.  This  does  not  mean  that  some  great  Chris- 
tian leaders  do  not  come  from  state  colleges  and  universities.  Now  and  again 
one  of  our  greatest  leaders  comes  from  a state  university,  but  the  great  ma- 
jority come  from  our  Christian  colleges.  Likewise  our  boards,  commissions, 
committees,  pastors,  and  missionaries  are  for  the  most  part  from  Christian 
colleges.  Take  out  of  this  Convention  the  graduates  of  Furman,  William 
Jewell,  Mercer,  Howard,  Baylor,  Mississippi  College,  Wake  Forest,  George- 
town, and  Richmond  and  there  would  be  such  a loss  that  nothing  could  meas- 
ure it.  These  are  the  older  of  our  Baptist  Colleges.  The  younger  institutions 
are  moving  forward  year  by  year  and,  as  they  do,  are  furnishing  Christian 
leadership  of  the  highest  order  as  the  older  institutions  have  been  doing  for  a 
century. 

Second — Spiritual  life  is  at  a low  ebb  in  the  high  schools  and  many  state 
institutions.  In  the  nature  of  the  case,  state  schools  are  not  permitted  under 
the  constitution  to  teach  the  Bible,  though  faculty  and  students  may  read 
it  and  in  some  states  are  required  by  law  to  do  so.  Spiritual  life  is  the  major 
issue  in  our  Christian  colleges.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  Knowledge  without 
proper  spiritual  motivation  may  lead  toward  wreck  and  ruin.  Knowledge 
properly  motivated  leads  necessarily  toward  constructive  living.  The  right 
spirit  of  a man  is  more  to  be  desired  in  the  development  of  the  character  of 
college  men  and  women  than  any  other  result.  Our  Christian  colleges  seek 
consciously  and  definitely  in  theory  and  in  practice  to  achieve  this  result. 

Third — The  greatest  need  of  civilization  cannot  be  met  without  the  Chris- 
tian college.  The  Christian  college  serves  as  a balance  wheel  in  the  educa- 
tional realm.  Germany  had  a remarkable  system  of  scientific  and  philosophic 
education.  Forty  years  ago  unless  a faculty  had  a professor  or  two  at  least 
who  had  a Fh.D.  degree  from  a German  university  it  was  not  recognized  as 
offering  the  highest  type  of  education  in  science  and  philosophy.  But  Ger- 
many left,  out  the  very  soul  of  education  by  omitting  the  Christian  element. 
The.  teachings  of  the  greatest  of  all  teachers  were  excluded.  Russia  today  is 
leaving  out  the  teachings  of  Christ,  and  her  educational  institutions,  however 
good  otherwise,  must  inevitably  fail,  but  before  they  fail  they  will  have  wrecked 
the  lives  of  millions  of  citizens. 

There  is  no  philosophy,  however  broad;  no  science,  however  exact;  no  art. 
however  appealing,  that  can  suffice  for  the  philosophy  of  Jesus  or  the  truth  of 
his  teaching  or  the  appeal  to  the  soul.  Our  Christian  colleges  have  a service 
almost  if  not  quite  as  noble  as  that  of  the  church  and  home  to  perform.  They 
cannot  escape  it  even  if  they  should  desire  to  do  so;  and  no  genuine  Christian 
college  wishes  to  escape  the  obligation. 

COUNTER-INFLUENCES 

The  newspapers,  the  weekly  and  monthly  magazines,  and  books  by  the 
thousand  are  streaming  from  the  presses  filled  with  myriads  of  suggestions 
occasionally  with  ideas,  so  shrewdly  designed  as  to  divert  the  attention  of 
youth,  the  middle-aged,  and  all  the  others  from  the  one  Saviour  of  mankind. 
The  Christian  college  must  be  kept,  not  only,  but  must  be  kept  growing,  kept 
thriving,  kept  constantly  developing  if  our  civilization  is  to  endure. 

There  are  many  signs  of  decay  in  our  social,  political,  and  economic  order. 
Nations  are  suspicious. and  avaricious.  Pagans  rush  through  territory  not  their 
own  and  take  it.  and,  if  resistance  is  met,  take  thousands  of  lives  in  the  war- 
time march.  This  has  become  an  age  of  war.  Two  types  of  slavery,  human 
and  economic,  are  slightly  different  and  both  are  in  a flourishing  condition  in 
different  parts  of  the.  world  today.  Even  in  the  United  States,  even  here  in 
the  South,  one  lynching  after  another  occurs.  Only  three  weeks  ago  when 
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a citizen  was  lynched  no  warrants  were  served  upon  the  murderers.  Dr.  J.  B. 
Gambrell,  a third  of  a century  ago,  assisted  in  the  organization  of  an  inter- 
racial co-operation  group  in  the  South.  Other  leaders  have  done  what  they 
could,  but  lynching  continues.  Dan  Moody,  as  governor  of  Texas,  said:  “Lynch- 
ing is  a violation  of  the  laws  of  God  and  man  and  yet  murderers  go  free  be- 
cause public  opinion  does  not  condemn  the  murderers.”  Christian  education 
and  Christian  practices  must  be  accepted  as  the  only  solution  of  the  problems 
of  individual  and  world  disorder. 

At  home  and  abroad,  the  influence  of  Christ  is  needed  more  than  ever 
before.  The  day  of  the  Christian  college  is  not  over.  Do  not  mistake  the 
dawn  of  the  morning  for  the  dusk  of  the  evening.  Let  us  wake  up  to  the 
opportunities  of  the  new  day,  set  our  faces  to  the  future,  enter  into  a con- 
structive program  for  Christian  education  through  our  established  institutions 
of  learning  and  fail  not  in  this  time  of  crisis  and  appealing  opportunity. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Commission  are  not  made  on  the  spur  of  the 
moment.  They  are  not  made  without  much  consultation  and  consideration 
from  all  points  of  view.  This  is  the  third  year  the  matter  has  been  brought 
before  the  Convention.  College  presidents,  professors,  ministers,  laymen,  and 
students  by  the  thousand  are  interested  and  are  watching,  waiting,  hoping  for, 
and  expecting  a definite  and  constructive  stand  to  be  taken  by  the  Conven- 
tion with  regard  to  Christian  education. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Education  Association  and  the  Association  of  Teach- 
ers of  Bible  and  Religious  Education  in  their  annual  sessions  in  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  early  in  February,  1936,  concurred  unanimously  in  resolutions 
passed  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Education  Commission.  The  resolutions  fol- 
low: 

RESOLUTIONS 

Whereas,  present  social,  economic,  and  political  conditions  and  problems 
are  in  a chaotic  state,  in  this  country  and  throughout  the  world ; and 

Whereas,  the  absolute  need  for  Christian  education  in  established  Chris- 
tian Schools  and  Colleges  has  never  been  more  acute  than  now;  and 

Whereas,  further  delay  on  the  part  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
taking  vigorous  and  effective  action  in  the  interest  of  Baptist  Schools  and 
Colleges  in  the  South  seems  suicidal;  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  Christian  Education  is  basic  and  fundamental  to 
New  Testament  Christianity  in  the  spirit  of  the  Great  Commission;  and 

Whereas,  the  Convention  is  now  making  no  provision  for  fostering  Bap- 
tist Schools  and  Colleges  in  our  midst;  and 

Whereas,  we  must  look  to  these  Baptist  Schools  and  Colleges  for  Baptist 
leadership  in  Christian  Education; 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved;  that  we  recommend  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention the  early  appointment  and  provision  for  the  support  of  a full-time 
Christian  Education  Secretary  following  the  1936  Convention  Sessions. 

RECOMMENDATION 

That  the  sum  of  $2,500,  following  the  original  plan  of  the  Convention  nine 
years  ago,  be  appropriated  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Commission. 

PART  II 

FROM  THE  COLLEGES  THEMSELVES 

Collected  by  E.  M.  HIGHSMITH.  Vice-Chairman  in  Charge  oi  Survey  and  Standards 

The  1936  data  sheet  of  the  Survey  Committee  carried  the  following  state- 
ment and  questions:  ■. 

“In  special  joint  meetings  in  February  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  the  Educa- 
tion Commission,  the  Southern  Baptist  Education  Association,  and  the  Associa- 
tion of  Teachers  of  Bible  and  Religious  Education  in  Southern  Baptist  Colleges 
adopted  joint  resolutions  lamenting  the  lack  of  positive  Christian  Education 
emphasis,  with  particular  reference  to  Southern  Baptist  Schools  and  Colleges, 
in  Southern  Baptist  Convention  policy. 

“Are  you  in  agreement  with  the  Resolution?  * T . . 

“Further,  these  organizations  instructed  Chairman  Chas.  D.  Johnson,  oi 
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the  Education  Commission,  to  make  strenuous  efforts  to  secure  two  specific 
move  at  the  hands  of  the  1936  Convention  in  St.  Louis: 

( 1 ) Renewal  of  reasonable  financial  support  for  the  Education  Commission 
by  the  Convention,  and 

(2)  The  appointment  of  a full-time  Christian  Education  Secretary,  with 
duties  involving  direct  contacts  with  Southern  Baptist  schools  and  colleges,  the 
secretary  to  be  responsible  directly  to  the  Convention,  and  to  serve  as  the  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  Education  Commission. 

“Do  you  favor  the  appointment  of  such  a secretary? 

“Please  explain  your  answer  in  some  detail.” 

Three  school  heads  voted  “No”  in  reference  to  the  secretary  appointment. 
All  others,  “Favorable.” 

Some  eight  or  ten  presidents  did  not  comment  on  any  of  this. 

There  was  100  per  cent  positive  agreement  among  the  replies  on  both  the 
other  questions  raised.  A sampling  of  the  replies  from  the  school  heads  follows. 
The  unfavorable  comments  come  first. 

President  Granberry,  of  Limestone  College:  Favors  the  Special  Resolution 

of  the  Education  Commission  lamenting  lack  of  inclusive  Christian  Education 
emphasis  in  Convention  policy; 

Favors  renewal  of  reasonable  financial  support  for  the  Commission  by  the 
Convention;  and 

Says  “No”  to  the  appointment  of  a full-time  Christian  Education  Secretary 
by  the  Convention.  . . . “We  have  a sufficient  number  of  secretaries  already,” 

he  says. 

President  W.  S.  Allen,  of  Stetson  University:  Favors  the  Resolution  in  ques- 
tion and  the  renewal  of  financial  support  for  the  Commission  by  the  Conven- 
tion. He  says,  in  reference  to  a full-time  paid  secretary  of  Christian  education 
to  work  with  Southern  Baptist  colleges:  “In  my  opinion  such  work  should  be 
done  by  a committee  without  salary.” 

President  L.  R.  Scarborough’s  statement  is:  “Under  the  present  financial 

program,  I would  doubt  the  wisdom  of  such  appointment.  I think  we  had  better 
wait  on  that  matter.” 

Baylor  University,  Dean  E.  N.  Jones:  “We  are  in  agreement  with  the  de- 
sire for  an  increase  in  the  emphasis  on  positive  Christian  Education  in  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  policy.  In  this  expression  we  disclaim  any  tendency  to 
criticize  the  Convention  in  any  way  but  rather  to  express  our  yearning  that  the 
Christian  College  as  a ‘lighthouse  of  civilization’  may  receive  every  support, 
moral  and  financial. 

“We  share  in  the  belief  that  the  appointment  of  a full-time  Christian  Edu- 
cation Secretary  would  be  a most  efficient  method  of  attaining  this  goal.  Baylor 
University  would  welcome  the  opportunity  to  more  completely  correlate  her 
efforts,  inspired  by  her  devotion  to  the  principles  of  Christian  Education,  with 
those  of  other  Southern  Baptist  Schools  and  Colleges. 

“Other  leading  denominations  have  profited  by  the  establishment  of  a similar 
office  and  the  promotion  of  like  policies.  Surely  the  greatest  Denominational 
Body  of  the  Southland  must  look  to  the  future  of  its  chief  source  of  leadership, 
the  Christian  College.” 

Bessie  Tift  College,  President  Cbamblee:  “Our  Baptist  institutions  forfeit 

their  rights  to  exist  if  we  do  not  develop  Christian  characters  as  well  as  church 

workers. 

“I  cannot  to  save  my  life  understand  why  Southern  Baptists  have  been  so 
generous  with  school  work  in  the  Foreign  Mission  Fields  and  denied  the  same 
support  to  the  Baptist  Schools  at  home. 

“Some  of  the  greatest  evangelistic  agencies  Southern  Baptists  have  ever  had 
have  been  their  schools.  ‘If  education  has  not  departed  from  the  faith,’  these 
schools  still  should  be  powerful  factors  in  the  promotion  of  the  Lord’s  kingdom. 

“I  believe  that  your  committee  should  appeal  to  every  college  calling  itself 
Baptist  to  become  more  thoroughly  Christian.” 

In  reference  to  appointment  of  a full-time  Christian  education  secretary, 
the  Coker  College  reply  says:  “Theoretically,  yes.  Largely  dependent  on  the 
person  secured,  resources  and  program  promoted.” 

Furman  University,  Dean  R.  N.  Daniel:  “It  seems  to  me  that  the  Education 
Commission,  the  Southern  Baptist  Education  Association,  and  the  Association 
of  Teachers  of  Bible  and  Religious  Education  in  Southern  Baptist  colleges  acted 
wisely  in  lamenting  the  lack  of  positive  Christian  education  emphasis  in  South- 
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ern  Baptist  Convention  policy.  Educators  generally  are  lamenting  the  lack  of 
a character  emphasis  in  education  at  large.  Surely  it  is  of  tremendous  impor- 
tance that  a great  denominational  group  like  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
should  stress  the  importance  of  a Christian  character  emphasis. 

“I  should  say  that  a strong  full-time  Christian  education  secretary  would 
be  able,  on  the  basis  of  a thorough  study,  to  work  out  a program  that  should 
prove  highly  beneficial  to  the  colleges  and,  through  the  colleges,  to  the  entire 
denomination.” 

President  Hardy  of  Hardin-Baylor  College  says:  “I  am  in  hearty  accord  with 
the  plans  of  the  Commission.” 

Meredith  College,  President  C.  E.  Brewer:  “I  think  that  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  might  well  give  reasonable  support  for  the  Education  Commis- 
sion of  that  Convention.  I think  that  a full-time  Christian  education  secretary 
would  be  of  tremendous  service  in  helping  our  denominational  schools.” 

Mississippi  College,  Dean  W.  H.  Sumrall:  “I  believe  that  a full-time  Chris- 
tian Education  Secretary  could  function  to  stimulate  a greater  interest  and  en- 
thusiasm in  our  Christian  colleges  by  co-ordinating  and  unifying  our  efforts  in 
this  undertaking.  One  college  could  be  informed  of  what  the  others  are  doing, 
and  thereby  each  may  profit  by  the  success  or  failure  of  the  others. 

“If  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  does  not  lend  its  moral  and  financial 
support  to  our  Christian  colleges,  they  will  soon  deteriorate  and  lose  their  morale. 
Christian  education  is  the  bulwark  of  our  civilization.  Without  the  support  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Christian  education  will  become  secularized 
and  devitalized.  Look  at  the  graves  of  one-time  Christian  colleges!  We  can 
ill-afford  to  sacrifice  our  colleges,  because  from  them  the  leaders  of  our  great 
denomination  come.” 

Oklahoma  Baptist  University,  Dean  J.  W.  Jent:  “I  am  frankly  in  full  sym- 
pathy with  the  resolution.  I vote  favorably  on  the  request  for  financial  support 
for  the  Commission  and  I certainly  feel  that  the  common  cause  of  Christian 
education  deserves  a full-time  secretary  to  promote  our  Southern  Baptist  edu- 
cational program.  The  truth  is  I was  never  in  favor  of  abolishing  the  education 
board.  I was  a member  of  that  board  but  I do  not  believe  I was  biased  by  that 
fact.  I realize  that  such  a board  does  not  have  the  same  administrative  func- 
tion as  the  mission  boards  have  because  our  educational  institutions  are  owned 
by  the  various  state  conventions  except  the  seminaries.  It  is  possible  that  an 
education  commission  manned  by  an  efficient,  outstanding  executive  secretary 
might  do  the  task  in  promotion  that  we  need.” 

Ouachita  College,  President  J.  R.  Grant:  “I  do  hope  that  something  can  be 
done  in  support  of  a full-time  Christian  education  secretary.  He  would  have 
a work  second  to  none  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  I appreciate  what 
has  been  done  with  such  limited  financial  help. 

“Our  country  is  not  suffering  from  a lack  of  education  so  much  as  it  is  suf- 
fering from  a lack  of  Christian  education.  I think,  too,  that  the  Christian  col- 
leges cannot  alone  solve  the  problem.  Our  homes  and  churches  must  take  a 
bigger  part  in  giving  Christian  education  to  all  boys  and  girls.” 

President  W.  W.  Hamilton,  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  in  reference  to  appoint- 
ment of  the  proposed  secretary:  “Yes,  if  it  can  be  properly  and  sufficiently 
financed.” 

COMMENTS  OF  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  HEADS 

Anderson  College,  President  Annie  Denmark:  “Anderson  College  is  in  agree- 
ment with  the  resolutions  adopted  lamenting  the  lack  of  positive  Christian  edu- 
cation emphasis. 

“We  favor  the  appointment  of  a Christian  education  secretary  as  this  should 
assist  in  giving  more  positive  emphasis  to  Christian  education.” 

Central  College,  Dr.  J.  S.  Rogers:  “Yes,  indeed!” 

Norman  Junior  College,  President  Carroll:  “I  heartily  agree  with  the  resolu- 
tion and  favor  the  two  moves  mentioned.  Our  people  need  to  be  informed  as 
to  the  objectives  of  Christian  education  and  to  be  made  to  realize  the  impor- 
tance of  the  entire  collective  effort  of  all  of  our  institutions  in  the  attainment 
of  these  objectives.  Our  institutions  have  too  long  been  on  the  defensive,  all 
of  us,  it  seems  to  me,  failing  to  recognize  that  the  real  difference  between  Chris- 
tian institutions  and  others  is  not  in  the  curriculum  but  in  an  institutional  atti- 
tude toward  the  individual  student,  toward  religion,  and  toward  the  entire  edu-

cational  objective.  This  difference  is  most  significant  and  cannot  but  influence 
reatly  the  students;  Collectively,  therefore,  our  Southern  Baptist  institutions 
make  a tremendous  contribution  to  our  denominational  life. 

“A  Christian  Education  Secretary  could  make  these  and  similar  points  of 
information  known  and  could  at  the  same  time  inspire  the  individual  institutions 
with  courage  and  confidence  in  their  individual  undertakings.” 

COMMENTS  OF  ACAMEDY  HEADS 

Blue  Ridge  Mission  School,  Dr.  J.  W.  H.  Dyches:  “I  also  lament  the  lack  of 
positive  Christian  education  emphasis,  as  to  our  Southern  Baptist  schools  and 
colleges,  in  Southern  Baptist  Convention  policy. 

“I  think  that  a live,  interested  full-time  Christian  education  secretary  could 
and  would  revive  the  dying  interest  in  our  strictly  Christian  schools  and  col- 
leges. Our  people  have  come  to  believe,  many  of  them,  that  we  cannot  compete 
with  publicly  supported  schools;  and,  furthermore,  that  there  is  little  need  of 
doing  so.” 

Harrison-Chilhowee  Baptist  Academy:  “If  it  will  assist  the  academies  that 

are  feeders  of  our  colleges.” 

President  R.  M.  Cavness,  San  Marcos  Baptist  Academy,  says:  “Be  extremely 
economical  in  employing  a Christian  education  secretary.” 

REFERENCE  TO  PREVIOUS  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF 
SURVEY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

E.  M.  HIGHSMITH,  Vice-Chairman 

In  renewing  the  1934  and  1935  recommendations  of  the  Education  Com- 
mission to  the  Convention,  we  quote  briefly  from  the  Survey  Committee’s  1935 
Report: 

“With  the  life  of  many  of  our  Baptist  Schools  hanging  in  the  balance; 
with  distinctively  Baptist  emphases  slipping  in  many  of  them;  with  Chris- 
tian Education  conscience  and  consciousness  at  a low  ebb  in  practically  every 
Southern  state;  with  moral  and  financial  support  for  Christian  Education  fall- 
ing steadily  behind  in  alarming  fashion;  with  these  and  other  such  considera- 
tions forcing  themselves  on  our  attention — it  is  suicidal  for  us,  as  Southern 
Baptists,  to  shut  our  eyes  to  our  absolute  Baptist  Emergency  in  Christian 
Education.  The  situation  is  at  a crisis.  It  calls  for  vigorous  not  to  say  heroic 
action.  Tomorrow  will  be  too  late.  We  must  act  now.  Our  action  must  be 
positive.  We  must  move  forward.  To  try  to  stand  still  is  to  hit  a toboggan 
and  lose  the  Christian  Education  gains  already  made.  Provision  for  a Chris- 
tian Education  Secretary  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  along  some 
such  lines  as  here  proposed,  is  an  obvious  first  step  towards  a genuine  awaken- 
ing for  constructive  action  in  the  field  of  Christian  Education  among  South- 
ern Baptists.” 

The  Survey  Committee  adds  this  year:  “A  simple,  elementary  analysis  of 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  policy  in  reference  to  Christian  Education  shows 
its  basic  weakness.  In  a word,  that  weakness  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  Conven- 
tion now  does  not  recognize  any  measure  of  responsibility  for,  or  interest  in, 
Southern  Baptist  Schools  and  Colleges  other  than  Seminaries  and  Training 
Schools.  Under  such  a policy  we  can  never  hope  to  meet  our  Christian  Edu- 
cation problems  adequately.  Indeed  we  seem  to  be  not  even  conscious  of  the 
more  pressing  of  them. 

“In  1928  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  set  up  the  Education  Commis- 
sion. For  the  first  few  years  of  its  Convention  service  the  Commission  had 
Convention  Funds  at  its  disposal,  an  annual  appropriation  of  $2,500.  Later, 
the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Commission  was  cut  to  $1,000.  For  the  past 
two  years  the  Commission  has  functioned  in  a limited  way  with  only  $500 
per  year  from  the  Convention.  For  the  Convention  Year  1935-36,  there  is  no 
appropriation  for  the  Commission.  The  Convention  in  1935  did  not  set  up 
any  other  Convention  agency  for  the  study  and  fostering  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion by  and  among  Southern  Baptists. 

“The  Commission  had  begun  to  function  in  several  valuable  and  construc- 
tive ways  before  its  funds  were  cut  to  a destructive  minimum.  Chairman  Chas. 
D.  Johnson  has  rendered  invaluable  service  to  Christian  Education  for  the 
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past  two  years,  at  great  sacrifice  and  against  heavy  odds,  with  limited  funds 
available.  This  year  we  have  worked  without  funds. 

“In  this  report,  however,  we  are  concerned  with  Christian  Education 
interests  that  go  far  beyond  the  possible  work  of  the  Education  Commission, 
even  with  adequate  funds  available  to  the  Commission.  Under  present  Con- 
vention policies,  Southern  Baptists  through  local  Baptist  churches  and  through 
the  teaching  activities  of  the  Sunday  School  Board.  The  Sunday  School  Board 
fostered  by  the  Convention,  looks  primarily  to  this  major  Christian  Education 
emphasis.  Baptist  boys  and  girls  who  want  to  train  and  educate  themselves 
for  full-time  religious  work  find  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  definitely 
active  in  providing  Seminary  and  W.M.U.  Training  School  facilities  for  them. 
Baptist  boys  and  girls,  however,  under  present  conditions,  find  no  effort  be- 
ing made  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  keep  the  doors  of  Baptist 
Colleges  open  to  them.  The  Convention,  as  a body,  is  silent  at  this  strategic 
point  in  Christian  Education.  Even  with  fairly  generous  support  from  the 
Convention,  the  Education  Commission  without  a full-time  secretary  is  not 
adequate  to  the  need  for  Convention  support  of  Christian  Education  in  Baptist 
Colleges  in  the  several  states  within  the  Convention.  The  Education  Com- 
mission is  functioning  to  the  limit  of  its  capacity,  but  without  funds,  how 
does  the  Convention  expect  the  expenses  to  be  borne? 

“Can  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  as  a Baptist  body,  turn  a cold 
shoulder  to  Christian  Education  as  epitomized  in  the  local  Baptist  College? 
If  so,  the  Convention  leaves  the  Baptist  College  to  live  or  die  as  may  be, 
with  no  suggestion,  no  advice,  no  assistance,  no  sympathy  from  the  Conven- 
tion. Educational  statesmanship  is  needed  today,  the  world  over,  as  never 
before.  For  my  part,  I am  unwilling  to  see  Southern  Baptists  falter  in  the 
face  of  this  challenge  and  this  opportunity.  To  meet  it  squarely  as  Baptists, 
we  must  raise  our  voice  in  no  uncertain  terms  in  clear-cut  support  of  Chris- 
tian Education.  If  we  are  true  to  the  genius  of  our  Baptist  Faith,  then  we 
must  carry  on  in  support  of  Christian  Education  in  Baptist  Colleges.  It  is  not 
enough  for  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  support  and  foster  Christian 
Education  in  Sunday  Schools,  and  in  Seminaries  and  W.M.U.  Training  Schools. 
This  leaves  a GAP  in  the  Baptist  emphasis  on  Christian  Education.  Southern 
Baptists  can  not  safely  evade  the  question  of  Christian  Education  as  carried 
on  in  Baptist  Schools  and  Colleges.  The  Convention  must  eventually  recognize 
this  simple  fact,  and  act  accordingly.” 

PART  III 

STATISTICAL  NOTES 

E.  M.  HIGHSMITH,  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Commission 

All  Southern  Baptist  Schools,  as  compared  with  1934-1935,  show  a net  gain 
of  9%  in  student  enrolment  distributed  as  follows: 


Seminaries  and  Training  Schools 33%  gain. 

Senior  Colleges  - ............13%  gain. 

Junior  Colleges  7.5%  loss. 

Academies  •■••••••■ ....14%  gam. 


All  Baptist  schools  show,  for  the  same  period,  a gain  of  approximately  6% 
in  Ministerial  Students,  and  a gain  of  some  9%  in  Student  Volunteers. 

The  Seminaries  and  Training  Schools  fostered  by  the  Convention  are  mak- 
ing progress  in  meeting  their  more  pressing  financial  problems.  1935-1936  is 
proving  a good  year  for  them.  Their  current  reports  to  the  Commission  are 
indeed  heartening.  , , , 

We  remind  you  again,  some  Southern  Baptist  Senior  Colleges  are  about  to 
go  under  for  lack  of  funds.  This  lack  of  funds  shows  up  in  limited  equipment, 
or  limited  endowment,  or  both.  It  calls  for  sacrificial  giving  among  Southern 
Baptists,  during  the  next  fifty  years,  in  the  interest  of  Christian  Education,  if 
we  are  to  save  these  29  potential  centers  of  light  which  now  make  up  our  list 
of  Baptist  Senior  Colleges.  Whether  we  should  try  to  save  them  all  is  not  perti- 
nent to  the  question  we  are  now  raising.  If  that  question  ought  to  be  raised, 
then  we  must  face  it  fearlessly  and  in  a spirit  of  Christian  statesmanship. 
Meanwhile,  let  us  not  foolishly  assume  that  having  established  these  Baptist 
Senior  Colleges  we  have  done  our  duty  by  them.  Let  us  not  think  for  one  mm- 
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ute  that  we  can  calmly  wash  our  hands  of  them,  and  leave  them  to  fend  for 
themselves  and  g<  t along  as  best  they  can.  Having  put  our  hands  to  the  plow, 
dare  we  turn  back?  Shame  on  us,  when  and  if  we  do! 

The  Baptist  Junior  Colleges  in  our  midst  do  not  have  adequate  equip- 
ment or  support.  It  is  high  time  that  we  wake  up  to  our  pressing  needs  in 
refer*  ;e  institutions.  With  the  public  Junior  College  coming  more 

and  more  into  prominence,  and  maintaining  high  levels  of  equipment  along 
s state  and  local  support  from  public  funds,  we  Southern  Bap- 
not  continue  to  take  our  Junior  Colleges  for  granted.  If  we  do,  we 
shall  lose  them  rapidly  in  the  near  future.  Do  we  want  to  see  this  happen? 
To  this  question  the  members  of  the  Education  Commission  answer,  No!  We 
must  get  busy  if  we  save  them. 

A glance  at  the  figures  on  Property  and  Endowment  in  Baptist  Acade- 
mies shows  that  we  face  here  a truly  heroic  task,  if  we  mean  to  do  a fair 
part  by  these  genuinely  missionary  institutions.  These  schools,  the  few  that 
we  have  still  in  operation,  are  doing  a great  and  a much-needed  work.  They 
deserve  far  better  equipment  and  support  than  we  are  giving  them. 

Quoted  from  the  Highlights  of  the  year  1935-1936  as  reported  to  the  Com- 
mission by  our  Seminaries,  Colleges,  and  Schools: 

SEMINARIES 

Baptist  Bible  Institute:  “In  the  last  eight  years  the  indebtedness  of  the 

Baptist  Bible  Institute  has  been  reduced  from  $353,000  to  $215,400,  and  this 
has  been  accomplished  through  our  emergency  appeal  and  through  the  gifts 
largely  of  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club. 

“We  had  this  year  the  best  Home  Coming  Week  in  our  history.  We  com- 
bined the  Layne  lectures,  Tharp  lectures,  religious  education  and  music  con- 
ferences. There  were  many  outside  speakers. 

“We  have  had  our  largest  demand  for  catalogs,  the  usual  supply  having 
been  long  since  exhausted. 

“The  outlook  for  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute  has  been  greatly  strengthened 
this  year  by  a rearrangement  of  our  Christian  Training  courses,  making  it 
possible  for  students  to  major  in  English  Bible,  Religious  Education,  Music, 
and  W.M.U.  work.” 

SENIOR  COLLEGES 

Baylor  University,  Waco  Division:  “The  largest  student  body  in  the  his- 

tory of  the  University. 

“Operation  at  a net  profit  according  to  six  months’  audit,  September,  1935- 

March,  1936. 

“Increased  standards  of  scholarship  including: 

1.  More  rigid  regulations  governing  graduate  study. 

2.  Establishment  of  comprehensive  examination  in  major  subject  as 

requirement  for  all  honors,  either  departmental  or  general. 

3.  Reorganization  of  advisory  system  for  purpose  of  more  definite 

classification  of  students  into  lower  and  upper  groups. 

“Notable  additions  to  faculty,  including: 

1.  Eight  full-time  teachers  in  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  five  of 

whom  have  Ph.D.  degree. 

2.  Three  full-time  instructors  in  Music,  all  trained  both  in  Germany 

and  America. 

3.  Establishment  of  a Department  of  Art  under  supervision  of  artist- 

professor  of  extended  training  and  long  experience  in  Germany, 

France,  and  the  United  States. 

“Preliminary  organization  of  an  Ex-Students’  Association  completed. 
Major  objective  is  the  raising  of  a fund  approximating  a net  of  one-half  mil- 
lion dollars  for  construction  of  a Union  Building  (or  other  needed  struc- 
ture) during  Baylor’s  Centennial  Year,  1945. 

“Establishment  of  a Student  Personnel  Department.  The  Personnel  Office 
was  established  at  Baylor  University  in  September,  1935.  It  is  the  first  de- 
partment of  its  kind  to  be  organized  in  a Texas  University. 

“The  personnel  director  is  assisted  in  his  work  by  any  and  all  of  the  facul- 
ty members  and  administrative  staff.  The  orientation  of  the  freshmen  in  Bay- 
lor life'  and  spirit  is  one  of  the  objectives  of  the  Personnel  Office.  For  this 
work  about  one  hundred  upper  classmen  are  chosen  and  trained  in  the  spring 
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of  each  year  for  assistance  in  the  fall  quarter.  These  group  leaders  repre- 
sent the  best  student  spirit  of  the  University.  The  Personnel  Office  is  directly 
responsible  to  the  President  of  the  University. 

‘‘The  following  editorial  appeared  in  the  Thursday,  April  2,  issue  of  t.h* 
University  newspaper: 

“HOLDING  HIGH  THE  TORCH" 

“To  you  I hand  the  torch.”  Thus  President  Brooks  closed  his  im- 
mortal message  to  the  Baylor  graduating  class  of  1931.  The  torch  was 
a light  of  vision,  a dream  of  greater  Baylor  in  the  future.  The  torch 
was  to  be  kept  burning  by  the  efforts  of  the  hundreds  of  Baylor  men 
and  women  who  work  tirelessly  in  an  effort  to  push  Baylor  forward. 

The  Personnel  Department  of  Baylor  University  is  endeavoring  to 
strengthen  the  glow  of  that  torch  of  vision.  It  is  trying  to  link  to- 
gether Baylor’s  men  and  women  who  dream  of  her  future,  so  that  they 
might  hold  high  the  torch  entrusted  to  their  care.  It  is  trying  to  do  this 
by  bridging  the  gap  between  the  freshmen  and  the  seniors,  between 
the  seniors  who  graduate  today  and  those  who  will  graduate  three 
years  from  today,  by  drawing  the  groups  into  a chain  of  fellowship. 

The  freshmen  no  longer  have  cause  to  feel  that  they  are  an  isolated 
group,  separated  by  their  newness  and  strangeness  from  the  circle  of 
the  Baylor  family.  They  are  immediately  drawn  into  a group  of  students 
who  already  know  and  understand  what  Baylor  spirit  really  means  and 
they  can  from  the  moment  they  come  to  Baylor’s  campus  begin  to 
carry  the  torch.” 

Bessie  Tift  College:  “We  are  increasing  our  endowment,  have  added  the 
past  year  about  $35,000  and  are  steadily  increasing  this  with  a view  to  bring- 
ing the  total  endowment  to  $500,000. 

Carson-Newman  College:  Largest  student  body  in  the  history  of  the  col- 

lege. 

More  graduates  in  the  past  ten  years  than  in  the  first  74  years  of  the 
college. 

Chowan  College,  Murfreesboro,  N.  C.:  Had  the  misfortune  to  lose  by 

death,  September  5,  1935,  their  president,  the  late  Dr.  W.  B.  Edwards. 

Furman  University:  The  high  lights  of  the  year  have  been,  first,  the 

meeting  conducted  by  Mr.  Gresham  and,  second,  the  religious  work  conduct- 
ed by  the  students.  According  to  my  information,  there  has  been  special  inter- 
est in  dormitory  prayer  meetings.  I understand,  too,  that  some  excellent  work 
has  been  done  by  an  N.  Y.  A.  group  in  a neighboring  mill  village  where  a 
condition  of  unemployment  has  prevailed.  Two  students  who  have  been  en- 
gaged in  this  work  were  talking  with  me  about  it  yesterday.  They  are 
anxious  to  continue  it  during  the  summer. 

Furman  reports  also  successful  completion  of  a financial  drive  to  raise 
$300,000.00  to  assure  funds  needed  for  the  full  co-ordination  of  Furman 
University  and  Greenville  Woman’s  College. 

Mississippi  College:  Our  system  of  religious  activities  is  organized  thus: 

16  unit  religious  activity  organizations  with  a total  of  23  individual  meetings 
each  week.  These  organizations  comprise  Sunday  school  classes.  Baptist  Young 
People’s  Unions,  Noon-Day  Prayer  Meeting,  Ministerial  Association,  and  the 
Sunday  night  After-Service  Prayer  Group. 

These  unit  organizations  are  the  component  parts  of  a general  organiza- 
tion known  as  The  Baptist  Student  Union.  The  activities  of  the  unit  organiza- 
tions are  correlated  and  supervised  by  a Baptist  Student  Union  Council  and  a 
Director  of  Student  Activities. 

In  addition  to  these  unit  organization  meetings  each  week,  there  are  two 
regular  preaching  services  in  the  Baptist  church  adjacent  to  the  college  and 
one  general  church  prayer  meeting. 

The  chief  advancement  of  the  year  to  date  is  twofold: 

(1)  A growing  sense  of  responsibility  to  their  various  duties  in  Chris- 

tian service  on  the  part  of  students. 

(2)  A constant  tendency  toward  deeper  devotional  habits.  From  50 

to  70  attend  the  Noonday  Prayer  Meeting  every  day;  from  30  to 
50  attend  the  semi-weekly  meetings  of  the  Ministerial  Associa- 
tion; from  20  to  40  groups  of  students  participate  in  the  “prayer- 
mate”  daily  devotionals. 
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Oklahoma  Baptist  University:  The  following  items  are  of  outstanding  sig- 

nificance to  our  institution  this  year.  First  of  all,  our  statewide  Debt  Liquida- 
tion Movement  which  includes  the  total  indebtedness  of  Oklahoma  Baptist 
University,  We  are  in  the  midst  of  this  campaign  with  very  encouraging  re- 
sults to  date.  We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  all  our  indebtedness  will 

>rovided  by  the  Convention  meeting  next  November.  We  have  no  indebt- 
edness on  our  Baptist  institutions  or  state  work  except  bonded  indebtedness 
of  O.B.U.,  Memorial  Hail  for  Women  and  our  two  hospitals.  The  total  objec- 
tive is  $241,000.  . . 

We  are  nearing  completion  of  a campus  improvement  project  which  in- 
cludes a rustic  stone  wall  surrounding  the  campus  and  extending  to  the  limits 
of  our  land  on  the  Oklahoma  City  highway;  general  improvement  in  plant- 
ing shrubbery  and  replotting  the  twenty  acre  campus  eliminating  cross  drives 
with  re-sodding,  etc. 

The  Hall  for  Men  has  been  completely  refurnished  and  put  in  first-class 
condition.  The  funds  were  provided  by  the  laymen  of  the  State.  I do  not 
know  the  exact  amount. 

Ouachita  College:  The  enclosed  card  will  show  our  big  increase  in  enrol- 

ment. I regret  very  much  that  we  are  unable  to  take  care  of  more  than  five 
hundred. 

We  are  in  a campaign  now  to  raise  funds  not  only  to  pay  our  debts 
but  to  enable  us  to  take  care  of  more  students. 

We  are  now  celebrating  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  College.  We  hope 
to  raise  $100,000  this  year  to  cancel  all  our  indebtedness. 

JUNIOR  COLLEGES 

Central  College,  Conway,  Arkansas:  “We  make  this  college  Christian  to 

the  best  of  our  ability.” 

Jonesboro  College,  Jonesboro,  Arkansas:  “The  college  is  closed  for  1935- 

36.  The  campaign  to  raise  funds  to  re-open  is  being  led  by  the  new  President, 
Dr.  H.  E.  Watters.” 

President  R.  L.  Moore,  Mars  Hill  College,  Mars  Hill,  N.  C.,  says:  “Our  big- 
gest problem  is  to  ‘Make  our  schools  Christian  in  ideals  and  practices.” 

ACADEMIES 

Blue  Ridge  Mission  School:  “The  Virginia  Baptist  Board  of  Missions  and 

Education  appropriates  to  us  about  $5,000.00  per  year.” 

Harrison-Chilhowee  Baptist  Academy:  “Our  greatest  thrills  come  from  our 
work  in  training  Ministerial  students.” 

Magoffin  Institute:  “This  year  has  been  a hard  one  financially  because  of 
the  indifference  of  the  denomination  except  as  to  individuals,  regarding  the 
cause  of  Christian  education.  But  it  has  been  a good  one  in  other  ways. 

“We  received  a gift  of  300  acres  of  farm  and  woodland,  which  the  donors 
are  developing,  and  improving  for  us.  We  also  received  a gift  of  19  acres 
more  toward  the  school  campus,  and  pasture.  We  have  coal  on  this  new  addi- 
tion to  the  campus,  and  have  been  getting  our  fuel  coal  there. 

“We  had  32  baptisms  in  the  year's  work.  And  two  more  students  have 
felt  the  call  to  the  ministry. 

“We  make  evangelization  and  preparation  for  service  foremost  in  our  aim 
and  goals.  And  God  gives  us  a yearly  harvest.” 

San  Marcos  Academy:  “We  have  progressed  far  in  liquidating  old  indebted- 
ness during  the  current  year;  total  reduction  during  last  four  years — nearly 
$40,000,  leaving  unsecured  debts  of  $12,000  in  round  figures.  We  are  securing 
some  outside  assistance  on  paying  this  debt,  and  confidently  expect  to  owe  not 
more  than  $5,000  at  the  end  of  our  fiscal  year. 

“A  second  item  of  great  importance:  Our  enrolment  has  equalled  that  of 
the  school  year  1927.  This  has  raised  the  level  of  teachers'  salaries  about  20% 
and  has  enabled  us  to  put  our  buildings  and  equipment  in  first-class  condition. 

“A  revival  within  the  school  in  January  saw  every  unsaved  student  won 
to  Christ — that  intangible  Personality  of  the  Academy,  which  comes  through 
the  Spirit  of  Christ  dwelling  on  our  campus,  has  caused  large  numbers  of  our 
patrons  to  testify  to  the  glory  of  Christ.”

FRIDAY— -Morning  Session 

St.  Louis,  Missouri,  May  15,  1936 

26.  The  Convention  assembled  at  9:00  A.M.,  with  Vice-President 
Hobbs  in  the  chair.  During  the  service  of  song  led  by  I.  E.  Reynolds, 
Texas,  prayer  was  led  by  Austin  Crouch,  Tennessee,  and  J.  W.  Storer, 
Oklahoma. 

27.  The  journal  for  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

28.  Robert  H.  Coleman,  Texas,  read  a telegram  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance,  George  W.  Truett,  Texas,  an- 
nouncing his  arrival  yesterday  in  San  Francisco  and  his  expectation 
to  reach  St.  Louis  next  Monday  morning,  adding : “Deeply  regret  can- 
not attend  Southern  Convention  but  my  heart  and  prayers  are  and 
will  be  fully  with  the  Convention.” 

29.  On  motion  of  A.  J.  Barton,  North  Carolina,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  following  resolution  adopted : 

WHEREAS,  There  will  occur  in  1939  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Frances  E.  Willard,  that  able  champion  of  the  rights  of  women  and 
the  cause  of  total  abstinence,  that  fearless  and  mighty  enemy  of  the  American 
liquor  traffic,  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Woman’s  Christian  Temperance 
Union,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Woman’s  Christian  Temperance  Union  began  in  her  honor 
two  years  ago  a five-year  program  of  spiritual  education,  total  abstinence  edu- 
cation. character  education,  citizenship  education  and  peace  education,  which 
will  culminate  in  1939  at  a national  convention  to  be  held  in  Rochester,  New 
York,  within  twelve  miles  of  her  birthplace  at  Church ville,  New  York,  . . . 

THEREFORE.  BE  IT  RESOLVED.  That  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
endorse  the  five-year  program  of  the  Woman’s  Christian  Temperance  Union  in 
honoring  Frances  E.  Willard;  that  it  urge  the  women  of  our  churches  to  be- 
come members  of  the  Woman’s  Christian  Temperance  Union;  and  that  the  church 
through  its  ministry  and  laity  do  all  nossible  to  call  the  attention  of  our  people 
to  the  life  and  work  of  Frances  E.  Willard,  and  the  contribution  she  made  to 
the  moral  progress  of  America  and  the  world. 
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30.  Chairman  Buchanan  announced  the  Committee  on  Time, 
Place,  and  Preacher  for  Next  Session.

31.  Frank  Norris,  Texas,  offered  two  resolutions  which  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

32.  Executive  Secretary  Maddry,  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
introduced  Y.  C.  Ching,  pastor  First  Baptist  Church,  Old  North  Gate, 
Shanghai,  China,  who  briefly  addressed  the  Convention. 

33.  For  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  W.  R.  White,  Oklahoma, 
reported  approval  of  the  following  resolutions  which  were  adopted 
after  remarks  by  Chas.  E.  Maddry,  Virginia,  and  L.  R.  Scarborough, 
Texas : 


ROUMANIAN  RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
began  its  work  in  the  Kingdom  of  Roumania  in  the  year  1922,  and  now  has 
m Roumania  approximately  400  Baptist  churches  and  40,000  communicants;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  Roumanian  Constitution,  adopted  after  the  close  of  the 
World  War,  absolute  religious  liberty  and  freedom  of  worship  were  guaranteed 
to  all  religious  groups  alike,  and  the  Baptists  being  now  the  largest  non-Catholic 
group  in  Roumania;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Roumanian  Government  has  refused,  and  still  does  refuse  to 
grant  recognition  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, a worthy,  responsible  and  religious  corporate  body,  and  has  repeatedly 
subjected  our  Foreign  Mission  Board,  its  missionaries  and  its  educational  insti- 
tutions to  many  injustices,  some  of  which  we  now  set  forth  in  concrete  terms  in 
order  to  show  the  wrongs  so  inflicted  upon  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  our 
Baptist  brethren  of  Roumania,  namely: 

1.  Refusal  after  repeated  promises,  to  grant  recognition  to  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  as  a responsible  religious  agency 
with  the  right  to  own  and  hold  property  for  non-profit  purposes  in  the  Roumanian 
Kingdom. 

2.  Excessive  and  unjust  taxes  levied  against  the  land  and  buildings  of  our 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  and  Woman’s  Religious  Training  School  in  the 
City  of  Bucharest,  such  taxes  having  become  so  excessive,  as  to  be  confiscatory. 
Nevertheless,  the  laws  of  Roumania  provide  that  all  religious  agencies  and 
institutions  of  a non-profit  nature  shall  be  free  from  taxation. 

3.  Repeated  interference  on  the  part  of  local  police  with  the  work  and  wor- 
ship of  Baptist  churches  throughout  the  kingdom.  The  Roumanian  Constitution 
grants  religious  freedom  and  liberty  to  all  religious  cults,  and  then  the  authori- 
ties repeatedly  and  continuously  inflict  upon  Baptists,  all  kinds  of  insults, 
indignities  and  persecutions,  even  to  the  extent  of  throwing  Baptist  preachers 
into  prison. 

4.  Within  recent  months  Rev.  Walter  E.  Craighead,  of  Chattanooga,  Ten- 
nessee, the  missionary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  the  Province  of  Bessarabia,  Roumania,  on  reaching  a town  where 
he  was  to  preach  was  taken  from  the  train  by  the  police  and  cast  into  a vile 
dungeon.  He  was  kept  in  prison  for  forty-eight  hours  and  was  subjected  to 
all  sorts  of  insults  and  indignities,  although  he  had  a permit  from  the  govern- 
mental authorities  granting  him  the  privilege  of  preaching  anywhere  in  the 
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kingdom.  He  was  denied  the  opportunity  of  communicating  with  his  friends 
and  when  released  was  put  on  a train  and  banished  from  the  city. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, in  annual  communication  assembled,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  its 
Foreign  Mission  Board,  hereby  earnestly  entreats  the  Honorable  Cordell  Hull, 
of  State  of  the  United  States  of  America,  to  protest  to  the  Roumanian 
Government  against  the  unjust  and  unrighteous  treatment  of  the  missionaries  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  our  native  co- 
religionists in  Roumania.  That  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  makes  this 
request  as  the  representative  of  4,500,000  Southern  Baptists  living  in  eighteen 
Southern  and  Southwestern  States  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

ITALIAN  RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
as  the  representative  of  members  of  the  Baptist  denomination  in  eighteen  of  the 
Southern  and  Southwestern  States  of  the  United  States  of  America,  which  began 
its  mission  work  in  Italy  in  the  year  1870,  and  through  the  years  since  has 
commissioned  between  twelve  and  fifteen  American  missionaries  for  its  religious 
work  in  Italy,  and  at  this  time  has  a worthy  and  substantial  Baptist  organiza- 
tion throughout  Italy  under  the  leadership  of  its  American  missionaries  and  a 
group  of  scholarly  and  devoted  native  Italian  ministers,  and  until  recently  has  en- 
joyed a measure  of  freedom  and  liberty  in  the  propagation  of  the  religious  faith 
represented  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  but  within  recent  months  the 
missionaries  and  co-religionists  who  represent  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  in 
Italy  have  been  subjected  to  many  petty  persecutions,  and  have  been  hindered 
at  every  turn  with  hostile  and  unreasonable  police  regulations  and  restrictions; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Some  of  the  wrongs  suffered  by  the  members  of  the  Baptist 
churches  in  Italy  in  recent  months  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  expropriation  of  approximately  fifteen  acres  of  land  situated  on 
Monte  Mario  overlooking  the  City  of  Rome,  for  $82,000,  being  one-third  of  its 
appraised  value,  which  land  is  owned  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  a corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

2.  The  decision  of  the  Italian  Government  to  require  our  Foreign  Mission 
Board  to  receive  payment  for  said  land  in  Italian  bonds,  which  it  is  not  willing 
to  accept  in  settlement  of  a forced  purchase  price  valued  in  dollars. 

3.  The  further  decision  of  the  Italian  Government  that  our  Foreign  Mission 
Board  will  not  be  permitted  to  transfer  the  proceeds  of  this  so-called  sale  of 
its  property  out  of  Italy,  nor  to  reinvest  in  land  in  Italy  without  the  approval 
of  the  Italian  Government. 

4.  The  closing  of  several  churches  and  out-stations  organized  and  conducted 
through  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  the  refusal  of  the  Italian  Government 
to  allow  pastors  of  these  churches  to  preach  or  exercise  the  pastoral  function ; and 

WHEREAS,  In  view  of  the  unjust  and  arbitrary  acts  and  decisions  of  the 
Italian  Government  hereinabove  set  forth,  the  Southern  Baptists  of  America, 
acting  through  its  Foreign  Mission  Board,  are  unable  to  co-operate  in  any 
worthy  way  with  our  Baptist  co-religionists  in  Italy; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, in  annual  communication  assembled,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  its 
Foreign  Mission  Board,  hereby  earnestly  entreats  the  Honorable  Cordell  Hull, 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  Government,  to  request  and  direct  Ambas- 
sador Long,  the  representative  of  the  United  States  Government  at  Rome,  Italy, 
to  use  every  honorable  means  possible  to  induce  the  Italian  Government  to  take 
prompt  steps  to  rectify  the  unjust  and  grievous  wrongs  hereinabove  mentioned 
and  now  being  inflicted  upon  the  Baptists  of  Italy. 

We  recommend  further  that  a special  commission  be  appointed  to  present 
this  matter  to  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  Honorable 
Cordell  Hull. 
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34.  The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  presented  by 
Executive  Secretary  Austin  Crouch,  Tennessee.  The  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Executive  Committee  were  considered  seriatim. 

No.  1 as  to  distribution  of  funds  for  1936-37  was  adopted  without 
discussion. 

No.  2 as  to  expenses  of  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  of  the  South  was 
discussed  by  Chas.  E.  Maddry,  Virginia;  Austin  Crouch,  Tennessee; 
A.  J.  Barton,  North  Carolina;  J.  B.  Lawrence,  Georgia;  J.  H.  Ander- 
son, Tennessee;  J.  W.  Storer,  Oklahoma,  and  adopted. 

No.  3 as  to  Committee  on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains  was  adopted 
without  discussion. 

No.  4 as  to  Pension  Plans  of  Agencies  was  adopted  without  dis- 
cussion. 

No.  5 as  to  appropriations  for  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  was  dis- 
cussed by  Chas.  E.  Maddry,  Virginia,  and  adopted. 

No.  6 as  to  Convention  Expenses  was  adopted  after  discussion  by 
J.  W.  Merritt,  Georgia,  and  A.  J.  Barton,  North  Carolina,  whose  mo- 
tion was  passed  that  it  be  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  there 
ought  to  be  a registration  fee  of  one  dollar  for  each  member  and  that 
any  necessary  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  should  be 
made. 

No.  7 as  to  Fraternal  Messengers  was  adopted  without  discussion. 

No.  8 as  to  Memorials  or  Scholarships  was  adopted  without  dis- 
cussion. 

35.  A message  from  pastor  of  Russian  Baptist  Church,  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  was  announced  by  President  Sampey  and  the  Secre- 
taries were  authorized  to  make  reply  on  behalf  of  the  Convention. 

Russian  Baptist  Church,  Fortworth,  Texas,  sends  love  and  greetings.  Though 
absent  in  body  our  hearts  beat  with  you  in  Kingdom  loyalty.  We  unite  with 
you  in  faith  and  work,  under  the  leadership  of  our  Saviour.  The  Lord  bless 
you  in  all  your  deliberations.

The  Convention  adjourned  with  benediction  by  J.  L.  White, 
Florida. 

FRIDAY— Afternoon  Session 

38.  The  Convention  reassembled  at  2 o'clock,  President  Sampey  in 
the  chair.  After  the  singing  of  “Amazing  Grace”  prayer  was  led  by 
T.  C.  Ecton,  Kentucky.  “Roll,  Billows,  Roll”  was  sung  by  Griffith 
Scholfield,  Florida. 

39.  The  election  of  officers  being  the  special  order,  Vice-President 
Tripp  was  called  to  the  chair. 

J.  E.  Dillard,  Alabama,  nominated  John  R.  Sampey,  Kentucky,  for 
President.  There  being  no  further  nomination,  the  ballot  of  the  Con- 
vention, on  motion  of  Louis  J.  Bristow,  Louisiana,  was  cast  by  Secre- 
tary Burnett  for  John  R.  Sampey  for  President  of  the  Convention. 

For  First  Vice-President,  Edgar  Godbold,  Missouri,  nominated 
Walter  C.  Goodson,  Missouri.

On  motion  of  C.  N.  James,  Alabama,  President  Sampey  cast  the 
ballot  of  the  Convention  for  Hight  C Moore,  Tennessee,  and  J.  Henry 
Burnett,  Georgia,  for  Secretaries  of  the  Convention. 

40.  Resuming  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, Recommendation  No.  9 was  discussed  by  J.  E.  Dillard,  Ala- 
bama, and  John  W.  Inzer,  Alabama,  and  adopted. 

41.  The  following  addition  to  the  Report  was  offered  by  J.  W. 
Storer,  Oklahoma,  and  adopted. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  through  its  Executive  Committee  sitting 
in  Conference  with  the  Secretaries  and  Presidents  of  the  Southwide  agencies, 
wish  to  extend  to  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  and  to  its 
pastor.  Dr.  Frank  Tripp,  its  undying  gratitude  for  their  most  generous  gift  to 
our  mission  causes.  The  church  has  sacrificed  more  than  we  have  a right  to 
expect,  and  our  thanks  to  them  is  from  the  heart.  To  Doctor  Tripp  we  wish  to 
give  our  thanks  for  the  wise,  economical,  and  efficient  promotion  of  this  move- 
ment which  has  to  such  a large  extent  saved  our  mission  causes.

We  began  our  report  last  year  by  saying:  “We  are  happy  to  report  that  the 
outlook  for  Convention  causes  is  brighter  than  it  has  been  for  some  time.”  We 
are  glad  to  report  that  the  present  outlook  is  even  brighter  than  it  was  at  this 
time  last  year. 

The  receipts  of  our  office  for  Convention  causes  for  1935  show  an  increase 
of  $170,224.39  over  the  receipts  of  1934.  The  months  of  January,  February, 
March  and  April  of  1936  show  an  increase  of  $57,404.82  over  the  same  period 
for  1935.  The  states  report  an  increase  for  all  causes  in  1935  of  $420,931.05. 
For  this  evidence  of  God’s  favor,  we  are  devoutly  grateful.

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CO-OPERATION  AND  ENLISTMENT 
Louie  D.  Newton,  Chairman 

Within  the  past  year  our  committee  has  carried  on  its  usual  program  of  co- 
operative work  with  the  state  leadership,  trying  to  be  of  practical  service  in 
helping  promote  its  Co-operative  Program,  the  Every Member  Canvass,  1 Je  Bap- 
tist Hundred  Thousand  Club,  and  all  other  phases  of  our  Southern  Baptistlife 
The  Publicity  Department  of  the  committee  has  been  under  the  direction  of 
Walter  M.  Gilmore,  as  it  has  been  for  several  years.  During  the  year  every 
available  medium  of  publicity  has  been  used  m seeking  to  promote  the  whole 
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program  of  Southern  Baptists.  Approximately  4,000,000  pieces  of  literature, 
including  the  Baptist  Bulletin  Service,  The  Baptist  Program  and  tracts  on 
Stewardship,  tithing  and  the  denominational  program  have  been  published  and 
distributed  during  the  year.  Six  issues  of  The  Baptist  Program — 15,000  copies  of 
each  issue — have  been  published.  These  have  gone,  without  cost,  to  pastors  and 
denominational  workers. 

The  Baptist  Bulletin  Service,  which  is  one  of  our  most  effective  publicity 
agencies,  has  had  perhaps  the  best  year  in  its  history.  It  is  reaching  every  Sunday 
more  than  50,000  of  our  people  with  a message  concerning  some  phase  of  church 
or  denominational  life. 

During  the  period  of  the  Every  Member  Canvass  and  the  Baptist  Hundred 
Thousand  Club  we  took  a reading  page  advertisement  in  each  of  our  eighteen 
State  papers  once  a month  for  four  months.  In  addition  to  these  paid  advertise- 
ments, we  have  furnished  our  denominational  papers  with  scores  of  articles  con- 
cerning our  denominational  activities.  We  have  furnished  the  secular  press, 
throughout  the  territory  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  numerous  news 
stories  concerning  our  Convention  work. 

Acting  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention  our  committee  undertook  during 
the  past  year  to  personally  visit  every  state  headquarters  in  the  Convention  terri- 
tory for  conferences  relating  to  mutual  interests  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion and  the  respective  State  Convention. 

We  found  a hearty  welcome  awaiting  us  in  every  state,  both  by  the  State  Sec- 
retary and  the  State  Board.  These  conferences  were  conducted  along  fraternal 
lines  of  discussion  with  reference  to  division  of  undesignated  funds,  overhead  ex- 
penses and  division  of  such  overhead  expenses  as  between  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  the  State  Conventions,  indebtedness  of  the  various  State  Con- 
ventions and  plans  for  retirement  of  debts. 

We  herewith  submit  statistics  furnished  by  the  States  covering  the  debts,  re- 
ceipts, and  distribution  of  funds.

It  is  estimated  that  the  debts  on  the  local  church  properties  within  the  territory 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  would  approximate  $23,000, 000.00  The  debts 
on  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  agencies  are : $4,722,572.32,  and  the  indebted- 
ness of  State  causes  $12,960,087.32. 

We  were  greatly  encouraged  in  every  state  to  find  a definitely  growing  senti- 
ment for  the  Co-operative  Program  as  the  best  plan  yet  advanced  for  the  promo- 
tion of  our  work.  It  was  also  heartening  to  note  the  growing  sentiment  for  the 
Baptist  Hundred  Thousand  Club  movement.  Every  State  Secretary  whose  state  is 
not  now  dividing  undesignated  funds  on  a fifty-fifty  basis  told  us  that  he  was 
committed  to  those  percentages  as  an  ideal  and  would  return  to  same  as  soon  as 
local  conditions  would  permit. 

Our  committee  would  suggest  such  conferences  each  year,  believing  that  they 
will  prove  very  helpful  in  relating  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  State 
agencies  in  a more  effective  approach  to  our  people.

It  will  be  of  interest  to  the  Convention  to  know  that  the  cash  receipts  have 
increased  each  year  since  the  movement  was  started,  and  the  promotional  ex- 
pense has  shown  a steady  and  substantial  decrease.  In  order  that  the  messengers 
to  the  Convention  may  have  before  them  the  total  cash  received  through  the 
plan  and  the  total  cost  of  promotion  of  the  movement  from  its  beginning  to 
date,  the  following  table  is  given :

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  promotion  of  the  movement 
for  the  first  year,  based  on  the  cash  receipts,  was  IQY2  per  cent;  for  the  second 
year,  approximately  6 per  cent;  and  for  this  year,  approximately  4.3  per  cent. 
The  total  cost  of  promotion  of  the  movement  from  its  beginning,  June,  1933, 
to  date  is  approximately  7.3  per  cent.

CHANGE  IN  THE  DATE  OF  MEETING  OF  THE  CONVENTION 

The  Convention  at  its  meeting  last  year  adopted  the  following  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Time,  Place  and  Preacher:  ‘‘We  recommend  that  the 
next  session  of  this  Convention  meet  at  2:00  P.M.  on  Wednesday,  May  20,  193b, 
at  Saint  Louis,  Missouri.”  At  the  request  of  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention, 
your  Committee  changed  the  date  of  the  meeting  of  this  session  of  the  Conven- 
tion  to  Wednesday,  May  13,  1936.  Later,  at  the  request  of  the  eommittee  on 
Order  of  Business,  the  opening  date  was  changed  to  Thursday,  May  14,  at  9.3U 
A.M. 
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EDUCATION  BOARD  AFFAIRS 

1.  Ridgecrest 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  and  ap- 
proved by  your  Committee: 

“Inasmuch  as  the  Committee  on  Ridgecrest  from  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  requested  the  Sunday  School  Board  to 
continue  to  conduct  a program  at  Ridgecrest,  North  Carolina,  for  the  next  five 
years;  and 

“Inasmuch  as  we  have  conducted  the  program  there  for  the  last  six  years 
and  have  given  wide  publicity  to  the  work  of  the  Assembly  and  it  has  met  with 
hearty  approval  of  the  denomination;  and 

“Inasmuch  as  conducting  the  program  will  give  us  an  opportunity  to  conserve 
the  accomplishments  of  the  past  to  the  best  advantage;  and 

“Inasmuch  as  this  would  give  the  Sunday  School  Board  an  opportunity  to 
render  a worthy  and  worthwhile  service  to  the  denomination  and  the  Kingdom; 

“We,  therefore,  recommend  to  the  Sunday  School  Board  that  we  take  full 
charge  of  the  property  at  Ridgecrest,  which  we  agree  to  use  and  keep  up,  and 
conduct  a program  each  summer  through  the  summer  of  1940/’ 

2.  Umatilla 

We  have  appointed  a special  committee  to  confer  with  the  State  Board  of 
Florida  concerning  the  future  use  of  the  property  at  Umatilla,  Florida. 

3.  Nuyaka 

During  the  year  we  leased  the  property  for  the  purpose  of  testing  for  oil, 
but  the  investigation  did  not  result  in  the  sinking  of  a well.  We  believe  that 
the  property  at  Nuyaka,  Okla.,  should  be  sold  as  soon  as  a reasonable  price  can 
be  obtained. 

4.  Indebtedness 

During  the  year  1935,  we  paid  $23,998.83  interest  on  the  Education  Board’s 
indebtedness,  $13,375.00  on  principal  and  $1,414.90  on  insurance.  However, 
in  order  to  do  this  it  was  necessary  to  use  $6,500.00  of  our  Operating  Funds, 
which  we  were  authorized  to  do  by  action  of  the  Convention. 

POLICY  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  IN  HANDLING  GIFT  ANNUITY  CONTRACTS 

On  January  1,  1935,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  whereby  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  to  be- 
come trustee  of  the  administration  of  annuity  contracts  issued  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  If  and  when  an  annuity 
gift  should  be  made  to  the  Executive  Committee  then  the  Executive  Committee 
would  turn  over  to  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  an  amount  out  of  the  gift 
sufficient  to  assure  the  payment  of  the  annuity  agreed  upon.  The  amount  thus 
turned  over  is  known  as  the  reserve  value  of  the  contract.  In  most,  or  all  cases, 
this  amount  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  will  be  less  than 
the  amount  of  the  gift;  therefore,  be  it  resolved 

First:  That  the  residuum  or  remainder  of  the  annuity  gift  accruing  to  or 
remaining  with  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  kept  intact  until  the  death  of 
the  annuitant  or  giver,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  donor. 

Second:.  That  this  amount  shall  be  invested  by  the  Investment  Committee  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  all  income  from  such  investment  shall  be  added 
from  time  to  time  to  the  principal  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee.  In 
other  words,  the  funds  shall  be  invested  at  compound  interest.  Upon  the  death 
of  the  annuitant  the  sum  on  hand  shall  be  used  or  distributed  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  contract. 

THE  DOROTHEA  VAN  DEUSEN  OPDYKE  FUND 

Mrs.  Ida  Reed  Opdyke,  who  died  at  Jamestown,  New  York,  May  12,  1927,  in 
her  seventy-fifth  year,  left  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  a substantial  be- 
quest embracing  nearly  half  of  her  estate,  thus  conforming  to  the  law  of  the 
State  of  New  York  that  no  one  can  bequeath  more  than  half  his  property  to 
charity.  The  ninth  item  of  her  will,  which  was  dated  February  16,  1920,  con- 
firmed in  a codicil  dated  April  20,  1927,  is  as  follows: 

“NINTH:  The  balance  of  this  one-half  of  my  estate  I give,  devise  and  be- 
queath to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
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vidmg  eduction  for  the  mountain  people  under  jurisdiction  of  said  Convention 
thea  Van  ^eusen  ^

Recommendation  No.  2: 

The  Convention,  meeting  last  year  in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing : 

“(1)  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Brotherhood  employ  an  Associate 
Secretary  as  soon  as  practicable; 

“(2)  That  this  work  be  planned  on  a budget  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  or 
as  much  of  that  sum  as  may  be  necessary; 

“(3)  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Convention  be  instructed  to  pro- 
vide the  funds  for  this  work  through  the  channels  as  heretofore  or  otherwise.” 

Your  Committee  at  its  annual  meeting  held  on  June  12,  1935,  set  about  the 
task  of  providing  for  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  of  the  South  $1,000.00  a month 
for  their  expenses. 

We  found  that  the  expenses  of  the  Brotherhood,  for  the  previous  year,  had 
been  provided  as  follows:  $250.00  a month  was  paid  by  the  Sunday  School 
Board  and  $250.00  a month  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  We  found  that  the 
matter  of  providing  $12,000.00  for  the  expenses  of  the  Brotherhood  a rather 
difficult  task,  for  the  reason  that  the  Executive  Committee  did  not  believe  that 
it  had  the  authority  to  change  the  allocation  of  percentages  which  had  been 
adopted  by  the  Convention  itself.  Provision  was  finally  made  for  $1,000.00  a 
month  for  the  expenses  of  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  through  the  generosity  of 
the  following  agencies;  provided,  however,  that  these  appropriations  be  opera- 
tive only  from  the  date  of  securing  an  Associate  Secretary  by  the  Brotherhood, 
through  May  31,  1936: 
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The  Sunday  School  Board $ 500.00  a month 

Foreign  Mission  Board  250.00  a month 

Executive  Committee  100.00  a month 

Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 50.00  a month 

Relief  and  Annuity  Board 66.66%  a month 

Southern  Baptist  Hospital  33.33%  a month 


TOTAL  $1,000.00  a month 


Your  Committee  assumes  that  the  action  of  the  Convention  last  year,  au- 
thorizing a budget  of  $12,000.00  for  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  is  to  prevail  from 
year  to  year.  We,  therefore,  recommend: 

1.  That  $3,500.00  be  set  up  as  a preferred  item  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Baptist  Brotherhood  to  care  for  their  needs  through  the  period  of  June  1,  1936, 
to  December  31,  1936,  and  that  the  Sunday  School  Board  appropriate  a like 
amount;  namely,  $3,500.00. 

2.  That  $6,000.00  be  set  up  as  a preferred  item  for  the  Baptist  Brotherhood 
for  1937,  and  that  the  Sunday  School  Board  also  provide  $6,000.00,  which  will 
give  the  Brotherhood  an  annual  operating  budget  of  $12,000.00. 

3.  That  the  $12,000.00  be  paid  in  monthly  installments  of  $1,000.00:  $500.00 
out  of  distributable  funds  and  $500.00  by  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

4.  That  the  $6,000.00  preferred  item  shall  be  secured  by  deducting  two  per 
cent  from  distributable  funds  until  the  $6,000.00  has  been  obtained. 

Committee  on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains 

Recommendation  No.  3: 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Convention  to  appoint  a Committee  on  Army 
and  Navy  Chaplains.  This  committee  has  worked  with  the  General  Committee 
on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains,  which  is  composed  of  representatives  from  the 
various  denominations.  For  several  years  this  Convention  has  made  no  appro- 
priation for  the  work  of  the  General  Committee  on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains. 
This  failure  has  been  a source  of  embarrassment  to  the  members  of  the  Con- 
vention’s committee  and  also  to  the  Executive  Committee  as  we  have  been  re- 
quested from  time  to  time  to  make  a contribution.  This  past  year  the  Executive 
Committee  appropriated  $50.00  out  of  its  operating  expenses  to  the  General 
Committee  on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  if  the  Convention  con- 
tinues to  appoint  a Committee  on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains,  that  the  Conven- 
tion should  bear  its  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  General  Committee.  We, 
therefore,  recommend,  that  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  make  an  annual 
appropriation  equal  to  that  of  the  other  denominational  bodies;  provided  that 
such  appropriation  shall  not  exceed  $120.00  per  year,  and  that  this  appropria- 
tion be  made  by  the  Executive  Committee  out  of  income  from  its  general  invested 
funds. 

Pension  Plans  of  Agencies 

Recommendation  No.  4: 

Your  Committee  gathered  information  concerning  the  pension  plans  of  the 
various  agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Our  survey  reveals  the 
fact  that  only  three  of  the  agencies  have  definite  pension  plans  which  include 
all  employes.  The  three  agencies  are:  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  the  Sun- 
day School  Board,  and  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  has  worked  out  pension  plans  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  the  individual  agencies.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  various 
agencies  not  having  a pension  plan  confer  with  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 
concerning  the  matter  of  adopting  a pension  plan. 

Appropriation  for  the  Baptist  World  Alliance 

Recommendation  No.  5: 

The  Convention,  last  year,  adopted  the  following  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Committee: 

“The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Convention  accept  the  quota  of 
$4,000.00  of  the  $12,800.00  budget  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  and  that 
the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  raise  this  amount,  soliciting  the 
co-operation  of  the  Sunday  School  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards,  who  have 
heretofore  paid  the  amounts  given  to  the  Baptist  World  Alliance.”  (Page 
33,  1935  Annual.) 
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Upon  the  solicitation  of  your  Committee  the  Sunday  School  Board  armro- 
priated  for  this  purpose  $3,000.00  to  be  paid  in  three  installments:  $1  000  00 
m August,  193 5 ; $1,000.00  in  November,  1935,  and  $1,000.00  in  February  19*36. 
The  Foreign  Mission  Board  made  an  appropriation  of  $1,000.00  to  be  paid  in 
1936. 


The  budget  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  was  made  out  for  five  years  com- 
mencing July  1,  1934,  to  June  30,  1939.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  recom- 
mends that  the  Convention  accept  an  annual  quota  of  $4,000.00  of  the  $12  - 
800.00  annual  budget  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  for  the  Convention  years 
1936-37,  1937-38  and  1938-39,  and  that  the  appropriation  be  provided  for  as 
it  has  been  this  year;  namely,  that  the  Sunday  School  Board  pay  $3,000.00  and 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  pay  $1,000.00. 


Convention  Expenses 

Recommendation  No.  6: 

At  the  request  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  that  it  be  relieved  from  bear- 
ing any  part  of  the  Convention  expenses,  your  Committee  gave  consideration 
to  the  whole  matter  of  Convention  expenses. 

The  method  of  providing  for  these  expenses  which  has  been  employed  for 
several  years  is  as  follows: 

“The  expenses  of  the  Convention  in  connection  with  the  publication  of 

the  Annuals  shall  be  distributed  by  the  Secretaries  among  the  Boards  and 

Institutions  in  a ratio  corresponding  to  the  length  of  their  annual  reports. 

All  other  expenses  in  connection  with  the  annual  meetings  shall  be  borne  by 

the  several  Boards  and  Institutions  in  proportion  to  their  annual  receipts.” 

(Page  14,  1935  Convention  Annual.) 

This  method  of  handling  the  expenses  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  is  unsatisfactory.  We,  therefore, 
recommend: 

1.  That  the  item:  “Expenses  of  Annual  Meetings”  under  Convention  Pro- 
cedure, page  14  of  1935  Convention  Annual,  be  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

Convention  Expenses:  The  expenses  of  the  Convention  in  connection  with 
the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Annuals  and  all  other  expenses  incurred 
in  connection  with  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall  be  provided  for 
as  follows: 

The  Sunday  School  Board  shall  bear  one-half  of  the  expenses  and  the  other 
one-half  shall  be  borne  by  the  agencies  of  the  Convention  sharing  in  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  Co-operative  Program,  on  the  basis  of  their  percentages;  these 
several  proportions  of  cost  to  be  charged  against  remittances  to  the  participat- 
ing agencies  as  funds  are  received  and  until  the  bills  shall  be  paid. 

2.  We  further  recommend  that  the  list  of  preachers  be  omitted  from  the 
Convention  Annual. 

Fraternal  Messengers 

Recommendation  No.  7: 

From  time  to  time  confusion  has  arisen  concerning  the  appointment  by  the 
Convention  of  fraternal  messengers  to  other  bodies.  Your  Committee  deems  it 
advisable  for  the  Convention  to  adopt  a policy  concerning  this  matter.  We, 
therefore,  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Convention  appoint  annually  a fraternal  messenger  to  the  North- 
ern Baptist  Convention  and  also  to  the  National  Baptist  Convention.  The  ex- 
penses of  the  fraternal  messengers,  incurred  while  in  attendance  upon  the 
Conventions  herein  named,  shall  be  included  in  the  items  of  Convention  expense. 

2.  That  the  fraternal  messenger  to  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention  shall 

be  the  President  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  the  time  of  the  meeting 
of  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention,  and  that  the  fraternal  messenger  to  the 
National  Baptist  Convention  shall  be  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  American 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary;  provided,  however,  that  if  either  of  these  brethren 
is  unable  to  attend  the  respective  convention  he  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  a 
substitute.  . . 

3.  That  the  fraternal  messengers  to  other  Baptist  bodies  or  other  religious 
bodies  may  be  elected  by  the  Convention  as  occasion  may  require.  The  expenses 
of  such  messengers  shall  be  borne  by  the  messengers  themselves  unless  specific- 
ally provided  for  by  the  Convention. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  item  concerning  fraternal  messengers  shall 
be  published,  year  by  year,  under  Convention  Procedure. 
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Memorials  or  Scholarships 

Recommendation  No.  8: 

We  recommend  that  no  agency  of  this  Convention  in  the  future  shall  be 
permitted  to  accept  a Memorial  Fund  or  Scholarship  Fund  on  a gift  annuity 
contract  except  on  one  of  the  following  plans: 

I.  (1)  The  Memorial  or  Scholarship  shall  be  set  up  for  the  amount  of 
residium  remaining  in  the  fund  upon  the  death  of  the  annuitant;  or,  (2)  The 
residium  of  the  memorial  or  scholarship  remaining  upon  the  death  of  the  an- 
nuitant shall  be  invested  at  compound  interest  until  the  fund  is  built  up  to  the 
original  amount  of  the  gift.  And, 

II.  That  the  residium  in  either  case  shall  be  calculated  on  the  proper  ac- 
tuarial basis  governing  gift  annuity  contracts. 

Future  of  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club 

Recommendation  No.  9: 

When  the  Baptist  Hundred  Thousand  Club  movement  was  launched  by  the 
Convention  at  Washington  in  1933  to  meet  the  debt  emergency  that  confronted 
us,  Dr.  Frank  Tripp  was  asked  to  take  the  leadership  of  the  movement,  and  his 
great  church  at  once  agreed  to  the  suggestion,  insisting  that  it  would  be  the 
pleasure  of  the  church  to  continue  his  salary  while  he  was  rendering  this  tempo- 
rary service  as  leader  of  the  movement  to  relieve  the  Convention’s  agencies  of 
the  demoralizing  burden  of  pressing  debt  needs. 

The  Sunday  School  Board  voluntarily  proposed  to  take  care  of  the  expense 
of  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  movement  in  order  that  every  dollar  given 
might  go  to  the  debts  of  our  agencies. 

This  arrangement  has  continued  for  three  years  with  the  First  Church,  St. 
Joseph,  giving  its  pastor  to  lead  the  movement  and  the  Sunday  School  Board 
paying  the  expenses.  During  the  three  years  $469,076.80  has  been  paid  on  our 
debts,  and  the  total  cost  of  the  movement  has  been  $34,551.25,  or  an  average 
of  approximately  7.3  per  cent. 

Doctor  Tripp  notified  the  Executive  Committee  last  December  that  in  fairness 
to  his  church  he  could  not  go  on  indefinitely  as  director  of  the  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Club  movement  and  that  something  definite  would  have  to  be  done  about 
the  matter  by  May  15,  1936. 

In  view  of  the  above  situation,  and  after  conference  and  agreement  with 
the  Southwide  executives  and  the  State  Secretaries,  your  Committee  makes  the 
following  recommendation : 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  report  made  by  a special  com- 
mittee from  the  Executive  Committee: 

“We,  the  Committee,  charged  with  the  duty  of  considering  the  future  of 
the  Baptist  Hundred  Thousand  Club  would  recommend  the  election  of  a direc- 
tor of  promotion  under  the  Executive  Committee  who  shall  promote  the  Co- 
operative Program  and  the  Baptist  Hundred  Thousand  Club.  The  director  of 
promotion  shall  co-operate  with  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  in  the  promotion  of  an 
extensive  and  intensive  program  of  Stewardship  and  Missions  with  the  agencies 
of  the  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  their  work  and  with  the  State  Secre- 
taries in  the  entire  denominational  program.  The  promotive  work  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  projected  on  a plan  looking  to  the  Centennial  Year  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  1945. 

“In  making  this  recommendation  the  Committee  would  like  to  express  the 
conviction  that  the  Convention  needs  both  an  Executive  Secretary  and  a di- 
rector of  promotion.  The  Convention  has  a large  volume  of  business,  much  of 
which  is  technical,  which  gives  full  employment  to  an  executive,  and  its  enlist- 
ment work  is  so  varied  and  extensive  that  all  the  energies  of  a promotional 
leader  will  be  taxed  to  the  utmost.” 

We  further  recommend  that  in  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
recommendation  an  amount  be  appropriated  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  not  to 
exceed  $40,000.00,  which  is  not  more  than  the  average  annual  appropriation 
made  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  for  the  support  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  the  expenses  of  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  during  the  past  three  years.

TWENTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  BROTHERHOOD 
OF  THE  SOUTH,  MAY  15,  1936,  ST.  LOUIS,  MISSOURI 

INTRODUCTORY 

The  lack  of  salaried  workers  has  been  a handicap  to  the  largest  success  of 
the  Brotherhood  from  the  beginning,  and  has  also  been  a source  of  discourage- 
ment to  its  most  ardent  supporters.  For  most  of  the  time  during  the  twenty- 
eight  years  of  its  operation  it  has  had  only  one  paid  representative  for  all  the 
South.  A parallel  organization,  composed  of  another  very  zealous  group  of 
our  people  and  twenty  years  older  than  the  Brotherhood,  has  been  more  fortu- 
nate. By  an  examination  of  the  records  for  1934  we  find  that  the  budget  for  our 
sister  organization,  including  the  appropriations  of  the  states,  amounted  to  about 
$130,000;  the  entire  budget  for  the  men  was  about  $8,500;  this  included  the 
expenses  of  the  southwide  work  and  a small  appropriation  made  by  two  of  the 
states  for  local  work.  The  Brotherhood  would  not  withhold  a penny  of  appro- 
priation or  withdraw  a single  worker  from  our  friendly  ally;  “this  ought  we 
to  have  done  and  not  to  leave  -the  other  undone.” 

The  Brotherhood  would  be  quite  satisfied  with  equal  recognition  and  support, 
and  we  rejoice  that  a better  day  has  dawned  and  the  tendency  is  in  that  direc- 
tion. By  instruction  of  the  Convention,  the  Brotherhood  Committee  recently 
elected  Lawson  H.  Cooke  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  as  Associate  Secretary,  and 
he  is  now  on  the  field,  making  his  headquarters  in  Memphis,  Tennessee.  He  has 
had  large  contacts  both  in  business  and  in  church  activity;  he  is  very  strongly 
endorsed  by  capable  people,  thoroughly  acquainted  with  his  record.  His  first 
service  on  the  field  was  an  address  at  the  closing  session  of  the  recent  Convention 
of  Men  in  Oklahoma  City. 

Tennessee  recently  elected  Andrew  Allen,  a very  capable  and  zealous  layman, 
as  Superintendent  of  both  Sunday  School  and  Brotherhood  Work.  For  some 
years  E.  A.  Herron  has  occupied  a similar  position  in  New  Mexico  and  has  made 
an  unusual  record  in  the  enlistment  of  the  Baptist  men  of  that  state.  Only 
a few  weeks  ago  Florida  elected  H.  F.  Latimer,  a man  of  large  experience  both 
in  the  business  world  and  in  denominational  activity,  as  Brotherhood  Secretary 
for  full-time;  we  already  have  reports  that  he  has  entered  upon  his  work  in  a 
very  effective  way.  Rev.  W.  S.  Brooke,  who  is  Enlistment  Secretary  for  South 
Carolina,  is  thoroughly  in  sympathy  with  the  Brotherhood  work  and  is  making 
a large  contribution  to  our  cause.  Rev.  A.  F.  Crittendon,  who  has  been  Promo- 
tional Secretary  for  Mississippi,  has  likewise  rendered  very  valuable  service 
among  the  men  of  his  state.  Five  other  states  in  their  recent  Conventions 
authorized  their  State  Boards  to  employ  Brotherhood  Secretaries  at  an  early 
date;  inasmuch  as  Promotional  Secretary  Crittendon  is  returning  to  the  pas- 
torate, it  is  hoped  that  Mississippi  may  also  elect  a zealous  layman  as  Brother- 
hood Secretary. 

The  denominational  press  indicates  that  there  is  a quickened  interest  among 
our  laymen  all  over  the  South.  A prominent  writer  states  that  “the  Brother- 
hood is  one  of  the  most  important  and  rapidly  growing  agencies  of  our  denomina- 
tion. It  seems  to  be  entering  upon  a new  destiny.” 

This  revival  of  interest  in  the  enlistment  and  development  of  . our  manpower 
is  a most  significant  omen;  the  leaders  of  our  denomination  are  recognizing 
that  it  is  vital  to  enlist  not  only  the  masses  of  our  men,  but  especially  the 
men  of  large  capacity.  They  recognize  that  it  is  really  the  part  of  wisdom  to 
major  on  the  enlistment  of  Christian  men,  who  successfully  conduct  great 
commercial  enterprises,  large  manufacturing  industries,  and  other  big  business. 
The  Kingdom  of  Christ  is  the  biggest  business  in  the  world  and  we  are  beginning 
to  recognize  that  its  success  calls  for  the  service  and  support  of  these  men 
of  affairs. 
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PHASES  OF  ACTIVITY 

During  the  past  year  the  Brotherhood  has  continued  its  policy  of  stressing 
the  following  vital  matters:  First,  Organization  of  Brotherhood,  both  church 
and  associational ; second,  Missions;  third,  Stewardship  of  Life;  fourth,  Weekly 
Support  Based  on  the  Tithe;  fifth,  The  Association  as  an  Enlistment  Agency; 
sixth,  Church  schools  that  Include  Men;  seventh,  Study  Classes  for  Deacons; 
eighth,  Layman’s  Day;  ninth,  Belmont  Covenant  Plan;  tenth,  the  Promotion  of 
these  and  some  other  Minor  Interests  in  Thorough  Harmony  with  the  Pastor, 
the  Church  and  the  Denominational  Program. 


BROTHERHOODS 


We  have  favored  the  organization  of  church  Brotherhoods  when  the  pastor  is 
thoroughly  sympathetic  and  has  the  assurance  of  co-operation  from  a number 
of  his  strongest  men.  Since  providing  the  Quarterly  of  thirteen  programs  for 
weekly  meetings  and  the  Annual  of  twelve  programs  for  monthly  meetings, 
Brotherhoods  have  multiplied  much  more  rapidly  and  have  been  conducted  more 
successfully.  Something  of  the  growth  in  the  number  of  Brotherhoods  is  indi- 
cated by  the  fact  that  the  number  of  Quarterlies  published  for  the  second  quarter 
of  1936  was  20  per  cent  greater  than  the  number  published  for  the  first  quarter. 
While  the  office  announces  its  desire  to  have  all  the  Brotherhoods  report,  we  are 
quite  sure  that  there  are  many  that  we  have  not  heard  from.  With  State 
Brotherhood  Secretaries  we  would  be  able  to  secure  full  data.  There  is  scarcely 
a day  passes  that  the  office  does  not  have  applications  for  literature  to  use  in 
the  organization  of  a Brotherhood. 

Editor  Routh  of  the  Baptist  Messenger  of  Oklahoma  made  a special  effort 
recently  to  secure  these  data  for  his  state;  he  reports  that  he  heard  from.  172 
church  Brotherhoods,  and  that  16  of  the  33  Associations  have  Associational 
Brotherhoods.  This  record  is  due  to  the  voluntary  service  of  Editor  Routh, 
Secretary  Potter,  Brotherhood  Chairman  J.  E.  George,  and  a number  of  active 
pastors  and  laymen;  considering  the  fact  that  the  state  has  no  Brotherhood 
Secretary,  this  is  a remarkable  record. 

Louisiana  perhaps  takes  the  lead  in  the  matter  of  church  Brotherhoods.  It 
claims  300,  and  this  situation  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the  effective  service 
of  Dr.  D.  R.  Ison,  who  was  Brotherhood  Secretary  for  a considerable  period. 

While  these  two  states  may  be  above  the  average  in  the  number  of  Brother- 
hoods, we  can  report  that  Brotherhoods  are  multiplying  quite  satisfactorily  in 
all  the  other  states. 

We  give  two  reports  that  indicate  the  value  of  a well  organized  and  conducted 


Brotherhood : 

A Texas  pastor  says:  ‘‘Our  Brotherhood  is  doing  real  good  work;  our  men 

are  learning  about  the  cause  of  Christ  all  over  the  world.  A year  ago  our  gifts 
to  the  Co-operative  Program  were  $65.00;  this  year  they  were  $885.00.  Last 
year  our  contributions  to  all  outside  causes  were  $274.00;  this  year,  $1,238. 
Our  total  gifts  a year  ago  were  $2,082;  this  year,  $4,033.  Our  men  are  very 
proud  of  the  work  they  have  been  able  to  do  themselves  and  what  they  have 
helped  others  to  do.”  , . . 

A member  of  the  W.M.S.  in  a North  Carolina  church  writes,  “Our  church 
has  had  both  a Senior  and  an  Adult  Brotherhood  for  a year  and  they  are 
two  of  the  best  things  we  have  ever  seen.  The  men  meet  every  Sunday  after- 
noon and  are  doing  a marvelous  work.  Every  program  is  inspiring.  Twenty- 
five  new  tithers  were  enrolled  recently  in  our  church  and  two-thirds  of  them  came 
from  the  Brotherhood.  At  the  meeting  on  November  27  the  program  was  on 
‘The  Holy  Spirit’  and  two  men  accepted  Christ  in  this  meeting. 

The  Brotherhood  Committee  is  stressing  the  Assciational  Brotherhood  as  an 
agency  for  promoting  fellowship,  imparting  information  and  enlisting  back- 
ward churches.  As  a rule,  these  Brotherhoods  meet  quarterly  on  the  fifth  Sunday 
afternoons,  and  usually  have  from  two  to  three  hundred  men  present  from  t e 

different  churches.  . . , . A . .. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Promotion  Committee  m a mountain  Association 
reports  that  when  they  organized  there  were  sixteen  churches  that  were  not 
giving  anything  to  the  Co-operative  Program.  At  tne  end  of  two  years  the 
number  of  non-contributing  churches  had  been  reduced  to  four  and  ten  other 
churches  went  beyond  their  quotas.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  these  Associa- 
tional Brotherhoods  are  growing  in  number  at  a very  satisfactory  rate. 
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SCHOOLS 

No  more  important  work  was  rendered  by  the  Brotherhood  during  the  year 
than  its  service  in  connection  with  schools.  For  the  sake  of  economy  the  Secre- 
tary sought  to  have  the  churches  of  a city  or  association  unite  in  this  study; 
it  was  our  policy  to  include  Missions,  Stewardship  of  Money,  and  the  Duties  of 
the  Deacon  in  the  subjects  considered. 

We  give  the  following  report  of  a Church  School:  The  church  referred  to 
is  located  in  one  of  the  leading  cities  of  Virginia.  Although  this  school  was 
conducted  during  Thanksgiving  week,  and  an  interesting  revival  was  in  progress 
nearby,  it  had  an  attendance  of  362,  coming  from  several  churches.  The  men’s 
class,  which  studied  ‘'The  Office  of  Deacon”  and  Scriptural  Finance,  numbered 
70.  This  school  was  sponsored  by  the  Brotherhood  of  the  church,  which  has  an 
average  attendance  of  about  70.  Following  the  class  period  each  evening,  all 
the  members  assembled  for  an  inspirational  address;  at  the  close  of  one  of 
these  addresses  of  the  Secretary,  thirty-two  new  tithers  were  added  to  the  band 
of  the  local  church. 

Other  similar  reports  might  be  given. 

As  an  example  of  a school  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  an  Associational 
Brotherhood,  we  now  give  the  report  of  one  held  in  Texas.  This  school  was 
conducted  in  the  church  of  a central  town  of  the  association  and  was  attended 
by  men  only.  They  studied  two  books — “Financing  a Church”  and  “The  Office 
of  Deacon.”  A number  of  men  drove  from  60  to  100  miles  each  evening  over 
icy  roads  to  be  present.  At  the  closing  session  on  Friday  evening  there  were 
120  men  present  by  actual  count,  eight  of  whom  were  preachers.  'Sixty-two  of 
these  men  qualified  for  the  Certificate  in  the  study  of  both  books;  later  fifty- 
eight  men  representing  two  churches  took  the  Brotherhood  Manual,  which 
entitled  them  to  the  Brotherhood  Diploma,  with  two  seals. 

A prominent  lawyer  is  President  of  this  Brotherhood  and  the  Judge  of  the 
Circuit  is  the  Associational  Organizer.  A letter  from  the  President  states  that 
there  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  financial  receipts  of  the  churches 
as  a result  of  this  school. 

COMFEREHCES 

The  Southwide  Conference  of  Men  held  in  connection  with  the  Convention 
last  year  in  Memphis  was  an  occasion  of  large  significance.  At  least  1,500  men 
attended  one  or  more  of  the  three  sessions.  A prominent  minister  and  corres- 
pondent for  the  Baptist  papers,  after  hearing  reports  of  the  work  from  laymen 
throughout  the  South,  made  the  following  announcement  through  the  press: 

“That  Brotherhood  meeting  in  Memphis  lifted  my  eyelids  high,  as  with 
surprise  and  almost  amazement  I listened  to  the  speakers  and  realized  the 
extent  of  the  work  of  Secretary  Henderson  and  his  co-laborers.  How  quietly 
Secretary  Henderson  has  moved  ahead  with  his  work  among  the  Baptist  laymen 
of  the  South  and  yet  what  effective  generalship  he  has  displayed.  I knew  his 
work  covered  our  southland,  but  had  not  dreamed  of  how  intensively  it  had 
permeated  our  church  life.” 

Following  a discussion  on  Tithing  by  Chairman  J.  H.  Anderson  in  that 
Conference,  at  least  300  men  committed  themselves  to  this  standard  of  support. 

Lack  of  space  permits  only  a very  brief  reference  to  three  State  Conferences 
of  Men  that  were  held  during  the  year. 

The  first  was  conducted  in  connection  with  the  State  Convention  which  was 
held  in  Farmington,  New  Mexico.  Secretary  Herron  states  that  one-third  of 
all  the  churches  in  the  state  were  represented.  Men  from  one  of  the  churches 
drove  647  miles  each  way,  and  the  men  from  twenty-two  of  the  churches  drove 
over  500  miles  each  day. 

On  November  7 and  8,  a State  Conference  of  three  sessions  was  held  in  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Richmond,  Virginia.  At  least  1,200  representative 
pastors  and  laymen  were  in  attendance  and  came  from  all  parts  of  the  state. 
The  addresses  were  unusually  strong  and  practical;  among  the  speakers  were 
Dr.  W.  L.  Poteat  and  Hon.  R.  N.  Simms  of  North  Carolina,  Dr.  John  R.  Sampey 
of  the  Seminary,  Dr.  Stanley  High  of  Connecticut,  and  Dr.  Chas.  E.  Maddry 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  The  Secretary  was  glad  of  the  opportunity  to 
share  in  the  inspiration  of  this  great  meeting. 

The  third  meeting  of  three  sessions  was  conducted  in  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Oklahoma  City  on  April  23.  Editor  Routh  says,  “Through  the  day 
we  had  more  than  2,000  men,  representing  every  part  of  the  state.  Our  people 
are  rejoicing  over  the  prospects.”  Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd  and  Secretary  Lawson  H. 
Cooke,  both  of  whom  were  speakers  in  this  Conference,  pronounce  it  the  greatest 
meeting  of  men  they  ever  attended. 
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Several  other  states  held  similar  Conferences  last  year  and  the  present  vear 
have  been  conducting  a number  of  very  significant  regional  conferences^ 

LAYMAN'S  DAY 

The  observance  of  Layman’s  Day  on  April  5 was  more  generally  observed 
than  ever  before;  in  fact,  it  has  the  endorsement  of  all  classes  of  our  people. 
Our  Baptist  papers  were  glad  to  publish  the  announcement  of  it,  one  gave  it 
editorial  notice,  our  State  Secretaries  gave  it  unqualified  endorsement  and  vir- 
tually all  of  the  pastors  seemed  glad  to  welcome  it.  It  has  been  found  to  result 
m a large  quickening  of  interest  with  the  men  who  speak.  The  earnest  re- 
marks by  men  of  their  class,  greatly  impress  the  laymen  who  occupy  the  pews 
and  its  results  have  been  most  gratifying.  One  Association  reports  that  95 
men  were  employed  and  that  all  of  the  73  churches  were  supplied  by  these  lay- 
men.  A leader  in  a mountain  association  writes  that  because  of  a quarantine, 
their  Association  was  compelled  to  postpone  Layman’s  Day  until  May  17.  He 
added,  however,  that  every  pastor  had  agreed  to  co-operate  and  speakers  had 
been  arranged  for  every  church. 

Secretary  Huggins  of  North  Carolina  decided  to  postpone  its  observance  until 
the  last  Sunday  in  May  and  to  use  his  nine  Regional  Conferences  of  Men  in 
April  as  an  agency  of  preparation  for  the  effective  observance  of  Layman’s  Day. 
He  makes  this  remark:  “On  Layman’s  Day  it  is  hoped  that  a layman  will 

speak  in  every  one  of  our  2,400  churches,  presenting  the  challenge  of  the 
whole  program  of  Jesus.” 


SCRIPTURAL  SUPPORT 

In  all  the  conferences,  whether  with  a single  church  or  with  a group  of 
churches  (as  was  usually  the  case),  we  have  stressed  the  tithe  as  the  minimum 
standard  of  church  support,  and  insisted  upon  the  Scriptural  plan  of  bringing  the 
tithe  into  the  storehouse  every  Lord’s  day.  We  usually  devoted  three  or  more 
days  to  the  Scriptural  teaching  on  this  subject  before  launching  the  Every- 
Member  Canvass. 

Beginning  with  Sunday,  January  5,  the  General  Secretary  spent  eight  days 
with  one  of  the  leading  churches  of  the  Convention.  A number  of  very  promi- 
nent men,  connected  with  an  educational  institution  and  with  state  and  southwide 
boards,  are  members  of  this  church. 

Following  seven  days  of  preparation,  which  was  intended  both  to  enforce 
Scriptural  teaching  on  the  subject  and  to  deepen  spirituality,  the  canvass  was 
launched.  The  church  had  no  pastor,  and  the  invitation  came  from  the  Finance 
Committee.  The  Chairman  of  this  committee,  a prominent  deacon,  suggested 
that  the  Secretary  should  stress  the  obligation  to  tithe  and  the  committee  set 
their  goal  at  200  new  tithers.  Before  the  campaign  was  completed,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  committee  reported  that  the  church  had  gone  beyond  its  goal  in 
securing  tithers,  and  had  received  260  more  pledges  already  than  were  made  the 
year  before.  The  pledges  up  to  date  were  approximately  $15,000  ahead  of  the 
previous  year  and  yet  some  of  the  largest  givers  were  away  in  Florida. 

The  deacon,  from  whom  the  invitation  to  the  Secretary  came,  writes:  “Fol- 

lowing the  canvass  the  offerings  have  been  very  gratifying.  The  collections  for 
January,  1935,  were  $2,467.94  for  all  purposes.  Despite  the  excessively  cold 
weather  during  January  of  this  year,  the  offerings  amounted  to  $4,649.43,  prac- 
tically double  the  amount  for  last  year.  Our  church  is  greatly  indebted  to  the 
Baptist  Brotherhood  for  the  loan  of  its  Secretary;  personally  I have  a new  con- 
ception of  what  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  means  to  our  denomination.  If  the  work 
done  for  us  represents  what  the  Brotherhood  is  doing  throughout  the  South,  it  can 
be  said,  without  exaggeration,  that  the  Brotherhood  is  a great  asset  to  Southern 
Baptists.” 

A similar  result  was  achieved  in  every  other  church  or  association  in  which 
the  Brotherhood  plan  of  finance  was  adequately  presented. 


SUMMARY  OF  ACTIVITIES 

During  the  past  year  the  General  Secretary  delivered  210  addresses,  at- 
tended and  conducted  130  conferences,  assisted  in  5 Every  Member  Canvasses, 
spoke  at  9 banquets,  assisted  in  15  schools  of  Stewardship  and  Missions,  helped 
organize  11  Brotherhoods,  spoke  in  3 statewide  meetings,  62  different  churches, 
rendered  service  in  13  states,  secured  and  edited  the  copy  for  4 quarterlies  and 
1 Annual  of  Programs,  prepared  4 tracts  and  traveled  25,789  miles  at  a net 
expense  to  the  Brotherhood  of  $52.77. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

First,  that  Sunday,  April  11,  1937,  or  the  nearest  date  that  is  agreeable,  be 
designated  as  Layman’s  Day,  when  effort  will  be  made  to  have  our  pulpits  occu- 
pied by  capable  laymen,  either  at  the  morning  or  evening  hour. 

Second,  should  the  Convention  decide  to  assign  to  the  Brotherhood  and 
other  organizations  the  task  of  securing  a definite  number  of  new  members  for 
the  100,000  Club,  we  recommend  that  the  Brotherhood  co-operate  heartily  and 
undertake  to  reach  the  designated  goal. 

Third,  while  the  Brotherhood  is  glad  that  several  of  the  states  have  already 
voted  to  employ  Brotherhood  Secretaries,  we  renew  our  recommendation  that 
all  the  states  be  requested  to  take  this  action  at  as  early  date  as  practicable. 

Fourth,  that  we  declare  afresh  our  allegiance  to  the  Co-operative  Program 
and  recommend  that  the  Brotherhoods  seek  to  create  an  organization  in  every 
Association  that  will  co-operate  with  its  executive  committee  in  an  intensive 
effort  to  induce  every  church  to  support  our  co-operative  work. 

Fifth,  that  the  men  of  our  churches,  especially  the  deacons,  in  connection 
with  their  pastors,  try  to  induce  their  churches  to  appropriate  a worthy  share 
of  their  budgets  to  the  Co-operative  Program. 

Sixth,  that  we  stress  the  Scriptural  doctrine  that  men  should  dedicate  at 
least  a tenth  of  their  income  to  the  Lord’s  work  that  they  bring  it  into  the1 
“storehouse  every  first  day  of  the  week,”  and  that  the  Brotherhood  undertake 
to  induce  as  large  number  as  possible  to  commit  themselves  definitely  to  this 
policy.

55.  With  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  officers,  Southwide  and 
state,  seated  on  the  platform,  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  W.M.U. 
Work  was  presented  and  discussed  by  F.  B.  Thorn,  Texas.  Mrs.  F.  W. 
Armstrong,  Missouri,  the  President  of  the  W.M.U.,  addressed  the 
Convention.  Miss  Juliette  Mather,  Young  People’s  Secretary,  intro- 
duced the  founder  of  the  Sunbeams,  George  Braxton  Taylor,  Virginia, 
who  gave  the  history  of  that  organization.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  W.M.U.  WORK 

No  greater  honor  could  be  conferred  upon  any  group  than  for  this  Conven- 
tion to  ask  them  to  consider  the  report  of  our  great  Woman’s  Missionary  Union 
work  in  the  South.  For  twelve  months  your  committee  has  carefully  studied 
and  rejoiced  in  their  great  achievements.  If  there  is  a single  phase  of  Christ’s 
work  neglected  by  them  we  fail  to  find  it.  In  their  zeal  to  do  the  great  things 
they  have  not  overlooked  the  small  things.  They  have  been  at  the  heart  of  every 
good  work  from  the  smallest  local  church  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  In  support- 
ing the  host  of  missionaries,  they  have  not  overlooked  the  opportunity  to  give  a 
cup  of  cold  water  to  the  thirsty. 

Since  last  we  met  many  of  the  faithful  have  gone  to  their  reward.  From  the 
rank  and  file,  in  country  place  and  city,  their  memories  linger  and  their  works 
go  on.  Some  were  highly  talented.  Some  possessed  one  or  two  talents,  while  all 
were  faithful.  Some  not  widely  known  were  tremendously  important.  They 
fought  valiantly  in  God’s  army.  Of  them  it  may  be  said : 

“No  slab  of  pallid  marble,  with  white  and  ghostly  head 
Tells  the  wanderer  of  our  vale,  the  virtues  of  the  dead. 

The  wild  flower  be  their  tombstone,  the  dewdrop  pure  and  bright, 

Their  ephitaph  the  angel  wrote,  in  the  stillness  of  the  night.” 

And  still  the  work  goes  on.  The  torch  falls  from  the  hand  of  the  dying  into 
the  hand  of  the  living.  The  torch  outlives  the  bearer.  The  circle  of  light  is  ever 
widening.  New  horizons  lift.  New  opportunities  beckon.  Christian  light  peers 
further  into  the  darkness  of  heathenism.  As  each  succeeding  generation  looks 
further  afield  they,  in  turn,  see  deeper  into  the  heart  of  God.  Every  doubt  as 
to  the  task  and  God’s  will  has  long  since  vanished.  The  goal  line  is  well  marked — 
the  ends  of  the  earth.  To  this  line  and  across  it  we  will  follow  the  Captain  of 
our  salvation. 

The  women  received  their  commission  directly  from  the  Risen  Christ.  “Very 
early  in  the  morning,  while  it  was  yet  dark,”  the  women  came  to  the  grave  of 
Jesus.  They  found  it  empty.  Presently  they  stood  face  to  face  with  the  Risen 
One.  “Go,”  said  he,  “tell  my  disciples.”  They  were  not  disobedient  to  His  com- 
mand. They  are  still  going,  and  telling.  They  were  found  with  the  group  that 
“tarried”  until  power  came.  They,  too,  received  power.  From  the  day  they  were 
baptized  with  the  heavenly  power  they  have  gone  under  the  commission  of  Christ 
and  the  direction  of  His  Spirit-led  churches. 

The  history  of  Baptist  women  in  their  organized  capacity  parallels  that  of 
early  New  Testament  Christianity.  The  beginning  was  small  and  insignificant. 
Difficulties  appeared  on  every  hand.  Precedents  must  be  broken.  Questions  must 
be  answered.  Motives  must  be  justified.  The  organization  did  not  spring  full 
grown  into  existence  as  the  heathen  fancied  did  Jove.  First  these  groups  called 
themselves  “The  Pastor’s  Aid  Society,”  “The  Mite  Society,”  and  “The  Dorcas 
Society.”  They  found  much  to  do.  Assist  in  raising  pastor’s  salary,  soliciting 
mission  funds,  planning  for  observance  of  the  Lord’s  Supper,  looking  after  the 
local  poor,  and  so  forth.  Not  all  was  done  without  opposition.  Some  pastors 
were  slow  to  see  their  value.  Some  were  fearful  of  their  power.  Some  felt  that 
the  church  was  relegated  to  a secondary  place.  This  made  progress  at  times 
slow,  but  they  were  undaunted. 

Gradually  women  began  to  share  more  largely  in  the  general  church  activi- 
ties. A re-study  was  made  of  the  New  Testament  and  women.  Even  then  women 
shared  more  largely  in  council  meetings,  prayer  meetings,  and  fellowship  with 
the  brethren  than  had  been  generally  recognized.  With  the  coming  of  the  Sun- 
day school  movement  it  soon  became  evident  that  women  were  more  capable 
and  consecrated  to  the  task  of  teaching  than  were  the  brethren.  They  took  their 
places  in  training  the  young.  For  many  years  the  Sunday  school  was . looked 
upon  as  an  affair  for  women  and  children.  All  of  this  time  God  was  opening  the 
door  for  the  modern  women  in  Kingdom  progress. 

Almost  cataclysmically  new  changes  came.  Like  leaven  these  societies  had 
permeated  the  whole  church  with  stewardship  and  missions.  _ The  smaller  work 
gave  way  to  the  mighty  “Woman’s  Missionary  Society.”  This  organization  be- 
gan the  study  of  missionary  commands  and  problems  in  dead  earnest.  They 
started  a flood  of  missionary  literature  into  the  homes.  The  movement  grew  like 
a romance.  It  rapidly  spread  from  church  to  church,  association  to  association, 
until  forty-eight  years  ago  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  was  organized.  This 
larger  organization  embraced  the  entire  Southern  Baptist  Convention  territory 
and  fostered  all  its  activities.  By  common  consent  today  it  is  one  of  the  most 
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complete  and  efficient  religious  movements  in  the  world.  Surely  its  destiny 
has  been  shaped  by  the  hand  of  God.  It  is  a vine  of  God’s  planting.  From 
Him  today  they  receive  their  strength  and  upon  Him  bestow  their  praises.

56.  The  Report  of  the  American  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 
was  presented  and  discussed  by  Acting  Secretary  E.  P.  Alldredge, 
Tennessee. 

Two  spirituals  were  sung  by  the  Seminary  Singers  (five  students 
of  the  Seminary) . 

THE  AMERICAN  BAPTIST  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

The  American  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  is  now  closing  its  twelfth 
year  of  operation. 

Enrolment  About  the  Same — The  enrolment  of  students  in  the  Seminary 
has  been  about  the  same  as  the  preceding  year,  there  being  sixty  students  en- 
rolled in  the  present  session  as  compared  to  sixty-one  reported  last  year. 

Fewer  Interruptions  and  Better  Work — But  there  have  been  fewer  interrup- 
tions and  consequently  better  work  done  by  the  students  than  in  almost  any 
year  of  the  Seminary’s  history.  For  this  we  have  to  thank  the  venerable  dean, 
Dr.  J.  H.  Garnett,  and  Rev.  J.  C.  Miles  who  have  labored  at  this  task  night  and 
day. 

Contingent  Indebtedness — In  last  year’s  report  it  was  noted  that  all  current 
indebtedness  against  the  Seminary  (over  $2,700)  had  been  paid  off,  due  to  the 
cutting  down  of  the  overhead  expenses  of  the  Seminary  and  the  increased  re- 
ceipts from  the  Co-operative  Program.  At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year, 
however,  about  $2,875  in  contingent  indebtedness  against  the  Commission  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  became  due  and  payable  by  reason  of  the 
heroic  action  of  the  National  Baptist  Convention  in  paying  off  their  two- 
thirds  part  of  certain  long  standing  and  past  due  obligations  (chiefly  teachers’ 
salaries).  When  the  National  Baptist  Convention,  for  example,  wiped  out  all 
their  part  of  this  large  contingent  indebtedness  your  Commission  was  faced 
with  the  immediate  necessity  of  meeting  our  one-third  part  of  these  obliga- 
tions. This  was  done  through  a loan  from  the  banks — which  loan  is  being 
rapidly  repaid  from  the  regular  Co-operative  Program  receipts.  So  that  if  no 
serious  misfortune  overtakes  us,  every  cent  of  this  contingent  indebtedness 
will  be  paid  by  the  end  of  1936,  and  thus  every  cent  of  indebtedness  of  every 
kind  and  character  against  the  Seminary  cleared  off. 

Replacements  and  Improvements — In  addition  to  paying  off  this  $5,600 
of  total  indebtedness,  the  Commission  has  been  called  upon  to  spend  consider- 
able sums  of  money,  during  the  past  two  years,  in  making  necessary  replace- 
ments and  improvements  in  the  splendid  property  of  the  Seminary,  which  is 
held  and  controlled  by  the  Holding  Board.  So  that  the  grounds  and  building 
of  the  Seminary  are  now  in  more  inviting  and  more  serviceable  condition  than 
at  almost  any  time  since  the  opening  of  the  Seminary  in  the  fall  of  1924. 

Increase  of  Student’s  Aid  Fund — As  a further  outstanding  financial  achieve- 
ment in  behalf  of  the  Seminary,  however,  we  are  proud  to  report  that,  during 
the  past  year,  a well-secured  loan  of  $4,000  of  certain  funds  which  belonged 
to  the  Commission  was  added  to  the  O.  L.  Hailey  Student  Aid  Fund,  thus 
bringing  the  total  amount  of  this  fund  up  to  $9,100  at  the  present.  All  of 
this  fund,  moreover,  is  well  invested. 

Some  Outstanding  Needs — The  outstanding  and  pressing  needs  of  the  Semi- 
nary are  four,  as  follows: 

(1)  One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  Seminary,  for  the  past  several 
years,  has  been  a truly  qualified  man  as  president.  We  are  glad  to  say  that 
the  Board  of  Directors  met  this  need  on  April  23,  1936,  at  which  time  they 
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elected  Dr.  J.  M.  Nabrit  of  Atlanta,  Georgia.  For  Doctor  Nabrit  is  not  only  a 
man  of  scholarship,  real  culture  and  the  finest  personality,  but  a man  of  re- 
markable poise  and  balance,  with  executive  ability  of  the  highest  order,  and 
one  of  the  really  great  Christian  leaders  of  the  nation. 

(2)  The  Seminary  greatly  needs  a much  larger  student  aid  fund.  We 
simply  cannot  greatly  increase  the  enrolment  of  students  in  the  Seminary 
without  a much  larger  student  aid  fund. 

(3)  The  Seminary  also  greatly  needs  funds  for  scholarships  worth  $200 
a year.  If  the  Seminary  had  500  such  scholarships  available  for  the  next 
session  of  the  Seminary,  we  could  perhaps  secure  the  attendance  of  500  of  the 
very  finest  colored  ministerial  students  in  the  whole  nation.  These  scholarships 
can  be  furnished  by  special  gifts  from  individuals,  by  Woman's  Missionary 
Societies,  or  Baptist  Training  Unions,  who  can  send  in  $25  per  month  for  the 
eight  months  of  any  given  session. 

(4)  The  Seminary  also  needs  food  as  well  as  money.  Any  individual  farmer 
(white  or  colored)  or  any  rural  church  can  ship,  by  express  or  freight,  or  bus 
to  the  American  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  White's  Creek  Pike,  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  any  kind  of  table  food  raised  on  a farm;  also  dressed  chickens, 
turkeys  or  any  kind  of  fresh  meats  in  proper  season,  and  the  Seminary  will 
pay  the  shipping  charges  and  count  these  gifts  the  same  as  cash. 

Brighter  Outlook — We  wish  we  could  have  had  a million  dollar  plant  and 
another  million  dollars  in  endowment  with  which  to  have  launched  this  Semi- 
nary for  the  training  of  colored  ministers.  Fortunately  or  unfortunately,  as 
was  the  case  with  our  great  Southern  Seminary,  however,  we  have  been  forced 
to  make  a very  modest  beginning,  and  to  contend  with  the  greatest  difficulties. 
But  we  thank  God  even  for  the  hardships  and  trials  that  have  been  ours,  and  we 
rejoice  in  the  unfaltering  support  of  Southern  Baptists,  the  renewed  and  en- 
larged help  of  the  National  Baptist  Convention,  and  in  the  bright  outlook  for 
this  new  Seminary.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  BAPTIST  PAPERS 

There  is  probably  no  literature  published  by  Southern  Baptists  which  has  a 
more  far-reaching  influence  and  renders  a greater  service  than  our  Baptist 
papers.  They  are  the  pack  horses  of  the  denomination.  They  are  light-houses  of

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information  and  a most  inspiring  example  of  co-operation  wherever  and  whenever 
Baptists  are  called  to  a united  effort  in  the  Lord’s  kingdom  work.  The  purpose 
of  Baptist  papers  in  service  is  as  broad  as  the  command  of  our  risen  Lord. 
There  is  no  phase  of  the  Great  Commission  with  which  they  do  not  comply  both  in 
spirit  and  in  deed.  No  plea  comes  from  the  sick  and  helpless  but  that  our 
hospitals  find  a cordial  welcome  awaiting  them  in  the  pages  of  these  Christian 
messengers.  Through  their  pages  we  find  the  way  to  our  Christian  colleges 
and  seminaries;  by  their  voices  the  activities  of  God’s  people  are  set  forth 
round  the  world. 

Baptist  papers  belong  to  Baptists  and  if  they  are  to  accomplish  the  fullest 
measure  of  success,  they  must  receive  the  wholehearted  support  of  their  house- 
hold. Their  existence  is  the  result  of  a need,  keenly  felt  by  our  people,  for 
some  medium  through  which  they  might  both  give  and  get  information  and 
inspiration  for  the  work  of  a common  cause.  These  papers  are  “ours,”  not 
“theirs,”  and  they  should  have  the  unstinted  support  of  every  Baptist.  Even 
the  papers  which  are  privately  owned  are  freely  at  the  disposal  of  every  loyal 
Baptist  and  every  Baptist  cause. 

THE  PASTOR'S  ATTITUDE 

The  pastor’s  attitude  toward  our  Baptist  papers  will,  almost  invariably,  be 
the  attitude  of  his  church.  If  only  a few  of  the  membership  are  receiving  the 
State  Baptist  paper  it  is  almost  certain  that  the  pastor  says  but  little  or  nothing 
about  it  from  the  pulpit,  other  public  places,  or  in  the  homes.  One  of  the 
strongest  aids  in  the  pastor’s  organization  is  this  periodical.  It  is  always  found 
loyal  and  true  to  every  cause  which  lies  near  his  heart.  The  paper  never  takes 
underhanded  “cuts”  at  him,  nor  does  it  backbite  when  out  of  his  presence;  but 
morning  and  noonday,  evening  and  night,  it  is  his  friend  and  the  friend  of  every 
noble  undertaking.  Therefore,  your  committee  would  urge  that  he  take  cogni- 
zance of  this  fact  and  make  sure  that  the  pastor’s  attitude  is  one  of  love,  sym- 
pathy, and  enthusiasm  for  the  work  of  his  denominational  paper. 

BAPTIST  PAPERS  AND  THE  CONVENTIONS 

Among  the  many  influences  which  have  served  to  make  our  Baptist  con- 
ventions great,  none  has  been  more  instrumental  than  our  denominational  papers. 
Months  before  such  conventions  meet,  both  State  and  Southern,  our  papers  begin 
to  herald  the  news  of  the  approaching  events  so  that  both  churches  and  indi- 
viduals may  “set  their  houses  in  order”  for  these  great  gatherings.  Through 
the  pages  of  the  papers  our  Boards  and  institutions  are  permitted  to  give  much 
valuable  advance  information  about  their  accomplishments  and  needs  which 
enables  messengers  to  go  to  the  conventions  with  sufficient  information  to  know 
how  to  intelligently  set  themselves  to  laying  plans  for  the  work  of  another  year. 
Without  this  service,  our  work  would  be  often  jeopardized  and  seriously  handi- 
capped. 

INCREASING  THE  CIRCULATION 

The  circulation  of  our  Baptist  papers,  we  are  glad  to  report,  is  constantly 
on  the  increase.  The  total  increase  over  the  same  period  a year  ago  is  75,000. 
Even  with  this  encouraging  report,  it  is  quite  apparent  that  we  have  not  yet 
thoroughly  scratched  the  surface  in  our  subscription  departments.  Your  com- 
mittee begs  leave,  therefore,  to  make  just  a few  suggestions  of  ways  and  means 
by  which  our  papers  may  be  placed,  in  increasing  numbers,  in  the  homes  of 
our  people. 

Your  committee  would  advise  that  the  ideal  way  is  to  include  the  denomina- 
tional state  paper  in  the  annual  church  budget  as  an  item  of  church  literature, 
and  to  send  it  to  the  homes  of  all  the  members  of  the  church.  If  the  church  is 
not  yet  ready  for  full  coverage  in  the  annual  budget,  then  we  would  suggest  the 
nearest  approach  to  it  which  is  to  send  the  paper  to  each  subscriber  to  the 
budget  without  extra  cost  to  him.  This  plan  is  known,  at  least  in  some  sections, 
as  the  Reynolds  Plan.  Where  the  church  is  not  on  the  budget  plan  of  finance, 
or  if  neither  of  the  abovq  plans  meets  with  its  approval,  we  would  then  suggest 
the  club  plan  of  subscriptions  with  an  active,  energetic,  and  consecrated  person 
in  the  church  in  charge  of  clubs.  Always,  under  each  and  every  plan,  the  money 
for  subscriptions  should  go  through  the  treasury  of  the  local  church. 

THE  MAKE-UP  OF  THE  PAPERS 

Your  committee  would  hasten  to  say  in  the  outset  of  this  topic  that  it  does 
not  mean  to  infer  or  even  to  insinuate  that  our  editors  and  managers  do  not 
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know  how  to  scientifically  and  attractively  make  up  their  papers.  It  readily 
acknowledges  their  splendid  ability  along  that  line.  At  the  same  time  it  is  felt 
that  this  group  of  noble  men  will  gladly  welcome  any  word  from  the  committee 
or  the  convention  that  will  either  encourage  them  in  the  excellent  work  which 
they  are  already  doing,  or  that  will  enable  them  to  more  effectively  serve  their 
constituency. 

An  attractive  make-up  is  possibly  to  be  mentioned  first  in  the  successful 
operation  of  any  paper,  and  especially  a religious  paper.  It  combines  artistic 
beauty  with  spiritual  thinking  and  prepares  one  for  a pleasant  perusal  of  the 
pages.  Turning  through  the  pages  of  the  paper,  then,  with  each  feature  readable 
and  attractively  set  up,  each  subscriber  becomes  not  only  a friend  but  also  an 
active  and  ardent  supporter  of  all  that  the  paper  represents. 

Since  the  task  of  our  papers  is  one  that  is  not  to  be  accomplished  in  a day, 
we  would  suggest  that  we  lay  our  foundation  deep.  As  your  committee  views 
it,  there  can  be  no  better  foundation  laid  than  that  which  is  buried  in  the  heart 
of  a child.  Therefore,  we  feel  that  great  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the 
proper  development  of  a Children’s  Page  in  each  of  our  Baptist  papers.  At 
least  two  good  things  will  come  of  this:  If  the  children  are  interested,  the 

parents  will,  almost  without  exception,  subscribe  for  the  paper;  and  second, 
if  we  build  up  in  the  hearts  of  our  children  a love  for  our  denominational 
paper,  we  not  only  have  won  them,  but  also  the  feet  of  their  posterity  will  be 
guided  in  the  path  which  has  meant  so  much  toward  giving  them  information, 
inspiration,  and  education  in  their  Christian  warfare. 

The  next  thing  that  your  committee  would  suggest  in  the  make-up  of  our 
Baptist  papers  is  an  alert  and  efficient  “local”  news  gatherer.  The  Folks  and 
Facts  or  Personal  Items  or  whatever  they  may  be  called  are  among  the  first 
things  read  by  the  average  reader.  It  is,  therefore,  tremendously  important 
that  a capable  person  be  in  charge  of  this  phase  of  the  work.  It  is  never  a 
bad  thing  for  the  paper  when  a reader  sees  his  name  -or  that  of  his  church 
favorably  mentioned  in  its  columns.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that 
not  too  much  space  is  given  to  this  part  of  the  paper. 


The  editorial  page  should  be  the  outstanding  page  of  the  entire  paper.  No 
paper  is  stronger  than  its  editorial  page;  therefore,  it  is  tremendously  impor- 
tant that  the  editor  not  only  be  a person  powerful  with  the  pen,  but  also  one 
who  is  well  versed  in  all  things  common  to  Baptists.  He  also  should  have 
time  for  meditation  and  study.  If  this  is  afforded  him,  it  means  that  sufficient 
financial  support  must  be  given  to  the  paper  to  enable  him  to  provide  help 
for  the  details.  The  editorial  page  can  be  greatly  strengthened  through  words 
of  commendation  and  acts  of  co-operation  from  both  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
the  readers.  A kind  word,  fitly  spoken,  will  cause  an  editor  to  spend  long  and 
tedious  hours  at  his  desk  and  will  bring  forth  from  his  heart  utterances  which 
will  echo  and  re-echo  to  the  uttermost  bounds  of  the  scope  of  his  circulation. 

Our  Baptist  papers  are  fortunate  in  that  they  are  manned  by  some  of  the 
most  prolific  and  able  writers  in  all  Christendom.  A line  of  appreciation  from 
us,  their  readers,  will  be  a most  helpful  tonic  for  our  brother,  and  it  will  give 
us  a feeling  of  closer  relationship  and  more  personal  interest  in  our  denomina- 
tional organ. 


As  a final  word,  we  would  suggest  that  the  agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  be  more  liberal  with  our  papers  in  giving  paid  advertising.  Your 
committee  realizes  that  these  agencies  have  been  hard  pressed  during  the  last 
few  years,  but  it  also  remembers  that  our  Baptist  papers  have  shared  with 
them  in  this  struggle.  It  does  not  seem  fair  to  leave  our  papers  to  show  a 
deficit  from  year  to  year,  because  our  agencies  have  not  paid  for  the  space 
used  in  getting  their  causes  before  the  people.  We  feel  that  we  need  only  to 
mention  this  and  that  adjustments  will  be  made. 
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IN  CONCLUSION

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHAPLAINS  OF  THE 
ARMY  AND  NAVY 

The  General  Committee  on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplins  located  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.,  represents  twenty-four  evangelical  bodies  including  the  Y.M.C.A. 
The  function  of  this  General  Committee  is  to  present  with  its  approval  the 
names  of  ordained  ministers  from  the  various  denominations  to  the  Army  and 
the  Navy  for  appointment  as  chaplains,  as  these  are  needed.  The  increased 
demand  for  chaplains,  due  to  their  employment  in  Civilian  Conservation  Corps 
Camps,  imposes  upon  the  Committee  representing  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
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vention  greater  labor  and  more  frequent  meetings  than  this  Committee  has 
ever  had.  An  earnest  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  a high  standard,  both 
with  regard  to  preparation  and  fitness.  Two  members  of  our  Committee,  Rev. 
Perry  L.  Mitchell  and  Rev.  Otho  A.  Eure,  have  proved  themselves  to  be  valu- 
able members,  both  having  served  for  an  extended  period  as  chaplains  in  the 
Navy.  Two  other  members  of  this  Committee  who  have  served  for  years,  have 
not  been  able  to  give  active  assistance.  Dr.  O.  C.  S.  Wallace  of  Baltimore, 
resigned  a few  months  ago.  Faithful,  lovable  and  skilled  in  administration, 
the  Committee  suffers  through  his  resignation  a great  loss.  The  former  Chair- 
man, Dr.  H.  W.  0.  Millington,  has  been  out  of  Washington  most  of  the  year, 
but  he  continues  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  work  of  this  Committee. 

Forty-eight  applications  have  been  made  by  the  Southern  Baptist  ministers 
and  your  Committee  has  approved  thirty-six,  and  of  these  fifteen  have  been 
appointed  to  active  duty. 

The  following  have  received  the  approval  of  our  Committee  and  have  either 
been  appointed  or  are  awaiting  appointment:

Recommendations:  The  expenses  of  the  General  Committee  on  Army  and 
Navy  Chaplains  have  been  secured  by  appealing  to  individuals  and  by  grants 
from  the  participating  denominations.  The  work  which  is  done  by  your  Com- 
mittee requiring  time,  extended  correspondence  and  the  thoughtful  considera- 
tion of  many  difficult  problems,  has  been  done  cheerfully  and  at  no  cost  to  the 
Convention.  We  have  endeavored  to  raise  the  money  required  by  the  General 
Committee  on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains  for  the  expenses  of  its  office.  If  the 
evangelical  bodies  are  to  secure  their  rightful  share  of  capable  chaplains  in  the 
Army  and  Navy,  if  these  appointments  are  to  be  limited  to  men  of  high  Chris- 
tian character,  who  are  properly  fitted  for  this  peculiar  work,  it  is  necessary  that 
there  shall  be  a Committee  such  as  ours  to  investigate  and  to  recommend  the 
men  who  apply.  The  annual  expense  of  the  General  Committee  amounts  to  ap- 
proximately $3,200.  We  recommend  that  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  be  referred  the  providing  of  our  part  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  General  Committee  during  the  ensuing  year,  said  amount  not  to 
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exceed  $100.00  no  appropriation  for  the  work  of  your  own  Committee  which  is 
done  by  its  members  cheerfully  and  gladly,  being  requested. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  names  of  this  Committee  shall  be  changed 
from  the  Committee  on  “Chaplains  of  Army  and  Navy”  to  the  “Committee  on 
Public  Relations”;  that  the  President  of  this  Convention  and  the  Executive 
Secretaries  of  the  four  Boards  of  the  Convention  shall  be  ex-officio  members; 
that  five  others  shall  be  appointed  who  shall  reside  in  or  adjacent  to  the  City 
of  Washington,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a competent  lawyer;  that  the  present 
work  of  the  Committee  shall  be  continued  and  that,  as  situations  arise,  in  which 
agencies  of  this  Convention  are  compelled  to  confer,  to  negotiate,  to  demand 
just  rights  that  are  being  threatened  or  to  have  other  inescapable  dealings  with 
the  American  or  other  Governments,  this  Committee  shall  function,  when  so 
requested  by  any  existing  board  or  agency  of  this  body,  as  the  representative 
of  Southern  Baptists  and  shall  report  in  detail  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention the  results  of  such  conferences  and  negotiations.

66.  A resolution  regarding  the  separation  of  church  and  state 
offered  by  Joseph  T.  Watts,  Maryland,  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions. 

67.  The  Chinese  Baptist  Centennial  was  presented  by  Wade  H. 
Bryant,  Virginia,  for  the  Committee  appointed  a year  ago.  Addresses 
on  “The  Achievements  in  China  During  the  Century”  were  made  by 
P.  H.  Anderson,  Missionary  to  China,  and  G.  C.  Ching,  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  Shanghai,  China,  who  was  introduced  by  J.  B. 
Weatherspoon,  Kentucky. 

The  Board’s  Secretary  for  the  Orient,  M.  T.  Rankin,  China,  de- 
livered an  address  on  “Facing  the  New  Century.” 

68.  The  request  of  Chinese  Baptists  that  two  representatives  be 
sent  to  China  in  connection  with  the  China  Baptist  Centennial  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

69.  For  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  W.  R.  White  offered  the 
following  report  and  it  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  warn  its  constituency,  fellow  Christians  and 
all  patriotic  citizens  to  be  discriminatingly  alert  and  watchful  with  reference 
to  the  insidious  encroachments  of  Atheistic  Communism  in  every  form. 

An  observation  of  fact  and  policy;  in  the  matter  of  faith  and  principles 
whether  theological,  economic  or  otherwise  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is 
committed  only  to  those  declarations  adopted  by  itself  in  session. 

70.  The  Convention  adjourned  with  prayer  led  by  Theodore  F. 
Adams,  Virginia.

71.  The  song  service  opening  at  7 :15  o’clock  was  led  by  Director 
Johnson.  At  the  request  of  President  Sampey,  prayer  was  led  by

72.  With  members,  employees,  and  missionaries  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  seated  on  the  platform,  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions 
was  considered  under  direction  of  Executive  Secretary  Chas.  E.  Mad- 
dry,  Virginia. 

The  office  and  field  staff  of  the  Board  was  introduced:  Miss  Jessie 
Ford,  Executive  Assistant;  R.  S.  Jones,  Field  Secretary;  Miss  Mary 
Hunter,  Office  Secretary ; and  Claude  Bowen,  Publicity  Director,  who, 
with  his  bride  (nee  Louise  Leavell)  are  spending  their  honeymoon  at 
the  Convention. 

73.  At  this  point  S.  E.  Ewing,  Missouri,  on  behalf  of  the  Local 
Committee,  presented  a bouquet  of  roses  to  President  and  Mrs.  Sam- 
pey, today  being  their  tenth  wedding  anniversary. 

74.  Secretary  Maddry  presented  eight  newly-appointed  mission- 
aries: L.  Raymond  Brothers  and  wife,  for  Africa;  Clem  D.  Hardy 
and  wife,  for  Brazil;  Miss  Alma  Graves,  for  Japan;  Miss  Lucy  Smith, 
for  Africa;  Miss  Lorene  Tilford,  for  China;  Miss  Blanche  Simpson, 
for  Brazil. 

75.  Missionaries  on  furlough  from  various  foreign  fields  were 
presented.  Nils  J.  Bengtson  spoke  for  Spain;  J.  C.  Powell  for  Af- 
rica : B.  W.  Orrick  for  Uruguay ; G.  A.  Bowdler  for  Argentina ; Miss 
Elizabeth  Ray  sang  “Beautiful  Japan”  (words  and  music  composed 
by  Mrs.  W.  Harvey  Clarke,  who  died  at  sea  approaching  San  Fran- 
cisco) ; Blonnye  Foreman,  John  Mein,  and  Supt.  W.  C.  Taylor  for 
Brazil;  D.  G.  Whittinghill,  for  Italy;  J.  Hundley  Wiley,  Supt.  M.  T. 
Rankin,  and  H.  H.  McMillan  for  China.

Tripp,  Missouri. 

80.  In  the  Auditorium  at  6 P.M.,  a Southwide  Baptist  Training 
Union  mass  meeting  was  held  under  direction  of  J.  E.  Lambdin,  Ten- 
nessee, Secretary  and  Editor  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union  Depart- 
ment of  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

The  song  service,  conducted  by  B.  B.  McKinney,  Music  Editor  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board,  was  featured  by  a chorus  of  500  St.  Louis 
young  people  and  the  Southwest  Baptist  College  Quartet.  Prayer  was 
led  by  Jerome  0.  Williams,  Business  Manager  of  the  Sunday  School 
Board. 

Five  addresses  were  delivered  on  “The  Place  of  the  Training 
Union  in  Baptist  Life.” 

Secretary  J.  E.  Lambdin  spoke  on  “Our  Program  for  Expansion 
and  Development” ; Associate  Secretary  W.  A.  Harrell  on  “Reaching 
Every  Church  Through  the  Association”;  G.  S.  Dobbins,  Chair  of 
Church  Efficiency  in  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  on  “Pos- 
sibilities in  the  Baptist  Adult  Union” ; B.  V.  Ferguson,  Arkansas,  on 
“Growing  a Great  Training  Union”;  and  Executive  Secretary  T.  L. 
Holcomb  on  “The  Challenge  of  Sunday  Evening.” 

The  Training  Union  Program  closed  with  singing  “Faith  Is  the 
Victory.”

An  address  on  “A  Forward  Look”  was  made  by  Executive  Secre- 
tary T.  L.  Holcomb,  who  also  introduced  the  members  of  the  Board, 
the  State  workers,  and  employees  at  headquarters  in  Nashville. 

President  Sampey  also  spoke  and  requested  that  on  the  first  twen- 
ty-eight days  of  each  month  each  member  of  the  Convention  read  first 
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a chapter  from  the  Acts  and  also  a chapter  from  the  Gospel  of  John 
and  the  three  Epistles. 

89.  Secretary  Burnett  reported  a visit  made  at  the  request  of 
President  Sampey  to  the  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Council  of  the 
American  Bible  Society  last  winter  in  New  York  City. 

It  was  my  privilege,  at  the  request  of  President  John  R.  Sampey,  to 
represent  Southern  Baptists  on  December  4,  1935,  at  a meeting  in  New  York 
of  the  Advisory  Council  of  the  American  Bible  Society.  There  were  thirty-four 
denominations  represented. 

Southern  Baptists  are  and  have  always  been  beneficiaries  of  the  work  of  this 
great  agency,  both  in  the  United  States  (for  the  Society  distributed  approxi- 
mately three  and  one-half  million  copies  of  Scriptures  in  140  languages  in  the 
United  States  in  1934)  and  especially  in  the  foreign  field  where  the  work  of 
the  Society  is  indispensable  to  the  missionary  cause.  Notwithstanding  this  fact 
we  have  been  slow  to  recognize  the  obligation  in  our  financial  support  of  the 
Society.  In  1934  the  Society  distributed  8,067,158  Bibles,  Testaments,  and  Por- 
tions in  180  languages  and  in  upwards  of  40  countries.  Since  their  organization 
119  years  ago  they  have  published  and  distributed  269,432,244  Bibles,  Testa- 
ments, and  Portions  in  215  languages  and  dialects,  a stupendous  accomplishment. 
Baptists  have  all  to  gain  and  nothing  to  lose  by  the  widest  possible  circulation 
of  the  Bible.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  during  1936  and  the  years  to  come  we 
may  seriously  consider  our  financial  obligation  to  aid  in  this  tremendous  work 
and  send  gifts  to  the  American  Bible  Society,  Bible  House,  New  York.  They 
do  not  operate  for  profit  and  their  work  can  only  be  carried  on  by  gifts. 

90.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  presented 
by  W.  R.  White,  Oklahoma,  and  adopted  as  follows,  the  vote  of  thanks 
being  adopted  by  unanimous  rising  vote : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS 

In  view  of  the  interpretation  of  the  province  and  responsibility  of  this  Con- 
vention with  reference  to  matters  of  faith  and  principle,  which  was  accepted 
by  the  Convention  Friday  afternoon,  which  reads  as  follows: 

In  the  matter  of  faith  and  principles  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is 
committed  only  to  those  declarations  adopted  by  Itself  in  session; 

And  inasmuch  as  all  the  principles  involved  in  Dr.  J.  Frank  Norris’  resolu- 
tions are  covered  in  this  declaration  of  responsibility  save  those  elements  clearly 
outside  the  province  and  responsibility  of  this  Convention,  we  recommend  that 
his  resolutions  do  not  pass. 

We  recommend  the  passing  of  the  following  resolutions: 

First,  the  resolution  concerning  the  Committee  on  Preservation  of  Baptist 
History  presented  by  Dr.  C.  W.  Daniel. 

Second,  the  resolution  presented  by  Doctor  Watts  on  behalf  of  Ex-Governor 
John  Garland  Pollard  of  Virginia,  and  others,  which  is  a fresh  application  of 
the  doctrine  of  separation  of  Church  and  State. 

Third,  we  recommend  the  following  resolution  of  appreciation: 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  by  rising  vote  express 
its  most  sincere  thanks  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements,  the  citizens  and 
churches  of  St.  Louis,  the  Press  through  the  discriminating  direction  of  Walter 
M.  Gilmore,  to  the  Government  for  postoffice  branch,  and  to  ad  others  who  have 
contributed  to  the  most  effective,  adequate  and  courteous  handling  ot  all  the 
affairs  of  this  Convention. 

RESOLUTION  I 

WHEREAS,  “the  Committee  on  the  Preservation  of  Baptist  History”  was  not 
re-appointed  in  1933,  following  the  death  of  its  lamented  chairman,  Dr.  A.  J. 

Ha WHEREAS,  there  is  no  essential  feature  of  our  denominational  life  more  neg- 
lected today  than  the  study  of  Southern  Baptist  history; 
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THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  Convention  re-establish  “the 
Committee  on  the  Preservation  of  Baptist  History/’  with  instruction  to.  recom- 
mend to  the  next  Convention  a program  of  action,  whereby  Baptist  historical 
materials  may  be  assembled  and  made  available  for  research  and  whereby 
articles,  books  and  courses  of  study  shall  be  issued,  to  the  end  that  a just  ap- 
preciation of  the  labors,  the  sacrifices,  and  the  constructive  leadership  of  our 
Baptist  forefathers  may  be  awakened  among  us,  and  the  record  of  their  achieve- 
ments preserved  to  generations  unborn. 

RESOLUTION  II 

RESOLVED,  First,  We  reaffirm  our  belief  in  the  doctrine  of  complete  sepa- 
ration of  Church  and  State. 

Second,  That  the  doctrine  involves  not  only  the  inhibition  of  the  use  of  public 
moneys,  Federal,  State  or  local,  for  the  aid  or  support  of  the  churches  but  also 
inhibits  the  use  of  such  moneys,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  or  through,  educa- 
tional or  benevolent  institutions  owned  or  controlled,  by  or  through,  sectarian 
or  religious  bodies. 

Third,  That  the  Churches  and  all  their  institutions  and  agencies  should  be 
supported  by  voluntary  gifts  of  those  interested  and  not  by  taxes  imposed  on 
all  the  people  by  force  of  law; 

Fourth,  Without  undertaking  to  pass  upon  the  governmental  principle  in- 
volved, we  hereby  declare  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  that  the  distri- 
bution of  public  benefits  by  denominational  institutions  even  as  agents  for  the 
government,  tends  to  create  unseemly  rivalries  between  the  sects  and  menaces 
the  feeling  of  brotherhood  which  should  exist  among  the  churches; 

Fifth,  We  commend  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  and  the  South- 
western Baptist  Theological  Seminary  for  declining  to  accept  from  the  National 
Youth  Administration  of  the  Federal  Government  the  allotment  made  to  said 
institutions  for  student  aid  funds  of  the  current  session. 

Fourth,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  offered  by 
Ed  S.  Preston,  Georgia: 

WHEREAS,  the  use  of  radio  for  the  presentation  of  Christian  truths  is  of 
known  and  increasing  importance; 

WHEREAS,  the  commercial  demands  upon  radio  time  and  the  technical  pro- 
gram requirements  make  it  increasingly  difficult  to  secure  effective  presentation 
of  these  truths;  and 

WHEREAS,  Baptist  radio  programs  presented  from  time  to  time  over  strong 
stations  reach  a nation-wide  audience  making  possible  thereby  contribution  to 
all  Baptists  and  to  Christians  generally; 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  a committee  be  named  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  co-operate  with  a 
similar  committee  it  is  hoped  will  be  named  by  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention 
so  that  a joint  study  of  radio  opportunities  for  Baptists  might  be  made,  infor- 
mation as  to  their  respective  plans  shared  and  co-operation  given  in  radio 
matters  where  the  interests  of  the  Kingdom  and  of  Baptists  can  be  thus  served. 

91.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Luther  Rice  Centennial  was 
presented  by  Luther  Rice  Christie,  Florida,  and  adopted  together 
with  the  resolution  following: 

THE  LUTHER  RICE  CENTENNIAL  COMMITTEE 

The  Luther  Rice  Centennial  Committee  has  co-operated  with  like  com- 
mittees from  the  Baptist  World  Alliance,  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention,  the 
Columbia  Association  of  Baptist  Churches  and  the  Frst  Baptist  Church,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  in  the  organization  of  the  Luther  Rice  Centennial  Commission, 
a corporation  chartered  under  the  laws  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  representatives  of  the  several  participating  Baptist  bodies  met  in  Wash- 
ington, September  18,  1935,  and  organized  with  the  following  officers:  Dr.  Geo.

Since  the  organization  of  the  Committee  a sum  of  money  has  been  raised 
to  cover  postage,  stenographic  work  and  other  expenses  incident  to  the  prepa- 
ration for  the  observance  of  the  Centennial  of  the  death  of  Luther  Rice  Sep- 
tember 25,  1936.  ’ v 

The  executive  director,  Dr.  Weaver,  has  traveled  over  eight  thousand  miles 
made  a score  of  addresses,  written  and  secured  the  publication  of  many  articles 
and  all  this  at  a total  cost  to  the  Commission  of  $13.50.  Those  who  are  labor- 
ing to  make  this  Centennial  a success  are  giving  both  time  and  talent  without 
any  other  remuneration  than  the  joy  of  calling  to  the  attention  of  the  Baptists 
of  America  the  man  to  whom  they  owe  a greater  debt  of  gratitude  than  to  any 
other  leader  who  has  risen  among  us. 

The  chief  interest  centers  upon  the  Luther  Rice  Centennial  Day,  September 
25,  1936,  when  the  Baptists,  North  and  South,  East  and  West,  will  gather  at 
the  Pine  Pleasant  Baptist  Church,  near  Saluda,  S.  C.,  to  pay  honor  to  the 
memory  of  Luther  Rice.  The  Governor  in  South  Carolina,  honorable  Olin  D. 
Johnston,  a leading  Baptist  layman,  has  given  the  Commission  assurance  that 
by  proclamation  he  would  set  aside  September  25,  1936,  as  the  Luther  Rice 
Memorial  Day  and  that  he  will  attend  in  person  the  celebration  for  the  pur- 
pose of  welcoming  the  Baptists  of  America  to  South  Carolina.  The  Baptist 
women  of  South  Carolina  will  care  for  the  entertainment  of  those  that  come. 
A broadcast  with  a nation-wide  hook-up  is  being  planned.  Seminaries,  colleges 
and  State  Conventions  are  being  asked  to  put  on  suitable  programs.  All  the 
Baptist  churches  of  America  are  being  requested  to  observe  the  Centennial  of 
the  funeral  of  Luther  Rice,  Sunday,  September  27,  1936,  as  the  Luther  Rice 
Memorial  Day,  when  sermons  will  be  preached  upon  the  Apostolic  labors  of 
this  devoted  leader. 

The  success  of  the  movement  depends  upon  the  voluntary  co-operation  of 
Baptist  pastors  and  churches.  A brochure  entitled  “The  Place  of  Luther  Rice 
in  American  Baptist  Life,”  giving  a brief  account  of  his  labors  will  be  mailed  to

RESOLUTION  CONCERNING  A PROPOSED  MEMORIAL  TO 

LUTHER  RICE 

This  year  of  grace,  1936,  marks  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  death 
of  the  greatest  American  Baptist  in  all  the  history  of  our  denomination — the 
illustrious  Luther  Rice.  The  Baptists  at  the  nation’s  capital  are  having  a special 
recognition  of  this  significant  event,  and  one  of  our  distinguished  educators,  and 
men  of  letters,  is  writing  a new  biography  of  the  great  denominational  leader 
and  statesman  which  will  call  fresh  attention  to  the  immortal  labors,  and  the 
incomparable  achievements  of  this  man  to  whom  American  Baptists  owe  an 
obligation  that  can  never  be  adequately  discharged. 

Moreover,  within  less  than  another  decade  we  shall  be  observing  the  one- 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
at  Augusta,  Georgia,  in  1845.  Not  very  far  away  in  Saluda  County,  South 
Carolina,  repose  the  ashes  of  Luther  Rice,  the  seer  of  visions,  the  doer  of 
mighty  tasks,  who  led  the  Baptists  out  of  a wilderness  into  a co-operative  fellow- 
ship, fired  them  with  evangelistic  and  missionary  zeal  and  passion,  laid  the 
foundations  of  our  missionary  organization,  of  our  system  of  schools  and  col- 
leges, of  our  publishing  houses  and  denominational  journals,  and  of  practically 
every  item  in  our  present  set-up  by  means  of  which,  under  God,  we  have 
grown  from  an  obscure  and  uninfluential  group  to  the  largest  evangelical  body 
in  our  western  world.  Surely  one  of  the  high  points  in  that  epochal  anniversary 
of  1845  will  be  a Baptist  pilgrimage  to  the  obscure  resting  place  of  this  prophet 
of  the  larger  day  of  which  he  was  the  flaming  herald. 

It  would  seem  if  there  is  one  spot  on  the  continent  that  should  be  hallowed 
ground  to  our  Baptist  people  it  is  the  one  made  sacred  with  his  dust  at  the  little 
rural  church  of  Pine  Pleasant  in  Saluda  County,  South  Carolina.  The  present 
simple  marking  is  far  too  inadequate  to  be  a worthy  expression  of  the  appre- 
ciation our  people  should  feel  and  cherish  for  this  pioneer  and  apostle  of  oui 
modern  Baptist  world.  It  seems  fitting,  therefore,  that  on  this  hundredth  anni- 
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versary  of  his  passing  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  should  project  some 
plan  looking  toward  an  enduring  Memorial  of  his  abundant  life  and  labors. 

RESOLVED,  Therefore,  (1)  That  the  Convention  looks  with  favor  on  the  pro- 
posal to  build  some  worthy  and  adequate  memorial  to  mark  the  grave  of  the 
great  leader; 

(2)  That  a committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  study  the  situation  carefully, 
both  as  to  the  kind  of  memorial  to  be  established,  the  necessary  cost  of  the 
enterprise,  and  the  ways  and  means  of  providing  the  same.  This  committee 
shall  be  composed  of  Chas.  A.  Jones,  South  Carolina,  Chairman;  Rufus  W. 
Weaver,  District  of  Columbia;  W.  H.  Williams,  North  Carolina;  Ellis  A.  Fuller, 
Georgia,  and  W.  L.  Ball,  South  Carolina; 

(3)  That  this  committee  be  requested  to  publish  its  findings  and  recom- 
mendations in  the  denominational  press  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  next 
Convention,  and  to  submit  the  same  to  the  next  regular  session. 

(4)  That,  since  Luther  Rice  was  an  American  Baptist  in  whom  all  of  our 
people  have  a rich  and  royal  inheritance,  we  do  most  heartily  invite  our  fellow- 
Baptists  of  the  Northern  Convention  to  join  us  in  this  proposal  to  do  honor 
to  this  hero  of  the  faith;  and  that  they  be  requested  to  appoint  a similar  com- 
mittee to  work  with  ours  in  maturing  plans  for  the  proposed  memorial. 

On  motion,  L.  R.  Christie  was  added  to  the  Committee  named  in 
the  resolution. 

92.  Fraternal  Greetings  were  brought  from  the  Northern  Baptist 
Convention  by  President  James  H.  Franklin,  Chester,  Pennsylvania, 
and  from  the  Baptist  Convention  of  Ontario  and  Quebec  by  President 
Holland  Pettit,  Toronto,  Canada. 

93.  Through  Dexter  G.  Whittinghili  of  the  American  Baptist  Mis- 
sion in  Italy  the  following  message  from  the  Baptist  Assembly  held 
in  Rome,  Italy,  last  February,  was  received : 

Dear  Brethren,  in  the  one  Lord  and  Saviour,  ‘They  of  Italy  salute  you.” 

As  in  apostolic  times,  so  today,  they  of  Italy  are  not  a majority  of  the 
Italian  people,  but  a very  small  minority  who  have  in  common  with  you  one 
faith  and  one  baptism,  besides  one  God  and  Father  of  all. 

It  is  necessary,  especially  in  this  particular  moment  of  odious  suspicions 
and  lack  of  confidence  between  governments  and  peoples,  that  the  sons  of  God, 
of  whatever  country,  race  or  tongue,  should  remember  that  they  constitute 
one  family,  that  they  are  heirs  of  the  same  kingdom  and  that  in  this  world  they 
are  called  of  God  to  bear  witness  to  His  truth  before  individuals,  peoples  and 
governments. 

You,  our  brethren  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  are  blessed  in  a 
special  manner;  you  are  numerous,  full  of  zeal  for  missions  and  for  the  salva- 
tion of  souls;  you  enjoy  the  fullest  liberty  possible  for  the  sons  of  God  in  this 
present  world;  therefore,  you  cannot  thoroughly  understand  our  position. 

We  are  few;  we  live  in  the  midst  of  difficulties  which  you  cannot  easily 
imagine;  thwarted  by  an  adversary  who  becomes  every  day  more  arrogant, 
strongly  organized  and  bolder  in  his  war  against  us. 

He  takes  advantage  of  everything — the  glories  of  the  past,  the  privileges  of 
the  present,  the  power  of  numbers,  of  wealth  and  of  political  influence — to 
contrast  us  and  to  take  from  us  the  limited  amount  of  liberty  which,  thanks  to 
God,  still  remains.  Our  adversary  has  become  every  day  bolder  in  these  seven 
years  since  his  religious  dominion  has  been  consecrated  by  the  famous  Con- 
cordat between  the  Italian  Government  and  the  Vatican  State. 

You  who  enjoy  the  fullest  liberty  of  propaganda  and  guarantee  the  same 
liberty  to  Roman  Catholics,  who  are  in  your  midst,  probably  do  not  understand 
that  while  liberty  of  worship  is  permitted  to  us,  that  of  propaganda  is  daily 
growing  more  limited. 

We  thank  God  that  for  more  than  sixty  years  you  have  given  to  us  your 
assistance  and  sympathy  for  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  in  our  dear  Italy. 
Now,  more  than  ever,  do  we  need  your  material  help,  your  sympathy  and  your 
prayers. 
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We  know  that  your  faith  is  living  and  that  your  zeal  is  ardent.  We  also 
know  that  you  will  not  abandon  the  good  fight  for  Christian  truth,  nor  will 
you  cease  to  help  us  in  every  way  possible  that  the  name  of  God  may  be 
glorified  by  Italian  Baptists  and  that  many  thousands  of  our  fellow  citizens 
may  hear  about  the  great  things  of  God  in  their  native  tongue. 

On  account  of  our  present  difficulties,  we  cannot  have  the  joy  of  communi- 
cating to  you  consoling  fruits  of  evangelistic  work,  of  our  sacrifices  and  prayers 
— fruits  worthy  of  your  love  and  sacrifices  for  us.  Plowever,  we  believe  that  in 
the  near  future  the  Lord  will  hear  our  prayers. 

Invoking  upon  you,  dear  brethren  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the 
benedictions  of  God,  “those  of  Italy  salute  you.”

95.  A devotional  address  was  delivered  by  J.  Clyde  Turner,  North 
Carolina,  on  the  text:  “Therefore  also  God  highly  exalted  him” 
(Philippians  2:9).  On  motion  of  John  W.  Inzer,  Alabama,  the  Sun- 
day School  Board  was  requested  to  publish  this  sermon  for  distribu- 
tion. The  motion  of  A.  J.  Barton,  North  Carolina,  to  include  other 
devotional  addresses  during  the  session  was  also  approved. 

96.  On  motion  of  M.  E.  Dodd,  Louisiana,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  send  a message  to  Former  President  Fred  F.  Brown,  Ten- 
nessee, and  request  made  that  he  be  remembered  in  the  closing  prayer 
of  the  Convention. 

97.  After  singing  “All  Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus’  Name”  and  with 
prayer  led  by  J.  H.  Rushbrooke,  England,  the  Convention  then  finally 
adjourned  until  the  time  of  its  next  meeting  in  New  Orleans,  Louisi- 
ana, beginning  on  May  13,  1937.

“Christ’s  kingship  takes  precedence  of  all  earthly  kingship,  and  absolves 
the  conscience  from  all  obligation  to  follow  the  commandments  of  men  when 
they  conflict  with  the  commands  of  God.  It  is  a duty  to  obey  government 
so  long  as  it  does  not  enjoin  upon  us  actions  contrary  to  the  will  of  God. 
Christ  only  is  the  Lord  of  the  conscience,  to  His  will  alone  we  Christians,  and, 
by  eminence,  we  Baptists  owe  ultimate  allegiance.  The  Church  of  Christ  is 
independent  of  interference  or  control  by  the  civil  power.  As  each  believer 
has  personal  dealings  with  Christ,  it  is  treachery  to  Christ  to  bring  any 
single  church  into  subjection  to  any  other  church  or  combination  of  churches, 
or  to  make  the  Church  a creature  of  the  State.  Absolute  liberty  of  con- 
science has  ever  been  a distinguishing  tenet  of  Baptists,  as  it  is  a teaching 
of  the  New  Testament.  As  John  Locke  said  more  than  two  hundred  years 
ago:  ‘The  Baptists  were  the  first  and  only  propounders  of  absolute  liberty, 
just  and  true  liberty,  equal  and  impartial  liberty.’  And  it  is  a matter  of  rejoic- 
ing to  all  Baptists  throughout  the  world  that,  when  the  State  puts  its  strong 
hands  around  the  neck  of  liberty  and  threatens  to  strangle  it,  Baptists  can 
be  found,  as  in  old  time,  to  suffer  distraint  and  persecution,  and  to  take  joy- 
fully the  spoiling  of  their  goods,  rather  than  to  acknowledge,  by  the  pay- 
ment of  their  rates,  the  justice  of  a system  which  would  impose  upon  their 
children  an  education  contrary  to  the  word  and  will  of  Christ.  ‘Freedom  of 
conscience,’  says  Bancroft,  the  historian,  ‘was  from  the  first  a trophy  of  the 
Baptists.  Their  history  is  written  in  blood.’  ” — Augustus  H.  Strong.

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WHAT  HATH  GOD  WROUGHT? 

Ninety-one  years  ago  our  fathers  met  in  Augusta,  Georgia,  and  launched  the 
foreign  mission  enterprise  of  Southern  Baptists.  With  humble  and  profound 
gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  the  marvelous  way  in  which  he  has  led  us  through 
these  years,  we  present  the  report  of  the  activities  and  achievements  of  your 
Foreign  Mission  Board  for  the  year. 

THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  Board  rooms  in  Richmond, 
Virginia,  on  October  16th  and  17th.  L.  Howard  Jenkins  was  elected  President, 
J.  H.  Anderson,  Vice-President;  Charles  E.  Maddry,  Executive  Secretary;  W.  A. 
Harris,  Recording  Secretary;  Basil  M.  Gwathmey,  Auditor;  Hill  Montague,  At- 
torney; E.  P.  Buxton,  Treasurer;  Jessie  R.  Ford,  Assistant  to  the  Executive 
Secretary;  Inabelle  G.  Coleman,  Publicity  Secretary;  and  R.  S.  Jones,  Field 
Representative. 


A NEW  DEPARTURE 

The  Board  has  realized  for  many  years  the  need  for  closer  contact  and  more 
direct  supervision  of  its  work  on  the  several  foreign  fields.  The  visits  of  the 
secretary  to  the  mission  fields  are  too  infrequent,  and  uncertain  for  intelligent 
and  efficient  direction  and  supervision.  In  the  Orient,  for  instance,  the  Board 
has  207  of  its  400  missionaries  and  the  annual  budget  is  nearly  a half  million 
dollars.  The  secretary  had  not  visited  the  Orient  in  fifteen  years,  and  the 
Board  in  Richmond  knew  very  little  of  the  needs  and  condition  of  its  work  in 
the  Orient.  There  was  a crying  need  in  all  the  missions  in  the  Orient  for  a com- 
plete reorganization  and  unification  of  the  work.  The  same  need  existed  for 
closer  supervision  and  more  intimate  contacts  with  the  work  in  all  lands.  To 
meet  this  compelling  need  the  Board  created  the  office  of  Secretary  for  the 
Orient,  for  Latin-America  and  for  Nigeria,  West  Africa,  these  positions  to  be 
filled  by  devoted  and  experienced  missionaries  serving  in  these  lands.  M.  T. 
Rankin  was  elected  Secretary  for  the  Orient,  W.  C.  Taylor  for  Latin-America, 
and  George  Green  for  Nigeria.  These  men  receive  the  same  salary  as  a regular 
missionary  and  are  simply  missionaries-at-large.  They  will  spend  three  years  on 
the  field  and  one  year  in  the  homeland.  Thus  the  work  on  the  foreign  fields 
will  have  closer  and  more  efficient  supervision  and  the  constituency  in  the  home- 
land will  have  a more  direct  and  intelligent  contact  with  the  work  in  all  lands. 

EDUCATIONAL  SECRETARY 

For  many  years,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  felt  the  need  for  a more 
comprehensive  and  intensive  policy  of  missionary  education  in  the  churches  as 
well  as  in  the  schools,  colleges,  and  universities  of  the  South.  During  the  decade 
of  1924-1934,  the  Board  was  unable  to  send  out  any  new  missionary  recruits. 
The  missionary  personnel  on  the  foreign  field  became  sadly  depleted  through  the 
ravages  of  disease  and  the  infirmities  of  age.  At  least  two  hundred  volunteers 
for  missionary  service  passed  the  age  limit  for  appointment  and  lost  forever  their 
chance  to  go  as  ambassadors  for  Christ.  Because  there  was  no  hope  for  appoint- 
ment, very  few  new  candidates  came  forward  for  appointment  during  this  tragic 
decade.  Now  when  economic  conditions  have  somewhat  improved  and  the  Board 
is  ready  to  send  out  a few  missionary  replacements,  our  supply  of  efficient,  con- 
secrated, prepared  candidates  is  limited. 

Therefore,  we  need  very  much  to  put  on  in  the  colleges,  universities  and 
seminaries  a worthy  and  compelling  program  of  missionary  education.  At  the 
same  time  we  must  create  a body  of  missionary  literature  that  will  equal  the  best 
put  out  by  any  mission  board  in  America.  We  realize,  too,  that  the  missionary 
of  the  future  must  be  carefully  selected,  special  attention  being  given  to  his 
physical,  mental  and  spiritual  qualifications. 

To  do  all  of  these  things,  the  Board  created  the  position  of  Educational 
Secretary  and  elected  Claud  B.  Bowen,  a young  man  of  fine  equipment  and 
splendid  qualifications,  to  fill  this  position.  It  will  be  his  duty  to  seek  out  and 
find  for  us  suitable  men  and  women  for  the  different  kinds  of  work  that  are  to 
be  done  in  the  lands  where  we  are  at  work. 
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THE  1936  BUDGET

Woman’s  Missionary  Union  is  now  paying  the  salaries  of  125  of  our  mis- 
sionaries totaling  $100,000.00.  The  great  sum  of  $140,000.00  above  this,  has 
gone  for  school  and  church  building,  missionary  homes,  debts  on  churches,  litera- 
ture, repairs  on  property,  support  of  Bible  training  schools,  and  for  the  general 
support  and  rehabilitation  of  our  mission  work  in  all  lands. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  W.M.U.  has  saved  the  work  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  from  utter  collapse  and  ruin  during  the  tragic  decade  of  1926-36. 

We  would  record  here  our  inexpressible  gratitude  to  the  women  of  the  South 
for  their  devotion  to  the  cause  of  foreign  missions  and  for  their  generous  sup- 
port in  the  darkest  hours  the  Board  has  faced  since  the  Civil  War.  We  thank 
God  and  take  courage. 

The  objective  of  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  for  the  Christmas  Offering 
of  1935  was  $165,000.00  Up  to  April  15th,  we  had  received  a total  of  $240,- 
000.00,  or  $75,000.00  in  excess  of  the  goal. 

FOREIGN  MISSION  WEEK  AT  RIDGECREST 

The  third  annual  Foreign  Mission  Week  at  Ridgecrest,  August  11-18,  was  a 
wonderful  success.  The  attendance  was  large  and  many  were  kept  away  because 
of  the  limited  hotel  accommodations.  We  greatly  appreciate  the  generous  co- 
operation of  the  Sunday  School  Board  in  making  Foreign  Mission  Week  at 
Ridgecrest  one  of  the  outstanding  events  in  the  life  of  the  denomination. 

GROWING  APPRECIATION  OF  OUR  PUBLICITY  DEPARTMENT 

Two  years  ago,  the  Board  created  a Department  of  Publicity  and  elected 
Miss  Inabelle  G.  Coleman  as  Secretary  of  Publicity.  Much  has  been  accom- 
plished in  these  two  years,  and  largely  because  of  our  new  methods  of  publicity, 
there  has  developed  a new  and  growing  appreciation  of  our  foreign  mission  work. 
The  results  are  seen  in  the  large  number  of  new  missionary  candidates  who  are 
offering  themselves  for  missionary  service  and  in  the  greatly  increased  offerings 
for  all  missionary  work. 

In  an  effort  to  secure  more  accurate  and  worth-while  information  about  our 
work  in  the  Orient,  the  Board  granted  Miss  Coleman  a leave  of  absence  for  five 
months  and  she  is  now  in  the  Orient,  at  her  own  charge  on  a tour  of  our  mis- 
sions and  stations.  We  feel  sure  that  she  will  come  back  with  new  information 
and  inspiration  that  will  result  in  greater  and  more  attractive  publicity  for 
our  foreign  mission  work. 

OUR  FIELD  REPRESENTATIVE 

There  is  a growing  feeling  of  appreciation  for  and  satisfaction  in  the  fine 
work  that  is  being  done  by  Field  Representative,  R.  S.  Jones.  He  is  a faithful 
and  untiring  worker  and  has  traveled  thousands  of  miles  during  the  past  year 
in  the  interests  of  our  Board  and  its  work.  He  has  direct  oversight  of  the 
deputation  work  of  missionaries  on  furlough  and  has  fostered  schools  of  missions 
widely  throughout  the  bounds  of  the  Convention.  We  wish  to  pay  loving  tribute 
to  the  fidelity  and  devotion  of  R.  S.  Jones  to  all  the  work  of  our  Board,  at  home 
and  abroad. 

LOOKING  AHEAD 

During  recent  months  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  through  a special  com- 
mittee, has  made  a careful  and  detailed  study  of  the  minimum  needs  of  each  a 
mission  and  station  in  the  fifteen  foreign  countries  where  we  are  carrying  on 
mission  work.  During  the  past  ten  years  we  have  been  compelled  to  cut  in  a 
very  drastic  way  the  work  in  all  lands.  At  the  same  time  we  have  been  unable 
to  send  any  considerable  number  of  new  missionary  recruits.  The  property  of 
the  Board  has  not  been  repaired  in  any  adequate  way  and  much  of  it  is  rapidly 
going  to  pieces  for  lack  of  repairs. 

At  home  we  have  been  handicapped  with  a parlyzing  debt.  With  all  of  these 
facts  in  view,  the  Board  has  formulated  a minimum  forward  looking  plan  for 
the  next  three  years  ahead.  The  first  item  in  this  program  calls  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt, — all  of  it,  by  the  end  of  the  year  1938.  We  propose  to  set 
aside  for  application  on  the  debt  all  funds  received  from  the  Hundred  Thousand 
Club,  gifts  through  wills  and  annuities  and  all  other  special  gifts  that  can  be 
applied  on  our  debt.  In  addition  to  this,  we  propose  to  put  a definite  and  fixed 
sum  in  the  budget  for  debt  curtailment  so  that  all  of  the  debt  will  be  retired 
within  the  three-year  period. 
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In  the  matter  of  new  missionary  personnel,  we  hope  to  send  out  a sufficient 
number  of  replacements  and  recruits  to  hold  all  mission  stations  until  we  can 
recover  sufficiently  to  advance  on  all  fronts. 

In  the  comprehensive  plan  for  the  next  three  years,  there  is  also  provision  for 
repairs,  equipment  and  rehabilitation  of  our  mission  property  on  all  fields.  It 
is  clearly  understood  that  the  Board  does  not  promise  or  guarantee  the  items 
set  forth  in  this  three-year  plan,  but  sends  it  forth  with  approval  as  an  objective 
toward  which  we  will  strive  for  the  next  three  years.  We  believe  this  plan  is 
reasonable  and  possible  of  attainment  and  we  commend  it  to  the  denomination 
and  to  all  friends  of  foreign  missions  everywhere. 

MISSION  STUDY  BOOKS  AND  HELPS 

The  1935  Mission  Studv  booklet  for  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering, 
entitled  “The  Conquering  Christ,”  by  Inabelle  G.  Coleman,  had  a large  circula- 
tion. About  twenty-eight  thousand  copies  were  distributed  to  the  Woman’s 
Missionary  Union  leaders  and  sold  to  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  organiza- 
tions and  departments. 

It  is  with  joy  that  we  record  the  splendid  acceptance  of  our  first  course  of 
the  graded  series  of  mission  studv  textbooks.  We  published  in  1935,  four  books 
on  Southern  Baptist  Mission  work  in  South  America  as  follows:  “Sharing  with 

Neighbor  America,”  by  W.  C.  Taylor;  “Christ  in  the  Silver  Lands,”  by  J.  C. 
Quarles;  “Guitars  and  Water  Jars,”  bv  South  American  Missionaries;  and 
“The  Sugar  Loaf,”  by  South  American  Missionaries.  The  unusual  demand  for 
the  books  made  necessary  a second  edition  of  the  entire  series.  A third  edition 
of  “Sharing  with  Neighbor  America”  and  “Christ  in  the  Silver  Lands”  will  soon 
be  issued. 

The  second  series  in  the  graded  course  will  be  on  Africa.  The  first  book  in 
the  series,  “Basil  Lee  Lockett — A Beloved  Phvsician,”  bv  his  wife,  Elkin  Light- 
foot  Lockett,  written  for  adults  and  young  people  was  published  in  April.  This 
biography  of  a great  missionary  should  be  studied  by  thousands  of  Southern 
Baptists.  The  other  books  are:  “Southern  Baptists  at  Work  in  Nigeria,”  by 
C.  Sylvester  Green,  for  young  people  and  intermediates.  “The  Topsy  Turvy 
Twins,”  by  Miss  Nan  Weeks,  for  Juniors;  and  “Little  Black  Sunday,”  by  Miss 
Weeks,  for  primaries,  will  be  off  the  press  in  the  early  summer. 

We  announce  the  new  and  up-to-date  edition  of  the  Album  of  Southern  Bap- 
tist Foreign  Missionaries  now  on  sale.  It  contains  a picture  and  a brief  life 
sketch  of  each  missionary.  Every  Southern  Baptist  should  have  a copy  of 
the  Album. 

Attention  is  called  to  free  tracts,  pictures,  posters  and  charts  which  will  be 
serviceable  to  all  classes,  groups  and  individuals  who  are  interested  in  foreign 
missions. 

IN  MEMORIAM 

Mrs.  Alice  Rea  Herring  was  born  at  Sydney,  Australia,  in  1870.  She  re- 
ceived her  early  education  in  the  local  schools  of  Australia.  She  went  out  as  a 
missionary  to  Shanghai  under  the  London  Missionary  Society  in  1893  and  served 
there  until  1896.  She  was  married  to  Dr.  D.  W.  Herring  in  1896,  and  from  that 
time  until  1907  she  served  as  a Gospel  Missionary  at  Chinkiang,  China.  On 
June  19,  1907,  she  was  appointed  as  a missionary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
where  she  served  as  missionary  at  Chengchow,  Interior  China,  until  she  was 
compelled  to  come  home  in  1927  on  account  of  ill  health.  Mrs.  Herring  passed 
away  on  September  15,  1935. 


The  Foreign  Mission  Board  suffered  a severe  loss  in  the  recent  home- 
going of  Dr.  J.  Marcus  Kester,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Wilmington, 
North  Carolina,  which  occurred  at  9:40  o’clock  in  the  morning,  April  1,  at  the 
James  Walker  Memorial  Hospital,  Wilmington.  Doctor  Kester  was  only  forty- 
eight  years  of  age.  Death  came  after  a gallant  six-weeks  fight  with  influenza 
followed  by  pneumonia.  He  was  the  son  of  the  late  Margaret  Byrd  and  John 
Kester.  He  was  born  at  King’s  Mountain,  April  26,  1887.  He  was  educated  in 
the  public  schools  of  North  Carolina,  Mars  Hill  and  Wake  Forest  colleges,  and 
graduated  from  Newton  Theological  Seminary  at  Newton  Center,  Massachusetts. 
He  studied  at  Oxford,  England.  Wake  Forest  conferred  upon  hiin  the  degree 
of  doctor  of  divinity.  Doctor  Kester  had  been  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Wil- 
mington, since  September  1,  1924.  During  1923-24,  he  served  as  educational 
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secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  He  had  served  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  at  Shelby  and  Wilson,  North  Carolina.  He  was  a writer  of  ability,  and 
published  a volume  of  sermons  entitled  “Life  Beyond  Death”  which  received 
wide  recognition.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  nee  Anna  Elizabeth  Lawson,  of 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  to  whom  he  was  married  June,  1915,  and  ten  children. 
Funeral  services  were  conducted  April  2 from  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Wil- 
mington, and  interment  was  in  Oakdale  Cemetery. 

A SURVEY  OF  OUR  MISSION  WORK  IN  LATIN  AMERICA 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  making  a careful  and  accurate  survey  of  its 
work  in  all  lands  so  that  an  intelligent  and  adequate  program  of  rehabilitation 
and  enlargement  con  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  possible.  To  this  end,  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary,  accompanied  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  L.  R.  Scarborough  of  Texas,  will 
sail  from  New  York  on  May  23rd  for  a visit  to  our  mission  work  in  Brazil,  Argen- 
tina, Uruguay,  and  Chile.  Two  months  will  be  spent  in  Brazil,  meeting  with  the 
North  and  South  Brazil  Missions  in  their  annual  meetings,  attending  the  annual 
session  of  the  National  Brazilian  Convention  meeting  in  Recife  in  June,  and  visit- 
ing the  several  stations.  One  month  will  be  spent  in  a survey  of  our  work  in  Ar- 
gentina and  twenty  days  will  be  given  to  the  work  in  Chile.  The  party  will  return 
to  the  United  States  on  October  6th.

IN  AFRICA

The  past  year  has  been  _ one  of  progress^  in  our  Nigerian  Baptist  Mission^ 
Although  the  actual  figures  in  regard  to  the  increase  in  church  membership  are 
not  now  available  we  are  glad  to  report  that  there  has  been  an  increase.  It  is 
always  a joy  when  converts  can  be  won  for  Christ  in  this  land  of  idols  and 
superstition. 

One  great  cause  for  rejoicing  is  the  appointment  of  four  new  missionaries. 
This  brings  our  number  back  to  where  it  used  to  be,  which  means  the  new  ones 
are  filling  the  gaps  made  when,  because  of  ill  health,  some  missionaries  could 
not  return  to  the  field.  We  are  looking  forward  to  the  appointment  of  others 
to  go  into  the  much-needed  places  where  missionaries  have  never  been  located. 
We  want  to  push  forward  and  conquer  new  territory  for  Christ. 

We  are  indeed  very  grateful  for  the  new  home  of  the  Nigerian  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  which  has  been  erected  during  this  year  in  Ogbomoso. 
Up  to  this  time  the  Seminary  has  had  no  home  of  its  own.  First,  it  shared  with 
the  Baptist  College  and  was  somewhat  overshadowed  by  that  institution.  Then, 
it  was  pushed  out  into  down-stairs  rooms  of  missionary  residents.  Since  the 
coming  to  Nigeria  of  Rev.  Christie  Pool  this  new  place  has  been  built  and  dedi- 
cated to  the  important  work  of  training  young  men  for  the  ministry.  One  of 
the  most  crying  needs  of  Nigeria  is  the  need  for  well-trained  native  pastors. 
No  work  can  take  precedence  over  this. 

Another  building  has  been  erected  of  which  we  are  justly  proud — the  chapel 
of  our  Boys’  High  School  in  Abeokuta.  Long  has  the  need  been  felt  for  a place 
where  the  pupils  of  this  school  could  meet  for  chapel  services  and  other  religious 
meetings.  Our  boys  and  girls  need  to  be  surrounded  by  high  ideals,  and  material 
things  are  a great  help  in  spiritual  uplift.  We  believe  that  the  atmosphere  of 
this  chapel  will  aid  in  bringing  our  students  closer  to  God. 

Our  schools,  too,  have  accompfished  great  things  for  Christ.  Quoting  from 
our  Baptist  paper  of  Nigeria:  “We  Baptists  have  no  need  to  hang  our  heads 
in  shame  because  our  schools  are  not  up  to  the  standard,  for  great  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  last  ten  years.  Abundant  evidence  of  this  progress  is 
borne  by  the  fact  that  for  the  year  1935,  in  the  three  areas  of  the  colony, 
Abeokuta  Province  and  Oyo  Province  Baptist  schools  led  all  the  others  in  the 
matter  of  Standard  VI  passes,  which  have  just  been  published.  In  Lagos  area, 
the  Baptist  Academy  led  all  the  schools.  In  Oyo  Province,  the  Ogbomoso 
Baptist  Day  School  is  said  to  have  led  all  others.” 

One  church,  that  of  Olla,  an  out-station  of  Ogbomoso,  had  a glorious  day 
when  ninety-seven  men  and  women  followed  their  Lord  in  baptism.  Some  other 
churches  have  causes  for  praising  God  for  an  increase  in  their  numbers.  We 
have,  however,  lost  by  death,  one  of  our  most  valuable  and  consecrated  workers, 
Pastor  Ajani  of  Ede. 

The  seventeenth  annual  convention  of  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  of 
Nigeria  was  held  April  20,  21,  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Lagos.  A good 
program  was  presented.  Our  women  are  blessed  in  the  leadership  of  Miss  Neale 
C.  Young.  With  her  at  their  head,  the  women  have  accomplished  untold  good 
for  the  Master. 
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Through  the  blessed  ministry  of  healing  the  body,  many  sin-sick  souls  have 
been  led  to  know  Jesus  as  their  Saviour.  The  hospital  is  prospering  under  the 
guidance  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Long  and  Miss  Manley  and  its  influence  is  far-reaching. 

The  orphans’  home  is  proving  to  be  a great  blessing,  and  motherless  babies 
are  finding  a real  mother  in  Miss  Ruth  Kersey  whose  skill  as  a nurse,  coupled 
with  her  sympathy  and  understanding  render  her  eminently  fitted  for  this  worth- 
while task. 

To  uplift  and  help  a people  spiritually,  you  must  also  often  help  them  in  a 
physical  way.  In  just  such  a way  were  the  people  of  Ogbomoso  helped  by  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  McCormick  when  they  arranged  for  a fair  to  be  held  at  the  day  school, 
where  all  people  of  the  town  could  exhibit  their  products,  and  there  the  oppor- 
tunity was  made  to  teach  the  people  some  rules  of  health  and  sanitation.  They 
were  taught  the  danger  of  flies  and  mosquitoes.  The  king  of  this  town  came 
and  was  greatly  impressed  with  the  fact  that  flies  are  harmful  and  gave  his 
order  for  a food-safe  securely  enclosed  with  wire  netting  so  that  flies  could  not 
contaminate  his  food.  He  also  wants  to  screen  part  of  his  house.  No  one  knows 
how  far-reaching  the  gospel  of  cleanliness  will  go  among  these  people  who  know 
not  the  harm  and  dreadful  diseases  caused  by  the  fly  and  mosquito. 

The  leper  work  continues  to  grow.  There  are  about  a hundred  receiving 
treatment  and  a treatment  center  has  been  erected  which  will  be  convenient  and 
make  the  work  much  easier.  Our  hearts  are  lifted  in  thanksgiving  for  the  many 
evidences  of  God’s  blessing  on  the  work  in  Nigeria.  We  press  onward  believing 
he  will  send  forth  more  laborers  to  this  needy  field,  that  the  precious  souls  of 
Nigeria  may  be  gathered  into  his  Kingdom. 

REMEMBERING  WHAT  THE  LORD  OUR  GOD 
HATH  WROUGHT  IN  ARGENTINA

Into  the  fabric  of  our  work  in  1935  have  been  woven  joys  and  sorrows, 
successes  and  seeming  failures,  encouragements  and  disappointments.  But  ever, 
as  we  have  labored  among  the  tangled  threads  we  have  been  conscious  of  the 
presence  of  the  Master-Weaver  and  have  felt  his  guiding  hand. 

While  we  rejoice  over  the  signs  of  steady  progress  in  practically  all  the 
sections  of  our  work,  we  are  saddened  by  the  departure  of  many  true  and 
faithful  laborers,  among  whom  were  our  brethren  R.  M.  Logan  and  Lorenzo 
Igarteburi.  Our  working  force  was  further  reduced  by  the  furlough  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  L.  C.  Quarles,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.  S.  Blair,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  A.  Bowdler, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  B.  W.  Orrick,  and  the  continued  absence  of  Mrs.  F.  J.  Fowler 
whose  health  has  not  permitted  her  return  to  the  field. 

Among  the  encouragements  which  have  gladdened  our  hearts  are  the  acces- 
sion of  Brother  and  Sister  David  to  our  ranks,  the  ordination  of  two  earnest 
and  consecrated  new  pastors,  the  erection  of  one  new  church  building  and  the 
organization  of  two  new  churches — Quilmes  in  the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires, 
and  Carlos  Pellegrini  in  the  Province  of  Santa  Fe.  It  is  heartening  to  report 
an  increase  in  baptisms  and  a net  gain  in  membership. 

One  oustanding  achievement  of  the  past  year  was  the  securing  of  a charter, 
or  “personeria  juridica,”  for  the  River  Plate  Convention.  Rather  the  delegates 
to  our  last  convention  met  and  organized  as  a separate  body  under  the  name 
of  “Confederacion  Evangelica  Bautista,”  drawing  up  a separate  constitution 
and  by-laws  for  this  organization,  which  has  been  recognized  by  the  national 
government  as  a legal  corporation,  with  power  to  hold  and  administer  church 
property  and  other  properties  dedicated  to  Baptist  enterprises  in  the  Argentine 
Republic.  Heretofore  the  only  way  Baptist  church  property  could  be  held 
was  under  the  charter  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  which  was  recognized  in 
this  country  in  1911.  But  there  is  always  a certain  sentiment  against  the 
accumulation  of  properties  by  foreign  corporations,  especially  when  a good  part 
of  the  money  for  them  is  raised  locally.  It  was  not  considered  wise  or  neces- 
sary to  incorporate  the  Convention  as  a convention,  as  this  would  have  made 
necessary  the  intervention  of  government  inspection  in  the  spiritual  work  of 
that  body  and  the  churches,  whereas  the  organization  of  the  “Confederacion” 
co-extension  with  the  Argentine  area  of  the  Convention  necessitates  inspection 
by  the  authorities  only  in  the  matter  of  property  tenure  and  administration. 
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BUENOS  AIRES— SOUTHERN  DISTRICT 

Brother  R.  F.  Elder  has  missionary  oversight  of  this  large  district  where 
are  located  some  of  our  strongest  churches.  Among  them  is  Central  Church 
founded  over  fifty  years  ago  by  Pablo  Besson.  The  encouragements  here  in- 
clude increases  in  attendance  and  contributions,  evangelistic  zeal  and  several 
baptisms. 

Constitution,  the  oldest  church  established  by  Southern  Baptists  is  pro- 
gressing toward  complete  self-support.  Ten  recent  converts  are  receiving  spe- 
cial instruction  prior  to  baptism.  Brother  Jainto,  a converted  priest,  held 
evangelistic  services  which  proved  fruitful. 

La  Plata  Church,  sponsors  one  out-station  and  two  Sunday  schools. 

The  activities  of  the  Adrogue  Church  are  prodigious,  including  seven  out- 
stations  and  eight  Sunday  schools  besides  many  open-air  meetings.  There  is  a 
fine  company  of  young  people,  many  of  whom  are  taking  the  Sunday  school 
teacher’s  normal  course  under  the  direction  of  our  seminary. 

Lanus,  a populous  suburb  of  the  Federal  Capital,  has  two  Baptist  churches. 
One  was  formed  under  the  auspices  of  our  Mission  in  1922.  Later  another 
congregation  organized  on  the  outskirts  of  town.  Brother  Daniel  Daglio  ac- 
cepted the  pastorate  of  both  churches  and  has  succeeded  in  leading  them  in 
constructive  work.  During  1935  he  had  seven  baptisms  in  one  church  and 
nine  in  the  other. 

The  churches  in  Banfield,  Chascomus  and  Berisso  are  going  forward  steadily 
though  slowly.  The  latter,  situated  in  a port  city,  is  in  the  midst  of  a hetero- 
geneous population  abounding  in  needs  and  opportunities.  Open-air  meetings 
and  magic-lantern  pictures  draw  large  crowds.  The  little  Slavic  Baptist  Church 
of  thirty  members  sponsors  activities  among  Russians,  Polacs  and  Ruthenians. 

An  active  young  church  sprang  into  being  in  the  city  of  Quilmes  this  past 
year.  Brother  Fortunate  Videla,  a member  of  the  La  Plata  Church,  located  in 
this  city.  After  a while  our  Baptist  brother  and  his  wife  called  together  the 
believers  who  had  been  converted  through  their  instrumentality.  In  June,  1935, 
seventeen  believers  organized  a Baptist  church.  Since  then  thirteen  others  have 
been  baptized. 

In  Lincoln  Pastor  Lorenzo  Mongay’s  poor  health  has  retarded  his  activities. 
His  capable  wife,  aided  by  the  young  people,  maintains  an  out-station  in  Roberts 
and  visits  other  towns. 


BUENOS  AIRES— WESTERN  DISTRICT 


Since  Brother  Logan’s  death,  Missionary  Elder  has  co-operated  with  the 
pastors  and  churches  of  this  district. 

The  South  Church,,  the  oldest  congregation  in  this  group  and  second  oldest 
in  the  entire  Republic,  is  shepherded  by  Brother  Juan  Marlnez.  Like  the  great 
missionary,  William  Carey,  Brother  Marlnez  “cobbles  shoes  to  pay  expenses” 
while  he  carries  on  his  vrork  of  preaching  the  gospel. 

The  Southwest  Church  is  one  of  our  very  best.  Pastor  Carlos  de  la  Torre 
is  a strong  man  intellectually  and  spiritually.  The  church  celebrated  its  silver 
jubilee  last  year  with  appropriate  services.  Naturally  there  was  special  refer- 
ence to  Brother  and  Sister  Logan,  to  whom  they  owe  so  much.  This  church  has 
the  largest  young  people’s  organization  in  our  convention.  The  secretary  reports 
eighteen  baptisms.  Mrs.  Logan  devotes  time  and  energy  to  the  work  of  this 

church.  __  _.  ^ 

In  all  the  churches  throughout  the  Buenos  Aires — Western  District— there 
is,  among  the  leaders,  an  earnest  spirit  of  loyalty  and  consecration  which 
promises  increasing  success  in  the  work.  Despite  financial  problems  and  the 
limited  number  of  leaders,  the  missionaries  and  native  pastors  are  pressing 
bravely  on.  This  is  true  in  the  churches  of  Velez  Sarsfield,  Neuva  Chicago, 
Ramos  and  in  the  Floresta  church.  In  this  latter  field,  Missionary  Elder  has  been 
serving  as  pastor  during  the  absence  of  Brother  L.  C.  Quarles. 

The  Pergamino  Church  continues  to  prosper  under  the  guidance  of  Brother 
Conrado  Ihlow.  They  have  recently  beautified  their  building,  paid  off  some 
accumulated  taxes,  and  now,  are  planning  an  aggressive  campaign  of  evangeliza- 


tion.

In  the  suburb  of  Villa  Ballester  there  are  two  Baptist  churches, 
congregation  and  the  Spanish-speaking  church.  Tn5m 

An  interesting  work  was  begun  by  a layman  at  San  Jus  to.  Brothei  Juan 
Florio,  of  the  South  Church,  moved  out  there  an/  immediately  began  to  hold 
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meetings  in  his  home.  When  he  built  himself  a home,  he  included  a large  room 
for  the  preaching  of  the  gospel.  The  undertaking  prospered  to  such  an  extent 
that  a church  was  soon  organized  and  Brother  Florio  ordained  as  pastor,  though 
he  continues  to  earn  his  living  as  a mechanic. 

BUENOS  AIRES— NORTHERN  DISTRICT 

The  churches  of  this  district  all  lie  within  the  city  limits,  and  are  under  the 
missionary  supervision  of  Dr.  S.  M.  Sowell.  The  oldest  and  strongest  of  these 
is  the  Once  Church,  founded  by  Brother  Sowell  in  1907.  Pastor  Lorenzo  Pluis 
is  showing  himself  to  be  an  able  shepherd  of  the  flock.  Their  new  building 
is  a great  blessing.  Their  activities  include  five  out-stations,  six  Sunday  schools, 
six  women's  societies  and  two  young  people’s  organizations.  Miss  Mcllroy  is  an 
active  worker  in  this  church. 

Faithful  work  is  being  done  by  the  Caballito  and  Rey  Jesus  churches.  In 
the  latter  a small  Ukranian  congregation  is  permitted  to  hold  services,  while 
the  Once  Church  loans  its  building  to  the  German  Baptist  Church  of  Buenos 

BAHIA  BLANCA  DISTRICT 

Missionary  Erhardt  Swenson  is  doing  a great  work  in  this  thriving  southern 
field.  Brother  and  Sister  Swenson  though  duly  appointed  by  our  Board  are 
supported  by  the  Swedish  Baptist  Churches  in  and  around  New  York  City.  In 
spirit  and  methods  they  are  one  with  us,  and  as  true  Christians  and  successful 
missionaries  they  are  an  inspiration. 

In  the  past  year  the  church  in  Bahia  Blanca  finished  paying  for  its  property 
valued  at  twenty  thousand  pesos.  The  church  has  three  out-stations  and  three 
Sunday  schools  with,  flourishing  young  people’s  and  women’s  organizations. 
Brother  Swenson  calls  attention  to  the  many  towns  of  considerable  size  within 
a short  distance  of  Bahia  Blanca,  where  there  is  no  evangelical  work.  With  no 
other  workers  to  help  him,  he  finds  it  impossible  to  reach  further. 

Although  there  is  at  present  no  church  at  Coronei  Pringles  where  Brother 
and  Sister  Newton  worked  so  faithfully,  the  continuance  of  a Sunday  school 
gives  promise  for  the  future  of  our  work  in  that  city  of  12,000  people. 

The  Viilalonga  Church,  made  up  of  Russian-German  farmers  needs  help 
and  encouragement. 

SOUTH  SANTA  FE  DISTRICT 

Let  us  tour  this  district  with  Brother  Sowell  who,  during  Brother  Blair’s 
absence  is  shepherding  this  scattered  flock.  Our  visit  to  the  First  Church  of 
Rosario,  where  Brother  Enrique  Elias  has  been  pastor  for  about  twenty  years, 
leaves  with  us  a picture  of  earnest  Christians  faithfully  carrying  on  the  work 
of  the  various  departments. 

We  are  thrilled  over  the  enthusiasm  in  the  North  District  Church  of  Rosario 
as  the  new  pastor,  Brother  Jacinto  Feran,  a converted  priest,  leads  his  members 
into  larger  service. 

Wherever  we  go — to  the  loyal  Arroyito  Church,  or  to  the  little  group  at 
Alcorta,  to  the  aggressive  church  of  Echesortu,  or  the  busy  South  District 
Church,  to  the  spiritually  awakened  people  of  the  Rufino  congregation,  or  to 
the  brave  little  company  in  Augustina  rejoicing  over  their  new,  little  brick 
chapel — we  carry  away  a three-fold  impression.  We  are  grateful  for  the 
earnestness  and  consecration  of  the  leaders;  we  rejoice  over  the  loyalty  and  the 
spiritual  growth  of  the  members;  we  are  saddened  by  the  lack  of  laborers  and 
of  funds  for  expanding  the  work. 

NORTH  SANTA  FE  DISTRICT 

A trip  through  this  rich  agricultural  district  with  Brother  Thomas  B. 
Hawkins,  the  energetic  missionary,  would  gladden  the  hearts  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists. In  the  Rafaela  church  there  is  an  evangelistic  zeal  which  is  bearing  fruit. 
With  only  one  visit  a month  from  the  missionary,  the  little  group  in  the  San 
Jorge  church  is  bravely  carrying  on  the  work.  At  El  Trebol,  with  only  one 
monthly  visit  from  Missionary  Hawkins,  there  were  six  baptisms.  Several  compe- 
tent young  men  are  carrying  on  the  work,  and  recently  the  church  bought  and 
paid  for  a piece  of  land  on  which  they  hope  soon  to  build  a chapel.  At  Las  Rosas 
Pastor  Broda  baptized  ten  converts  and  others  are  awaiting  baptisms.  Monthly 
visits  are  made  by  Missionary  Hawkins  to  the  churches  of  Carlos  Pellegrini, 
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workers^  Sastre*  In  a11  these  fields  work  is  retarded  by  the  lack  of  sufficient 

The  oldest  church  in  the  district  of  Santa  Fe,  which  had  its  beginnings  in 
the  work  of  Don  Alberto  Ostermann  and  later  of  Brother  and  Sister  Fowler 
For  about  twenty  years  it  has  been  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Don  Julio  olter* 
mann,  a son  of  Don  Alberto  This  church  is  the  one  that  had  the  largest  number 
of  baptisms  last  year  and  closed  the  year  with  the  largest  membership — an  even 
hundred.  The  pastor  is  a hard  worker  and  self-sacrificing  to  the  extreme. 

The  district  association,  composed  of  the  churches  in  this  district  has  under- 
taken a definite  program  of  evangelization  in  about  a hundred  surrounding 
towns.  The  churches  make  monthly  contributions  to  this  work  and  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society  donates  Bibles,  Testaments  and  Scripture  portions 
Gratifying  results  are  already  visible,  but  there  is  urgent  need  of  another  man* 
equipped  with  an  automobile,  to  follow  up  the  work. 


CORDOBA  DISTRICT 

Here  again  Brother  Sowell  is  having  the  oversight  of  the  work,  Brother 
Blair  being  away. 

Corodoba  City  Church  is  struggling  bravely  to  carry  on  its  own  work  and 
sponsor  two  out-stations.  Its  workers  conduct  three  Sunday  schools,  thus 
laying  foundations  for  the  future. 

Brother  Broda,  while  serving  as  pastor  of  the  San  Francisco  Church,  also 
shepherds  the  flock  at  two  other  centers. 


ENTRE  RIOS  DISTRICT 

Entre  Rios,  said  to  be  the  most  evangelical  province  in  Argentina  is  also 
“the  most  neglected,”  as  far  as  aggressive  missionary  work  is  concerned.  For 
instance:  Gualeguay  and  Gualeguaychu,  cities  of  considerable  size,  have  been 

left  for  the  last  twenty-seven  years  without  any  missionary. 

Parana  church  is  active  in  missionary  work,  conducting  a newly  established 
out-station.  Its  pastor,  Brother  Delio  Coconi,  besides  making  frequent  visits 
to  several  towns,  preaches  regularly  in  the  prison. 

Brother  Adam  Wolf  who  recently  assumed  the  pastorate  of  the  Concordia 
Church  is  a graduate  of  our  Buenos  Aires  seminary.  Under  his  able  leadership 
this  church  and  the  church  at  Federacion  are  pressing  forward  with  new  courage 
and  zeal. 

A great  missionary  power  in  Entre  Rios  is  our  Brother  Frederico  Leimann — 
an  itinerant  pastor-evangelist  among  the  Germans  and  Russian-Germans.  He 
serves  as  pastor  of  four  churches  in  Entre  Rios  and  one  in  Uruguay.  This  work 
also  reaches  out  to  the  Indian  population. 

THE  ANDEAN  DISTRICT 

This  district  is  still  under  the  supervision  of  Brother  and  Sister  J.  C.  Quarles. 
The  missionaries  have  tried  to  keep  in  close  and  sympathetic  touch  with  the 
entire  field,  and  during  the  year  have  visited  all  the  churches  and  practically 
all  the  out-stations.  Their  oversight  has  been  close  enough  to  know  that  the 
pastors  are  working  faithfully  and  the  women’s  organizations  functioning  nobly. 

The  missionary  of  the  district  is  serving  as  pastor  of  the  Godoy  Curz  Church. 
The  chief  pastoral  concern  has  been  building  up  the  spiritual  life  of  the  church 
members,  though  the  evangelistic  note  has  not  been  omitted,  nor  are  the  un- 
saved lacking  in  the  meetings.  All  accessions  during  the  year  have  been  by 
baptism-thirteen  in  number. 

Pastor  Enrique  Corrales  began  the  year  1935  with  a tent  campaign  in  the 
San-Rafael  Church,  in  which  the  missionary  and  other  pastors  of  Cuyo  helped. 

Brother  Corrales  is  also  pastor  of  the  Monte  Coman  Church.  He  manages 
to  visit  this  congregation  once  each  week,  but  much  of  the  work  must  be  done 
by  local  laymen. 

The  little  church  at  General  San  Martin  seems  to  have  taken  on  new  life. 
The  missionary,  who  is  their  nominal  pastor,  can  visit  them  only  once  a month, 
but  a very  capable  member  of  the  Godoy  Cruz  Church  preaches  there  every 
Thursday  night,  and  with  gratifying  results. 

Brother  Felipe  Martinez  carries  the  burden  of  our  three  churches  in  the 
Province  of  San  Juan,  devoting  the  major  portion  of  his  time  to  the  pastorate 
in  San  Juan  city.  We  have  reason  to  fear  that  because  of  the  poverty  of  his 
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congregation,  this  faithful  pastor  is  unable  to  have  either  the  quantity  or 
quality  of  food  he  requires.  Surely  this  earnest  laborer  is  “worthy  of  his  hire.” 

“When  thy  heart  with  joy  o’er  flowing, 

Breathes  a thankful  prayer, 

In  thy  joy,  Oh  let  thy  brother 
With  thee  share.” 

Located  in  an  environment  where  moral  standards  are  low,  the  church  at 
Algarrobo  Verde  needs  constant  and  strong  leadership  to  enable  it  to  be  true 
to  Christian  ideals  of  conduct  and  to  enable  it  to  be  a power  for  righteousness. 

Brother  Martinez,  along  with  his  care  of  three  organized  churches  preaches 
in  many  outlying  communities.  There  is  great  need  for  a man  to  carry  on  the 
small-town  work,  thus  leaving  Brother  Martinez  free  to  concentrate  on  the  work 
in  the  city  with  its  fifty-thousand  unevangelized  people. 

The  Baptist  Convention  of  Cuyo,  with  its  pastor’s  conference  and  its  organ- 
ized women’s  work  is  a power  in  the  hands  of  the  missionaries.  At  the  recent 
session  Brother  Quarles  was  re-elected  president,  and  Mrs.  Quarles  superinten- 
dent of  the  work  among  the  women. 

RIO  NEGRO,  NEUQUEN  AND  GHUBUT  DISTRICT 

Being  the  newest  of  all,  the  work  begun  by  Brother  and  Sister  Bowdler  in 
Northern  Patagonia  has  special  interest  for  us.  Brother  Juan  Pluis,  a native 
of  Holland,  reared  in  the  Argentine  and  trained  in  our  seminary,  went  down 
to  co-operate  with  him.  Working  together  they  have  explored  well  their  terri- 
tory. Visiting  all  the  principal  centers  of  population,  they  have  established  regu- 
lar services  in  four  towns.  The  workers  are  even  in  contact  with  the  Araucanian 
tribes  to  the  south  in  Chubut. 

This  new  field  being  opened  by  the  Bowdlers  is  located  some  four  hundred 
miles  west  of  Bahia  Blanca,  where  their  nearest  missionary  neighbors  live. 

THE  ORIENTAL  REPUBLIC  OF  URUGUAY 

Toward  the  end  of  1934  Brother  Ricardo  Alvarez  accepted  the  pastorate  of 
the  First  Church  of  Montevideo.  The  Bethel  Church,  of  Montevideo  decided  to 
disband,  the  members  going  back  to  the  First  Church,  which  reports  twelve  bap- 
tisms, with  twenty-four  received  by  letter  (chiefly  from  the  disbanded  Bethel 
Church). 

In  North  Radius  Church  there  has  been  progress  toward  self-support;  the 
church  is  showing  greater  interest  in  missionary  undertakings.  Besides  a regu- 
lar out-station,  they  are  beginning  to  reach  out  as  far  as  the  Brazilian  border. 
They  report  eighteen  baptisms,  with  ten  received  by  letter,  one  on  testimony 
and  two  restorations. 

The  two  Montevideo  churches  decided  to  get  behind  the  work  in  Minas. 
The  congregation  is  increasing,  and  the  work  has  extended  to  a neighboring 
village  where  they  have  a good  preaching  service  and  a Sunday  school.  Pastor 
Marinelli  writes  of  the  conversion  of  a rich  young  man,  whom  the  doctors  in 
Minas  and  Montevideo  had  considered  hopelessly  demented,  but  who  since  his 
conversion  has  become  perfectly  sane.  The  case  has  attracted  the  attention 
of  the  local  doctors,  the  local  priest  and  of  the  Catholics  of  the  town. 

THE  RIVER  PLATE  MISSION  BOARD 

Our  churches  are  very  missionary  in  spirit.  At  the  head  of  the  actual  work 
in  these  home  and  foreign  fields  are  two  native  sons,  who  are  proving  equal 
to  their  great  tasks. 

Brother  Pedro  Annoni,  missionary  in  Corrientes,  is  a native  Paraguayan  who 
speaks  Spanish  and  Guarani — useful  in  his  field.  He  is  a fine  product  of  our 
local  missionary  endeavor.  Besides  ministering  to  the  church  in  the  capital, 
Brother  Annoni  has  established  a work  in  two  nearby  towns,  and  across  the 
river  in  Barranquerds. 

We  are  distressed  to  report  that  the  active  commercial  center,  Presidencie 
Saenz  Pena  in  the  very  heart  of  the  Chaco,  has  no  missionary  worker.  We  own 
a small  property  there,  and  another  worker  should  be  located  in  this  town  of 
increasing  importance.  By  strengthening  the  work  of  our  native  mission  board 
we  shall  be  able  to  expand  our  wrork  among  the  “colonies”  of  foreign-born  agri- 
culturists. 
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During  the  recent  war  between  Bolivia  and  Paraguay  the  Asuncion  church, 
and  its  pastor,  Celestme  Ermili,  have  ministered  nobly  to  sick  and  wounded 
prisoners  ol  war.  Under  these  circumstances  extension  work  was  greatlv  re- 
tarded. & J 


PUBLICATION  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  LITERATURE 

For  years  our  publication  work  has  been  conducted  through  the  Board  of 
Publication  of  the  River  Plate  Convention,  though  the  manager  has  been  a mis- 
sionary elected  by  the  Board.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  Brother  Logan  headed 
this  work  aided  efficiently  by  Miss  Mcllroy.  Through  his  able  administration 
the  book  concern  survived  the  period  of  financial  stringency.  Brother  Elder  who 
succeeded  him  maintained  the  same  wise  policies,  and  now,  during  Brother 
Elder’s  furlough,  Brother  Daniel  Daglio  is  in  charge.  This  consecrated  brother 
trained  in  our  seminary  and  in  the  offices  of  the  Publication  Board,  is  also  the 
successful  pastor  of  two  churches  and  professor  in  our  theological  seminary. 
We  are  justly  proud  of  his  attainments. 

A gift  from  the  Lottie  Moon  offering  was  a welcome  addition  to  the  small 
amount  granted  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  publication  work.  The  fol- 
lowing new  books  have  been  published: 

1.  A word  edition  of  10,000  copies  of  our  hymnal. 

2.  Enzo,  a religious  novel  by  Celii,  dealing  with  the  times  of  the  Italian 
Inquisition. 

3.  El  Triunfo  de  la  Pureza  (“The  Triumph  of  Purity”),  a series  of  broad- 
cast addresses  to  young  people,  given  by  Pastor  Santiago  Cancliiii. 

4.  Cartas  a Una  Enamorada  (“Letters  to  a Girl  in  Love”),  by  Senora  Augus- 
tina  V.  deCanclini,  a book  for  girls,  dealing  from  a Christian  point  of  view  with 
the  problems  of  love,  courtship  and  marriage. 

5.  A new  venture  which  has  been  eminently  successful,  was  the  publica- 
tion of  Scripture  postcards  and  wall-texts. 

The  present  colportage  force  consists  of  only  one  man,  Sr.  Luis  Marinelli, 
who  works  in  the  cities  of  Buenos  Aires,  La  Plata  and  neighboring  towns. 

The  Sunday  school  literature  edited  by  the  Baptist  Publication  House  in 
El  Paso,  Texas,  for  which  we  serve  as  distributors,  is  filling  a notable  mission 
in  moulding  the  thoughts  of  thousands  of  young  people. 


OUR  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

This  institution  is  the  only  school  with  which  our  Mission  co-operates.  For 
many  years  it  was  managed  directly  by  the  Mission,  but  now  under  the  Educa- 
tional Board  of  our  River  Plate  Convention.  On  this  Board  are  several  mis- 
sionaries, elected  not  as  missionaries  but  rather  as  members  of  churches  of  the 

convention. 

Because  of  insufficient  financial  support,  the  Seminary  functioned  during 
the  year  only  as  a night  school.  Twenty-three  students  were  enrolled,  eight  of 
whom  were  young  ladies.  Of  the  men  only  four  are  taking  the  full  course  with 
a view  to  the  pastorate.  One  of  these,  Sr.  Francisco  Macias,  is  in  charge  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  work  in  Villa  Ballester.  The  rest  of  the  students  are  taking 
the  shorter  Bible  course  designed  for  workers  in  Sunday  schools  and  churches. 
The  teaching  force  during  the  past  year  consisted  of  Brother  Sowell,  as  director, 
and  Brethren  Elder,  Rodriguez  and  Pluis.  The  institution  had  a good  year, 
though  night  classes  do  not  adequately  cover  our  needs. 


CONCLUSION 

The  great  opportunities  and  needs  stand  out  before  us.  There  are  many 
wide-open  doors.  It  is  easier  to  get  an  audience  to  preach  to  than  it  was  years 
ago.  Yet  the  field  as  a whole  is  hardly  touched.  Some  of  our  workers  need 
more  material  help,  as  they  are  reduced  to  the  barest  necessities  of  life.  . In 
other  cases  with  a little  more  equipment,  they  could  double  their  activities. 
The  field  is  surely  white  unto  harvest,  and  workers  are  woefully  few.

Some  years  of  mission  work  are  marked  by  a steady  development  and  a slight 
progress;  others  are  characterized  by  almost  no  increase  in  numbers  but  by 
a systematic  conservation  of  that  gained;  while  in  other  periods  of  twelve 
months,  the  work  seems  to  go  forward  with  great  strides — new  territory  opened 
up,  new  policies  developed,  and  new  conquests  made  in  the  name  of  the  Saviour. 
The  latter  characteristics  are  true  of  the  year  1935  for  the  12,000  Baptists  of 
North  Brazil.  The  1,016  baptisms  are  the  result  of  long,  tiring  trips  by  Mr. 
Nelson  on  the  Amazon,  the  Madeira,  the  Tapajoz,  or  the  Tocantins  Rivers; 
by  the  Stapps  as  they  ride  truck,  omnibus,  burro  or  car  for  long  miles  over 
Parahyba  and  Rio  Grande  do  Norte;  by  missionaries  Nobre  and  Calheiros  and 
Daniel  in  indefatigably  preaching;  by  L.  L.  Johnson  and  John  L.  Bice,  ever 
pushing  back  the  frontiers  in  Pernambuco  and  Alagoas;  by  Amorim  and  Paulo 
Silva,  strengthening  scattered  believers  in  woods,  towns,  and  farms  in  Bahia; 
by  Macedo  and  Antonio  Viegas,  riding  month  after  month  without  seeing  home 
and  families  in  Piauhy,  and  by  the  daily  witnessing  of  a host  of  faithful  Chris- 
tians in  all  the  twelve  states  of  North  Brazil. 

Educationally,  the  strides  have  been  great  indeed.  The  Baptist  Industrial 
Institute  in  Corrente  paid  in  full  a debt  of  long  standing  and  made  definite  plans 
for  official  affiliation;  Bahia  launched  on  its  building  campaign  for  the  erection 
of  a modern  domestic  science  school  and  hostel  for  girls;  White  Memorial  in 
Maceio  received  funds  for  enlargement  and  repairs;  Recife  school  adopted  an 
entirely  new  basis  in  which  the  old  part-time  teachers  were  substituted  by  four- 
teen full-time  teachers;  the  normal  course  was  affiliated  with  the  government, 
thus  giving  new  impetus  to  our  Training  School,  for  teachers  now  graduated 
from  our  school  are  eligible  to  teach  in  all  public  schools.  The  Seminary  has  an 
increased  enrolment,  a new  spirit  of  co-operation  between  students  and  faculty, 
and  a higher  plane  of  scholarship. 

SPIRITUAL  PEAKS 

New  Missionaries.  When  Dr.  W.  C.  Taylor  was  called  as  Secretary  of  Latin 
America,  North  Brazilian  Baptists  felt  a keen  loss,  but  we  rejoice  that  other 
South  American  Baptists  enjoy  his  counsel  and  fellowship. 

In  February  the  L.  L.. Johnsons  returned  from  furlough,  well  and  rested,  to 
take  up  at  once  many  hard  tasks  in  Recife  and  neighboring  states. 

In  March,  Miss  Onis  Vineyard  of  Del  Rio,  Texas,  came  out  independently  and 
has  been  of  much  help  in  office  and  classroom. 

We  rejoice  with  Bahia  Baptists  over  the  arrival  of  a new  missionary,  Miss 
Alberta  Steward,  and  the  return  of  the  Whites. 

In  November,  Miss  Adele  Lain  who  had  been  with  us  for  two  years  in  Recife, 
went  home  for  her  first  furlough. 

As  a final  blessing  of  1935,  our  heavenly  Father  answered  our  prayers  by 
sending  Miss  Bertha  Hunt  again  to  Recife  to  direct  our  primary  school. 

Fraternization.  In  1922,  due  to  differences  of  opinion  among  the  mission- 
aries as  to  direction  of  the  work,  a group  of  Baptist  pastors  in  Pernambuco  and 
Bahia  led  their  churches  in  a withdrawal  from  the  convention  and  in  organiza- 
tion of  other  conventions.  The  cause  suffered  greatly,  because  of  this  division, 
but  the  passing  years  have  cured  many  old  wounds,  and  1935  marked  a year  of 
happy  reconciliation.  Most  of  the  churches  voted  to  renew  fellowship,  and  a 
large  number  were  readmitted  to  the  convention. 

Our  Boards  in  North  Brazil.  In  June  the  Brazilian  Foreign  Mission  Board 
brought  Brother  Antonio  Mauricio,  our  veteran  missionary  to  Portugal,  back  to 
Brazil  that  he  might  enlighten  our  people  as  to  the  work  of  our  nine  churches  in 
the  mother  country.  For  ten  days  during  our  annual  assembly  in  Recife,  he 
spoke  twice  daily  of  the  heroic  struggles  and  faithful  Christian  examples  of  the 
Portuguese  brethren.  The  delightful  personality  of  Brother  Mauricio  as  well  as 
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his  unusual  ideals  of  purity  and  faith  left  their  impression  on  believers  from 
the  mighty  Amazon  to  the  old  Catholic  capital  of  Bahia 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  as  its  chief  project  the  evangelization  of  the 
uncivilized  Indians  and  the  civilized  peoples  of  the  far  interior  of  three  northern 
states.  This  work  has  created  so  much  interest  and  has  opened  so  many  oppor- 
tunities that  fourteen  workers  now  labor  in  these  difficult  fields  under  the  direc- 
tion  of  the  Board.  A couple  from  Piauhy  went  out  this  year  to  represent  the 
Home  Mission  Board  m a far-away  center  on  one  of  the  tributaries  of  the  San 
Fiancisco  River,  in  Bahia.  With  Paul  they  can  say,  “So  have  I strived  to 
preach  the  Gospel,  not  where  Christ  was  already  named  . . (Romans  15: 

ZU ) • 


Our  Needs.  Prayers  for  the  Holy  Spirit’s  Power  among  the  teachers  and 
students  of  all  our  denominational  schools,  with  special  thought  to  the  large  un- 
saved student  body  of  Recife;  adequate  housing  for  our  North  Brazil  Seminary 
and  Training  School;  missionary  leadership  in  the  six  northern  states  which 
have  no  resident  missionaries. 


THE  FIELDS 

Bahia.  One  year  in  his  active  ministry  Solomon  Ginsburg  resolved  prayer- 
fully to  baptize  a thousand  souls  in  this  mighty  state  whose  area  is  equal  to 
that  of  Texas.  He  fulfilled  his  resolution,  but  for  lack  of  workers  many  of  those 
baptized  have  not  been  nurtured  in  the  faith  and  instructed  in  the  word. 

Until  October,  1935,  the  work  of  the  capital  city  was  directed  by  Miss  Pauline 
White  alone.  Then  Mr.  and  Mrs.  White  and  Miss  Steward  arrived  in  that 
famous  old  Catholic  center  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  cathedrals  and 
chapels.  Gifts  from  Southern  Baptists  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  adequate 
building  for  Dois  de  Julho  Church  have  stimulated  that  group  to  earnest  effort. 
In  May  of  1935  prolonged  heavy  rains  and  floods  wrecked  thousands  of  homes 
in  the  city  of  Bahia,  and  our  Baptist  property  suffered  like  fate  with  its  neigh- 
bors. The  domestic  science  classes  were  suspended  for  lack  of  a suitable  loca- 
tion, but  now  plans  have  been  formulated  to  open  a school  of  domestic  science 
in  the  city  and  operate  in  connection  with  it  a hostel  for  Christian  school  girls. 

In  Jaguaquara,  once  the  center  of  a rich  agricultural  district,  and  a promis- 
ing commercial  trade,  F.  W.  Taylor  did  a monumental  piece  of  work,  building  up 
Taylor-Egydio  School.  On  the  immense  hill  where  the  Catholic  cathedral  reared 
its  massive  towers  he  built  a humble  school-house  that  overlooked  the  surround- 
ing farms  for  miles.  His  educational  methods  and  high  moral  standards  became 
so  outstanding  that  his  school  grew  in  numbers  and  influence.  Taylor-Egydio 
School  has  left  a deep  impression  on  Christian  life  in  Brazil.  Due  to  commercial 
changes  and  other  circumstances  the  city  of  Jaguaquara  has  been  retrograded  to 
a small,  interior  town  and  the  school  has  now  only  forty-eight  pupils  enrolled. 

Piauhy.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crouch  and  Mr.  Foreman  who  labor  far  inland  are 
without  any  of  the  modern  conveniences  and  equipment  which  we  have  come  to 
consider  so  essential.  Mail  from  the  States  is  considered  to  have  come  rapidly 
in  two  months’  time,  and  letters  posted  in  Brazil  reach  them  only  after  a month 
or  six  weeks.  Mr.  Crouch  and  the  three  native  pastors  do  all  their  traveling 
on  horse  or  muleback,  for  even  a Ford  has  never  stuck  its  impudent  nose 
where  there  are  no  roads.  Pianos,  telephones,  stairways,  ready-made  clothes, 
and  aeroplanes  are  all  features  of  magazine  stories  and  nothing  more.  But  of 
twenty-one  active  churches,  sixteen  are  completely  self-supporting  and  the  others 
are  except  that  they  are  pastored  by  missionaries  or  the  evangelist  supported  by 
mission  funds.  Eight  own  their  houses  of  worship,  and  twenty-four  Sunday 
schools  are  conducted  regularly. 

During  the  John  the  Baptist  holidays  in  June,  an  encampment  held  on  the 
school  grounds  is  an  annual  affair.  Oliviera  Filho,  one  of  Piauhy's  own 
sons,  was  official  preacher  this  year,  and  Miss  Blanche  Simpson,  traveling  secre- 
tary of  the  W.M.U.,  conducted  story  hours  for  the  children  and  classes  for  the 
women.  Hammocks  were  hung  from  every  available  hook,  and  vast  quantity  of 
provisions  were  required  to  feed  the  group  of  three  hundred  Christians  and 
unbelievers  who  came  to  hear  the  good  news.  Immediately  after  the  close  of 
the  encampment  Mr.  Crouch  and  Miss  Simpson  were  a part  of  a small  evan- 
gelistic party  that  traveled  1,500  miles  on  muleback  preaching  in  every  possible 
farm  house,  town,  or  village. 

Corrente  School.  This  excellent  institution  needs(  no  advertising  leaflets, 
for  its  enthusiastic  students  sound  forth  its  praises  from  one  end  of  Piauhy 
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to  the  other.  Its  graduates  include  senators  in  Rio,  doctors  in  Bahia,  lawyers 
in  other  capitals,  teachers  in  various  states,  and  ministers  of  God’s  word  in  all 
parts  of  the  interior.  One  hundred  and  thirteen  were  matriculated  this  year, 
and  plans  are  under  way  to  increase  the  enrolment  by  affiliating  their  normal 
course  with  the  State  Department. 

Alagoas-Sergipe.  As  a result  of  the  prayerful  efforts  of  Mr.  Bice  and  the 
six  ordained  pastors  who  labored  with  him  in  this  promising  field,  there  have 
been  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  baptisms,  bringing  the  membership  up  to  1,476. 
The  churches  all  show  remarkable  progress  in  contributions,  but  only  four  are 
fully  self-supporting.  The  Second  Church  in  Araeaju,  Sergipe,  organized  last 
year,  dedicated  a beautiful  new  temple  to  the  Lord  this  year. 

Alagoas  Schools.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bice  matriculated  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
in  the  Maceio  school,  and  they  give  thanks  to  the  efficient  faculty  of  ten  for 
the  good  year’s  work.  These  exerted  themselves  not  only  in  the  class-room, 
but  at  every  possible  opportunity,  to  win  their  students  to  the  Lord.  The  young, 
inexperienced  principal,  a graduate  of  Recife  school,  proved  to  be  a great  joy, 
for  he  shouldered  responsibility  and  disciplined  the  students  in  an  excellent 
manner.  The  Maceio  school  rejoices  in  reporting  two  parochial  schools  which 
contribute  much  to  the  educational  development  of  the  believers.  Busy  Pastor 
Souza  in  Rio  Largo  interested  that  community  so  whole-heartedly  in  his  church 
school  that  more  than  one  hundred  and  forty  children  studied  during  the  year. 
Dona  Rosa  Pimentel,  the  first  fruit  of  Mr.  Mein’s  preaching  in  Palmeira  dos 
Indios  (a  village  where  he  was  fanatically  persecuted)  returned  to  her  native 
town  after  finishing  Maceio  school  and  the  Training  School,  and  today  has  an 
enlightened  student  body  of  sixty.  Successful  not  only  in  attracting  children 
to  study,  but  also  in  leading  their  mothers  and  fathers  to  give  their  hearts  to  the 
Lord,  she  is  almost  solely  responsible  for  the  strong  congregation  that  expects 
soon  to  be  organised  into  a Baptist  church. 

Pernambuco.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  L.  L.  Johnson,  ever  alert  to 
evangelistic  possibilities,  the  twenty-four  ordained  pastors  and  the  twenty  un- 
ordained seminary  students  as  well  as  a host  of  consecrated  laymen  have  won 
four  hundred  and  nineteen  to  Christ.  These  were  baptized  into  the  forty-eight 
Baptist  churches  in  Pernambuco.  Recife,  the  capital,  a city  of  380,000  popula- 
tion, has  by  far  the  largest  number  of  churches  (thirty-two)  and  yet  these 
are  small  and  each  serves  only  its  own  community. 

The  interior  of  Pernambuco  has  been  evangelized  so  zealously  by  our  circuit 
evangelist,  and  so  many  new  places  have  been  opened  up  for  services  that 
another  state  missionary  will  be  sent  out  this  year  to  help  him.  In  September 
there  was  organized  in  the  small  town  of  Cabrobo,  a church  composed  almost 
entirely  of  farmers  and  their  families  from  a rural  community  outside  the  city 
limits.  When  one  of  the  most  influential  young  men  of  the  neighborhood  accepted 
the  Lord,  he  was  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  win  all  his  friends  and  neighbors. 
In  less  than  a year’s  time  the  community  has  turned  almost  unanimously  from 
Catholicism.  The  church  was  organized  with  thirty-six  members,  only  one  of 
whom  had  ever  heard  the  gospel  before  last  year.  In  December  a church  was 
organized  in  Acahu,  on  a fisherman’s  beach,  which  reaches  a new  section  of 
the  state. 

Parahyba  and  Rio  Grande  do  Norte.  These  two  states  offer  manifold  oppor- 
tunities to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stapp  who  travel  incessantly  to  strengthen  their  ten 
churches,  seven  ordained  preachers  and  twenty-seven  congregations  not  yet 
organized  into  churches.  In  1935  there  were  sixty-five  baptisms  resulting  in  a 
total  membership  of  five  hundred  and  twenty-five.  Mr.  Stapp  writes,  “Our 
most  romantic  experience  was  in  connection  with  the  debate  which  Pastor  Lyra 
had  with  the  Catholic  friar  Damon,  in  Campina  Grande,  the  largest  city  of 
the  state.  The  friar  harried  the  believers  in  every  part  of  the  state,  bragged, 
and  dared  until  we  all  finally  agreed  to  teach  him  a lesson.  Five  thousand  people 
heard  the  debate  which  was  impartially  conducted  and  which  dealt  chiefly  with 
the  belief  in  transubstantiation.  His  arguments  were  futile,  and  banal  in  the 
face  of  the  Word  of  God  which  Pastor  Lyra  quoted  judiciously.  The  friar  has 
been  back  since,  but  he  does  not  speak  in  the  audacious  manner  that  he  did, 
for  he  knows  whom  the  majority  of  hearers  declared  won  the  debate. 

“In  Cajazeiras,  the  largest  city  of  the  far  interior,  we  entered  about  nightfall 
and  had  some  expectation  of  being  driven  out,  for  the  fame  of  the  city  is  that 
they  have  always  been  successful  in  keeping  out  preachers  of  the  gospel.  We 
were  not  sure  that  there  was  a believer  in  town,  but  upon  our  arrival  in  the 
hotel,  the  chauffer  of  the  omnibus  announced  us  in  a loud  voice,  and  we  received 
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the  best  they  had.  That  same  night  we  found  a believer  and  through  him  a 
number  who  were  joining  in  a week  of  prayer,  asking  the  Lord  to  send  them 
a pastor. 

“The  most  astonishing  feature  is  the  work  of  the  First  Baptist  Churches  of 
Campina  Grande  and  Joao  Pessoa,  each  with  about  a hundred  members  and  not  a 
rich  man.  in  either.  Yet  Campina  Grande  has  practically  finished  the  new 
building,  increased  about  twenty-five  per  cent  in  each  department,  and  is  soon 
to  assume  full  support  of  the  pastor.  The  Joao  Pessoa  church  has  doubled  the 
capacity  of  the  building,  has  evangelized  far  and  near,  and  has  paid  its  own 
bills  without  asking  for  outside  help.  We  expected  to  disband  the  church  at 
Guarabira  this  year,  but  instead  we  had  twelve  baptisms  and  a fifty  per  cent 
increase.  Thus  we  start  the  new  year  with  renewed  hope  and  joy.” 

Ceara.  The  state,  recognized  nationally  as  the  center  of  periodical  droughts 
which  cause  large  loss  of  human,  animal,  and  plant  life,  has  at  last  been  suc- 
cored by  the  government  and  there  is  a possibility  for  great  farming  and 
industrial  projects  in  the  interior.  The  capital,  Fortaleza,  third  largest  city 
of  North  Brazil  with  a population  of  over  90,000,  has  one  small  Baptist  church 
of  sixty  members.  No  building,  no  equipment,  inadequate  support,  and  other 
hindrances  to  a healthy  growth  might  have  discouraged  others,  but  Pastor 
Rodrigues  and  wife  labor  prayerfully  onward,  asking  the  Heavenly  Father 
daily  for  a missionary  couple  to  help  evangelize  the  thousands  of  inhabitants  of 
that  large  state. 

Maranhao.  Ten  years  ago  Mr.  L.  L.  Johnson  made  a trip  to  Maranhao  to 
help  solve  a church  problem.  He  was  particularly  impressed  by  a prisoner  who 
had  been  jailed  for  murder  and  given  a long  sentence.  The  prisoner  was 
converted  and,  because  of  good  behavior,  was  allowed  to  attend  church,  un- 
guarded. When  Mr.  Johnson  returned  to  Maranhao  this  year  to  attend  the 
third  state  convention,  he  asked  its  president  about  the  unusual  prisoner  whose 
name  he  had  forgotten.  The  president  did  not  know  the  story,  but  referred  him 
to  the  secretary  of  the  convention  standing  there.  This  gentleman  looked  up  at 
Mr.  Johnson  and  then  with  a smile  replied,  “Sir,  Pm  the  former  prisoner,” 

In  December  they  welcomed  the  coming  of  Pastor  Gabino  Brelaz  to  the  First 
Church  in  the  capital.  For  three  years  the  church  has  been  directed  by  a 
fine  layman  and  had  sent  many  appeals  for  a pastor,  but  only  now  were  their 
prayers  answered.  There  are  about  three  hundred  Baptists  in  Maranhao  and 
seven  churches. 

Para.  The  state  of  Para  has  also  sent  out  appeal  after  appeal  for  workers, 
for  now  that  Catholic  strongholds  are  being  opened  to  the  gospel,  the  two  over- 
worked pastors  in  that  great  state,  beg  for  reinforcements.  The  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  offering  provided  help  for  the  church  building  of  Santarem,  the 
largest  river-town  on  the  Amazon  between  Balem  and  Manaos.  As  the  pastor 
was  directing  the  construction  which  was  being  done  chiefly  by  believers,  his 
tired  heart  stopped  beating,  and  from  the  threshold  of  the  unfinished  temple, 
his  soul  went  out  to  its  Maker.  Mr.  Nelson  hastened  to  console  the  bereaved 
Christians  and  to  finish  the  work  just  laid  down.  The  building  was  dedicated  in 
November,  but  who  will  now  direct  the  pastorless  flock  as  well  as  the  ten  other 
scattered  churches  and  twenty  congregations  of  Para? 

Amazonas.  There  is  no  more  remarkable  growth  of  mission  work  in  Baptist 
history  than  that  accomplished  in  the  forty-five  years  that  the.  Nelsons  have 
worked,  prayed,  struggled,  rejoiced  by  the  mighty  Amazon  and  its  tributaries. 
Today  the  state  of  Amazonas  has  ten  Baptist  churches  with  five  hundred  and 
eighty  members,  and  sixteen  Sunday  schools.  The  First  Baptist  church  of 
Manaos,  perhaps  the  best  organized  and  one  of  the  most  spiritual  in  North 
Brazil,  pastorless  for  several  years,  suffered  greatly  when  their  capable,,  young 
pastor  remained  on  the  field  only  six  months  and  was  forced  to  seek  a different 
climate  for  health’s  sake. 

OUR  INSTITUTIONS 

Recife  School.  This  well  equipped  and  widely  known  school  comprises  the 
eleven  years’  work  which  corresponds  roughly  with  the  States’  primary,  elemen- 
tary, and  high  school.  The  Brazilian  education  system  permits  that  the  stu- 
dent choose  in  the  first  year  of  high  school  his  particular  branch  of  study.  They 
choose  either  gymnasium,  commercial,  normal  school,  domestic  science,  or  relig- 
ious courses.  The  American  Baptist  College  offers  all  these  courses.  We  had 
four  hundred  and  forty-six  matriculated  in  the  whole  school,  with  a splendid 
graduating  class  of  fifteen.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mein  who  had  directed  the  school 
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well,  left  for  their  furlough  in  May.  Since  then  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  E.  Johnson 
have  assumed  the  responsibility  in  a spiritual  and  far-seeing  manner.  A sincere 
group  of  sixteen  teachers,  all  former  graduates  of  our  institution,  have  worked 
loyally  and  devotedly  through  this  year  of  changing  administration,  so  that  a 
bountiful  harvest  is  being  gathered  in  an  increased  enrolment,  better  financial 
condition,  affiliation  of  the  normal  school,  and  strengthening  of  a full-time 
teacher  plan  to  substitute  the  former  part-time  plan. 

The  Seminary.  Mr.  Hayes  who  was  elected  dean  of  the  Seminary  in  Decem- 
ber writes,  “We  have  witnessed  a decided  unification  of  plans  and  are  harmo- 
nious as  a group  of  teachers.  It  is  an  inspiration  to  feel  that  there  is  no  cross 
purpose,  for  it  makes  one  know  that  the  institution  is  being  led  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  No  one  man  or  two  can  be  given  credit  for  this  atmosphere,  it  comes 
directly  from  God.  We  have  had  the  fine  support  of  our  students  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Seminary.  They  were  asked  last  year,  in  a questionnaire,  to 
express  themselves  freely  about  the  institution,  giving  any  helpful  suggestions 
that  might  occur  to  them.  Since  the  replies  were  to  be  anonymous,  there  was 
perfect  liberty  of  expression.  A new  questionnaire  went  forth  this  month  to 
last  year’s  students,  and  the  plan,  which  is  a part  of  a general  policy  of  plac- 
ing on  the  young  men  as  much  responsibility  as  we  can,  seems  to  be  working 
most  helpfully.” 

The  Training  School.  Twelve  young  ladies  took  the  special  course  which 
trains  them  to  assume  places  of  leadership  in  churches,  schools,  hospitals, 
and  home.  Four  of  them  spent  the  three-months’  vacation  traveling  as  field 
workers  for  the  W.M.U.,  directing  classes  for  women  or  D.V.B.S.’s  for  children, 
another  served  as  apprentice  at  the  best  hospital  in  Recife;  one  opened  a paro- 
chial school  in  a country  church,  and  the  others  served  faithfully  in  their  local 
churches.  The  two  graduates,  one  a pastor’s  wife,  recommended  our  work  well. 
For  the  new  year  eight  other  applicants  have  been  accepted. 

CALLING  TO  REMEMBRANCE  GOD'S  BLESSINGS 
IN  SOUTH  BRAZIL

GIVING  LIFE  TO  THE  CROSS 

A wide  expanse  of  waving  palms,  great  areas  of  unexplored  forests,  a long, 
sweeping  coast,  bright  sunshine,  flower-laden  trees,  the  luring  fragrance  of 
jasmine  and  orchids,  a genial  people,  warm  hospitality,  Indian  lore  and  much 
religious  symbolism — this  is  Brazil.  All  these  bespeak  the  charm  and  challenge 
of  your  neighbor,  Southern  America — swept  by  the  same  ocean,  needful  of  the 
same  high  Christian  principles  in  the  daily  life  and  social  fiber  of  its  people. 

Whether  traveling  under  the  open  canopy  of  heaven  at  night  with  the 
southern  cross  above,  or  passing  a lonely  cemetery  with  its  thousands  of  wooden 
crosses,  the  one  thing  always  evident  in  every  part  of  Brazil  is  the  cross.  On  the 
hillsides,  above  hospitals,  schools  or  churches,  over  the  wayside  shrines,  on  the 
altars,  and  in  the  jewelry  shops,  as  well  as  around  the  neck  or  on  the  wrist,  one 
finds  the  cross. 

Stanley  High’s  experience  in  France  could  be  well  repeated  in  Brazil.  Seeing 
a stone  cross  erected  above  a French  village,  he  asked  a farmer  the  meaning 
of  the  cross  erected  there.  The  farmer  replied,  “Oh  that!  I don’t  know  -why 
it  was  put  there.  Years  ago  the  church  erected  it.  I’m  not  sure  that  it  means 
anything  in  particular.”  High’s  comment  was,  “To  men  and  women  who  come 
and  go,  in  the  fields  and  along  the  farms,  it  does  not  mean  ‘anything  in  partic- 
ular.’ The  truth  of  the  matter  is,  it  stands  too  far  above  them.  It  has  no 
relation  to  their  daily  work,  to  the  homes  and  to  the  happiness  of  their  families.” 

This  empty  symbol  of  a decaying  religion  stands  everywhere  in  beautiful 
Brazil  but  has  no  vital  significance  in  the  moral  life  of  the  people,  no  living, 
ever-present  help  to  heal  the  hurt  of  suffering  and  sin.  The  cross,  though  ever 
in  sight,  does  not  signify  salvation  and  sacrifice. 

It  has  been  truthfully  said  that  missionaries  came  to  give  life  to  this  empty 
symbol.  For  fifty-five  years,  the  ambassadors  of  the  King  and  of  Southern 
Baptists  have  tried  to  give  true  meaning  to  that  cross  and  by  making  known 
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the  crucified  but  risen  Christ.  The  American  and  British  Bible  Societies,  the 
seminaries,  our  schools,  the  Publishing  House  and  a noble  host  of  Brazilian  min- 
isters, all  have  had  their  part  in  carrying  the  message  of  the  cross  to  the 
far  recesses  of  Brazil. 

CROSS-CARRYING  DURING  1935 

During  the  past  year  there  was  much  to  inspire  new  hopes  and  make  us 
grateful  to  the  Heavenly  Father.  New  missionaries  arrived — the  first  in  eleven 
years — though  the  number  was  not  enough  to  replace  those  removed  by  death 
and  resignation.  We  rejoice  to  have  the  Olivers  and  Riffeys  among  us.  Miss 
Helen  Bagby  and  Mr.  Blonye  Foreman  were  already  serving  the  field  in  a great 
way  but  have  now  been  appointed.  We  would  pay  high  tribute  to  several  mis- 
sionaries who,  though  they  have  not  been  appointed,  have  served  the  cause  with 
heroism  and  zeal;  the  Harringtons,  Lingerfelts,  Misses  Blanche  Simpson,  Mattie 
Bland,  Alma  Jackson  and  Thelma  Frith. 

We  give  thanks  unto  Him  also  for  the  visit  of  Antonio  Mauricio,  Brazilian 
Baptists’  missionary  to  Portugal,  whose  life  and  work  have  inspired  our  churches. 
The  appointment  of  two  new  Home  Board  missionaries  this  year  has  been  an 
inspiration  especially  to  the  youth.  Two  of  our  fine  girls  go  to  the  far  Interior. 
Beatriz  Silva  will  serve  the  Indian  children  and  Lygia  Castro  will  work  in  the 
town  where  Noemi  Campollo  died.  Noemi  was  the  Brazilian  Home  Board’s  first 
martyr  to  the  Indian  cause.  There  are  eighteen  missionaries  of  this  Board  among 
the  Indians,  foreigners  and  interior  people. 

Our  hearts  were  saddened  during  the  year  when  L.  M.  Reno  was  called  away 
from  the  field  he  had  served  so  nobly  for  more  than  thirty  years.  He  was  an 
affectionate  father,  a royal  friend  and  a remarkable  missionary.  His  consecrated 
wife  continues  his  work  in  the  Victoria  field  and  we  pray  the  Father’s  presence 
with  her  and  the  three  daughters. 

BRAZILIAN  WOMEN  AND  THE  CROSS 

Womanhood  has  always  been  most  zealous  in  honoring  the  cross  of  Jesus, 
and  Brazilian  women  are  no  exception.  No  department  of  our  work  brings  more 
satisfactory  results  than  the  W.M.U.  with  its  fine  headquarters  in  the  Publishing 
House.  Several  field  workers  have  carried  the  good  news  to  places  never  visited 
by  W.M.U.  workers,  and  have  organized  the  women  for  prayer,  giving  and 
serving. 

The  new  Publishing  House  now  being  erected  will  give  ampler  space  to  the 
W.M.U.  Due  to  the  generosity  and  co-operation  of  Southern  women  several 
new  books  and  leaflets  have  been  published. 

Fourteen  thousand  women  and  children,  working  through  six  hundred  and 
forty-eight  missionary  organizations  last  year  carried  the  good  news  into  300,000 
homes.  They  gave  out  145,514  Bibles  and  leaflets.  In  December  their  voices  were 
united  in  prayer  with  the  womanhood  around  the  world.  Children’s  Day  was 
observed  and  our  Sunbeams  did  their  bit  to  help  the  children  of  other  nations. 
The  offering  on  Education  Day  was  sufficient  to  pay  half  the  yearly  expenses 
of  five  ministerial  students. 

HOLDING  UP  THE  CROSS  THROUGH  OUR  SCHOOLS 

Education  and  evangelism  go  hand  in  hand  on  the  mission  field.  It  is  most 
difficult  to  make  steady  and  permanent  progress  without  Christian  schools,  for 
they  break  down  the  prejudice  against  evangelical  Christianity.  They  make 
known  the  gospel  to  a class  who  would  not  enter  our  churches.  Recently  a 
Jewish  boy  entered  a public  gymnasium  in  my  town.  He  had  come  from  our 
Collegio  Baptista  in  Rio.  The  secretary  of  the  gymnasium  said  to  the  boy, 
“What  did  you  learn  in  the  Collegio  Baptista?”  His  answer  was,  “I  learned  to 
pray.  Never  before  did  I know  how  to  carry  a petition  to  God.” 

The  Rio  Collegio  Bapiista  and  Seminary  have  done  more  than  anything  else 
to  make  Baptists  known  in  our  national  capital.  In  this  school  forty  young  men 
are  training  for  the  ministry  and  forty  young  women  for  the  Master’s  service. 
Through  the  summer  many  of  these  are  serving  in  the  W.M.U.  and  the  Daily 
Vacation  Bible  School,  and  carrying  on  colportage  work  and  rendering  other 
services  to  the  denomination.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Watson  are  ministering  through  this 

school  in  a heroic  way.  _ , . , . , T. 

The  Anna  Bagby  School  for  girls  in  Sao  Paulo  has  had  a good  year,  it 
is  housed  in  a beautiful  building  worthy  of  a modern  city  like  Sao  Paulo. 
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The  Bello  Horizonte  Primary  and  Gymnasium  School  has  enlarged  duiing  the 
last  two  years  with  one  of  the  finest  buildings  in  the  state.  There  were  one 
hundred  and  forty-nine  students  enrolled  last  year  in  this  fanatical  center. 

Victoria  School  made  splendid  progress  and  exceeding  all  expectation  in 
enrolment.  Another  Gymnasium  and  Primary  school  of  great  value  to  South 
Brazil  is  at  Porto  Alegre.  Primary  and  Annex  schools  such  as  the  one  at 
Campos  are  of  inestimable  value  to  the  denomination. 

THE  CROSS  AND  THE  WRITTEN  WORD 

If  ninety  per  cent  of  all  learning  is  through  the  eye,  how  shall  we  estimate 
the  value  of  our  Publishing  House  through  thirty-five  years?  Millions  of  pages 
of  literature  have  carried  the  message  of  the  cross  where  feet  could  not  go,  both 
in  Brazil  and  Portugal.  There  is  great  rejoicing  in  all  parts  of  Brazil  that 
the  foundation  has  been  laid  for  a new  and  better  Publishing  House  which  will 
be  the  Baptist  headquarters.  A gift  from  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering  and  from 
Mrs.  Bottoms  made  it  possible  to  begin  construction,  though  there  is  not  enough 
to  finish.  Nor  is  there  anything  for  equipment  or  enlargement.  Estimate  if 
you  can  the  results  of  this  phase  of  our  publication  work,  putting  in  circulation 
during  the  year,  18,189  books,  9,485  booklets,  224,827  tracts,  1,095  Bibles,  2,576 
Gospels,  372,200  copies  of  the  denominational  paper  and  176,800  quarterlies. 

The  Sunday  School  and  B.Y.P.U.  Departments  were  left  without  a worker 
when  Mr.  T.  B.  Stover  assumed  the  direction  of  the  Publishing  House.  There 
are  over  eight  hundred  Sunday  schools  with  an  enrolment  of  50,000  pupils.  A 
regular  organized  training  course  prepares  teachers  for  their  tasks.  In  the 
few  years  that  the  B.Y.P.U.  department  has  had  a study  course,  1,760  diplomas 
and  nearly  as  many  seals  have  been  granted. 

The  Popular  School  or  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  is  well  named.  It  has 
a growing  place  in  the  hearts  of  our  people.  In  the  Holy  Spirit  state  the  Sun- 
day school  attendance  doubled  because  of  one  Vacation  school.  A seminary 
student  has  just  conducted  in  a small  village  a Vacation  school  with  an  attend- 
ance of  one  hundred.  The  Enetes  lead  in  this  work. 

CARRYING  THE  CROSS  INTO  THE  FIELDS 

Espritio  Santo:  The  cross-carrier  on  this  field  during  thirty  years  was  L.  M. 

Reno,  whose  faithful  pilgrimage  ended  a few  months  ago.  The  spiritual  tone  of 
the  Convention  in  the  capital  at  the  close  of  the  year  proved  that  foundations 
were  well  laid.  There  was  no  break  in  the  fine  progress  that  has  ever  character- 
ized Holy  Spirit  state.  Aided  by  noble  Brazilian  helpers,  Mrs.  Reno,  Miss  West 
and  Margaret  Reno  picked  up  where  their  missionary  left  off.  The  fine  new 
school  building  and  beautiful  church  are  monuments  to  Mr.  Reno’s  memory,  and 
we  rejoice  that  his  eyes  beheld  these  victories  before  closing  forever  upon  the 
scenes  of  his  sacrificial  labors. 

During  the  summer,  eight  young  men  from  the  Victoria  school  and  Rio 
seminary  went  throughout  the  state  doing  colportage  and  evangelistic  work. 
Three  women  also  were  sent  out  under  the  W.M.U.  to  conduct  women’s  study 
courses  and  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  The  fifty-nine  churches  in  this 
state  maintain  an  average  of  five  preaching  points  to  the  church.  This  gives 
an  idea  of  the  evangelistic  spirit. 

Federal  District.  It  would  be  hard  to  exaggerate  the  beauty  of  Brazil’s 
national  capital.  In  a thriving  commercial  center  stands  First  Church  with  its 
lovely  edifice  built  by  the  faith  of  F.  F.  Soren  and  the  generosity  of  Mrs. 
Bottoms.  Scattered  throughout  the  city  and  its  suburbs  are  twenty-seven 
other  churches,  one  of  the  greatest  of  which  is  Meyer  Church,  built  while  Dr. 
S.  L.  Watson  was  pastor.  The  fine,  young  Brazilian  who  pastors  it  at  present  is 
Mirando  Pinto,  alumnus  of  William  Jewell  College. 

The  W.  E.  Allens  have  done  a splendid  piece  of  work  in  Ricardo,  a suburb 
of  the  city  with  a large  day  school  in  cinnection  with  the  church  and  many 
phases  of  educational  and  evangelistic  work.  Three  hundred  baptisms  were 
realized  in  Rio  the  past  year. 

Rio  State.  It  was  natural  that  the  gospel  should  spread  from  the  capital  out 
into  the  state,  so  this  is  our  oldest  and  best  developed  field  in  the  South  Brazil 
Mission.  Ninety-seven  churches,  all  self-supporting,  with  nearly  12,000  members 
testify  to  the  faithfulness  of  our  missionaries.  Over  five  hundred  baptisms  were 
recorded  through  the  past  year.  The  Christies  have  given  many  years  of 
service  in  this  state  and  are  aided  by  the  Lingerfelts  in  the  State  school. 
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Minas-Goyaz.  The  immensity  of  these  interior  states,  the  difficulty  of  travel 
and  our  financial  limitation  make  the  work  exceedingly  hard.  Scattered  over 
the  states,  are  groups  of  Christians  who  must  go  years  without  the  Lord’s  Sup- 
per. If  Mr.  Allen  the  state  missionary,  traveled  all  the  time,  he  could  not 
more  than  reach  all  the  churches  once  a year.  There  is  great  need  of  workers 
to  be  stationed  at  different  centers  in  the  interior.  Bello  Horizonte,  the  capital, 
has  two  splendid  churches  with  their  own  buildings.  The  school  has  received 
government  recognition.  Its  new  dormitory  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  build- 
ings in  the  state.  On  this  field  there  are  twenty-eight  churches  with  1 954 
members.  Incomplete  records  give  one  hundred  and  fifty  baptisms  for  1935 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul  in  the  extreme  south  has  a population  mixed  with  for- 
eigners. It  has  many  German  Baptist  churches  in  addition  to  the  Southern  Ban- 
tist  missions.  No  report  came  from  this  field. 

Sao  Paulo  is  our  richest  and  most  advanced  state.  Its  cooler  climate  at- 
tracts the  European  and  American  resident.  Paul  Porter  was  again  elected 
the  state  secretary  and  does  a splendid  work  in  traveling  and  in  radio  evan- 
gelism. At  the  State  Convention  they  reported  over  five  hundred  baptisms,  and 
placed  two  Brazilians  on  the  field  to  evangelize  the  interior.  Good  roads  in 
Sao  Paulo  make  it  easier  to  reach  the  multitudes.  There  are  over  five  thousand 
Baptists  in  Sao  Paulo  under  the  Brazilian  Convention,  and  in  addition  many 
foreign  churches — Letts,  Russians,  and  others. 

Parana-Santa  Catarina  rejoices  in  the  arrival  of  the  Olivers.  The  Deters 
who  have  labored  long  and  nobly  in  this  state  need  the  reinforcement.  The 
thirty-three  churches  report  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  baptisms  in  1935. 
They  have  over  2,000  members.  One  of  the  Rio  churches  recently  sent  a fine 
minister  and  his  wife  to  serve  in  this  state. 

Matto-Grosso  is  an  immense  state  in  the  interior  with  poor  roads  and  un- 
developed conditions.  The  Sherwood  couple  serves  the  eight  churches  of  this 
state,  and  report  forty  baptisms.  There  is  a total  membership  of  about  four 
hundred  Baptists  on  the  field. 


GOD  HATH  WROUGHT  FOR  US  IN  CHILE 

W.  Q.  MAER 

It  has  been  aptly  said,  “the  yardstick  of  notoriety  never  gives  the  true 
measure  of  achievement.”  This,  we  believe,  is  peculiarly  true  of  our  work  for 
God  in  Chile,  for  while  the  results  of  the  year’s  efforts  have  not  been  spec- 
tacular, they  have  exceeded  those  of  the  year  previous. 

The  convention  which  met  in  Santiago  for  the  first  time  proved  to  be  one 
of  the  best  and  most  encouraging  in  the  history  of  our  work.  There  was  a 
decided  atmosphere  of  wholesome  optimism — a spirit  of  courage  and  faith  to 
go  forward  into  larger  and  nobler  undertaking.  Coupled  with  this  was  the  atti- 
tude of  complete  harmony  and  a more  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  the  people 
to  face  the  problems  co-operatively. 

We  were  gratified  to  note  that  the  question  of  self-support  received  more 
serious  consideration  than  heretofore.  In  connection  with  this  problem  a com- 
mittee was  appointed  by  the  convention,  to  work  in  and  with  the  churches 
throughout  the  country.  This  is  the  first  time  that  a definite,  organized  effort 
has  been  put  forward  by  the  native  pastors  and  the  people  themselves  to  bring 
about  self-support.  We  anticipate  advancement  despite  the  very  adverse  eco- 
nomic conditions  of  the  present. 

The  women’s  work  is  healthy  and  progressive.  A fine  spirit  prevails,  and 
in  countless  quiet  ways  these  earnest,  loyal  Christians  are  sowing  seeds  of  evan- 
gelism in  their  homes  and  in  their  communities. 

The  young  people  have  amplified  their  organization  so  that  it  now  includes 
not  only  a general  secretary,  but  also  three  sub-secretaries — one  for  each  dis- 
trict. These  sub-secretaries  visit  the  various  churches,  encouraging  and  helping 
the  local  workers  and  stimulating  the  work.  Brother  Isaac  Valdivia  who  was 
in  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute  of  New  Orleans  for  several  years,  was  named 
general  secretary.  The  work  of  these  four  in  strengthening  the  local  organiza- 
tions is  proving  to  be  of  inestimable  value. 

Our  school  in  Temuco  has  had  a very  successful  year.  We  are  just  now 
completing  additional  classrooms  which  will  make  possible  the  admitting  of  more 
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pupils  thus  enlarging  our  work  and  increasing  our  influence.  Throughout  South 
Chile  this  school  is  widely  known  and  it  enjoys  well-merited  respect  and  prestige. 

Throughout  our  year’s  work,  success  and  seeming  failures,  joys  and  sorrows, 
encouragements  and  disappointments  have  been  mingled,  but  we  steadfastly 
believe  that  all  things  are  working  together  for  good  and  for  the  advancement 
of  Christ’s  Kingdom. 

CALLING  TO  REMEMBRANCE  GOD'S  HELP 
IN  CENTRAL  CHINA 

MRS.  J.  B.  HIPPS 

A reading  of  the  reports  from  the  stations  of  the  Central  China  Mission  gives 
one  a picture  of  a year  characterized  by  steady,  quiet  growth  along  all  lines  of 
endeavor,  marked  again,  as  in  the  preceding  year,  by  increasing  assumption  of 
responsibility  by  Chinese  Christians,  by  additions  to  the  church,  and  by  rein- 
forcement, after  many  years,  of  the  missionary  personnel. 

One  of  the  two  most  significant  events  of  the  year  was  the  visit  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Maddry  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Weatherspoon,  and  “In  matters  of  Mission 
administration,  planning  for  the  future,  making  the  best  of  the  present,  and  in 
deepening  our  convictions  of  the  greatness  of  the  task  in  which  we  are  engaged,” 
writes  Dr.  J.  T.  Williams,  “our  Mission  will  long  remember  the  visit  of  this 
Commission.” 

The  other  outstanding  event  was  the  organization  of  the  Kiangsu  Baptist 
Convention.  This  means  that  all  the  Southern  Baptist  churches  in  the  Province 
of  Kiangsu  have  now  been  united.  One  significant  task  which  this  Convention 
has  undertaken  is  the  administering  of  all  the  funds  to  be  used  in  evangelistic 
work,  whether  these  funds  come  from  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  or  the  Chinese 
churches. 

As  we  look  into  the  future  with  its  uncertain  and  critical  political  aspects, 
we  cannot  but  be  thankful  for  this  interlude  from  serious  outward  disturbance. 
The  people  as  a whole  have  listened  with  an  unusually  willing  ear  to  the  gospel 
message,  perhaps  because  of  the  undercurrent  of  tension  and  anxiety  as  to  the 
future.  Our  faith  is  in  him  who  says  unto  us,  “Go  forward.” 

THE  CHURCHES 

Practically  all  the  churches  report  additions  in  membership  and  increasing 
responsibility  for  evangelism  by  church  members,  la  Cbinkiang  a new  pastor 
has  been  found  for  the  First  Church,  after  their  being  without  one  for  several 
years.  The  Second  Church  reports  that  their  pastor  refused  a very  challenging 
call  to  another  sphere  of  service  to  stay  by  the  church.  Members  of  the  Woman’s 
Missionary  Society  preach  each  day  in  a street  chapel  on  a busy  thoroughfare. 
Work  at  the  out-stations  has  been  carried  on  almost  entirely  by  Chinese  Chris- 
tians. 

In  Wusih,  in  addition  to  the  regular  religious  services  in  the  church,  meet- 
ings are  held  in  the  model  prison,  preaching  is  done  in  tea-shops,  and  there  are 
English  Bible  classes  for  students  from  non-Christian  schools  and  young  business 
men.  The  church  members  contributed  not  only  to  the  church,  but  to  the  bitter 
needs  of  those  about  them. 

In  Yangchow  members  of  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Society  did  voluntary 
preaching  and  distributing  of  tracts  to  the  thousands  of  pilgrims  passing  through 
the  city  on  their  way  to  the  temple  of  the  goddess  of  mercy.  Short-term  Bible 
schools  have  helped  many  in  these  stations. 

In  Shanghai  there  are  Southern  Baptist  churches  in  three  dialects,  Can- 
tonese, Mandarin  and  Wu.  The  First  Baptist  Church  celebrated  a “red  letter 
day”  when  the  deeds  to  the  property  were  turned  over  to  them.  This  church, 
with  its  membership  of  nine  hundred  is  not  only  entirely  self-supporting,  but 
maintains  three  schools  and  has  just  this  year  opened  a Good-will  Center  in 
another  section  of  the  city.  The  Cantonese  Church  carries  on  a clinic  which 
treated  6,100  patients  this  last  year.  It  also  conducts  a free  night  school,  spon- 
sors weekly  services  in  one  of  the  large  hotels,  and  has  a personal  service  band 
whose  aim  is  to  put  every  Christian  to  work.  The  Mandarin  Church,  though 
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small,  is  self-supporting.  In  addition  to  this  church,  work  is  being  done  among 
the  illiterate  Mandarin-speaking  population  by  missionaries  and  volunteer  work- 
ers from  Ming  Jang  School  and  the  Farmers  Bible  School.  The  other  two 
Southern  Baptist  churches  are  in  connection  with  the  Middle  Schools  on  the 
Baptist  Compound  and  University  and  their  work  is  adapted  to  meet  student 
needs. 


THE  SCHOOLS 

All  the  schools  have  been  carrying  on,  some  under  financial  difficulties,  but 
most  of  them  with  increased  enrolment.  The  importance  of  Christian  schools 
was  expressed  by  one  Chinese  pastor  when  he  said,  “If  Christian  schools  are 
closed,  where  are  we  to  send  our  children?”  A good  many  of  the  schools  now 
have  Chinese  principals  and  are  under  Chinese  control.  The  importance  of  this 
is  stressed  by  Dr.  C.  G.  McDaniel,  of  Soochow,  who  writes: 

“The  missionaries  count  themselves  happy  to  work  with  their  Chinese 
brethren  rather  than  over  them.  We  are  happy  to  say  that  the  churches  and 
schools  are  better  directed  by  the  Chinese  than  they  could  possibly  be  by  the 
missionaries,  for  the  Chinese  know  their  own  people  and  know  best  how  to 
serve  them.  I do  not  mean  by  this  that  the  missionary  is  not  as  much  needed 
as  ever.  I am  simply  saying  that  his  work  is  different  in  nature  from  what  it 
used  to  be.  With  native  control  goes  native  support.  We  cannot  expect  Chinese 
to  give  liberally  to  the  support  of  foreign  controlled  institutions.  Like  all  other 
people,  they  wish  to  control  their  own  affairs.  They  realize,  however,  that  self- 
control  calls  for  self-support.” 

All  of  the  schools  report  a fine  spirit  on  the  part  of  students  and  faculty, 
with  a response  to  special  evangelistic  meetings,  and  other  religious  impacts 
which  is  encouraging.  The  Cantonese  School  (Shanghai)  is  rejoicing  in  a splen- 
did new  plant,  after  living  in  crowded  quarters  for  over  twenty-five  years.  All 
of  the  twelve  graduates  from  Ming  Jang  School  (Shanghai)  were  Christians. 
All  of  the  girls  in  Wei  Ling  Academy  (Soochow)  are  enrolled  in  Bible  classes. 
The  students  at  Yates  (Soochow)  are  giving  of  their  time  to  conduct  a free 
night  school  for  poor  children.  Eliza  Yates  School  (Shanghai)  exerts  a special 
influence  through  its  large  music  department,  not  only  in  the  school,  but  in  the 
life  of  the  community  to  which  its  graduates  go.  The  University  of  Shanghai, 
in  addition  to  regular  church  and  prayer  meeting  services,  has  many  small  fel- 
lowship groups  where  it  is  possible  to  exert  personal  religious  influence.  This 
year  again  the  University  has  a record  enrolment. 

In  addition  to  the  Middle  Schools  and  University,  there  are  also  Primary 
Schools,  a W.M.U.  Training  School  for  Women,  and  a Farmers  Bible  School. 

UNIVERSITY  OF  SHANGHAI 

Lillian  Thomason 


May  I begin  my  report  by  expressing  sincere  thanks  for  wonderful,  sustain- 
ing work,  without  which  we  could  not  operate  even  a day?  We  do  thank  you 
heartily.  And  when  our  home  friends  are  expressing  their  appreciation  of  our 
work  here  we  would  recall  to  their  minds  the  work  of  the  Board  upon  which  we 
are  so  largely  dependent.  You  have  been  especially  grand  this  past  year. 

As  librarian  here  at  the  University  of  Shanghai,  I have  under  my  super- 
vision the  libraries  of  the  Middle  School  and  the  Downtown  School  of  Commerce. 
The  duties  though  heavy  and  confining  are  also  a joy  and  my  personal  contacts 
are  many  and  varied.  Of  special  interest  is  a senior  student  who  is  a Catholic. 
He  is  leaving  us  in  February  after  his  graduation.  He  is  very  fine  and  I believe 
he  is  going  out  to.be  a real  power  for  Christ  in  the  finest  Protestant  fashion 
possible.  He  is  alert,  discerning,  and  full  of  the  Spirit  of  Christ. 

A Fellowship  Group  of  twenty-three  young  men  and  women  ranging  from 
freshmen  to  seniors  is  a source  of  great  pleasure  and  opportunity.  Each  Sunday 
evening  they  meet  in  my  little  third  floor  apartment  for  prayer  and  song  ana 
discussion.  It  is  there  we  come  close  to  Jesus,  and  accomplish  much  m the  up- 
building of  strong  Christian  character.  Precious  letters  from  former  members 
tell  me  the  work  is  bearing  fruit  in  many  ways.  There  is  our  dear  David  Ling, 
a Chinese  boy  born  and  reared  in  Java.  Every  influence  of  culture  and  learn- 
ing have  been  given  him  from  childhood,  except  the  one  thing  most  needful 
the  love  and  saving  power  of  Christ.  He  writes  from  Mukden,  where  he  has 
gone  to  accept  a position  with  the  DuPont  Chemical  Company,  The  one  thing 
I most  value  and  miss  is  our  Fellowship  Group.”  It  really  made  a new  man  of 
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him.  And  then  there  is  fine  Graham  Hwang  who  is  now  in  Canton  working  for 
the  Government.  His  letters  are  filled  with  thanks  and  love  for  our  group. 

From  a tiny  two-room  affair  our  library  has  grown  to  be  the  real  heart  of 
the  institution.  We  have  more  than  70,000  books  in  the  main  library  and  keep 
from  six  to  eight  men  busy  day  and  night.  The  reading-room  seats  about  three 
hundred  and  it  is  often  full  to  overflowing.  This  past  Christmas  vacation  the 
library  brought  warmth  and  pleasure  to  those  who  could  not  go  home.  One 
night  we  had  a Christmas  tree  party.  I had  posted  the  invitation,  and  had 
stated  at  the  end,  “Bring  a gift  and  get  a gift.”  I thought  we  would  have  about 
forty  present  but  there  were  one  hundred  and  three.  What  a time  we  had  to 
make  the  refreshments  go  round!  But  we  did,  and  we  had  a joyous  time,  clos- 
ing with  Christmas  hymns.  One  young  girl  with  an  exquisite  voice  sang  most 
impressively  “The  Nativity.”  I went  home  feeling  that  my  gift  of  ten  or  twelve 
dollars  which  “The  Lillian  Thomason  Circle”  of  Port  Arthur,  Texas,  sent  me, 
had  been  well  spent. 

One  of  our  many  activities  is  the  drama.  Through  the  religious  pageant  the 
people  are  able  to  visualize  more  clearly  the  true  teachings  of  Christ.  Each 
year  we  have  two  or  three  of  these  in  addition  to  plays  which  the  dramatic  club 
gives.  This  year  we  presented  “Lady  Precious  Stream,”  done  in  English.  It 
is  a famous  old  Chinese  play  and  the  students  did  it  wonderfully  well, — so  well 
that  they  were  asked  to  repeat  it  in  the  city.  This  play  gave  me  contacts  with 
non-Christians  that  I would  not  otherwise  have  had. 

May  God  strengthen  and  help  us  to  become  more  and  more  efficient  and 
Spirit-filled  that  greater  things  may  be  accomplished. 

PUBLICATION  WORK 

The  China  Baptist  Publication  Society.  Doctor  Williams  reports:  “The  So- 
ciety has  kept  a constant  stream  of  Christian  literature  going  out  to  every 
province  in  China  and  many  other  countries  where  there  are  Chinese.  We  are 
truly  grateful  to  Almighty  God  that  the  stream  of  literature  has  not  dried  up 
during  these  depression  years,  although  we  realize  that  it  is  only  a small  per 
cent  of  what  Southern  Baptists  are  capable  of  doing  and  should  do  for  China. 
The  most  noteworthy  single  thing  accomplished  during  the  year  was  the  com- 
pletion of  the  translation  and  the  printing  in  Chinese  of  Broadus’  Commentary 
on  Matthew.” 

THE  WOMEN'S  WORK 

The  Woman’s  Missionary  Union,  in  celebrating  a centennial  of  effort,  finds 
five  W.M.U.’s  scattered  over  the  whole  of  China,  with  two  hundred  missionary 
societies.  Miss  Watson  writes:  “Surrounded,  pressed  on  every  side  by  millions 
of  non-Christians,  these  groups  of  redeemed  women  are  showing  forth  the  Light 
of  the  world.  From  the  W.M.U.  of  Central  China  Mrs.  Y.  C.  Ling  has  gone  to 
America  to  join  in  the  Shuck  Centennial  Celebration. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

Baptist  Young  People’s  Organisations.  Through  their  promotion  committee 
they  are  supporting  a missionary  in  Manchuria,  who  is  the  only  preacher  among 
60,000  people.  Through  their  own  initiative  they  also  open  afternoon  schools 
for  poor  children,  night  schools  for  older  people,  and  in  many  other  ways  help 
to  share  the  light  they  have  received. 

Medical  Work.  The  Yangchow  Hospital.  We  rejoice  that  due  to  the  strenu- 
ous efforts  of  Doctor  Mewshaw,  the  Yangchow  Hospital  is  practically  ready  for 
reopening.  Patients  to  the  clinic  have  increased  this  year  and  a total  of  2,680 
have  been  treated. 

Mailing  Evangelism  and  Radio  Service.  The  mailing  evangelism,  under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  C.  J.  Lowe,  is  reaching  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  all 
over  China.  Over  40,000  tracts  and  booklets  and  two  hundred  New  Testaments 
and  Bibles  have  been  sent  out.  An  encouraging  response  by  the  Chinese 
churches  is  noted.  A new  thousand  watt  transmitter  has  been  installed  in  the 
Christian  radio  station  (which  is  supported  by  Chinese  Christian  business  men), 
and  as  Shanghai  alone  has  84,000  receiving  sets,  the  opportunity  in  this  field 
is  tremendous.  Over  6,000  tracts  have  been  sent  to  those  reached  by  his 
audience. 
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THE  FUTURE 

We  regret  that  within  the  limits  required  for  this  report,  so  much  of  deep 
and  personal  interest  has  had  to  be  omitted.  We  have  presented  only  the  hie-h 
spots  of  progress.  But  the  picture  will  not  be  complete  if  it  does  not  also  in- 
clude the  sense  of  almost  overwhelming  challenge  which  faces  each  of  us.  The 
statement  of  one  is  echoed  by  all:  “How  I do  wish  I could  multiply  myself,  there 
is  so  much  to  do,  and  there  are  so  few  to  do  it!”  From  practically  every  station 
comes  the  call  for  more  workers,  and  more  funds  to  make  possible  the  opening 
of  new  work. 

Not  only  that,  but  the  political  future  of  China,  in  which  the  whole  world 
is  bound  up,  calls  for  the  deepest  efforts  at  understanding  on  the  part  of  West- 
ern Christians.  It  also  calls  for  the  most  unremitting  efforts  to  build  a new 
world,  Western  and  Eastern,  that  shall  be  Christian  in  all  of  its  aspects. 

YANG-CHOW  STATION 

Edna  Teal 

During  the  last  three  years,  I have  given  practically  all  my  time  to  evan- 
gelistic work  outside  the  South  Gate.  Twice  a week  we  conduct  Bible  study 
classes  for  women.  Personal  work  is  stressed.  In  the  spring  of  1935,  we  opened 
two  day  schools,  one  for  children  from  six  to  twelve  years  of  age,  and  one  for 
girls  from  twelve  to  twenty,  for  one-half  day  study.  There  were  fifty-six  stu- 
dents enrolled.  These  were  free  schools  opened  to  the  children  who  had  not 
had  school  advantages;  but  our  main  object  was  to  give  them  the  gospel.  In 
this  we  have  been  very  successful,  for  we  have  won  the  hearts  of  these  little 
ones,  and  many  of  their  parents  we  trust. 

Mr.  Kwoh,  a tailor,  who  lives  across  the  street  from  the  school,  remarked 
one  day,  that  his  boy  was  very  earnest  for  the  gospel,  for  he  is  always  telling 
some  body  to  not  fuss.  He  said,  the  other  day,  two  people  began  to  fuss  in 
front  of  his  door,  and  that  his  little  boy,  Ch’ang  Seo,  told  them  to  quit  fussing, 
for  that  was  not  the  Jesus  “Way,”  but  that  was  the  devil’s  work.  One  night 
Ch’ang  Seo  knelt  down  by  the  bed,  and  his  mother  asked  him  what  he  was  doing. 
He  said,  “I  am  praying.  I don’t  want  you  and  father  to  burn  incense,  and  to 
worship  idols.”  He  continues  to  plead  with  his  father  and  mother  to  give  up 
gambling,  and  all  idolatry.  His  father’s  heart  is  deeply  touched.  He  says,  “My 
son  is  truly  in  earnest.” 

A Mr.  Wang,  whose  business  is  to  find  a good-luck  place  to  bury  the  dead, 
said,  “You  have  done  good  work  to  open  this  school;  for  I see  such  a great 
difference  in  these  children  already.”  Mr.  Wang’s  little  grandson,  six  years  of 
age  has  memorized  much  scripture,  and  he  sings  hymns  very  well.  Mr.  Wang 
and  his  wife  have  about  decided  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  only  way,  but  realizing 
that  becoming  a Christian  means  abandoning  his  fraudulent  business,  he  has 
not  yet  been  able  to  make  up  his  mind  to  give  up  his  only  way  of  making  a living. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tatum,  Miss  Moorman,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hall  have  been  very  much 
used  of  the  Lord  in  this  important  field,  in  giving  the  true  teaching  of  the 
“Word.”  They  bear  witness  to  the  fact  that  multitudes  have  been  blessed 
through  this  personal  worker’s  place. 

We  praise  the  Lord  for  the  many  opportunities  of  giving  forth  his  word,  and 
for  the  many  souls  saved. 

SOOCHOW  STATION 


Outwardly  the  year’s  history  of  our  Soochow  work  has  differed  very  little 
from  that  of  other  years,  but  a careful  survey  reveals  some  encouraging  ad- 
vances. We  have  more  Christians  than  we  had  a year  ago,  and  in  nearly  all  of 
our  Christians  there  has  been  growth  in  grace.  . 

For  a number  of  years  practically  all  of  our  work  in  Soochow  has  been  under 
the  control  of  the  Chinese.  The  missionaries  count  themselves  happy  to  work 
with  their  Chinese  brethren  rather  than  to  work  over  them.  We  believe  it  is  a 
mark  of  real  development  when  native  pastors  shepherd  the  churches  and 
Chinese  principals  direct  the  affairs  of  our  schools.  The  work  is  better  man- 
aged by  the  Chinese  than  it  could  possibly  be  by  the  missionaries,  for  the 
Chinese  know  their  own  people  and  know  best  how  to  serve  them.  This  does 
not  mean  that  the  missionary  is  not  as  much  needed  as  ever,  but  rather  that 
his  work  is  different  in  nature  from  what  it  used  to  be. 
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With  native  control  goes  native  support.  The  one  promotes  the  other.  Like 
all  other  people,  the  Chinese  like  to  control  their  own  affairs. 

One  of  our  churches  in  Soochow  has  met  all  of  its  current  expenses  for  so 
many  years  that  we  do  not  remember  when  it  last  called  upon  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  for  financial  aid.  The  other  church  is  slowly  but  surely  coming  to 
the  same  position.  Our  primary  schools  are  all  self-supporting,  and  one  of  our 
middle  schools  has  more  than  met  its  current  expenses  for  several  years.  The 
other  middle  school,  owing  to  a set  of  unfortunate  circumstances,  has  had  to 
call  on  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  help  on  current  expenses  this  year. 

It  is  possible  for  middle  schools  in  China  to  support  themselves  from  the 
school  fees,  and  our  schools  have  been  doing  this  for  a number  of  years.  If, 
however,  we  are  to  get  the  largest  and  best  academic  and  spiritual  results  from 
our  middle  schools,  we  shall  need  annual  subsidies  from  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board.  We  do  not  want  to  accept  help  from  the  Chinese  government.  So  far 
as  I know,  all  the  other  standard  middle  schools,  both  government  and  mission, 
have  incomes  from  endowments  or  subsidies  from  mission  boards  or  from  the 
Chinese  government — in  some  instances  from  both.  The  government  is  rightly 
demanding  high  standards  from  mission  middle  schools,  and  this  calls  for  good 
equipment  and  competent  teachers.  These  cost  money.  If  we  insist  upon  every 
student  paying  the  high  tuition  which  we  have  to  charge,  it  means  that  many 
of  the  children  of  our  Christians  have  to  be  turned  away,  which  is  bad  policy. 
If  we  neglect  our  middle  schools,  our  mission  colleges  and  universities  will  soon 
be  filled  with  students  having  no  Christian  background.  This  will  inevitably 
result  in  these  institutions  doing  educational  work  for  its  own  sake,  and  to  the 
Christian  cause  they  will  not  be  worth  the  money  which  foreign  mission  boards 
are  annually  pouring  into  them  for  equipment  and  current  expenses.  I say 
this  because  all  denominations  are  now  neglecting  their  middle  schools  in  order 
to  support  their  colleges. 

Every  year  we  hold  two  revival  services  for  our  students.  The  one  in  the 
spring  of  1935  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Dzao  Sz  Kwang,  pastor-evangelist  of 
Shanghai.  It  was  a good  old-fashioned  revival,  such  as  delights  the  hearts  of 
people  both  in  the  West  and  in  the  East.  Following  the  meeting  there  were 
thirty-two  baptisms. 

The  spirit  in  both  Yates  and  Wei  Ling  Academies  has  been  unusually  fine 
this  year.  We  attribute  much  of  this  to  the  Retreat  that  was  held  for  the 
teachers  of  the  two  schools  just  before  the  work  opened  for  the  fall  term.  In 
Wei  Ling,  largely  through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Ola  Lea,  all  the  girls  in  school 
were  enrolled  in  Bible  classes,  and  are  in  B.Y.P.O.  study  groups.  Miss  Helen 
Yates  has  recently  organized  Circle  No.  2 Women’s  Missionary  Society  among 
the  teachers  in  our  schools.  This  circle  is  flourishing. 

Not  so  high  a percentage  of  the  students  of  Yates  Academy  as  we  should 
like,  are  in  the  voluntary  Bible  classes  and  Sunday  school  classes,  but  a goodly 
number  are  enrolled,  and  are  doing  some  solid  work. 

Here  is  a paragraph  from  Miss  Groves:  “In  Yates  Academy,  where  I have 
labored  for  some  years,  we  have  three  hundred  academy  students  and  two  hun- 
dred primary  students.  The  most  of  these  boys  come  from  non-Christian  homes. 
Our  opportunities  among  them  are  unparalleled.  Our  religious  organizations, 
such  as  the  B.Y.P.O.,  Sunday  school  classes  and  Bible  classes  afford  marvelous 
opportunities  for  witnessing  and  training  for  service,  yet  perhaps  no  greater 
opportunity  than  that  afforded  by  our  daily  lives  and  contacts  with  the  boys  in 
class  work  and  in  social  contacts.” 

Yates  Academy  for  boys  and  Wei  Ling  Academy  for  girls  are  located  on 
opposite  sides  of  the  same  street.  In  these  two  schools,  beginning  with  the 
kindergarten  and  going  through  the  grades  and  through  the  middle  school,  in- 
cluding a night  school,  we  are  in  daily  contact  with  at  least  a thousand  children. 
These  children  represent  all  classes  of  society,  for  the  night  school  is  a free 
school  for  poor  children  taught  by  Yates  Academy  students. 

With  Miss  Lanneau  and  the  McMillans  on  furlough,  Miss  Lea  has  divided 
her  time  between  the  Woman’s  Training  School  in  Shanghai  and  the  Wei  Ling 
Girls’  School  in  Soochow.  Miss  Helen  Yates  is  taking  up  the  work  as  rapidly 
as  her  language  requirements  will  allow.  We  are  grateful  that  in  December 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.  C.  Brittain  arrived  to  take  up  work  in  Yates  Academy.  It  had 
been  so  long  since  any  recruits  had  come  to  Yates  Academy  that  we  could  hardly 
believe  our  own  eyes  when  we  saw  this  fine  young  couple.  They  are  now  hard 
at  work  on  the  language,  and  they  have  already  taken  charge  of  our  church  choir.

During  McMillan’s  absence  on  furlough,  the  primary  school  work  and  evan- 
gelistic work  at  Sin  Min  Zee  and  Bing  Who  Jao  are  being  carried  on  by  his 
Chinese  co-workers.  Every  phase  of  the  work  in  Soochow  misses  the  presence 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McMillan,  and  all  of  us,  Chinese  and  missionaries,  long  for 
their  return. 

The  women  in  our  Soochow  churches  show  their  devotion  to  their  Lord  and 
his  cause  by  regular  attendance  upon  church  services  and  upon  their  own 
woman’s  meeting.  Every  Tuesday  afternoon  if  you  look  into  the  chapel  of  our 
woman’s  building,  you  will  find  a goodly  number  of  earnest  women  met  together 
for  prayer  and  Bible  study. 

By  the  work  being  done  in  the  Christian  schools  and  evangelistic  centers,  the 
five  hundred  thousand  people  of  Soochow  are  being  gradually  evangelized. 


YATES  ACADEMY 

Tstsu  E.  Chen,  Principal 


Yates  Academy  has  passed  a normal  year.  In  every  line  of  work  we  have 
felt  deeply  that  our  heavenly  Father  has  answered  our  prayers  and  bestowed 
his  kind  care.  Owing  to  the  worldwide  financial  depression,  many  private  schools 
have  had  greatly  reduced  enrolments.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  Yates  Academy 
has  gone  on  smoothly  with  its  normal  enrolment.  The  central  location  of  our 
school  and  the  splendid  buildings  and  equipment  acquired  through  long  years 
of  painstaking  efforts  by  the  founder,  Mr.  McDaniel,  have  put  our  school  on  a 
strong  foundation — so  strong  that  it  can  withstand  the  big  storms  of  change. 

When  Doctor  Maddry  visited  us,  we  showed  him  our  buildings,  our  equip- 
ment and  our  work,  and  told  him  of  our  needs.  We  were  very  sorry  that  his 
visit  had  to  be  so  hurried.  He  promised  to  send  us  a family.  In  December  this 
family  came,  and  we  want  to  thank  every  one  who  had  any  part  in  sending  to 
us  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brittain.  Gifted  in  music,  they  are  already  helping  in  our 
music  department,  and  in  our  church  choir.  They  are  now  studying  the  lan- 
guage, and  we  are  looking  forward  to  their  doing  full  work. 

In  May  we  had  an  exhibit  of  our  students’  daily  work  in  all  departments. 
For  three  days  great  throngs  of  parents  and  friends  came  to  see  these  exhibits. 
All  who  came  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  work  that  Yates  Academy  is 
doing. 

During  the  year  the  faculty  and  students  contributed  the  money  for  an 
artesian  well.  The  entire  work,  including  the  tank  and  motor  pump  will  be 
completed  in  time  for  the  spring  term  of  1936. 

We  are  planning  to  celebrate  the  thirtieth  anniversary  of  our  school  in  the 
fall  of  1936.  During  that  celebration  we  are  expecting  our  friends  and  alumni 
to  make  contributions  that  will  enable  us  to  erect  a dormitory  in  keeping  with 
our  other  buildings. 

In  the  early  part  of  September  the  teachers  of  Yates  and  Wei  Ling  Acade- 
mies held  a joint  retreat.  The  Christian  teachers  conducted  the  meetings  for 
two  days.  The  religious  problems  that  confront  the  two  schools  were  discussed 
and  programs  made  out  for  the  work  during  the  fall.  This  retreat  was  so  suc- 
cessful that  we  decided  to  hold  one  at  the  beginning  of  each  term. 

Two  successful  evangelistic  meetings  were  held  during  the  year.  Our  Bible 
classes,  Sunday  school  work,  and  other  religious  activities  have  gone  on  as  usual. 


WEI  LING  GIRLS'  ACADEMY 

Miss  Wang,  Principal 

The  total  enrolment  of  our  student  body  is  three  hundred  and  two.  Ninety 
of  these  are  in  the  junior  middle  school  and  twenty-seven  in  the  senior  middle 
school,  the  rest  are  primaries  and  kindergarten  children.  More  than  thirty  re- 
ceive reduction  in  school  fees.  We  give  the  children  of  pastors  free  tuition  and 
deduct  other  incidental  fees.  The  children  of  our  teachers  pay  a rate  of  one- 
half  tuition.  A number  of  poor  but  worthy  girls  are  given  whole  or  half  scholar- 
ships. There  are  twenty-three  Christians  and  fifty-four  enquirers  among  our 
girls.  In  order  to  maintain  and  develop  a Christian  spirit  we  offer  special  in- 
ducements to  the  children  of  church  members.  * w . T . R ,, 

Academically,  1935  has  been  the  best  year  m the  history  o±  Wei  Ling.  Both 
our  senior  and  middle  school  graduates  stood  well  in  the  government  examina- 
tions. 
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There  has  been  marked  improvement  in  our  religious  work  through  the 
efforts  of  our  religious  director,  Miss  Lea,  who  had  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
the  Christian  teachers.  Before  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  two  days  were 
given  to  a retreat  for  the  spiritual  uplift  of  the  teachers  that  they  might  make 
Christ,  the  Master-teacher,  more  real  to  their  students. 

All  but  one  of  our  full-time  teachers  are  Christians.  Morning  watch  Sunday 
school,  a Sunday  afternoon  prayer  meeting,  and  a daily  chapel  service  are  con- 
ducted by  our  Christian  teachers  for  the  deepening  of  the  spiritual  life  of 
teachers  and  students.  All  of  the  Christian  teachers  with  other  young  women  of 
our  church  have  been  recently  organized  into  a Woman’s  Missionary  Society, 
Number  2,  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Yates.  All  of  our  middle  school  girls 
have  been  enrolled  in  voluntary  Bible  classes,  meeting  twice  a week.  Our  elemen- 
tary girls  have  Bible  stories  twice  a week,  and  the  youngest  children  are  Sun- 
beams. More  than  twenty  girls  were  baptized  during  the  year.  Some  of  our 
older  Christian  girls  have  helped  to  teach  in  the  afternoon  Sunday  schools,  and 
our  student  self-government  association  has  run  a school  for  the  poor  children 
of  our  neighborhood. 

Our  dormitory  accommodations,  bath-room  facilities,  physical  training  ap- 
paratus, musical  facilities  and  library  furnishings  are  sadly  inadequate.  Our 
bath-room,  dining-room  and  kitchen  are  especially  inadequate  and  unattractive. 
These  conditions  repel  some  who  otherwise  would  come  to  us  as  boarders. 

In  closing  our  books  for  the  year  we  find  that  we  have  not  met  our  current 
expenses.  Our  most  urgent  need  is  an  annual  appropriation.  Financially,  it 
has  been  a most  difficult  year.  Academically,  physically  and  spiritually  it  has 
been  one  of  the  most  successful  years.  With  such  good  results  under  poor  con- 
ditions, what  might  we  not  expect  if  these  conditions  could  be  improved? 


WHAT  THE  POWER  OF  GOD  HATH  WROUGHT 
IN  INTERIOR  CHINA 

MRS.  WILSON  FIELDER 

As  one  reads  the  reports  from  the  various  fields  of  labor  in  the  Interior 
China  Mission,  one  is  thrilled  with  the  wonderful  fact  of  the  power  of  God.  As 
we  enter  into  the  thirty-first  anniversary  of  the  Interior  Mission  we  realize 
anew  that  the  righteousness  of  God  has  been  revealed  through  the  years  in  the 
faith  given  his  servants — faith  given  to  our  co-workers  at  home  to  hold  on  in 
time  of  great  depression  and  faith  given  us  on  the  front  lines  to  believe  in  his 
word  as  the  power  for  changing  and  keeping. 

The  Interior  Mission  was  most  fortunate  last  spring  in  having  present  at  its 
annual  meeting  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Maddry,  who  were  visiting  China  in 
the  interest  of  missions.  Their  presence  and  counsel  were  a great  blessing  to 
us,  and  the  memory  of  their  visit  will  linger  to  cheer  us  along  the  way.  Dr. 
J.  T.  Williams,  treasurer  of  our  Mission,  was  present  and  helped  us  with  his 
timely  advice.  Also  Dr.  M.  T.  Rankin,  our  newly  elected  Secretary  for  the 
Orient,  met  with  us.  Coming  among  us  for  the  first  time,  he  won  his  way  into 
our  hearts  and  was  one  with  us. 

A little  more  than  thirty-one  years  ago,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  decided 
to  open  work  in  the  Interior  of  China,  and  sent  its  first  two  missionaries,  Rev. 
W.  W.  Lawton  and  Rev.  W.  E.  Sallee,  in  1904  to  begin  this  new  mission  work. 
Led  by  the  Lord  these  two  missionaries  settled  in  Chengchow,  Honan  Province. 
Through  the  opening  up  of  two  cross-continent  railroads,  Chengchow,  this  sleep- 
ing little  country-town  of  thirty  years  ago,  has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  great 
interior  commercial  cities.  Not  only  have  the  railroads  connected  the  city  up 
with  the  four  points  of  the  compass,  but  airways  have  put  it  within  one  day’s 
travel  of  China’s  farthermost  borders.  From  three  centers  we  are  attempting 
to  reach  the  great  throngs  of  this  city,  with  its  estimated  population  of  more 
than  250,000.  The  city  Church,  which  is  centrally  located  and  self-supporting, 
has  had  a good  year.  Each  of  its  organizations  shows  progress.  Two  revival 
meetings  have  been  held,  one  in  the  spring  and  one  in  the  autumn.  Numbers 
were  saved  at  each  of  these  meetings;  best  of  all  is  the  fact  that  the  revival 
spirit  has  been  present  throughout  the  year  with  souls  being  saved  at  regular 
services.  Inside  the  west  gate  of  the  walled  city  we  have  a chapel  where  there 
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is  regular  preaching  twice  a week,  while  Bible  classes,  prayer  meetings,  and 
other  phases  of  Christian  work  are  conducted  daily.  A third  place,  the  Religious 
Life  Center,  is  located  in  our  downtown  section.  In  this  place  we  have  a book- 
store, reading-rooms  and  guest-rooms.  We  are  asking  the  Lord  to  send  us  a man 
for  this  work  which  presents  boundless  opportunities  among  bankers,  merchants, 
clerks  and  city  officials. 

We  would  call  your  attention  not  only  to  the  city  of  Chengchow  with  its 
unlimited  opportunities  for  mission  work,  but  also  have  you  come  along  with 
us  to  our  country  fields  of  Chengchow  covering  over  six  counties  with  a popula- 
tion of  approximately  2,000,000.  We  have  organized  churches  in  each  of  these 
county  seats.  These  churches  are  opening  up  preaching  chapels  in  towns  and 
villages  throughout  their  districts.  It  calls  for  the  courage  of  the  most  courage- 
ous and  for  the  faith  of  the  most  faithful  when  we  follow  our  Saviour’s  com- 
mands to  lift  up  our  eyes  and  look  on  the  fields,  for  they  are  white  unto  the 
harvest. 

This  year’s  work  has  been  encouraging  not  only  because  of  the  large 
numbers  who  have  been  born  again,  but  also  because  of  the  spiritual  growth 
of  church  members.  An  evidence  of  this  growth  was  seen  in  the  associational 
meeting  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  when  the  churches  agreed  to  assume 
responsibility  for  a definite  portion  of  their  work.  It  has  been  a joy  through  the 
year  to  see  how  these  people  have  responded  in  giving  to  carry  on  their  own 
work.  Two  of  the  churches  have  taken  on  full  self-support.  Another  church 
has  carried  sixty  per  cent  of  its  budget.  The  other  churches  have  gone  for- 
ward with  forty  per  cent  of  their  budgets.  We  are  confidently  expecting  an 
advance  this  next  year  of  ten  per  cent  in  the  churches  that  are  not  fully  self- 
supporting.  Two  of  the  churches  also  support  primary  schools. 

Miss  Katie  Murray,  who  has  just  gone  on  furlough,  has  left  behind  her  a 
year  packed  full  of  glorious  deeds  for  the  Master.  With  a zeal  that  never  tires 
she  has  gone  among  the  women  of  the  country  districts  leading  them  to  know 
her  Saviour  and  teaching  them  to  read  their  Bibles. 

The  year  1935  has  been  a time  of  changes  in  the  personnel  of  Chengchow 
station.  Opportunities  have  been  in  inverse  proportion  to  the  number  of  mis- 
sionaries. We  began  the  year  with  Rev.  Wilson  Fielder  and  Mrs.  Fielder,  Rev. 
Victor  Koon  and  Mrs.  Koon,  Rev.  G.  W.  Strother  and  Mrs.  Strother,  Miss  Katie 
Murray,  and  Miss  Olive  Lawton.  At  our  mission  meeting  in  May  it  was  decided 
that  Rev.  Koon  and  family  be  transferred  to  Harbin,  Manchuria;  Rev.  Strother 
and  family  to  Pochow,  Anhwei;  and  Miss  Olive  Lawton  be  granted  a furlough. 
Miss  Murray  left  in  November  for  furlough.  Thus,  as  the  year  closes,  Cheng- 
chow Station  has  but  one  missionary  preaching  full  time  to  these  two  millions 
of  people.  Nothing  but  faith  in  God  and  trust  in  the  Baptists  of  the  Southland 
keep  our  hearts  encouraged  as  we  see  this  vast  multitude  as  sheep  without  a 
shepherd.  We  were  rejoiced  in  the  coming  of  Doctor  Ayers  and  Mrs.  Ayers  last 
September  to  re-open  the  hospital.  Also,  we  were  made  happy  in  the  return  in 
October  of  Rev.  Phil  White  and  Mrs.  White  to  the  field  for  evangelistic  work. 
The  very  latest  arrival  is  Miss  Genevieve  Trainham,  R.N.,  for  the  medical  work. 
We  are  grateful  for  these  recruits  and  have  full  faith  that  others  are  coming 
out  to  help  us  in  this  needy  field. 

With  the  re-opening  of  the  hospital  we  foresee  the  growth  of  opportunity 
for  the  carrying  on  of  a more  vigorous  evangelistic  program  in  Chengchow.  It 
was  ten  years  ago  that  the  Chengchow  Baptist  Hospital  was  closed,  following  the 
resignations  of  Doctor  Wilkerson  and  Doctor  Pruitt.  Two  years  later,  during  the 
local  civil  wars,  the  hospital  was  looted  of  practically  all  its  equipment,  bince 
that  time  the  mission  has  done  no  medical  work  in  Chengchow. 

Though  several  hundred  out-patients  have  been  seen  and  about  seventy  in- 
patients have  been  treated  during  the  past  three  months,  the  formal  opening  of 
the  hospital  will  not  take  place  until  some  time  after  the  new  year.  We  are 
hoping  by  then  to  have  sufficient  funds  from  the  W.M.U.  and  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  to  secure  enough  equipment  to  enable  us  to  do  more  and  better  work. 

Our  hospital  staff  is  small  in  number  but  great  in  loyalty.  Dr.  Timothy 
L.  Yu,  who  was  connected  with  our  Baptist  hospital  work  in  Shantung  last 
year,  is  rendering  satisfactory  service  with  us  in  Chengchow.  We  have  secured 
the  services  of  a well-trained  native  pharmacist,  native  accountant,  mree  native 
graduate  nurses,  nine  student  nurses,  an  evangelist,  and  a Bible  woman.  With 
this  force  we  have  carried  on  our  work  in  Chengchow  and  have  begun  the 
work  in  Kaifeng  by  holding  a clinic  twice  each  week.

We  believe  we  have  in  Chengchow  one  of  the  greatest  opportunities  in  all 
China  for  medical  mission  work.  However,  before  we  establish  the  hospital 
which  we  should  have  in  this  city  there  are  many  needs  to  be  filled,  many  prob- 
lems to  be  solved,  and  many  difficulties  to  overcome.  Pray  with  us  that  the 
work  shall  be  laid  on  a rock  foundation,  and  that,  in  years  to  come  the  institu- 
tion here  while  curing  diseases  and  relieving  suffering,  may  be  the  means  of 
leading  many  to  a saving  knowledge  of  Christ. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Phil  E.  White  have  been  with  us  for  just  three  months.  Dur- 
ing the  time  they  have  been  occupied  with  the  study  of  the  language,  but  have 
also  taken  advantage  of  many  opportunities  for  work  and  witnessing.  The  con- 
stant press  of  people  on  the  streets  and  in  the  centers  where  fairs  and  markets 
are  held,  affords  times  for  giving  out  tracts,  for  tent  preaching,  and  for  enlisting 
business  men. 

We  all  join  Kaifeng  Station  in  thanksgiving  over  the  improved  health  of  our 
beloved  brother  and  co-worker,  Rev.  W.  W.  Lawton,  Sr.  Note  the  words  of 
praise  from  Mrs.  Lawton  who,  during  this  year  has  had  to  undergo  an  operation 
in  Peiping  Union  Medical  College.  “The  psalmist  of  old  said  ‘0  praise  the  Lord, 
all  ye  nations.’  For  his  loving-kindness  during  the  year  we  have  much  cause 
to  praise  him,  as  we  both  are  now  in  better  health  than  for  a long  time.  Also 
for  the  opportunities  all  around  us  we  praise  him.  Revival  fires  keep  burning, 
and  we  feel  that  all  phases  of  the  work  are  on  a higher  spiritual  plane.” 

Come  with  us  now  for  a visit  to  Drum  Tower  Church  in  Kaifeng  and  hear 
Miss  Walker  tell  of  the  work  there.  “This  year  twenty-six  new  members  have 
been  baptized  at  Drum  Tower  Church.  A large  number  were  asked  to  wait 
until  they  could  give  clearer  evidence  of  having  been  born  again.  The  total 
membership  now  is  sixty-eight  with  sixty-seven  tithers  giving  during  the  year 
$720.00  in  tithes  and  offerings.  A revival  and  sixty-seven  tithers  came  as  a 
result  of  a ‘tither’s  test’  patterned  after  the  homeland  churches.  Pastor  Timothy 
Dzao  of  Shanghai  drew  hundreds  of  Kaifeng  people  to  hear  him  at  Drum  Tower 
Church,  where  he  powerfully  preached  Christ  and  the  cross.  Brother  Fan,  who 
keeps  a food  shop,  closes  his  doors  each  Sunday,  and  takes  his  employees  to 
church.  His  shop  is  attractive  with  Christian  posters,  and  from  these  he  preaches 
to  his  customers.  He  joys  in  keeping  accounts  with  the  Lord  and  faithfully  pay- 
ing his  tithe. 

“The  B.Y.P.U.  and  Sunbeams  of  Drum  Tower  are  giving  the  Christmas  pro- 
gram this  year  and  ‘faithing’  for  $30.00  for  home  missions.  The  pastor,  M.  C. 
Fan,  has  reached  a large  number  of  shop  men  and  university  students,  visiting 
them  regularly  and  leaving  tracts.  They  respond  by  attending  church  and  his 
Bible  classes.” 

Leaving  this  gospel  lighthouse  in  the  center  of  the  city  of  Kaifeng,  come 
with  us  to  Sallee  Memorial  Baptist  Church  in  the  south  suburbs.  Mr.  Gillespie 
is  the  acting  pastor  of  this  church  which  serves  the  two  Bible  schools  and  the 
nearby  villages.  Miss  Ward  makes  the  following  report  for  this  church:  “Be- 
sides keeping  up  the  local  expenses,  the  church  has  paid  to  the  Honan-Anhwei 
Association  each  month  one-third  of  the  salary  of  the  evangelist  at  Hsuchowfu. 
During  the  summer  the  church  sent  four  young  men  from  the  Bible  school  to 
two  places  where  the  gospel  had  not  been  preached.  Each  Sunday  this  fall  they 
have  sent  one  young  man  to  preach  in  one  of  these  places,  another  church  having 
taken  over  the  other  field.  Gifts  of  money  were  sent  to  the  Baptist  brothers  and 
sisters  who  suffered  from  the  floods  at  Hsuchowfu  and  Tsiningchow.  The  church 
had  joy  in  giving  to  the  Lottie  Moon  offering.  On  the  day  of  prayer  the  men 
and  women  took  part  on  the  program.  Christmas  offerings  for  putting  the 
scriptures  in  the  hands  of  the  prisoners  and  for  helping  our  local  poor  have  given 
us  added  joy  this  Christmas  season.  A tent  was  given  the  church  this  fall. 
Please  pray  that  the  Lord  will  give  us  a suitable  man  for  this  tent  work  in  sur- 
rounding villages. 

“Night  services  had  not  been  held  here  before  this  year.  An  evangelistic 
service  was  started  on  a Sunday  night  in  January.  The  crowd  wanted  the 
services  continued  during  the  week.  For  nearly  six  weeks  these  services  were 
held  every  night  and  numbers  were  saved.  This  spring,  afternoon  services  were 
held  for  a week  in  one  village.  A week  of  services  at  night  on  the  street  in 
another  village  proved  something  new  to  us.  The  Buddhists  were  aroused  and 
the  meetings  were  disturbed.  In  spite  of  many  interruptions  the  seed  was  sown 
and  is  bearing  fruit,  for  recently  eight  or  more  of  the  village  boys  have  been 
saved. 
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“During  July,  a hot,  busy  month,  a three  weeks’  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School 
was  held  with  eighty  children  in  attendance.  Most  of  these  were  from  non- 
Christian  homes.  Some  were  saved.  For  ten  days  we  had  a short-term  Bible 
school  for  our  church  members.” 

Located  in  the  south  suburb,  near  the  Sallee  Memorial  Church,  is  the  Honan- 
Anhwei  Bible  School.  The  purpose  of  the  institution  is  to  discover,  teach,  train, 
and  inspire  Chinese  Christian  men  to  do  Christian  work.  This  year  God’s  hand 
of  blessing  has  continued  to  rest  on  the  work  of  the  school.  The  curriculum  of 
five  years  is  divided  into  two  parts— two  years  of  preparatory  work  and  three 
years  of  Bible  school.  While  the  Bible  is  the  main  textbook  throughout  the 
entire  curriculum,  many  courses  necessary  in  the  substantial,  well-rounded  de- 
velopment of  a Christian  worker  are  also  included.  This  year  the  demand  was 
so  urgent  a special  class  for  uneducated  men  was  opened.  More  and  more  we 
are  advising  the  married  students  to  bring  their  wives  that  they,  too,  may 
receive  training  in  the  women’s  Bible  school  on  the  same  compound.  At  pres- 
ent nine  couples  are  living  in  students’  cottages  and  attending  school.  Many 
and  thrilling  are  the  stories  of  earnest,  needy  young  men  who  are  willing  to 
endure  almost  unbelievable  sacrifices  to  get  an  education.  The  students  who 
live  in  the  dormitory  are  willing  to  forego  any  fire  in  their  bedrooms  and  class- 
rooms in  order  that  they  may  reduce  school  expenses.  It  is  now  Christmas-time 
and  there  has  been  no  fire  in  the  dormitory  or  class  rooms.  Mr.  Gillespie  says 
that  even  though  the  weather  gets  painfully  cold  and  snow  falls,  he  never 
hears  the  slightest  word  of  complaint  from  faculty  associates  or  students.  There 
is  ever  present  a fine  spirit  of  co-operation  and  consecration.  It  is  our  great 
hope  that  from  the  institution  there  may  go  forth  a constant  stream  of  God- 
called,  well-informed  men  to  teach  and  preach. 

In  the  same  large  compound  in  the  south  suburbs  we  find  the  Women’s  and 
Girls’  Bible  Institute,  under  Miss  Zemma  Hare’s  supervision.  Miss  Hare  says: 
“The  missionaries,  teachers,  and  one  hundred  and  seventy  girls,  women  and 
children  of  the  Bible  Institute  have  had  another  happy  year  of  work  together. 
The  purpose  of  the  Institute  is  to  train  Christian  home-makers,  teachers,  work- 
ers, and  Bible  women.  While  this  is  only  the  fourth  year  in  the  life  of  the  school, 
we  are  already  beginning  to  see  our  hopes  realized  in  the  training  of  such 
workers  for  our  interior  mission.  During  the  summer  the  girls  held  a number 
of  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  in  their  home  churches.  It  was  a joy  to  see  the 
way  the  women  and  girls  took  responsibility  and  did  personal  work  in  the  big 
quarterly  meeting  held  in  Kaifeng.  This  fall,  three  of  the  former  students  went 
with  Miss  Cox  to  help  in  teaching  the  Word,  in  organizing  Women’s  Missionary 
Societies  and  Sunbeam  Bands  among  the  thousands  of  women  and  children  in 
Kaifeng  country  districts.  The  revival  in  the  local  church  was  conducted  by 
the  teachers  of  the  Institute  and  the  Men’s  Bible  school.  The  spiritual  atmos- 
phere of  the  school  is  good.” 

Mrs.  Sallee,  on  her  return  to  Kaifeng  to  take  up  work  among  the  women, 
notes  a distinct  improvement  in  spiritual  matters.  She  has  experienced  a special 
joy  in  the  growth  manifested  in  the  life  of  one  of  the  oldest  women  there. 
From  a domineering  woman  whom  every  one  feared  to  cross,  this  woman  has 
changed  to  one  with  a beautiful  Christlike  spirit. 

The  majority  of  women  are  unable  to  read,  and  teaching  the  Bible  to  these 
is  a slow  and  difficult  process.  Mrs.  Sallee  says:  “We  feel  we  must  teach  them 

to  give  God  a place  each  day  in  their  busy  lives,  and  to  snatch  such  times  as 
are  possible  for  study  on  the  regular  Bible  courses  planned  for  them.  We  have 
had  good  attendance  at  the  regular  Wednesday  meetings.  One  day  a strange 
woman  came  to  the  meeting.  She  tried  to  make  a talk,  but  not  knowing  what 
she  would  say,  I asked  her  to  wait  until  the  meeting  adjourned  and  I would  talk 
with  her.  She  did  so,  and  I found  that  she  had  been  in  a great  rage  for  days 
at  home.  She  had  done  the  usual  things  for  a Chinese  woman — she  had  gone  to 
bed,  refusing  to  eat  a mouthful  of  food.  A neighbor  boy,  who  had  been  recently 
converted  at  one  of  our  church  meetings,  went  to  see  her  and  told  her  to  go 
to  the  meeting  for  women  where  she  would  likely  find  help.  She  was  truly  pre- 
pared soil,  and  was  ready  to  hear  the  story  of  Jesus.  She  accepted  Him  and 
was  joyful  in  Him  that  very  hour.” 

We  cannot  close  our  report  of  work  in  the  south  suburb  of  Kaifeng  without 
making  mention  of  the  Religious  Life  Center  under  the  supervision  of  Miss 
Viola  Humphreys.  Through  the  day  schools,  , rest  rooms,  and  preaching  services, 
many  hear  the  gospel  daily.  Miss  Humphreys’  activities  reach  out  to  the  country 
field  where  there  are  four  centers  which  look  to  her  for  help  and  encourage- 
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ment.  She  reports:  “Our  evangelistic  tent  group  have  done  faithful  work. 

Together  with  the  local  leaders  at  each  place  they  have  carried  on  regular  study 
classes  at  each  center,  and  have  opened  work  in  two  new  places,  Chengtien  and 
Tongchang.  The  Lord  blessed  us  in  seeing  over  fifty  saved  at  Hsuchowfu,  over 
twenty  at  Chang  shih  church,  and  over  forty  were  baptized  in  the  Lien  Cheng 
Baptist  Church. 

“We  have  used  but  very  little  funds  for  travel,  as  we  have  great  joy  in  walk- 
ing to  tell  the  gospel  story. 

“In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  Good-will  Center,  we  have  enlarged 
our  Book-room  proper,  and  have  opened  libraries  and  reading  rooms  in  each 
of  the  four  country  centers.  Each  library  has  over  fifty  religious  books,  with 
a number  of  Baptist  magazines  and  the  daily  paper  added. 

“This,  the  tenth  year  in  the  work  of  the  United  Church  and  Good-will  Cen- 
ter, finds  our  five  stations  with  five  regular  Sunday  schools,  five  W.M.S.  organi- 
zations, six  Sunbeam  Bands,  four  B.Y.P.U.’s,  five  regular  prayer-meeting 
groups.” 

Leaving  the  south  suburb  let  us  now  go  with  Mr.  W.  W.  Lawton,  Jr.,  for  a 
visit  to  the  nine  out-stations  around  Kaifeng.  The  work  in  this  field  has  been 
very  encouraging  during  the  past  year.  There  has  been  steady  progress  and  a 
decided  growth  in  grace.  There  have  been  one  hundred  baptisms.  Two  revival 
meetings  at  each  of  the  nine  out-stations  have  helped  much  to  quicken  the 
spiritual  life.  During  the  summer  months  eight  Bible  school  students  divided 
into  four  teams  and  did  special  work  in  new  territory.  These  teams  reported 
a good  reception  and  at  two  places  the  people  asked  that  preaching  centers  be 
opened.  But  the  laborers  are  too  few. 

In  July  Mr.  Lawton  spent  a week  in  Hsuchowfu  helping  the  evangelist  of 
the  native  association,  Mr.  Chao  Seng  Cheng.  At  this  time  the  church  roll  was 
revised  and  fourteen  candidates  were  accepted  for  baptism.  Sunday  morning 
that  church  witnessed  the  first  baptismal  service  that  had  been  held  for  seven 
years. 

Kweiteh,  another  station  of  the  Interior  Mission,  is  located  about  one  hun- 
dred miles  east  of  Kaifeng.  On  January  6,  1935,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Townshend  re- 
turned to  this  station  from  furlough.  On  arriving  they  learned  that  Miss  Sadie 
Lawton  would  soon  be  leaving  for  United  States  to  train  as  a nurse.  The  shock 
of  this  news  gave  Mr.  Townshend  the  opportunity  to  exercise  his  slogan  for  the 
new  year,  “I  steadfastly  refuse  to  gratify  the  devil  by  being  discouraged.” 

Mr.  Townshend’s  first  sermon  of  the  year  was  preached  from  the  text,  “I 
find  in  Him  no  fault  at  all”  (John  18:  38).  And  this  in  his  testimony  at  the 
close  of  the  year.  Among  the  year’s  events,  the  visit  of  our  good  secretary, 
Doctor  Maddry,  is  outstanding.  In  the  early  spring  Miss  Tippett  of  the  China 
Inland  Mission  came  and  held  a week’s  meeting  in  Kweiteh.  Her  method  of 
using  pictures  to  illustrate  her  talks  is  a very  effective  one,  and  crowds  attended 
the  meetings.  In  the  fall  Mr.  Wang  Ming  Dao,  a preacher  and  teacher  known 
all  over  China,  visited  Kweiteh.  Although  Mr.  Wang  was  not  in  Kweiteh  at 
the  invitation  of  the  Baptists,  the  evening  meetings  were  held  in  the  Baptist 
Church,  since  their  building  was  the  largest  in  the  city.  Please  pray  for  the 
two  colporters  and  the  ten  thousand  portions  of  God’s  Word  which  they  have 
sold  during  the  year.  This  is  an  exacting  service,  as  these  men  are  out  in  all 
weathers  the  year  round,  and  have  to  be  separated  from  wives  and  families 
for  weeks. 

The  country  work  continues  to  grow,  the  old  places  throwing  out  shoots  in 
new  directions  in  an  encouraging  way.  There  are  now  twenty  places  where 
regular  preaching  goes  on.  Miss  Riddell  has  continued  her  yeoman  service  in 
the  country  work.  Although  she  always  says  she  is  in  the  women’s  work,  the 
men’s  work  also  benefits  not  a little  through  her  itineration.  Mr.  Yuan  has 
been  with  her  most  of  the  time,  and  they  have  been  greatly  encouraged  by 
definite  conversions,  and  the  revival  of  many  old  and  cold  church  members. 
One  outstanding  case  of  conversion  was  that  of  an  old  lady  ninety  years  old 
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who  spent  all  her  days  in  card-playing  and  gambling.  She  gave  her  testimony 
that  she  had  no  further  desire  for  cards,  but  she  did  want  to  know  more  of 
Jesus.  Miss  Riddell  now  has  nearly  four  hundred  women  enrolled  as  inquirers, 
or  learners.  These  have  memorized  the  first  of  a series  of  sheet  tracts  setting 
forth  the  foundation  truths  of  the  Gospel. 

Tent-work  has  been  carried  on  during  the  spring  and  fall  and  many  pro- 
fessed belief  in  the  Saviour.  Well  over  one  hundred  have  come  forward  and 
given  their  names  as  believing  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  In  the  spring  fifteen 
were  baptized.  In  the  fall  twenty-five  were  ready  but  the  sickness  of  Mr. 
Townshend  prevented  their  being  baptized.  There  is  no  other  pastor  in  the 
Kweiteh  field  who  can  do  this  for  them.  For  this  same  reason  others  had  to 
wait  to  be  examined. 

Five  men  are  studying  in  the  Kaifeng  Men’s  Bible  School,  and  one,  who  is 
in  North  China  Seminary  at  Hwanghsien,  will  graduate  in  1936.  Six  women 
and  girls  are  attending  the  Women’s  Bible  Institute  at  Kaifeng.  We  desperately 
need  a good  Bible  woman  now. 

To  reach  Pochow,  our  next  mission  station,  we  travel  from  Kweiteh  over- 
land either  by  bus  or  by  cart  for  forty  miles.  The  field  consists  of  three  coun- 
ties. Two  of  these  counties  are  in  Honan  Province,  and  one  is  in  Anhwei 
Province.  The  whole  field  covers  eighty  miles  east  and  west,  and  forty-five  miles 
north  and  south.  This  section  has  a population  of  more  than  2,000,000.  There 
are  three  county  seats,  Pochow  with  a population  of  approximately  150,000; 
Yung  Cheng  with  30,000;  and  Lui  with  15,000.  Besides  these  three  cities  there 
are  above  18,000  towns  and  villages  scattered  over  this  level  country  side. 

In  addition  to  the  foreign  missionary  force  there  is  a native  force  of  nine- 
teen men  and  four  women.  Eleven  women  and  girls  are  attending  Shih  Yu  Bible 
Institute  in  Kaifeng;  three  men  are  in  the  Men’s  Bible  School  there;  two  boys 
are  in  Tsong  Hsi  middle  school  in  Hwanghsien,  Shantung,  and  one  evangelist 
is  in  the  North  China  Theological  Seminary  at  Hwanghsien.  From  these  we 
trust  God  will  raise  up  faithful,  well-equipped  workers. 

In  all  seven  churches  there  are  five  hundred  and  thirty  members.  The 
country  churches  and  preaching  chapels  are  without  any  organization  other  than 
the  simplest.  Miss  Barratt  has  been  giving  herself  unstintingly  to  work  in  the 
country  churches  for  the  past  few  years,  with  telling  results.  The  organizations 
of  the  North  River  Church  in  Pochow  are  primarily  in  the  hands  of  Miss  Bostick. 
In  the  Pochow  City  Church  Miss  Harriett  King  has  charge  of  the  organizations. 
The  Woman’s  Missionary  Society  meets  weekly  with  an  average  attendance  of 
forty,  using  the  translated  programs.  The  eighty  Sunbeams  are  led  by  Mrs. 
Sun  Yu  Lin,  who  was  trained  in  Kaifeng  Bible  Institute  through  a scholarship 
from  the  Lottie  Moon  offering.  The  organization  equivalent  to  the  Royal  Am- 
bassadors meets  weekly.  They  have  an  enrolment  of  thirty. 

Following  the  usual  program  for  preaching  and  teaching,  three  groups  of 
three  workers  each  have  spent  from  one  to  two  weeks  at  a time  in  a place, 
holding  revival  meetings,  instructing  candidates  for  baptism,  and  teaching  the 
Bible  in  churches.  In  the  spring  of  1935  the  meetings  were  led  by  Miss  C.  F. 
Tippett  of  the  China  Inland  Mission.  Her  work  will  long  be  remembered.  This 
past  fall  Rev.  G.  W.  Strother,  who  has  lately  returned  to  the  field,  conducted  the 
revival  services.  In  spite  of  the  bad,  muddy  roads  many  came  from  various 
places,  some  women  with  bound  feet  walking  as  far  as  fifty  miles.  > The  house 
was  full  of  eager,  attentive  listeners  and  the  Lord  added  his  blessings  to  the 
efforts  of  those  days.  A ten  days’  meeting  in  the  City  Church  has  just  closed. 
Pastor  Fan  of  Drum  Tower  Church,  Kaifeng,  led  the  meeting,  and  many  were 
saved. 

An  important  work  has  been  begun  in  conducting  classes  for  those  who  seek 
baptism.  Though  contrary  to  the  practice  at  home,  this  seems  necessary  because 
of  insufficient  Scriptural  background  of  most  of  the  candidates.  “Faith  comes 
by  hearing,  and  hearing  by  the  Word  of  God.”  Sixty  new  members  have  been 
added  to  the  church  during  the  year,  and  seventy-seven  are  now  awaiting 


baptism. 

Rev.  A.  S.  Gillespie  and  Miss  Blanche  Rose  Walker  of  Kaifeng,  gave  splendid, 
help  in  the  winter  Bible  class  of  1935.  The  Honan-Anhwei  Native  Association 
met  with  Pochow  this  year.  Mr.  Charles  Ch’i,  associated  with  China  Baptist 
Publication  Society,  led  the  preaching  services.  He  was  a great  help  to  all  our 
people. 

Mrs.  King  has  done  a great  work  here  in  these  past  years.  Dr.  Maddry,  on 
his  recent  visit  to  China,  said  he  knew  of  no  one  who  had  done  so  much  work 
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as  Dr.  King  with  as  little  equipment.  In  spite  of  handicaps  she  has  labored 
on,  relieving  suffering  women,  wounded  soldiers,  and  afflicted  children.  Among 
all  these  two  million  people  she  is  the  only  graduate  physician.  Dr.  King  says 
of  her  work: 

“When  funds  are  cut  off,  finances  are  apt  to  claim  too  much  attention.  This 
year  we  have  tried  to  have  less  concern  for  running  expenses,  remembering 
how  graciously  we  have  been  tided  over  the  past  several  years,  and  have  tried 
to  keep  more  constantly  in  mind  the  reason  why  we  are  here.  It  has  also  been 
a regret  that  we  have  had  to  take  those  able  to  pay  rather  than  the  more  needy 
and  deserving.  In  both  these  directions  I feel  we  have  advanced  a little. 

“Something  over  five  thousand  treatments  have  been  given  during  the  last 
eleven  months.  Some  hundreds  have  been  seen  in  their  homes,  which  meant 
irregular  calls  at  all  hours.  Since  the  enforcement  of  government  laws  has 
been  less  strict,  only  five  patients  have  applied  for  treatment  for  the  opium  habit. 

“Growing  appreciation  for  treatment,  and  attention  given  the  gospel  mes- 
sage make  us  feel  that  the  Master  is  using  this  place  to  work  out  his  own  pur- 
poses/’ 

As  you  have  read  our  report  we  trust  you  have  imbibed  some  of  the  same 
joy  which  has  been  ours  through  the  year.  Will  you  not  also  share  with  us  the 
burdens  which  we  carry  over  into  the  new  year?  We  are  sure  you  can  feel 
the  great  need  of  more  recruits.  Join  with  us  in  praying  that  Christ’s  gospel 
shall  continue  to  be  the  power  drawing  the  multitudes  unto  himself. 


CALLING  TO  MIND  GOD'S  MARVELOUS 
WORKS  IN  NORTH  CHINA 

MRS.  W.  W.  ADAMS 

There  are  only  ten  stations  in  our  North  China  Mission,  no  new  ones  having 
been  opened  for  ten  years.  Each  of  these  ten  serves  a radius  of  from  fifty 
to  four  hundred  miles.  Eight  of  them  are  in  China’s  “Sacred  Province,”  Shan- 
tung. The  other  two  are  in  that  vast  territory  known  as  Manchuria.  Of  the 
eight  in  Shantung,  two,  Chefoo  and  Tsingtao,  are  on  the  sea-coast.  Years  past 
when  travel,  the  best,  was  by  mule-litter,  it  took  from  a week  to  ten  days  to 
cross  the  province.  Now,  with  good  motor  roads,  the  traveler  eats  breakfast  on 
the  eastern  coast  and  supper  (the  same  day)  on  the  western  side. 

In  Manchuria,  the  two  stations  are  Harbin  in  the  cold,  northern  part,  and 
Dairen  in  the  south,  on  the  sea-coast.  For  years,  the  journey  between  these 
two  places  has  taken  twenty- two  hours  by  train.  Now  the  new  streamlined  train 
makes  the  trip  in  thirteen-and-one-half  hours. 

Each  of  the  eight  cities  (stations)  in  Shantung  has  a dialect  peculiar  to 
itself.  Manchuria  has  all  of  these  several  dialects  and  others,  as  the  Chinese 
of  Manchuria  are  from  various  parts  of  China.  We  have  great  times  under- 
standing all  the  talk. 

In  Manchuria,  Baptists  have  work  for  the  Chinese  and  Russians,  but  we 
are  doing  nothing  for  the  Japanese  and  Koreans. 

Two  of  these  ten  stations  have  only  two  missionaries  each,  the  other  stations 
have  from  three  to  ten  or  more.  In  the  past  year  six  of  these  stations  have  had 
missionaries  ill  for  long  periods.  During  1935  five  of  our  members  have  been 
retired.  Two  of  these  are  working  as  earnestly  and  zealously  as  if  in  their 
early  twenties  instead  of  their  late  sixties. 

After  ten  years  without  any  new  missionaries,  two  have  been  added  to  our 
Mission.  These  two  were  born  in  China,  so  the  language  is  easier  for  them.  One 
of  these  and  two  others  have  been  transferred  from  the  Interior  Mission  to  North 
China. 

Doctor  and  Mrs.  Maddry,  Doctor  Weatherspoon,  Doctor  Dodd  and  Doctor 
Rankin  were  most  welcome  guests  in  the  stations  they  visited. 

The  Pingfcu  Gisrls’  School  thus  expresses  the  pleasure  of  all,  “One  joyous 
outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  long-looked-for  visit  of  Doctor  and  Mrs. 
Maddry.  How  we  scrubbed  and  washed,  swept  and  dusted,  that  everything  might 
be  clean  and  bright  for  those  who  were  coming  so  far  to  see  us!  Never  shall 
we  forget  the  love  and  tenderness  shining  in  their  eyes,  their  deep  concern  for  us 
all,  and  their  understanding  and  appreciation  of  all  they  saw.  As  we  listened  to 
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H?eir^°r<*S  trU}Y  thanked  God  and  took  courage.  Especially  beautiful  was 
the  address  given  to  our  young  women  students  by  Mrs.  Maddry  Every  heart 

was  stirred  and  never  shall  we  forget  her  sweet, 'living  message.”  Y 

S3?’  Doctor. D°dd  had  only  one  night  in  Chefoo,  but  he  spent  two 
hours  of  that  time  speaking  to  a thousand  people  on  “Loyalty  to  a New  Testa- 
ment  Church.  His  message  came  by  special  request  on  account  of  a local  need, 
and  brought  a definite  blessing.  The  personal  touch  with  Doctor  Maddry,  and 
the  messages  he  brought  to  our  Chinese  constituency  and  ourselves,  will  bear  fruit 
for  many  years.”  ’ iU1L 

nnc  says’  “Thf.  Presence  of  Doctor  Maddry  and  Doctor  Rankin  made 

possible  the  consideration  of  the  Mission’s  entire  work  and  the  inauguration  of 
far-reaching  plans  for  the  future,  some  of  these  looking  to  the  strengthening 
and  advancement  of  the  work  in  Manchuria.” 

• TTnr?hsJen’s  reporter  says,  “Among  the  good  things  of  1935,  we  esteem  the 
visit  of  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Maddry  and  Doctor  Weatherspoon  as  most  valuable. 
1 heir  words  continue  to  cheer  us  and  their  promises  are  not  forgotten.  It 
seemed  to  us  that  day  had  begun  to  break  after  a long,  long  night.  It  is  still 
true  that  forces  are  sadly  depleted  and  Mission  property  is  deteriorating  because 
of  needed  repairs;  but  now  we  wait  in  hope.” 


PREACHING  THE  WORD 

I?  churches  and  chapels,  in  hospitals  and  in  the  homes,  and  out  on  the  streets, 
the  Gospel  is  preached.  There  is  also  the  portable  chapel  or  tent,  used  effectivelv 
m several  stations. 

Hwanghsien  has  three  tents.  These  are  pitched  where  crowds  surge  on 
their  way  to  and  from  the  temples,  or  in  villages  having  no  chapels,  or  where 
there  are  fairs.  They  are  a wonderful  asset  in  reaching  the  throngs.  One 
worker  writes,  “Recently,  through  the  tent-work  a new  field  was  opened  in 
Chihia  County,  where  formerly  no  Baptist  work  had  been  done.  Already  twenty 
have  been  baptized  and  there  are  many  inquirers.” 

From  Tsingtao  we  hear,  “The  tent  has  been  used  in  the  villages,  spreading 
the  gospel  among  the  many  who  never  attend  church.  Results  are  encouraging. 
Two  new  gospel  halls  have  been  opened  in  centers  not  previously  worked.  Nightly 
services  are  held  and  there  have  been  over  twenty  baptisms.” 

Laichow  reports,  “Early  in  February  (Chinese  New  Year)  we  tried  to  cover 
our  field  in  an  evangelistic  campaign.  Thirty  or  more  workers,  going  out  from 
six  centers,  visited  many  villages.  For  ten  days  this  extensive  work  was 
carried  on.”1 

Volunteers  went  to  Chefoo  for  summer  tent-work.  A new  Gospel  Hall  and 
Clinic  have  been  opened  near  the  city  market  where  thousands  pass  daily. 

In  Dairen  two  new  preaching  centers  have  been  opened,  one  being  the  direct 
result  of  tent-work.  Work  has  been  begun  along  the  Korean  border  at  Antung, 
the  provincial  capital,  and  at  two  county  seat  towns. 

A Bible  Conference  in  Harbin  developed  into  a revival,  “The  blessed  results 
of  which  were  carried  back  by  the  workers  to  the  out-stations,  where  they  labor. 
The  new  church  at  Antachan,  where  the  conference  was  held,  received  a great 
blessing.”  The  Harbin  report  continues:  “Effects  of  the  revival  in  Shantung 

province  were  felt  here  in  Manchuria,  but  we  did  not  have  a real  revival  here 
until  this  year.  There  had  been  much  prayer  and  other  preparation,  and  the 
Holy  Spirit  came  in  power.  There  have  never  been  such  rejoicing,  consecration, 
earnestness,  Bible  study,  prayer  and  witnessing  as  at  this  time.” 

The  preaching  hall  has  been  secured  in  the  new  capital  of  Hsinking.  Two 
former  out-stations,  closed  for  lack  of  funds,  have  been  re-opened.  In  Harbin 
annually,  for  several  years  past,  from  one  to  two  million  tracts  and  booklets  have 
been  used.  This  dissemination  of  Christian  literature  has  created  a better  atti- 
tude on  the  part  of  the  people.  A circulating  library  has  just  been  added. 
Christian  books  are  loaned.  A worker  visits  the  homes  and  business  houses, 
exchanging  these  books  from  time  to  time.  He  sells  Scripture  portions  and 
Bibles,  distributes  tracts  and  gives  out  printed  invitations  to  daily  evangelistic 
meetings. 

Aside  from  the  business  carried  on  by  our  Bookstore  in  Hwanghsien,  our 
colporters  and  evangelists  have  sold  two  hundred  and  fifty  Bibles  and  New 
Testaments,  1,000  other  religious  books  and  30,000  portions  of  Scripture.  They 
have  also  had  for  distribution  20,000  tracts — a gift  from  Mr.  O.  S.  Zimmerman 
of  Los  Angeles. 
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THE  WORK  OF  THE  CHURCHES 

Tsining  writes:  “The  work  of  the  city  church  has  been  most  encouraging. 

An  average  of  over  thirty-five  men  and  women  have  assembled  daily  at  dawn  for 
an  hour  of  Bible  study  and  prayer.  Twice  a week  groups  gather  for  Bible 
study.”  A woman’s  Bible  School  of  lower  grade  has  twenty  women  in  it.  The 
local  church  has  organized  and  financed  a kindergarten. 

From  Tsinan:  The  city  church  supports  a pastor  and  a Bible  woman.  They 

completed  the  new  wing  to  the  church  by  adding  a bell-tower.  Two  country 
churches  are  planning  new  buildings.  Home  after  home  has  been  opened  for 
cottage  prayer-meetings,  some  daily,  some  weekly.  All  aim  to  establish  the 
Christians  and  reach  the  unsaved  in  the  neighborhood.  In  the  whole  field  there 
is  more  yearning  for  a deeper  spiritual  life  and  more  hunger  for  Bible  study 
than  ever  before.  Native  Christians  are  growing  in  the  grace  of  church  admin- 
istration. City  and  country  churches  are  showing  willingness  to  assume  re- 
sponsibility. 

The  Tsingtao  Church  is,  and  has  been  for  some  years,  entirely  self-support- 
ing. A good  number  of  the  members  tithe,  and  the  voluntary  offerings  above 
the  tithes  are  always  magnificent.  On  their  annual  Thanksgiving  Lord’s  day — 
“Thank  Grace  Feast” — it  was  refreshing  to  see  the  members  so  humbly  and 
whole-heartedly  go  forward  and  place  on  the  table  by  the  pulpit  their  gifts  of 
money  (nearly  $200.00),  clothing,  and  food.  The  spiritual  life  of  the  church  is 
deepening,  many  are  active  in  soul-winning,  and  many  answers  to  prayer  have 
strengthened  the  faith  of  the  Christians.  We  feel  deeply  the  need  of  your 
constant  prayers. 

In  Laichow  they  have  had  a Mid-winter  Bible  Class,  a Mid-summer  Bible 
school,  a County  Association  in  the  spring,  and  the  Great  North  China  Associa- 
tion in  the  fall.  In  all  of  these,  visiting  workers,  either  missionary  or  Chinese 
gave  special  Bible  messages.  In  between  these  mountain-peaks  there  has  been 
the  regular,  steady  work.  Where  two  missionaries  had  retired  there  comes  this 
word,  “We  are  reaping  where  they  sowed,  in  the  chapel  for  men  and  Good-will 
center  for  women  and  children.” 

In  the  Pingiu  Field  there  are  thirty-two  churches.  “Six  of  these  are  without 
pastors  just  now.  Some  of  the  churches  are  wide-awake,  some  moving  slowly 
and  some  very  weak,”  writes  the  missionary.  “One  of  these  weak  ones  has  no 
pastor,  but  there  is  hope  as  long  as  the  Bible  woman  works  and  prays  for  them.” 
The  Christians  are  so  heart-hungry  that  they  are  willing  to  sit  and  listen  all 
day  in  a church  with  heat,  in  December  and  January.  One  of  these  fields 
“white  already  unto  the  harvest”  is  Pingtu. 

The  Church  at  Hwanghsien  has  truly  had  God’s  blessings  upon  it  during 
the  year.  We  praise  him  for  the  consecrated  young  pastor,  who  is  giving  his 
time  and  strength  to  shepherding  the  flock,  both  within  the  city  and  throughout 
the  country  districts.  His  Bible  teaching  to  the  Christians  is  most  gratifying, 
meeting,  as  it  does,  one  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  churches.  The  church 
offerings  (regular  and  special)  for  the  year,  total  $2,200.00  (Chinese  currency). 

The  Cliefo©  Church  is  “spiritually  healthy  and  sound,  with  the  best  attend- 
ance we  have  ever  known.  In  spite  of  poor  business  conditions,  the  church  has 
more  than  met  its  budget  during  the  year  and  in  addition  has  spent  several 
hundred  dollars  repairing  the  church  building.”  The  Chinese  pastor  is  proving 
himself  an  able  man.  There  are  around  five  hundred  in  Sunday  school,  forty 
students  in  a night  class  for  the  poor  and  for  street  children. 

In  the  Dairen  (South  Manchuria)  Field  there  are  three  churches.  These  are 
from  two  hundred  and  fifty  to  five  hundred  miles  from  each  other.  During  the 
year  three  Bible  classes  were  organized  to  teach  the  new  converts,  men  and 
women,  to  read  the  Bible.  There  are  several  (unpaid)  lay-workers,  both  men  and 
women,  whose  efforts  greatly  assist  in  carrying  on  the  work  in  this  vast  field. 
The  example  of  the  newly  ordained  pastor,  who  for  more  than  five  years  had 
been  working  without  salary,  has  encouraged  others  to  engage  in  the  work. 
There  are  three  hundred  and  seventy  members  on  this  field.  The  total  (reported) 
contributions  amount  to  yen  656.00.  The  working  force  in  Dairen  consists  of 
three  pastors;  three  un-ordained  workers  and  two  missionaries. 

Marks  of  progress  in  the  Harbin  Field.  “The  most  encouraging  feature  has 
been  the  deepening  of  spiritual  life.  There  is  more  faith  in  God,  more  prayer, 
more  Bible  study,  increased  purchase  of  Bible  and  more  extensive  evangelism  by 
the  native  Christians.  There  is  greater  giving  and  larger  attendance  at  prayer- 
meetings  and  Sunday  worship.  Nearly  every  one  of  the  twenty  groups  has  an 
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early  morning  prayer-meeting;  and  several  have  special  evangelistic  bands. 
One  of  the  city  churches  has  added  an  assistant  pastor,  resulting  in  the  opening 
of  a number  of  additional  Bible  classes  and  preaching  centers.”  “Two  out- 
stations  have  purchased  buildings  to  be  used  as  church  houses,  another  is 
arranging  to  buy,  and  still  another  building  has  been  remodeled  and  its  seating 
capacity  almost  doubled.’'  During  the  year  five  Chinese  men  were  ordained  to 
the  ministry.  At  this  Chinese  ordination  service,  the  pastor  of  the  Russian 
Baptist  church  in  Dairen  prayed  in  German.  Three  nationalities  and  four 
languages  were  represented  in  the  service. 

From  Tsingtao  comes  this  message,  “Our  greatest  need  is  a native  pastor 
with  the  true  shepherd  heart.  The  church  is  in  daily  prayer  that  God  may  lay 
his  hand  on  the  right  man  for  this  important  center.” 

The  same  fields  reporting  the  number  of  baptisms  were:  Harbin,  337; 

Dairen  176;  Chefoo  85;  Hwanghsien  279;  Laichow  89,  and  Tsingtao  212. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  WOMEN 


_ Practically  all  of  the  main  stations  and  some  of  the  out-stations  have  Women’s 
Missionary  Societies.  Bible  classes  for  the  non-reading  Christian  women  are 
sponsored  by  these  societies.  In  Chefoo  prayer-meetings  are  held  almost  every 
day  in  different  homes,  and  volunteer  house-to-house  visiting  and  preaching 
is  carried  on. 

Hwanghsien— -In  the  tent  work,  the  hospital,  the  city  dispensary,  in  country 
stations,  in  the  homes  of  people  ten  Bible  women  are  preaching  the  love  of 
Jesus.  The  W.M.S.  sends  out  their  own  worker  to  the  country  places  teaching 
the  Christian  women  to  read  the  Bible,  leading  them  on  in  their  prayer  life  and 
helping  these  isolated  ones  to  grow  in  the  grace  and  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and 
Saviour.  They  also  support  the  Good-will  Center  with  its  eighty-six  children. 
The  missionary  in  charge  visits  in  the  homes.  The  W.M.S.  loaned  two  of  their 
Bible  women  to  Dairen  for  two  months,  and  we  hear  testimonies  to  the  faithful 
work  of  these  visitors.  They  stirred  the  zeal  of  the  Dairen  W.M.S.  and  in 
December  the  society  gave  twenty-two  knitted  garments  to  needy  ones. 

In  Pingtu,  as  an  extra,  they  have  given  money  and  time  to  help  among  the 
flood  refugees.  These  women  through  their  giving  are  going  as  missionaries  to 
Palestine.  On  the  World  Day  of  Prayer  they  make  this  contribution.  A young 
woman  in  Hwanghsien  sold  her  ring  and  gave  the  proceeds  ($10.00)  to  this  work. 
Last  year  three  hundred  and  seven  dollars  were  given  by  the  W.M.U.  of  the 
North  China  Association  for  work  in  Palestine. 

OUR  SCHOOLS 


At  Laichow  there  are  fifty  children  in  two  kindergartens. 

The  Wha  Mei  School  for  boys  has  only  a few  boarding  pupils — these  from 
Christian  homes.  The  majority  are  day  pupils. 

The  Murphy  Memorial  School  for  women  and  the  Roblee  Memorial  for  girls 
are  working  in  harmony,  under  a fine  corps  of  teachers.  One  of  the  high  spots 
in  the  Roblee  School  this  past  year,  was  the  graduation  of  the  daughter  of  one  of 
the  first  graduates.  All  except  two  in  the  school  have  accepted  Jesus. 

This  message  comes  from  the  Effie  Sears  Memorial  (Girls’)  School— Pingtu: 
“We  praise  God  for  the  remarkable  way  in  which  he  has  kept  our  school  open. 
We  rejoice  that  the  whole  student  body  attends  morning  worship  and  evening 
prayers,  Sunday  school  and  the  church  services.  Truly  this  is  our  day  of 
opportunity.”  If  the  forces  of  evil  now  working  against  Christian  institutions 
have  their  way,  these  opportunities  will  be  no  more.  There  is  a splendid  enrol- 
ment of  two  hundred  and  seventeen,  led  by  nine  faithful,  consecrated  teachers. 
Each  term  the  preaching  bands  are  re-grouped,  and  Sunday  afternoons,  with 
Bible,  hymn-book,  tracts  and  picture  cards,  they  go  forth  to  teach  and  sing  to 
the  heathen  parents  of  the  day  pupils.  In  the  evening  the  school  comes  together 
in  prayer  for  their  own  unsaved  home-folk,  and  for  the  work  of  the  afternoon. 

And  what  about  the  pupils  who  go  from  this  school?  One,  a graduate  of 
1915,  ten  years  a teacher  in  the  school,  now  conducts  a Bible  school  m Ringtu. 
She  also  conducts  meetings  in  the  city  and  country.  Nine  are  preaching  the 
gospel.  Even  to  North  Manchuria  and  Mongolia  they  have  gone.  All  over 
Shantung  Province  they  are  serving  as  teachers,  hospital  nurses,  doctors,  pastors, 
officials,  or  “just  lovely  Christian  mothers  in  their  homes,  teaching  their  chil- 
dren God’s  Way.”  Some  are  in  the  seminary  m training.  The  majority  are 
teachers  in  mission  or  government  schools,  or  are  leading  in  Sunday  school  work. 
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The  Williams  Memorial  School  for  Girls  in  Chefoo  is  having  its  thirtieth 
anniversary  this  autumn.  The  Virginia  Sunbeams,  on  the  death  of  their  state 
leader,  Miss  Williams,  erected  a memorial  to  her  in  this  school.  Their  love, 
money  and  prayers  largely  founded  this  school.  This  request  is  made:  “Let  all 
who  read  this  pray  that  this  thirtieth  year  may  be  the  beginning  of  its  greatest 
service  for  our  Lord.” 

With  Isaiah  54:  2 as  the  motto,  the  school  begins  the  celebration  of  the 
thirtieth  year.  The  Bible  is  a required  subject  in  the  curriculum.  All  the 
teachers  and  pupils  attend  morning  devotional  services  and  the  pupils  go  in  a 
body  to  the  Sunday  morning  services.  Praise  is  given  to  God  that  the  Gospel 
has  an  absolutely  open  door  in  the  school. 

The  newest  addition  to  the  school  is  a kindergarten.  The  principal  writes, 
“This  work  has  from  the  first  far  exceeded  our  dearest  hopes.”  A further  step 
was  the  opening  of  a school  for  poor  children  in  a small  village  near  the  Williams 
School.  Teachers  and  senior  class  pupils  did  the  work.  This  gives  practical 
religious  training  for  students.  And  thus  is  extended  the  chain  of  service 
begun  thirty  years  ago. 

The  Chefoo  Whan  Wen  Boys’  School,  which  is  four-fifths  self-supporting,  is 
about  to  hold  sessions  out-of-doors,  as  the  present  rooms  are  more  than  full. 
The  back  door  has  been  opened  in  the  church  building  so  the  Bible  classes,  from 
the  school,  may  have  a place  for  study.  The  Chinese  pastor  teaches  most  of 
these  classes.  Many  of  the  boys  have  accepted  Jesus  as  Saviour.  The  school 
B.Y.P.U.  has  eighty  members.  One  pupil  finished  the  Bible  school  and  is  doing  a 
fruitful  work;  another  is  taking  the  Seminary  course.  The  two  young  women 
betrothed  to  these  men  are  also  in  training.  Four  of  the  boys  are  training  as 
hospital  nurses;  and  the  boy  who  has  served  at  the  missionary’s  table  is 
preparing  to  preach. 

Years  ago  our  Mission  decided  not  to  undertake  boarding  schools  in  Man- 
churia. Church  day  schools  are  increasing  in  North  Manchuria.  One  Baptist 
family  far  down  the  Sungari  River  has  opened  a Christian  day  school  in  their 
home. 

The  Hwanghsien  School  is  the  converging  point  for  the  other  station  schools 
of  junior  and  intermediate  or  even  primary  grades.  Harbin  field  has  twenty- 
four  students  in  Hwanghsien  with  fourteen  of  them  taking  theological  training. 
The  report  from  Hwanghsien  referring  to  the  school  says,  “When  we  consider 
what  the  Tsung  Shi  School  has  meant  and  is  meaning  to  the  development  of 
the  work  in  our  field,  as  well  as  in  other  parts  of  our  Mission,  we  rejoice.  After 
the  trouble  in  1930,  over  the  question  of  government  registration  in  the  high 
school,  that  part  of  the  institution  was  closed  temporarily.  It  re-opened  with 
only  the  first  year  of  high  school,  but  a class  has  been  added  each  year  until 
we  had,  this  July,  our  first  senior  high  school  graduates  in  six  years.  They 
were  splendid  young  men  and  women,  six  of  whom  are  teachers  in  the  Mission, 
with  one  studying  at  the  University  of  Shanghai.”  Under  the  present  Chinese 
principal  the  school  has  grown  steadily  until  this  year  the  enrolment  reached 
six  hundred  and  one,  with  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  high  school  students. 
Two  revival  meetings  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  a goodly  number  of  students, 
twenty  of  whom  have  united  with  the  church.  There  are  two  Senior  and  three 
Intermediate  B.Y.P.U.’s  and  two  Sunbeam  Bands.  Girls  and  boys  do  evangelis- 
tic work  and  personal  work  in  the  hospital. 

There  is  much  rejoicing  because  the  Board  is  increasing  the  appropriations 
for  next  year.  Thus  the  financial  burden  of  maintaining  the  school  will  be 
lightened. 

The  Seminary.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  school  budget  was  over 
$4,000.  Of  this  amount  only  $2,000  was  in  sight.  This  included  the  appropria- 
tion from  the  Board  and  a gift  from  the  Chinese  Association.  But  believing 
that  the  Lord  had  sent  the  students  and  that  he  would  provide  the  needed  funds, 
they  set  out  and  closed  the  year  without  a deficit. 

A co-operating  faculty  of  seven  Chinese  and  six  missionaries  have  worked 
faithfully  under  a heavy  schedule.  There  are  two  courses — Seminary,  three 
years;  and  Bible  school,  two  years. 

During  the  recent  years  of  revival  the  Lord  has  called  many  young  men 
and  women  to  special  work.  The  average  attendance — one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five — was  the  highest  the  institution  has  ever  had.  In  June  twenty-three  were 
graduated.  But  these  cannot  supply  the  need  for  workers. 

There  have  been  spiritual  blessings  to  many  individuals.  Practical  work  has 
been  done  by  faculty  and  students.  An  average  of  seventy  or  eighty  are  out 
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preaching  and  witnessing  every  week-end.  Many  have  been  saved,  thousands  of 
tracts  distributed,  and  multitudes  have  heard  the  gospel. 

The  Women’s  Training  Department,  through  special  gift,  has  been  improved. 
A nursery  is  one  of  the  additions.  Now  many  mothers  can  attend  classes. 

At  the  All-China  Conference  it  was  decided  that  the  Interior,  Central  and 
North  China  Missions  should  co-operate  in  the  Hwanghsien  Seminary.  In  order 
to  go  forward  our  urgent  needs  are:  One  new  missionary  now,  two  more  to  go 
into  training,  two  thousand  dollars  to  save  the  buildings  and  to  provide  funds 
for  a larger  Chinese  faculty. 

HEALING  THE  SICK 


There  .are  three  Baptist  hospitals  in  the  North  China,  all  in  inland  cities  of 
Shantung.  They  are,  the  Warren  Memorial  at  Hwanghsien;  the  Mayfield- 
Tyzzer  and  Kathleen  Mallory  at  Laichow;  and  the  Oxner-Alexander  Memorial 
at  Pingtu.  One  young  physician  who  spent  a year  ministering  to  the  suffering  in 
Warren  Memorial  has  been  transferred  to  Chengchow.  The  regular  missionary 
has  returned  from  furlough,  and  is  busy.  Fortunately  for  him,  another  Chinese 
doctor  has  been  added  to  his  staff.  There  have  been  one  thousand  in-patients — 
the  largest  number  for  any  year  since  the  establishment  of  the  hospital ; between 
six  and  seven  thousand  out-patients;  operations  performed,  suffering  relieved, 
lives  saved.  The  expenses  of  the  hospital  are  about  $1,800  Chinese  currency  a 
year.  With  the  exception  of  $150.00  (gold),  and  not  including  salaries  of 
missionaries,  this  comes  from  the  field,  the  work  being  almost  self-supporting. 
Much  charity  work  has  been  done. 

In  Laichow,  the  physician  herself  seriously  ill  for  some  time,  writes,  “While 
the  year  has  been  filled  with  many  hardships  and  discouragements,  still  it  has 
been  a year  abounding  in  the  Father’s  blessings.  We  have  seen  many  miracles 
of  grace,  answered  prayers  for  souls  and  bodies,  and  always  enough  money  to 
meet  our  immediate  needs,  although  many  times  our  faith  has  been  tested. 

The  Oxner-Alexander  Memorial  Hospital  in  Pingtu  expresses  gratitude  that 
the  routine  work  of  the  hospital  was  not  interrupted  during  the  year.  There  is 
joy  in  being  able  to  “carry  on.”  And  can  you  visualize  the  evangelistic  oppor- 
tunity offered  by  the  average  stay  of  ten  days  each  of  the  nearly  one  thousand 
“boarders”  in  the  hospital?  Some  of  these  patients  have  been  followed  by  the 
literature  mailed  to  them. 

An  unusual  number  of  children  have  been  treated,  and  thus  their  mothers 
“see”  and  hear  the  Gospel.  This  has  produced  a change  in  the  attitude  of  these 
ignorant  women.  Fears  and  suspicions  soon  yielded  to  confidence  and  gratitude. 
Kindness  and  cleanliness  work  wonders. 

The  majority  of  the  children  patients  are  Kala  azar  cases  and  it  is  interesting 
to  see  the  remarkable  change  that  comes  within  ten  days. 

In  a neglected  case  of  laryngeal  diphtheria  we  used  an  intubation  set  belong- 
ing to  Doctor  Oxner,  more  than  thirty  years  ago.  This  saved  the  little  fellow’s 

life.  . , 

Infantile  tetanus  is  the  infection  which  adds  much  to  the  heavy  infant 
mortality  in  China.  A former  employee  of  this  hospital  brought  us  his  baby  boy 
ten  days  old  suffering  with  this  trouble.  We  administered  tetanus  antitoxin 
freely  and  the  baby  recovered  promptly. 

Two  problems  may  be  mentioned.  First,  how  to  meet  our  expenses  and 
decrease  the  charges  for  service  to  our  patients.  Second,  how  shall  we  meet  those 
patients  who  consider  our  charge  (an  equivalent  of  fifteen  cents  a day  U.  S.  A. 
currency  for  board  and  treatment)  as  more  than  they  are  able  to  pay  foi  any 
length  of  time.  We  do  considerable  charitable  work.  No  patient  is  refused 
treatment  though  unable  to  pay  the  small  fee  requested. 

At  Warren  Memorial  Hospital  there  are  two  Bible  women,  an  evangelist 
and  a pastor  (the  last  named  just  added  for  full  time),  who  are  giving  them- 
selves to  preaching  to  patients.  All  hear  the  Gospel.  Through  the  work  of  these 
four  eighty-one  have  accepted  Christ  during  the  past  year. 

The  nurses  have  been  most  faithful  in  ministering  to  the  sick,  perhaps  more 
efficiently  and  more  gladly  even  than  in  former  years.  # . 

At  the  Mayfield-Tyzzer  and  Kathleen  Mallory  Hospitals  the  doctor,  m mak- 
ing his  morning  rounds,  hears  such  expressions  as  these,  I could  not  sleep  las 
night  for  the  pain,  but  the  night  nurse  prayed  with  me,  and  I felt  better,  and 

^"iVthfsTame  hospital,  there  was  a little  fellow  with  a diseased  spine.  He 
loved  Jesus,  but  had  grown  very  much  discouraged  about  his  condition.  The 
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night  nurse  sat  down  beside  him  and  led  him  to  give  himself  into  the  hands  of 
Jesus,  either  to  heal  or  to  give  him  grace  to  bear  the  pain.  The  next  morning 
he  told  how  his  heart  was  flooded  with  joy.  After  this  he  was  patient  and  sweet 
under  his  trial. 

The  assistant  cook  and  an  orderly  are  also  either  giving  out  tracts  or  helping 
some  one  to  learn  of  Jesus. 

TESTIMONIES 

The  Chinese  Christians — high  or  low,  rich  or  poor — what  are  they  doing? 
A Chinese  pastor  and  his  wife  in  the  Pingtu  field  held  meetings  in  the  churches  of 
which  he  is  pastor.  In  one  of  these  a member  had,  for  almost  a year,  lost 
power  of  speech  and  had  not  walked  for  many  months.  They  prayed  for  him 
and  his  tongue  was  loosed.  He  prayed  and  praised.  Later  there  was  another 
season  of  prayer  for  him  and  he  walked  to  church.  He  is  telling  others  now  what 
the  Lord  has  done  for  him.  The  Christians  no  longer  depend  upon  the  pastor 
and  the  paid  workers  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  the  unsaved. 

Some  years  ago  a carpenter  in  North  Manchuria  was  baptized.  Later  he 
returned  to  his  home  in  Shantung.  Unable  to  read,  learned  phonetic  script  and 
taught  many  people  in  his  village  to  read  portions  of  Scripture.  Evangelists 
from  Hwanghsien  visiting  his  county  were  surprised  and  pleased  to  learn  that 
the  work  was  being  carried  on  by  a Baptist.  One  of  the  men  interested  went 
to  Hwanghsien,  spent  a while  studying  with  the  pastor  there,  then  went  back 
home  to  help  in  the  work.  He  is  known  by  his  neighbors  as  “Praying  Lee.” 

A Christian  woman  in  Tsingtao  who  suffered  a stroke  a year  ago,  has  made 
two  gifts  of  $100.00  each,  in  gratitude  for  improved  health  in  answer  to  prayer. 
In  the  country  field  several  gospel  halls  are  sponsored  entirely  by  villagers. 

An  old  Confucian  scholar,  a teacher  in  the  government  school  in  Tsining, 
who  was  converted,  has  given  much  time  to  preaching  to  his  educated  relatives 
and  friends,  often  walking  long  distances  to  find  them  in  the  country.  His 
earnestness  has  impressed  many,  and  many  have  been  converted. 

In  a village  of  wealth,  where  for  years,  opium  has  ruled  supreme,  the  love 
of  Christ  has  taken  hold  of  many  lives.  The  missionary  spent  a few  days  in 
the  village  and  was  the  first  outsider  ever  allowed  in  the  homes  to  eat  with  the 
families.  During  the  past  summer’s  flood  when  all  the  inhabitants  were  busy 
throwing  up  embankments  to  save  their  homes,  there  appeared  a little  snake,  a 
kind  worshipped  by  the  people  in  this  section.  A Christian  killed  the  snake.  The 
villagers  were  much  frightened  and  threatened  him,  in  case  the  dykes  gave  way. 
Before  night  the  floods  broke  the  dykes  in  all  parts  of  the  village  except  where 
the  Christian  and  his  relatives  lived.  Their  dykes  held  the  raging  waters  and 
their  homes  were  saved.  They  sang  hymns  of  rejoicing  that  night,  for  they 
had  proved  that  our  “God,  he  is  God.” 

You  should  hear  the  men,  women  and  children  singing  Bible  verses  and 
Psalms.  This  way  of  singing  the  exact  words  of  the  Bible  is  a vital  part  of  the 
worship  and  seems  to  be  used  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  impart  truth. 

OUR  ASSOCIATIONAL  SESSION 

The  North  China  Association  in  the  forty-second  session  met  in  October. 
There  are  seventy-nine  churches  in  the  Association.  During  the  year  there  were 
1,478  baptisms.  “The  Spirit-filled  Christians,”  and  “The  Christian’s  Responsibil- 
ity to  His  Church”  were  among  the  topics  stressed  by  the  speakers.  When  the 
Association  met,  the  budget  of  $4,600.00  for  the  year,  was  short  $2,000.00.  The 
missionary  treasurer  took  the  matter  to  the  Lord  in  prayer.  At  the  close  of  the 
session  every  dollar  was  either  paid  or  pledged.  So  the  budget  was  increased 
$500.00  for  the  coming  year. 

The  “Old  People’s  Home”  is  the  latest  addition  to  the  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion. Their  interest  in  this  and  in  the  orphanage  is  touching. 

SUMMARY 

At  the  Seminary  hearts  and  voices  are  lifted  in  praise  to  our  Lord  for  the 
promise  of  a substantial  increase  in  appropriations  for  1936.  A hearty  “Thank 
you”  is  extended  to  the  Secretary,  the  Board  and  the  churches  for  their  sacrifi- 
cial co-operation  during  these  trying  times. 

Pray  for  the  Seminary.  We  believe  the  greatest  opportunity  of  any  mission 
in  China  lies  before  us  in  the  field  of  theological  training.

Laichow-fu  hospital  expresses  deep  gratitude  to  the  women  of  North  ckro- 
lina,  Alabama,  and  Jefferson  City,  Missouri,  for  their  generous  gifts  Prav  for 
a doctor  for  the  men’s  hospital  and  for  surgical  buildings  ” 

Grateful  words  from  the  Pingtu  hospital.  “Our  obstetrical  work  is  largely 
with  difficult  cases,  and  God  helps  us  in  a marvelous  way.  We  are  grateful  to 
the  Maryland  White  Cross  Societies  and  to  the  Pimlico  Church,  Baltimore  for 
our  enlarged  obstetrical  department.  And  to  the  White  Cross  Societies  for  our 
new  ward  for  children  and  for  needed  repairs  and  alterations  in  building  We 
are  hoping  that  some  other  state  will  join  Maryland  in  this  ‘over  and  above’ 
love  gift.” 

One  thousand  dollars  from  the  North  Carolina  Woman’s  Missionary  Union 
has  lifted  the  debt  from  the  Harbin  city  church. 

The  Tsingtao  church  is  planning  to  open  work  early  in  the  year  in  a large 
market  town  where  we  have  no  regular  work. 


Chef oo  is  grateful  for  a Gospel  hall,  a clinic,  and  a kindergarten. 

Three  out-stations  in  the  Harbin  field  are  asking  for  church  organizations 
next  year.  The  coming  of  a new  missionary  couple  to  Harbin  will  make  possible 
more  extensive  evangelism  and  the  opening  of  new'  work.  The  Harbin  workers 
are  looking  forward  to  the  time  when  boarding  schools  will  be  provided.  They 
are  also  praying  for  residences  for  the  missionaries  and  believing  that  God’s 
people  will  provide  these. 

From  Dairen.  Our  report  for  1934  concluded  with  the  hope  that  we  might 
have  a new  pastor  and  that  our  chapel  might  be  enlarged.  Both  desires  have 
been  fulfilled. 


REMEMBERING  WHAT  GOD  HATH  WROUGHT 
IN  SOUTH  CHINA 

MRS.  W.  W.  RANKIN 

Baptists  began  their  work  in  South  China  one  hundred  years  ago,  with  the 
appointing  of  Lewis  and  Henrietta  Hall  Shuck,  in  1835.  They  sailed  that  year, 
but  did  not  reach  th-  field  until  1836. 

The  Shucks,  Doctor  Graves,  and  other  pioneers  have  laid  a firm  foundation 
in  South  China,  and  we,  who  have  followed  them,  are  endeavoring  to  build 
thereon.  Each  member  of  the  Mission,  whether  preacher,  teacher,  physician, 
or  mother  in  the  home,  together  with  the  Chinese  as  helpers  and  co-laborers, 
has  had  a part  in  the  building  up  of  this  work  of  the  Master.  The  relation  of 
each  to  the  whole  is  of  such  value  that  none  can  be  spared  without  weakening 
the  work  of  the  others. 

Shuck  Centennial.  Great  plans  are  under  way  for  the  Centennial  celebra- 
tion in  1936.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a National  Baptist  Centennial  Com- 
mittee was  selected  to  make  plans  and  to  appoint  committees  for  working  out 
the  details.  It  is  felt  that  the  celebration,  if  properly  conducted,  will  be  a 
great  blessing  to  the  work  in  China,  helping  us  to  lay  out  a worthy  program  for 
the  coming  century. 

A special  effort  to  reach  all  the  churches,  institutions,  and  schools  in  an 
evangelistic  campaign  is  being  sponsored  as  one  of  the  main  features  of  the  year. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  George  W.  Truett  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Rushbrooke  from  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance  are  to  participate  in  the  evangelistic  meetings  for  two  months 
in  different  sections  of  China,  thus  inaugurating  the  Centennial  celebration. 
Great  interest  is  being  manifested  by  all  Christians  throughout  China.  They 
are  organizing  their  constituencies  and  will  have  special  meetings  in  their 
respective  localities  and  districts.  The  general  celebration  is  to  be  held  in 
Canton  in  October  when  visitors  from  all  Southern  and  Northern  Baptist  Mis- 
sions in  China  are  expected  to  have  a part. 

Visit  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Commission  to  the  Orient.  History  has  been 
made  in  our  Mission  this  year.  The  coming  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Maddry  and  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Weatherspoon  has  accomplished  much  for  the  future  of  our  work,

strengthening  and  encouraging  us.  Doctor  Maddry’s  big  heart  of  love  and  sympa- 
thy, his  plans  for  the  work  and  his  vision  of  the  needs,  put  new  joy  and  impetus 
into  many  a heart.  Doctor  Weatherspoon’s  fine  talks,  his  helpful  suggestions 
and  his  missionary  zeal  gave  inspiration  to  all.  The  understanding  sympathy 
of  Mrs.  Maddry  and  Mrs.  Weatherspoon  brought  America  and  Southern  Bap- 
tists right  into  our  midst,  and  their  sojourn  among  us  will  long  be  remembered. 

Some  Changes.  While  the  Commission  was  here  some  changes  were  made 
which  we  hope  will  be  a great  help  to  our  work.  Dr.  M.  T.  Rankin  was  ap- 
pointed secretary  of  all  our  mission  work  in  the  Orient.  After  their  return 
from  furlough,  he  and  his  family  will  be  located  in  Shanghai. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Snuggs  was  appointed  treasurer  and  is  to  transact  much  of  the 
business  of  the  Mission. 

The  form  of  Mission  Government  to  which  the  South  China  Mission  has  ad- 
hered in  the  past  was  sanctioned  by  Doctor  Maddry  and  the  Board.  Prac- 
tically the  same  government  has  been  adopted  by  all  of  our  Missions  in  China. 

Doctor  Maddry  expressed  a desire  that  we  stress  kindergarten  work,  build- 
ing firmer  the  work  already  in  operation,  and  opening  new  kindergartens  as 
rapidly  as  possible.  Miss  Lydia  Greene  was  appointed  supervisor  of  kinder- 
garten work  in  South  China.  All  the  kindergartens  in  the  Mission  have  taken 
the  name  of  the  “Mother”  kindergarten  in  Canton — “Pooi  Ling  Kindergarten.” 

Retirement  of  Mrs.  Graves.  It  was  a sad  time  for  both  the  Chinese  and  the 
missionaries  when  Mrs.  Graves  left  for  America  in  July.  Though  she  has  not 
been  able  to  do  much  for  the  last  year  or  so,  she  was  still  a great  inspiration 
to  all  who  came  in  contact  with  her.  During  the  last  few  years  her  eyesight 
has  been  failing  and  now,  at  the  age  of  eighty-one,  she  is  totally  blind;  but, 
as  the  darkening  shadows  have  obscured  her  earthly  sight,  her  spiritual  vision 
has  grown  keener  and  clearer.  Of  the  farewell  scenes  Miss  McMinn  writes, 
“Pastors  of  churches,  principals  of  schools,  teachers,  former  students,  friends, 
fellow  missionaries,  servants,  and  children  all  showed  their  appreciation  by 
words,  tears,  and  handsome  presents.  A large  number  accompanied  her  to 
the  train  in  Canton  to  say  farewell,  and  another  large  group  to  the  steamer  in 
Hong  Kong,  sorrowing  most  of  all  that  they  would  probably  never  see  her  face 
again.” 

Mrs.  Graves  spent  thirty-five  years  as  principal  and  teacher  of  Pooi  To 
Academy,  helping  it  develop  from  a small  school  to  an  institution  of  many 
departments  with  the  enrolment  increased  to  hundreds.  She  spared  neither 
time  nor  money  in  helping  the  needy  ones,  the  sick,  and  the  maimed.  Her 
greatest  asset,  however,  was  the  power  to  love  and  to  win  people  to  Christ. 
For  the  last  decade  she  gave  her  time  to  Kintak  Day  School,  the  Home  for  the 
Blind,  and  the  Graves  Memorial  Church.  Her  long  service  of  forty-seven  years 
has  been  a great  blessing  to  the  work. 

KWONG  SAI  PROVINCE 

WUCHOW  - CANTONESE  WORK 

Evangelistic  Work.  Dr.  F.  T.  Woodward  has  been  keeping  the  evangelistic 
work  going  on  in  the  Wuchow  field  during  Mrs.  Rex  Ray’s  absence  on  furlough. 
This  year  they  have  been  able  to  buy  a much-needed  building  for  a chapel  at 
Sz  Wong.  This  chapel  is  to  be  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Wong  Paak  Mo, 
the  first  Bible  woman  to  work  in  this  great  Wuchow  field. 

Everywhere  there  are  great  crowds  who  are  ready  and  anxious  to  hear  the 
gospel.  This  is  the  day  of  greatest  opportunities  in  China.  In  the  fall  Miss 
McMinn  and  Mrs.  Ue,  a young  Bible  woman,  stayed  six  weeks  in  two  remote, 
needy,  interior  out-stations,  and  ten  days  at  another  station.  Many  heard  the 
word  for  the  first  time,  and  the  Spirit  of  God  was  with  his  laborers.  A great 
harvest  awaits  in  this  section. 

Miss  McMinn  teaches  the  more  advanced  women  who  attend  the  Wuchow 
Sunday  school.  Some  of  these  have  acknowledged  the  Lord  in  public  baptism. 
She  also  taught  a mission  study  class  in  connection  with  the  W.M.U.  work. 

While  in  Wuchow,  Mr.  Snuggs  taught  the  English  Sunday  school  class,  and 
was  the  superintendent  of  the  general  Sunday  school.  He  and  Mrs.  Snuggs 
were  great  helpers  in  the  B.Y.P.O.  and  other  church  activities.  The  first 
general  B.Y.P.O.  Council  in  Kwong  Sai,  composed  of  five  separate  unions,  was 
organized  in  the  Wuchow  Church.  This  work  has  fallen  to  the  lot  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Woodward. 
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Waang  To  Girls’  School.  Although  the  direction  of  the  Waang  To  Girls’ 
School  was  taken  over  by  Mrs.  Woodward  in  the  midst  of  the  spring  term, 
upon  the  sudden  departure  of  Miss  Pearl  Johnson,  the  session  was  completed 
without  difficulty.  Eleven  fine  Christian  girls  were  graduated  in  June. 

During  the  spring  the  pupils  attended  the  revival  in  the  church  and  eleven 
of  the  girls  were  converted  and  baptized.  Others  are  awaiting  baptism.  The 
Bible  has  been  taught  daily  in  all  the  classes  by  consecrated  teachers.  The 
chapel  period  of  half  an  hour  each  day  presents  a splendid  opportunity  for 
the  deepening  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  teachers  and  the  student  body.  One 
of  the  finest  experiences  they  had  was  the  Easter  sunrise  service,  planned  and 
conducted  by  the  B.Y.P.O. 

This  is  the  only  Baptist  school  in  Wuchow  for  the  training  of  children; 
and  our  hearts  are  bleeding  as  we  face  what  seems  to  be  the  inevitable  closing 
the  school  at  the  end  of  this  term,  unless  added  funds  are  secured. 

Pui  Ching  Boys’  School.  Although  this  school  is  under  the  Chinese,  Mr. 
Snuggs  taught  two  sections  of  the  Junior  middle  school  English,  which  gave 
him  a fine  opportunity  to  touch  the  lives  of  the  boys.  One  of  them  has  conse- 
crated his  life  to  preaching  and  is  a most  promising  student  in  the  Seminary 
in  Canton. 

Kindergarten.  In  September  Miss  Lydia  Greene  took  over  the  kinder- 
garten. She  reports  that  good  work  is  being  done  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
R.  E.  Beddoe.  The  Beginners’  Department  of  the  Sunday  school  is  affiliated 
with  the  kindergarten,  and  there  is  a Bible  class  for  the  mothers  and  servants 
of  the  children. 

A Mothers’  Club  has  been  organized.  We  hope  that  this  club,  together  with 
weekly  visits  in  the  homes  by  the  teachers,  will  bring  about  a spirit  of  unity 
and  co-operation  between  the  home  and  the  kindergarten,  and  may  win  those 
who  are  not  Christians. 

Hospital.  Doctor  Beddoe,  superintendent  of  the  Stout  Memorial  Hospital, 
writes  that  the  routine  work  of  the  hospital  has  been  about  as  usual,  but  that 
there  has  been  a distinct  improvement  in  the  spiritual  life  of  the  personnel, 
and  a corresponding  enlargement  of  evangelistic  endeavor.  Doctor  Beddoe 
feels  that  medical  mission  work  is  facing  a crisis  in  China,  but  that  God  will 
show  a way  out  of  the  difficulties. 

Mrs.  Beddoe  is  at  the  head  of  the  evangelistic  activities  in  the  hospital. 
She  has  two  able  assistants,  Mr.  Leung  and  Mr.  Au  Yeung.  Mr.  Au  Yeung 
is  a Bible  teacher  and  is  known  as  a man  of  power  in  prayer. 

When,  for  a time,  there  was  no  Bible  woman,  Miss  McMinn  was  asked  to 
help  teach  the  women  patients.  These  have  been  exceptionally  receptive,  some 
asking  to  be  taught.  There  have  been  remarkable  conversions  among  all 
classes  and  thousands  of  tracts  and  scripture  portions  have  been  distributed. 

The  hospital  administration  strives  to  emphasize  the  religious  side  of  the 
work.  The  staff  members  so  reflect  Christianity,  that  patients  comment  on 
the  presence  of  something  not  found  in  government  hospitals. 

Through  the  influence  of  Miss  Roberta  Ma,  a teacher  in  the  University  here, 
the  hospital  has  secured  the  medical  practice  of  that  school.  Barriers  have 
been  broken  down  and  some  fine  contacts  made.  The  wife  of  a university 
professor  has  been  in  the  hospital  for  several  months.  As  she  lies  suffering, 
she  now  sings  the  praises  of  Jesus,  whom  she  now  knows  and  loves. 

An  English  Sunday  school  class  from  the  University  meets  every  Sunday 
at  the  hospital  and  is  taught  successfully  by  Mrs.  Woodward. 

Doctor  Beddoe  says  that  two  events  of  the  year  encouraged  and  urged  them 
on  to  greater  things:  first,  the  coming  of  Doctor  Maddry  and  party;  and 
second,  the  arrival  of  Dr.  W.  L.  Wallace  to  help  carry  the  burden.  Plans  have 
been  made  to  push  out  into  new  fields  with  the  full  gospel  of  preaching,  healing, 
and  teaching.

Evangelistic  Work.  With  a missionary  force  of  five  until  well  into  the 
year,  this  station  was  suddenly  left  with  only  Miss  Hattie  Stallings,  to  hold  the 
fort  Mr  and  Mrs.  R.  L.  Bausum  went  home  on  regular  furlough;  and  m July 
it  was  necessary  for  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Mansfield  Bailey  to  return  home  on  account 
-of  their  extreme  nervous  condition,  which  developed  after  the  drowning  of 
thpir  two  little  rirls  Miss  Nelle  Putney  and  Miss  Lora  Clement  were  sent  up 
during  The  to  ““Mias  Stalling  until  the  return  of  Miss  Mattie  Vie 

Summer. 
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Since  some  of  the  work  has  been  supported  by  special  gifts  and  there 
are  not  sufficient  mission  funds,  some  of  the  preachers  have  not  had  regular 
salaries,  and  have  had  to  give  much  of  their  time  to  secular  work  to  provide 
for  their  families.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Christians  will  be  led  to  help  more 
in  the  support  of  the  men  they  call  as  preachers. 

School  Work.  We  have  here  a Girls’  school,  a Boys’  school,  a Men’s  Bible 
school,  and  a Woman’s  Bible  school.  Miss  Stallings  reports  that  the  schools 
are  smaller  in  numbers  than  in  the  past,  but  the  work  done  has  been  better 
than  before. 

Hospital.  As  there  was  no  one  to  take  charge,  the  hospital  had  to  be 
closed  in  July  when  Doctor  Bailey  left.  This  institution  was  a great  blessing 
to  many  and  we  hope  it  can  soon  be  re-opened. 


KWONG  TUNG  PROVINCE 

SHIUCHOW  - NORTH  RIVER  HAKKA  FIELD 

Evangelistic  Work.  This  has  been  the  best  year  of  the  twelve  that  M.  W. 
Rankin  has  been  connected  with  the  evangelistic  agencies.  Many  of  the 
preachers  have  given  themselves  unreservedly  to  winning  souls  to  Christ.  Mr. 
Rankin  has  made  six  trips  to  the  country,  holding  evangelistic  meetings  and 
Bible  conferences.  In  May  he  went  to  Wung  Nyen,  an  interior  city,  where 
forty-one  were  baptized.  On  the  three  weeks’  trip  in  November,  he  visited 
four  places  and  baptized  forty-eight  converts.  A little  boy  who  was  to  be  bap- 
tized, was  told  that  the  missionary  would  throw  him  in  the  water  and  let  him 
drown.  After  baptism  he  testified  how  the  Lord  had  sustained  him  and  he 
had  had  no  fear.  In  all  there  have  been  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  baptisms — 
the  largest  number  that  we  have  had  in  recent  years. 

The  Annual  Bible  Conference  and  evangelistic  meetings  were  held  in 
Shiuchow  last  spring.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  Pastor  Lau  Yuet  Shing 
of  Tungshan,  to  do  the  preaching  and  conduct  a Bible  class.  The  conference 
was  a great  spiritual  blessing  to  all,  and  the  native  workers  returned  home 
with  renewed  faith  and  courage. 

During  the  Conference  it  was  our  joy  to  ordain  to  the  ministry  Mr.  Lu 
Wun  Piau.  He  is  one  of  our  best  and  most  consecrated  workers  who  has  done 
excellent  work  as  pastor  of  the  Shiuchow  Church. 

The  North  River  Association,  which  met  in  Shiuchow  this  fall,  proved  bene- 
ficial to  all  attending  it.  The  Chinese  Christians  showed  every  evidence  of 
having  the  work  at  heart.  The  sacrificial  way  in  which  the  Chinese  Chris- 
tians contribute  to  the  work  is  truly  wonderful.  The  total  amount  they  gave 
toward  self-support  and  to  their  Home  Board  for  the  year  was  $1,540.00. 

In  the  Shiuchow  Church  we  have  a senior  B.Y.P.O.  with  the  pastor,  Mr. 
Lu,  as  advisor.  They  meet  every  Sunday,  and  often  the  members  serve  as 
the  choir  for  the  church.  These  boys  and  girls,  children  of  our  Christians,  are 
in  the  city  Middle  schools  which  attract  them  away  from  the  church  unless 
we  make  a special  effort  to  hold  them. 

The  Bible  Schools.  Dr.  J.  R.  Saunders  reports  a fine  year  for  the  Men’s 
Bible  School,  with  an  average  attendance  of  fifteen.  Three  of  the  students 
graduated  in  June,  and  are  at  work  in  the  neglected  sections.  One  of  these 
graduates  opened  a new  work  near  Ch’i  Shing.  Already  he  has  baptized 
twelve,  and  others  are  waiting.  There  are  hundreds  of  towns  and  villages 
among  the  Hakkas  where  we  ought  to  have  preachers.  We  look  to  our  Bible 
schools  to  provide  the  messengers. 

Since  ours  is  the  only  Hakka  Bible  school,  the  China  Inland  Mission  at 
Kam  Chiu  (151  miles  north  of  us)  are  sending  students  to  our  school. 

The  Woman’s  Bible  School,  with  Mrs.  Saunders  in  charge,  has  twenty- 
four  students.  Others  desire  to  come,  but  our  enrolment  is  limited  because 
of  inadequate  equipment  and  funds.  This  school  was  started  primarily  to 
teach  the  wives  of  the  preachers  how  to  read  and  use  the  Bible,  and  train 
them  for  their  work.  We  hope  that  our  sisters  in  the  Southland  will  come 
to  our  aid  and  make  the  Woman’s  Bible  School  one  that  can  truly  meet  the 
needs  of  the  women  in  this  Hakka  field. 

The  Orphanage.  Doctor  Saunders  has  given  considerable  time  to  the  Phu 
Kong  Orphanage.  Although  this  orphanage  has  no  connection  with  our  Foreign 
Mission  Board,  it  has  been  a source  of  real  fruit-bearing  in  saving  souls. 
During  the  last  three  years  some  forty  from  the  orphanage  have  been  baptized. 
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In  an  institution  like  this,  where  the  control  of  the  lives  of  the  boys  and 
girls  during  their  plastic  period  is  under  Christian  influence,  much  may  be 
girismPhShed*  The  °rphanage  family  now  includes  about  ninety  boys  and 

The  Girls’  School.  Under  the  management  of  an  efficient,  warm-hearted, 
Christian,  Chinese  woman  and  Mrs.  M.  W.  Rankin  (the  advisor  while  Miss 
A.  M.  Sandlin  is  home  on  furlough)  the  Elementary  school  for  the  children 
of  the  Christians,  has  had  a good  year.  The  sixty  students  are  practically 
a 1 under  twelve  years  of  age.  Twelve  have  been  baptized.  All  who  are 
old  enough  are  Christians  and  all  study  the  Bible  daily. 

For  the  past  few  years  no  funds  have  been  granted  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  school,  but  we  are  glad  that  $150.00  has  been  given  by  the  Board 
toward  its  support  for  next  year. 

Kindergarten.  In  spite  of  poor  equipment  and  inadequate  accommoda- 
tions, the  kindergarten  work  is  going  forward.  Twenty-seven  pupils  are 
enrolled,  and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  get  these  children  to  attend  the  Sunday 
school  regularly. 


WAICHOW  - EAST  RIVER  HAKKA  FIELD 

Evangelistic  Work.  Mr.  Gallimore  has  charge  of  the  men’s  evangelistic  work 
of  this  field.  He  states  that  the  year  1935  was  very  meaningful  for  those  who 
have  entered  Christ’s  kingdom.  After  the  association  in  March,  nine  were  bap- 
tized into  the  fellowship  of  the  Ho  Yuen  Church.  One  of  those  received  into 
the  church  was  a scholarly  man,  the  father  of  a young  preacher;  another  was  a 
preacher’s  wife.  A young  man,  a student  in  a Government  school,  had  been 
coming  to  the  services  for  several  years,  but  would  not  take  a stand  for  Christ. 
He  had  the  courage  to  be  baptized  during  the  year. 

Most  of  Miss  Putney’s  time  in  the  country  was  spent  in  Ho  Yuen.  Regular 
evangelistic  services  continue.  Of  special  interest  are  the  market-day  services 
and  the  children’s  meetings.  Thousands  of  tracts  are  distributed  at  these  meet- 
ings; and  with  singing,  the  use  of  musical  instruments,  and  posters,  many  are 
attracted  to  hear  the  gospel. 

Miss  Putney  made  a trip  to  Lin  Fo  at  New  Year’s  time.  Fine  Bible  study  is 
being  done  there  by  a group  of  the  church  members. 

A Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  was  conducted  during  the  summer  in  Waichow 
with  an  encouraging  attendance.  A small  school  was  carried  on  in  the  village 
ten  miles  from  Waichow. 

Mrs.  Gallimore  has  great  plans  for  a Good-will  Center.  A place  has  been 
secured;  a Bible  class,  a story  hour,  and  other  work  have  been  begun. 

During  the  year,  the  Waichow  Church  sponsored  the  placing  of  Gideon  Bibles 
in  four  of  the  best  hotels  in  the  city.  The  use  of  Bibles  and  Christian  literature 
is  stressed  in  this  field.  Our  great  difficulty  is  to  get  the  needed  funds  with 
which  to  carry  on  this  seed-sowing. 

Kindergarten,  In  October,  Miss  Greene  opened  a kindergarten  in  Waichow, 
with  twenty-one  children  attending,  only  four  of  them  being  from  Christian 
homes.  A Sunday  school  with  twenty-four  children  attending,  meets  each  Sun- 
day in  the  kindergarten  room.  The  kindergarten  teacher  gives  half-time  to 
teaching  and  half-time  to  evangelistic  work  in  the  homes. 


CANTON  - CANTONESE  FIELD 


Much  of  the  work  in  Canton  and  vicinity  is  now  under  the  management  of 
the  Chinese.  Our  missionaries  give  advice  and  help  especially  in  the  spiritual 
life  of  the  work.  All  the  evangelistic  work  is  under  the  Chinese  Home  Board, 
with  fraternal  missionary  co-operation. 

Kindergarten.  Miss  Greene  not  only  supervises  all  the  kindergartens  in 
South  China  and  directs  the  kindergarten  normal  training,  but  also  spends  a 
great  deal  of  time  in  the  Tungshan  kindergarten.  This  self-supporting  school, 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Mission,  with  a Chinese  advisory  board, 
has  been  greatly  blessed  this  year.  The  last  instalment  due  on  the  new  build- 
ing was  paid.  The  enrolment  to  date  is  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  in  the 
kindergarten  and  twenty-one  in  the  nursery  school.  The  latter  is  a new  feature 
which  caters  to  the  children  of  the  wealthy,  and  is  proving  to  be  very  popular. 

The  Sunday  school  has  had  an  average  attendance  of  one  hundred  and  twenty. 
The  Bible  class  for  the  servants  who  accompany  the  children  had  an  average 
attendance  of  forty-five.  The  kindergarten  Bible  woman  gives  full-time  to  visit- 
ing in  the  homes  and  teaching  the  Bible  class. 
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The  kindergarten  in  connection  with  the  Tungshek  Church,  Canton,  has  an 
enrolment  of  twenty-four,  and  is  largely  self-supporting.  The  teaching  is  done 
entirely  by  senior  students  in  the  kindergarten  normal  training  department 
of  Pooi  In  Woman’s  School. 

Pooi  In  Bible  School.  Pool  In  Woman’s  Bible  School  is  operated  by  the 
Mission  in  co-operation  with  the  board  of  directors.  During  the  past  year  the 
teaching  staff  has  been  made  up  of  eleven  teachers,  two  of  them  doing  part-time 
work.  Seventy-two  students  were  enrolled,  four  taking  the  full  theological 
course  and  eleven  the  kindergarten  course.  The  furlough  of  Mrs.  M.  T.  Rankin, 
principal,  and  her  subsequent  transfer  to  Shanghai  is  a tremendous  loss  to  this 
school.  Miss  Flora  Dodson  has  been  appointed  to  succeed  Mrs.  Rankin  as 
principal.  Pending  her  return  to  the  field,  Miss  Ellen  Leung,  a consecrated  and 
efficient  Chinese  Baptist,  has  been  nobly  bearing  the  heavy  duties  of  dean, 
treasurer,  and  teacher. 

Other  Work.  Mr.  H.  H.  Snuggs,  besides  doing  the  tedious  office  work  in 
connection  with  the  Mission  treasureship,  gives  a great  deal  of  help  to  other 
phases  of  work.  In  Graves  Theological  Seminary,  he  teaches  daily  a class  in 
New  Testament  Interpretation,  and  with  Mrs.  Snuggs  a class  twice  weekly  in 
Religious  Education  in  Pooi  To.  On  Sundays  they  help  in  the  English  Sunday 
school  and  on  Sunday  nights  their  home  is  thrown  open  to  the  Overseas  Senior 
and  Intermediate  B.Y. P.O.’s,  both  in  which  require  much  time  and  thought. 
Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  excellent  work  of  Mr.  Arthur  Hayes,  the 
English  Sunday  school  superintendent. 

Mrs.  C.  A.  Hayes,  M.D.,  continues  to  give  much  time  and  strength  to  the 
Sarah  Jaffray  Dispensary,  which  is  conducted  in  co-operation  with  the  Leung 
Kwong  Baptist  Hospital,  the  latter  furnishing  a dispenser  and  nurse  on  dis- 
pensary days.  During  the  year  nearly  eight  thousand  patients  were  treated, 
and  of  the  sixteen  who  have  accepted  Christ  as  their  Saviour  eleven  have  al- 
ready been  baptized.  The  Bible  woman,  Mrs.  So,  has  done  faithful  work,  follow- 
ing up  the  preaching  in  the  dispensary  by  visits  in  their  homes. 

Doctor  Hayes  is  working  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  Chinese  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Leung  Kwong  Baptist  Hospital,  giving  his  time  to  the  work 
of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department,  and  having  associated  with  him 
two  Chinese  physicians.  Considerable  time  also  has  been  given  by  him  to  the 
medical  care  of  the  missionaries.  An  added  responsibility  was  thrust  upon  him 
when  he  was  again  elected  Chairman  of  the  Mission,  a position  that  now 
carries  heavy  duties. 

Mrs.  Graves  left  Mo  Kwong  Home  for  the  Blind  in  the  care  of  Mrs.  Snuggs 
as  trustee.  The  matron  and  other  helpers  in  the  home  have  proved  capable  of 
caring  for  eighty  blind  women  and  girls.  This  home  is  supported  by  gifts  from 
Blue  Mountain  College  and  its  alumni. 

Dr,  John  Lake  is  in  America  raising  an  endowment  fund  for  the  Leper  Colony 
on  Tai  Kam  Island.  We  hope  this  fund  may  be  secured  soon  so  that  proper 
care  for  the  lepers  may  be  assured. 

MACAO  - CANTONESE  WORK 

It  was  in  this  city  that  the  Shucks  started  Baptist  work  in  South  China; 
and  here  they  labored  for  several  years  before  moving  to  Hong  Kong. 

Our  missionary  representatives,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  L.  Galloway,  and  the 
Chinese  brethren  have  kept  steadily  at  work  preaching  and  teaching  in  Macao 
and  vicinity.  Twenty  have  been  baptized.  Among  these  was  one  young  woman 
whose  parents  had  succeeded  on  two  previous  occasions  in  imprisoning  her  when 
the  time  came  for  baptism,  but  because  of  her  determination  they  finally  con- 
sented. 

In  the  Ha  Chak  Church  the  consecrated  pastor  and  his  wife,  accompanied 
by  a faithful  band  of  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Society,  visit  daily  in  the  thirteen 
adjacent  villages.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  every  village  has  at  least  one 
baptized  resident. 

Macao  is  blessed  in  having  a faithful  and  beloved  pastor,  Rev.  Harold  Chan, 
who  preaches  fine  spiritual  sermons.  For  three  nights  a week  throughout  the 
year,  he  has  kept  up  the  boat  services.  These  meetings  have  not  only  been  a 
blessing  in  Macao,  but  their  influence  has  gone  afar,  bringing  many  into  the 
kingdom. 

While  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Galloway  were  away  on  a three  months’  vacation  taken 
in  lieu  of  a furlough,  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Society  of  Macao  has  kept  up 
the  difficult  work  among  the  prostitutes.  Their  offerings  have  been  truly  sacri- 
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ficial;  and  since  funds  were  insufficient  to  pay  a Bible  woman  for  Tau  Moon, 
they  raised  the  needed  amount,  $175.00. 

The  Macao  Church  has  a strong  Sunbeam  Band  whose  members  have  given 
more  than  $10.00  to  the  Orphanage. 

The  work  in  the  prisons  has  been  signally  blessed.  Several  prisoners  have 
been  converted  and  have  grown  spiritually.  Persecution,  however,  hinders  in 
many  cases. 

SHIUHING  - CANTONESE  WORK 

Evangelistic  Work.  Miss  Shumate  writes  that  there  have  been  about  seventy 
baptisms,  a large  number  of  these  being  in  Sun  Hing  county.  One  new  out- 
station  has  been  opened. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years,  the  Paak  To  Station  has  a Bible  woman 
and  preacher,  and  the  work  is  -progressing  well.  The  young  people  have  organ- 
ized a B.Y.P.O.  and  Sunday  school.  A school  for  poor  children  has  been  opened. 

Kindergarten.  Preliminary  to  opening  a kindergarten  at  Paak  To,  Miss 
Greene  conducted  a Daily  Vacation  Bible  school  there.  She  reports  that  it 
was  a worth-while  undertaking,  resulting  in  more  than  one  hundred  children 
having  an  opportunity  to  hear  the  gospel.  The  kindergarten  teacher  gives  half- 
time to  evangelistic  work. 

The  Kwong  To  Woman’s  Bible  School.  The  Woman’s  Bible  School  at 
Shiuhing,  operated  by  a Chinese  Committee  from  the  Kwong-Shiu  Association, 
has  more  than  twenty  students  enrolled,  most  of  them  paying  their  own  way. 
The  faculty  of  this  school  is  exceptionally  fine;  Miss  Pauline  Senn,  a graduate 
of  an  American  university,  is  in  charge. 

We  thank  the  women  of  the  South  who  came  to  the  rescue  of  this  school 
in  its  financial  difficulties,  and  gave  $500.00  from  the  Christmas  offering. 

KONG  MOON  - CANTONESE  WORK 

Miss  Lenora  Scarlett  reports  that  she  and  Miss  Clement  are  preaching  the 
gospel  as  usual. 


THE  LEUNG  KWONG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

The  native  Baptists  have  a very  flourishing  and  well-organized  work,  of 
which  we  are  justly  proud. 

Hospital.  The  Leung  Kwong  Baptist  Hospital  is  now  one  of  the  best 
equipped  and  most  popular  hospitals  in  Canton,  and  is  strictly . Christian.  It 
is  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Leung  Kwong  Baptist  Association  and  every 
director  is  a Baptist.  An  evangelist  and  a Bible  woman  are  employed  for  full- 
time to  conduct  the  Christian  activities  of  the  hospital,  and  to  do  personal  work 
among  the  patients.  They  are  always  at  the  free  dispensary  which  is  opened 
three  days  a week.  During  the  past  year  26,756  patients  were  treated  in  this 

clinic  alone.  _ . J . . .. 

Orphanage  and  Old  People’s  Home.  The  Leung  Kwong  Baptist  Association 
has  two  benevolent  institutions,  an  orphanage  with  forty-six  girls  and  boys  and 
an  Old  People’s  Home  caring  for  thirty-seven  inmates. 

Pool  To  Girls’  Academy.  This  school  has  had  an  enrolment  of  four  hundred 
and  forty-seven  students — the  largest  number  in  its  history.  There  are  forty- 
one  teachers,  thirty-four  of  whom  are  Christians. 

A morning  watch  at  six  o’clock  is  conducted  by  the  girls.  It  has  had  an 
average  attendance  of  thirty.  Two  revival  meetings  were  held  during  the  year 
and  eleven  girls  who  were  won  to  Christ  were  baptized. 

The  Y.W.C.A.  continues  to  support  its  school,  the  Yi  Hok,  for  poor  children. 
It  now  has  fnore  than  two  hundred  students.  , , 

Pooi  Ching  Boys’  Academy.  This  school  has  an  enrolment  of  3,600  students 
and  two  hundred  and  thirty  teachers.  Miss  Mary  Anderson  gave  her  time  to 
the  English  department  in  the  Senior  Middle  School,  and  exerted  a great  Chris- 
tian  influence  on  the  lives  of  the  boys.  At  present  Miss  Marguerite  Colder  of 
Michigan,  is  teaching  English  and  helping  m the  religious  life.  The  school  has 
its  own  religious  director  and  a Bible  teacher. 

Seminary.  The  theological  program  worked  out  by  Doctor  Maddry  and  Doc- 
tor Weatherspoon  calls  for  a seminary  of  college  grade  to  be  lo.c^ecdo^n. 
hai  and  two  of  high  grade  requirements,  one  of  these  being  the  seminary  in 
Canton.  There  are  also  to  be  lower  grade  Bible  schools  at  various  points  m the 
interior. 
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Pastor  Lau  Yuet  Shing,  the  president  of  the  Canton  Seminary,  has  proved 
himself  an  efficient  executive  and  leader.  The  seminary  has  been  under  the 
administration  of  the  Association  for  more  than  a year. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-nine  students  are  enrolled,  forty-four  being  in  the 
seminary  classes  proper  and  in  the  preparatory  department.  The  students  are 
given  opportunity  to  work  in  the  Sunday  schools,  B.Y. P.O.’s  and  in  other  re- 
ligious activities  in  the  different  churches  in  the  city.  Some  go  to  the  country 
places  to  preach. 

As  the  Leung  Kwong  Baptist  Association,  with  all  of  its  obligations,  has 
had  more  than  it  could  do  to  finance  this  school,  we  are  glad  that  the  Board 
granted  $2,000.00  toward  the  expenses  next  year. 

B.Y.P.O.  Much  is  due  to  the  B.Y.P.O.  secretary,  Mr.  Tsui  Kwok  In,  for 
the  fine  work  done  by  the  young  people.  There  are  now  forty-seven  unions 
with  a membership  of  over  six  hundred.  The  third  annual  meeting  was  held 
in  Canton  in  October.  A splendid  program  was  given  and  much  enthusiasm 
manifested. 

W.M.U.  of  South  China.  Mrs.  Wong  Kai  Ming  is  president.  The  Union 
has  had  four  full-time  Bible  women  to  represent  it  this  year,  one  in  Sai  Nam, 
two  in  Kwong  Sai,  and  one  in  Tsing  Yuen.  They  also  paid  half  of  the  salary 
of  one  Bible  woman  in  the  North  River  Association.  A special  fund  was  also 
raised  to  secure  a Bible  woman  as  a memorial  to  Mrs.  V.  P.  Greene  who  founded 
Pooi  In  Woman’s  Bible  School,  and  gave  many  years  to  the  training  of  Bible 
women. 

Two  representatives,  one  foreign  and  one  Chinese,  were  appointed  to  attend 
the  All  China  W.M.U.  Conference  in  Shanghai  next  year,  to  discuss  the  Shuck 
Centennial  plans  and  other  phases  of  the  work  of  Woman’s  Missionary  Union. 

The  secretary,  Miss  Dunn,  who  is  supported  from  the  funds  sent  by  the 
W.M.U.  of  the  South,  made  a report  of  her  work.  Two  new  societies  were  or- 
ganized, and  eighty-nine  women  completed  the  W.M.U.  Manual.  In  nine  places 
in  the  Association,  Bible  conferences  for  women  were  held,  in  which  Miss  Dunn 
made  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  talks.  Her  resignation  in  September  was  a 
great  loss  to  the  W.M.U.,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a successor  may  be  found. 

Evangelistic  Work.  The  evangelistic  work  of  the  general  Home  Board  in 
Canton  has  an  annual  budget  of  $10,000.00.  They  report  more  than  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty  baptisms  in  all  the  fields  for  the  year. 

PERSONAL  ITEMS 

Deaths.  One  of  the  saddest  of  tragedies  occurred  in  February,  when  the 
two  little  girls  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  M.  Bailey  were  drowned  while  on  their  way 
home  after  a short  vacation  to  the  coast.  The  family  were  riding  in  the  Kweilin 
Hospital  Ambulance,  which  ran  into  a river.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Bailey  escaped  with 
difficulty  and  the  children  could  not  be  rescued  in  time  to  save  their  lives. 

New  Missionaries.  All  of  us  are  rejoicing  in  the  coming  of  ten  co-laborers 
for  South  China — the  first  in  ten  years.  Dr.  W.  L.  Wallace  for  the  Stout  Me- 
morial Hospital,  Wuchow,  and  Miss  Ruth  Ford,  a nurse  for  Kweilin,  arrived  in 
September. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Herring  and  son  for  Kweilin,  reached  us  in  December. 

Miss  Auris  Pender,  who  also  came  in  December,  is  to  do  evangelistic  work 
in  the  Shiuhing  field. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  L.  A.  Thompson  are  under  appointment  and  with  their  two 
children  will  go  to  Shiuchow.  They  will  work  in  the  two  Hakka  Bible  Schools. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hill,  also  under  appointment,  are  being  sent  to  the 
Seminary  in  Canton. 

Miss  Floy  Hawkins,  who  has  served  in  China  as  an  independent  Baptist 
missionary  for  a term,  is  to  take  up  her  former  work  under  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  in  the  East  River  Field.

The  State  of  the  Churches  is  good.  Peace  and  good-will  among  the  churches 
and  pastors  continue.  A spirit  of  revival  and  an  awakening  desire  for  a deep- 
enmg  of  their  spiritual  life  are  animating  the  churches. 

The  Brown  Seminary  continues  its  good  work  with  a reduced  class  of  ten 
men.  Hut  the  necessity  of  taking  on  a new  class  every  two  instead  of  every 
four  years,  is  becoming  evident.  The  need  of  trained  preachers  is  increasingly 
telt,  m spite  of  the  grave  financial  crisis. 

The  Women  s Training  School-to-be.  The  most  important  event  of  the  year 
for  women  s work  was  the  coming  out  of  two  trained  young  women,  Misses 
w3nle  ana  Maude  Cobb,  who  will,  as  soon  as  possible,  organize  a training 

°°  iT°r  l0ung  women,  and  work  generally  with  the  women  of  the  churches. 
I hey  have  been  cordially  welcomed  by  the  Baptist  sisterhood,  and  are  hard  at 
0ILrie  lan£uage-  They  face  a great  opportunity  for  service  in  this  Baptist 
held.  They  are  comfortably  located  in  a small  apartment  in  the  Seminary 
building. 

The  B.Y.P.U.  work  is  highly  encouraging.  There  were  held  during  the  year 
one  general  and  five  regional  conventions,  attended  by  3,500  who  were  largely 
young  people.  The  good  influences  of  these  meetings  on  the  work  in  general  is 
said  to  be  incalculable. 

The  Sunday  School  work  progresses  though  it  seems  well-nigh  impossible  to 
make  European  evangelicals  believe  otherwise  than  the  Sunday  school  is  only 
for  little  children.  Until  the  leaders  are  convinced  there  is  no  hope  of  a general 
realization  of  the  American  idea  that  the  Sunday  school  is  the  church  teaching 
its  whole  constituency.  However,  it  should  be  noted  that  in  spite  of  the  retarded 
development  of  the  modern  idea  of  the  Sunday  school  in  these  European  lands, 
the  membership  of  the  churches  know  their  Bibles  better  than  do  Americans. 
They  read  and  study  «their  Bibles  at  home  and  know  it  by  chapter  and  verse, 
while  being  weak  on  interpretation.  At  times  their  literalism  leads  them  into 
grotesque  errors. 


Bible  course  work  is  gaining  in  the  estimation  of  the  brotherhood.  The 
writer  can  recall  a few  years  ago  when  he  first  suggested  and  then  urged  the 
idea.  It  was  slowly  taken  up  until  now  there  is  a growing  and  strong  desire 
for  it  in  all  parts  of  the  land.  It  is  proving  to  be  in  this  land,  as  in  all  parts 
of  our  European  fields  where  we  have  introduced  the  idea,  the  most  effective 
method  yet  devised  for  reviving  saints  and  saving  sinners.  It  may  be  described 
as  educational  evangelism  at  its  best.  Six  hours  a day  are  devoted  to  intensive 
study  of  Bible  doctrines  and  church  work,  while  the  evenings  are  given  up  to 
passionate  evangelism.  There  seems  to  be  an  evident  and  widespread  desire  in 
all  these  lands  for  a simple,  sincere,  unadorned  and  New  Testament  type  of 
religion  which  the  state-supported  churches  are  failing  to  supply.  New  stations 
are  being  opened  up  where  the  small  preaching  halls  are  packed  with  earnest 
listeners  who  beg  to  remain  and  hear  more  and  more.  Truly  Hungary  is  “white 
unto  the  harvest”  while  the  “laborers  are  few.”  Plans  have  been  proposed  and 
are  being  considered  whereby  well-trained  pastors  will  go  out  two  by  two  for 
short  courses  so  as  to  cover  practically  the  whole  land  in  one  winter  season. 

The  work  of  the  secretary  of  the  Hungarian  Union.  The  Board  has  enabled 
the  secretary,  Rev.  Mihlay  Baranyay,  to  give  up  his  large  church  and  devote  his 
time  and  talents  to  the  general  work  of  the  Union,  or  Convention.  He  has  special 
gifts  for  this  class  of  work  and  is  universally  welcomed  by  the  churches.  His 
services  include  preaching,  teaching  and  “putting  in  order  the  things  which  are 
lacking”  which  Titus  did  in  Crete.  Only  recently,  assisted  by  the  writer  and  Dr. 
Bela  Udvarnoki,  he  led  a small  campaign  in  a series  of  Bible  courses  and  meet- 
ings which  were  greatly  blessed  of  the  Lord.  From  all  sides  come  calls  for 
such  campaigns  but  they  cannot  yet  be  met. 
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The  brethren  specially  commissioned  me  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the 
Board  for  arranging  for  secretary  Baranyay  to  give  all  his  time  to  this  greatly 
needed  work.  Likewise  the  secretary,  in  formal  fashion,  asks  that  I convey 
to  the  Southern  Baptists  their  great  appreciation  of  all  that  you  are  doing  for 
the  Hungarian  Baptist  cause. 

RUMANIA 

Furloughs:  Mrs.  Gill,  Miss  Hester  and  I journey  to  the  homeland  for  short 

furloughs,  the  time  being  limited  on  account  of  the  necessity  of  our  returning 
so  as  to  avoid  closing  our  two  schools  for  a whole  year. 

My  deputation  work,  which  began  with  unusual  intensity  and  was  extended 
over  a number  of  states,  was  suddenly  brought  to  a close  by  a month’s  sickness  in 
the  New  Orleans  Hospital  and  three  months  of  convalescence.  Notwithstanding, 
by  God’s  mercy,  I was  able  to  return  in  November,  and  my  health  seems  to  have 
been  fully  recovered. 

Our  Seminary  for  young  preachers  had  a good  year.  The  experiment  of 
turning  it  over  to  young  and  almost  untried  hands  was  a success.  The  spirit 
of  the  students  and  the  work  done  were  good.  Our  plan  of  having  a long  Christ- 
mas vacation  of  at  least  six  weeks  for  student  Bible  work  and  evangelism  among 
the  village  churches  was  greatly  blessed.  The  listed  results  will  compare  favor- 
ably with  those  of  any  seminary.  These  student  evangelists  show  themselves  as 
real  missionaries,  and  at  times  heroes,  in  standing  up  under  persecution  even 
unto  blood.  We  are  eagerly  looking  forward  to  a highly  prepared  and  expe- 
rienced man  coming  out  to  take  the  place  of  the  lamented  D.  T.  Hurley  as  direc- 
tor of  the  seminary.  At  this  classic  gateway  from  the  East,  through  which  the 
hordes  of  Asia  flowed  into  Europe  in  the  long  ago — where  Latin,  Slav,  Turk, 
Greek,  German  and  Hungarian  met,  mingled  and  fought — is  located  our  Ruman- 
ian mission  field.  To  this  tragic  spot  which  has  so  much  to  do  with  the  future 
of  Europe  and  the  world,  surely  some  gifted,  trained,  and  Spirit-called  man  will 
come.  May  he  come  soon! 

The  James  Memorial  Training  School  for  girls  continues  its  gracious  work 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Hester,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Hurley  and  Mrs.  Gill.  Be- 
cause of  the  limiting  of  the  number  of  students  to  those  who  have  had  six 
years  of  school  the  enrolment  is  necessarily  small.  The  idea  of  the  necessity  of 
the  education  of  women  is  still  undeveloped  in  this  part  of  the  world. 

The  Foreign  Mission  idea  is  growing  in  an  encouraging  way  among  the 
churches  in  Rumania  as  the  result  of  our  Bible  Course  work.  The  Bessarabian 
brethren,  up  against  Russia,  for  the  past  two  years  have  sustained  in  part  one 
of  our  Board’s  missionaries  in  Africa.  They  pay  his  salary*  a year  in  advance.  The 
Rumanian  brethren  also  have  followed  by  organizing  a Foreign  Mission  Society. 
They  have  a missionary  in  Jugoslavia  and  are  thinking  of  helping  the  Baptist 
work  in  Bulgaria.  They  have  enough  money  in  the  treasury  for  a year’s  salary 
of  a missionary. 

The  Home  Mission  idea  also  is  growing.  The  work  among  the  Gypsies  is 
being  carried  on  in  spite  of  vigorous  persecution  by  the  state  church.  The 
prospects  are  that  similar  work  will  be  undertaken  among  Bulgarians  in  Ru- 
mania on  the  lower  Danube,  and  possibly  also  among  the  Mohammedans  of 
that  region. 

Persecution  of  Baptists  on  the  part  of  the  state  authorities  was  resumed 
during  the  year,  and,  at  the  call  of  the  Rumanian  brethren,  Doctor  Rushbrooke 
came  from  London  to  make  his  protest.  Satisfactory  arrangements  were  prom- 
ised by  the  ministers;  but  as  soon  as  he  was  gone  matters  again  became  bad. 

The  spirit  of  conflict  among  the  various  groups — Rumanian,  Hungarian, 
Bessarabians,  or  Russian — has  somewhat  quieted  down  and  the  situation  is  better. 
The  spirit  of  international  jealousy  and  leadership  rivalry  affect  even  religion 
in  this  part  of  the  world. 

Bible  course  work,  in  addition  to  our  seminary,  has  been  much  blessed. 
Large  groups  of  farmer-preachers  were  trained  for  a month  or  less  in  Bucarest, 
Timisoara,  and  other  places.  This  is  one  of  the  most  pressing  of  all  our  needs. 
Plans  are  being  made  whereby  we  hope  to  have  with  us  in  the  coming  year  some 
of  our  most  distinguished  Southern  seminary  professors  to  assist  us  in  seminary 
and  Bible  course  work. 

Growth  in  membership  continues,  though  accurate  statistics  are  not  obtain- 
able at  present  on  account  of  denominational  confusion. 

Summer  assembly  work — and  permanent  Bible  courses  are  being  planned  for 
the  future.  In  spite  of  lowering  war  clouds  that  threaten  the  very  existence  of 
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Regnant. and  °f  civilization’  we  are  Planning  the  work  as  if  peace  were

The  statistical  report  shows  an  increase  in  baptisms,  though  during  the  vear 
we  lost  our  congregation  m Murcia  one  of  the  most  ancient  of  Spanish  cities, 
and  perhaps  the  most  difficult  of  all  our  Spanish  fields.  Several  of  the  churches 
are  under  the  care  of  voluntary  workers,  with  only  occasional  visits  from  the 
workers  of  the  Mission. 


The  contributions  of  the  churches  have  increased,  this  phase  of  the  work 
showing  the  greatest  progress.  Two  of  the  churches— Badalona  and  Albacete— 
are  planning  to  erect  their  own  houses  of  worship  in  the  immediate  future. 
Naturally  this  indicates  a good  spiritual  situation.  The  Barcelona  church, 
besides  having  an  encouraging  increase  in  membership  during  the  year,  assumed 
one  hundred  pesetas  monthly  of  the  pastor’s  salary. 

A new  church  has  been  organized  at  Sabadell,  near  Barcelona,  making  two 
churches  in  that  city.  We  are  happy  to  note  that  they  are  living  together  in 
peace  and  brotherhood  and  both  are  zealous  missionary  bodies. 

The  secretary  calls  attention  to  the  bitter  struggle  between  the  political 
parties.  The  conservatives  are  backed  by  the  money  and  prestige  of  the  Roman 
clergy.  We  fervently  hope  and  pray  that  the  blessings  of  religious  liberty  which 
Spain  has  enjoyed  since  the  establishment  of  the  republic,  may  not  be  taken 
away.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  extreme  “left”  (Socialists,  Communists  and  An- 
archists) in  Spain,  as  in  Russia,  have  been  driven  to  their  extreme  democratic 
views  and  measures,  in  politics  and  religion,  by  the  equally  extreme  position 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  church  in  favor  of  monarchy  and  aristocracy  in  the 
same  realms.  Wherever  Catholicism,  east  or  west,  has  ruled  over  a people  for 
long  periods,  violent  political  reaction  and  atheism  have  always  resulted.  Our 
sympathy  and  prayers  are  for  a democratic  Spain,  and  for  our  struggling 
brethren  there. 


ITALIAN  MISSION 

D.  G.  Whittinghill 

Owing  to  the  political  and  economic  crisis,  which  has  been  aggravated  by 
the  war  in  Abyssinia,  church  work  has  been  prosecuted  amidst  many  difficulties. 
Persecution  has  been  more  intense  than  at  any  time  during  my  thirty-five  years’ 
residence  in  this  country.  The  Vatican  is  taking  advantage  of  the  political  sit- 
uation for  its  own  purposes.  Local  officials,  under  the  influence  of  the  “Holy 
Church,”  are  continually  throwing  obstacles  in  the  way  of  our  pastors,  three  of 
whom  have  been  forbidden  to  preach  to  their  own  congregations.  Four  others 
are  not  allowed  to  hold  services  in  out-stations.  In  some  cases  our  pastors  are 
burdened  with  overwhelming  taxation.  In  two  cities,  permission  to  build  chapels 
has  been  sought  in  vain.  Other  cases  of  petty  persecution  could  be  cited. 

In  view  of  this  condition,  it  is  almost  a miracle  that  our  work  has  stood  the 
pressure  so  well.  Unemployment  is  still  serious.  Many  of  our  younger  brethren 
are  soldiers  and  officers  in  Africa;  consequently  our  church  attendance  and 
contributions  are  suffering. 

No  visible  progress  towards  self-support  can  be  made  during  these  times, 
though  this  important  subject  is  constantly  presented  to  our  churches.  In  1934 
notwithstanding  our  economic  limitations,  the  Italian  Baptists  gave  more  per 
capita  than  those  of  any  of  our  foreign  mission  fields  except  Argentina. 

In  spite  of  the  difficulties  above  mentioned,  there  are  bright  spots  in  our  work. 
In  intelligence  and  moral  worth,  the  character  of  our  converts  and  sympathizers 
in  Italy  is  not  inferior  to  that  of  other  civilized  countries,  although  in  material 
matters,  most  of  our  members  are  poor.  Our  Mission  draws  from  all  classes, 
but  chiefly  from  the  middle  and  lower. 

Italy  numbers  among  its  citizens  some  notable  Baptists — some  notable  for 
their  culture,  some  for  their  usefulness  and  some  for  their  piety.  Several  pas- 
tors have  won  great  honor  for  themselves  as  well  as  for  our  Mission. 

There  are  pastors  in  distant  provinces  and  insignificant  towns  who,  on  account 
of  their  faith,  zeal  and  courage,  deserve  no  less  honor  than  those  placed  by  the 
Providence  of  God  in  more  prominent  positions.  Despite  difficulties  and  persecu- 
tions unknown  in  America,  many  of  our  lay-members  have  borne  faithful  witness 
to  the  Gospel  and  have  remained  steadfast  in  the  faith. 
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CHURCH  BUILDINGS 

The  Italian  Mission  is  greatly  in  need  of  equipment.  Our  churches,  as  a 
rule,  are  too  poor  to  erect  their  own  buildings.  A fund  for  this  purpose  is 
urgent.  The  congregations  at  Turin,  Reggio  Calabria  and  Floridia  (in  Sicily) 
must  be  assisted  as  soon  as  possible.  The  chapel  at  Turin  is  finished  and 
in  use,  but  a heavy  debt  weighs  on  it.  If  this  could  be  paid,  the  church 
would  soon  become  independent.  The  building  at  Reggio  has  remained 

unfinished  for  nearly  ten  years.  Lack  of  funds  has  left  the  new  building  at 
Floridia  without  a roof.  Only  twenty  of  our  fifty-two  churches  have  chapels 
some  of  which  are  small  and  very  inadequate.  Milan  and  Naples,  each  with  a 
million  inhabitants,  are  still  without  church  buildings.  How  long  will  Southern 
Baptists  tolerate  this  shameful  state  of  affairs? 

A suitable  headquarters  building  and  larger  church  for  Rome  are  absolute 
necessities.  We  can  never  do  satisfactory  work  in  this  city  until  we  are  better 
equipped.  Neither  can  we  wait  much  longer.  We  have  already  lost  to  other 
denominations  some  of  our  brethren  who  have  been  attracted  by  more  imposing 
and  promising  churches. 

THEOLOGICAL  SCHOOL 

We  are  much  disappointed  in  not  being  able  to  re-open  our  “school  of  the 
prophets”  in  October.  This  school  has  been  closed  for  three  years.  In  view 
of  the  Italo- Abyssinian  conflict  the  Government  has  called  to  arms  practically  all 
of  our  prospective  students.  Until  we  can  prepare  some  promising  young  men 
for  our  work,  there  is  little  hope  of  our  being  able  to  make  any  great  progress. 
Several  promising  young  men  are  awaiting  an  opportunity  to  study  for  the 
ministry. 

Mr.  Manfredi  Ronchi  has  been  elected  a member  of  the  faculty.  He  is  well 
fitted  for  this  responsible  position. 

ORPHANAGE 

The  Government  has  expropriated  and  paid  for  more  than  half  of  our  orphan- 
age property;  the  villa  and  the  rest  of  the  land  still  remains  in  our  possession. 
We  received  the  last  payment  for  the  expropriated  land  in  July,  amounting  to 
£450,973  (equal  to  about  $37,500).  This  money  is  being  sent  to  Richmond  as 
fast  as  possible  to  apply  on  the  debt  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  The  Gov- 
ernment will  soon  expropriate  the  rest  of  our  orphanage  property,  but  the  com- 
pensation will  be  small  in  comparison  to  its  real  value. 

Since  the  death  of  Dr.  Aristarco  Fasulo  in  February,  his  wife  has  been 
active  as  directress  of  this  institution.  She  is  a woman  of  culture  and  energy 
and  performs  her  duties  well. 

Due  to  a lack  of  funds  for  enlargement,  the  number  of  our  orphans  is  small, 
there  being  only  eleven  in  the  home. 

The  American  church  and  personal  friends  in  Rome  contribute  to  its  mainte- 
nance, but  owing  to  the  crisis,  our  Italian  friends  cannot  do  all  that  they  desire 
for  this  noble  institution.  Especially  are  we  grateful  to  Italian  Baptists  in 
America  for  substantial  help.  For  three  years  the  Orphanage  has  been  inde- 
pendent of  financial  assistance  from  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  Mrs.  Whitting- 
hill  takes  special  interest  in  the  Orphanage,  and  among  her  personal  friends 
in  Rome  she  has  found  financial  assistance. 

PUBLICATION  WORK 

This  branch  of  our  work  remains  about  as  last  year.  Lack  of  means  and 
of  liberty  limited  our  activity  in  1935.  During  the  conflict  between  Italy  and 
Ethiopia  there  is  little  hope  of  our  being  able  to  make  progress  in  this  depart- 
ment. 

In  February  Doctor  Fasulo,  the  director  of  “II  Testimonio,”  died  after  a 
long  and  efficient  service.  Prof.  Lodovico  Paschetto  was  elected  to  succeed  him. 
Pastors  Ronchi  and  Rossi,  both  of  Rome,  are  to  be  assistant  editors.  “Bilychnis,” 
for  evident  reasons,  cannot  be  republished  now,  although  we  have  constant  calls 
for  it.  “II  Seminatore,”  a propagandist  sheet  will  be  issued  more  frequently 
in  the  future. 

Again  I must  express  my  deep  gratitude  to  our  Southern  Baptist  women  for 
their  financial  assistance  without  which  we  could  not  continue  our  publications. 
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YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  MOVEMENT 

Notwithstanding  his  many  duties,  Sig.  Rivera  gives  much  of  his  time  and 
energy  to  the  young  people  of  our  Mission.  At  present  a goodly  number  of  young 
people  are  under  arms  and  consequently  cannot  do  church  work,  though  we  hear 
of  their  evangelistic  activity  in  East  Africa. 

WOMAN'S  WORK 

Mrs.  D.  G.  Whittinghill 

In  nearly  all  of  our  fifty-two  churches  we  have  a Woman’s  Missionary  Union 
not  very  strong  as  yet.  This  is  due  to  a lack  of  proper  leaders  and  often  little 
backing  by  the  local  pastor  who  has  not  recognized  its  importance.  We  have 
had  one  Assembly  and  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  Southern  Baptist  sisters, 
we  hope  to  have  another  in  the  fall.  In  some  of  our  smaller  churches  the 
women  give  their  work  (embroidery  and  knitting)  when  they  can  not  give  money. 
So,  once  a year  these  objects  are  sent  to  Rome  and  sold  for  the  benefit  of  our 
Orphanage. 

The  “World  Day  of  Prayer”  was  observed  and  good  services  were  held.  Here 
in  Rome  we  have  had  weekly  meetings  during  which  we  studied  Japan,  had 
addresses  on  Henrietta  Shuck,  Carey,  Spurgeon,  and  others.  The  money  collected 
during  1935  from  sales,  two  “poundings”  and  collections  amounted  to  more  than 
5,000  lire  which  is  a good  sum  if  one  considers  the  poverty  of  many  of  our  people. 

Pray  for  us  in  these  difficult  times  of  distrust  and  political  antagonism,  that 
God’s  Kingdom  may  come  soon  and  our  Italian  Baptists  may  have  a share  in 
His  Glory. 

NEEDS 

Our  needs,  both  material  and  spiritual  are  as  formerly,  more  prayer  and 
sympathy,  more  and  better  equipment,  more  means  to  enlarge  our  publication 
work,  and  a greater  spirit  of  consecration  for  the  coming  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.

SPIRITUAL  FRUIT-GROWING 

In  spite  of  all  that  might  have  discouraged  us  during  the  past  year,  when,  for 
the  first  time  since  1906,  the  missionary  personnel  of  your  Japan  Mission  was 
reduced  to  twelve,  1935  marked  the  following  thirty  forward  steps  for  Christ 
in  this  land  of  Japan  which, 

“Like  a youthful  giant,  is  ever  leaping  onward, 

Gathering  up  the  spoils  of  every  age  and  clime; 

She  has  caught  the  vision  of  a grander  future, 

And  would  fain  outstrip  the  very  march  of  Time ; 

But  what  she  needs  is  Jesus,  and  his  Holy  Spirit; 

Only  Christ  can  save  thee,  Beautiful  Japan!” 

1.  The  coming  of  Doctor  Maddry,  with  its  impetus  to  all  our  work,  was  the 

first  visit  of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  Japan  in 
fifteen  years.  . 

2.  In  Doctor  Rankin’s  appointment,  we  have  our  first  Secretary  lor  the 
Orient  to  help  us  in  our  work,  and  link  us  with  China. 

3.  Rev.  Kuroda  elected  first  full-time  Executive  Secretary  of  our  West 
Japan  Baptist  Convention  means  more  co-ordinated  activity. 

4.  The  death  of  our  first  Southern  Baptist  convert  in  Japan,  Rev.  Sugano, 
marks  the  completion  of  just  one  generation  since  we  began,  and  witnesses  the 
opening  of  Home  Mission  Work  entirely  on  Japanese  funds. 

5.  Completion  of  first  school  building,  the  Rowe  Memorial  Auditorium, 

Seinan  Jo  Gakuin,  built  with  funds  given  wholly  by  Japan.  . . 

6.  The  re-opening  of  the  Seminary  at  Fukuoka,  the  faculty  giving  their 
services  gratis. 
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7.  First  Seminary  summer  school,  fifty  attending. 

8.  First  Training  School  for  Women  in  connection  with  the  Seminary. 

9.  First  Bible  woman  trained  in  our  Seminary  begins  work  at  Kumamoto. 

10.  First  year  of  our  Bookstore,  the  Fukuin  Shokwan,  in  its  new  home  on 
Main  Street,  downtown  section  of  Kokura,  under  efficient  management  of  Mr. 
Kamechika. 

11.  Our  two  schools  reach  new  high-water  mark  in  enrolments.  Total  of 
1,367  students. 

12.  First  year  of  Japanese  presidency  of  Seinan  Jo  Gakuin,  President  Hara, 
marked  by  dedication  of  new  chapel  and  financial  drive  for  a mission  school 
in  Manchukuo. 

13.  First  time  all  four  valedictorians  of  Seinan  Gakuin  have  been  Christians 
and  members  of  Baptist  churches. 

14.  First  time  all  major  offices  of  Boys’  School  are  filled  by  Baptists.  Dean 
Sugimoto  is  baptized  and  leads  others. 

15.  First  time  Seinan  Gakuin  College  department  wins  first  place  in  West 
Japan-English  oratorical  contest;  also  in  horsemanship. 

16.  First  Japanese  Baptist  pastor,  Rev.  Fujinuma,  completes  fifty  years  in 
ministry. 

17.  Opening  of  Home  Economics  Department  of  Seinan  Jo  Gakuin,  the  first 
step  toward  a full  college. 

18.  Five  young  Japanese  preachers  of  promise  enter  our  pastorates. 

19.  The  Tobata  Baptist  Church,  builds  without  any  aid  from  America,  a 
neat  plant  with  good  Sunday  school  rooms. 

20.  The  Mission  holds  its  first  Christmas  holidays  retreat.  A finer  fellowship 
in  personal  evangelism. 

21.  Young  missionaries  in  Language  School  begin  public  witnessing  in 
Japanese. 

22.  Professor  Sugano  of  Seinan  faculty  goes  to  Louisville  Seminary  to  join 
Kuriya  already  there.  Next  year  it  will  be  Ozaki’s  turn  to  go. 

23.  Seinan  Gakuin  Glee  Club  is  recognized  as  the  best  in  West  Japan. 

24.  A young  teacher,  won  to  Christ  and  church  membership  last  year,  leads 
two  others  to  a complete  surrender. 

25.  The  ratio  of  missionaries  and  Japanese  on  Seinan  Board  of  Trustees  is 
brought  to  fifty-fifty.  We  look  forward  to  full  control  by  Japanese. 

26.  The  alumni  spirit  of  both  schools  shows  marked  growth.  District  As- 
sociations in  Tokyo  and  Osaka  become  active. 

27.  Christmas  carolling  at  Seinan  becomes  a definitely  established  practice. 

28.  All  churches  report  most  spiritual  observance  of  Christmas  in  years. 

29.  Eighty  per  cent  of  applicants  from  our  college  pass  examinations  to  enter 
Imperial  University. 

30.  With  more  frequent  moving  of  pastors  between  Northern  and  Southern 
Baptist  churches,  and  with  encouragement  from  Doctor  Maddry,  committees 
were  appointed  to  study  ways  and  means  for  the  union  of  Baptists  of  Japan 
into  one  national  convention. 

THE  SOIL  OF  JAPAN  FOR  THE  GOSPEL  SEED 

National  prosperity,  patriotism,  and  progress  characterize  the  Japan  of  today. 
With  their  factories  working  overtime,  their  world  markets  yielding  to  the  low- 
price  magic  of  “Made  in  Japan,”  and  their  independent  foreign  policy  un- 
checked by  League,  Treaty,  or  the  public  sentiment  of  the  world,  our  Japanese 
friends  possess  a national  self-confidence  at  once  admirable  and  alarming.  The 
cities  in  which  your  representatives  are  at  work,  from  proud  and  beautiful 
Tokyo  in  the  north  to  nationalistic  Nagasaki  in  the  south,  call  forth  the  mes- 
sage of  the  Spirit  to  the  church  of  Laodicea:  “You  declare,  ‘I  am  rich,  I am 

well  off,  I lack  nothing,’  . . . not  knowing  you  are  miserable,  pitiful,  poor,  blind 
and  naked.”  Economically,  Japan  is  building  up  an  enormous  super-structure 
with  her  foreign  trade  and  aggressive  military  machine;  but  her  oldest  and 
wisest  statesman,  Finance  Minister,  Takahashi,  is  warning  the  nation  of  her 
crumbling  rural  foundation.  For  the  first  time  in  Japan’s  history,  her  down- 
trodden farmers  are  raising  voices  of  protest  above  their  own  utter  devotion 
to  their  government.  Therefore,  his  reins  are  tightening  on  the  army  and 
navy  men.  Almost  single-handed  he  is  gradually  checking  their  mad  rush  for 
appropriations.  Pray  for  Takahashi,  the  strongest,  sanest  political  leader  of 
Japan.  Ask  God  to  spare  his  life  until  the  crisis  is  passed.  He  is  eighty,  but 
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commands  the  respect  even  of  those  whose  selfish  ambitions  he  curbs.  May- 
God  enable  us  to  do  strategic  life-changing  that  Christ  may  come  into  control 
through  the  yielding  to  Him  of  such  men  of  influence. 

Relief  must  come,  or  disaster.  We  pray  it  may  be  peaceful  revolution  that 
shall  turn  the  tide  back  to  internal  equilibrium.  But  the  sense  of  “national 
destiny”  that  glows  at  present  in  the  Japanese  heart  is  far  from  the  con- 
sciousness of  personal  sin  and  need  of  the  Saviour. 

We  find  that  as  we  missionaries  realize  a fresh  experience  of  the  Holy 
Spirit’s  power  in  our  own  lives,  the  witness  of  that  experience  backed  by  a new 
quality  of  life  finds  soil  that  is  rich.  Indeed  the  very  spirit  of  nationalism, 
while  sweeping  away  some  of  our  Christians,  is  strengthening  others  in  their 
devotion  to  the  Prince  of  Peace.  Especially  is  the  student  class  responding  to 
the  challenge  of  Christ. 

Japan  has  become  soil  rich  in  mass  education,  mass  manufacture,  and  mass 
action;  but  our  work  in  this  land  is  deeper  than  education;  our  gospel  more 
personal  than  mass.  Before  there  will  be  any  great  harvest  for  Christ  in  Japan 
there  must  be  more  intensive  individual  work.  Therefore,  we  ask  you  to  think 
and  pray  for  our  work  of  preparing  orchards,  planting  the  finest  seeds;  carrying 
on,  concentrated  personal  evangelism,  under  the  guidance  of  God. 

Kagawa  himself  urgently  advised  against  the  temptation  of  numbers  and 
bigness,  against  the  speed  and  impatience  of  American  life.  He  said  to  the 
writer,  “Win  a few,  but  really  win  them;  then  give  yourself,  your  time,  to  train- 
ing them,  until  they  can  go  out  and  win  their  own  people.”  Our  work  in  the 
spiritual  orchards  of  Japan  is  the  growing  of  fruit  that  will  propagate  itself. 
This  was  the  Master’s  emphasis  when  he  spoke  of  “good  fruit,”  and  “fruit  that 
remains.” 


YOUR  LABORERS  IN  THE  ORCHARDS 

With  the  timely  arrival  of  Misses  Helen  Dozier  (second  generation  mis- 
sionary) and  Dorothy  Carver  (to  begin  study  in  the  Language  school),  and  the 
glad  return  of  Miss  Lancaster  to  the  Girls’  School  of  which  she  is  vice-president, 
your  missionary  laborers  are  just  twelve  in  number.  And  seven  of  us  (Edwin 
and  Mary  Ellen  Dozier  of  Fukuoka,  Max  Garrott  for  the  Seminary,  Dorothy 
Carver  for  Seinan  Jo  Gakuin,  Helen  Dozier,  music  teacher  of  the  two  schools, 
and  Hermon  and  Rayberta  Ray  for  student  work  in  Tokyo)  are  language  stu- 
dents, with  less  than  three  years  of  service.  Therefore  the  only  ones  able  to 
give  full-time  to  the  work  are,  Doctor  Clarke  of  Tokyo,  who  retires  this  year; 
Mrs.  C.  K.  Dozier  of  the  Boys’  school,  Mr.  Mills  of  Nagasaki,  and  Misses  Lan- 
caster and  Jesse  of  the  Girls’  school — the  latter  loaned  to  us  by  the  Northern 
Board. 

We  lost  for  our  Mission,  during  the  past  year,  three  valuable  members,  and 
three  left  for  furlough.  Therefore  we  must  look  to  you  in  the  homeland, 
where  laborers  are  so  plentiful,  to  share  with  us  a few  of  your  best.  Even  with 
the  return  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  F.  Ray  and  Miss  Schell,  we  shall  have  only  fourteen 
to  fill  strategic  place  of  the  missionary  in  modern  Japan. 

To  compensate  for  the  lack  of  quantity  in  our  Mission,  the  past  year  brought 
to  some  of  us  our  deepest  experience  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  launched  us  out 
upon  a new  quality  of  living  and  witnessing.  One  by-product  of  this  was  the 
gathering  of  all  twelve  of  us  in  Fukuoka  during  the  Christmas  holidays  for 
the  deepening  of  our  spiritual  life  and  the  furthering  of  our  common  cause 
of  soul-winning. 

The  fellowship  of  four  of  us  young  missionaries  at  the  Tokyo  Language 
School  has  been  happy,  and  this  year  as  Max  Garrott  goes  to  take  up  his 
seminary  work  in  Fukuoka,  we  look  forward  to  the  coming  to  Tokyo  of  three 
of  the  four  Doziers  for  further  study  in  our  Mission.  Thus,  even  with  the 
going  of  Doctor  Clarke,  the  beloved  president  and  veteran  among  us,  we  shall 
have  for  one  year  six  in  the  capital  city.  While  that  spells  gladness  to  us,  it 
spells  all  but  tragedy  for  the  lonely  eight  who  will  be  left  to  man  all  the 
stations  to  the  south.  May  it  be  laid  on  your  hearts  to  send  us  even  a few  to 
care  for  the  neglected  orchards,  a few  of  your  best,  for  the  difficult  task  of  fruit- 
growing in  Japan.  In  the  Name  of  Him  with  the  nail-scarred  hands,  we  ask 
you  to  send  us  “hands.”

HELPERS  TO  OUR  JAPANESE  FELLOW-WORKERS 

We  do  not  overlook  the  fact  that  we  twelve  have  as  our  fellow-laborers  over 
twenty  earnest  pastors  (several,  like  Takahashi  of  Kure,  trained  in  the  Louis- 
ville Seminary),  a Christian  faculty  of  thirty  in  the  Girls’  school,  the  efficient 
staff  of  Good-will  Center,  and  our  Bookstore,  a majority  Christian  faculty  of 
sixty  at  our  Boys’  school,  twelve  devoted  Kindergarten  teachers,  and  the  Sun- 
day school  teachers  and  deacons  of  our  twenty-five  churches.  Indeed  to  be  fair 
we  must  include  as  our  fellow-workers  those  who  help  us  in  our  missionary 
homes,  who  free  us  for  spiritual  activity. 

PREPARING  THE  SOIL  THROUGH  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE,  FUKUIN 

SHOKWAN 

Nineteen  Hundred  and  Thirty-Five  marked  a new  day  in  the  life  of  our 
Baptist  Publishing  House.  With  the  retirement  of  Doctor  Walne,  Mr.  Tamechika, 
an  efficient  young  business  man,  declined  a better-salaried  position  to  manage 
and  move  this  gospel  literature  house  from  the  hilltop  of  Shimonoseki  to  a 
splendid  location  in  the  heart  of  Kokura  city.  There  an  attractive  bookstore 
serves  the  stream  of  customers  who  come  to  buy  Bibles  and  other  Christian 
literature.  Taking  on  new  life,  it  has  more  than  paid  for  running  expenses 
and  the  interest  on  the  building.  With  the  net  profit  from  sale  of  books,  Mr. 
Tamechika  has  been  able  to  provide  a subsidy  for  the  publication  of  our  Con- 
vention organ,  The  Baptist.  Also  during  the  year  there  has  been  one  reprint, 

A Flower-Basket  of  Tears. 

It  is  our  hope  to  publish  hereafter  three  types  of  books  each  year — one 
scholarly,  one  Baptist,  and  one  popular.  This  will  serve  not  only  to  provide 
needed  Christian  books,  but  also  to  make  money  for  the  Convention  to  use 
in  more  aggressive  evangelism.  We  are  grateful  for  this  important  transition, 
but  we  look  forward  to  the  day  when  we  shall  own  this  building  which  serves 
our  Baptist  cause. 

HELPING  OUR  FELLOW-WORKERS  IN  THE  ORCHARDS 

At  the  capital,  “The  City  of  a Million  Students,”  Tokyo:  A dormitory,  two 
churches  with  kindergartens,  and  two  missionary  homes  represent  our  equip- 
ment in  this  city  of  six  million.  Our  leadership  consist  of  five  missionaries  (four 
in  Language  school,  but  giving  part-time  to  personal  evangelism),  two  active 
pastors’  families,  and  four  kindergarten  teachers. 

In  the  Koishikawa  Church,  Pastor  Yuya,  in  regular  and  special  evangelistic 
services,  has  witnessed  a deepened  devotion  and  increased  attendance. 

The  new  note  of  personal  witness  has  also  been  heard  in  the  Sugamo  Church 
which,  under  Pastor  Tomita,  will  soon  be  independent. 

Both  kindergartens,  though  small,  maintain  a high  standard  of  work.  This 
ministry  is  telling  on  mothers  as  well  as  little  children. 

The  Dormitory  has  had  one  of  the  best  years  in  its  history.  It  is  filled  and 
applications  are  waiting.  It  is  more  than  self-supporting,  and  the  Holy  Spirit 
is  at  work  among  the  college  men. 

Dr.  Harvey  Clarke  has  poured  out  his  very  life  during  this  last  year,  preach- 
ing at  the  churches,  teaching  Bible  classes  in  his  home,  visiting  those  in  need, 
running  the  college  men’s  dormitory,  and  making  it  both  easy  and  hard  for  the 
Hermon  Rays  who  are  to  succeed  him  this  spring — easy  because  of  his  inspiring 
example  and  practical  advice,  hard  because  of  his  high  quality  of  life  and  service 
which  we  must  try  to  follow. 

In  our  Military  and  Naval  Centers,  Hiroshima  and  Kure:  Even  with  your 

resident  missionaries,  the  J.  F.  Rays,  on  furlough  for  the  latter  half  of  the 
year,  the  two  churches  under  veteran  pastors  have  managed  to  go  forward. 
Definite  answers  to  prayer  have  been  realized,  laymen  have  an  increased  sense 
of  financial  responsibility,  and  “high  tides”  at  Christmas  were  the  report  of 
Hiroshima’s  Pastor  Amano  as  he  asked  for  the  early  return  of  the  Rays  and  the 
launching  of  aggressive  evangelism  in  this  strategic  section — a territory  of  more 
than  a million.  (Miss  Amano  recently  won  second  place  in  the  National  Inter- 
collegiate English  Oratorical  Contest.) 

At  the  Southern  Tip  of  the  Main  Island,  Shimonoseki:  Pastor  Massaki  and 

his  church  of  young  people  are  seeking  to  maintain  work  which  has  always 
had  the  help  of  a missionary  family.  This  orchard  suffered  a big  loss  in  the 
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moving  of  the  Publishing  House  across  the  straits  to  Kokura,  but  there  is  promise 
for  the  future  in  its  loyal  deacons  and  well-equipped  building.  A new  evangelis- 
tic couple  from  America  would  greatly  help. 

Among  our  Six  Churches  with  their  out-stations  in  North  Kyushu:  Booming 

with  its  munitions  and  steel  factories,  the  cluster  of  cities  in  this  section  of  the 
Southern  Island  is  the  only  group  of  churches  in  our  convention.  There  are  six 
full-time  churches,  three  of  which  are  self-supporting;  and  the  fourth,  Tobata, 
under  Pastor  Hikasa,  has  just  completed  a church  building  without  any  help 
from  America.  It  is  also  rejoicing  over  the  recent  baptism  of  thirteen.  Their 
plans  for  the  New  Year  stress  big  evangelistic  meetings  in  June  and  the  building 
of  a parsonage.  During  Miss  Schell’s  furlough  five  members  of  this  church  are 
running  the  near-by  Good-will  Center. 

Pastor  Kuroda  of  the  Yawata  Church  moved  to  Fukuoka  to  take  up  his  new 
task  as  executive  secretary  of  the  convention.  He  was  succeeded  by  Assistant 
Pastor  Takashima. 

Pastor  Katatani  of  the  Kokura  Church  is  perhaps  our  ablest  mind  and  best 
organizer.  His  schedule  of  activity  includes  that  of  pastor,  school  trustee, 
and  denominational  leader.  Pastor  Miyoshi  leads  the  Seinan  Jo  Gakuin  Church 
in  its  spiritual  ministry  to  the  girls  who  go  out  to  make  Christian  homes,  one 
of  Japan’s  greatest  needs.  As  a result  of  the  Rowe  Memorial  evangelistic  meet- 
ings in  which  a senior  girl  witnessed  to  her  Christian  experience,  he  baptized 
over  forty. 

All  six  of  these  pastors  are  young.  For  that  further  training  of  the  choice 
young  men  who  are  won,  an  ordained  missionary  is  needed  in  this  area  where 
we  have  only  three  lady  teachers.  A great  future  awaits  this  cluster  of  six 
churches,  as  present  “preaching  places”  become  full  churches  and  raise  the 
number  to  ten.  Please  pray  for  this. 

The  Capital  of  the  Southern  Island,  Fukuoka  (Happy  Hill):  As  we  go  south 

in  Kyushu  we  soon  reach  the  capital  city  of  the  island,  the  point  of  Southern 
Baptist  concentration  of  forces,  in  Japan.  PI ere  we  have  two  adequate  church 
buildings,  one  on  the  edge  of  our  beautiful  Seinan  Gakuin  campus.  This  church 
with  its  new  young  pastor  Ozaki,  second  generation  minister,  reports  more 
baptisms  than  both  the  Fukuoka  churches  had  last  year — an  increase  of  fifty 
per  cent.  Other  good  tidings  are:  warmer  fellowship,  the  best  year  for  the 
Sunday  school  in  years,  with  two  hundred  enrolled,  the  organization  of  a Young 
Men’s  Association,  an  enlarged  Y.W.A.,  with  its  new  Story  Hour,  also,  in 
co-operation  with  the  historic  Fukuoka  Church,  the  leadership  of  six  little  Sun- 
day schools.  Thus  Pastors  Ozaki  and  Shimose  are  leading  the  whole  conven- 
tion, in  some  ways,  with  the  work  of  caring  for  their  orchard  and  picking  the 
fruit.  Several  members  of  the  latter’s  church  are  assisting  Miss  Elizabeth 
Watkins,  independent  Baptist  missionary  in  Fukuoka,  in  her  Day  Nursery,  Daily 
Vacation  Bible  School,  and  other  evangelistic-social  work  around  the  city. 

From  Nagasaki  to  Saseho  and  the  Goto  Islands:  Nagasaki  is  where  an  English 
New  Testament,  picked  up  from  the  waters  of  the  harbor,  led  to  the  conversion 
of  the  first  Japanese  Protestant  Christian.  Missionary  Mills  and  Pastor  Tanihiro 
feel  the  same  great  need  for  planting  God’s  Word.  In  this  province  of  a million 
people,  Southern  Baptists  have  one  lone  missionary.  It  is  more  than  a hundred 
miles  north  of  Fukuoka,  the  next  station,  but  Edwin  Dozier  had  to  come  all 
the  way  down  during  the  long  illness  of  Mr.  Mills  to  baptize  some  converts 
at  Tomie  in  the  Goto  Islands  off  the  coast  of  Nagasaki.  The  other  city  which 
this  orchard  includes  is  Saseho,  a naval  station. 

Riding  a “bucking-broncho”  steamer  out  to  the  Goto  Islands  we  go  with 
this  general  evangelistic  missionary  on  one  of  his  trips.  There  we  find  one 
of  the  best  spiritual  “fruit-pickers”  in  our  entire  convention — a deacon’s  wife, 
Mrs.  Kondo,  originally  from  the  servant  class  and  without  education,  led  to 
Christ  practically  all  who  followed  him  in  baptism  the  past  year. 

Missionary  Mills  is  the  only  foreigner  allowed  to  enter  Saseho,  a great  naval 
base.  Years  ago  he  taught  an  English  Bible  class  in  the  Central  Police  Station. 
His  home  is  the  scene  of  a continual  series  of  Bible  study  groups,  both  students 
and  business  men.  Our  convention  met  this  past  year  with  the  Nagasaki 
Church.  Inspired  by  the  history  of  early  Christian  persecutions  and  even  cruci- 
fixions which  took  place  there,  the  Japanese  leaders  sounded  a note  of  aggressive 
evangelism  and  planned  to  send  missionaries  across  to  Manchukuo  and  Korea. 

On  the  Southern  Tip  of  Japan,  Kumamoto  and  Kagoshima:  With  no  resi- 

dent missionary  for  many  years,  this  neglected  orchard  is  preparing  for  the

convention  to  meet  with  the  Kumamoto  Church  this  year.  We  pray  that  this 
may  mark  a forward  step. 

The  church  at  Omuta  has  lost  its  pastor  to  the  East  Baptist  Convention 
(Northern  Baptists). 

Pastor  Mugino  at  Ijuin,  with  a family  of  six,  is  getting  barely  enough  to 
eat,  yet  is  carrying  on  a struggling  kindergarten.  Please  pray  for  him.  Just 
$20.00  a month  will  provide  for  his  whole  work. 

HELPING  OUR  TEACHERS 

Seinan  Gakuin  (Southwestern  Boys’  School)  at  Fukuoka:  The  most  sig- 

nificant fact  of  the  entire  school  year  was  the  open  decision  of  five  members  of 
faculty  to  follow  Christ.  That  in  itself  is  more  than  adequate  return  on  the 
investment  of  Southern  Baptist  money.  These  conversions  led  a number  of  out- 
standing students  to  step  out  for  Christ  and  baptism  Following  this,  your  mis- 
sionaries, the  Doziers,  and  others  of  the  Christian  faculty  held  week-end  retreats 
for  small  student  groups.  The  result  of  such  personal  work  was  more  baptisms, 
and  still  others  who  are  preparing  for  church  membership. 

One  noble  Christian  is  in  his  senior  year  at  college,  preparing  to  enter  the 
Seminary  next  year.  He  is  the  only  son  of  our  first  convert  in  Japan.  Already 
a persistent  soul-winner,  Sugano  is  recognized  as  leader  in  the  student  body. 
Others  of  the  boys  are  helping  Miss  Watkins  in  her  sacrificial  service  among 
the  near-by  neglected  villages. 

With  higher  percentages  of  students  and  faculty  Christian,  the  spiritual 
atmosphere  and  evangelistic  temperature  are  better  than  last  year.  Faculties 
of  both  Middle  School  and  College  meet  regularly  in  the  missionaries’  homes  for 
Bible  study. 

Seinan  is  becoming  increasingly  cosmopolitan  with  more  Koreans  and 
Formosans.  We  rejoice  in  this,  and  the  broadening  influence  of  Baptist  educa- 
tion in  the  Japanese  Empire.  Though  it  was  a trying  year  financially  the  school 
managed  to  keep  out  of  the  “red.”  The  visit  of  Doctor  Maddry  gave  us  an 
opportunity  for  planning  a constructive  program  for  replacing  tottering  build- 
ings. 

Seinan  Jo  Gakuin  (Southwestern  Girls’  School)  in  Kokura:  With  the  con- 

version of  a missionary  residence  into  a building  for  the  new  Domestic  Science 
department  of  the  Junior  College,  Seinan  Jo  Gakuin  became  the  first  school  of 
college  grade  in  the  thickly  populated  district  of  half  a million.  Thanks  to  the 
Lottie  Moon  offering,  and  the  loyalty  of  the  Parent-Teachers  ’Association  of  this 
beautiful  school  on  the  hill,  President  Hara  is  happy  in  the  progress  toward 
the  realization  of  his  vision  of  a college  of  full  standing  and  adequate  equipment. 
Foremost  among  the  achievements  of  1935  was  the  dedication  of  the  Rowe 
Memorial  Auditorium,  given  by  grateful  hearts  of  Japan  in  honor  of  the  school’s 
founder  and  first  principal,  the  late  J.  H.  Rowe.  The  program  of  three  days’ 
meetings  drew  great  crowds,  over  1,300  in  a single  day.  Dorothy  Carver  went 
the  seven  hundred  and  fifty  miles  from  Tokyo  to  be  present.  The  evangelistic 
services  in  which  five  hundred  girls  came  to  the  voluntary  early  morning  meet- 
ing and  over  twenty  made  decisions  for  Christ  was  the  highest  point  of  the 
year  on  that  high  point  overlooking  the  valley  black  with  smoke  stacks. 

The  faculty  of  thirty,  including  three  missionaries,  is  one  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful examples  of  spiritual  “grafting,”  the  combination  of  Japanese  and 
American  Christian  experience  producing  a finer  brand  of  fruit.  During  the 
past  year  the  school  nurse  was  baptized.  Every  morning  President  Hara,  a 
graduate  of  Oberlin  College,  leads  a teachers’  prayer-meeting.  Many  of  the 
girls,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  Miyoshi  of  the  College  Church,  also  an 
American  trained  man,  are  developing  beautiful  Christian  characters.  Please 
pray  for  the  solution  of  certain  difficult  problems  which  this  growing  school 
is  facing,  due  to  the  present  wave  of  nationalism. 

The  Seminary  in  Fukuoka  Re-opened:  After  only  one  year  of  recess,  our 

Seminary  of  nine  teachers  and  nine  students,  four  of  them  Training  school 
girls,  re-opened  for  intensive,  personal  teaching.  Like  the  Home  Economic 
Department  for  the  Girls’  school,  the  building  is  a converted  missionary  resi- 
dence not  far  from  the  college  campus,  and  next  door  to  our  finest  kinder- 
garten. In  his  opening  message,  Acting  Dean  Shimose,  quoted  the  last  words 
of  the  late  Doctor  Dozier:  “Tell  Seinan  to  be  true  to  Christ!”  Until  a per- 

manent faculty  can  be  found  three  busy  pastors,  four  professors  in  other 
schools,  and  Missionary  Edwin  Dozier  are  serving  gratis  in  order  to  keep  even 
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a few  well-trained  men  and  women  coming  into  our  convention  orchards.  The 
student  body  is  small  but  promising.  They  are  proving  their  spirit  of  evangelism 
by  going  out  with  Pastor  Ozaki  to  teach  Sunday  school  classes  and  preach 

Max  Garrott  will  join  the  faculty  this  fall,  as  will  Rev.  Kuriya  on  his  return 
from  Louisville.  We  dare  not  derpise  these  small  beginnings,  for  our  Seminary 
is  at  present  the  only  Baptist  Bible  school  in  all  Japan.  What  for  the  future? 
Will  Southern  Baptists  with  their  three  strong  seminaries  provide  in  this  land 
of  universal  education  a seminary  worthy  of  the  denomination  and  the  Christ 
we  profess  to  serve? 

HELPING  OUR  WOMEN 

Mrs.  C.  K.  Dozier  was  appointed  full-time  missionary  for  W.M.U.  work, 
but  can  give  only  part-time  because  of  teaching  schedule  in  the  school.  Doctor 
Maddry’s  visit  brought  a ray  of  hope  that  in  the  future  we  shall  have  a solution 
to  the  major  problem  of  leadership  by  sending  a few  of  our  young  women  to 
the  Louisville  Training  School.  We  begin  next  year  with  the  daughter  of 
President  Shimose  of  our  convention,  a talented,  dedicated  girl. 

Mrs.  Dozier  calls  attention  to  five  points: 

1.  The  Good-will  Center  at  Tobata,  since  Miss  Schell’s  furlough,  has  been 
conducted  by  Pastor  and  Mrs.  Hikasa  who  are  living  in  her  own  apartment. 
Before  she  left,  she  was  happy  to  see  seven  follow  Christ  in  baptism.  The 
Center  is  a veritable  bee-hive  from  morning  to  night.  The  playground  for  the 
factory  children,  clubs,  the  clinic,  English  night  school,  practical  instruction 
for  mothers,  and  regular  gospel  services  serve  the  needs  of  this  sooty  section 
of  the  industrial  city.  Fallen  men  and  women  have  felt  the  touch  of  the  Mas- 
ter’s hand  at  this  place  of  mercy.  Join  with  us  in  February  as  we  give  to  help 
Miss  Schell  in  Good-will  Center. 

2.  The  Y.W.A.  Camp  of  sixty  girls  met  on  the  hilltop  of  the  Girls’  school 
in  burning  July.  A vision  of  God  and  the  cross  brought  at  least  two  of  them 
to  dedicate  their  lives  to  the  Saviour. 

3.  The  New  Training  School  for  Young  Women  was  made  possible  during 
the  past  year  by  your  Christmas  offering  which  we  stretched  to  enrol  four  girls 
(just  the  number  who  entered  the  first  class  of  the  Louisville  Training  School). 
Our  Union  provided,  a home  and  two  scholarships.  Under  “Mother”  Kuriya  the 
young  women  have  practiced  simplicity  and  rigid  economy.  Flowers  of  sacrifice 
have  blossomed  on  their  Sunday  dinner  table  all  year.  Instead  of  merely  a 
frugal  meal,  they  have  even  done  without  eating  that  each  might  have  a gift 
for  the  Pastors’  Relief  Fund  of  the  Convention.  We  long  for  a Training  school 
building. 

4.  This  Pastors’  Relief  Fund  of  over  sixty  yen  has  come  from  regularly 
doing  without  a meal  once  a week  or  once  a month.  Thus  our  Japanese  sisters 
are  helping  to  provide  for  pastors  who  are  sick  and  needy. 

5.  Finally,  our  Day  of  Prayer  in  December  brought  over  127  yen  of  sacri- 
ficial giving  for  home  missions,  double  the  amount  given  last  year,  and  the 
largest  gift  the  Union  has  ever  made. 

How  better  could  your  reporter  close  this  message  for  the  hearts  of  all 
twelve  of  us,  your  personal  representatives  in  Japan,  than  by  telling  of  our 
Training  school  girls  doing  without  food  to  give  to  our  Pastors’  Relief,  and  of 
their  “big  sisters”  in  the  W.M.U.  making  the  largest  sacrificial  offering  to  home 
missions  in  1935?  We  are,  dear  friends  in  the  homeland,  “Yours  for  Japan,  and 
Japan  for  Christ!” 
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REVIEWING  WHAT  GOD  HATH  WROUGHT 

IN  MEXICO 

J.  H.  BENSON 

THE  GENERAL  SITUATION 

It  is  well  known  that  at  the  time  of  the  Spanish  Conquest  of  Mexico,  the 
country  was  inhabited  by  a people  well  advanced  in  many  of  the  blessings  of 
the  civilization  of  that  time.  They  had  their  central  government,  their  cities, 
great  buildings,  and  many  of  the  comforts  of  the  times,  but  by  the  intrigue  and 
superior  arms  of  the  Spanish,  all  of  these  were  destroyed.  Their  rulers  were 
given  to  the  sword  and  their  cities  to  the  flames,  and  on  these  ruins  the  Spanish 
set  up  their  rule  and  empire.  The  land  w^as  divided  into  great  estates,  which 
were  given  by  the  Spanish  crown  to  his  favorites.  These,  with  the  help  of 
Spanish  soldiers  and  priests,  proceeded  to  make  slaves  and  Catholics  out  of 
the  conquered  people.  For  nearly  three  centuries  the  life-blood  of  the  Mexican 
people  was  converted  into  gold  and  sent  back  to  the  coffers  of  Spain  and  the 
Vatican. 

In  1810,  when  human  nature  could  no  longer  bear  the  pain,  the  Mexican 
people  arose  in  revolution,  and  the  power  of  Spain  was  destroyed.  Through 
other  revolutions  they  came  until  1857  when  they  wrote  in  their  Constitution  that 
the  power  of  the  foreign  clergy  should  be  destroyed,  and  that  the  land  should 
be  turned  back  to  the  people.  However,  the  federal  government  never  had  the 
power  to  put  that  law  into  force  until  after  the  revolution  in  1910  when  the 
supremacy  of  the  great  land-owners  was  destroyed,  and  the  common  people  came 
into  power.  About  1916  the  federal  congress  interpreted  this  article  of  the 
Constitution  and  passed  laws  for  its  enforcement.  However  it  was  another  ten 
years  before  the  conditions  really  allowed  the  enforcement  of  the  laws. 

These  laws  required  that  only  native-born  ministers  and  priests  should  have 
the  right  to  function  in  religion  in  Mexico,  and  that  all  properties  used  for 
religious  services  should  become  the  property  of  the  federal  government.  But 
the  fruits  of  the  past  ten  years  in  the  enforcement  of  these  laws  have  gone  far 
beyond  what  was  intended  by  the  writers  of  the  Constitution,  and  beyond  what 
is  the  conviction  of  a large  conservative  element  of  the  land. 

Today  all  schools  of  all  kinds  of  religion  are  closed.  No  religious  instruction 
is  allowed  in  any  school,  but  the  socialistic  program  of  the  government  must  be 
taught  in  every  educational  institution.  Most  of  the  church  property  of  all 
denominations  has  been  taken  over  by  the  government,  and  some  of  the  school 
buildings.  In  some  states  the  number  of  ministers  who  can  work  is  limited  by 
the  authorities.  In  the  large  state  of  Coahuila,  only  nine  ministers  of  any  one 
religion  can  function.  In  other  states  as  in  Chihuahua,  no  minister  can  hold 
a service.  In  Sonora  no  service  of  any  kind  can  be  held.  One  of  our  workers 
in  that  state  was  recently  imprisoned  because  in  a private  home  at  the  request 
of  the  head  of  the  house,  he  had  offered  a prayer. 

Public  education  is  distinctly  socialistic,  and  rank,  atheistic  communism  is 
just  “around  the  corner.”  Only  our  Father  on  high  knows  what  we  may  expect 
in  Mexico  within  the  next  few  years,  and  the  great  privations  and  sufferings  to 
which  our  workers  and  people  there  may  be  called. 

ON  THE  FIELDS 

On  account  of  the  changes  necessitated  by  the  conditions  under  which  we 
have  to  work,  Mexico,  which  was  formerly  divided  into  some  ten  or  twelve  fields, 
with  an  American  missionary  on  each,  is  now  divided  into  two  great  territories 
known  as  the  North  Mexico  field  and  the  South  Mexico  field.  Each  of  these  is 
under  the  direction  of  one  of  our  faithful  and  efficient  missionaries  whose  names, 
for  obvious  reasons,  are  not  given  here. 

The  missionary  in  charge  of  the  North  Mexico  field  sends  in  the  report  from 
twenty-five  churches  of  his  constituency,  and  from  forty-nine  mission  stations 
under  the  care  of  these  churches.  The  total  membership  is  1,937,  eighty  having 
been  added  by  baptism  during  the  year.  They  have  thirty-two  Sunday  schools 
with  over  1,000  pupils,  and  fifteen  B.Y.P.U.’s  with  over  five  hundred  members. 
Three  of  the  churches  are  self-sustaining.  Twenty-two  native  workers  are 
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laboring  faithfully,  and  the  amount  of  money  raised  for  all  purposes  during 
the  year  was  over  $10,000.00. 

The  missionary  in  charge  of  the  South  Mexico  field  sends  in  the  report  from 
twenty  churches  and  the  thirty-eight  mission  stations  under  the  care  of  these 
churches.  They  report  twenty-two  Sunday  schools  with  over  nine  hundred 
enrolled.  The  churches  reporting  have  1,153  members.  There  are  nine  B.Y.P.U.’s 
with  two  hundred  and  fifty  members.  Sixty-three  baptisms  are  reported  for  the 
year,  and  nearly  $10,000.00  raised  on  the  field  for  all  purposes.  Twenty  poorly 
paid  workers  are  doing  the  best  they  can  to  look  after  the  interests  of  this 
vast  parish. 

From  different  parts  of  these  fields  there  come  in  reports  of  many  believers 
who,  on  account  of  the  conditions  cannot  be  baptized,  and  hence  are  not  counted 
as  members  of  the  churches. 

The  missionaries  and  the  Mexican  brethren  are  carrying  on  under  untold 
difficulties.  To  the  opposition  of  their  ancient  enemy,  Catholicism,  there  are  now 
added  the  opposition  and  restrictions  of  the  government.  As  one  of  the  workers 
aptly  says,  “The  year  1935  has  been  a year  of  many  problems  and  difficulties.” 
In  addition  to  the  opposition  of  Catholicism,  the  entrenched  religion  of  the 
Mexican  people,  materialism,  unbridled  socialism,  atheistic  communism,  a legisla- 
tion that  is  anti-religious,  and  the  enforcement  of  laws  by  radical  authorities, 
have  all  become  fierce  and  devastating  enemies  of  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ.  But  among  all  of  these  opposing  forces,  the  greatest  enemy  we  have 
in  the  extension  of  the  work  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  is  the  definite  anti-religious 
attitude  of  the  government.  The  agents  of  this  government  may  deny  these 
facts  in  foreign  lands,  but  we  who  are  on  the  ground  know  that  our  churches 
are  arbitrarily  closed,  our  services  forbidden,  our  houses  confiscated,  our  minis- 
ters fined  and  imprisoned,  without  just  cause,  but  merely  according  to  the  childish 
whims  of  the  government  authorities. 

Yet  in  the  face  of  all  the  difficulties  under  which  we  have  to  work,  and  the 
many  enemies  that  resist  the  truth,  I rejoice  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  pastors 
and  workers  have  shown  themselves  worthy  ministers  of  God,  and  have  mani- 
fested an  inspiring  spirit  of  self-denial  and  sacrifice,  and  a glorious  courage  to 
continue  the  work  at  any  cost  to  themselves.  Surely  we  have  again  come  to 
the  time  of  persecution,  when  stripes  and  imprisonment,  and  perhaps  death  may 
await  the  Christian  leaders. 

EDUCATION 

In  Mexico  all  education  must  be  under  government  supervision  and  inspection, 
and  be  non-religious.  In  fact  it  is  required  that  the  socialistic  program  of  the 
government  be  taught  in  every  school.  These  laws  have  forced  the  closing  _ of 
all  our  schools  in  Mexico  with  the  exception  of  our  theological  seminary,  which 
has  been  carried  on  with  great  difficulty  to  the  management,  and  many  sacrifices 
on  part  of  students  and  teachers.  However  it  will  be  impossible  to  continue 
longer  than  the  present  year.  Soon  we  shall  be  without  any  kind  of  school  for 
the  training  of  our  workers  among  the  Mexican  people. 

The  director  of  the  seminary  says,  “The  school  year  ending  the  last  of  May, 
1935,  enrolled  fifteen  fine  young  men.  There  were  three  graduates  at  that  time. 
School  opened  again  in  September,  1935,  with  an  enrolment  of  eleven.  Out  of 
this  number  there  will  be  in  May,  1936,  eight  graduates,  six  of  whom  have 
taken  the  entire  course  of  study,  and  two  who  have  taken  the  special  course. 
All  students  in  our  Seminary  must  do  evangelistic  work  as  a part  of  their  train- 
ing. We  believe  that  students  should  put  into  practice  what  they  are  taught; 
so  that  when  they  go  out  to  work  they  will  be  prepared  both  theoretically  and 
practically.  Thirteen  students  during  the  year  did  the  following  amount  of 
work : 

“Missions  visited,  35;  sermons  preached,  290;  professions  of  faith,  121; 
Sunday  school  classes  taught,  165;  prayer  meetings,  173;  religious  visits,  3,849  ; 
Bibles  sold,  40;  Testaments  sold,  75;  tracts  distributed,  2,000;  miles  traveled, 
6,444. 

WOMAN'S  * MISSIONARY  UNION 

In  the  forty-five  churches  reporting  this  year,  there  are  listed  thirty-six 
W M U ’s  with  an  active  membership  of  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight.  These 
women,  under  able  leadership,  are  working  in  harmony  with  the  National  Bap- 
tist Convention  of  Mexico.  Their  especial  task  is  that  of  fostering  work  among 
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the  more  than  5,000,000  Indians  who  live  in  their  own  towns  and  districts,  and 
who  still  speak  their  native  tongues.  This  work  supported  by  the  women  and 
the  churches  of  the  Convention  is  directed  by  the  Mission  Board  of  the  National 
Convention.  The  ten  or  twelve  workers  employed  are  rendering  a gracious  ser- 
vice among  these  Indians,  and  the  work  has  brought  great  inspiration  and  spirit- 
ual blessing  to  the  Mexican  churches.  Recently  one  of  these  workers  and  three 
of  his  companions  gave  their  lives  in  testimony  to  their  love  and  faithfulness  to 
Jesus  Christ.  The  Woman’s  Missionary  Societies  constitute  one  of  the  most 
vital  elements  in  our  work  in  Mexico.  May  the  Lord  multiply  their  number. 

BAPTIST  PUBLISHING  HOUSE 

This  publishing  house,  situated  at  El  Paso,  Texas,  is  the  plant  that  does  all 
our  work  in  Spanish  for  our  enterprises  throughout  the  Spanish-speaking  world. 
It  is  also  generously  patronized  by  other  denominations  who  have  missionaries 
and  work  in  Spanish-speaking  countries. 

Under  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  this  plant  has  grown  through  the  years.  From 
a beginning  with  practically  no  equipment  or  supplies,  it  has  developed  until  it 
now  has  an  equipment  capable  of  turning  out  an  immense  supply  of  gospel  litera- 
ture to  be  used  with  marvelous  results  around  the  world. 

Dr.  J.  E.  Davis,  the  efficient  and  tireless  missionary  who  has  been  at  the  head 
of  this  plant  since  its  beginnings,  has  the  following  to  say: 

“With  the  dawning  of  1935,  there  were  indications  of  better  conditions  in 
Latin  America.  Several  large  bills  that  had  been  due  us  for  several  years 
were  paid,  and  the  orders  for  Sunday  school  literature  had  a gratifying  increase. 
We  feel  that  1935  has  been  the  best  year  in  many  ways  that  we  have  had  for 
some  time.  We  thank  God  for  his  mercies  and  take  courage  for  the  future 
publishing  and  disseminating  of  religious  literature  throughout  the  Spanish- 
speaking world. 

“Workers.  With  the  help  of  one  native  worker,  we  have  carried  the  duties 
of  management  and  editorial  work.  The  task  has  been  heavy  but  we  are  happy 
to  report  a larger  output  of  literature  than  for  several  years  previous. 

“Equipment.  Early  in  the  year  we  purchased  a Kelly  automatic  press,  which 
has  simplified  our  work  and  materially  reduced  the  cost  of  production.  The 
press  was  purchased  with  fear  and  trembling,  but  the  Lord  has  made  it  possible 
for  us  to  pay  for  the  press  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Our  other  equipment 
is  the  same  as  formally  reported,  with  the  exception  of  the  sale  of  one  of  the 
cylinder  presses.  The  proceeds  from  which  were  applied  on  the  cost  of  the 
new  press. 

“Books  published.  During  the  year,  we  have  been  able  to  reprint,  What 
Baptists  Believe  and  The  Memorial  Supper.  The  former  editions  of  these 
books  had  been  exhausted  several  years  ago.  We  also  reprinted  a pamphlet  on 
Mormonism.  We  published  a commentary  on  Luke  by  Dr.  J.  G.  Chastain,  who 
for  many  years  was  a missionary  in  Mexico.  We  also  published  two  small 
books  written  by  two  of  our  Cuban  brethren — Viva,  by  Rev.  A.  S.  Rodriguez, 
and  Siempre  El,  by  Francisco  Gonzales.  As  far  as  possible  we  encourage 
original  work  by  our  native  brethren.  Some  feel  that  translations  do  not  meet 
the  needs,  so  original  works  are  preferred.  We  have  on  hand  several  works 
of  this  nature  and  will  publish  them  as  soon  as  we  have  the  funds.  In  all  we 
have  published  this  year  9,750  volumes  with  1,867,500  pages. 

“Periodicals.  During  1935  we  published  approximately  75,000  quarterlies 
and  1,000,000  leaflets,  making  about  10,000,000  pages  of  Sunday  school  litera- 
ture sent  out.  This  is  quite  a gain  over  the  amount  circulated  last  year.  We 
have  not  been  compelled  to  suspend  any  of  our  Sunday  school  helps  during 
the  entire  depression.  Many  are  kind  enough  to  say  that  we  have  the  best 
Sunday  school  literature  published  in  the  Spanish  language.  For  this  we  thank 
them.  It  is  our  constant  aim  to  make  this  literature  evangelistic,  setting  forth 
the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ. 

“Visitors.  We  are  becoming  better  known  throughout  the  South.  During 
the  past  two  years,  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  various  groups  of  our 
leaders,  and  many  individuals  who  have  gone  away  pleased  and  enlightened  as  to 
the  mission  of  this  plant.  Two  or  three  of  the  groups  who  have  honored  us  with 
their  presence,  were  leader  among  the  good  and  gracious  women  of  our  Southern 
host.  They  have  become  our  friends,  and  have  graciously  shown  their  friend- 
ship by  their  timely  and  helpful  contributions  to  the  on-going  of  this  part  of 
the  kingdom  work.  We  are  indeed  grateful  for  their  help  and  for  all  the  en- 
couragement of  our  many  friends. 
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“Outlook.  As  1935  closes,  the  outlook  is  better  than  it  has  been  for  many 
years.  Orders  for  literature  are  coming  in  from  all  countries.  Most  of  them 
are  larger  than  heretofore.  The  amount  of  cash  coming  with  the  orders  is 
materially  increased  over  former  years.  All  of  this  makes  us  hopeful  for  1936 
and  for  all  the  years  to  come.  To  God  be  all  honor  and  praise!” 

THE  FUTURE 

From  some  sources  has  come  the  suggestion,  “Since  it  is  so  difficult  to  work 
in  Mexico,  and  there  are  wide  open  doors  in  other  lands,  why  not  withdraw 
from  Mexico  and  give  the  money  and  forces  to  other  lands  where  there  is  more 
promise?”  To  this  query  the  answer  is:  First,  these  conditions  in  Mexico  are 
not  permanent,  but  will  pass  with  time.  When  they  do  change,  we  must  be  on 
the  ground  and  ready  for  a great  forward  movement  for  the  evangelization  of 
Mexico.  Second,  having  in  Mexico  many  faithful,  consecrated  pastors  and  work- 
ers, who  are  willing  and  anxious  to  go  forward  with  the  work,  under  all  the 
difficulties  and  at  any  cost  to  themselves,  WE  MUST  NOT  DESERT  THESE 
BRETHREN,  but  we  must  give  them  a loyal  and  constant  support  by  our 
prayers,  our  sympathy,  and  our  money.  A marvelous  help  could  be  given  along 
this  line — a guarantee  that  we  will  hold  the  ropes,  while  they  risk  all  for  the 
cause  of  Christ  in  their  own  land.  The  average  salary  paid  by  our  Board  to  our 
workers  in  Mexico  at  this  time  is  about  fifty  cents  per  day  American  currency 
— a pitifully  meagre  sum. 

It  is  the  growing  conviction  of  some,  that  during  these  years  of  difficulties  in 
Mexico,  God  is  thrusting  upon  the  churches  and  boards  of  the  homeland,  and 
especially  on  the  southwestern  part  of  the  nation,  the  problem  of  the  evangeliza- 
tion of  the  nearly  2,000,000  Spanish-speaking  peoples.  It  is  also  thought  that 
there  should  be  established  at  least  one  school,  if  not  more,  for  the  training 
and  preparation  of  a great  group  of  these  young  people,  so  that  not  only  their 
people  in  this  country  may  be  reached,  but  that  we  may  have  a large  number  of 
workers  trained  and  ready  for  the  harvest  fields  of  Mexico,  when  God  opens 
that  land  to  the  full  preaching  of  the  gospel. 

Never  has  the  work  among  the  Mexican  peoples  been  more  pressing,  or  more 
promising  than  at  this  time.  Many  signs  are  pointing  to  the  early  coming  of  a 
spiritual  revival  among  that  people,  such  as  has  never  been  known.  May  God 
give  use  the  wisdom  and  grace  to  extend  to  them  at  this  time  the  help  that 
they  and  the  cause  of  Christ  among  them  so  much  need. 


REMEMBERING  GOD'S  HELP  IN  THE  NEAR  EAST

Baptists  in  Palestine  and  Syria  send  greetings  of  fellowship  and  love  to 
their  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  homeland.  On  our  own  behalf,  and  on  behalf 
of  those  hundreds  here  who  have  been  blessed  because  of  your  giving,  we  would 
express  our  gratitude  for  all  that  you  have  done  for  us. 

Baptist  mission  efforts  in  the  Near  East  have  centered  in  evangelistic  work, 
but  these  efforts  are  manifested  in  many  phases  of  activity.  Although  we  have 
no  day  schools,  or  medical  work,  we  are  trying  to  fulfil  the  mission  of  a New 
Testament  church. 

THE  PREACHING  SERVICES 

In  all  five  centers  where  we  have  regular  workers,  your  missionaries  are 
proclaiming  the  gospel  of  the  crucified  and  risen  Christ.  In  addition  to  con- 
ducting regular  services  in  these  centers,  efforts  are  being  made  to  reach  un- 
touched sections,  and  frequent  visits  are  made  to  needy  areas. 

SYRIA 

The  Beirut  station 'is  carrying  on  its  regular  services,  besides  conducting  spe- 
cial meetings  for  the  students  of  the  American  University,  situated  just  across 
the  street  from  our  mission  hall.  Hundreds  of  young  men  go  out  from  this 
university  each  year,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  over-estimate  their  influence 
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in  their  respective  homes  scattered  over  Palestine  and  Syria  and  other  countries 
in  the  Near  East.  Efforts  are  also  being  put  forth  to  reach  the  Armenian 
people  living  in  and  around  Beirut.  Since  the  World  War  these  people  have 
been  sorely  beset,  and  hundreds  are  in  extreme  need.  They  are  of  the  highest 
type  of  eastern  peoples;  readily  accepting  the  truth,  and,  what  is  more,  living 
according  to  its  teachings.  Our  opportunities  at  Beirut  are  many  and  chal- 
lenging. 

You  may  remember  former  accounts  of  the  struggling  and  courageous  little 
church  at  Kefr  Mishky  among  the  mountains  of  Lebanon.  It  is  not  difficult  for 
one  to  visualize  this  lonely  little  village,  perched  on  the  top  of  a peak  more 
than  4,000  feet  above  sea-level,  just  across  the  valley  from  snow-capped  Mount 
Hermon.  For  at  least  a part  of  the  winter  this  little  village  is  “snow-capped” 
and  practically  isolated  from  the  rest  of  the  world  because  of  ice  and  snow- 
bound mountain  roads.  The  pastor  of  this  little  church,  in  addition  to  his 
regular  services  at  home,  is  continually  preaching  in  neighboring  towns  and 
villages  and  reports  an  eager  reception.  Along  the  highways,  as  he  goes  about, 
he  enters  into  conversation  with  men,  and  points  to  them  “the  Lamb  of  God, 
that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world.”  In  at  least  two  other  towns  he  attempts 
to  hold  regular  services,  once  or  twice  a month,  and  the  people  invariably  say, 
“Come  again!  we  need  your  message.” 


PALESTINE 

At  Haifa  our  regular  preaching  has  been  among  the  Arabic-speaking  peoples. 
We  had  also  hoped,  in  response  to  the  request  of  friends,  to  conduct  a service 
in  English,  but  found  it  impracticable,  if  not  impossible,  to  attempt  both  English 
and  Arabic  services  at  present.  The  Arabic  meetings  grow  more  encouraging 
all  the  while.  The  attendance  taxes  the  seating  capacity  of  our  little  hall.  The 
young  “Timothy”  who  has  just  come  to  us  from  Lebanon  and  who  is  in  train- 
ing with  missionary  Owens,  is  an  eloquent  speaker,  and  has  an  unusually  good 
knowledge  of  the  Scriptures.  It  is  our  hope,  and  conviction,  that  more  and 
more  the  people  will  be  drawn  to  the  Master  through  this  man’s  preaching. 
Will  you  not  pray  that  God  will  add  his  blessing  to  the  efforts  of  this  fine  worker? 

We  have  another  young  man  here  at  Haifa  in  training  for  the  gospel  minis- 
try, and  although  not  so  eloquent  a speaker  as  the  former,  he  is  a good  and 
faithful  worker  who  has  won  the  confidence  of  the  people  in  a wonderful  way. 

At  Nazareth,  in  “lovely  Galilee,”  is  our  oldest  established  station  in  Palestine. 
Many  who  live  there  are  not  even  acquainted  with  the  Christ  who  made  his 
home  there.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  are  Moslems.  Others,  though  nominal 
Christians,  are  “still  in  their  sins.” 

Nazareth,  the  center  of  the  Galilee  district,  is  the  logical  center  from  which 
the  gospel  message  ought  to  radiate  to  all  of  the  surrounding  country.  Literally 
scores  of  villages  cluster  close  around  Nazareth,  and  most  of  the  inhabitants  of 
these  villages  rarely,  if  ever,  hear  the  gospel. 

In  Jerusalem,  the  “Holy  City”  to  Jew,  Moslem,  and  Christian,  the  Baptist 
Mission  has  been  likened  by  one  of  your  workers  to  a “light-house  in  the  center 
of  a rapidly  growing  Jewish  section.”  Yet  not  only  Jews,  for  indeed  as  many, 
if  not  more,  non-Jews  attend  the  services  there.  Most  of  the  preaching  for  the 
past  year  has  been  done  by  a Palestinian,  but  Mr.  Owens  has  taken  the  services 
once  a month.  The  services  of  visiting  pastors  have  also  been  gratefully  ac- 
cepted. Our  two  most  distinguished  visitors  during  1935  were  no  less  than  our 
beloved  leaders,  Dr.  George  W.  Truett  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Rushbrooke,  who  stopped 
to  see  us  while  on  their  way  to  China  and  other  parts  of  the  East. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

Sunday  school  work  is  being  carried  on  in  all  stations.  We  are  striving  to 
make  these  schools  real  teaching  agencies,  where  boys  and  girls  will  realize  their 
need  of  a Saviour,  and  of  his  teachings.  Some  of  the  workers  report  that 
this  phase  of  their  activities  is  most  encouraging,  for  through  the  children  they 
are  able  to  reach  the  parents  and  the  homes.  Some  of  the  stations,  Haifa  in 
particular,  are  seriously  handicapped  by  a lack  of  room. 
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WOMEN'S  WORK 

Women’s  meetings  are  held  regularly  at  Nazareth  and  Jerusalem.  Because 
of  the  status  of  women  m the  east,  it  is  difficult  to  evaluate  intelligently  the 
results  of  women’s  work.  So  many  of  them  are  little  more  than  slaves,  and 
have  no  will  of  their  own  (none  to  be  expressed  at  any  rate).  If  they  make  a 
decision  it  must  be  kept  a secret.  Rarely  would  a woman,  Jew  or  Arab  dare 
to  make  an  open  confession  of  Christ  without  the  consent  of  the  husband 
But,  the  Word  is  given  to  them  and  who  can  tell  the  results? 


YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  SOCIETIES 

Young  People’s  societies  have  been  organized  at  Nazareth  and  Jerusalem  and 
a good  attendance  is  reported.  At  Beirut  a weekly  lantern-lecture  is  conducted 
for  the  children,  also  a service  of  Bible  study  and  prayer  for  young  men  of  the 
university. 

DAILY  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOLS 

During  the  summer,  there  were  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  at  both  Naza- 
reth and  Jerusalem  and  both  schools  reported  splendid  results.  The  records 
show  that  an  average  of  more  than  three  hundred  children  attended  these 
schools,  resulting  in  many  new  contacts  in  the  homes.  This  sort  of  activity  is 
altogether  new  here,  but,  as  in  America,  it  makes  a very  favorable  impression. 
Many  prejudices  are  broken  down  and  many  doors,  otherwise  impassable,  are 
opened  by  means  of  this  summer  activity. 

During  the  absence  of  Miss  Elsie  Clor  while  on  furlough,  these  extra  ac- 
tivities at  the  Jerusalem  station  have  been  valiantly  carried  on  by  Miss  Fender- 
son,  and  her  volunteer-helpers.  They  have  been  lonely  months  for  Miss  Fender- 
son  but  she  would  say  with  the  Psalmist:  “The  Lord  hath  been  my  helper.” 

Looking  back  over  the  year,  we  give  thanks  for  returning  health  and  strength 
granted  to  Miss  Clor,  and  for  her  time  of  refreshment  among  friends  in  the 
homeland. 


TRAINING  OF  NATIVE  EVANGELISTS 

At  Haifa  missionary  Owens  is  trying  to  carry  on  a miniature  theological 
seminary  as  he  takes  two  young  native  workers  through  a thorough  course  of 
Bible  study,  and  other  training  needed  by  the  gospel  minister.  In  this  phase 
of  our  work  especially  do  we  covet  your  prayers.  These  two  men  give  much 
promise;  both  are  sacrificing  that  they  may  prepare  themselves  for  greater 
service.  One  of  them  is  a very  effective  speaker.  They  have  been  a source  of 
great  encouragement  to  us.  They  will  be  left  in  charge  of  the  Haifa  station 
while  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Owens  are  away  on  furlough,  and  the  responsibility  will 
be  a severe  test  for  them.  There  will  be  temptations,  opposition,  and  perhaps 
persecution.  Do  not  forget  them.  Pray  that  they  may  have  good  success. 

Our  greatest  single  need  lies  in  the  need  for  consecrated,  native  workers. 
We  must  have  more  of  them  if  we  are  really  to  reach  the  masses  with  the 
gospel  message. 

THE  PRINTED  WORD 

We  are  making  large  use  of  the  printed  page  as  a means  of  preaching 
Christ  to  men  in  the  cosmopolitan  and  growing  city  of  Haifa.  The  giving  of 
gospels  and  tracts  with  a positive  Christian  message  is  a definite  part  of  our 
work.  We  are  regularly  on  the  streets  with  the  printed  message,  published  in 
many  different  languages,  some  of  the  tracts  in  Arabic,  some  in  Hebrew,  some 
in  English.  These  pamphlets  are  given  to  persons  who  rank  all  the  way  from 
the  officers  of  British  war  vessels  to  the  humblest  native  day-laborer.  In  the 
majority  of  cases  the  messages  are  gratefully  received.  We  plan  to  make  larger 
use  of  the  printed  page  in  our  effort  to  reach  those  who  do  not  attend  the 
services. 

Pray  for  us  and  for  the  work.  May  the  teeming  thousands  around  us  feel 
His  presence  as  they  come  in  contact  with  his  representatives,  and  say : 

“Where  cross  the  crowded  ways  of  life, 

Where  sound  the  cries  of  race  and  clan, 

Above  the  noise  of  selfish  strife, 

We  hear  thy  voice,  0 Son  of  man.”

SECTION  ONE 

POSSESSING  THE  LAND 

J.  B.  LAWRENCE,  Executive  Secretary-Treasurer 

“The  Lord  spake  unto  Joshua  saying:  Every  place  that  the  sole  of  your  foot, 
shall  tread  upon  that  have  I given  unto  you.”  Joshua  1:  3. 

The  missionary  movement  in  its  final  meaning  sets  before  us  the  task  of 
actualizing  on  the  earth  Christ’s  vision  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  which  all 
people,  conscious  of  their  relation  to  God  and  to  one  another,  live  together  in 
brotherly  love.  Thus  conceived,  missions  is  profoundly  more  significant  than 
many  of  the  members  of  our  churches  have  realized.  We  are  to  disciple  the 
nations.  We  are  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  whole  creation.  We  are  to  work 
for  the  enthronement  of  Christ  in  human  civilization.  We  are  to  possess  the 
land  fully.  Our  ultimate  task  is  the  creation  of  a Christ-like  social  order.  Send- 
ing out  missionaries  is  only  the  means  to  that  end.  Every  province  of  our  think- 
ing,* every  area  of  our  social  attitude  and  conduct,  every  region  of  the  relation 
of  industries,  classes,  races  and  nations  to  each  other  must  be  brought  under  the 
sovereignty  of  Christ. 

This  is  the  task  of  the  whole  denomination.  It  is  specifically  the  task  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  to  work  for  the  possession  of  the  homeland  for  Christ.  Our 
objective  is  the  winning  of  the  homeland  for  world-conquest  for  Christ. 

I.  THE  CHALLENGE  OF  THE  UNPOSSESSED 

“There  remaineth  yet  very  much  land  to  be  possessed.”  Joshua  13:  1. 

There  are,  in  Home  Mission  fields,  lost  provinces,  unevangelized  millions, 
and  vast  unoccupied  areas. 

1.  OUR  LAND  UNCHRISTIAN 

The  homeland  is  an  epitome  of  the  whole  world,  religiously.  The  ratio  of 
Christians  to  population  in  this  country  is  about  the  same  as  it  is  in  the  whole 
world.  The  figures,  given  in  round  numbers,  are  forty  millions  of  Christians  to 
one  hundred  and  thirty  millions  of  population  in  this  country;  there  are  five 
hundred  millions  of  Christians  to  fifteen  hundred  millions  of  population  in  the 
whole  world.  The  density  of  unbelief  varies  in  sections  here  in  America  as  it 
does  in  the  rest  of  the  world,  but  the  ratio  of  professed  Christians  to  non- 
Christians  holds  about  the  same.  This,  however,  does  not  tell  the  whole  story. 
Sin  is  sin,  whether  in  one  civilization  or  another,  but  in  America  we  have  a 
type  of  worldliness,  materialism,  wickedness  and  spiritual  indifference  found  in 
no  place  else  in  all  the  world. 
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2.  MEN  WITHOUT  A CHANCE 

Roger  Babson,  in  a recent  report,  said : “According  to  the  statistics  gathered 
by  my  organization,  at  least  sixty  per  cent  of  our  people  never  attend  any  church 
Protestant  or  Catholic.” 

This  is  a tragically  significant  statement.  It  means  that  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  people  here  in  the  homeland  are  just  as  completely  marooned  on  the 
shoals  of  error,  just  as  tragically  lost  with  their  empty  beliefs,  or  no  beliefs,  as 
are  the  idol  worshippers  in  so-called  pagan  lands.  In  some  cases  there  are 
churches  within  reach  of  these  spiritually  stranded  ones  where  they  might  find 
Christ;  in  the  case  of  hundreds  of  thousands,  however,  there  are  no  churches 
anywhere  near;  but  in  no  instance  is  there  an  adequate  mission  program.  Fur- 
thermore, it  is  no  less  difficult  for  the  unchurched  in  the  homeland  to  find  Christ, 
when  left  to  themselves,  than  it  is  for  a Chinese  in  China  to  find  God  without  a 
missionary  to  show  him  the  way. 

There  are  large  groups  here  in  our  own  land,  totaling  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands, who  have  never  heard  the  Gospel.  They  are  cut  off  from  the  services  of 
our  churches  by  social,  economic,  racial  and  language  barriers  that  effectively 
insulate  them  from  the  saving  power  of  Christ.  These  groups — the  underprivi- 
leged in  the  industrial  centers  and  in  the  congested  sections  of  our  cities,  the 
foreigners  in  our  midst,  the  Indian  from  whom  we  took  this  country,  the  iso- 
lated families  shut  in  and  shut  out  by  poverty  and  ignorance — do  not  have  a 
chance.  Our  churches  have  no  program  by  which  to  reach  them.  Our  State 
Boards  have  no  program  for  their  evangelization. 

3.  FIELDS  PARTIALLY  POSSESSED 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  working  in  our  cities,  among  the  Indians,  for- 
eigners, and  Negroes,  and  in  Cuba  and  Panama,  but  the  work  it  is  doing  is  a 
small  part  of  what  is  necessary  to  be  done  to  possess  the  land  fully.  We  have 
only  1 missionary  to  the  500,000  Jews;  11  missionaries  to  the  650,000  French- 
speaking  Americans;  7 missionaries  to  the  300,000  Spanish-speaking  Americans; 
8 missionaries  to  the  600,000  Italians;  2 missionaries  to  the  7,000  Chinese;  6 
missionaries  to  the  2,900,000  Europeans;  44  missionaries  to  more  than  800,000 
Mexicans;  71  missionaries  to  the  2,500,000  Cubans;  8 missionaries  to  the  150,000 
people  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  Panama;  18  missionaries  to  the  10,000,000  Ne- 
groes; and  24  missionaries  to  the  200,000  Indians.  Taking  the  entire  unchurched 
grcup  of  46,000,000  people  in  Home  Mission  fields,  including  Central  America, 
which  is  a Home  Mission  field  and  we  have  on  the  average  only  one  missionary 
for  every  170,000  people. 

4.  GREAT  MISSIONARY  NEED 

In  all  our  fields  millions  of  souls  are  dependent  upon  the  Home  Mission  Board 
for  the  Word  of  life.  Our  brothers  in  black,  10,000,000  of  them,  right  at  our 
door,  are  looking  to  us  for  help.  Five  million  foreigners  spiritually  marooned 
on  our  shores  are  a challenge  to  our  passion  for  the  lost.  On  every  hand,  wher- 
ever we  turn,  there  is  the  plea  of  the  under-privileged.  The  man  without  a chance 
here  in  the  homeland  gropes  his  way  in  spiritual  night.  In  Oklahoma  and  New 
Mexico  more  than  150,000  Indians  will  never  have  a chance  if  the  Home  Mission 
Board  does  not  send  them  the  Gospel.  The  225,000  Spanish-speaking  in  New 
Mexico  will  never  know  about  Christ  as  a personal  Saviour  unless  some  one  goes 
to  them  with  the  New  Testament  story  of  God’s  love.  Eight  hundred  thousand 
Mexicans  on  this  side  of  the  Border  will  struggle  on  in  their  spiritual  night 
unless  missionaries  are  sent  to  them  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Salvation  in  the 
Spanish  language.  The  great  Acadian  section  in  French  Louisiana,  with  its 
more  than  600,000  souls,  will  be  deprived  of  knowledge  of  a Saviour  if  mission- 
aries of  the  New  Testament  are  not  sent  to  them  speaking  their  French  lan- 
guage. There  is  much  land  to  be  possessed. 

II.  ARISE,  GO  OVER  THIS  JORDAN 

“The  Lord  spoke  unto  Joshua  saying:  Now  therefore  arise,  go  over  this 
Jordan,  thou,  and  all  this  people,  unto  the  land  which  I shall  give  thee.”  Joshua 
1:  2. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  endeavoring  to  obey  the  command  of  God  to 
possess  the  land.  In  all  of  its  dapartments  of  work,  including  the  Sanatorium, 
rescue  missions,  Good-will  centers  and  schools,  we  have  283  missionaries  working 
in  814  mission  stations.  During  the  past  Convention  year  we  have  placed  in  the 
field  27  new  missionaries  and  opened  35  new  mission  stations. 
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This  report  will  give  a detailed  statement  of  the  work  done  by  departments. 
There  are  several  features  of  importance  not  included  in  the  departmental  re- 
ports to  which  we  call  attention. 

1.  THE  BUDGET 

In  1935,  the  Board  received  from  all  sources  $416,576.85.  This  was  $82,- 
880.82  more  than  was  received  in  1934.  Of  this  amount  the  women  gave  $101,- 
547.97  in  the  Annie  W.  Armstrong  offering  during  the  March  Week  of  Prayer. 

The  budget  fixed  for  the  year  was  $150,000  for  mission  work  and  $194,897.67 
for  interest  and  principal  on  debts.  The  Board  has  operated  within  the  budget, 
and  now  for  over  two  years  has  met  all  its  obligations  without  borrowing  money. 
The  only  interest  we  are  paying  now  is  on  the  old  debt. 

2.  THE  DEBT 

We  are  gradually  but  surely  decreasing  our  debt.  The  Board  feels  that  it  is 
rendering  a real  service  to  the  denomination  in  holding  steadily  to  the  task  of 
meeting  in  full  its  obligations.  In  the  full  payment  of  all  we  owe  our  integrity 
and  our  reputation  as  a denomination  are  involved,  and  the  Home  Mission  Board 
does  not  intend  to  let  the  denomination  down.  When  these  debts  are  paid,  as 
they  will  be,  interest  and  principal  one  hundred  cents  on  the  dollar,  then  prin- 
cipal paid  becomes  the  evidence  of  principle  held.  The  attainment  of  this  end 
will  make  the  world  think  of  Baptists  as  people  who  can  be  trusted. 

The  Board  feels,  however,  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  to  consider  the  debts  of  its  agencies  on  a debt  basis  and  recommends 
that  the  Convention  instruct  the  Executive  Committee  to  allocate  all  funds 
raised  for  the  payment  of  debts  on  the  basis  of  the  relation  of  the  debt  of  each 
agency  to  the  whole.  This  is  equitable.  The  creditors  of  one  agency  should  not 
be  preferred  above  another.  It  is  only  in  this  way  that  all  the  debts  of  all  the 
agencies  can  be  liquidated  together  and  at  the  same  time. 

3.  THE  HUNDRED  THOUSAND  CLUB 

The  Board  has  received  from  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  up  to  May  1,  1936, 
$98,766.37,  all  of  which  has  been  paid  on  the  principal  of  the  debts.  The  Board 
hopes  that  added  emphasis  shall  be  given  to  this  effort  by  the  employment  of  a 
promotional  Secretary  who  shall  give  his  time  principally  to  this  task  until 
the  debts  of  all  the  agencies  are  paid. 

4.  THE  IDA  M.  BOTTOMS  TRUST 

Some  years  ago  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Geo.  W.  Bottoms,  of  Texarkana,  Arkansas, 
made  a contribution  of  $100,000  to  the  Home  Mission  Board.  This  was  later, 
with  certain  additions  of  money,  set  up  in  a trust,  the  income  of  which  was  to 
be  used  by  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  its  mission  work  in  Cuba  and  the  home- 
land. 

During  the  years  of  depression  the  income  from  this  trust,  the  corpus  of  which 
consists  principally  in  the  stock  of  the  Spencer-Crowell  and  Meridian  Lumber 
Companies,  was  not  very  large.  But  in  1934,  the  income  was  $50,000,  and  in 
1935  the  income  was  $53,000.  Fifty  thousand  dollars  of  this  amount  is  being 
used  in  Cuba  to  build  and  enlarge  six  churches,  reinstate  the  scholastic  standing 
of  the  Cuban-American  College,  and  open  the  seminary  which  had  been  closed 
for  several  years.  Fifty-three  thousand  dollars  of  this  amount  is  being  used  in 
work  among  the  Indians  and  foreigners  in  the  homeland  and  in  evangelistic 
work.  Four  mission  stations  are  being  established:  one  among  the  French  in 
South  Louisiana,  one  among  the  Mexicans  this  side  the  Border  in  Texas,  one 
among  the  Spanish-speaking  people  in  New  Mexico,  and  one  among  the  Indians  in 
New  Mexico. 

The  Trust  Indenture  provides  for  and  requires  that  the  work  done  shall  be  in 
addition  to  the  regular  budget  of  the  Board.  This  $103,000  received  from  this 
trust  in  the  last  two  years  has  enabled  the  Home  Mission  Board  to  enlarge  its 
work  greatly.  The  prospects  are  that  we  will  receive  something  like  $50,000  a 
year  from  this  trust  for  the  next  ten  years.  No  person  in  the  bounds  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  made  a larger  contribution  to  the  mission  work 
of  the  Convention  than  Mrs.  Ida  M.  Bottoms,  of  Texarkana,  Ark.  Her  gracious 
gifts,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  are  splendid  evidence  of  her  generosity  and 
Christ-mindedness. 

5.  THE  ANNIE  W.  ARMSTRONG  OFFERING 

Each  year  brings  us  under  increasing  obligation  to  the  missionary-minded 
women  of  the  South,  not  only  for  the  gracious  contributions  of  money  which 
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they  make  to  Home  Missions,  but  also  for  the  efficiency  with  which  they  scatter 
mission  literature  and  the  zeal  which  they  exercise  in  teaching  missions  to  our 
people.  Through  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  they  are  circulating  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  pages  of  missions  literature,  writing  thousands  of  letters,  editing 
scores  of  pages  in  our  denominational  papers,  organizing  missionary  societies, 
teaching  the  children  and  young  people  about  missions,  sending  sunshine  into  the 
homes  of  our  missionaries  with  their  prayers,  guiding  and  fostering  the  mission- 
ary spirit  in  our  churches,  and  performing  much  other  labor  which  statistics 
cannot  give  but  “whose  record  is  on  high,”  and  concerning  which  the  Master  has 
doubtless  said,  “She  hath  done  what  she  could.” 

In  1935  the  Annie  W.  Armstrong  offering  of  Woman’s  Missionary  Union 
amounted  to  $101,547.97.  We  have  not  yet  received  the  full  returns  from  the 
Annie  W.  Armstrong  offering  in  1936,  but  up  to  date  have  received  $69,063.42, 
which  is  $9,151.56  more  than  had  been  received  at  this  time  in  1935.  This  is  a 
most  gratifying  exhibit,  but  far  beyond  the  money  our  dear  women  have  con- 
tributed we  prize  the  modest,  womanly,  scriptural  manner  in  which  they  have 
done  their  work.  We  rejoice  in  the  sweet  spirit  in  which  they  have  heartily  co- 
operated with  the  Board  and,  above  all,  we  are  grateful  for  the  incense  of  fer- 
vent, humble,  effective  prayer  which  has  from  day  to  day  gone  up  from 
the  thousands  of  loving  hearts  to  a throne  of  grace  and  called  down  God’s  rich- 
est blessings  upon  the  Board,  its  missionaries  and  its  work. 


6.  WILLS  AND  BEQUESTS

We  would  repeat  the  suggestion  made  last  year  in  our  report,  that  the  pas- 
tors of  our  churches  speak  a word  from  their  pulpits  or  in  their  pastoral  visita- 
tion, calling  the  attention  of  their  members  to  the  splendid  service  they  can 
render  by  placing  our  missionary,  educational  and  eleemosynary  institutions  in 
their  Wills.  There  are  thousands  of  Baptists  throughout  the  bounds  of  our 
Convention  who  are  leaving  money  in  their  Wills  to  various  institutions  not  con- 
nected directly  with  our  Baptist  work.  These  servants,  of  Christ  would,  no  doubt, 
leave  this  money  to  their  own  denominational  agencies  if  their  attention  were 
called  to  these  agencies. 

7.  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  SANATORIUM 
Dr.  W.  W.  Britton.  Superintendent 

“And  Jesus  was  moved  with  compassion  and  he  healed  their  sick.”  Matt. 

14.  14. 

* This  has  been  a very  good  year  for  the  Sanatorium  considering  the  difficulties 
under  which  we  have  labored,  for  part  of  the  year  we  were  treating  patients  foi 
the  State  of  Texas,  and  these,  together  with  the  regular  patients,  have  enabled 
us  to  operate  the  Sanatorium  on  its  income.  ....  . , 

Our  rates  are  lower  than  any  other  institution  operating  similar  service  and 
possessing  equal  equipment  and  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  Ihe 
rates  range  from  $45.00  per  month  to  $65.00  per  month,  according  to  the  type 
of  room  desired.  This  includes  all  necessary  treatment.  , 

The  pastors  could  help  materially  by  recommending  the  Sanatorium  to  tu- 
bercular patients.  We  do  not  believe  that  a better  place  can  be  found  for 
suffering  with  tuberculosis  than  the  Southern  Baptist  Sanatorium  at  El  Fas  . 
We  are  trying  there  to  care  for  both  the  body  and  the  soul  of  the  patients.  R~g  - 
lar  religious  services  are  held,  Bible  teaching  and  inspiring  contact  with  men  and 
women  of  God  bringing  healing  to  wounded  hearts.  The  institution  makes  it  . 
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business  not  only  to  provide  the  best  medical  service,  but  to  give  that  service 
which  money  cannot  buy. 

8.  THOSE  WHO  HAVE  GONE  HOME 

This  year  the  Home  Mission  Board  records  with  sorrow  the  deaths  of  two 
of  its  workers.  Of  them  truly  it  may  be  said,  “they  have  kept  thy  word.” 

Nannie  Hannah  Beagle,  beloved  wife  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Beagle,  Field  Secretary 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  died  on  November  1st,  1935.  Since  their  marriage 
on  November  24,  1887,  she  had  been  his  constant  companion  in  his  varied  work 
as  pastor,  evangelist,  missionary  and  superintendent  of  the  mission  work  of  the 
Board,  supporting  him  by  her  love  and  unfailing  interest  in  the  work  to  which 
the  Lord  had  called  him  after  their  marriage.  They  had  five  children,  two 
daughters  surviving  her  to  cheer  their  father  with  their  devotion.  Though  an 
invalid  for  many  years,  she  had  an  unfailing  interest  in  all  mission  work,  know- 
ing many  of  the  missionaries  personally  and  bearing  them  up  constantly  in  her 
prayers.  The  sweet  fragrance  of  her  life,  and  especially  her  love  for  little  chil- 
dren, will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 

Ruth  Gilbert  Worthington,  missionary  to  the  Osages  at  Pawhuska,  Oklahoma, 
died  September  25,  1935,  leaving  a bereaved  husband,  Rev.  A.  Worthington,  a 
son  and  three  daughters,  the  youngest  an  infant  a few  days  old.  She  was  born 
February  19,  1894,  in  Lamar,  Mo.  Removing  in  childhood  to  Oklahoma,  she  was 
reared  in  the  Indian  country  and  attended  Bacone  College,  a Baptist  Indian 
school.  After  several  years  of  teaching,  she  attended  Southwestern  Baptist  Theo- 
logical Seminary  on  a scholarship  from  Oklahoma  W.M.U.,  and  then  taught  for 
several  years  in  the  mountain  schools  in  Arkansas.  While  principal  of  Cale- 
donia Academy  she  was  married  to  Rev.  A.  Worthington  and  with  him  con- 
tinued in  mission  work  in  mountain  regions.  Removing  to  Oklahoma,  her  inter- 
est in  the  Indians  drew  them  into  the  Indian  mission  work  and  they  were  ap- 
pointed by  the  Home  Mission  Board  to  the  work  among  the  Osages,  January 
1,  1930.  Her  work  here  was  chiefly  among  the  women  and  young  people  and  was 
attended  by  signal  success.  She  is  mourned  by  her  Osage  people  as  a friend  whose 
work  among  them  can  never  die,  and  whose  love  they  will  never  forget. 

III.  WE  CONQUER  IN  HIS  NAME 

Jehovah  said  unto  Joshua:  “Be  strong  and  of  a good  courage;  be  not  afraid, 
neither  be  thou  dismayed:  for  the  Lord  thy  God  is  with  thee  whithersoever  thou 
goest.”  Joshua  1:  9. 

We  go  forth  to  possess  the  land  for  Christ  in  the  name  and  strength  of  Je- 
hovah. The  Gospel  we  preach  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one 
that  believes.  The  field  is  the  world — all  of  it,  not  part  of  it.  The  religion  that 
cannot  meet  the  needs  of  men  and  win  its  way  over  the  hearts  of  men  in  the  open 
light  of  this  or  any  other  day,  and  of  this  or  any  other  land,  is  not  the  religion 
of  Christ.  The  church  of  Christ  shall  survive.  It  holds  the  solution  of  the 
world’s  problems.  It  has  the  opportunity  of  the  centuries  now  to  assert  its  moral 
and  spiritual  supremacy  and  to  fill  the  empty  shrines  of  earth  with  the  shining 
form  of  the  Son  of  Man.  Through  the  Gospel  it  preaches  it  alone  can  furnish 
the  spiritual  dynamic  for  fainting  and  defeated  aspirations  and  the  cure  for  the 
nauseating  futilities  that  are  driving  men  to  despair.  It  is  called  upon  to  strip 
itself  for  this  unmatched  adventure.  A vast  world-empire  is  waiting.  The  spirit- 
ual throne  of  world-life  and  world-affairs  is  empty.  Christ  is  waiting  until  the 
nations  of  the  earth  shall  become  the  Kingdom  of  God.  It  is  ours  to  cast  up  a 
highway  in  the  hearts  of  men  for  the  coming  of  the  King  of  Glory. 

We  turn  our  faces  towards  the  task  of  possessing  the  land  for  Christ  with 
profound  gratitude  for  the  past  and  with  undaunted  hope  for  the  future.  Let 
us  emphasize  the  basic  doctrine  of  individual  responsibility  to  God  until  we  make 
out  of  every  man  a saint  and  out  of  every  saint  a special  witness  for  Christ, 
and  thus  usher  in  the  new  heaven  and  the  new  earth  wherein  dwelleth  right- 
eousness. But  above  all  things  let  us  in  the  future  as  we  have  in  the  past,  glory 
in  nothing  save  the  cross  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  by  which  we  are  crucified  to 
the  world  and  the  world  is  crucified  to  us.

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SECTION  TWO 

A TESTIMONY  FOREVER 

“And  these  stones  shall  be  for  a memorial  forever  . . . that  all  the  people 
of  the  earth  may  know  the  Word  of  the  Lord,  that  it  is  mighty.”

I.  ENCOMPASSING  THE  LAND 

Miss  Emma  Leachman,  Field  Worker 

“Blessed  are  ye  that  sow  beside  all  waters”  was  said  by  Isaiah  (Isaiah  32:  20) 
a long  time  before  Jesus  said,  “Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem, 
and  in  all  Judea  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth” 
(Acts  1:8). 

In  my  judgment,  no  agency  of  Southern  Baptists  has  come  more  nearly  “Sow- 
ing beside  all  waters”  than  the  Home  Mission  B'oard.  Grateful  indeed  am  I for 
having  had  a part  in  this  sowing  the  past  fifteen  years. 

In  my  travels  of  more  than  twenty-two  thousand  counted  miles  over  “Sa- 
maria” this  year,  I have  spent  a night  or  had  a meal  in  three  hundred  and 
seventy-one  different  homes,  talked  to  thirty-nine  Sunday  schools,  either  to  one 
class  or  all  the  school  together,  represented  every  phase  of  Baptist  work  in 
sixty-six  local  A.M.U.  societies,  poured  out  my  soul  to  seven  State  W.M.U.  Con- 
ventions in  the  interest  of  Kingdom  work  in  “Samaria.”  I have  given  as  telling, 
gripping  messages  as  I am  capable,  with  God  helping  me,  to  fourteen  Divisional 
meetings  and  seventy-eight  Associational  meetings.  I have  taught  and  talked 
in  six  State  Assemblies  this  year,  attended  four  Southwide  meetings — teaching 
a class  at  Southwide  Y.W.A.  Camp  at  Ridgecrest.  I attended  one  hundred  and 
seventy-two  church  services  and  spoke  at  either  the  morning  or  evening  hour 
twenty-nine  Sundays  out  of  fifty,  taught  twenty-five  Mission  Study  classes, 
both  men  and  women  attending  most  of  them,  sold  a great  number  of  our  very 
own  Mission  Study  books  (did  not  count  them  this  year).  I have  written  with 
my  own  hands,  three  hundred  and  sixty-six  letters  and  cards  in  interest  of  sow- 
ing the  seed  of  Truth  and  Righteousness  in  “Samaria.”  Truly  am  I grateful 
to  my  Heavenly  Father  for  the  privilege  of  sowing  beside  all  Waters. 

II.  'TRUST  THE  LORD  AND  TELL  THE  PEOPLE"

The  motto  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  is  “Trust  the  Lord  and  tell  the  peo- 
ple.” The  two  phases  of  this  motto  point  to  faith  in  God  in  carrying  on  the 
Home  Mission  program,  and  confidence  in  the  people  that  they  will  adequately 
support  the  program  when  they  are  acquainted  with  the  needs  of  the  fields  and 
the  work  that  is  being  done. 

The  text  for  the  first  part  of  this  motto  is  Philippians  4:  19,  “But  my  God 
shall  supply  every  need  of  yours  according  to  his  riches  in  glory  by  Christ 
Jesus.”  The  Home  Mission  Board  believes  this  verse,  and  has  relied  on  it  for 
years. 

The  second  half  of  the  motto  is  founded  on  confidence  in  the  missionary  spirit 
of  Baptist  people.  Christians  are  missionary.  They  cannot  be  anti-missionary, 
nor  even  o-missionary.  A Christian  must  be,  and  inherently  is,  missionary.  Any 
indifference  and  lethargy  toward  missions  on  the  part  of  a Christian  can  be 
occasioned  only  by  ignorance  of  spiritual  dearth  and  of  the  mission  program. 
This  is  the  conviction  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  and  such  conviction  explains 
why  we  are  anxious  to  “tell  the  people.” 

1.  THE  BAPTIST  NEWSPAPERS 

In  telling  the  people  about  Home  Missions  it  is  our  purpose  to  publish  the 
news  from  the  fields  in  every  publication  possible  that  circulates  among  South- 
ern Baptists.  The  Baptist  state  papers,  offering  a combined  circulation  of  142,- 
000,  afford  the  best  means  of  reaching  our  denominational  constituency.  No 
better  copy  is  available  for  these  papers  than  stories  from  mission  fields,  and 
the  Home  Mission  Board  purchases  the  space  and  sends  to  each  paper  enough 
material  once  a month  to  fill  one  page. 
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2.  THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  BOARD  PUBLICATIONS 

The  many  Sunday  School  Board  publications  furnish  another  widely  cir- 
culated means  of  publicity.  Editors  of  these  periodicals  recognize  the  news 
value  of  mission  stories.  Some  are  now  carrying  regular  pages  of  Home  Mis- 
sion news,  while  others  offer  generous  space  from  time  to  time. 

3.  CLIP  SHEET  SERVICE 

A clip  sheet  service,  supplying  brief  news  notes  for  use  in  church  bulletins, 
was  sent  to  pastors  for  a few  months  this  year  and  will  be  continued  as  this 
service  is  requested. 

4.  THE  SECULAR  PRESS 

The  secular  press  also  offers  inestimable  possibilities  of  effective  Home  Mis- 
sion publicity.  On  every  occasion  when  mission  facts  can  be  tied  on  to  the 
activity  of  any  one  connected  with  the  Home  Mission  Board,  it  is  our  purpose 
to  give  such  news  to  the  secular  press.  A speaker  on  Home  Missions  in  some 
local  church  presents  such  an  opportunity,  and  accordingly  a story  is  sent  to 
the  local  paper  giving  facts  not  only  about  the  speaking  engagement  but  also  a 
few  statements  about  Home  Missions  which  will  be  of  interest  to  local  readers. 
In  every  conceivable  way  it  is  our  hope  to  use  the  secular  press  to  urge  the 
primary  claims  of  Home  Missions  on  Baptist  people. 

5.  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  HOME  MISSIONS 

“Southern  Baptist  Home  Missions,”  the  Home  Mission  Board’s  quarterly 
bulletin,  sent  to  16,000  pastors  and  other  friends  of  Home  Missions,  is  another 
avenue  of  publicity,  most  fruitful  in  results.  The  copy  for  these  bulletins  is 
assembled  in  the  hope  that  it  will  be  used  by  pastors  as  illustrative  material 
in  sermon  building,  as  news  to  be  transferred  freely  to  church  bulletins,  as  in- 
formation for  associational  reports  on  Home  Missions,  as  sources  for  missionary 
talks,  and  a multitude  of  other  uses. 

6.  CHURCH  SCHOOLS  OF  MISSIONS 

Church  Schools  of  Missions  form  another  regular  part  of  our  publicity  pro- 
gram. In  addition  to  a complete  list  of  books  for  mission  study  (see  section  on 
Missionary  Education),  other  helps  available  include  stereopticon  slides  (loaned 
for  carriage  charges  both  ways),  maps  of  mission  fields,  picture  posters  of  the 
missionaries,  leaflets,  and  any  information  concerning  our  work  which  the  Board 
can  give.  This  department  is  committed  to  do  its  utmost  in  assisting  in  pro- 
motion of  associational  and  city-wide  schools  of  missons,  and  in  providing  teach- 
ers and  speakers  wherever  possible. 

7.  RADIO  PUBLICITY 

As  occasion  and  opportunity  may  permit,  we  hope  to  have  the  use  of  the 
radio,  wherever  our  pastors  have  broadcasting  facilities,  for  the  promotion  of 
our  work.  This  tremendously  important  publicity  is  conditioned  on  the  free  use 
of  the  radio  through  regular  church  services,  as  the  money  for  a broadcasting 
program  will  not  be  available  until  our  debts  are  paid. 

But  the  radio  is  being  used  in  Home  Mission  fields.  Actual  mission  work  is 
being  done  now  over  three  stations  on  our  mission  fields.  In  Havana,  Cuba, 
Calvary  Church  has  an  hour  once  a month,  known  as  the  “Evangelical  Hour,” 
over  a station  that  is  heard  widely  in  Central  America.  Rev.  I.  Negrin  at  Cruces, 
Cuba,  broadcasts  two  hours  weekly  over  a station  heard  in  four  provinces.  No 
charge  is  made  by  the  radio  managements  for  either  of  these  privileges.  At  San 
Angelo,  Texas,  Rev.  D.  Ruiz  gives  four  thirty-minute  programs  each  week  over 
KGKL,  which  is  bringing  fruitful  results. 

These  broadcasts  give  not  only  an  opportunity  for  mission  work  through 
the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  but  are  also  an  effective  means  of  publicity.  It  is 
hoped  that  other  opportunities  for  radio  publicity  will  become  available. 

8.  ASSOCIATIONAL  CONTACTS 

In  each  association  throughout  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  we  would 
like  to  have  a man  definitely  appointed  to  assist  in  Home  Mission  publicity  in  his 
association.  Our  plan  would  not  be  to  set  up  a far-flung  and  elaborate  organi- 
zation, but  merely  to  have  some  one  designated  in  each  association  who  would 
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feel  a personal  responsibility  in  keeping  news  of  Home  Missions  before  his  as- 
sociation. This  representative  would  receive  and  disseminate  late  news  from 
the  fields,  prepare  and  present  a worth-while,  informative  report  on  Home  Mis- 
sions at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association;  encourage  associational,  city-wide 
and  church  schools  of  missions;  arrange  an  occasional  monthly  associational 
program  on  Home  Missions.  He  would  not  be  appointed  merely  to  give  a report 
at  the  annual  meeting,  but  would  serve  for  the  entire  twelve  months. 

9.  SPEAKERS  AND  TEACHERS  OF  HOME  MISSIONS 

A final  and  effective  phase  of  publicity  is  the  public  appearance  for  speaking 
engagements  of  field  representatives  and  missionaries  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board.  The  number  of  missionaries  who  are  available  to  speak  to  our  people 
is  limited  for  several  reasons,  viz:  the  missionaries  are  on  their  fields  all  of 
the  time,  never  having  a furlough  year  and  seldom  a vacation;  the  total  mis- 
sionary force  is  not  large  and  many  of  them,  though  well  educated  often  in 
one  or  more  other  languages,  do  not  speak  English  with  facility.  Our  five  field 
workers  and  two  general  missionaries  constantly  go  from  one  end  of  the  Con- 
vention to  the  other  to  lay  bare  the  throbbing,  bleeding  heart  of  Home  Mission 
fields.  These  representatives  are  available  whenever  and  wherever  needed. 

On  a recent  morning  a Baptist  housewife,  busy  about  her  early  chores  of  the 
day,  suddenly  became  attentive  to  the  news  broadcast  that  was  coming  in  over 
her  radio.  She  had  heard  the  name  “Dr,  J.  B.  Lawrence”  and  a reference  to 
the  “Baptist  Home  Mission  Board.”  She  put  her  broom  aside,  came  near  the 
radio,  and  over  the  air  into  her  living  room  came  the  announcement  in  the 
broadcast  of  the  morning  news  of  a legacy  received  by  the  Home  Mission  Board. 
Home  Missions  had  become  news.  Out  of  the  hundreds  of  stories  in  the  day’s 
run  of  news,  this  story  of  a gift  to  Home  Missions,  which  had  been  sent  to  the 
daily  press,  was  considered  of  such  importance  as  to  be  included  in  the  high- 
lights in  the  news  broadcast.  Valuable  publicity  had  thus  been  given  to  Home 
Missions,  both  through  the  newspapers  and  over  the  radio.  We  are  cultivating 
this  field,  a pioneer  untouched  territory  for  missionary  news,  but  one  full  of  rich 
possibilities  in  the  making  of  a missionary-minded  people. 

III.  WRITING  THE  VISION 

UNA  ROBERTS  LAWRENCE,  Mission  Study  Editor 

“And  the  Lord  . . . said,  Write  the  vision  and  make  it  plain  upon  the  tables, 
that  he  may  run  that  readeth  it,  for  the  vision  is  yet  for  an  appointed  time,  but 
at  the  end  it  shall  speak  and  lie  not;  though  it  tarry,  wait  for  it;  because  it  will 
surely  come,  it  will  not  tarry  . . . For  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  glory  of  God  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea.”  Habakkuk  2:  2-3,  14. 

1.  A CERTAIN  VISION 

A few  days  ago  I sat  in  a theater  in  one  of  the  large  cities  of  the  Atlantic 
Coast  of  Cuba,  listening  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Baptist  Convention  of  Western 
Cuba.  As  the  sessions  progressed  in  orderly  succession,  and  one  phase  of  Cuban 
Baptist  life  after  another  was  presented,  discussed  and  decided  upon,  I became 
bemused  with  little  scenes  of  fancy  that  dimmed  the  scene  before  me.  I saw  a 
little  boy,  bare  feet  tucked  up  on  the  rounds  of  a chair  in  a palm-thatched, 
beaten-earth  floored  farm  home  across  the  island  from  where  I sat.  He  is  read- 
ing a book  by  the  soft  light  of  an  oil  lamp  on  a little  table  over  which  his  hands 
are  often  clasped  with  loving  touch.  The  father  had  had  to  take  him  out  of 
the  little  mission  school  in  the  nearby  town,  to  help  on  the  farm.  Seeing  the 
longing  of  the  boy  to  study  the  books  loaned  by  his  sympathetic  teacher,  the 
father  had  made  the  little  table  as  a bit  of  compensation  for  the  loss  of  the  year 
in  school.  The  days  pass,  the  boy  returned  to  the  school,  graduated  with  high 
honors  from  the  University  of  Havana  and  became  professor  in  that  ancient 
institution.  Better  still,  he  became  the  wise,  devoted,  trusted  lay  leader  of 
Cuban  Baptists  in  their  educational  and  Sunday  school  work,  Dr.  Martin  Vivanco, 
Director  of  Cuban- American  College. 

It  is  the  hour  for  the  discussion  of  the  Cuban  Mission  Board  report  and  our 
Cuban  missionaries  and  churches  are  getting  under  a heavier  load  of  financial 
support  for  their  work  than  ever  before  in  their  history.  But  as  they  talk,  the 
scene  fades  and  I see  evening  shadows  across  Luyano  Park  in  Havana.  A coun- 
try boy,  lately  come  to  Havana  with  his  family  to  seek  work,  lingers  on  the  edge 
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of  a crowd  and  hears  for  the  first  time  the  Word  of  God.  Curious,  he  makes 
inquiry  and  is  brought  by  a neighbor  to  a Baptist  meeting  in  the  home  of  a 
member  of  Calvary  Baptist  Church  and  from  that  to  the  church  service,  he 
and  his  whole  family.  There  they  find  Jesus  Christ  as  their  Saviour,  and  new 
joy  in  life.  But  for  the  boy  there  is  a special  call  and,  aided  by  a loyal  older 
brother,  indeed  by  the  entire  family,  he  enters  school.  He  had  to  begin  almost 
at  the  beginning,  so  little  had  he  known  of  school  before.  He  persists  despite 
almost  insuperable  difficulties  and  graduates  with  his  A.B.  degree.  There  he 
stands  now,  the  chairman  bringing  in  this  report  of  the  Cuban  Mission  Board, 
evangelist  in  Havana,  the  young  man  whom  all  love,  Nemesio  Garcia.  If  one 
had  said,  fifteen  years  ago,  that  a country  boy  lingering  in  the  edge  of  a crowd 
in  the  evening  shadows  of  Luyano  Park  would  one  day  lead  the  discussion  of 
Cuban  Missions  at  a Convention,  there  would  have  been  faint  smiles  at  such  a 
visionary  person! 

“Write  the  vision  . . . make  it  plain  ...  at  the  end  it  shall  speak  and  lie  not.” 
That  is  the  task  of  this  department  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  to  write  home 
missions  so  clearly  that  it  will  be  real  to  those  who  read,  so  truly  that  a founda- 
tion is  laid  for  the  future,  and  with  all  that  to  write  with  a vision  of  the  inner 
meaning  of  events  and  plans. 

2.  SPEAKING  A SURE  WORD 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  basing  its  plans  for  extension  of  work  upon  the 
sure  and  certain  foundation  of  thorough  research. 

Our  survey  and  research  is  done  for  a specific  purpose,  (1)  to  serve  the  need 
of  the  Board  for  information  needed  in  planning  its  work,  (2)  to  have  sources 
of  accurate,  reliable  and  complete  information  from  which  to  write  and  speak 
concerning  its  work.  The  research  work  itself  is  as  unbiased  and  thorough  as  if 
done  by  an  agency  entirely  unconnected  with  the  Board.  It  is  not  propaganda- 
gathering. It  encompasses  every  phase  of  life  that  touches  the  people  or  area 
being  studied.  It  would  require  the  outlay  of  thousands  of  dollars  every  year 
to  maintain  a staff  of  research  specialists  to  do  all  the  work  which  the  Home 
Mission  Board  is  getting  done  today.  Nor  is  there  any  need  for  such,  for  there 
are  accessible  to  our  call  research  foundations,  bureaus  and  organizations, 
private  and  governmental,  with  competent  staffs  of  specialists  in  their  work. 
These  are  most  cordial  in  their  response  to  any  request  we  make  of  them  for 
the  results  of  their  work,  or  for  special  work  to  be  done  for  us  at  little  or  no 
cost.  These  we  use  to  the  utmost.  Thirty-three  such  agencies  were  thus  enlisted 
in  the  survey  made  through  1932-33  of  Mexican  life.  All  were  happy  to  know 
that  we  were  interested  enough  to  call  upon  them. 

Research  and  survey  has  been  made  on  several  major  fields  of  the  Board, 
notably:  Mexican  life;  the  French  region  of  southern  Louisiana;  the  Appalachian 
Mountain  region  with  special  reference  to  changing  conditions  due  to  Fed- 
eral projects  (incomplete) ; and  the  city  of  New  Orleans. 

The  procedure  in  this  last  survey  will  illustrate  the  work  being  done. 
Through  the  School  of  Social  Work  of  Tulane  University  we  secured  a complete 
survey  of  the  city  with  reference  to  (1)  child  life;  (2)  racial  distribution;  (3) 
centers  of  disorganization;  (4)  housing  conditions.  Through  two  graduate  stu- 
dents of  this  same  school  we  secured  a remarkable  first-hand  study  of  the 
underworld  of  New  Orleans  with  special  reference  to  the  tie-up  between  the 
newsboys  “guild,”  houses  of  prostitution  and  the  marijuana  traffic.  The  City 
Planning  Commission  put  at  our  disposal  invaluable  maps  and  data,  and  the 
State  Department  of  Education  gave  us  the  results  of  a special  survey  just 
completed  (1932)  of  school  and  library  facilities  for  French-speaking  children. 
Similarly  a study  of  all  phases  of  Mexican  life  was  made,  1932-34,  with  especial 
reference  to  populations  and  centers  for  mission  work. 

Most  of  the  printed  literature  of  the  Board  deals  with  its  own  work,  but 
this  is  no  indication  of  the  extensiveness  and  thoroughness  of  its  source  material, 
used  as  a background  for  these  stories  and  articles.  We  endeavor  to  be  as 
accurate  and  as  thorough  as  the  farthest  sources  we  can  find  will  permit..  It  has 
been  a pleasure  to  make  all  this  information  available  on  request  to  thoughtful 
inquirers,  graduate  students  at  work  on  theses,  pastors  wanting  to  study  certain 
phases  of  life  in  the  South  and  Latin  America  especially.  If  we  cannot  give 
the  information,  we  believe  we  can  refer  the  inquirer  to  the  authoritative  agency 
that  can  give  it.  We  have  the  closest  possible  relationship  with  every  agency 
studying  and  analyzing  life  in  the  South,  and  with  most  agencies  studying 
Latin  America. 
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A denominational  research  agency  to  do  its  work  well  must  possess  four 
essentials  to  service:  (1)  It  must  be  willing  to  approach  every  study  with  an  un 
biased  mind,  and  cover  it  thoroughly;  (2)  It  must  call  into  co-operation  all  the 
known  specialized  agencies  at  work  in  that  same  field,  who  can  give  expert  aid 
for  which  no  denominational  budget  could  provide;  (3)  It  must  have  a channel 
of  access  through  which  to  pour  its  findings  into  the  thinking  of  the  constituency 
whose  attitudes  and  activities  it  wishes  to  affect;  and  (4)  It  must  be  linked 
with  an  agency  that  can  institute  activity  along  the  lines  found  to  be  best  after 
its  unbiased  study,  so  that  technical  knowledge  may  be  transformed  into  power 
and  activity  with  the  least  possible  lost  motion,  the  greatest  facility  and  economy 
of  operation  and  the  ultimate  of  power. 

Such  a research  department  the  Home  Mission  Board  has  been  slowly  but 
surely  building  as  the  certain  undergirding  of  its  information  to  its  constituency 
and  its  plans  for  its  work.  The  Board  possesses  in  a rare  degree  both  the  chan- 
nel of  access  to  its  constituency,  through  mission  study  books  and  general  litera- 
ture and,  a funds  permit,  is  putting  into  operation  a mission  program  based 
on  this  thorough  study  of  Southern  life  and  conditions. 

3.  KNOWLEDGE  OF  THE  GLORY  OF  THE  LORD 

Ten  years  ago  when  the  director  of  this  department  came  to  serve  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  there  were  only  three  books  on  home  missions  in  current  use. 
There  had  never  been  a book  on  the  home  mission  work  of  Southern  Baptists 
for  young  people  or  children.  There  had  never  been  a book  presenting  the  fields 
of  the  Board  in  concise,  compressed  story  form.  There  had  been  a series  of 
splendid  books  presenting  policies  and  plans,  but  the  fields  and  the  missionaries 
were  hardly  known  to  our  people.  It  is  joy  to  look  back  at  this  decade  and  see 
the  beginning  that  has  been  made  of  studies  of  our  fields.  Twelve  books  have 
come  from  the  desk  of  the  mission  study  editor;  eight  textbooks  have  come 
from  other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Board  and  associated  writers.  We  have 
still  only  one  book  for  children  and  one  for  Juniors,  but  four  other  books  for 
children  have  been  printed  and  widely  circulated  in  this  period.  That  is  a be- 
ginning. There  have  been  six  books  presenting  the  whole  task  of  Home  Missions, 
with  definite  emphasis  upon  the  work  of  the  missionaries  on  their  fields  and 
two  of  a series  planned  making  thorough  study  of  major  fields.  During  this  year 
three  new  books  have  been  issued: 

The  Bible  a Missionary  Book , by  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence;  35  cents.  A study  of 
the  whole  Bible  as  a missionary  message.  The  required  Bible  study  book  for 
Y.W.C.A.’s.  Good  for  all  ages,  men  and  women. 

Missionaries  of  the  Home  Mission  Board , by  Una  Roberts  Lawrence;  35  cents. 
A collection  of  biographical  sketches  of  the  missionaries  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  illustrated.  An  essential  in  teaching  any  book  on  home  missions. 

Taking  Christ  Seriously , by  Dr.  J.  B„  Lawrence;  35  cents.  A study  of  the 
principles,  policies  and  plans  of  Home  Missions,  with  a brief  but  concise  history 
of  Home  Missions  and  survey  of  the  fields  of  the  Board.  A textbook  for  men, 
women  and  young  people. 

In  print  are  the  following  previous  publications : 

Winning  the  Border , Una  R.  Lawrence;  35  cents.  Mexican  Missions. 

Missions  in  the  Bible , J.  B.  Lawrence;  25  cents.  Study  book  for  W.M.S. 

The  Keys  of  the  Kingdom , Una  R.  Lawrence;  25  cents.  Adults  and  young 
people. 

The  People  of  the  Jesus  Way,  J.  W.  Beagle,  Indian  Missions;  25  cents. 

The  Word  of  Their  Testimony,  Una  R.  Lawrence.  Adults  and  young  people. 

Around  the  World  in  the  Southland,  Inabelle  Coleman;  25  cents.  Juniors. 

The  Traveling  Story  Hour,  Katherine  Harris;  35  cents. . Primaries. 

With  these  are  helps,  posters,  maps  and  leaflets  to  aid  in  the  study. 

During  the  past  year  and  a half  another  method  of  getting  accurate  knowl- 
edge to  our  people  has  developed.  At  the  request  of  some  W.M.U.  leaders  a 
trip  was  made  to  visit  the  Mexican  mission  fields  at  the  close  of  the  Fort  Worth 
Convention  in  1934.  So  effective  did  this  prove  in  making  home  missions 
real  to  these  leaders,  and  so  faithful  were  they  in  passing  on  what  they  had 
learned  first-hand  about  the  missionaries  and  their  work  that  another  trip  was 
made  with  a larger  party  following  the  Memphis  Convention  in  1935.  Then  in 
April,  1936,  a small  party  was  taken  to  Cuba  at  the  time  of  the  Cuban  Con- 
vention, attendance  upon  which  was  a special  feature  of  the  trip,  with  travel 
to  several  fields  of  the  work  afterward.  These  trips  are  really  Seminars  m 
Home  Missions.  Careful  plans  are  made  with  the  missionaries  to  insure  seeing 
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the  most  possible  within  the  time  allowed;  notebooks  are  provided  with  general 
information  and  detailed  accounts  of  our  work;  and  constant  study  is  carried  on 
while  traveling  from  one  field  to  another.  Twelve  States  have  been  represented 
in  the  three  trips.  The  attention  of  serious  students  of  missions  is  invited  to 
these  trips  and  plans  for  future  trips  will  be  made  on  request.  A second  trip 
to  Cuba  will  probably  be  made  in  December,  1936,  with  a small  party. 

IV.  HE  CAME  UNTO  HIS  OWN 

JACOB  GARTENHAUS 

“He  came  unto  his  own  and  his  own  received  him  not.”  John  1:  11. 

The  evangelist  tells  us  of  the  Saviour  who  came  to  his  own  people  Israel, 
of  whom  he  sprang,  among  whom  he  lived,  and  to  whom  he  was  first  sent,  but 
they  received  him  not.  What  a tragedy!  This  is  only  half  of  the  story,  for  he 
continues,  “But  as  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power  to  become 
the  sons  of  God.”  A truth  often  overlooked  even  by  Christians.  While  the 
leaders  sought  to  destroy  his  life  and  influence,  multitudes  among  Israel  ac- 
knowledged him  as  their  long-awaited  Messiah,  and  were  the  evangelist  to 
write  today,  he  could  say:  “The  Saviour  comes  to  his  own,  and  thank  God 

his  own  are  receiving  him.” 

Fifteen  years  ago  when  Southern  Baptists  called  your  missionary  to  carry 
the  Gospel  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  House  of  Israel  scattered  in  our  southern 
“Zion,”  this  pioneer  work  presented  many  problems.  On  one  hand  was  the 
indifference  of  Christians  which  was  due,  no  doubt,  to  a misunderstanding  of 
God’s  Word  concerning  Israel — the  same  problem  that  confronted  our  pioneer 
missionaries  to  the  heathen.  It  was  argued  that  God  would  save  the  Jews 
through  a direct  intervention  from  heaven  as  he  did  Saul  of  Tarsus,  not 
through  the  instrumentality  of  man,  completely  ignoring  the  Saviour’s  command 
to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,  irrespective  of  race.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Jews  resented  every  attempt  to  evangelize  them,  shutting  doors  and  hearts 
to  the  missionary  who  was  considered  a traitor  to  be  shunned. 

Throughout  the  years  we  have  tried  publicly  and  privately  to  impress  upon 
Jewish  friends  our  sincere  love  for  them,  that  we  have  not  broken  away  from 
them,  that  their  Jehovah  is  our  Jehovah,  their  people  our  people,  that  when  they 
suffer,  wre  suffer.  In  the  past  we  labored  for  weeks  and  even  months  without 
any  visible  results,  our  only  consolation  being  that  his  word  would  not  return 
unto  him  void.  And  indeed  it  has  not  as  the  following  illustrates. 

It  was  dangerous  to  walk  alone  during  student  Seminary  days  and  very 
few  Jews  wanted  to  be  caught  talking  with  me.  In  a store  we  suceeded  in 
engaging  a Jew  in  conversation,  but  as  soon  as  another  Jew  entered,  the  dis- 
cussion was  dropped  and  we  were  urged  not  to  reveal  our  identity.  The  new- 
comer was  introduced  and  at  once  wanted  to  know  my  business  (how  I wished 
some  one  else  had  been  there  to  answer!).  The  proprietor  left  us  together. 
To  our  amazement  the  man  was  interested  but  was  as  much  afraid  of  the 
proprietor  as  the  proprietor  was  of  him,  and  very  quietly  invited  me  to  have 
dinner  in  his  home  for  further  conversation.  This  was  so  unusual  I actually 
instructed  my  roommate  that  if  I were  not  home  at  a certain  time  to  come  for 
me!  But  it  was  not  necessary,  the  family  was  kindness  itself  and  for  several 
hours  that  night  with  an  open  Bible,  we  examined  prophecy  after  prophecy. 
Since  that  time  we  have  often  wondered  about  the  impression  made.  That  was 
fifteen  years  ago.  Recently  a pastor  in  a certain  city  introduced  us  to  a Jewess 
who  had  accepted  Christ.  The  first  thing  she  asked  was  if  I remembered  visiting 
and  having  dinner  in  her  father’s  home  years  ago.  What  a lesson  in  patience! 

A few  weeks  ago  upon  arriving  in  a town  the  pastor  introduced  us  to  a 
Jewish  merchant  who  immediately  said,  “My  daughter  who  lives  in  L.  heard 
you  ten  years  ago  and  told  us  how  much  good  you  are  doing  for  our  Jewish 
people,  and  urged  us  to  be  sure  to  hear  you.”  He  extended  an  invitation  for 
dinner  and  after  hearing  about  the  busy  life  I lived,  he  urged  me  to  take  a few 
days  off  and  rest  up  in  his  home! 

Another  Jewish  acquaintance  we  made,  upon  hearing  that  I was  to  visit  a 
certain  city,  urged  that  I look  up  his  two  sons  who  are  practicing  law  there. 
When  we  arrived  to  call,  a letter  of  introduction  from  the  father  had  preceded. 
What  a contrast  to  the  past  when  parents  would  write  to  their  children  warning 
against  the  missionary! 

In  a ministers’  conference  I vras  asked  what  response  Jews  were  giving  and 
if  they  were  turning  to  the  Saviour.  Before  I could  answer  another  minister 
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got  up  and  told  how  the  preceding  Sunday  he  had  received  a young  Jewess  into 
his  membership.  I told  of  speaking  in  one  of  the  churches  the  day  before 
where  there  were  three  Jewish  Christians,  and  that  all  through  the  past  year 
I have  been  meeting  and  hearing  from  Jews  who  have  accepted  Christ  as  their 
Saviour. 

From  the  very  inception  of  our  work  I have  sought  to  place  the  responsibility 
of  winning  the  Jews  to  Christ  at  the  door  of  the  local  church  where  our  Lord 
left  it.  Old,  established  missions  serve  their  purpose  where  large  numbers  of 
Jews  are  congregated,  or  in  European  countries  where  there  are  few  evangelical 
churches,  but  since  they  are  scattered  in  every  community  in  the  South  they 
are  within  easy  reach  of  the  Gospel  message  through  our  established  churches. 
In  leaflet  form  is  a plan  and  program  of  Jewish  Evangelization  through  the  local 
church  which  calls  for  the  organization  of  a Friends  of  Israel  group.  Through 
such  groups  we  can  multiply  our  usefulness  and  reach  unlimited  numbers  of 
Jews,  and  many  organized  groups  are  sending  encouraging  reports  of  their 
activities.  We  would  urge  our  people  to  give  this  plan  their  whole-hearted 
co-operation  and  copies  of  A New  Emphasis  on  Jewish  Evangelization  will  be 
gladly  mailed  on  request. 

During  the  past  year  I have  had  the  privilege  of  addressing  eighteen  mission- 
ary rallies  and  three  state  conventions  ; conducted  two  city- wide  Jewish-Christian 
Conferences  in  which  we  met  at  least  one  hundred  interested  Jews  who  thanked 
us  for  the  messages;  distributed  some  ten  thousand  tracts;  five  hundred  copies  of 
my  book,  The  Jew  and  Jesus,  thirty  Bibles  and  Testaments;  made  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  visits,  and  traveled  an  estimated  distance  of  twenty  thousand  miles. 
Once  again  we  want  to  thank  our  faithful  friends  of  the  Woman’s  Missionary 
Union,  especially  Mrs.  P.  B.  Lowrance,  Southwide  Personal  Service  chairman,  for 
including  the  Jewish  work  in  their  personal  service,  with  definite  plans  any  inter- 
ested group  can  follow.

I.  LOOKING  BACK 

In  making  our  annual  report  of  the  mission  work  in  the  homeland  among 
the  various  races  and  nationalities,  the  following  important  facts  were  discovered. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  appointed  twenty-seven  (27)  new  missionaries, 
making  a total  of  174  workers,  giving  part  or  all  time  to  the  work  in  679 
churches  and  mission  stations.  These  workers  report:  3,822  conversions,  2,055 
of  this  number  being  baptized  into  our  mission  churches;  16  new  Baptist 
churches  constituted,  and  60  new  missions  opened. 

In  the  eleven  years  that  I have  had  the  oversight  of  the  mission  work  in 
the  homeland,  there  have  been  42,062  conversions  reported  by  these  faithful  mis- 
sionaries, the  majority  of  this  number  being  baptized  into  the  mission  churches 
fostered  by  the  Home  Mission  Board.  Truly  the  favor  of  God  has  rested  upon 
our  labors. 

II.  WORK  AMONG  THE  FOREIGN-SPEAKING  PEOPLES 

“Every  man  ...  in  his  own  language.”  Acts  1:6. 

Our  work  among  the  foreign-speaking  people  in  the  homeland  is  divided 
by  the  various  language  groups  for  a better  understanding  of  what  the  Home 
Mission  Board  is  doing  toward  giving  the  Gospel  to  the  various  peoples  in  our 
midst. 

1.  SPANISH-SPEAKING  WORK 

1.  Mexican  Mission  Work:  In  the  work  among  the  Mexican  people  we  have 
46  workers,  wives  of  the  missionaries  being  included  because  they  are  workers 
with  their  husbands.  This  work  is  reported  in  two  sections:  the  first  section  of 
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our  Mexican  work  includes  all  mission  work,  and  the  second  section  includes 
the  school  and  training  work  done  among  Mexican  people. 

Summary  of  Work: 

The  forty-six  workers  report:  7,620  days  of  service;  117  churches  and  mission 
stations;  3,051  sermons;  1,199  other  religious  addresses;  1,098  prayer  meetings; 
9,488  religious  visits;  2,480  Bibles,  Testament  and  Gospels  distributed;  87,180 
tracts  distributed;  467  baptisms  reported,  181  by  letter  or  restoration;  648 
additions  to  the  churches;  3,558  members  reported;  7 churches  constituted;  114 
Sunday  schools  with  430  officers  and  teachers,  3,655  average  attendance;  1,156 
periods  taught  in  Sunday  school;  2 new  S.  S.  organized;  20  new  missions  opened; 
649  meetings  assisted  in;  personal  work  with  1,800  people;  543  conversions  other 
than  those  baptized;  43  societies  organized;  28  mission  study  classes  held; 
437  societies. 

New  missionaries  appointed  in  our  Mexican  work:  Rev.  C.  Hernandez  Rios 
and  wife,  Sonora,  Texas;  Rev.  L.  Ortiz  and  wife,  Uvalde,  Texas;  Rev.  Alfredo 
Cavazos  and  wife,  San  Antonio,  Texas;  Miss  Gloria  Ruiz,  El  Paso,  Texas;  Mr. 
Claude  Elliott,  Bastrop,  Texas. 

2.  Mexican  Mission  Schools:  The  Anglo-Mexican  Institute,  El  Paso,  Texas. 
Prof.  Augustin  Velez,  missionary-pastor,  is  assisted  by  Miss  Lillie  Mae  Weather- 
ford and  Miss  Gladys  McLanahan  as  missionaries  and  teachers.  The  report 
of  Prof.  Velez  is  so  complete  that  we  only  wish  to  add  that  they  taught  4,012 
periods  in  day  school,  and  attended  59  teachers’  meetings,  in  addition  to  the 
mission  work  carried  on  in  the  four  mission  stations. 

This  overtaxed  group  of  workers  will  be  aided  by  Miss  Gloria  Ruiz,  after 
June  1st.  of  this  year.  Prof.  Velez’s  report  of  the  work  is  given  in  full: 

“Our  day  school  was  opened  September  3,  1935,  and  soon  after  we  reached 
the  maximum  enrolment  of  150  pupils.  At  present  we  have  154,  about  100 
of  them  coming  from  Jaurez,  Mexico,  just  across  the  border. 

“We  have  three  teachers  in  the  day  school.  Among  these  children  and  among 
other  people  we  have  distributed  over  2,200  religious  tracts.  We  are  laboring 
in  this  school  with  the  persistent  thought  and  unfaltering  faith  of  winning 
these  children  for  Christ,  and  through  them  reaching  their  families. 

“We  have  four  mission  stations  on  our  field,  with  a regular  average  attendance 
of  over  240  in  Sunday  school.  We  have  a force  of  22  Sunday  school  teachers 
to  take  care  of  this  combined  work  during  all  its  week  services.  These  teachers 
are  well  prepared  for  this  line  of  service  and  set  themselves  to  their  tasks  with 
earnest  spirit  and  a truly  Christian  joy. 

“This  fiscal  year  we  have  had  over  56  professions  of  faith  and  29  baptisms. 
Our  services  in  all  our  mission  stations  are  most  encouraging.  Our  opportunity 
is  two-fold  over  these  twin  cities  of  El  Paso,  Texas,  and  Jaurez,  Mexico.  Both 
cities  have  a combined  population  of  84,000.  We  are  in  contact  with  both 
cities.  Twelve  professions  of  faith  (this  year)  and  five  baptisms  were  from 
Jaurez. 

“We  all  feel  happy,  very  happy  for  the  repairs  and  improvements  made  on 
this  El  Paso  property.  It  surely  looks  different  and  appealing.  If  you  could  see 
it  you  might  think  that  it  only  looks  as  it  ought  to  look,  but  as  we  saw  it  before 
with  deep  concern  and  we  see  it  now  with  joy,  we  feel  thankful  to  our  Lord 
and  His  faithful  people  for  the  change. 

“A  Mexican  senator,  a close  friend  of  mine,  passed  through  El  Paso  going 
to  California  in  1930,  I think  it  was.  He,  of  course,  saw  the  property  as  it  was 
then.  He  crossed  the  border  again  last  January  and  saw  the  improved  property 
and  remarked:  ‘Professor,  those  Baptist  people  must  be  rich  or  they  would  not 
undergo  such  expense  in  these  hard  days  for  some  other  people’s  sake.’  (He  meant 
for  Mexican  people.)  I answered,  ‘Yes,  sir,  they  are,  and  thank  God  they  are, 
though  not  exactly  the  way  you  think.  They  are  the  richest  people  on  earth 
because  they  are  rich  in  faith.’  He  said  then:  ‘If  there  is  a way  to  make  them 
know  it,  tell  them  they  are  marvelous  people,  that  I admire  them  and  appreciate 
what  they  are  doing  for  my  people.’  He  is  not  a Christian.” 

The  Mexican  Baptist  Institute,  Bastrop,  Texas,  Rev.  Paul  C.  Bell,  director. 
In  reporting  the  school  and  training  work  for  the  year  at  Bastrop,  Brother  Bell 
expresses  his  joy  over  the  completion  of  the  building  that  he  has  labored  so 
faithfully  for  fourteen  years  to  erect  for  the  training  of  Mexican  converts  in 
the  gospel  ministry  or  Christian  service. 

He  has  been  aided  by  his  faithful  companion,  by  Pascual  Hurtiz,  George 
Todd  Lewis,  Charles  Pierson,  and  Miss  Bertha  Hunt.  Brother  Bell’s  report 
is  given  in  full: 
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“We  come  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  with  a deep  sense  of  gratitude  for 
we  have  felt  and  seen  the  help  and  guidance  of  our  Lord. 

“Thirteen  young  preachers  and  four  young  women  have  been  enrolled  during 
the  year  in  missionary  training  courses.  We  have  carried  on  work  in  twenty- 
one  churches  and  mission  stations.  While  the  visible  results  of  this  work  have 
not  been  very  great,  yet  we  feel  that  we  have  broken  new  ground  and  sown 
seed  that  will  bring  in  a great  harvest  in  due  season.  We  have  baptized 
thirty-eight  converts.  Many  other  converts  have  been  received  into  American 
churches  and  baptized  by  the  pastors.  Some  new  fields  have  been  opened  and 
the  opportinities  are  great  and  most  challenging. 

“This  year  we  have  stressed  the  course  in  Religious  Education.  We  have 
offered  these  courses  not  only  to  the  seminary  and  missionary  students,  but  to 
the  workers  in  the  local  church.  As  a result,  five  Sunday  school  diplomas  have 
been  awarded  and  thirty  certificates;  twenty-eight  B.T.U.  diplomas  and  twenty- 
five  certificates;  a total  of  thirty-three  diplomas  and  fifty -five  certificates. 
Brother  George  T.  Lewis  heads  this  department  and  is  doing  excellent  work 
in  this  most  needy  field.  We  plan  to  go  to  many  of  our  Mexican  churches 
during  the  summer,  put  on  training  courses  in  the  Sunday  schools  and  B.T.U.’s, 
help  them  organize  more  efficiently  and  at  the  same  time  study  first-hand  problems 
of  the  Mexican  organizations,  or  lack  of  organization.  In  connection  with  this 
we  plan  a strong  evangelistic  program,  using  both  faculty  and  student  body 
to  the  very  best  advantage.” 

The  Orphanage.  “We  have  taken  care  of  twenty-three  orphan  and  dependent 
children  during  the  year.  For  a year  and  a half  we  have  refused  to  receive 
any  new  children  due  to  the  fact  that  we  felt  that  we  were  not  able  to  provide 
adequately  for  them  because  of  the  lack  of  equipment  and  help.  We  are  look- 
ing forward  to  the  time  when  we  can  make  this  a distinct  institution  with 
separate  buildings,  adequate  equipment  and  capable  attendants.  The  orphanage 
is  an  important  service  and  should  be  provided  for. 

“We  rejoice  to  see  a growing  interest  in  the  work  at  Bastrop  as  well  as  in 
our  Mexican  work  in  general.  We  are  encouraged  to  believe  that  the  day  is 
at  hand  when  we  shall  have  here  an  institution  that  will  be  really  worth  while 
and  outstanding.  On  every  hand  we  are  encouraged  and  give  thanks  to  our 
God  for  His  goodness  and  His  providence.” 

3.  Other  Spanish-Speaking  Fields:  This  phase  of  our  work  includes  the  mis- 
sion work  carried  on  among  the  Spanish- Americans  of  New  Mexico  by  Mission- 
aries J.  G.  Sanchez  and  wife,  and  J.  B.  Parker  and  wife.  Also  the  work  among 
the  Cubans  of  Ybor  City,  Florida,  by  Missionary  J.  B.  Silva  and  wife,  and  Mrs. 


Rev.  Frank  Ramirez,  Baptist  Bible  Institute  student,  has  aided  in  the  work 
among  the  Spanish-speaking  people  of  East  St.  Louis,  Illinois,  during  the  vacation 
periods  of  last  year  and  he  will  become  a resident  missionary  on  this  important 

Encouraging  reports  come  to  us  monthly  from  each  of  these  fields  that  need 
reinforcement  in  workers  and  equipment. 

Summary  of  Work  Done.  The  eight  workers  report:  1,384  days  of  service; 
29  churches  and  mission  stations;  644  sermons  and  163  religious  discourses;  72 
prayer  meetings  conducted;  1,298  religious  visits;  129  Bibles,  N.T.  and  Gospels 
distributed;  6,300  tracts;  102  baptisms,  7 additions  by  letter;  730  church  mem- 
bers; 1 new  church  constituted;  26  Sunday  schools;  83  periods  taught  in  Sunday 
school;  915  average  attendance;  21  teachers’  meetings  attended;  1 new  mission 
opened;  personal  work  with  217;  77  conversions;  3 societies  organized;  5 mission 
study  classes;  50  societies  attended. 


2.  CHINESE  MISSION  WORK 


Miss  Ollie  Lewellyn  of  San  Antonio,  Texas,  has  had  a prosperous  year  among 
the  Chinese  in  this  important  center.  She  was  made  happy  last  August  by  the 
arrival  in  San  Antonio  of  a young  Chinese  lady  from  a school  in  Canton,  China, 
who  immediately  found  the  little  Chinese  Baptist  church  m San  Antonio  and 
rendered  valuable  service  to  the  Chinese  by  her  presence  and  consecration. 

At  the  Christmas  season  Miss  Lewellyn  had  a joyous  experience  again  m the 
large  attendance  of  both  old  and  young  Chinese  who  filled  the  room  for  the 

Chr^tmas  ser^ce.  ^ a new  Chinese  worker,  Rev.  Shau  Yan  Lee,  who 

began  work  as  a Home  Board  missionary  March  1st.,  in  the  Delta  region  of 
Mississippi  with  central  points  at  Greenville  and  Cleveland. 
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This  Delta  region  in  Mississippi  and  Arkansas  report  a Chinese  population 
of  nearly  700.  Brother  Lee,  located  at  Greenville,  reports  two  mission  Sunday 
schools  and  a vast  opportunity  for  service. 

Summary  of  Chinese  work:  Two  workers;  3 mission  stations;  4 sermons;  86 
religious  discourses;  22  prayer  meetings;  1,292  visits;  25  Bibles;  4,300  tracts; 
1 church;  34  church  members;  3 Sunday  schools;  12  officers  and  teachers;  140 
average  Sunday  school  attendance;  36  students  in  day  school;  160  periods  taught 
in  day  school;  personal  work  with  75;  2 new  missions. 

3.  ITALIAN  MISSION  WORK 

We  are  working  in  three  great  Italian  centers:  West  Tampa,  Florida,  where 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  F.  Plainfield  and  Miss  Fannie  H.  Taylor  are  ministering  to  the 
people  in  three  different  centers  and  one  kindergarten  for  the  children;  in  Bir- 
mingham, Alabama,  where  we  have  Rev.  and  Mrs.  A.  Pucciarelli  ministering  to 
a large  Italian  population  of  this  great  population  center;  in  Krebs,  Oklahoma, 
where  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Pascal  Arpaio  are  ministering  to  Italians  and  other  races 
in  nine  centers  and  two  new  missions,  opened  this  year. 

The  summary  of  Italian  Work:  7 workers;  1,547  days  of  service;  16  churches 
or  missions;  5i0  sermons,  93  other  religious  discourses;  317  prayer  meetings; 
4,288  religious  visits;  958  Bibles,  Testaments  and  Gospels  distributed;  20,650 
tracts;  88  additions  by  baptism,  5 by  letter;  591  church  members;  14  Sunday 
schools,  732  average  Sunday  school  attendance;  personal  work  with  156  people; 
40  conversions  more  than  baptisms  reported. 

4.  FRENCH  MISSION  WORK 

We  are  reporting  our  French  work  in  two  sections:  (a)  the  first  embraces 
the  work  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  G.  O.  Foulon  among  the  French  in  Southern  Illinois, 
and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Maurice  Aguillard,  Basile,  La.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Aguillard  are 
among  the  new  missionaries  appointed  this  year.  They  are  natives  of  Southern 
Louisiana. 

Summary  of  the  Work:  four  workers,  543  days  of  service,  18  churches  and 
missions;  464  sermons;  219  other  religious  addresses;  144  prayer  meetings;  1,350 
religious  visits;  206  Bibles  distributed;  3,000  tracts;  58  baptisms,  12  by  letter; 
166  church  members;  1 church  constituted;  10  new  missions  opened;  16  Sunday 
schools,  312  average  Sunday  school  attendance;  58  periods  taught  in  day  school; 
364  persons  reached  in  personal  evangelism;  25  conversions  reported;  4 mission 
study  classes;  89  meetings  assisted  in. 

Acadia  Academy.  Dr.  Alfred  Schwab,  a native  of  Southern  Louisiana,  became 
superintendent  June  1,  1935.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Schwab  have  won  the  hearts  of  the 
people  and  have  perfected  an  organization  for  systematic  missionary  work  and 
training  in  missionary  endeavor  that  perhaps  is"  not  excelled  in  all  the  South. 
Through  this  organization  the  ministerial  and  missionary  students  are  enlisted 
in  actual  mission  work,  touching  thirty-two  centers  in  a radius  of  35  miles  of 
the  Academy  each  week.  The  monthly  report  of  student  activities  is  included  in 
the  summary  of  work  for  Acadia  Academy. 

Summary  of  Work  at  Acadia  Academy:  Eight  workers;  25  volunteers;  30 
mission  stations;  590  sermons;  207  religious  discourses;  392  prayer  meetings; 
1,176  religious  visits;  518  Bibles,  Testaments  and  Gospels  distributed;  2,600 
tracts;  81  baptisms;  76  additions  by  letter — total  additions,  157;  7 Sunday  schools 
organized;  126  students  in  day  school;  6 teachers  in  day  school;  4,164  periods 
taught  in  day  school  and  312  periods  taught  in  Sunday  school;  72  teachers’  meet- 
ings attended;  2,800  persons  reached  in  personal  evangelism;  193  conversions 
reported;  2 societies  organized;  126  societies  attended. 

III.  HOME  MISSIONS  IN  CITIES 

The  challenge  of  the  great  cities  is  more  and  more  making  its  appeal  to  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  and  as  funds  permit  we  are  enlarging  our  city  mission 
work  and  making  such  adjustments  as  will  best  honor  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

1.  EAST  ST.  LOUIS.  ILLINOIS 

Miss  Mildred  Bollinger,  our  faithful  missionary  in  this  vast  and  needy  sec- 
tion, is  very  happy  because  two  new  workers  have  been  added  to  this  field:  Rev. 
Frank  Ramirez  to  the  Spanish-speaking,  and  Rev.  Michael  Fabian  to  the  Hun- 
garian people.  Miss  Bollinger  aids  in  ministering  to  the  Spanish,  Mexican,  Hun- 
garian, Armenians,  Bulgarians,  Polish,  Italians,  and  Negroes,  as  well  as  Anglo- 
Americans. 
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“You  will  notice  that  I report  a new  Sunday  school  and  a new  mission.  This 
is  with  the  Armenians  in  East  St.  Louis.  We  are  having  Sunday  school  at  9:30 
a.m.  on  Sunday;  Good  American  Club  on  Wednesday  night,  7:00  to  8:30;  and 
English  classes  for  adults  from  8:30  to  10  on  Wednesday  evenings.  Three  Y.W.A. 
girls  from  Lansdowne  and  Winstanley  churches  are  my  helpers.  We  have  21  en- 
rolled in  Sunday  school  and  46  in  Good  American  Club,  with  eight  adults  in 
English  class.  I am  paying  four  dollars  a month  for  the  use  of  rooms,  including 
heat,  light  and  equipment  such  as  piano,  chairs,  etc.” 

Summary  of  work:  Two  workers,  321  days  of  service;  8 churches  and  mis- 
sion stations;  24  sermons;  29  religious  discourses;  62  prayer  meetings;  691  re- 
ligious visits;  6 V.B.S.’s;  42  Bibles  distributed;  109  periods  taught  during  week; 
70  periods  taught  in  Sunday  school;  1 new  mission;  1 Sunday  school  organized; 
98  meetings  assisted  in;  83  reached  in  personal  work;  1,600  foreigners  reached  in 
services. 


2.  GOOD-WILL  CENTER.  CHRISTOPHER,  ILLINOIS 

Miss  Kelly  reached  her  84th  milestone  on  life’s  pathway  March  17th,  yet  she 
is  continuing  her  work  in  a most  effective  way.  She  is  aided  by  a young  lady  who 
is  not  only  serving  as  a companion  but  a helper  in  the  work.  On  the  occasion  of 
Miss  Kelly’s  birthday  she  was  surprised  by  the  gathering  of  eighty  of  her 
friends,  forty  of  them  from  DuQuoin  who  presented  her  with  a radio  and  many 
gifts  of  love  and  appreciation  of  the  faithful  service  that  this  good  missionary 
has  rendered  through  the  years. 

Summary  of  Work:  350  days  of  service;  2 mission  stations;  155  religious  dis- 
courses; 1,100  religious  visits;  47  Bibles;  6,000  tracts  distributed;  245  periods 
taught  in  day  school;  1,042  foreigners  attended  G.W.C.;  65  story  hours;  67  pe- 
riods industrial  school;  202  books  and  religious  papers;  130  garments  distributed. 

3.  GOOD-WILL  CENTER,  BIRMINGHAM,  ALABAMA 

Miss  Mary  Headen  is  rendering  faithful  service  in  the  Good-Will  Center 
among  the  Italians  and  other  races.  Miss  Headen  recently  had  a unique  experi- 
ence. The  priest  was  trying  to  compel  the  Italian  children  to  stay  away  from  the 
G.W.C.  and  the  classes  Miss  Headen  was  teaching,  claiming  that  they  were 
children  of  his  church  and  had  no  business  coming  to  the  Center  for  any  religious 
instruction.  Miss  Headen  realized  something  had  to  be  done,  so  after  much 
prayer  she  went  and  talked  with  the  priest  herself  about  the  children  and  their 
spiritual  needs  and  his  own  spiritual  need.  Very  few  missionaries  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board  have  ever  had  faith  and  courage  enough  to  make  contact  with 
the  priest  who  is  trying  to  destroy  their  work. 

Summary  of  Work:  336  days  of  service;  15  religious . discourses ; 10  prayer 
meetings;  149  religious  visits;  11  Bibles;  650  tracts  distributed;  44  periods 
taught  in  Sunday  school;  263  periods  taught  in  day  school;  43  students  in  day 
school;  1 new  mission  opened;  64  meetings  assisted  in;  personal  work  with  64 
people;  17  conversions;  6 mission  study  classes;  and  other  activities  too  numer- 
ous to  mention. 


4.  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  SANATORIUM,  EL  PASO,  TEXAS 


Rev.  J.  C.  Vandiver  and  wife  were  recently  appointed  by  the  Board  to  minis- 
ter to  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  patients  in  the  tubercular  sanatorium.  Brother 
Vandiver  visits  the  patients  during  the  week  giving  them  the  gospel  of  cheer 
and  hope.  On  Sunday  mornings  they  have  a brief  period  for  the  Sunday  school 
lesson  for  those  who  are  able  to  leave  their  rooms  and  come  to  the  assembly 
hall.  They  have  an  average  attendance  of  26  patients.  A paragraph  from  a 
letter  received  by  Brother  Vandiver  expresses  the  appreciation  of  this  Christ- 
like  service:  . T , 

“I  hope  you  will  continue  this  good  work  at  the  Baptist  Sanatorium.  1 have 
enjoyed  the  programs  greatly.  Your  messages  have  been  comforting.  We  rea.- 
ize  the  handicaps  under  which  you  labor  but  I believe  if  you  knew  how  much  we 
all  appreciate  your  service  you  would  at  least  feel  partially  repaid  for  your  ei- 


forts.” 

This  statement  along  with  others  convinces 
type  of  service. 


the  Board  of  the  wisdom  of  this 
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IV.  RESCUE  MISSIONS 

1.  BAPTIST  RESCUE  MISSION 

Dr.  J.  W.  Newbrough,  superintendent  of  the  mission  reports  as  follows: 

“The  year  began  with  the  handicaps  of  the  government’s  almost  complete 
monopoly  of  caring  for  transients  which  continued  for  fully  six  months.  We 
continued,  however,  as  has  been  our  practice  in  the  past,  to  care  for  the  old 
and  unemployable.  The  change  began  in  the  early  fall  and  soon  resulted  in  our 
having  all  the  men  for  whom  we  could  care.  While  during  the  first  half  of  the 
year  we  had  only  forty-four  professions  of  faith,  in  the  latter  half  we  had  ten 
times  as  many — 446,  more  than  in  any  past  year.  It  is  clear  that  we  have  re- 
turned to  conditions  which  warrant  our  utmost  endeavor  to  reach  these  men 
with  the  Gospel  and  which  assure  us  that  the  Lord  is  leading  and  has  for  this 
mission  a future  that  is  indeed  challenging. 

“After  a struggle  of  two  years  in  an  effort  to  extend  the  work  of  rescue 
so  as  to  include  women  and  girls,  we  finally  secured  a desirable  location  within 
easy  reach  of  the  main  mission  for  housing  the  Woman’s  Emergency  Home.  The 
building  has  eighteen  well-arranged  rooms,  and  fronts  on  Washington  Square, 
an  attractive  little  park.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  we  have  entered  a new 
and  very  important  phase  of  our  work.  While  occupying  quarters  neither  attrac- 
tive nor  adequate  in  the  past,  we  were,  nevertheless,  permitted  to  care  for  some 
eighty  women.  It  is  pleasant  to  contemplate  the  potentialities  of  this  work  of 
rescuing  women  and  girls  from  disgrace  and  shame,  and  leading  them  into  lives 
of  virtue  and  respectability.  The  increase  of  sentiment  in  favor  of  this  work  has 
been  an  inspiration  to  the  superintendent  whose  heart  had  no  rest  until  this 
line  of  work  had  been  recognized  by  our  people,  not  only  as  something  we  ought 
to  be  doing,  but  as  work  to  which  we  have  put  our  hands  and  committed  our 
hearts.  It  is  so  eminently  of  the  Lord  that  it  is  bound  to  enlist  the  sympathy 
and  support  of  the  very  best  among  us. 

“We  are  now  well  entered  in  our  tenth  year,  and  before  this  coming  conven- 
tion year  will  have  closed,  we  shall  have  completed  a full  decade  of  rescue  mis- 
sion work — thus  writing  a new  chapter  in  the  missionary  operations  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board.  With  more  than  3,500  professions  of  faith,  and  with 
scores,  if  not  hundreds  of  husbands  and  sons  having  been  returned  to  homes  de- 
serted by  them,  it  is  our  profound  conviction  that  this  mission  is  just  fairly 
entering  on  its  career  as  an  evangelistic  department  of  the  work  of  Southern 
Baptists.” 

Summary  of  Work:  Total  attendance  for  the  year  28,259;  27,230  lodgings 
given;  4,180  new  men  enrolled;  1,815  public  requests  for  prayer;  490  public  pro- 
fessions of  faith;  22,801  free  meals  given;  2,062  attending  Sunday  morning 
Bible  class;  9 baptisms. 

2.  BAPTIST  MISSION.  JACKSONVILLE,  FLORIDA 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Lew  Cass  Bennett  in  charge.  After  a thorough  survey  was 
made  by  the  Board,  the  Seamen’s  Institute  was  established  as  a Rescue  Mission 
to  reach  the  vast  multitude  of  unsaved  people  not  reached  by  the  churches  in  this 
section  of  Jacksonville.  The  growth  and  progress  of  the  Mission  has  convinced 
the  Board  of  the  wisdom  of  this  change  of  name.  Brother  Bennett  reports:  “I 
wish  to  say  that  although  up  to  the  present  we  cannot  report  any  great,  out- 
standing conversions,  we  have  been  very  steadily  going  ahead  with  the  mission.  I 
have  been  working  for  over  a year  to  secure  the  service  of  a group  of  teachers 
who  could  see  the  vision  and  give  their  time  to  this  mission  work  in  some  classes 
with  the  children  and  young  people.  There  are  a great  number  absolutely  un- 
touched by  the  churches  here.  Now  I have  that  group  of  teachers  and  they  have 
already  started  the  work.  I am  glad  to  say  that  the  churches  of  Jacksonville 
are  becoming  more  and  more  interested  in  this  work.” 

Summary  of  Work:  34  adult  meetings;  1,250  adults  attending;  9 children’s 
meetings;  240  children  attending;  688  requests  for  prayer;  29  attending  V.B.S.; 
91  sermons;  20  Sunday  school  classes  taught  by  Mr.  Bennett;  30  taught  by  Mrs. 
Bennett;  5 mission  study  classes  by  Mrs.  Bennett;  42  visits  to  sick,  36  professing 
conversions;  7,289  lodgings  given;  6,001  lodgings  paid  for;  1,288  free  beds; 
$322.00  value  of  free  beds;  1,080  Friday  night  lunches  served;  240  lunches 
served  to  children;  $88.39  cost  of  lunches;  103  garments  given;  654  meals  to 
unemployed;  $163.50  value  of  other  meals;  31  seamen  placed  on  ships;  648  maga- 
zines and  tracts  to  ships;  250  Gospels  given.

V.  HOME  MISSIONS  IN  THE  MOUNTAINS 

Our  work  among  the  people  of  the  highlands  is  composed  of  two  vast 
sections:  (1)  The  Appalachian  mountain  region  where  the  Board  recently  ap- 

pointed Rev.  David  Calhoun  of  South  Carolina  to  aid  Rev.  and  Mrs.  L.  W.  Mar- 
tm  at  Jeff,  Kentucky.  These  workers  are  kept  very  busy  entering  fields  of 
destitution,  holding  evangelistic  meetings,  organizing  churches  and  Sunday 
schools,  holding  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  helping  to  build  churches  and  get  the 
young  people  into  schools  that  have  Christian  education.  (2)  In  the  Norris  Dam 
section  we  have  Rev.  and  Mrs.  M.  K.  Cobble  who  are  kept  busy  in  the  task  of 
helping  the  Baptist  people  to  relate  themselves  rightly  to  Christ  and  the  Bap- 
tist cause  in  this  vast  section  that  is  undergoing  such  a momentous  change 
brought  about  by  the  government  developments  in  this  mountain  section.  They 
give  their  time  and  service  in  helping  churches,  Sundey  school  district  associa- 
tions and  preaching  at  CCC  camps. 

Summary  of  Work:  Five  workers;  745  days  of  service;  20  mission  stations; 
298  sermons;  148  other  religious  discourses;  18  prayer  meetings;  490  religious 
visits;  340  Bibles  and  36,270  tracts  distributed;  97  baptisms;  46  additions  by 
letter;  143  added  to  churches;  66  periods  taught  in  Sunday  school;  2 Sunday 
schools  organized;  2 churches  constituted;  392  persons  reached  in  personal  work; 
70  conversions;  21  mission  study  classes. 


VI.  MISSIONS  TO  THE  DEAF 

Annual  Report  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Michaels,  our  senior  missionary  to  the  deaf: 
“The  work  among  the  deaf  people  has  been  steadily  growing  and  we  are  glad  to 
say  also  among  the  hearing  people.  Quite  a number  of  W.M.U.  ladies  have  writ- 
ten me  for  copies  of  my  handbook  of  the  sign  language  and  I still  have  on  hand 
about  one  thousand  of  these  books  and  will  mail  them  on  request  for  35  cents. 

“Revivals  for  the  deaf  have  been  held  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  at 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  by  the  class  that  I organized  back  in  the  eighties.  Mrs.  R.  L. 
White  has  built  up  a church  for  the  deaf  which  has  four  departments  for  class 
work  and  they  have  named  it  in  my  honor.  The  deaf  have  a Sunday  school 
and  B.Y.P.U.  in  the  Dallas,  Texas,  First  Baptist  Church,  managed  by  a semi- 
mute lady  and  fostered  by  a Sunday  school  class.  In  the  First  Baptist  Church 
in  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  a hearing  lady  has  a fine  Bible  class  and  B.Y.P.U.  and  a 
layman  talks  through  her  as  interpreter.  The  deaf  class  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  fosters  eighteen  classes  in  the  state  and  has  organized 
a State  Association  of  Sunday  school  classes  for  the  deaf.  This  work  is  under 
the  leadership  of  Miss  Mabel  Haynes  who  is  versed  in  the  sign  language  and 
was  once  missionary  to  the  deaf  in  Cuba. 

“There  are  classes  in  most  all  large  cities  but  there  are  many  that  do  not 
have  classes  because  of  the  want  of  helpers.  There  is  usually  one  deaf  person 
to  every  one  thousand  hearing  people.  We  are  making  an  effort  to  give  all  deaf 
children  in  the  state  schools  Bibles.  Recently  the  Home  Mission  Board  and 
the  Sunday  School  Board  gave  420  Bibles  to  these  children  whom  we  hope 
will  begin  to  form  the  habit  of  reading  the  Bible. 

“Rev.  A.  O.  Wilson  has  been  doing  excellent  work  in  organizing  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  deaf  in  communities  where  there  are  large  numbers  of  deaf  west 
of  the  Mississippi.  Rev.  C.  F.  Landon,  who  can  hear  and  talk,  is  doing  great 
good  at  the  church  for  the  deaf  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  His  wife  is  becoming 
an  accomplished  sign  maker  and  can  soon  help  him  in  the  church  and  he  can 
give  more  time  to  field  work.  He  is  often  called  to  give  information  to  churches 
in  Texas.  There  is  a B.Y.P.U.  at  Ft.  Worth  (deaf  church). 

“We  are  still  working  to  get  volunteers  to  act  as  State  Ministers  for  the 
deaf.” 

Summary  of  Work:  Six  workers;  1,020  days  of  service;  116  classes;  226 
sermons;  188  religious  addresses;  58  prayer  meetings;  565  religious  visits; 
20  Bibles  and  1,330  tracts  distributed;  190  baptisms;  96  S.  S.’s;  60  reached 
in  personal  work. 
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VII.  HOME  MISSIONS  AMONG  THE  INDIANS 

We  are  reporting:  62  workers  among  the  various  tribes  of  Indians  and  eight 
new  workers  who  have  been  added  during  the  past  year.  We  are  reporting  by 
tribes  for  a better  understanding  of  the  magnitude  of  this  feature  of  home 
mission  activity. 

1.  FIVE  CIVILIZED  TRIBES 

In  the  work  among  the  Five  Civilized  Tribes  we  are  including  remnants  of 
tribes  east  of  the  Mississippi  as  well  as  those  in  Oklahoma.  New  missionaries 
appointed  among  the  Cherokees  are:  Rev.  and  Mrs.  William  H.  Fitzgerald, 
Cherokee,  N.  C.;  and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  John  Hitcher,  Stillwell,  Okla.  There  are 
34  workers  giving  part  or  all  time  to  the  work  among  these  Five  Civilized 
Tribes.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  G.  Lee  Phelps  are  general  missionaries  among  these 
tribes,  aiding  them  in  every  way  possible. 

We  have  at  present  15  workers  among  the  Cherokees,  4 among  the  Chicka- 
saws,  4 among  the  Choctaws,  6 among  Creeks  and  Muskogees. 

Rev.  A.  W.  Hancock  and  wife  are  devoting  their  time  to  the  Choctaw 
tribe  as  Brother  Hancock  is  a Choctaw  and  knows  the  language  and  the  ways 
of  the  people.  We  are  more  hopeful  of  this  phase  of  our  Indian  work. 

Summary  of  the  Work:  33  workers;  3,489  days  of  service;  196  churches 
and  mission  stations;  1,503  sermons;  230  religious  discourses;  370  prayer  meet- 
ings; 588  religious  visits;  152  Bibles  and  2,400  tracts  distributed;  196  baptisms, 
276  by  restoration,  1,633  church  membership;  46  S.  S.’s;  321  average  S.  S. 
attendance;  1 S.  S,  organized;  74  people  reached  in  personal  work;  14  con- 
versions. 

2.  BLANKET  INDIANS 

This  feature  of  our  work  is  better  known  as  the  Oklahoma  Indian  Baptist 
Association.  This  is  composed  of  nine  churches  with  a membership  of  1,620. 
This  work  is  well  organized,  having  Sunday  school,  B.T.U.,  W.M.U.  and  Brother- 
hoods. They  represent  the  following  tribes:  Osage,  Pawnee,  Otoe,  Sac  and  Fox, 
Kickapoo,  Ponca  and  Eaw,  and  various  tribes  that  attend  the  Chilocco  Indian 
Government  School.  The  Association  last  year  gave  to  denominational  causes 
and  local  repairs  on  Home  Board  property  the  amount  of  $3,700. 

Field  Secretary  Beagle  recently  had  the  pleasure  of  spending  eight  days 
with  Missionary  Worthington  and  the  Osage  Baptist  church  at  Pawhuska.  He 
will  look  upon  this  brief  period,  spent  in  an  Indian  home,  as  one  of  the  most 
pleasant  weeks  of  his  life.  During  this  meeting  one  great  truth  was  impressed 
upon  my  mind  and  heart,  and  that  was  that  “the  Indian  did  not  want  white 
man  to  tell  Indian  what  to  do,  but  he  want  white  man  to  tell  him  what  the 
Jesus  Book  would  have  the  Indian  to  do.”  This  church  has  given  to  the  Home 
Mission  Board  in  the  past  year  $2,246  designated  to  Indian  work. 

The  work  among  the  Ponca  and  Kaw  Indians  has  had  a very  remarkable 
year.  Brother  Thomas  Wamego  reports  71  baptisms  on  these  fields.  On  the 
Pawnee  field  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Roe  R.  Beard  have  just  closed  a revival  meeting 
conducted  by  the  pastor  which  is  reported  to  be  one  of  the  best  meetings  in 
years.  The  Pawnees  have  improved  and  beautified  the  mission  property  and 
it  is  now  one  among  our  most  active  mission  fields.  Rev.  D.  D.  Cooper  and 
wife  are  dividing  their  time  between  the  Kickapoo  field  and  the  Sac  and  Fox 
field.  They  are  very  happy  in  this  new  relation. 

Summary  of  Work:  15  workers;  1,876  days  of  service;  21  churches  and 
missions;  635  sermons;  453  religious  discourses;  171  prayer  meetings;  1,407 
religious  visits;  87  Bibles  and  B.  T.,  22,400  tracts  distributed;  134  baptisms; 
78  restorations;  1,708  present  church  membership;  11  S.  S.’s,  276  average  at- 
tendance; 198  periods  taught  in  S.  S.;  42  reached  through  personal  work; 
85  conversions;  26  mission  study  classes;  17  societies  attended, 

3.  SEMIMOLES  OF  FLORIDA 

Some  years  ago  the  Creek  Indian  Baptist  Association  appealed  to  the  Home 
Mission  Board  to  give  them  the  Seminole  field  in  Florida  as  their  mission  field. 
This  request  was  granted  and  the  Creek  Indian  Baptist  Association  became 
deeply  interested  in  the  Seminoles,  who  are  a branch  of  the  Creek  nation,  and 
various  Indian  preachers  visited  this  field.  But  nothing  was  accomplished  until 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Willie  King  were  sent  by  the  Creek  Indian  Baptist  Association  of 
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Oklahoma  as  missionaries  to  the  Seminoles.  The  Home  Mission  Board  aids 
the  Creek  Indian  Association  in  supporting  these  missionaries.  Arrangements 
are  being  made  to  organize  the  first  Seminole  Indian  Baptist  Church  in  history 
on  the  7th.  of  June  of  this  year.  Representative  Baptists  of  the  Creek  Baptist 
Association  of  Oklahoma  will  attend  the  organization  of  this  church,  at  which 
time  they  hope  to  dedicate  the  new  building.  This  will  be  an  epoch-marking 
period  in  Indian  Baptist  mission  work. 

4.  SOUTH  ALABAMA  INDIANS 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  R.  M.  Averitt,  Calvert,  Missionaries,  minister  to  more  than 
5,000  people  on  a field  which  constitutes  one  of  the  great  challenges  in  Southern 
Alabama.  There  are  five  small  Baptist  churches  in  this  section.  The  public 
schools  in  this  section  are  direct  products  of  Baptist  mission  endeavor  as  all 
of  them  are  located  where  we  pioneered  in  planting  these  churches,  and  for 
many  years  these  public  schools  were  taught  in  our  church  property.  These 
missionaries  are  made  to  rejoice  in  the  salvation  and  spiritual  development  of 
these  people. 

Summary  of  Work:  Four  workers;  490  days  of  service;  9 churches  and 
missions;  220  sermons;  28  other  religious  discourses;  30  prayer  meetings;  50 
religious  visits;  12  Bibles  and  Gospels,  500  tracts  distributed;  25  baptisms; 
7 by  restoration;  278  church  membership;  6 S.  S.’s,  46  average  S.  S.  attendance; 
158  students  in  day  schools;  1 teacher;  160  periods  taught  in  day  school;  49 
persons  reached  through  personal  work;  5 mission  study  classes. 

5.  INDIAN  WORK  IN  NEW  MEXICO  AND  ARIZONA 

During  the  year  we  have  enlarged  our  mission  force  by  the  appointment  of 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  R.  A.  Pryor  among  the  Navajos  at  Farmington,  N.  M.;  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  F.  A.  Green  among  the  Navajos  and  mixed  nationalities  of  Gallup, 
N.  M.;  Rev.  and  Mrs.  M.  E.  Heard,  Casa  Grande,  among  the  Pima  Indians  in 
Arizona.  We  now  have  five  workers  giving  all  and  part  time  to  the  Indian 
work  in  New  Mexico.  Dr.  C.  W.  Stumph,  who  has  given  his  life  to  mission 
work,  feels  encouraged  with  the  progress  and  outlook  of  the  work  among  these 
Indians  in  New  Mexico  where  we  are  continuing  work  in  seven  centers.  The 
Indian  Baptist  church  at  Albuquerque,  composed  of  students  largely,  reports 
$144.49  toward  the  payment  of  a lot  for  a church,  and  $84.07  for  denominational 
causes — making  a total  of  $228.56.  Truly  this  is  a challenge  to  our  white  Baptists 
in  the  South.  All  of  the  missionaries  are  kept  quite  busy  in  trying  to  care  for 
the  work  at  Gallup,  Farmington,  Albuquerque,  Alamo,  Isleta  and  Santa  Fe,  and 
visiting  patients  in  the  Government  sanatorium. 

Doctor  Stumph  writes  that  the  Sunday  school  at  Albuquerque  observed  Home 
and  Foreign  Mission  Day  and  the  program  was  carried  out  by  the  young 
Indians  just  as  given  in  the  S.  S.  literature  except  costumes  were  not  used. 
A very  fine  young  Indian  presided  at  the  exercises  and  all  parts  were  “rendered 
splendidly.  On  next  Sunday  night  we  are  having  a group  of  students  put  on 
a special  mission  program  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Albuquerque,  having 
talks  and  musical  numbers  by  the  students  and  the  work  being  done  among  the 
students  will  be  explained  to  the  church.” 

Some  months  ago,  at  the  request  of  Secretary  Bussell  of  Arizona,  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  M.  E.  Heard  of  Casa  Grande  were  appointed  to  give  part  time  to  the 
Pima  Indian  work  until  the  Board  was  financially  able  to  have  full-time  workers. 
The  Indians  have  received  them  and  co-operate  in  a remarkable  way. 

Summary  of  Work:  Nine  workers;  1,324  days  of  service;  13  churches  and 
mission  stations;  113  sermons;  170  religious  discourses;  73  prayer  meetings;  1,144 
religious  visits;  96  Bibles  and  N.  T.’s,  1,490  tracts  distributed;  40  baptisms; 
29  additions;  291  church  members;  7 Sunday  schools;  69  average  S.  S.  attend- 
ance; 1 new  mission;  322  persons  reached  by  personal  work;  63  conversions; 
11  mission  study  classes;  38  societies  attended 


VIII.  HOME  MISSION  WORK  WITH  NEGROES 

In  our  work  among  the  Negroes  we  are  reporting  sixteen  workers.  Five  of 
them  are  white.  Recently  the  Board  appointed  Rev.  A.  E.  L.  weeks  (Negro), 
executive  Secretary  of  the  Stewardship  Evangelistic  Association  of  Baltimore, 
Md.,  in  co-operation  with  the  State  Mission  Board  of  Maryland  as  general 
missionary  among  the  Negroes  in  that  state.  Recently  Brother  Beall  visited 
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Rev.  Weeks  and  the  work  in  Baltimore  and  reports  are  very  gratifying  as  to 
this  type  of  work. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Noble  Y.  Beall  (white),  general  missionaries  to  the  Negroes, 
report  a very  active  and  profitable  year  of  labor.  Truly  this  couple  is  called 
of  God  to  do  this  type  of  work  during  these  trying  times  when  every  conceivable 
effort  is  being  put  forth  to  influence  the  Negro  from  the  orthodox  Baptist  posi- 
tion. Missionary  Beall  has  conducted  99  conferences  and  institutes  and  in 
these  has  reached  1,372  Negro  preachers  and  8,998  individuals.  Through  other 
meetings  he  made  contact  through  sermons  and  other  discourses  with  34,049 
Negroes.  Brother  Beall  is  majoring  on  trying  through  these  institutes,  training 
schools,  and  conferences  to  reach  and  help  the  Negro  ministers  of  the  South. 

Dr.  John  Knox  Hair  (white)  is  teacher  in  the  Bible  department  of  Benedict 
College,  S.  C.  Doctor  Hair  reports  an  enrolment  of  250  students  in  Benedict, 
51  of  whom  are  preparing  for  the  ministry.  Under  Doctor  Hair  they  conducted 
an  institute  this  year  which  a number  of  Negro  preachers  attended.  This  year 
they  are  planning  two  institutes  and  putting  forth  every  effort  to  reach  more 
of  the  Negro  preachers. 

At  Selma  University,  Alabama,  Dr.  R.  T.  Pollard,  (Negro),  dean  of  Bible 
department  and  who  is  the  senior  missionary  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  from 
standpoint  of  years  of  service,  is  in  his  fifty-ninth  year  as  an  employee  of  the 
Board.  He  reports  45  ministerial  students;  137  students  in  correspondence 
courses;  3 institutes  in  Alabama  centers.  Doctor  Pollard  is  hopeful  of  con- 
ducting the  institute  work  this  year. 

Dr.  T.  T.  Lovelace  (Negro),  corresponding  secretary  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  of  the  National  Baptist  Convention,  Inc.,  is  an  employee  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  S.  B,  C.,  and  through  him  organic  relations  with  the  National 
Baptist  Convention  is  maintained,  and  the  remainder  of  our  employees  are  in 
organic  relation  with  the  National  Baptist  Convention,  Incorporated. 

Summary  of  Work:  2,620  days  of  service;  80  churches  and  missions;  934 
sermons;  728  other  religious  discourses;  388  prayer  meetings;  904  religious 
visits;  112  Bibles  and  B.  T.,  6,450  tracts  distributed;  535  baptisms;  463  addi- 
tions by  letter;  7 churches  organized;  47  S.  S/s  reported;  1,843  average  S.  S. 
attendance;  7 new  S.  S.’s;  97  theological  students;  2 teachers;  2,488  periods 
taught;  32  teachers’  meetings  attended;  18  missions  opened;  1,182  persons 
reached  in  personal  work;  44  conversions;  33  mission  study  classes;  2,048  relig- 
ious books  and  tracts. 

Brother  Beall  has  an  encouraging  and  stimulating  word  to  say  about  his  work 
in  this  field  this  year,  which  fittingly  closes  this  report.  He  calls  it,  “A  full  year’s 
work  with  the  Negroes.” 

“This  year  has  brought  us  to  fuller  realization  of  what  our  duty  is  toward 
the  Negroes  of  the  South.  We  declared  at  the  outset  our  belief  that  there  was 
something  we  could  do  for  them;  that  there  was  something  they  could  do  for 
us;  and  that  there  were  some  things  we  could  do  together.  We  believe  it  more 
strongly  now  than  ever.  These  two  groups  of  Baptists,  differ  as  they  may,  are 
one  in  all  essential  problems,  programs,  doctrines,  and  polity.  Neither  the  one 
or  the  other  liveth  unto  itself,  or  attaineth  its  highest  development  apart  from 
the  other.  Both  groups  are  here,  and  here  to  stay,  living  side  by  side,  they  are 
neighbors,  friends,  brothers,  and  need  each  other  perhaps  as  never  before.  The 
Negro  Baptists  need  us,  and  we  need  them;  because  of  the  law  of  love  and 
obedience,  and  because  Christian  sympathy  and  service  is  obligatory  upon  both. 

“Upon  this  basis  we  set  ourselves  to  the  task  of  bringing  about:  First,  a 
fuller  and  a more  sympathetic  understanding  of  the  problems,  needs,  and  op- 
portunities of  the  two  groups,  and  a more  cordial  relationship. 

“Second,  a more  general  effort  on  the  part  of  Southern  Baptists  to  help 
the  Negro  Baptists  develop  their  own  leadership;  and  to  secure  among  both 
White  and  Colored  people  a fuller  recognition  of  Christian  principles  as  the  basis 
of  all  inter-racial  relationships. 

“Third,  the  working  out  in  mutual  conference  with  the  pastors  and  leaders 
of  the  two  groups  of  Baptists  plans  for  co-operation  in  evangelistic,  missionary, 
and  educational  programs. 

“The  purpose  of  our  mission  work  is  that  we  might  find  a way  for  a completer 
realization  of  the  Christian  ideal,  ruled  by  the  law  of  love,  void  of  offense  to 
God  and  man,  seeking  always  to  know  and  do  the  divine  will  of  God  in  humble 
and  obedient  service.  To  this  end  we  have  promoted  co-operation  between  colored 
and  white  pastors,  churches,  and  leaders,  in  all  types  of  direct  mission  work, 
in  ministerial  training,  in  fellowship  among  denominational  leaders,  in  Training 
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Union  work,  in  Sunday  School  Enlargement  Campaigns,  in  W.M.U.  activities, 
in  Schools  of  Missions,  in  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  and  personal  evangelism. 
We  have  reached  many  thousands  in  all  of  these  services,  and  the  results  have 
been  very  gratifying. 

“The  larger  share  in  all  of  these  activities  falls  naturally  upon  Southern  Bap- 
tists. It  is  for  us  to  develop  an  adequate  leadership  for  the  Negroes  in  moral, 
social,  and  religious  life.  Our  activities  must  be  accompanied  by  the  Christian 
counsel,  sympathy  and  help  of  the  Negroes.  They  are  ready  and  anxious  for 
us  to  work  with  them.  These  matters,  involving  the  best  interest  and  the  evan- 
gelizing of  both  races,  needs  our  most  urgent,  constant,  sincere  support.  What 
is  needed  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  for  both  groups  to  take  Jesus  Christ 
seriously  and  make  a practical  application  of  his  teachings.”

MISSIONS  IN  LATIN  AMERICA 


L THE  WORK  IN  PANAMA 

Rev.  T.  V.  Tinnin,  pastor  of  the  self-supporting  white  English-speaking 
church  on  the  Canal  Zone  at  Balboa  Heights  is  the  superintendent  of  the  work 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board  among  the  Jamaican  Negro  people,  called  also 
West  Indians,  of  the  Zone  and  the  Republic  of  Panama.  They  are  English- 
speaking  and  for  the  most  part  Protestant  in  their  background.  There  are  about 
40,000  of  them  living  on  the  Zone  or  in  the  cities  of  Panama  adjacent  to  it.  They 
came  to  this  region  during  the  construction  of  the  Panama  Canal,  and  have 
stayed  there,  an  alien  people,  speaking  another  tongue  in  this  Spanish  land. 
They  are  the  victims  of  the  fluctuating  demand  for  labor  on  the  canal,  and  at 
all  times  live  precariously  on  the  edge  of  poverty.  Yet  they  are  a vigorous  and 
persistent  people,  preserving  their  English  traditions,  loyalty,  culture  and  lan- 
guage despite  the  pressure  of  Catholic,  Latin  civilization  all  about  them.  The 
Home  Mission  Board  is  the  only  Baptist  mission  agency  at  work  among  them, 
our  seven  churches  being  the  center  of  social  life  and  their  small  self-support- 
ing English  schools  as  well  as  their  religious  life.  There  is  very  little  other 
evangelical  work  among  them. 

1.  THE  WEST  INDIAN  MISSIONS 

Of  our  work  Rev.  T.  V.  Tinnin  writes: 

“Our  Home  Mission  Board  has  for  many  years  carried  on  a helpful  ministry 
among  these  deserving  people.  The  work  was  first  begun  on  the  Canal  Zone  by 
the  beloved  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Stephen  Witt  during  construction  days.  As  the  Canal 
neared  completion  the  work  settlements  were  broken  up  and  the  churches  were 
moved  in  order  to  follow  the  people. 

“In  1914  the  Chorillo  church  was  established  in  a tenement  section  of  Pana- 
ma City.  Later  Caledonia  church  was  organized  in  another  section  of  that 
great  city.  At  Red  Tank  in  the  Canal  Zone  a settlement  composed  of  employees; 
on  the  Miraflores  and  Pedro  Miguel  Locks  we  have  another  church.  These 
churches  are  pastored  by  Rev.  Norton  Bellamy  who  came  to  our  work  in  1931 
fram  Jamaica.  During  his  first  year  of  labor  a pastor’s  home  was  erected  adja- 
cent to  the  Chorillo  church  at  a cost  of  $1,500.  The  church  building  at  Red 
Tank  has  been  renovated  and  improved.  This  group  of  churches  has  a total 
membership  of  about  300,  the  Sunday  school  an  enrolment  of  565,  and  in  spite 
of  financial  difficulties  they  have  been  carrying  on  their  work.  This  work  re- 
ceives from  the  Home  Mission  Board  $25  monthly  applied  on  the  missionary’s 
salary.” 

On  the  same  side  of  the  Isthmus,  facing  the  Pacific,  Rev.  V.  T.  Yearwood, 
the  head  of  a day  school  carried  on  in  connection  with  one  of  the  churches,  is 
pastor  of  the  church  at  Pueblo  Nuevo,  giving  part-time  service  for  which  he 
receives  $15  a month  from  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

On  the  Atlantic  side  is  located  the  twin  cities  of  Cristobal-Colon  where  our 
largest  mission  field  is  located.  Superintendent  Tinnin  writes  of  this  field  as 
follows : 

“The  Cristobal-Colon  Baptist  church,  under  the  able  leadership  of  the  Rev. 
James  A.  Blake,  has  the  largest  membership,  enjoys  the  largest  attendance  and 
baptized  more  new  converts  than  any  church  of  any  denomination  on  the  Isth- 
mus. Brother  Blake  came  to  this  church  from  Jamaica  in  1930.  The  member- 
ship then  numbered  230.  There  was  a state  of  unhealthy  restlessness  among 
the  members  at  the  time  of  his  arrival.  He  first  addressed  himself  to  the  task 
of  getting  the  church  into  the  spirit  of  unity.  After  a season  of  special  prayer 
and  conferences  the  spirit  of  harmony  was  restored  and  the  membership  then 
addressed  itself  to  the  task  of  repairing  the  church  building  and  making  the 
interior  beautiful  and  worshipful.  The  congregation  began  to  increase  by  leaps 
and  bounds.  Frequently  on  Sunday  evenings  when  evangelistic  services  were 
being  held,  crowds  numbering  thousands  of  souls  filled  the  building  and  stood 
outside,  hoping  to  gain  admission.  It  is  pleasing  to  tell  that  the  fine  spirit  of 
unity  and  marked  attendance  has  been  kept  right  up  to  the  present  time.” 
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There  is  now  a church  membership  of  414,  a Sunday  school  of  500,  a B.Y.P.U. 
of  120,  and  a W.M.S.  of  218.  For  development  in  faith  and  practice  the  church 
is  divided  into  12  “classes,”  with  a leader  to  each  group  and  the  teaching  and 
training  of  all  the  church  membership  goes  on  the  year  round.  Brother  Blake 
writes : 

“The  spirit  displayed  by  the  membership  is  very  good  and  it  is  only  the 
poverty  of  the  people  that  keeps  them  from  giving  adequate  financial  support 
to.  the  work.  We  realize  the  need  of  expanding  our  work  in  the  interest  of 
Kingdom  building  and  so  we  have  started  an  evening  class  in  which  a little 
Spanish  work  is  done.  This  we  hope  will  lead  us  to  be  of  influence  in  the 
Spanish-speaking  section  of  our  community.” 

In  addition  to  the  larger  work  in  the  city,  this  missionary  also  cares  for  a 
branch  church  at  Gatun  and  another  church  in  a small  settlement  known  as 
New  Providence.  These  have  a total  of  about  65  members.  At  Gatun  there  is  a 
Sunday  school  of  80  and  Young  People’s  society  of  90.  This  missionary  receives 
from  the  Home  Mission  Board  $25  a month.  These  churches  pay  what  they 
can  in  addition  to  the  Home  Mission  Board’s  appropriation. 

2.  THE  NEEDS  OF  THE  WORK 


(1)  Restoration  of  Salaries.  Since  the  reductions  made  by  the  Board  in  mis- 
sionary salaries  in  May,  1933,  these  workers  on  the  Isthmus  have  served  at 
great  hardships,  but  without  complaint.  The  appropriation  formerly  was  twice 
as  large  as  it  now  is.  From  these  missionaries  this  year  comes  an  appeal  for 
help.  They  face  an  impossible  economic  situation,  which  can  best  be  told  in 
their  own  words: 

“It  is  with  reluctance  that  we  yield  to  the  force  of  circumstances  to  appeal 
to  you  for  the  restoration  of  the  salaries  of  three  years  ago.  The  hardship 
we  have  had  to  bear  during  this  period  has  been  terrible  and  now  that  condi- 
tions here  have  grown  worse,  owing  to  increasingly  poor  economic  conditions, 
we  are  compelled  to  make  this  appeal.  We  have  to  confess  that  we  can  barely 
maintain  ourselves  on  this  mission  field.” 

To  this  appeal  Superintendent  Tinnin  adds  this  word:  “These  men  are 

doing  a noble  work  and  deserve  a full  restoration  of  salary  when  the  Board 
can  finance  the  increase.”  Payment  of  the  debt  of  the  Board  will  hasten  the  day 
when  appeals  like  these  from  the  men  and  women  who  have  served  so  sacri- 
ficially  will  no  longer  be  needed. 

(2)  New  Fields.  New  Fields  are  opening  up  in  the  Jamaican  work.  Super- 
intendent Tinnin  writes  about  these  as  follows: 

“The  Panama  Canal  Administration  is  building  a new  town  at  Gamboa, 
where  the  Chagres  River  enters  the  Canal,  some  twenty  miles  from  Balboa 
Heights.  This  town  will  be  occupied  by  employees  of  the  dredging  division.  I 
have  made  application  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Panama  Canal  for  a 
building  site  for  churches  for  both  white  and  colored  employees.  The  Negro 
church  will  probably  be  erected  within  the  next  two  years. 

“The  Caledonia  Baptist  church,  one  of  the  churches  of  which  Rev.  Norton 
Bellamy  is  pastor,  is  desirous  of  purchasing  a very  desirable  church  building 
and  living  apartment  owned  by  the  Free  Methodist  Church  and  located  next  door 
to  the  Caledonia  church  (a  rented  building).)  This  building  is  equipped  with 
all  the  necessary  furniture  and  fixtures  and  has  been  offered  to  us  for  $6,000, 
to  be  paid  $1,000  down  and  $1,000  annually  for  the  next  five  years,  plus  6% 
interest  on  deferred  payments.  The  church  believes  that  it  can  finance  the  de- 
ferred payments,  but  doubts  their  ability  to  raise  the  initial  payment  of  $1,000. 
They  are  paying  an  annual  rental  in  their  present  building  of  $600.00.  Should 
they  acquire  this  other  property  they  could  rent  the  living  apartment  for  $250.00 
a year  and  thus  not  be  obligated  for  more  than  the  present  amount  raised  for 
rent.” 

Thus,  out  of  difficult  financial  conditions,  in  a land  where  the  people  whom 
we  serve  in  our  home  mission  program  are  very  poor,  there  is  healthy  growth 
and  hopeful  plans  for  the  future.  There  is  more.  There  is  the  challenge  of  un- 
occupied territory. 

3.  FIELDS  THAT  ARE  READY 

Some  twenty  years  ago  there  lived  in  the  city  of  Chitre,  Republic  of  Pana- 
ma, about  200  miles  from  the  Canal  Zone  toward  Costa  Rica,  an  American  man 
by  the  name  of  Latham  who  in  a most  sacrificial  way  taught  the  Word  of  God 
to  the  people  of  that  city  and  the  surrounding  territory.  He  planted  m their 
hearts  a desire  for  the  Gospel,  won  many  to  simple  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  and 
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promised  that  when  he  was  gone  there  would  come  a preacher  to  lead  them  in- 
to church  life.  We  are  not  sure  that  he  was  an  ordained  minister.  It  seems 
that  he  never  tried  to  organize  a church,  but  he  did  teach  the  believers  whom 
he  won  the  fundamental  tenets  of  our  faith  and  held  regular  services  in  the 
large  front  room  of  his  home.  They  learned  to  love  the  Word  of  God.  At  his 
death  after  17  years  of  this  voluntary  service,  it  was  found  that  he  left  his 
property  at  Chitre  in  trust  to  the  Free  Tract  Society  of  Los  Angeles,  who  had 
supplied  him  with  his  literature,  to  be  turned  over  to  any  responsible  evangeli- 
cal missionary  agency  who  would  establish  there  a permanent  work. 

During  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Alfred  Carpenter  at  Balboa  Heights  Church  a 
movement  was  begun  by  this  church  to  undertake  this  mission  work,  their  offer- 
ings for  this  being  increased  by  a gift  of  $300.00  from  the  W.M.S.  of  Beech 
Street  Baptist  Church,  Texarkana,  Arkansas,  through  the  interest  of  Mrs.  Bot- 
toms who  visited  Chitre  in  1930.  Due  to  the  utter  inability  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  to  co-operate  then,  the  project  was  halted,  but  now  it  seems  only  tempo- 
rarily. For  in  recent  months  the  Balboa  Heights  Church  under  the  leadership 
of  Brother  Tinnin  has  taken  steps  to  establish  this  mission  and  qualify  for 
the  possession  of  this  property  which  would  provide  a beginning  for  the  work. 
Brother  Tinnin  writes: 

“As  you  know,  we  have  no  missionary  work  at  all  among  our  Spanish-speak- 
ing peoples  of  the  Republic  of  Panama.  For  a number  of  years  it  has  been  the 
fond  hope  of  this  church  to  establish  a mission  at  Chitre,  180  miles  north  of 
here.  For  this  purpose  I now  have  in  hand  about  $900  which  will  be  sufficient 
for  acquiring  the  necessary  property  and  building  the  first  unit  of  a mission 
home.  I hope  to  see  the  construction  start  before  the  rainy  season  gets  too  far 
under  way.  This  church  will  be  willing  to  operate  the  mission  as  an  auxiliary 
(to  its  work)  or  when  the  house  is  completed  to  turn  it  over  to  the  Conven- 
tion (H.M.B.)  free  of  debt.” 

In  a letter  to  Mrs.  Bottoms,  whose  interest  has  continued  in  this  work,  he 

writes : 

“The  church  (Balboa  Heights)  has  proven  her  ability  and  fervent  desire  to 
. . . enter  this  mission  field,  which  is  white  unto  harvest.  The  pioneer  work 
which  is  always  a problem  in  every  mission  field,  has  already  been  done  in  a 
very  remarkable  way  by  Brother  Latham.  While  I was  in  Chitre,  a prominent 
man,  a former  pupil  of  Brother  Latham’s,  said  that  he  could  get  a memorial 
from  the  city  to  Brother  Latham’s  noble  work  and  a request  that  this  church 
come  there  and  take  up  the  work  where  he  left  off.  To  me  that  is  a very  sig- 
nificant thing  to  have  happen  and  in  any  city  in  Central  America.” 

In  a most  remarkable  way  the  Lord  seems  to  be  leading  the  Home  Mission 
Board  to  the  threshold  of  an  open  door  into  Central  America.  The  Word  of  God 
taught  by  the  self-forgetful  service  of  a man  under  no  mission  board,  is  bearing 
rich  harvest. 

IL  THE  WORK  IN  CUBA 

M.  N.  McCall,  Superintendent 

We  bring  greetings  from  Cuba,  where  national  affairs  and  working  condi- 
tions have  been  better  than  for  the  past  three  years.  The  political  affairs  of 
the  nation  have  gone  more  smoothly.  We  have  had  no  revolutions  and  no  disturb- 
ing strikes  to  interfere  with  transportation  facilities  or  interrupt  special  evan- 
gelistic efforts.  The  country  came  through  its  general  election  quietly,  and  the 
newly  elected  administration  will  apparently  begin  its  constitutional  government 
under  favorable  auspices.  The  new  reciprocity  treaty  with  the  United  States 
has  brought  some  favorable  reaction  in  business  and  industrial  activities,  and 
we  hope  that  better  times  are  not  far  away.  These  improved  conditions  are  re- 
flected in  the  amount  of  work  done  by  our  missionaries  and  the  results  attained. 
While  we  are  still  stirred  by  the  distress  and  need  about  us,  we  are  grateful  that 
there  has  been  improvement. 

Cuban  Baptists  are  deeply  grateful  to  God  for  the  blessings  of  the  year.  They 
are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Bottoms  and  the  Home  Mission  Board  for  the  special  funds 
from  the  Bottoms  Trust.  They  have  meant  much  to  us  this  year,  and  their  good 
influence  will  reach  on  indefinitely  into  the  future.

(1)  Widening  the  Work.  In  all  the  items  indicated,  save  one,  this  is  an  in- 
crease over  last  year.  Preaching  services  increased  50%;  tracts  distributed,  45%; 
Bibles  and  portions  distributed,  120%;  number  of  Sunday  school  pupils,  20%; 
number  of  baptized,  70%;  total  contributions  from  churches,  30%.  We  have  to- 
day the  largest  number  of  preaching  stations  we  have  ever  had.  Many,  given 
proper  attention,  could  soon  be  organized  churches.  The  distribution  of  the 
funds  contributed  by  the  churches  has  been  as  follows:  For  pastoral  support, 
$3,064.01;  for  local  church  expenses,  $4,987.92;  for  Cuban  missions,  $1,627.23; 
for  beneficence,  $904.71;  for  special  evangelistic  meetings,  $100.25;  for  minis- 
terial education,  $144.97;  for  Foreign  missions,  $121.53;  for  the  denominational 
paper  (La  Voz  Bautista),  $201.77. 

By  pastoral  support  we  mean  funds  added  to  the  Board’s  appropriation  for 
the  payment  of  salaries  of  missionaries  who  are  pastors  of  our  churches  and 
missionaries  for  the  contiguous  territory.  In  beneficence  the  main  item  has  been 
$722.00,  aid  given  to  the  widows  of  deceased  Cuban  missionaries.  The  Foreign 
mission  item  consists  of  $54.91  contributed  to  the  Lottie  Moon  offering  by  the 
Cuban  W.M.U.,  and  $66.62  sent  to  the  Foreign  Board  for  the  work  in  Spain.  As 
may  be  seen,  in  their  offerings  for  pastoral  support,  these  weak  and  struggling 
congregations  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to  have  six  missionaries  we  could 
not  have  had  without  this  addition  to  the  appropriation  from  the  Board.  If  all 
our  funds  should  be  turned  to  that  end,  this  number  would  be  increased.  But  we 
have  thought  best  to  interest  the  Cuban  churches  in  a well-rounded  program, 
having  them  contribute  to  all  the  great  objects  fostered  by  Baptists  the  world 
over.  The  amount  of  $722.00  given  to  the  widows  of  former  missionaries  does 
not  by  any  means  represent  all  of  our  beneficence,  but  Cuban  Baptists  have  felt 
a special  responsibility  toward  the  needy  widows  of  the  faithful  men  who  served 
so  long  in  our  cause  on  the  island.  There  are  seven  of  these  now,  some  of  them 
with  growing  children,  and  it  would  seem  right  that  our  denomination  at  large 
remember  them  in  their  present  need.  A small  monthly  pension  would  mean 
much  to  them  and  their  families  just  now. 

(2)  Housing  the  Work.  The  plans  for  the  expenditure  of  the  funds  from 
the  Bottoms  Trust  included  a number  of  chapels,  and  other  work  which  will  be 
mentioned  later.  Two  of  the  six  chapels  projected  have  been  finished,  Vibora 
and  Cruces.  Another,  Cienfuegos,  is  well  on  toward  completion.  This  addition- 
al equipment  has  brought  cheer  and  encouragement,  not  only  to  the  localities 
directly  interested,  but  to  the  entire  field.  The  chapels  mean  greater  efficiency 
at  strategic  points,  and  Cuban  Baptists  as  a whole  will  be  blessed  in  them.  So 
far  we  have  been  able  to  secure  unusual  value  for  the  outlay,  because  of  present 
low  prices  of  labor  and  building  materials.  It  is  a good  time  to  build  in  Cuba 
and  we  could  spend  a like  sum  again  and  not  yet  meet  all  the  urgent  needs  for 
housing  our  present  work,  not  to  mention  the  new  work  clamoring  to  be  done. 

(3)  Deepening  the  Work.  There  has  been  a steady  growth  in  Cuban  initia- 
tive. This  is  seen  not  only  in  the  leading  part  taken  by  Cuban  preachers  in  their 
convention  and  its  activities,  but  also  in  the  lay  initiative  in  the  local  congrega- 
tions. A number  of  stations  have  been  opened  during  the  year  by  the  pastors, 
acting  on  their  own  initiative.  More  and  more  they  are  planning  for  the  exten- 
sion of  their  work  in  the  outlying  sections  around  their  fields.  In  many  of  the 
congregations  are  found  wise  laymen  on  whom  their  pastors  lean  for  advice 
and  co-operation.  In  many  ways  both  pastors  and  laymen  show  a worthy  sense 
of  responsibility  for  the  conversion  of  their  fellow  countrymen. 
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2.  EVANGELISTIC  MOVEMENTS 

“And  they  went  everywhere  preaching  the  word”  Acts  8:  4. 

(1)  United  Work  in  Revivals.  During  the  year  special  evangelistic  services 
have  been  held  in  almost  all  the  fields.  In  some  fields  more  than  one  series 
has  been  conducted.  In  most  cases  these  meetings  have  been  planned  with  great- 
er care,  and  carried  out  on  a larger  scale  than  ever  before.  The  pastors  of  Santa 
Clara  province  formed  a provincial  evangelistic  committee.  They  went  out  by 
twos  or  in  groups,  holding  simultaneous  meetings  in  from  two  to  three  fields. 
The  churches  raised  a special  local  fund  to  aid  in  the  cost  of  these  meetings. 
The  pastors  selected  preachers  from  among  their  own  number,  co-operating  with 
each  other  in  supplying  the  services  of  the  absent,  preaching  pastors.  Prayer 
bands  were  formed  in  all  the  churches,  and  the  congregations  were  all  interest- 
ed in  the  work  as  a whole.  The  spirit  of  unity  and  comradeship  among  the 
workers  was  fine.  The  results  of  this  campaign  were  highly  encouraging.  Eight- 
een fields  in  the  province  were  thus  visited,  some  of  the  meetings  being  of  great 
power.  More  than  five  hundred  professions  resulted  from  the  united  effort.  Breth- 
ren who  gave  themselves  especially  to  personal  work  accompanied  the  evangel- 
ists, visiting  many  homes  and  distributing  thousands  of  tracts.  It  was  the  most 
concerted  evangelistic  effort  we  have  thus  far  had.  In  the  other  provinces  the 
same  thing  was  done  on  a smaller  scale.  Santa  Clara  province,  because  of  the 
proximity  of  its  many  towns  and  the  faculty  of  travel,  lends  itself  more  readily 
to  a general  effort  of  this  kind. 

(2)  Rural  Evangelism.  Effort  was  also  made  to  reach  the  rural  districts.  At 
Cruces,  Ranchuelo  and  other  points,  where  there  are  near-by  villages  and 
rural  sections,  the  campaign  was  carried  to  the  country  settlements  with  most 
gratifying  results.  Two  of  the  pastors  of  Matanzas  province,  moved  by  the  fact 
that  Baptists  have  so  little  work  in  that  province,  went  out  on  an  apostolic  tour, 
visiting  places  where  no  preaching  had  ever  been  done.  They  resolved  to  enter 
the  doors  opened  to  them,  preaching  as  God  gave  them  opportunity  and  depend- 
ing on  Him  for  guidance  and  support.  In  forty-two  days  they  preached  in  more 
than  thirty  communities,  in  parks,  private  homes,  public  buildings,  fields  and 
wherever  people  could  come  together,  in  lar&'e  or  small  groups.  Some  of  their  con- 
gregations were  very  large.  Many  were  converted  and  42  were  baptized,  most 
of  whom  at  some  time  in  the  past  had  had  contact  with  the  Gospel.  The  results 
were  so  gratifying  that  these  two  and  other  brethren  have  determined  to  do  simi- 
lar work  in  other  parts  of  the  field.  Already  a similar  campaign  is  being  planned 
for  the  large  section  south  of  Havana,  across  the  island  to  the  south  coast.  In 
this  large  zone  there  are  many  thousands  who  have  never  heard  the  Word  of 
Life. 

As  a by-product  of  these  special  efforts  it  has  been  found  that  some  of  the 
Cuban  brethren  have  fine  evangelistic  gifts,  and  several  new  stations  have  been 
opened,  and  many  others  can  be  when  we  can  occupy  them. 

3.  MANY  FIELDS  IN  ONE 

“For  they  are  white  already  to  harvest”  John  4:  35. 

We  speak  of  our  whole  territory  as  “the  Cuban  mission  field,”  but  in  reality 
there  are  many  fields  in  one.  Every  Cuban  pastor  or  missionary  has  about  him 
a territory  which  constitutes  a field.  Most  of  these  are  peopled  by  native  Cubans, 
a fixed  and  stable  population.  But  at  least  one,  Havana,  is  a great  cosmopolitan 
field.  Some  are  more  urban  than  rural,  but  others  are  largely  rural,  even  when 
the  worker  is  located  in  a town  of  several  thousand  inhabitants.  Even  Matanzas 
church  in  a city  of  sixty  thousand,  has  rural  stations  under  the  pastor’s  care, 
with  preaching  every  week.  San  Juan  y Martinez,  in  Pinar  del  Rio  province,  is 
a thriving  town  of  four  thousand,  and  the  pastor  lives  there.  But  his  principal 
work  is  in  the  surrounding  country.  He  preaches  at  four  country  stations,  has 
Sunday  schools  at  two  of  them,  and  most  of  his  baptisms  this  year  have  come 
from  the  rural  work. 

(1)  A Cosmopolitan  City.  The  work  in  Havana,  the  capital  city,  is  urban. 
The  seven  preaching  stations  maintained  by  Calvary  congregation  are  all  in  the 
city,  within  reach  of  a five-cent  car  or  bus  fare.  Few  cities  of  the  world  are  so 
dominant  in  their  homeland  as  Havana.  Containing  about  a fifth  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  republic,  it  is  the  center  of  the  nation’s  activities  along  all  lines.  Its 
cosmopolitan  people  come  from  many  lands.  Walking  down  Monte  Street,  you 
could  easily  imagine  you  were  in  Syria.  Go  over  into  the  Zanja  section  and  it  is 
little  China.  Central  Europeans  have  made  great  inroads  into  the  commercial 
districts.  Many  of  the  great  wholesale  establishments  have  passed  into  their 
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hands  in  the  last  fifteen  years.  Here  beats  the  heart  of  Cuba,  politically  eco- 
nomically, financially,  socially,  and  to  a great  extent  religiously,  for  here  cen- 
ters the  Catholic  church  and  most  of  the  evangelical  work  of  the  nation. 

(2)  A Week  with  a Missionary  in  the  Country.  There  are  a number  of  semi- 
rural  fields  where  the  possibilities  of  extension  are  being  demonstrated.  Agua- 
cate  is  a fine  example.  The  little  town  of  four  thousand  is  located  near  the  bor- 
der of  Havana  and  Matanzas  provinces.  The  pastor  has  organized  the  congrega- 
tion to  help  him  in  carrying  the  Gospel  beyond  the  limits  of  the  town.  ‘Three 
lay  workers  help  him  and  they  have  twelve  stations,  in  addition  to  the  central 
mission  where  the  church  is.  A week’s  program  would  read  something  like  this : 
Sunday  services  in  Aguacate  (the  home  church),  Monday  in  Jenez  and  Machin, 
Tuesday  in  Madruga  and  Mocna,  Wednesday  in  Aguacate,  Thursday  in  San  An- 
tonio and  Miranda,  Friday  in  Caraballo  and  Guines,  Saturday  in  Enthronque. 
Every  fifteen  days  two  other  country  places  are  visited,  making  thirteen  points 
in  all  attended  by  one  Cuban  pastor  and  his  voluntary  lay  helpers  over  a cir- 
cuit of  many  miles.  The  congregation  pays  bus  fares  from  a special  fund  to 
which  all  the  preaching  points  contribute.  Fortunately  these  are  not  very  much. 
There  is  a special  treasurer  for  that  fund  and  an  advisory  committee  which 
helps  the  pastor  direct  the  work.  This  is  all  Cuban  initiative.  Brother  Fleytes, 
the  pastor,  was  sent  to  take  church  of  Aguacate  and  was  told  that  Enthronque 
was  a part  of  his  field.  The  other  eleven  points  were  sought  out  and  opened  by 
him,  in  some  cases  even  thrust  upon  him  by  the  demand  of  the  people  of  these 
places.  He  preached  365  times  last  year.  His  photographic  display  of  the  con- 
gregations, Sunday  schools  and  missionary  societies  throughout  his  field  is  in- 
tensely interesting. 

(3)  The  Word  in  the  Heart  of  the  Sugar  Country.  Cruces  is  another  fine 
example.  In  sight  of  this  town  of  twelve  thousand  there  are  the  smokestacks 
of  six  great  sugar  mills.  Each  mill  settlement  is  a town  in  itself,  with  a year- 
round  population  which  is  greatly  increased  during  the  active  grinding  season. 
In  addition  to  the  mills  there  are  the  “colonies,”  villages  which  furnish  the  labor 
for  planting,  cultivating  and  cutting  the  cane.  Most  sugar  companies  farm  out 
their  land  to  planters  or  “colonos.”  The  “colonies”  are  the  planters’  villages. 
There  is  the  “big  house”  and  near  by  a number  of  smaller  houses  where  the  la- 
borers live,  usually  several  hundred  in  a settlement.  The  mill  towns  and  the 
colonies  seemed  to  offer  an  opportunity  for  extension,  and  the  young  pastor,  Is- 
mael Negrin,  was  not  slow  in  accepting  the  challenge.  He  called  his  people  to- 
gether, told  them  their  field  was  everything  they  could  reach,  and  asked  them  to 
go  with  him  into  these  settlements.  Those  who  could  not  go  were  asked  to  pray 
while  others  went.  The  result  has  been  wonderful.  Five  permanent  mission  sta- 
tions have  been  opened;  many  other  centers  are  being  reached;  the  word  is 
preached  weekly  over  a radio  station  which  is  heard  in  four  provinces,  and  thou- 
sands have  heard  the  Gospel  in  the  past  two  years  to  whom  it  was  a new  story. 
By  the  aid  of  the  Bottoms  Trust  Fund,  the  little  chapel  at  Cruces  has  been 
greatly  enlarged,  and  provision  made  for  a small  day-school. 

(4)  Victory  over  Opposition.  We  would  mention  one  other  field,  San  Juan  y 
Martinez,  Pastor  Fernando  Santana,  does  not  have  as  much  local  co-operation 
as  the  other  two  mentioned,  because  the  work  in  the  town  has  gone  slowly.  The 
town  is  under  the  domination  of  the  local  priest.  No  ward  politician  ever  lorded 
it  more  over  his  followers,  or  more  completely  controlled  their  life.  Every  public 
school  teacher  owes  her  job  to  the  priest.  If  a man  gets  sick  and  cannot  pay  the 
bill,  the  priest  asks  the  best  doctor  in  town,  whose  brother  is  a bishop,  to  look 
after  him.  If  a child  goes  to  the  Baptist  Sunday  school  for  the  first  time,  the 
priest  asks  some  one  to  visit  the  family  on  Monday,  and  probably  the  child  will 
not  return.  Through  favors  and  threats  his  influence  against  us  is  so  great  that 
our  work  has  grown  slowly.  But  there  has  been  great  compensation  in  four 
country  stations,  widely  separated,  furnishing  their  own  houses  of  worship  and 
cheering  the  pastor’s  heart  by  their  loyalty  and  zeal.  It  is  impossible  for  the 
pastor  to  get  to  them  on  Sundays,  but  the  country  people  have  their  Sunday 
schools.  They  have  not  advanced  far  in  knowledge,  but  they  love  to  tell  what 
they  know.  All  Cubans  are  born  propagandists. 

The  great  central  highway,  with  its  numerous  buses  and  cheap  fares  has 
been  a great  aid  to  us  in  this  work.  The  regular  rate  is  two-thirds  of  a cent 
per  mile,  with  liberal  discounts  for  round  trips.  Many  times  of  course  even  this 
much  means  for  the  work  is  lacking,  but  the  highway  opportunity  has  multi- 
plied the  efforts  of  our  workers,  and  they  delight  to  take  advantage  of  it. 

(5)  The  Many  Fields  at  a Glance.  Considering  these  centers  as  “fields  with- 
in a field,”  we  have  the  following: 
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Pinar  del  Rio  province  has  five  fields:  We  give  them  with  their  workers — 
San  Juan  y Martinez,  Rev.  Fernando  Santana;  Pinar  del  Rio,  Rev.  Enrique 
Vasquez;  Consolacion,  Rev.  Angel  Pinelo;  Guana  jay,  Miss  Christine  Garnett; 
Mariel,  Rev.  Enrique  Pina. 

Havana  Province  has  ten  fields.  We  give  only  the  missionary  in  charge: 
Baptist  Temple,  Rev.  M.  N.  McCall;  Vibora,  Rev.  R.  R.  Machado;  Guanabacoa, 
Rev.  Emilio  Pianos;  Jacomino,  Rev.  Francisco  de  Armas;  Los  Pinos,  Rev.  An- 
tonio Echevarria;  Calabazar,  Rev.  Federico  Rodriguez;  San  Jose,  Rev.  J.  B. 
Ferrer;  Bejucal,  Rev.  J.  L.  Greno;  Aguacate,  Rev.  J.  M.  Fleytes;  Regia,  Rev. 
H.  Caudill.  Matanzas  Province  has  three  fields:  Matanzas,  Rev.  Arturo  Coru- 
jedo;  Cardenas,  Rev.  Antonio  Martinez;  Colon,  Rev.  Augustin  Lopez.  Santa 
Clara  Province  has  thirteen  fields:  Santa  Clara,  Rev.  M.  A.  Gonzalez;  Sagua  la 
Grande,  Rev.  M.  A.  Calleiro;  Camajuani,  Rev.  Domingo  Hernandez;  Caibarien, 
Rev.  N.  J.  Rodriguez;  Placetas,  Rev.  Rafael  Fraguela;  Trinidad,  Rev.  Bibiano 
Molina;  Sancti  Spiritus,  Rev.  Edelmiro  Becerra;  Ranchuelo,  Rev.  Filomeno 
Hernandez;  Cruces,  Rev.  Ismael  Negrin;  Lajas,  Rev.  Casto  Lima;  Arriete,  Rev. 
Heriberto  Rodriguez;  Cienfuegos,  Rev.  A.  T.  Bequer;  Cumanayagua,  Rev.  Ale- 
jandro Pereira. 

We  have  condensed  these  fields,  because  they  appear  more  in  detail  in  the 
report  of  last  year,  and  because  other  workers  in  connection  with  the  respec- 
tive fields  are  given  in  Home  and  Foreign  Fields.  In  each  case  the  pastor’s  wife 
is  considered  a missionary  along  with  her  husband.  In  Consolacion  and  Mariel 
the  men  named  have  no  wives. 

Around  these  fields  there  are  grouped  79  preaching  stations,  some  of  which 
in  the  future  will  become  churches.  The  stations  could  be  multiplied  and  made 
more  effective  if  we  had  the  means  to  meet  the  expense  of  travel  and  occasional 
moderate  rental  charges. 

4.  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

“Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things”  Matt.  28:  20. 

(1)  Cuban- American  College.  The  Cuban- American  College  has  had  its  best 
year  since  1932.  The  enrolment  has  increased  and  the  work  has  been  greatly 
stimulated  by  aid  from  the  Bottoms  Trust.  It  is  a day  school,  offering  studies 
through  Junior  High,  or  preparation  for  the  government  Institutes.  Its  religious 
atmosphere  has  been  admirable.  It  is  limited  by  its  limited  space  in  the  Temple, 
and  by  the  fact  that  no  provision  can  be  made  for  boarding  pupils,  for  which 
service  there  have  been  frequent  calls. 

(2)  The  Seminary.  The  Seminary  has  been  reopened  with  eleven  resident  and 
two  non-resident  students.  This  work,  so  greatly  needed,  at  the  present  time,  has 
been  made  possible  by  funds  from  the  Bottoms  Trust,  providing  nine  scholar- 
ships. The  Cuban  churches  through  their  convention  Education  Board  co-operate 
to  the  extent  of  five  dollars  per  month  for  personal  expenses  of  each  scholarship 
student.  So  eager  were  the  young  men  for  training  that  four  have  been  taken 
beyond  the  limit  of  the  Bottoms  Fund,  for  whom  friends  and  relatives  are  pro- 
viding scholarships.  Still  others,  well  prepared  for  entrance,  could  be  taken  if 
we  had  the  funds.  The  classes  were  begun  in  November,  1935.  Our  faculty  con- 
sists of  four  missionaries  and  one  other  teacher,  a member  of  the  Cuban-Ameri- 
can  College  faculty.  The  missionaries  all  have  manifold  duties,  but  turn 
aside  each  day  to  give  part  of  their  time  to  these  classes.  We  have  a fine  set  of 
young  men  who  were  preaching  in  their  respective  churches  as  lay  helpers  before 
they  came  to  us.  They  have  been  approved  by  their  pastors  and  churches  be- 
fore entering  the  Seminary.  Others  wish  to  come  and  the  ripe  fields  of  opportun- 
ity need  them. 

(3)  Self-Supporting  Day  Schools.  Five  private  schools  are  conducted  under 
the  direction  of  pastors  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  and  one  other  is  conducted  by 
a brother  who  is  also  pastor  of  the  local  church  without  salary,  making  his  liv- 
ing from  the  school.  These  schools  are  small  but  render  a real  missionary  service 
without  expense  to  the  Board.  Would  that  we  had  more  of  them! 

(4)  The  Immediate  Need.  Let  us  say  once  again  that  one  of  our  great 
needs  is  a good  Baptist  boarding  school  of  Institute  grade  (App.  Junior  Col- 
lege). Our  Young  People  are  growing  and  being  educated  in  government  schools 
where  influences  are  destructive,  or  in  schools  of  other  denominations  where  their 
zeal  for  their  own  may  suffer  in  the  future.  We  believe  Southern  Baptists  will 
rally  to  our  aid  in  the  not  distant  future,  in  this  worthy  cause.  It  is  beyond 
the  strength  of  Cuban  Baptists,  even  though  the  sum  needed  now  is  compara- 
tively small,  because  building  costs  are  so  low. 
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5.  MEDICAL  MISSIONS 

“He  sent  His  word  and  healed  them”  Psalm  107:  20. 

(1)  The  Cardenas  Clinic.  The  little  medical  work  in  Cardenas,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  pastor,  who  is  also  a physician,  has  done  much  good.  It  is  limited 
by  its  slender  resources,  but  it  is  carrying  healing  and  health  to  some  who  would 
otherwise  lack  this  service.  We  are  grateful  to  the  W.M.U.  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  for  making  this  work  possible.  It  could  be  enlarged  with 
great  profit. 

(2)  Two  Opportunities — two  Calls  for  help.  We  have  two  other  Baptist  doc- 
tors, one  in  Havana  and  one  in  Placetas,  who  would  gladly  lend  part  of  their 
time  and  effort  to  a similar  work  without  charge,  if  the  expense  of  operation 
could  be  provided.  In  Havana  there  are  many  government  agencies  that  give 
free  treatment  to  the  poor,  but  there  is  never  enough  to  go  around.  Besides, 
it  is  not  given  in  the  name  of  the  Master,  and  lacks  the  sympathy  of  His  touch. 
The  Baptist  Temple  is  ideally  located  in  a great  needy  section  and  a clinic  there 
under  the  direction  of  the  consecrated  young  doctor  who  has  already  proven  him- 
self as  a lay-preacher  and  leader  as  well  as  capable  physician  would  mean  much 
to  all  our  work.  He  is  already  teaching  in  the  Seminary  and  College  and  longs 
for  equipment  to  give  healing  also  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

In  Placetas,  where  one  of  the  Bottoms  chapels  is  to  be  erected  soon,  the  pas- 
tor has  asked  that  a room  be  provided  for  a free  clinic  for  the  poor,  especially 
for  country  people.  The  physician  who  offers  his  service  is  an  active  member  of 
the  little  Baptist  church  at  that  point,  and  is  perhaps  considered  the  best  doctor 
in  town.  There  seems  to  be  a great  opportunity  in  this.  In  interior  towns  like 
Placetas  there  is  a dearth  of  proper  medical  attention,  and  much  unrelieved  suf- 
fering and  need. 

6.  PROBLEMS  AND  NEEDS 


“Come  over  . . . and  help  us”  Acts  16 : 9. 

Our  great  problem  is  the  complex  one  of  giving  Christ  to  those  to  whom  He  has 
been  misrepresented;  of  teaching  that  salvation  is  by  the  regeneration  of  the 
life  and  not  the  compliance  with  external  forms.  It  is  not  an  easy  task.  Our 
great  need  is  to  train  those  who  are  won,  that  they  may  be  an  additional  force 
in  the  evangelization  of  the  nation.  Neither  is  this  an  easy  task.  The  number 
to  be  trained  are  so  many  and  the  trainers  so  few,  just  as  the  harvest  is  so 
great  and  the  reapers  so  few.  We  limit  some  of  these  needs,  more  or  less  in  the 
order  of  their  urgency,  as  we  see  it  here: 

(1)  Restoration  of  Salaries.  Additional  support  for  our  Cuban  workers  is  an 
urgent  necessity.  Living  expenses  have  increased  and  their  salaries  are  still  at 
the  low,  emergency  level  fixed  four  years  ago.  Six  thousand  dollars  per  year 
would  be  sufficient  to  provide  adequate  increases.  Less  would  bring  great  relief. 

(2)  New  Missionary  Couple.  An  additional  American  missionary  couple 
prepared  to  help  in  the  Seminary  and  do  other  work,  is  needed.  He  would  in  a 
little  while  have  the  care  of  the  Seminary  students  in  their  home  life,  and  would 
be  one  of  their  principal  teachers. 

(3)  Travel  and  Equipment.  Funds  for  travel  expense  to  enlarge  the  work  of 
a number  of  the  present  Cuban  pastors  will  greatly  advance  the  present  work. 
Four  small  cars  would  greatly  add  to  the  efficiency  of  four  pastors  who  have 
large  fields  and  would  make  their  present  tasks  less  burdensome. 

(4)  Pension  Fund.  A small  pension  fund  for  the  widows  of  men  who  served 
long  years,  literally  giving  their  lives  for  the  Gospel,  would  be  a great  blessing. 
Ten  dollars  per  month  for  each  of  seven  widows  would  be  a benediction  to  them, 
and  an  evidence  of  our  appreciation  of  their  past  sacrifices  for  the  cause  of 
Christ.  Most  of  them  are  still  active  in  their  respective  churches. 

(5)  A College.  A Baptist  school,  of  a grade  to  be  officially  recognized  by  the 
government  to  give  the  bachelor’s  degree  is  a greater  necessity  than  ever  before. 
Government  schools  of  this  grade  are  still  closed.  No  one  knows  when  they 
will  open.  We  are  under  necessity  of  providing  high  school  and  college  for  our 
Seminary  students,  and  at  least  the  most  promising  of  our  Baptist  young  people, 
to  sav  nothing  of  the  many  from  outstanding  Cuban  homes  who  would  be  at- 
tracted  by  a school  of  higher  education.  There  are  so  few  in  Cuba  compared  to 
the  need.  Hundreds  of  fine  young  people  are  going  to  colleges  in  the  States.  We 
would  wish  to  begin  modestly  and  add  to  its  equipment  as  needs  multiplied.  It 
would  help  sustain  itself,  but  some  support  would  be  needed. 
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7.  OPEN  DOORS 

“They  . . . having-  heard  the  word,  keep  it  and  bring  forth  fruit  with  pa- 
tience.” Luke  8:  18. 

God  opens  doors  to  us  faster  than  we  can  enter  them.  In  many  out-of-the-way 
places  seed  that  was  sown  long  ago  in  other  fields  has  sprung  up  and  they  call 
for  us  to  come  to  them.  One  pastor  is  directing  a work  a hundred  miles  away.  A 
member  of  his  church  went  to  take  charge  of  the  public  school  in  a village  of  six 
hundred.  The  young  man  is  an  ardent  Christian  and  began  to  talk  of  his  faith  to 
his  patrons  and  pupils.  The  result  has  been  a mission  with  more  than  twenty 
baptized  in  the  last  eighteen  months.  Another  pastor  goes  fifty  miles  to  preach 
once  a week,  because  they  called  for  some  one  and  there  was  no  other  to  go.  A 
young  woman,  not  a Baptist,  wTent  to  open  a private  school  in  a country  town,  far 
from  any  mission  or  church.  She  was  devoted  and  faithful  and  began  to  teach 
the  Bible  in  the  community.  As  she  taught  she  learned  also.  The  result  was  that 
when  she  undertook  to  lead  her  converts  to  baptism  she  discovered  that  she  must 
first  go  herself.  A visit  to  the  nearest  Baptist  pastor  brought  him  to  the  field. 
The  teacher  and  more  than  twenty  of  those  whom  she  taught  have  been  baptized, 
and  a church  was  organized  there  a month  ago.  There  are  many  such  calls  which 
we  have  not  been  able  to  attend. 

The  powers  of  spiritual  darkness  are  about  us,  as  perhaps  in  few  places  on 
earth.  It  would  seem  that  sin  has  been  fostered  and  made  strong  by  every  device 
known  to  Satan  or  sinful  men.  But  many  times  we  are  constrained  to  stop  and 
say,  “What  great  things  God  hath  wrought!”  W~e  believe  that  if  we  are  faithful 
and  diligent  great  things  await  us  in  the  future.  The  word  of  the  Lord  is  not 
bound  in  Cuba,  but  as  seed  sown  in  a fertile  field  is  bringing  forth  a rich  and 
ripe  harvest— if  we  can  but  send  the  reapers.

The  Sunday  School  Board  makes  this  annual  report  to  the  Convention  with 
sincere  gratitude  to  the  Lord  for  his  blessings  and  benedictions  through  another 
year,  and  with  deep  appreciation  to  our  people  for  their  continued  co-operation 
in  all  of  the  Board’s  service  for  the  churches,  the  denomination,  and  the  king- 
dom of  God. 

The  full  Board  has  held  three  meetings  during  the  year,  giving  serious  and 
careful  attention  to  all  of  the  Board’s  affairs.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board,  consisting  of  eighteen  local  members,  has  also  held  six  meetings.  The 
various  committees  of  the  Board  have  met  more  frequently,  keeping  in  close 
touch  with  all  of  the  affairs  of  the  Board. 

On  June  6,  1935,  Dr.  I.  J.  Van  Ness,  who  had  served  the  Board  long  and 
successfully,  was  relieved  of  his  duties  at  his  own  request.  The  Board,  desirous 
of  seeing  its  work  carried  on  without  a break,  had,  at  its  March  meeting,  elected 
Dr.  T.  Luther  Holcomb  to  the  position  of  Executive  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  his 
connection  to  begin  in  June.  He  came  under  the  guidance  and  leadership  of  the 
Lord,  with  all  of  the  splendid  training  of  years,  the  consecration  of  hands  and 
heart,  and  enthusiasm  for  all  of  the  enormous  tasks  that  face  him  in  this  most 
important  position.  He  has  taken  hold  of  the  work  like  a veteran  and  has  shown 
himself  a leader  worthy  of  all  confidence  and  co-operation  of  the  entire  denomi- 
nation. All  the  members  of  the  Board  and  all  the  employees,  as  well  as  the 
leaders  of  the  denomination,  have  received  him  graciously,  co-operated  with  him 
constantly,  and  are  rejoicing  in  his  leadership.

tne  southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  in  addition  have  contributed  $30  000  00 
for  its  operating  expenses. 

We  have  financed  The  Hundred  Thousand  Club  ever  since  it  was  launched 
three  years  ago  m order  that  every  penny  raised  by  the  Club  might  go  to  the 
liquidation  ot  the  debts  on  all  our  agencies  participating  in  the  results.  The 
r- fJast  ^ear  has  keen  $8,972.89,  and  for  the  three  years  $30,459.25. 
We  believe  that  the  excellent  results  of  this  movement  has  amply  justified  this 
expenditure. 


We  have  worked  in  co-operation  with  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  and 

_ contributed  during  the  past  year  $3,466.73  to  their  general  expenses. 

We  have  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  Baptist  Brotherhood,  and  under 
the  instruction  of  the  last  Convention,  we  enlarged  our  contribution  to  enable 
them  to  secure  an  associate  secretary.  The  amount  contributed  during  the  vear 
was  $3,345.00. 

Under  the  instruction  of  the  last  Convention,  our  contribution  to  the  Bap- 
tist World  Alliance  for  1935  was  increased  from  $2,000.00  to  $3,000.00;  $2,- 
000.00  of  this  amount  was  paid  during  1935,  and  the  balance  of  $1,000.00  was 
paid  in  the  early  part  of  1936. 

As  in  the  past,  we  have  contributed  $1,500.00  each  to  the  W.M.U.  Training 
School,  Louisville;  the  Southwestern  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  and  the  Baptist 
Bible  Institute,  New  Orleans,  to  enable  these  institutions  to  maintain  a helpful 
course  of  study  along  the  lines  of  our  work. 

As  a fixed  Convention  expense,  we  have  contributed  to  the  Social  Service 
Commission  during  the  past  year  $1,453.22.

GAIN  IN  ENROLMENT 

Southern  Baptists  now  rank  as  the  largest  single  non-Catholic  religious  body 
in  America,  with  a membership  of  4,389,417,  which  represents  a gain  of  112,365 
over  the  previous  year. 

The  Sunday  school  enrolment  for  1935  was  3,157,458,  a net  gain  of  53,047. 
The  Baptist  Training  Union  enrolment  was  669,230,  showing  a net  gain  of 
19,457.

PERIODICAL  PROMOTION 

At  the  beginning  of  the  current  year,  the  Sunday  School  Board  set  up  a small 
organization  within  the  personnel  of  the  Editorial  Department  for  promoting  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  all  of  our  publications,  and  the  sale  of  the  same  to  all  of  our 
churches.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  effort  to  acquaint  our  people  with  the  definite 
ministry  of  the  various  publications  of  the  Board,  so  that  each  church  may  have 
an  adequate  supply  of  literature  to  assist  in  the  performance  of  every  ministry 
of  the  church.  We  are  greatly  encouraged  by  the  results  thus  far  of  this  special 
effort. 

The  Board  issues  69  periodical  publications,  divided  as  follows:  1 Annual; 
57  Quarterlies;  7 Monthlies,  and  4 Weeklies.  The  names  of  all  publications, 
with  the  number  issued  last  year,  are  given  by  the  Editorial  Department  in  its 
section  of  this  report.

BOOK  PUBLICATIONS 

The  Board  seeks  at  all  times  to  keep  in  touch  with  every  phase  of  the  work 
of  the  denomination,  and  to  try  to  publish  such  books  as  will  be  most  useful  to 
our  people  in  performing  the  varied  ministries  of  the  denomination.  We  have 
published  during  the  year  41  books,  which  seem  to  fill  a very  definite  need.

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NEW  STUDY  COURSES 

Plans  were  presented  in  our  report  last  year  for  the  new  study  courses  for 
Sunday  school  and  Baptist  Training  Union  workers.  Our  people  have  received 
the  new  study  courses  with  enthusiasm,  and  very  satisfactory  progress  has  been 
made.  A more  detailed  statement  is  given  by  the  Educational  and  the  Baptist 
Training  Union  Departments  in  their  sections  of  this  report.

BAPTIST  BOOK  STORES 

The  operation  of  the  seventeen  Baptist  Book  Stores  has  presented  a perplex- 
ing problem.  These  stores  have  been  operated  in  connection  with  the  State 
Mission  Board  of  the  various  states.  They  are  operated  as  a denominational 
service,  rather  than  for  profit.  The  service  rendered  by  these  stores  cannot  be 
accurately  estimated  by  any  of  us. 

Because  the  Sunday  School  Board  has  such  a large  amount  invested  in  the 
book  stores,  it  was  thought  wise  to  offer  to  sell  its  interest  in  the  various  stores 
to  such  State  Boards  as  desired  to  buy,  or  to  purchase  their  interest,  if  they 
preferred  to  sell. 

Since  this  policy  was  adopted,  we  have  purchased  the  interest  of  the  State 
Boards  in  the  following  stores:

EXPANSION  DEMANDED 

For  a number  of  years  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Tennessee  Baptist  Con- 
vention, has  had  headquarters  in  our  office  building,  occupying  a suite  of  nine 
rooms  on  the  third  floor.  Because  of  the  expansion  of  our  own  work,  and  the 
enlarging  of  our  various  departments,  it  became  necessary  that  we  ask  for  the 
space  occupied  by  the  State  Board.  This  organization  has  recently  purchased 
a new  home,  located  at  149  Sixth  Avenue,  North,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  and 
moved  into  its  new  quarters  April  1st. 

This  gives  temporary  relief  for  the  congested  condition  of  some  of  our  depart- 
ments.

RIDGECREST  BAPTIST  ASSEMBLY 

At  the  earnest  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  the  Sunday  School  Board  has  maintained  and  conducted  the  As- 
sembly at  Ridgecrest,  North  Carolina,  for  the  past  six  years,  and  has  agreed  to 
continue  this  service  to  the  denomination,  on  the  same  basis,  through  the  sum- 
mer of  1940.  Ridgecrest  in  the  past  has  been  operated  at  a financial  loss.  How- 
ever, the  last  two  years  have  been  most  successful  and  a small  profit  was  made 
in  the  actual  operation. 

Mr.  R.  F.  Staples,  has  been  the  manager  of  Ridgecrest  for  the  past  several 
years.  At  the  close  of  the  summer  of  1935,  Mr.  Staples  presented  his  resigna- 
tion as  manager.  This  was  accepted  by!  the  Board,  and  Mr.  Perry  Morgan  of 
North  Carolina,  was  later  unanimously  elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Staples  in  this 
position.  Mr.  Morgan  comes  to  us  with  every  qualification  necessary  for  leading 
this  enterprise  to  a greater  success.  His  years  of  experience  as  secretary  of  the 
Sunday  school  work  in  North  Carolina,  give  him  a thorough  knowledge  of  all 
denominational  activities.  His  splendid  business  ability  well  qualifies  him  for 
this  work.  We  anticipate  rapid  growth  and  wider  service  for  the  Assembly.

MISSIONARY  DAYS  IN  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

Following  the  plan  of  former  years,  the  Sunday  School  Board’s  Committee 
on  Convention  Calendar  of  Co-operation  issued  missionary  programs  for  the  Sun- 
day schools  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  March  and  October.  Com- 
plete sets  of  the  program  material  were  mailed  to  approximately  23,000  Sunday 
schools  for  each  of  these  days.  The  programs  were  also  printed  in  The  Teacher 
and  The  Sunday  School  Builder  for  the  respective  months,  and  advertised  in  the 
various  Sunday  School  Board  periodicals. 

State  Mission  Day  program,  “The  Master’s  Cause  in  Our  Own  State,”  for  the 
last  Sunday  in  October,  1935,  was  written  by  Dr.  John  D.  Freeman,  Tennessee 
State  Mission  Secretary,  in  co-operation  with  all  state  secretaries. 

Home  and  Foreign  Mission  program,  for  the  last  Sunday  in  March,  1936,  en- 
titled “Do  What  You  Can,”  featured  the  Baptist  Centennial  of  Missions  in  the 
persons  of  Luther  Rice  and  Henrietta  Hall  Shuck.  This  program  was  written 
by  Mrs.  C.  D.  Creasman,  in  co-operation  with  the  Home  Board  and  the  Foreign 
Board.  For  this  special  day  requests  for  200,000  coin  envelopes  were  filled  by 
our  Committee.

HOME  AND  FOREIGN  FIELDS 


At  the  Convention  held  in  Asheville,  North  Carolina,  in  1916,  it  was  voted 
to  combine  the  Foreign  Mission  Journal , published  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  and  the 
Home  Field , published  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  to  form  one  magazine  and  that 
it  be  published  by  the  Sunday  School  Board.  The  new  name  adopted  was  Home 
and  Foreign  Fields.  The  Sunday  School  Board  has  published  this  magazine 
monthly  since  November,  1916.  The  magazine  is  ably  edited  and  attractively 
printed,  but  in  spite  of  this  the  circulation  is  not  what  it  should  be.  The  Sunday 
School  Board  most  earnestly  requests  the  leaders  of  our  denomination  to  assist 
in  enlarging  the  circulation  and  usefulness  of  this  most  worthy  magazine — the 
only  one  of  its  kind  published  by  the  Convention.

FIVE-YEAR  PROMOTIONAL  PLAN 

There  are  24,537  churches  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  of  which 
15,000  are  one-fourth  time  churches,  and  5,000  one-half  time.  In  order  to 
render  the  largest  possible  service  to  every  one  of  these  churches,  the  Sunday 
School  Board  adopted  in  its  meeting  November  26th,  the  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Secretary  and  Business  Manager  to  launch  a Five-Year  Promotional 
Program,  using  the  District  Association  as  the  major  unit  for  promoting  every 
phase  of  Sunday  school  and  Baptist  Training  Union  work.  All  of  our  promo- 
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tional  departments  accepted  this  action  of  the  Board  as  a forward  step,  and  im- 
mediately set  up  an  organization  to  make  the  plan  effective.  A joint  meeting 
of  all  of  our  workers  with  the  state  Sunday  school  and  Baptist  Training  Union 
secretaries  was  held  in  Birmingham,  Alabama,  December  30th,  and  after  a day 
of  earnest  prayer  and  thought,  the  plan  was  unanimously  approved. 

It  was  certain,  however,  that  this  enormous  task  could  never  be  accomplished 
by  the  Sunday  School  Board’s  force,  even  when  reenforced  by  the  fine  co-opera- 
tion of  the  state  group,  so  it  was  agreed  to  conduct  a separate  series  of  two-day 
conferences  in  each  state  for  both  Sunday  school  and  Baptist  Training  Union 
workers.  To  these  conferences  were  invited  a group  of  selected  Sunday  school 
and  Baptist  Training  Union  leaders  from  each  association.  The  purpose  of  such 
conferences  is  to  study  the  possibilities  of  the  District  Association  as  a success- 
ful means  of  informing,  encouraging  and  aiding  these  workers  in  undertaking 
and  performing  the  various  duties  in  promotional  work.  It  is  our  desire  to  en- 
list and  train  at  least  30,000  voluntary  workers  for  service'  in  the  906  district 
associations  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Out  of  409  associations  in  nine  states  where  two-day  Sunday  school  con- 
ferences were  conducted  before  April  15th,  329  associations  were  represented  by 
4,153  interested  workers.  A more  detailed  account  of  these  meetings  is  given 
in  connection  with  the  promotional  phase  of  our  Sunday  school  work  in  another 
section  of  this  report. 

Similar  meetings  are  planned  for  the  other  states  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  The  attendance  in  these  meetings  has  been  all  that  could  be  ex- 
pected, and  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  a delight  beyond  expression.  Surely  a 
new  day  is  upon  us  in  the  work  of  our  Sunday  schools. 

A series  of  two-day  Baptist  Training  Union  conferences  were  conducted  be- 
fore April  25th  in  nine  states,  containing  a total  of  396  associations.  In  these 
conferences  representatives  came  from  317  associations  and  totaled  4,132  in- 
terested workers.  A more  detailed  account  of  these  meetings  is  given  in  the 
section  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union  Department  of  this  report. 

Similar  meetings  are  planned  for  the  other  states  in  the  Convention  in  the 
near  future.  The  representatives  in  these  meetings  are  intensely  interested  in 
the  progress  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union  work. 

Various  goals  set  for  these  departments  during  the  five-year  period  are  pre- 
sented in  the  Sunday  School  Administration  and  Baptist  Training  Union  sections 
of  this  report.

A SPECIAL  REQUEST 

In  view  of  this  enlarged  program  that  has  been  launched  for  a period  of  five 
years,  which  will  necessarily  demand  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  expenditures 
for  its  successful  promotion,  the  Sunday  School  Board  earnestly  requests  that 
the  Convention  in  this  session  make  no  additional  financial  demands  on  it  for 
denominational  causes.

DR.  CLAY  I.  HUDSON  BECOMES  A MEMBER  OF  THE  BAPTIST  TRAINING 
UNION  DEPARTMENT 

In  harmony  with  the  general  policy  of  the  Board  to  simplify  and  combine 
its  various  ministries,  and  with  the  approval  of  all  concerned,  the  Department 
of  Church  Administration  was  discontinued  by  vote  of  the  Board  April  29th, 
its  ministries  having  been  largely  absorbed  by  the  Educational  and  Baptist  Train- 
ing Union  Departments.  Dr.  Clay  I.  Hudson,  who  had  served  that  department 
faithfully  and  diligently  for  the  past  nine  years  was  transferred  to  the  Baptist 
Training  Union  Department,  to  become  effective  June  1st.  He  will  be  an  Asso- 
ciate for  field  promotion,  and  will  give  his  time  largely  to  the  development  of 
the  Adult  department  of  the  Training  Union  in  our  churches  and  associations.

From  the  figures  for  1935  we  find  that  the  annual  circulation  of  our  69 
periodicals  (one  annual,  four  weeklies,  seven  monthlies,  and  fifty-seven  quarter- 
lies) reaches  the  grand  total  of  32,329,668  individual  copies. 

The  aggregates  of  the  60  periodicals  for  the  Sunday  school  are:  Four  week- 
lies, 4,289,220  copies;  four  monthlies,  4,800,514  copies;  fifty-one  quarterlies,  20,- 
402,964  copies;  one  annual  (Points  for  Emphasis)  26,550  copies. 

The  aggregate  of  the  seven  periodicals  (one  monthly  and  six  quarterlies) 
for  the  Baptist  Training  Union  is  2,627,584  copies. 

The  aggregate  for  the  two  special  monthlies  is  182,836  copies.

Per- 
haps a slightly  larger  amount  will  be  needed  this  year  if  we  can  have  our  quar- 
terly expositions  prepared  through  1938  as  we  should  like  to  do. 


PROMOTION  OF  OUR  PERIODICALS 

Attractive  exhibits  of  our  periodical  literature  have  been  made  at  various 
Conventions  and  Assemblies:  As,  the  Convention  at  Memphis  last  May,  the 

summer  Assemblies  at  Ridgecrest  and  elsewhere,  and  the  Southwide  Baptist  Train- 
ing Union  Conference  at  Birmingham,  Alabama.  In  the  joint  exhibit  of  the  North- 
ern Baptist  Convention  and  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  the  Municipal 
Auditorium  at  St.  Louis  in  May  our  periodicals  will  occupy  a good  place. 

The  Board’s  advertising  in  the  denominational  press  includes  generous  space 
from  time  to  time  for  our  periodicals. 

To  fine  advantage  some  of  our  own  advertising  pages  have  presented  and 
pictured  and  promoted  our  several  publications. 

The  circulation  campaign  lately  entrusted  to  our  Managing  Editor  is  being 
vigorously  prosecuted  and  undoubtedly  will  produce  gratifying  results. 


LESSONS  ON  THE  AIR  AND  IN  THE  PRESS 

Beginning  January  26,  1929,  the  Editorial  Secretary  through  the  courtesy  of 
the  National  Life  and  Accident  Insurance  Company  of  Nashville  has  been  giving 
over  station  WSM  (a  50,000  watt  station)  each  Saturday  evening  a fifteen-minute 
exposition  of  the  International  Sunday  School  Lesson  (Uniform  Series)  for  the 
next  day.  We  have  abundant  assurance  that  this  labor  of  love  is  appreciated 
widely  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  and  Latin  America. 

With  the  Board’s  permission  and  of  course  without  charge  our  comments  on 
the  Uniform  Lessons  as  given  in  Points  for  Emphasis  and  On  the  Wing  With  the 
Word  have  been  requested  and  are  being  reprinted  entire  or  abbreviated  in  eight 
or  ten  of  the  State  Baptist  papers. 

UNIFORM  LESSON  LISTS  AND  ADAPTATIONS 

The  Educational  Commission  of  the  International  Council  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion through  its  Committee  on  Uniform  Lessons,  with  Dr.  John  R.  Sampey  as 
Chairman  and  Doctors  Van  Ness,  Holcomb,  and  Moore  among  the  thirty-five 
members,  prepares  the  Uniform  Lesson  Lists  which  we  use  with  permission,  mak- 
ing any  changes  that  may  seem  desirable  for  our  constituency. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  by  order  of  the  Educational  Commission  the  Uniform 
Lesson  Lists  beginning  with  1925  have  been  adapted  only  for  Intermediates, 
Young  People,  and  Adults,  we  have  been  preparing  ‘Trimary  and  Junior  Adapta- 
tions” each  year  for  our  own  use  and  for  free  distribution  to  other  denomina- 
tions desiring  them.  They  have  been  used  extensively  by  other  publishing  houses 
in  this  country  and  abroad.  Beginning  with  1933  adaptations  for  Beginners  were 
included. 

The  first  week  in  April  of  this  year  our  list  of  “Beginner,  Primary,  and  Junior 
Adaptations  of  the  Uniform  Lessons  for  1938”  was  prepared  with  permission  of 
the  Council  and  under  direction  of  the  Editorial  Secretary  by  a Committee  con- 
sisting of  Miss  Robbie  Trent,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Myrtle  Owens  Looney,  Mrs.  Fran- 
ces Fitzpatrick  Weight,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Robertson  Easley,  Mrs.  Jessie  Truett  James, 
and  Mrs.  Lillian  Rice.  . . . , , 

While  these  Adaptations  have  proven  widely  serviceable  and  have  been  most 
admirably  prepared  _( though  handicapped  by  lesson  titles  and  Scripture  selections 
suited  primarily  to  older  grades) , it  would  seem  very  desirable  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Uniform  Lessons  should  be  so  appointed  as  to  include  some  elemen- 
tary specialists  in  its  membership  and  should  be  charged  with  the  selection  oi 
Lesson  Texts  and  Topics  adapted  to  all  grades  from  Beginners  to  Adults. 
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CURRICULUM  AND  CURRICULUM  COMMITTEES 

The  course  of  study  which  we  offer  to  our  churches  is  based  not  mainly  but 
exclusively  on  the  Bible  and  is  provided  in  the  form  of  both  periodicals  and  books : 
(1)  The  curriculum  periodicals  present  the  Improved  Uniform  Lessons,  the  closely 
Graded  Series,  the  Baptist  Training  Union  courses,  and  the  Vacation  Bible  School 
studies.  (2)  The  Curriculum  books  offer  a broad  course  of  instruction  in  the 
training  of  Bible  teachers  and  of  leaders  of  the  Sunday  school,  Baptist  Training 
Union,  Woman’s  Missionary  Union,  and  other  church  activities. 

For  the  preparation  of  this  curriculum  we  are  indebted  to  six  or  seven  groups : 
For  the  list  of  the  Uniform  Lessons  to  the  International  Committee;  for  the 
Beginner,  Primary,  and  Junior  Adaptations  of  the  Uniform  Lessons,  to  the  Edi- 
torial Department  Committee  led  by  Miss  Trent;  for  the  Baptist  Training  Union 
courses  to  Secretary  Lambdin;  for  the  Graded  Lessons  now  in  use  to  Miss  Willie 
Jean  Stewart  and  Dr.  Homer'  L.  Grice  in  collaboration  with  the  Editorial  Secre- 
tary; for  the  Vacation  Bible  School  studies  to  Secretary  Grice;  for  the  several 
Training  Courses  to  Secretaries  Burroughs,  Flake,  Phillips,  Lambdin,  Leavell, 
and  others. 

In  addition  to  the  curriculum  courses  offered  by  the  Sunday  School  Board 
similar  material  is  prepared  and  presented  by  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Union, 
the  Baptist  Brotherhood  of  the  South,  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards,  and 
some  other  agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

It  would  seem  desirable  that  a closer  correlation  be  effected  at  this  point.  It  is 
easily  practicable  so  far  as  our  periodicals  are  concerned  and  is  definitely  planned 
for  the  near  future. 

CO-OPERATION  IN  STATE  AND  SOUTHWIDE  PUBLICITY 

We  have  sought  to  bear  our  part  in  carrying  out  the  program  which  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  through  its  Calendar  of  Activities  committed  to  all 
its  agencies. 

In  a number  of  our  weeklies,  monthlies,  and  quarterlies  we  have  furnished 
valuable  free  space  for  advertising  the  benevolent  and  missionary  work  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  as  carried  on  through  the  Co-operative  Program. 
This  “goodwill”  advertising  calls  not  only  for  the  usual  expense  of  preparation  and 
printing  but  often  also  additional  outlay  for  the  artist  and  engraver,  besides 
displacing  the  commercial  advertisements  which  formerly  were  a source  of  in- 
come. In  addition,  special  articles  for  our  magazine  pages  are  purchased  from 
selected  writers  who  present  timely  treatment  on  topics  educational,  missionary, 
and  philanthropic. 

The  usual  Missionary  Day  programs  and  material  have  received  attention  as 
in  former  years.  The  program  for  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Day  the  last  Sunday 
in  March  of  this  year  was  prepared  by  Mrs.  C.  D.  Creasman  and  published  in 
The  Teacher  and  The  Sunday  School  Builder , and  in  leaflet  form  distributed  to 
the  Sunday  school  superintendents  throughout  the  territory  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention. 

The  program  for  State  Mission  Day  is  being  prepared  by  Dr.  John  D.  Free- 
man and  is  to  appear  in  our  periodicals  and  is  also  to  be  distributed  to  all  our 
Sunday  schools  for  their  use  on  State  Mission  Day  next  autumn. 

"TAKE  HEED  UNTO  YOURSELVES" 

The  Dargan  Library,  originating  in  the  Editorial  Department  and  named 
for  our  honored  and  lamented  former  Editorial  Secretary,  though  in  charge  of  a 
member  of  our  staff,  is  now  an  institution  of  the  Board  under  direction  of  a Li- 
brary Committee.  Our  Editors  are  finding  the  Library  of  invaluable  service.  In 
its  new  and  more  commodious  quarters  on  the  third  floor  of  our  Administration 
Building  it  is  more  accessible  and  even  more  attractive  than  heretofore. 

Writers  Week  at  Ridgecrest,  North  Carolina,  in  July  has  become  almost  indis- 
pensable in  the  training  of  our  staff  for  the  finest  and  best  individual  and  team 
work  of  which  we  are  capable.  These  conferences  mean  much  to  our  editors 
and  their  assistants,  our  staff  writers,  and  our  contributors.  The  next  of  these 
conferences  is  to  be  held  July  12-18,  1936,  at  Ridgecrest. 

We  have  conducted  for  ten  weeks  closing  just  before  the  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention an  hour-a-week  class  in  English  Composition  with  our  Associate  Secre- 
tary, Doctor  Slemp,  in  charge.  It  has  been  very  helpful  to  a class  of  about  fifty 
of  the  Board’s  employees  who  are  connected  directly  with  the  preparation  of 
copy  for  the  printers. 
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In  order  to  do  better  our  own  work  it  is  often  advantageous  to  make  contacts 
with  others  engaged  in  similar  work.  We  therefore  make  it  a point  to  be  rep- 
resented at  such  general  meetings  as  the  National  Childhood  Education  Associa- 
tion, the  Conference  of  Editors  of  Story  Papers  published  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  and  the  Professional  Advisory  Sections  of  the  International  Council 
of  Religious  Education. 

Of  course  the  secret  of  our  greatest  personal  and  professional  development  is 
found  in  the  fact  that  practically  every  member  of  our  entire  staff,  whether 
editor  or  expositor,  author  or  assistant,  is  an  active  church  worker  on  regular 
duty  in  the  Sunday  school,  in  the  Baptist  Training  Union,  in  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union,  in  the  church  and  congregation  and  community.

AS  WE  OBSERVE  ANNIVERSARY  XLV 

On  the  Forty-fifth  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  our  Sunday  School  Board 
there  is  abundant  reason  to  “thank  God  and  take  courage”  in  view  of  the  mani- 
fest blessing  of  God  upon  us  through  these  fruitful  years. 

And  after  nineteen  years  of  continuous  service  the  present  Editorial  Secretary 
with  his  colleagues  in  our  Editorial  offices  and  afield  pledge  to  our  Executive  Sec- 
retary, to  the  Board,  and  to  the  Convention  the  best  that  we  can  be  and  do  to 
carry  out  a program  of  progress  for  the  future.  We  regard  our  opportunity  and 
obligation  unequaied  for  the  proclamation  and  propagation  of  the  whole  Bible  to 
the  whole  world.  We  believe  that  the  main  thing  before  us  is  not  organization  nor 
architecture  nor  even  pedagogy,  good  as  these  are,  but  so  teaching  the  Word 
of  God  as  to  win  men  to  Christ,  build  them  up  in  Christ,  and  send  them  out  for 
Christ. 

To  this  end  we  feel  the  need  of  a yet  closer  correlation  in  our  editorial  and 
promotional  activities  and  a more  unified  curriculum  of  religious  education  espe- 
cially adapted  to  our  Southern  Baptist  people  individually,  to  each  and  all  of  our 
churches,  and  to  our  Convention  as  a whole. 

Moreover,  with  a worldwide  task  we  ought  to  have  a worldwide  program  and 
thus  expand  our  horizon  from  our  own  sunny  land  to  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth. 

FORWARD  TO  NINETEEN  FORTY-ONE 

We  now  enter  upon  a half  decade  that  should  be  epochal  as  it  culminates  in 
the  Semi-Centennial  of  the  Board.  To  the  careful  consideration  and  the  possible 
attainment  of  several  objectives  during  this  five-year  period  we  shall  hope  to  make 
some  contribution: 

1.  Make  a careful  survey  of  the  actual  and  prospective  literature  needs  of 
Southern  Baptists. 

2.  Perfect  and  promote  a balanced  biblical  curriculum  for  a Baptist  church. 

3.  Enlarge  our  Curriculum  Committee  with  sub-committees  on  Uniform  Les- 
sons, Graded  Lessons,  Training  Courses,  Vacation  School  Studies,  and  so  forth. 

4.  Plan  for  next  revision  of  our  Graded  Lessons  with  courses  minutely  mapped 

out,  writers  secured,  and  our  people  informed  about  them  in  advance  of  publica- 
tion.  . . 

5.  Consider  whether  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  efficiency  it  is  desirable  to 
effect  combinations  of  some  of  our  periodicals  or  to  make  any  additions  to  them 
in  order  to  meet  adequately  the  needs  of  our  churches. 

6.  Consider  the  advisability  of  publishing  an  annual  commentary  for  teachers 

of  the  Uniform  Lessons.  ... 

7.  Effect  closer  integration  of  our  periodicals  and  staff  organization  exposi- 
tory, training,  promotion.  .... 

8.  Consider  the  possibilities  of  visual  instruction  (as,  slides  and  moving  pic- 
tures) in  teaching  Sunday  School  Lessons  or  Training  Courses. 

9.  Make  wider  use  of  radio  by  the  Editorial  Department  (as  now  without 
cost)  or  under  the  Board's  direct  supervision  at  some  expense. 

10.  Reopen  the  question  of  our  Board’s  opportunity  and  obligation  to  publish 

lessons  in  braille  for  the  blind.  , . , . 

11.  Continue  Writers  Week  annually  at  Ridgecrest  or  elsewhere,  first  in  train- 

ing our  present  staff  for  better  service,  and  then  for  the  discovery  and  develop- 
ment of  expository  and  promotional  writers.  , . 

12.  Begin  acquiring  from  the  ablest  artists  available  a Gallery  of  great  pic- 
tures, which  will  be  marked  by  biblical  accuracy  and  not  by  ecclesiastical  mis- 
conception. 
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13.  Point  the  way  and  promote  in  our  local  churches  the  best  methods  of 
publicity  through  the  secular  press. 

14.  Co-operate  more  effectively  in  the  publicity  work  of  state  and  Southwide 
agencies  after  making  a survey  of  cost  and  circulations. 

15.  Seek  closer  affiliation  with  our  foreign  publication  plants  and  personnel 
in  co-operation  with  our  Foreign  Mission  Board,  and  thus  project  or  promote 
A BAPTIST  WORLD  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  PROGRAM.

We  herewith  present  the  fifteenth  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Sun- 
day School  Administration. 

NEW  EMPHASIS  ON  ASSOCIATIONAL  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK 

For  many  years  now  this  department  has  carried  as  one  of  its  major  tasks 
the  promotion  of  associational  Sunday  school  work.  The  following  quotation  is 
from  the  department’s  report  for  1924 : 

“A  leaflet,  ‘Organizing  the  Association  for  Sunday  School  Work,’  has  been 
prepared  to  assist  in  the  associational  Sunday  school  work.  Through  this  as- 
sociational organization  every  school  should  be  blessed  by  the  efforts  of  the  most 
capable  workers  in  the  association.  Leaders  in  the  association  for  all  phases  of 
Sunday  school  work  are  selected  and  they  assist  every  Sunday  school  in  their 
particular  specialty.” 

From  the  Department’s  report  for  the  year  1929  the  following  quotation  is 
taken : 

“We  are  stressing  everywhere  and  with  all  possible  emphasis  the  need  of 
proper  associational  Sunday  school  organization.  First,  as  the  best  and  only 
means  of  reaching  every  church  in  the  Convention  territory  with  the  modern 
Sunday  school  program;  and  second,  as  the  best  means  of  continually  promoting 
the  increased  effectiveness  of  the  work  in  all  the  churches.” 

Following  years  of  the  most  determined  sort  of  promotion,  now  this  depart- 
ment is  highly  elated  that  the  associational  organization  has  been  chosen  as  a 
carrying-vehicle  for  the  Sunday  school  promotion  work  of  all  the  Sunday  school 
departments  of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  with  J.  N.  Barnette,  of  this  department 
acting  as  the  chairman  of  the  Promotional  Committee.

These  two-day  conferences  in  the  states  have  been  the  most  representative, 
unified,  and  far-reaching  meetings  it  has  been  our  privilege  to  co-operate  with 
in  the  promotion  of  Sunday  school  work. 

It  is  our  conviction  that  the  district  associational  Sunday  school  organiza- 
tion offers  the  very  best  opportunity  available  for  the  carrying  of  the  whole 
Sunday  school  message  to  every  church  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The 
outlook  is  tremendous  as  we  face  the  prospect  of  using  all  of  the  forces  to  de- 
velop this  movement  to  its  fullest  possibilities. 

THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  BUILDER 

Increasingly  this  monthly  magazine  on  Sunday  school  organization  and  ad- 
ministration engages  our  attention  and  challenges  our  best  efforts.  It  is  par- 
ticularly prepared  for  Sunday  school  field  workers,  superintendents,  pastors,  and 
other  general  and  department  officers.  Certainly  it  is  helpful  to  any  one  dealing 
in  the  realm  of  Sunday  school  leadership.  During  the  past  year,  in  addition  to 
the  regular  departments,  the  lesson  treatment,  and  so  forth,  there  have  been 
special  issues  as  follows:  The  Bible,  Better  Teaching,  one  on  Training  Sunday 
School  Workers,  Missions,  one  particularly  on  the  matter  of  Bible  Study,  one 
on  Evangelism,  one  on  Enlargement,  and  one  on  The  Necessity  for  the  Estab- 
lishment of  New  Sunday  Schools.  Also  the  October,  1935,  issue  was  the  fifteenth 
anniversary  number  and  received  special  treatment  from  that  standpoint.  All 
of  the  different  departments  and  phases  of  Sunday  school  work  are  regularly 
presented  in  this  periodical.  The  circulation  at  present  is  19,251.  The  current  May 
issue  is  devoted  largely  to  evangelism,  although  it  has  a comprehensive  coverage 
of  other  matters.  It  is  the  strongest  presentation  of  evangelism  we  have  ever  been 
able  to  make.  Some  10,000  sample  copies  of  this  magazine  are  being  printed 
and  circulated  to  all  the  Sunday  schools  in  the  Convention  which  did  not  include 
it  in  their  quarter’s  order.  This  is  worth  while  from  the  standpoint  of  circu- 
lating this  particular  issue,  and  we  hope  it  will  result  in  greatly  increasing  the 
regular  circulation. 


BIBLE  STUDY  FOR  EVANGELISM 

In  co-operation  with  others,  this  department  for  the  past  six  months  particu- 
larly has  been  greatly  emphasizing  the  idea  of  Bible  study  for  evangelism.  With 
our  Uniform  Lessons,  covering  the  Gospel  of  Luke  from  January  through  June, 
1936,  we  have  through  The  Sunday  School  Builder  and  every  other  means  open  to 
us  promoted  the  idea  of  making  our  Sunday  schools  lead  out  in  really  getting 
our  people  to  study  the  Word  of  God  and  let  it  have  free  course  in  their 
lives,  looking  particularly  toward  the  matter  of  increasing  our  evangelistic  efforts. 
With  700,000  lost  people  enrolled  in  our  Sunday  schools  we  feel  that  a major 
interest  in  this  field  should  be  carried  by  every  one  concerned.  More  and  more 
we  must  strive  to  make  our  Sunday  schools  real  Bible-teaching  institutions.

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RIDGECREST 

This  department  co-operated  with  the  Southwide  Summer  Sunday  School 
Conference  held  at  Ridgecrest  last  July  and  is  giving  its  best  efforts  to  prepa- 
ration for  this  same  conference  to  be  held  July  19-24,  1936.  These  summer  con- 
ferences are  real  opportunities  for  intensive  study  in  Sunday  school  work  and 
the  projection  of  better  Sunday  school  methods.  They  have  also  proved  to  be 
real  spiritual  feasts  for  the  people  who  come.  We  also  hope  to  have  the  privilege 
of  leading  out  with  the  other  Sunday  school  departments,  under  the  Executive 
Secretary,  to  project  a great  Southwide  Sunday  school  conference  next  spring. 

SOUTHWIDE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  CLINIC 

After  a lapse  of  five  years  we  again  have  planned  a Southwide  Sunday  School 
Clinic.  It  is  to  be  held  with  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Little  Rock,  Arkansas, 
August  16  through  September  6,  1936.  Our  Sunday  School  Clinics  of  the  past 
have  offered  perhaps  the  best  vocational  training  ever  accomplished  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Sunday  School  Board.  The  plan  contemplates  three  weeks  of 
intensive  textbook  and  laboratory  work,  bringing  together  a group  of  from  75  to 
100  pastors,  field  workers,  educational  directors,  superintendents  and  other  Sun- 
day school  workers;  the  local  church  entertaining  them  for  the  time  they  are 
there  and  the  Sunday  School  Board  furnishing  the  faculty  and  the  leadership. 
Clinics  of  the  past  have  had  an  enrolment  of  over  1500  workers.  It  is  a joy  to 
meet  them  all  over  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  leading  out  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  a better  Sunday  school  program.  All  of  the  Sunday  school  depart- 
ments of  the  Sunday  School  Board  are  co-operating  with  us  in  the  projection  of 
this  Clinic  movement.  We  count  on  it  as  one  of  the  outstanding  propositions  of 
the  year. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATION  WEEKS 

In  furthering  the  New  Unified  Training  Course,  this  department  has  of- 
fered Sunday  School  Administration  Weeks  for  city-wide  or  association-wide 
groups,  specializing  in  the  teaching  of  the  books  on  Sunday  school  administra- 
tion to  all  of  the  Sunday  school  workers  of  a city  or  association.  These  weeks 
have  been  very  successful  in  bringing  together  large  numbers  of  people  for  this 
type  of  study.  Since  last  fall,  work  of  this  nature  has  been  accomplished  in  St. 
Louis,  Missouri;  Atlanta,  Georgia;  Richmond,  Virginia;  Roanoke,  Virginia; 
Jacksonville,  Florida;  Jackson,  Mississippi;  and  Birmingham,  Alabama.  Other 
such  weeks  are  planned  for  the  future.  Over  5,000  different  individuals  were 
enrolled  in  these  schools. 

ENLARGEMENT  CAMPAIGNS 

In  co-operation  with  the  State  Sunday  school  secretaries,  we  are  still  pro- 
moting the  idea  of  the  eight-day  Sunday  School  Enlargement  Campaign  as  a 
major  field  enterprise.  This  type  of  campaign  is  conducted  either  in  individual 
churches  or  in  associations.  Its  effect  upon  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  school 
growth  is  past  estimate.  The  campaign  adapts  itself  to  the  needs  of  the  indi- 
vidual church  or  association  and  gives  the  emphasis  called  for  by  the  particular 
situation.  In  connection  with  the  new  promotion  of  the  associational  unit,  we 
are  planning  to  conduct  these  campaigns  largely  as  associational  enterprises. 

CHURCH  MEMBERSHIP  CAMPAIGNS 

Several  years  ago  (November,  1933)  a special  issue  of  The  Sunday  School 
Builder  was  gotten  out  urging  the  churches  to  put  on  special  campaigns  to  enrol 
the  church  members  in  Sunday  school.  Ever  since  the  department  was  started, 
this  has  been  a major  project.  Since  this  large  attention  was  called  to  it  in  The 
Builder , the  matter  has  been  given  special  emphasis  in  the  programs  of  our 
Sunday  school  workers.  Still  we  have  over  two  million  church  members  un- 
enrolled. Several  of  the  state  secretaries  are  emphasizing  “Inside  Enlargement 
Campaigns.”  The  Department  of  Young  People’s  and  Adult  Sunday  School  Work 
(because  of  the  great  percentage  of  the  unenrolled  church  members  that  are  of 
these  ages)  is  leading  out  in  “Every  Church  Member  in  Sunday  School”  cam- 
paigns. This  department  is  co-operating  in  every  way  possible,  through  the 
magazine,  through  free  literature,  correspondence,  and  field  work  with  every 
effort  in  this  direction. 

SUPERINTENDENTS'  CONFERENCES 

We  face  the  fact  that  nearly  one-third  of  our  Sunday  schools  in  the  South- 
land had  new  superintendents  at  the  beginning  of  the  current  Sunday  school 
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year;  and  the  further  fact  that  perhaps,  of  all  our  Sunday  school  workers,  the 
superintendent  stands  in  as  much  need  of  training  as  any  one  in  the  organiza- 
tion; and  the  further  fact  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  get  them  to  attend 
the  regular  Sunday  school  Conventions,  or  in  other  ways  to  get  in  touch  with 
them.  All  of  these  facts  lead  us  to  the  conclusion  that  we  still  are  under  obliga- 
tion to  hold  the  Sunday  School  Superintendents’  Conference  in  the  different 
states,  either  as  statewide  projects  or  by  districts  or  by  associations.  We  have 
had  some  of  these  meetings  in  the  past  twelve  months  and  propose  to  push  them 
in  the  future. 

FREE  LITERATURE 

We  continue  our  preparation  and  distribution  of  free  literature  on  all  phases 
of  Sunday  school  organization  and  administration.  Every  request  for  this  litera- 
ture is  conscientiously  and  carefully  filled.  Every  effort  is  made  to  conserve  the 
literature  and  make  the  money  thus  invested  reach  as  far  as  possible.  New  leaflets 
being  issued  at  the  present  time  to  meet  the  demands  include  new  presentations  of : 
The  Standard  of  Excellence,  Sunday  School  Visitation,  Books  on  Sunday  School 
Administration,  and  other  matters. 

THE  MONTHLY  BULLETIN 

One  of  the  regular  activities  of  our  department  is  the  issuance  of  a monthly 
bulletin  which  is  sent  to  a specialized  list  of  workers  over  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  This  bulletin  carries  monthly  reports  on  the  number  of  schools  reach- 
ing the  Standard  of  Excellence,  the  number  of  Awards  issued  on  the  books  on  Sun- 
day school  administration,  the  matter  of  associational  Sunday  school  work,  and  the 
Librarian’s  Exchange.  It  has  become  a regular  and  very  useful  feature  of  our 
work.  It  also  carries  a suggested  program  for  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  district 
associational  Sunday  school  organization.  It  is  sent  to  some  1,200  individuals  free 
of  charge.  It  will  serve  an  increasing  purpose  in  connection  with  the  enlarging 
use  of  the  district  Sunday  school  association. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  RECORDS 

We  are  facing  a necessity  for  a new  and  thorough  study  of  the  whole  matter 
of  the  Six  Point  Record  System  as  it  is  operated  in  our  Southern  Baptist  Sunday 
schools.  Fundamentally,  this  Record  System  is  a pupil  program.  It  also  provides 
a record  that  furnishes  an  intelligent  basis  for  the  promotion  of  Sunday  school 
work  by  the  officers  and  teachers.  It  is  a part  of  the  regular  work  of  our  depart- 
ment to  study  and  perfect  this  Record  System  and  adjust  it  to  meet  the  changing 
needs  of  our  constituency. 

LIBRARIES 

The  department  continues  the  promotion  of  church  libraries,  with  an  active 
list  of  upward  of  200  church  libraries  that  are  operating  constantly.  During  the 
year,  a number  of  new  libraries  have  been  organized  under  the  direction  of  the 
Department  of  Sunday  School  Administration  field  workers  and  many  organized 
church  libraries  have  been  given  local  help.  Free  literature  is  kept  on  hand  and 
widely  distributed  for  the  promotion  of  this  phase  of  the  work.  It  is  remarkable 
how  distinct  are  the  favorable  reactions  of  our  people  generally  as  to  the  spiritual 
value  of  the  operation  of  a good  church  library.  This  phase  of  our  work  is  pro- 
moted in  all  of  our  southwide  meetings  and  is  increasingly  being  presented  in 
State  Sunday  School  Conferences,  Assemblies,  and  in  other  ways.  A library  page 
is  conducted  in  The  Sunday  School  Builder  and  in  other  ways  the  work  is  promot- 
ed. This  work  is  aiding  in  a fine  way  the  task  of  constantly  increasing  our  read- 
ing constituency. 

OUR  MISSIONARY  EMPHASIS 

All  of  the  work  of  the  department  is,  of  course,  missionary;  but  reference 
is  made  here  to  the  particular  leadership  that  is  offered  in  the  matter  of  making 
our  Sunday  schools  to  become  opportunities  for  the  presentation  of  the  whole 
denominational  enterprise.  Following  the  lead  of  the  head  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  this  department  provides  space  in 
every  issue  of  The  Sunday  School  Builder  for  the  promotion  of  the  causes  in- 
cluded in  the  Calendar  of  Denominational  Activities.  We  continue  to  major  on 
the  months  of  March  for  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  and  October  for  State 
Missions.  However,  every  phase  of  the  denominational  program  finds  material 
prepared  and  presented  for  the  use  of  our  Sunday  schools  in  giving  informa- 
tion and  in  securing  support  for  every  denominational  activity. 
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OFFICE  WORK  AND  PERSONNEL 

All  through  the  years  there  has  been  the  finest  fellowship  and  co-operation 
between  this  department  and  all  of  the  other  departments,  and  particularly  we 
are  grateful  for  the  personnel  of  the  Department  of  Sunday  School  Adminis- 
tration. In  addition  to  the  workers  listed  at  the  beginning  of  this  report,  the 
department  has  Miss  Emma  Noland  in  charge  of  the  office  and  associate  editor 
of  The  Sunday  School  Builder;  Miss  Leona  Lavender  in  charge  of  church  library 
work ; and  office  workers  of  great  excellence  in  the  persons  of  Miss  Sarah  Moore, 
Miss  Martha  Story,  and  Miss  Blair  Wilkinson.  We  all  rejoice  together  in  the 
opportunity  of  service  that  we  have  in  our  great  work  here  at  the  Sunday 
School  Board  and  pray  that  we  may  be  more  greatly  used  in  the  future. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  desire  to  express  ourselves  as  being  grateful  for  the 
fine  leadership  of  our  new  Executive  Secretary,  Dr.  T.  L.  Holcomb.  Having 
known  him  through  the  years,  we  welcomed  him  to  this  place  of  responsibility; 
and  we  rejoice  in  the  fellowship  he  gives  us  and  the  confidence  that  is  ours  in 
his  consecrated  ability.

The  staff  of  this  Department  is  unchanged  since  last  report,  which  comprises 
besides  its  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  V.  Washburn,  Associate  Secretary,  Miss  Verda  Von 
Hagen,  Extension  Department  Promotion,  Miss  Florida  Waite,  Office  Secretary 
and  Associate  Editor,  Mrs.  Martha  Wolfe  and  Miss  Althea  Smith,  Office  Assis- 
tants. All  of  these  workers  are  a unit  in  the  achievement  of  the  aims  and  objec- 
tives of  this  Department. 

OUR  NEW  BOOKS 

Happily  the  present  year  has  seen  the  completion  of  two  books  for  the  De- 
partment Section  of  the  Sunday  School  Workers’  Training  Course,  viz.,  The 
Adult  Department  of  the  Sunday  School , by  Phillips,  and  The  Young  People’s 
Department  of  the  Sunday  School,  by  Phillips.  The  last-named  book  is  now  in 
process  of  manufacture  and  should  be  available  by  the  meeting  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  The  Extension  Department  of  the  Sunday  School,  by  Watts, 
is  being  entirely  rewritten  and  should  be  ready  by  late  summer. 

As  is  understood,  there  are  to  be  companion  books  on  teaching  and  visita- 
tion ministry  in  addition  to  these  on  organization  and  administration  of  the 
work  of  these  departments.  The  new  book  on  teaching  adults  is  in  preparation. 
The  others  have  not  yet  reached  a definite  stage  either  as  to  authorship  or  prepa- 
ration. However,  with  the  first  three,  two  of  which  are  now  ready,  and  the  third 
soon  to  be  ready,  we  face  the  coming  year  with  hopeful  assurance. 


NEW  LEAFLETS 

During  the  year  we  have  added  three  important  leaflets  to  our  already  large 
number  dealing  with  every  phase  of  the  work  of  these  three  departments  oT  the 
Sunday  school  These  are  “The  Next  Step,”  by  J L.  Corzine,  Teaching  Meth- 
ods,” by  Miss  Caroline  D.  Henderson,  and  “Are  All  Your  Church  Members  m 
Sunday  School?”  Because  of  the  rewriting  of  our  department  books,  practically 
all  of  our  free  leaflets  must  be  revised  and  reproduced.  Our  free  promotional 
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literature  is  one  of  the  strongest  and  longest  arms  in  the  promotion  of  our 
work.

We  are  supplementing  Mr.  Van  Ness’  efforts  in  every 
way  possible.

The  Summer  Sunday  School  Conferences  at  Ridgecrest  the  past  two  summers 
(particularly  the  one  last  summer)  have  fully  justified  this  significant  summer 
gathering.  In  addition  to  our  own  forces  of  this  Department  we  were  very  ably 
assisted  in  this  conference  last  Summer  by  Drs.  Gaines  S.  Dobbins  and  James 

I.  Riddle.  The  attendance  was  practically  up  to  capacity  of  the  accommodations. 
Undoubtedly  had  it  not  been  for  a threatened  epidemic  in  western  North  Caro- 
lina our  attendance  would  have  overwhelmed  available  accommodations.  The 
response  to  the  program  of  the  conference  offered  by  this  Department  was  in 
every  way  gratifying.  The  demonstration  teaching  of  Doctor  Riddle  was  the 
real  feature  of  the  conference.  With  improved  economic  conditions  and  no  hin- 
drances the  1936  conference  should  surpass  all  former  meetings  of  this  nature 
at  Ridgecrest. 

FIVE-YEAR  PROGRAM  AND  GOALS 


Since  our  Board  has  adopted  the  idea  of  a five-year  objective  beginning  with 
1936  and  continuing  through  1941,  which  is  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  this 
Board,  this  Department  heartily  joins  forces  with  our  Executive  Secretary  and 
interested  departments  in  such  accomplishment.  In  harmony  with  such  impres- 
sive undertaking  this  Department  proposes  certain  objectives  which  it  believes 
are  consistently  obtainable  during  the  five-year  period. 

1.  Developing  to  the  point  of  Standard  recognition  one  thousand  each  of 
Young  People’s  and  Adult  Bible  classes;  one  hundred  each  of  Young  People’s, 
Adult,  and  Extension  departments. 

2.  Increasing  the  mailing  list  of  this  Department  to 

2,700  Young  People’s  superintendents 

14.000  Young  People’s  teachers 

2,500  Adult  superintendents 

16.000  Adult  teachers 

5,000  Extension  department  superintendents 

3.  An  “Enlist  Every  Church  Member  in  Sunday  School  Campaign’  m 2,000 
churches. 

4.  The  addition  to  our  Department  of  a worker  whose  assigned  field  will  be 


in  methods  of  teaching.  _ _ , , . , ,, 

5.  The  organization  of  every  association  with  a Young  Peoples  and  an  Adult 
and  an  Extension  department  leader  to  be  trained  in  a Co-operative  draining 

Clinic  in  each  state.  „ . . , . u 

6.  The  appointment  of  an  approved  worker  for  each  department  in  each 
state  and  an  annual  conference  for  the  training  of  these  workers. 

7.  Association-wide  conferences  in  each  of  the  906  associations. 

8.  That  effort  be  made  to  secure  an  attendance  of  at  least  five  hundred  work- 
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ers  in  these  departments  at  Ridgecrest  each  summer,  and  1,500  at  the  Biennial 
Sunday  School  Conferences. 

9.  A renewed  emphasis  on  the  solution  of  the  problems  in  the  one-room 
church  and  at  least  one  class  of  each  sex  both  for  young  people  and  adults  in 
every  school. 

10.  That  the  Extension  department  be  given  the  proper  position  in  the  school 
and  in  the  consciousness  of  the  workers,  with  recognition  of  the  visitor’s  impor- 
tance. Incorporate  into  the  plans  of  Enlargement  Campaigns  the  Extension  de- 
partment, first  by  the  use  of  a census  card  with  space  indicated  for  Extension 
department  prospects,  and  second  by  utilizing  the  week  following  the  campaign 
for  setting  up  or  enlarging  the  Extension  department,  conducting  a conference 
on  visiting  for  all  workers  of  the  school  and  directing  a follow-up  visitation. 

11.  Six  books  in  Group  VI  of  the  Training  Course  for  Sunday  School  Work- 
ers, one  for  each  department  on  organization  and  administration,  one  each  for 
the  young  people  and  adults  on  teaching,  and  one  for  the  Extension  department 
on  the  ministry  of  the  visitor.  New  sets  of  free  literature,  one  for  young  people 
and  another  entirely  different  for  adults. 

12.  Increasing  the  circulation  of  Sunday  School  Young  People  and  Adults  to 
50,000  per  month. 

ASSOCIATIONAL  ORGANIZATION 

This  department  has  heartily  entered  the  campaign  along  with  other  inter- 
ested departments  of  this  Board  and  State  Sunday  School  Departments,  to 
effect  the  organization  of  the  906  district  associations  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  for  Sunday  school  work.  We  accept  the  slogan  adopted  by  the  Sun- 
day School  Promotion  Departments — “The  District  Association  a Means  for  Pro- 
motion of  Sunday  School  and  Vacation  Bible  School  Work” — and  rejoice  in  the 
prospect  of  the  new  day  that  is  imminent  as  we  visualize  the  fulfilment  of  this 
great  program  of  Sunday  school  promotion.  It  means  906  workers  each,  or  a 
total  of  2,718  workers  for  the  three  departments  in  each  association,  and  that 
when  such  workers  have  been  secured  and  trained  there  is  made  available  for 
every  church  help  in  inaugurating  the  best  and  most  up-to-date  Sunday  school 
methods  to  be  found  in  the  world.  Such  an  organization  is  the  bright  hope  of 
this  Department  in  getting  to  all  of  our  churches  the  organization  of  these  three 
departments  where  practical,  the  organization  and  functioning  of  more  and  bet- 
ter Bible  classes  for  young  people  and  adults  and  the  taking  of  Bible  study 
through  the  Extension  department  of  those  who  cannot  attend  Sunday  school. 

Thus  far  statewide  meetings  looking  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  above  have 
been  held  in  Mississippi,  South  Carolina,  Illinois,  Georgia,  Arkansas,  North  Caro- 
lina, Maryland,  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Florida,  Texas  and  Oklahoma.  Such  meet- 
ings will  be  held  in  the  remaining  states  before  fall.  The  workers  of  this  De- 
partment are  participating  in  all  of  these  meetings  and  the  results  are  most 
hopeful  and  encouraging. 

EVERY  CHURCH  MEMBER  IN  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  CAMPAIGN 

Since  it  is  a fact  that  practically  92%  of  all  church  members  not  enrolled 
in  Sunday  school  are  young  people  and  adults,  this  Department  has  inaugurated 
a campaign  looking  to  the  enrolment  of  all  church  members  in  the  proper  de- 
partment of  their  Sunday  school.  The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Oklahoma  City 
was  among  the  first  to  undertake  such  campaign  and  has  registered  fine  results. 
Likewise,  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  and  the  First  Church 
of  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  are  conducting  similar  campaigns. 

The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Roswell,  New  Mexico,  is  the  first  of  any  of  the 
larger  churches  to  actually  enrol  every  resident  member  in  Sunday  school. 
Several  smaller  churches  have  completed  the  campaign,  enrolling  every 
resident  member.  The  result  has  been  additional  classes  to  care  for 
the  increased  enrolment.  Special  literature  carrying  instructions  on  how 
to  undertake  this  campaign  has  been  prepared  for  free  distribution.  When 
we  face  the  fact  that  62%,  or  nearly  two  and  a half  million  church  members 
are  not  enrolled  in  our  Sunday  schools  the  five-year  goal  of  500,000  increase  in 
enrolment  in  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  schools  seems  small.  If  this  campaign 
can  really  get  underway  in  a considerable  number  of  our  churches  it  would 
be  possible  to  attain  our  goal  in  one  year’s  time. 

FIELD  PROGRAM 

With  details  of  office  duties,  editorial  work  and  supervision  and  production  of 
literature,  the  workers  of  this  Department  cannot  hope  to  give  much  more  than 
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half  of  their  available  time  to  field  promotion.  It  is  our  desire  that  such  time 
be  used  for  the  attainment  of  the  most  productive  results.  Since  the  secretaries 
of  the  six  Sunday  school  promotional  departments  of  this  Board  have  formed 
a committee  on  Sunday  school  promotion  and  asked  Mr.  J.  N.  Barnette  of  the 
Department  of  Sunday  School  Administration  to  serve  as  chairman  this  De- 
partment is  heartily  co-operating  with  such  committee  and  its  capable  chairman 
and  leader.  This  Department  plans,  therefore,  to  adjust  its  field  work,  with  a 
few  necessary  exceptions,  in  harmony  with  the  committee’s  plans.  Our  workers 
pla,n  to  give  their  time  to  engagements  of  citywide,  association,  district  and  state- 
wide  nature  where  their  services  and  efforts  will  be  effective  with  the  greatest 
number  of  churches  and  workers.  Such  plan  looks  to  the  more  extensive  use  of 
approved  state  and  associational  workers  for  engagements  of  local  nature.

In  submitting  the  twelfth  annual  report  of  this  Department,  we  wish  to  ac- 
knowledge our  gratitude  to  God  for  his  manifold  blessings  and  for  the  privilege 
of  laboring  at  this  task. 

SPIRITUAL  VALUES 

We  are  conscious  that  records  often  fail  to  reveal  some  of  the  most  worth- 
while progress.  Since  this  Department  has  continually  placed  primary  empha- 
sis upon  meeting  the  spiritual  needs  of  Intermediates,  it  is  encouraging  to  note 
a decided  growth  in  the  spiritual  strength  and  leadership  efficiency  of  workers 
with  Intermediates. 


OFFICE  WORK 

The  Intermediate  Counselor — This  quarterly  has  grown  considerably  in  popu- 
larity because  it  is  both  attractive  and  practical.  It  is  the  only  periodical  pub- 
lished by  the  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  for  Sunday  school  leaders 
of  Intermediates. 

It  is  a quarterly  magazine  containing  practical  helps  for  all  who  work  with 
Intermediates  in  the  Sunday  school:  pastors,  general  superintendents,  teachers, 
department  officers,  and  parents  of  Intermediates. 

Pamphlets — In  order  to  help  Intermediate  class  offiers,  this  Department  has 
provided  five  new  pamphlets:  “The  Intermediate  Class  President”;  “The  Inter- 
mediate Class  Vice-President”;  “The  Intermediate  Class  Secretary”;  “The  Inter- 
mediate Class  Chairman  of  Stewardship  and  Missions”;  “The  Intermediate  Class 
Chairman  of  Activities.” 

Contributions — This  Department  contributes  a page  regularly  for  The  Sun- 
day School  Builder  and  for  The  Teacher . 

The  Intermediate  News — This  is  a report  of  work  done  by  approved  state 
Intermediate  workers  and  associational  Intermediate  superintendents.  Much  of 
the  material  is  compiled  by  Mrs.  L.  L.  Chastain  from  reports  sent  in  by  these 
workers,  and  it  is  cleverly  illustrated  with  “little  jetts”  by  Miss  Clara  Mae 
Macke.  A copy  of  The  News  is  sent  to  all  state  Sunday  school  secretaries,  ap- 
proved Intermediate  workers,  and  associational  Intermediate  superintendents. 

Secretaries — In  addition  to  her  secretarial  work,  Miss  Clara  Mae  Macke  is 
assistant  editor  of  The  Intermediate  Counselor,  all  pamphlets  and  contributed 
pages  to  other  periodicals,  artist  for  “little  jetts,”  posters,  miscellaneous  draw- 
ings; and  handles  the  routine  of  recognizing  and  recording  Standard  classes  and 
departments.  Mrs.  L.  L.  Chastain  registers  all  classes  and  departments,  works 
up  the  Department  monthly  report  of  same,  handles  all  orders,  records  all  ap- 
proved workers’  reports,  does  the  bulk  of  correspondence,  including  all  form 
letters,  and  handles  the  associational  follow-up  work.

As  we  make  the  sixteenth  annual  report  of  the  Elementary  Department,  we 
are  mindful  that  during  these  months  we  have  been  building  on  a foundation 
made  strong  and  true  by  Miss  Lilian  S.  Forbes,  who  retired  as  Elementary  Secre- 
tary April  1,  1935. 

Coming  to  the  Sunday  School  Board  when  the  Elementary  Department  was 
only  a name,  Miss  Forbes  labored  for  sixteen  years  with  vision,  courage  and 
conviction  in  organizing  and  promoting  Cradle  Roil,  Beginner,  Primary  and  Junior 
work.

THE  ELEMENTARY  MESSENGER 

On  January  1,  1936,  The  Elementary  Messenger  was  sixteen  years  old.  From 
the  beginning  it  has  been  a regular  visitor  in  the  homes  of  thousands  of  workers 
each  quarter.  It  has  carried  seasonal  suggestions  and  practical  help  to  countless 
workers  whom  we  could  not  have  reached  in  other  ways. 

It  is  prepared  by  the  workers  in  the  Elementary  Department,  assisted  by 
friends  over  the  Southland  who  make  contributions  to  its  pages  free  of  charge. 
Because  it  is  a gift  from  the  Sunday  School  Board,  it  has  been  necessary  to  limit 
the  circulation  to  superintendents  of  Cradle  Roll,  Beginner,  Primary  and  Junior 
departments,  to  presidents  of  Child  Study  Clubs,  and  to  one  worker  with  children 
in  a non-department  school.  In  keeping  with  the  new  Sunday  School  Promotional 
Plans  the  ministry  of  this  magazine  has  been  extended.  It  is  now  being  sent  to 
one  worker  in  each  of  the  Elementary  age  groups  in  a non-department  Sunday 
school,  and  to  Elementary  Associational  Superintendents.  The  circulation  has 
increased  from  5,500  to  9,000  this  year.

The  year  1935  was  outstanding-  in  Baptist  Training  Union  work.  During  the 
year  we  celebrated  the  Fortieth  Anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  B.Y.P.U. 
Auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  also  mapped  out  a great  pro- 
gram of  expansion  and  development  for  the  next  five  years.

3.  To  present  God’s  challenge  to  our  young  Christians  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  new  day  with  a complete  dedication  of  their  lives  to  the  Master  in  any 
life  calling  into  which  he  might  direct  them,  and  to  be  ready  at  all  times  to 
respond  to  his  call  to  preach  the  gospel  at  home  or  in  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth,  or  to  enter  any  other  field  of  Christian  service  as  a vocation. 

4.  To  fortify  our  people  with  the  truth  and  equip  them  better  through  Chris- 
tian training  to  meet  the  issues — social,  economic,  political  and  religious — of  the 
complex  age  in  which  we  live.

The  Baptist  Training  Union  Department  occupies  a 
significant  place  in  this  program  of  expansion  and  development.  Mr.  W.  A. 
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Harrell,  associate  in  the  Department,  is  leading  in  the  state  conferences  for  the 
development  of  The  Associational  Baptist  Training  Union  as  a major  means  for 
promoting  our  work.  Statewide  conferences  for  training  associational  officers,

Tennessee,  New  Mexico,  Kentucky,  Oklahoma,  Louisiana,  Arizona,  Florida,  South 
Carolina,  Georgia,  Mississippi,  and  Arkansas. 

The  results  of  these  conferences  have  been  most  gratifying.  A total  of  317 
associations  have  been  represented  in  these  meetings  and  a grand  total  of  4,132 
people  have  attended  the  meetings. 

Through  these  associational  organizations  we  expect  to  develop  a corps  of 
volunteer  workers  in  each  association  who  will  be  a mighty  force  to  help  us 
reach  every  Baptist  church  in  the  South  with  a great  Baptist  Training  Union 
program.  Conferences  are  also  planned  for  the  other  states  and  will  be  held 
at  different  times  throughout  this  year.  Mr.  Harrell,  in  co-operation  with  the 
state  departments,  has  led  in  these  meetings  in  a highly  satisfactory  manner.

STUDY  COURSE  AWARDS  NOW  ISSUED  FROM  OUR  OFFICE 

On  October  10,  1935,  we  began  to  issue  all  study  course  awards  from  our 
office  in  Nashville.  Mr.  Emmett  Golden,  our  new  office  secretary,  is  supervising 
this  work  in  a most  efficient  manner.  Miss  Cecile  Smith  handles  the  awards  and 
is  rendering  invaluable  service  in  this  department.  By  issuing  the  awards  from 
our  office  in  Nashville,  we  are  able  to  maintain  the  same  standards  for  study 
course  work  throughout  the  territory  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  It 
also  enables  us  to  keep  up-to-date  accurate  statistics  for  the  promotion  of  this 
work. 

PROGRESS  IN  1935 

1.  Organization — Statistics,  compiled  by  Dr.  E.  P.  Alldredge,  show  that  7,884 
churches  now  have  the  Training  Union  set-up,  with  at  least  a director,  a gain  of 
975  in  the  year.  The  Baptist  Training  Union  unit  organizations  (B.Y.P.U/s  and 
B.A.U.’s)  now  number  33,276,  an  apparent  loss  of  588 — in  fact,  due  to  incomplete 
reporting.  The  total  enrolment  shows  669,230 ; a gain  of  only  19,457 — due  to  the 
same  incomplete  reporting.

DEPARTMENT  OF  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOLS 

HOMER  L.  GRICE,  Secrecrtry 

This  is  the  Twelfth  annual  report  of  the  Vacation  Bible  School  Department. 
We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  preparation  for  the  1936  Vacation  Bible  schools, 
and  the  prospects  are  bright  indeed  for  another  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  schools.  In  1934,  there  was  an  enrolment  of  100,902  in  753  schools.  In  1935, 
the  enrolment  was  140,878  in  1,044  schools,  a growth  of  291  schools  or  38.7  per 
cent.  It  is  probable  that  a similar  growth  will  occur  in  1936  over  1935. 

The  New  Relationships— The  recommendation  of  the  Board  to  the  churches 
that  they  make  the  Vacation  Bible  school  a division  of  the  Sunday  school  has 
been  heartily  received  and  accepted  by  many  churches.  The  general  superin- 
tendents and  the  Beginner,  Primary,  Junior,  and  Intermediate  department  super- 
intendents of  many  Sunday  schools  are  leading  the  Sunday  school  to  have  a 
Vacation  Bible  school  each  summer  as  a regular  phase  of  its  work,  and  to 
secure  and  train  the  faculty  members  and  provide  for  the  costs  of  the  school. 
Just  as  they  do  for  the  work  of  the  Sunday  school  on  Sunday.  In  other  words, 
they  see  clearly  that  it  is  indeed  the  projection  of  four  departments  of  the 
Sunday  school  into  the  weekday  soon  after  the  close  of  the  public  school  for  three 
hours  a day,  five  days  a week  for  as  many  weeks  as  possible  in  order  to  find 
more  time  and  additional  effective  methods  for  giving  still  further  teaching  and 
guidance  primarily  to  the  same  pupils  that  are  taught  on  Sunday,  and,  as  far 
as  is  possible,  with  the  same  teachers. 

The  Administration,  Elementary,  and  Intermediate  Departments  of  the  Board 
have  now  had  time  to  make  explanations  about  this  new  relationship  in  their 
study  course  books  and  promotional  literature;  and  on  the  field  they  are  stress- 
ing the  fact  that  the  Vacation  Bible  school  is  a part  of  the  Sunday  school  work. 
As  a result,  our  people  are  now  having  their  minds  and  interests  directed  towards 
the  Vacation  school  in  more  ways  and  more  continually  than  heretofore,  and 
this  is  already  bearing  fruit  in  the  increase  in  the  number  of  the  schools.  The 
results  of  this  new  relationship  will  be  more  evident  with  each  passing  year. 

This  new  relationship  is  also  making  it  possible  for  the  State  Sunday  school 
secretaries  to  promote  the  Vacation  Bible  school  more  effectively.  Gradually 
they  are  leading  all  of  their  field  workers  to  see  that  the  Vacation  Bible  school 
is  not  an  extra  nor  an  optional,  but  an  integral  and  vital  phase  of  the  educa- 
tional work  of  the  churches.  The  Department  wishes  to  pay  tribute  to  their 
zeal  and  efficiency  in  getting  the  V.B.S.  before  their  people  under  many  handi- 
caps. They  are  steadily  improving  their  promotional  methods  and  getting  better 
results  because  of  their  growing  experience. 

Asscciational  Promotion — The  Department  rejoices  over  the  many  blessings 
that  will  accrue  to  the  Vacation  Bible  schools  from  the  Board’s  emphasis  on 
promoting  the  Sunday  school  and  the  Baptist  Training  Union  with  the  associa- 
tion as  the  promotional  unit.  As  rapidly  as  possible,  some  one  with  V.B.S. 
experience  and  conviction  is  being  selected  as  a V.B.S.  department  superintendent 
in  each  association.  A pamphlet,  “The  V.B.S.  Associational  Department  Super- 
intendent,” has  been  prepared  for  their  use.  It  is  also  being  used  in  the  con- 
ference work  with  these  leaders  in  the  State  Associational  Meetings  being 
conducted  by  the  Board  this  spring.  One  can  easily  visualize  a rapid  growth 
in  the  number  and  the  effectiveness  of  Vacation  Bible  schools  when  he  sees 
a trained  and  enthusiastic  group  of  associational  workers  co-operating  with  the 
State  secretaries  and  the  state  approved  V.B.S.  field  workers.  In  reality,  each 
of  these  workers  is  a volunteer  V.B.S.  field  worker  in  his  association. 

Reduced  Prices  of  Textbooks- — Effective  March  1,  1936,  the  price  of  the 
department  textbooks  (used  by  teachers  only)  was  reduced  from  $1.50  to  $1.00. 
This  reduction  was  made  possible  on  account  of  several  reasons.  One  was  by 
classifying  these  books  as  Sunday  school  literature  and  selling  them  directly 
to  the  churches  from  Nashville  instead  of  through  the  book  stores.  It  will  take 
some  churches  a little  longer  to  get  the  books  from  Nashville,  but  they  will  all 
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doubtless  be  willing  to  allow  for  the  extra  time  necessary  in  order  to  profit 
from  the  lower  price.  The  book  stores  will  take  and  receive  orders  for  these 
books,  but  will  forward  them  to  Nashville  to  be  filled. 

1 he  books  are  now  sold  at  one-half  of  the  original  price.  The  heavy  costs 
of  production  were  partially  cared  for  in  the  first  and  second  editions.  Increased 
more  nf  th  hpP!n  to  make  *he,  ^ reduction  possible.

The  Baptist  Student  Union— The  thousands  of  Baptist  students  in  denomi- 
national and  state  colleges  and  universities  find  it  difficult  to  secure  employment 
these  days  during  their  three-months’  vacation.  Increasing  numbers  of  these 
hne  young  men  and  women  are  studying  The  V.B.S.  Guide  in  special  groups 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Baptist  Student  Union  and  offering  themselves  to 
their  own  and  other  churches  as  teachers  and  officers  in  the  Vacation  Bible  school. 
Hundreds  of  these  students  will  be  teaching  in  the  V.B.S.  this  summer  because 
ot  the  emphasis  the  Department  of  Student  Work  is  giving  to  the  V.B.S.  in 
co-operation  with  the  State  Sunday  school  and  Baptist  Training  Union  secre- 
taries of  the  several  states. 

Field  Work— The  Department  Secretary  is  the  only  field  worker  of  the 
Department.  His  schedule  for  January- August,  1936,  calls  for  about  one  hun- 
dred days  on  the  field.  He  could  give  twice  that  much  time  and  not  meet  the 
opportunities  presented  to  him.  It  is  encouraging  to  have  so  many  requests 
made  for  his  time  on  the  field.  These  requests  are  being  met  in  part  by  the  use 
of  pastors  and  educational  directors  throughout  our  territory — men  who,  having 
learned  how  to  do  V.B.S.  work  in  their  own  churches,  have  become  profoundly 
convinced  of  its  importance  and  value,  and  are  willing  to  go  out  as  they  have 
time  in  the  spirit  of  real  missionaries  to  serve  the  spiritual  needs  of  our  boys 
and  girls.  God  bless  them  one  and  all  for  their  unselfish  spirit  of  service  in 
this  field  of  labor. 


New  Literature — There  is  an  insistent  and  growing  demand  for  a rewriting 
of  The  V.B.S.  Guide  and  the  issuing  of  a new  set  of  thirteen  textbooks  for  the 
teachers.  Three  of  the  present  series  of  twelve  textbooks  were  first  used  in  the 
spring  of  1925,  and  The  Guide  made  its  appearance  in  the  spring  of  1926.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Department  is  also  editor  of  the  textbooks.  He  pledges  the 
denomination  his  best  efforts  to  have  these  new  books  ready  as  soon  as  possible. 
We  have  learned  much  by  experience  in  these  eleven  years,  and  should  therefore 
be  able  to  make  our  next  books  even  more  useful  and  worth  while  than  the 
present  series  has  been. 


New  Report  Blank — Year  after  year  Southern  Baptists  have  had  more  accu- 
rate and  complete,  reports  of  their  V.B.S.  work  than  any  major  denomination. 
Pastors  and  principles  have  co-operated  in  an  unusually  fine  way  in  filling  out 
and  sending  in  their  final  reports.  Thereby,  it  has  been  possible  to  take  much 
of  the  guess  work  out  of  what  the  V.B.S.  has  been  doing.  The  new  report  blanks, 
more  comprehensive  and  yet  more  simple  and  with  better  directions  for  filling 
them  out  than  the  old  blanks,  should  help  us  to  get  still  more  complete  and 
accurate  information  about  our  Vacation  schools.  The  blank  is  now  a part  of 
the  package  of  free  promotional  literature.  As  a result,  workers  can  know 
in  advance  what  information  is  desired,  and  keep  the  necessary  records  to  give  it. 

Looking  Ahead — The  Department  rejoices  in  the  new  promotional  program 
launched  this  year  by  the  Executive  Secretary,  and  pledges  him  and  the  Board 
full  co-operation.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the  Board  rounds  out  its  fiftieth  year 
in  1940,  there  will  be  at  least  4,000  Vacation  schools  with  an  enrolment  of  500,000. 
The  prospects  are  bright  for  this  goal  to  be  achieved;  but  it  is  far  short  of  the 
10,000  schools  and  an  enrolment  of  1,250,000  that  Southern  Baptists  can  have 
any  year  they  make  up  their  minds  to  have  them. 

Statistical  Summary — Each  year  the  Department  has  prepared  in  detail  a 
statistical  summary  from  the  reports  sent  in.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  prepare 
this  summary  in  the  usual  manner  this  spring  because  of  the  absence  of  the 
office  secretary  from  the  office  from  January  13  till  April  1 because  of  injuries 
sustained  in  an  automobile  accident  when  on  her  way  to  work  December  20. 
She  has  done  all  of  the  detailed  work  on  the  reports  each  year,  and  most  of  it 
without  supervision  from  the  Secretary.  It  was  not  possible  for  a substitute 
office  secretary  to  do  this  work.  The  following  statistical  material  gives  in  a 
concise  form  the  most  valuable  information  contained  in  the  reports  from 
the  schools.

The  Department  of  Student  Work  of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  is 
happy  to  report  for  the  past  year  both  a lengthening  of  cords  and  strengthening 
of  stakes.  In  a number  of  specific  phases  of  the  work  new  areas  of  activity  have 
been  entered,  while  in  the  meantime,  the  progress  formerly  made  has  been  depend- 
ably sustained.  For  both  the  extending  of  cords  and  strengthening  of  stakes  the 
department  is  grateful  to  God  for  his  obvious  favor. 

During  the  past  year  attendance  upon  colleges  and  universities  in  America 
has  been  slightly  increased.  Statisticians  estimate  the  total  number  of  college 
students  in  America  at  1,200,000.  While  the  attendance  of  Baptist  students  in 
the  South  has  been  proportionately  increased,  it  is  conservative  to  leave  the  esti- 
mate of  Baptist  students  at  100,000  as  given  last  year.  Through  the  activity  of 
the  Baptist  Student  Union  movement,  as  promoted  by  Southern  Baptists,  it  is 
safe  to  estimate  that  of  the  100,000  students  some  60,000  have  been  touched,  if  not 
influenced,  by  the  work  of  the  B.S  .U.  This  is  an  appreciable  increase  over  the 
former  year.  This  inrease  is  due  to  new  areas  which  we  have  penetrated,  espe- 
cially on  campuses  of  privately  endowed  schools  and  schools  of  other  denomina- 
tions. For  this  progress  we  are  grateful.  We  are  approaching  the  maximum  of 
Baptist  and  tax  supported  campuses  upon  which  B.S.U.  activity  is  a possibility. 
Where  there  is  not  a definite  organization  according  to  the  technique  of  the  B.S.U. , 
these  campuses  are  reached  by  literature  sent  out  from  the  department  head- 
quarters and  by  representation  from  such  campuses  at  gatherings  of  Baptist 
students,  both  state  and  Southwide. 

Grateful  appreciation  is  expressed  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  service  through- 
out the  year  of  Mr.  William  Hall  Preston  and  Miss  Sibyl  Brame.  They  have  trav- 
eled from  one  border  of  the  territory  to  the  other.  They  have  not  failed  to  go 
when  the  calls  have  come.  Their  comfort  or  convenience  has  not  been  consulted 
as  they  have  gone  from  campus  to  campus  and  from  state  to  state  witnessing 
for  Christ  and  proclaiming  the  cause  of  the  college  students  whom  they  have  lov- 
ingly served.  In  the  office  Miss  Nelle  Arnold  has  served  faithfully  throughout  the 
year.  Miss  Marjorie  Moore  came  within  the  year  and  has  served  most  efficiently. 

Within  the  work  of  the  department  there  has  been  proof  of  the  effectiveness  in 
student  work  of  magnifying  the  local  church  in  the  college  community  as  the  unit 
of  activity  for  the  student.  The  past  year  has  seen  a marked  increase  of  students 
taking  their  church  letters  from  the  home  church  and  joining  the  church  in  the 
college  community.  A report  from  one  center  stated  that  four  hundred  students 
had  joined  the  local  church.  This  emphasis  we  consider  of  pre-eminent  importance 
and  it  is  stressed  unerringly. 

Throughout  the  year  in  and  through  every  activity  of  the  B.S.U.  the  spiritual 
emphasis  has  been  magnified.  Technique  and  methods  have  been  provided,  but  they 
have  been  provided  as  a means  to  an  end.  That  desired  end  has  been  one  of 
increased  spiritual  power  in  the  life  of  the  individual  student. 

The  Master’s  Minority  Movement  has  been  widespread.  On  campuses 
throughout  the  South  small  groups  of  students,  without  the  necessity  of  even 
the  semblance  of  an  organization,  have  met  recurrently  and  regularly  and  sys- 
tematically for  prayer,  intercession,  and  sharing  of  Christian  experiences.  The 
prayer-mate  movement,  as  a part  of  the  Master’s  Minority  Movement,  has  been 
extended  to  the  borders  of  our  territory.  Literally  thousands  of  students  meet 
each  day  in  twos,  as  prayer-mates,  for  a more  intimate  sharing  and  interces- 
sion. The  prayer-mate  movement  is  based  upon  Matt.  18:  19. 

OUR  SUSTAINED  PLATFORM 

No  report  of  the  B.S.U.  work  would  be  adequate  without  first  a pause  to  re- 
call the  three  fundamental  principles  upon  which  the  work  from  its  inception 
has  been  built.  During  the  past  year  these^  principles  have  been  conscientiously 
preserved  and  enthusiastically  stressed.  First,  the  students  themselves  are  vi- 
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tally  a part  of  the  movement.  Their  personalities,  their  ideas,  their  wishes,  as 
well  as  their  needs  have  been  taken  into  every  plan  and  every  promotion.  To 
keep  them  in  the  movement  they  are  made  a part  of  the  movement.  The  move- 
ment is  not  one  of  adult  superiority  but  of  cordial  co-operation  between  the  stu- 
dents themselves  and  adult  leaders.  Second,  there  has  been  no  sacrifice  in  the 
quality  of  what  is  offered  to  the  students.  They  have  been  given  the  best,  and  in 
turn  the  best  of  them  give  their  best  to  the  work.  This  reference  to  quality  includes 
the  literature  afforded  them,  the  program  offered  them,  and  the  speakers  who 
are  invited  to  address  them  as  well  as  other  elements  considered  on  their  behalf. 
It  is  preferable  to  give  them  less  in  order  to  give  them  the  best.  Third  to  be 
uncompromising  in  holding  up  to  them  the  eternal  verities  of  the  Christian  faith. 
Such  eternal  verities  include  the  Bible  as  God’s  Word,  the  church  as  Christ’s 
means  and  method  of  reaching  the  world,  the  Sabbath  as  holy  unto  the  Lord, 
salvation  through  the  vicarious  death  of  Christ,  and  Christian  development 
through  the  power  of  the  indwelling  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

WORK  IN  THE  ORIENT 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  C.  E.  Maddry,  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Student  Work  is  spending  three  months — 
April,  May,  and  June,  1936 — in  the  Orient.  The  object  of  this  work  is  to  study 
with  the  Baptist  youth  and  youth  leaders  in  the  Orient  the  principles  upon  which 
Baptist  young  people’s  work  both  there  and  here  has  been  promoted.  Along  with 
these  principles  will  be  studied  such  techniques  as  may  be  mutually  helpful.  This 
work  is  not  alone  in  the  interest  of  B.S.U.  activity.  It  is  in  the  interest  of  all 
phases  of  young  people’s  work  in  the  churches  and  in  the  schools  and  colleges. 
While  it  is  too  early  to  anticipate  results,  this  extending  of  the  cords  to  inter- 
national contacts  holds  within  it  possibilities  of  greater  world  co-operation  and 
activity  of  Baptist  young  people.  The  result  of  the  work  should  prove  of  great 
help  to  the  various  phases  of  young  people’s  work  among  Southern  Baptists  in 
the  homeland. 

FIVE-YEAR  PROGRAM 

In  co-operation  with  the  five-year  program  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  as 
inspired  and  led  by  Secretary  T.  L.  Holcomb,  the  Student  Department  blends 
its  full  power  in  hearty  co-operation.  To  the  state  meetings  of  the  spring  and 
summer  a representative  of  the  Student  Department  is  going.  Into  every  phase 
of  the  advancement  of  this  movement  the  Student  Department  is  prostrating 
itself  to  make  its  greatest  possible  contribution.  The  success  of  the  five-year  pro- 
gram depends  upon  a working  force.  The  thousands  of  college  students  need 
activity.  The  five-year  program  is  a blessing  to  the  Student  Department.  The 
Student  Department  hopes  to  prove  a help  to  the  five-year  program.  Every  pos- 
sible effort  will  be  made  to  assist  the  various  interests  in  their  respective  promo- 
tional efforts. 

IN  BAPTIST  COLLEGES 

An  encouraging  forward  step  in  B.S.U.  activity  within  the  past  year  was  the 
organization  within  some  Baptist  schools  of  “The  Department  of  Student  Reli- 
gious Activity  of  University.”  The  B.S.U.  secretary  when  employed 

serves  as  “Head  of  the  Department.”  In  the  smaller  schools  where  a full  time 
secretary  is  not  feasible  some  one  else  is  designated  to  serve  in  the  capacity  of 
counselor  or  director  of  this  department.  This  new  set-up  of  the  student  religious 
work  in  our  Baptist  schools  has  done  much  to  stimulate,  to  magnify,  and  to  dig- 
nify the  work  of  the  B.S.U.  Where  student  secretaries  are  employed  on  a local 
campus  a better  approach  to  the  student’s  spiritual  life  is  realized. 

STUDENT  RETREAT  AT  RIDGECREST 

The  annual  gathering  of  Baptist  students  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Assembly 
Grounds  at  Ridgecrest  has  for  years  maintained  to  a remarkable  degree  a spirit- 
ual impact  upon  the  work  throughout  the  South.  In  this  respect  the  1935  session 
of  the  Retreat  was  exceptional.  The  results  of  that  meeting  have  been  felt  on  the 
campuses  throughout  the  South.  The  ideals  and  aims  set  there  have  afforded 
sustained  inspiration  and  throughout  the  South  there  has  been  an  extension  of 
the  work  to  campuses  otherwise  unreached  and  a deepening  of  the  spiritual  empha- 
sis on  the  campuses  on  which  we  had  formerly  worked. 
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Although  the  attendance  was  restricted  in  all  states  east  of  the  River  in  an 
effort  to  hold  the  total  number  to  within  1,000  which  is  the  capacity  of  the  grounds 
the  total  attendance,  first  and  last,  ran  to  1,110.  An  interesting  study  of  the 
attendance  by  states  reveals  the  gratifying  fact  that  the  interest  and  progress 
of  the  B.S.U.  centers  not  in  certain  states  but  is  found  in  all  states  of  the 
South.  From  Maryland  to  Arizona  our  work  has  found  its  way  and  is  built 
upon  a foundation  for  permanent  activity.

Looking  forward  to  the  1936  meeting  a similar  limitation  has  been  placed 
upon  the  states  in  the  East  and  we  are  prayerfully  anticipating  a similar  inter- 
est and  similar  spiritual  victories.  The  dates  are  June  10-18,  1936.  Commanding 
speakers  and  teachers  have  been  secured. 

VOLUNTARY  SUMMER  ACTIVITIES 

Probably  no  phase  of  B.S.U.  progress  throughout  the  past  year  has  been 
more  marked,  more  gratifying,  and  more  prophetic  than  was  the  voluntary  work 
of  the  Baptist  students  during  the  months  of  the  summer  of  1935.  Along  with 
this  special  voluntary  work  in  the  churches  we  mention  also  the  sustained  ac- 
tivity of  the  B.S.U.  through  the  summer  term  of  the  schools.  B.S.U  organiza- 
tions were  set  up  and  the  work  promoted  on  the  campuses  of  Baptist,  tax  sup- 
ported, and  privately  endowed  schools  in  all  states  of  the  South.  This  oppor- 
tunity in  the  summer  school  sessions  is  an  important  one.  On  the  campuses  of 
many  tax  supported  schools  there  are  thousands  of  Baptist  young  people  who 
through  the  scholastic  year  teach  in  the  grade  and  high  schools.  These  teachers 
who  are  touched  by  the  summer  work  of  the  B.S.U.  take  back  to  the  prospective 
college  students  definite  information  and  inspiration  regarding  the  program  of 
student  religious  activity  which  is  awaiting  them  at  college. 

Another  phase  of  B.S.U.  work  in  the  summer  is  that  of  Baptist  Assemblies, 
State  Encampments,  Southwide  Conferences,  and  general  denominational  meet- 
ings. The  B.S.U.  interest  is  advanced  in  every  such  meeting  which  proves  a pos- 
sibility. 

In  the  Churches.  During  the  past  summer  a great  host  of  voluntary  student 
workers  visited  churches  throughout  the  South  in  the  interest  of  the  various 
phases  of  Baptist  work.  This  activity  included  teaching  method  classes  in  Sun- 
day school,  Y.W.A.,  B.T.U.,  and  missionary  study.  In  some  states  ministerial 
students  spent  the  entire  summer  going  voluntarily  from  church  to  church  pro- 
moting youth  revivals.  From  the  pastors  of  some  of  these  churches  came  re- 
ports in  superlative  terms.  Formerly  State  Mission  Boards  employed  Seminary 
students  and  other  workers,  on  salary,  through  the  summer  months.  This  now 
has  been  made  unnecessary  by  a mighty  army  of  voluntary  workers  happily 
going  in  the  name  of  the  Master  for  such  work  in  the  churches  in  their  associa- 
tion and  state.  Reports  of  the  evangelistic  meetings  are  especially  encouraging. 
The  future  possibilities  of  this  voluntary  work  defy  analysis.  Many  of  the  great- 
est revivals  of  the  world’s  history  have  been  instituted  by  college  students. 
Southern  Baptists  are  blessed  with  as  gifted  and  able  a group  of  college  students 
as  the  world  has  ever  known.  We  pray  that  the  Lord  may  use  them  from  year 
to  year  in  the  extension  of  this  meaningful  work. 

SEVENTEEN  STATE  CONVENTIONS 

In  October  and  November  1935,  seventeen  state  conventions  were  held.  No 
state  failed  to  hold  its  state  convention.  The  key-note  of  each  of  the  seventeen 
meetings  was  “Sharing  Christ  With  a Waiting  World.”  The  grand  total  of  at- 
tendance upon  these  meetings  was  approximately  3,000.  This  total  does  not 
include  all  students,  or  others,  of  the  local  campuses  where  the  conventions  were 
held,  but  only  so  many  of  them  as  equal  the  largest  delegation  that  came  from 
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some  other  school.  These  conventions  proved  a decided  progress  in  the  B.S.U. 
work  of  all  the  states. 


STATE  B.S.U.  PRESIDENTS 

In  each  state  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  territory  there  is  main- 
tained a state  B.S.U.  organization.  The  presidents  of  these  state  organizations 
invest  much  time,  energy,  and  prayer  in  the  promotion  of  the  work.  They  rep- 
resent the  very  highest  type  of  students  of  the  state.  Being  students  of  ability, 
they  are  busy  students.  Their  noble  and  heroic  sacrifice  in  this  voluntary  capacity 
in  connection  with  their  heavy  scholastic  schedules  proves  their  interest  and 
faithfulness  and  their  genuine  conviction  regarding  B.S.U.  work.  The  names  of 
these  presidents  appear  herewith.

CORPS  OF  STUDENT  SECRETARIES 

Another  indication  of  lengthened  cords  and  strengthened  stakes  in  B.S.U. 
activity  is  the  increased  number  of  full-time  workers  who  have  been  employed. 
The  flood-tide  of  holy  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  student  demands  leadership. 
The  highest  development  of  the  maximum  capacity  of  individual  students  on  the 
campuses  demands  specialized  leadership.  The  B.S.U.  movement  as  a whole  goes 
forward  in  proportion  to  the  leadership  provided  for  it.  Given  below  are  the 
names  of  the  student  secretaries  who  give  their  full  time  to  B.S.U.  work,  and 
also  the  part-time  student  workers  who  devote  a portion  of  their  time,  but  not 
full  time,  in  promoting  the  same  task.

THE  BAPTIST  STUDENT  MAGAZINE 


One  activity  designated  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  the  student 
work  of  the  South  was  that  it  maintain  a monthly  student  religious  magazine. 
The  fourteenth  volume  has  enjoyed  increased  popularity  and  widened  circulation. 
This  is  another  indication  of  lengthened  cords  and  strengthened  stakes  of  the 
B.S.U.  The  magazine  goes  to  all  campuses  in  the  South  and  upon  most  of  the 
campuses  we  have  secured  paid  subscriptions.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Sun- 
day School  Board  the  magazine  is  sent  to  missionaries  throughout  the  world. 
It  is  rendering  an  international  service.  Its  main  function,  however,  is  on  the 
campuses  of  the  South. 

The  magazine  carries  to  the  rooms  of  the  students  messages  of  denominational 
progress,  of  world  outlook,  inter-campus  activity,  of  Christian  scholastic  ideals, 
and  of  world  missions.  It  combines  quite  attractively  and  successfully  the  inspi- 
rational and  pragmatic  features,  both  of  which  are  indispensable  in  a well-round- 
ed program  of  student  religious  activity. 

LITERATURE  FOR  DISTRIBUTION 

As  the  B.S.U.  work  has  grown  intensively  and  extensively  there  has  been  an 
increased  demand  for  literature.  Essential  to  the  success  of  the  work  is  a limited 
number  of  pamphlets,  bulletin  board  posters,  brochures,  booklets,  and  so  forth 
for  free  distribution.  Through  the  year  we  have  kept  a. sufficient  supply  of  such 
free  literature  but  have  endeavored  to  use  it  conservatively.  . 

Among  the  free  literature  best  known  and  most  widely  used  is  the  series  of 
pamphlets  known  as  the  Cap  and  Gown  pamphlets.  In  addition  to  the  pamp 
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lets,  there  are  placards,  a B.S.U.  Calendar  of  Events,  Covenant  Cards,  a limited 
number  of  complimentary  copies  of  the  magazine.  A new  diploma  has  been  is- 
sued for  the  completion  of  the  B.S.U.  Book  of  Methods. 

FIRST  MAGNITUDE  ORGANIZATIONS 

Belov/  appears  a tabulation  of  the  colleges  throughout  the  South  which  have 
met  all  of  the  points  of  the  Standard  of  Requirements.  The  Standard  of  Require- 
ments applies  to  all  kinds  of  campuses.  The  larger  schools  have  greater  diffi- 
culty in  meeting  it.  It  is  a distinct  honor  to  be  First  Magnitude,  meaning  there- 
by that  the  particular  campus  has  met  the  ten  points  on  the  Standard.  Those 
B.S.U.  presidents  and  other  leaders  who  have  been  dissatisfied  with  low  aims 
and  goals  and  have  pushed  forward  to  the  realization  of  this  goal  deserve  com- 
mendation. We  present  the  Honor  Roll  of  such  schools  for  the  past  two  years 
insomuch  as  the  1934-35  list  was  incomplete  at  the  time  of  the  last  report.

o±  the  btate  B.S.U.  as  a unit,  there  are  certain  activities  promoted  on  a South- 
wide basis.  Publicity,  literature,  suggestions,  programs,  report  blanks,  and  so 
forth  are  sent  out  from  the  Nashville  headquarters  for  the  promotion  of  these 
events.  Furthermore,  each  of  these  events  appears  on  the  B.S.U.  Calendar  of 
Events.  Throughout  the  past  year  there  has  been  hearty  and  widespread  coopera- 
tion in  the  observance  of  these  events,  each  of  which  seeks  as  its  objective  some 
spiritual  ideal  that  will  prove  helpful  to  the  individual  student,  helpful  to  cam- 
puses on  which  it  is  promoted,  and  helpful  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  These  events 
with  the  approximate  time  of  their  observance,  are  as  follows: 

(1)  STUDENT  JOIN-THE-CHURCH  DAY  in  October,  or  near  the  opening 
of  the  fall  term. 

(2)  B.S.U.  STATE  CONVENTIONS  in  October  and  November  as  discussed 
above. 


(3)  STUDENT  NIGHT  AT  CHRISTMAS,  the  last  Sunday  night  of  the  year. 
This  event  has  won  its  way  into  the  regular  program  of  hundreds  of  churches 
throughout  the  South. 

(4)  STUDENT  EVANGELISTIC  WEEK  in  February  is  an  effort  to  enlist 
individual  students  in  personal  soul-winning,  aside  from  or  in  connection  with  the 
evangelistic  meeting  of  the  school. 

(5)  MISSIONARY  EMPHASIS  WEEK  in  March.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the 
general  emphasis  of  missions  in  March  by  all  Southern  Baptist  agencies. 

(6)  VOCATIONAL  EMPHASIS  WEEK  in  April  which  also  has  found  its 
way  for  hearty  annual  observance  on  campuses  of  all  kinds  and  in  churches 
adjacent  to  campuses  throughout  Southern  Baptist  territory. 

(7)  BAPTIST  STUDENT  RETREAT  AT  RIDGECREST.  This  was  dis- 
cussed at  length  elsewhere. 

(8)  SUMMER  STUDENT  VISITATION  OF  CHURCHES.  This  phase  of 
our  work,  mighty  in  its  impact  and  far-reaching  in  its  spiritual  power,  has  been 
discussed  elsewhere. 


GENERAL  SUMMARY 

The  development  of  student  religious  work  in  the  South,  as  well  as  throughout 
the  nation,  is  decidedly  by  the  various  denominations  whereas  in  former  decades 
inter-denominational  leadership  was  largely  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  stu- 
dent religious  work.  We  find  today  that  the  various  denominations  are  promot- 
ing their  own  programs,  putting  into  it  an  investment  of  money  and  life  which 
was  formerly  unthought  of.  Southern  Baptists  are  in  some  respects  leading  in 
the  program  of  student  religious  activities.  In  other  respects,  as  it  can  con- 
sistently be  done,  the  Department  of  Student  Work  of  the  Sunday  School  Board 
maintains  cordial  contact,  but  not  organic  union,  with  other  denominations  in  our 
mutual  interest  and  promotion  of  the  work.  This  phase  of  co-operation  has  proved 
helpful. 

Within  the  past  year  there  has  been  gratifying  activity  on  the  part  of  State 
Mission  Boards  in  establishing,  for  the  promotion  of  B.S.U.  work  in  their  states, 
a B.S.U.  department  of  the  State  Mission  activity.  In  this  development  the  Sun- 
day School  Board  has  cordially  co-operated.  It  is  the  ideal  toward  which  we  as- 
pire. When  each  state  in  the  South  has  a properly  organized  and  properly  pro- 
moted department  of  B.S.U.  work  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  State  Mis- 
sion Secretary  and  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a capable  State  Student  Sec- 
retary, or  director,  we  will  have  reached  the  ideal  plan  of  promotion. 

Throughout  the  little  more  than  a decade  in  which  Southern  Baptists- have 
been  promoting  a program  of  student  religious  activity,  seeking  to  properly  care 
for  the  student  sector  of  their  constituency,  certain  principles  have,  been  estab- 
lished. Upon  these  principles  a network  of  activity  has  been  built  which  may  well 
be  considered  a philosophy.  Analyzed  in  detail  the  following  elements  enter  into 
this  philosophy.  Southern  Baptists  approach  the  students^  through  the  churches  in 
the  college  centers,  making  the  church  the  central  unit  of  activity  in  and  through 
which  all  possible  religious  activity  is  directed.  They  ask  students  to  join  the 
local  church  while  in  college.  They  afford  what  literature  and  leadership  is  neces- 
sary to  make  the  religious  activities  alluring  and  effective.  They  give  them  the 
best  of  whatever  they  give  and  expect  the  best  in  return.  They  seek  to  match  the 
physical  and  intellectual  development  of  students  with  a corresponding  spiritual 
development.  They  encourage  scrupulous  fidelity  of  students  to  the  local  church. 
They  seek  to  lead  them  to  maintain  affection  for  their  church  as  they  did  before 
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going  to  college,  and  as  that  they  should  maintain  after  college  days  and  through- 
out life.  With  such  loyalty  preserved  through  the  college  years,  thereby  bridg- 
ing the  four-year  chasm  of  the  college  experience,  the  more  privileged  of  their 
youth  will  return  to  their  homes,  to  their  churches,  to  their  district  associations, 
and  to  their  states,  to  dedicate  their  best  and  their  all  to  the  advancement  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world.  Such  is  our  aim. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  SURVEY,  STATISTICS 
AND  INFORMATION 

E.  P.  ALLDREDGE,  Secretary 

The  sixteenth  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Survey,  Statistics  and 
Information  follows  along  the  same  lines  as  the  reports  of  preceding  years. 

1.  Assembling,  Filing  and  Passing  Out  Information.  The  first,  greatest  and 
most  costly  feature  of  our  work  is  the  gathering  and  passing  out  of  informa- 
tion. We  continue  to  take  all  the  main  religious  weeklies  of  all  the  various 
denominations  of  the  world;  also  the  two  great  daily  papers  of  the  nation;  also 
some  thirty  magazines  which  throw  light  upon  the  work  of  Christianity  at  home 
and  abroad.  In  addition,  we  regularly  secure  copies  of  the  year  books  of  all 
denominations,  and  also  the  newly  published  books  dealing  with  special  phases 
of  religious  life  and  work  in  America.  From  these  five  sources  we  gather  and 
file  information  along  many  lines  and  pass  out  this  information  to  Baptists 
everywhere;  also  to  all  others  who  call  upon  us. 

2.  Preservation  of  Historical  Books  and  Papers.  We  have  gathered  quite 
a good  sized  library  of  historical  documents  and  publications;  also  out-of-print 
books,  which  will  prove  invaluable  to  the  denomination  in  future  years.  We 
have  also  catalogued  our  entire  historical  collection  and  made  it  more  service- 
able to  the  brotherhood.  If,  in  the  meantime,  the  brethren  and  sisters  over 
the  South  who  have  old  papers,  association  and  state  convention  minutes  and 
books  which  tell  the  story  of  the  early  life  and  work  of  Southern  Baptists  in 
any  of  the  states,  will  send  them  to  us,  we  will  have  them  bound  and  placed 
away  in  our  fire-proof  vault  where  the  Baptists  of  the  future  can  review  them 
hundreds  of  years  after  we  have  all  passed  away. 

3.  Revision  of  the  Roster  of  Southern  Baptist  Ministers.  We  have  at- 
tempted a wholesale  revision  of  the  roster  of  ordained  ministers  among  South- 
ern Baptists  during  the  past  year.  This  has  resulted  in  the  elimination  of  al- 
most one  thousand  names  from  our  regular  list.  And  this  task  is  not  yet  com- 
plete. For  it  seems  next  to  impossible  to  secure  accurate  reports  of  all  the  pas- 
toral changes  from  time  to  time.  We  greatly  need  persons  in  each  state  to  go 
over  the  lists  every  year  in  May  and  write  us  about  the  needed  corrections — 
a post  card  will  do  the  work!  We  trust  the  list,  as  now  revised,  will  be  of  more 
actual  and  definite  service  than  at  any  time  heretofore. 

4.  Summary  of  Southern  Baptist  Gains  and  Losses.  We  have  given,  to  the 
brotherhood  a summary  of  Southern  Baptist  gains  and  losses  for  1935  which 
represents  at  least  six  months’  work  on  the  part  of  our  office  force  every  year. 
Copies  of  this  summary,  in  leaflet  form,  will  be  kept  on  hand  and  mailed  upon 
request  and  without  charge,  to  any  address  in  America. 

5.  The  1935  Handbook.  The  1935  Handbook  came  from  the  press  about 
July  15,  1935.  Besides  the  record  of  Southern  Baptists  during  the  past  year,  it 
contained  a complete  survey  of  the  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.  The 
Handbook  is  proving  greatly  helpful  to  pastors  and  denominational  workers. 
For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  we  were  forced  to  publish  a second  edition 
during  the  past  year,  in  order1  to  answer  the  calls  for  this  book. 

6.  Preparing  Special  Surveys.  A large  item  of  service  rendered  by  this 
department  during  the  past  year,  and  every  year  as  to  that,  has  been  the 
working  out  of  special  surveys  and  furnishing  special  information  on  special 
subjects.  As  many  as  a dozen  of  such  surveys  were  worked  out  the  past  year. 

7.  Editorial  Work.  In  addition  to  these  regular  features  of  our  work, 
we  have  continued  to  furnish  a column  in  the  Baptist  Training  Union  Magazine 
under  the  title,  “Do  You  Know  That — .”  Also,  we  have  furnished  several 
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main  articles  for  the  Sunday  School  Builder,  also  two  articles  to  the  Baptist 
Training  Union  Magazine,  etc. 

8.  “Southern  Baptists  in  World  Service” — this  is  the  title  of  a new  study 
course  book  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union  which  we  have  written  the  past 
year,  to  take  the  place  of  “Southern  Baptists  Working  Together,”  published  in 
1925.  It  is  to  be  published  in  July,  1936. 

9.  The  American  Baptist  Theological  Seminary.  Since  February,  1934, 
when  Dr.  0.  L.  Hailey  passed  on  to  his  reward,  the  head  of  this  department 
has  served  as  Acting  General  Secretary  of  this  school  for  the  young  Negro 
prophets,  located  on  White’s  Creek  Pike,  Nashville,  Tennessee.  This  service 
has  been  without  salary,  but  at  a cost  of  much  time  and  effort  and  care.  Thanks 
to  many  good  providences  attending  this  work,  however,  this  institution  has 
just  passed  its  twelfth  and  most  successful  year. 

10.  Field  Work.  For  six  months  in  the  year  (January  to  July)  little  field 
work  can  be  done  by  this  department.  But  during  the  other  six  months  of  the 
year  (August  to  December)  we  have  done  even  more  field  work  the  past  year 
than  any  year  heretofore,  though  we  have  not  been  able  to  answer  one-tenth 
of  the  urgent  calls  that  have  come  to  this  department.

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  presents  the  eighteenth  annual  report  of 
the  interests  committed  to  it  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1935. 

As  per  Convention  By-law  Sixteen  there  is  included  in  this  report  supple- 
mentary matters  and  data  covering  the  period  January  1,  1936,  to  April  30, 
1936. 

The  financial  statement  as  certified  by  the  auditors,  Smith,  Prince  and 
Harris,  is  for  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Board,  i.  e.,  January  1,  1935,  to  December 
31,  1935. 

We  are  thankful  to  Almighty  God  for  His  continued  blessing  upon  our 
labors;  and  for  the  marked  improvement  in  business  which  is  so  evident  through- 
out the  Nation,  which  business  improvement  is  so  satisfactorily  reflected  in 
the  status  of  the  Board’s  investments  at  this  time.  We  are  admonished  by  stu- 
dents of  economic  affairs  not  to  underestimate  the  dangers  that  may  lurk  in 
the  path  of  complete  National  recovery,  and  not  to  become  too  sanguine  con- 
cerning the  outlook  for  continued  rapid  improvement  in  business  and  the  further 
enhancement  in  values  of  our  investment  securities.  In  other  words,  we  are 
justified  in  the  exercise  of  conservatism  and  circumspection  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  trust  committed  to  our  hands. 

Having  experienced  during  recent  years  in  the  United  States  perhaps  the 
worst  financial  depression  in  all  history,  your  Board  has  set  a record  for  itself 
in  the  conservation  and  increase  of  its  funds  that  may  be  very  difficult  to 
surpass  in  the  years  ahead.  All  charge-offs  have  been  more  than  offset  by  in- 
creased market  values  of  securities  and  by  profits  on  securities  sold,  and  the  Board 
has  come  through  the  depression  without  the  loss  of  $1.00  of  capital  funds.  For 
this  we  humbly  thank  our  God  who  has  all  the  while  been  standing  “within  the 
shadows  keeping  watch  above  His  own.” 

We  have,  during  the  depression  period,  placed  four  per  cent  interest  credits 
to  all  funds,  and  as  will  be  shown  elsewhere  we  have  accumulated  a healthy 
surplus  fund  of  $155,000.00. 

During  the  same  period  we  have  paid  in  benefits  more  than  One  Million 
Three  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,350,000.),  and  increased  our  re- 
serves and  permanent  funds  more  than  One  Million  Two  Hundred  Fifty  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($1,250,000.00).  This  record  seems  to  justify,  so  far  as  we  are 
concerned,  the  statement  of  Mr.  Roger  Babson  quoted  in  our  report  last  year, 
viz.,  “I  have  been  making  an  exhaustive  study  of  certain  church  and  other  en- 
dowment funds.  I find  that  in  the  main  the  management  of  these  great  stores 
of  wealth  have  fulfilled  their  trusts  with  extraordinary  efficiency.  They  have 
set  a record  not  alone  for  devotion,  but  for  competence.” 

I.  INCOME  AND  EXPENDITURES 

1.  Income:  The  income  of  the  Board  for  1985  aggregated  $487,466.35  of 

which  amount  $233,553.22  was  investment  income;  $10,917.51  was  profit  on 
sale  of  bonds;  $67,228.49  was  from  the  Co-operative  Program  in  the  States 
and  special  income  from  invested  funds  in  the  states,  and  special  and  desig- 
nated gifts  from  individuals  and  churches;  premiums  or  dues  on  various  An- 
nuity plans  of  the  Board  totaled  $125,903.68.  The  different  Departments  to 
which  these  funds  are  creditable  are  Savings  Annuity,  Annuity  Fund  (old), 
Foreign  Mission  Board  Pension  Plan,  the  Service  Annuity,  the  Special  Annuity 
and  the  Special  Deferred  Annuity.  Then  there  was  $16,950.00  added  to  the 
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C.  H.  Hardin  Memorial  Endowment  Fund  of  Missouri,  and  $19,644.46  was  added 
to  the  gift  Annuity  Funding  Account  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  The 
Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  and  two  other  items,  one  a refund  of  cash  with- 
drawals of  $158.00  and  the  other  (old)  Annuity  Fund  Gifts  $135.00  give  us 
the  combined  total  income  of  $487,406.35. 

2.  Expenditures:  Our  expenditures  for  the  year  are  accounted  for  as  fol- 

lows: Annuitants’  Benefits,  $187,206.03;  Relief  Benefits,  $73,485.87;  Savings 
Annuity  Benefits  and  Cash  Withdrawals,  $7,468.66;  Foreign  Mission  Board  Pen- 
sions, $14,203.46;  Cash  Withdrawals  (old)  Annuity  Fund  members,  $4,829.75; 
Service  Annuities,  $1,803.07;  in  Settlement  of  Lapsed  Certificates,  $521.50;  Re- 
fund to  Withdrawing  Foreign  Missionaries,  $430.00;  Administrative  Expense, 
$24,429.48;  General  and  .Promotional  Expense,  $19,296.69;  Insurance,  Taxes 
and  Repairs  on  Real  Estate,  $16,115.75;  Loss  on  Sale  of  Real  Estate,  $2,963.40, 
making  a total  of  $352,753.66,  excess  of  income  over  expenditures  being  $134,- 
712.69.  On  account  of  the  writing  down  of  certain  defaulted  bonds  and  other 
adjustments  in  the  amount  of  $21,237.50  the  actual  amount  added  to  the  re- 
serves of  the  Board  was  $113,812.16. 


H.  ASSETS 

The  total  assets  of  the  Board  as  of  December  31,  1935,  were  $4,326,491.05 
as  against  $4,212,678.89  last  year.  These  assets  are  in  the  form  of  Bonds 
49.57%  of  the  total,  First  Mortgage  Loans  32.86%,  Stocks  4.45%,  Real  Estate 
7.47%,  Notes  and  Accounts  Receivable  .22%,  Miscellaneous  Assets  .15%,  and 
Cash  5.28%.  The  amount  of  cash  on  hand  at  the  close  of  business  December 
31,  1935,  was  $228,594.29.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  despite  the  large  cash  re- 
ceipts of  the  first  quarter  of  1936,  due  largely  to  called  bonds,  most  of  our 
cash  has  been  satisfactorily  invested. 

III.  RESERVES  OF  THE  BOARD 

The  Reserves  of  the  Board  as  of  December  31,  1935,  were  earmarked  as 
follows:

IV.  OUR  INVESTMENT  EXPERIENCE 

1.  Bonds:  The  book  value  of  our  bonds  as  of  December  31,  1935,  was 

$2  144,505.44.  These  bonds  are  classified  as  follows:  Utilities,  44.91%;  Rail- 

roads, 32.93%;  Industrials,  13.12%;  Municipals,  1.58%;  Foreign,  .81%;  U.  S. 
Government  (HOLC  Bonds),  5.32%;  Miscellaneous,  1.35%. 

These  securities  are  in  the  custody  of  the  First  National  Bank  m Dallas, 
and  this  bank  is  under  contract  for  their  safe-keeping,  the  bank  being  directly 
liable  for  their  physical  security.  The  bank  also  clips  and  collects  all  interest 

coupons  and  makes  delivery  of  bonds  when  sold.  

During  the  depression  years  we  have  written  bonds  down  to  their  then  mar- 
ket value  when  the  same  were  in  default.  The  aggregate  amount  thus  written 
down  to  December  31,  1935,  was  $105,011.50.  But  durmg  the  same  period 
profits  on  bonds  sold  or  surrendered  on  call  aggregated  $34,704.97.  The  net 

write-down  therefore  was  $70,306.53.  ioqk  7qk  44 

Our  market  profit  on  bonds  as  of  December  31,  1935,  was  $68,735.44,  so 
that  the  net  potential  loss  on  bonds  on  that  date  was  only  $1,571.09.  Our 
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market  profit  on  bonds  as  of  March  31,  1936,  grew  to  $145,608.22,  so  that  we 
have  witnessed  the  wiping  out  of  all  potential  loss  on  bonds,  and  as  of  March 
31,  1936,  we  have  a market  gain  of  6.41%. 

The  Board  began  five  years  ago  creating  a reserve  for  the  primary  purpose 
of  absorbing  investment  losses.  This  reserve  was  not  taken  out  of  any  other 
reserves  of  the  Board,  but  was  created  by  crediting  to  it  all  interest  earnings 
over  4%,  together  with  profits  on  the  sales  of  bonds  and  real  estate.  On  De- 
cember 31,  1935,  the  net  amount  left  in  this  reserve  after  all  charge-offs  was 
$155,138.02,  which  together  with  the  market  profit  on  our  bonds  at  the  present 
time  give  us  increased  assurance  of  security  in  connection  with  our  investments. 

2.  Stocks:  The  book  value  of  our  stocks  acquired  principally  by  gift  total 

$192,484.53.  The  market  value  of  these  stocks  has  improved.  In  several  cases 
we  have  a considerable  market  profit.  In  due  time  it  is  hoped  that  the  Rocke- 
feller gift  stocks  will  return  to  their  former  value.  Dividends  are  being  received 
from  all  of  these.  Other  stocks  are:  25  shares  of  Standard  Oil  of  New  Jersey, 
Common,  par  value  $625.00,  book  value  $1,000.00,  market  value  $1,293.75; 
120  shares  of  First  National  Bank,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  par  value  $1,200.00, 
book  value,  $7,200.00,  market  value  $6,800.00;  33  shares  of  U.  S.  Fidelity  and 
Guaranty  Company,  par  value  $330.00,  book  value  $2,800.00,  market  value 
$511.50;  165  shares  of  U.  S.  Fidelity  and  Guaranty  Company,  par  value  $1,- 
650.00,  book  value  $886.87,  market  value  $2,557.50;  New  England  Power  As- 
sociation Preferred  6%,  20  shares,  par  value  $2,000.00,  book  value  $950.00, 
market  value  $1,150.00;  Virginia  Electric  Power  Company  Preferred  6%,  45 
shares,  par  value  $4,500.00,  book  value  $3,150.00,  market  value  $4,995.00. 

3.  Mortgage  Loans  and  Real  Estate:  First  mortgage  loans  as  of  December 

31,  1935,  amounted  to  $1,421,665.53.  These  loans  are  on  improved  Dallas 
properties,  residential  and  business,  and  are  made  for  a period  of  years,  usually 
five,  with  proper  amortization  agreement.  The  Board’s  experience  with  its 
mortgage  loans  has  been  exceedingly  favorable  and  has  accounted  in  a large 
measure  for  the  excellent  interest  rates  that  we  have  earned  in  the  past. 

We  find  it  very  difficult  now  to  make  mortgage  loans  on  real  estate  in 
amounts  sufficient  to  put  to  work  our  investment  funds.  The  demand  is  lighter 
than  heretofore  and  the  interest  rate  obtainable  is  much  lower.  Our  mortgage 
loans  in  recent  months  amount  to  only  10%  of  funds  invested.  We  hope  for  a 
larger  demand  ere  long. 

Last  year  we  had  a large  amount  of  past  due  principal  and  interest  on  ac- 
count of  mortgage  loans,  which  we  think  we  satisfactorily  explained.  Most  of 
these  loans  have  been  either  paid  off  or  renewed  under  proper  conditions  so 
that  as  of  December  31,  1935,  we  had  only  $44,160.07  past  due  principal, 
$13,880.83  of  which  had  been  extended  for  a short  term,  and  at  the  same  time 
we  had  only  $2,901.64  past  due  interest.  This  is  a decided  improvement  over 
our  situation  for  the  same  period  last  year  when  we  had  $154,000.00  past  due 
principal  and  $10,554.08  past  due  interest. 

The  Board  owns  real  estate,  the  book  value  of  which  was  on  December  31, 
1935,  $323,210.97.  The  net  return  on  these  properties  for  1935  was  2.38%. 
Our  real  estate  holdings  as  of  April  1,  1936,  are  $32,685.75  less  than  they  were 
a year  ago.  We  confidently  expect  to  dispose  of  these  properties  acquired  by 
foreclosures  and  contract  donations  without  material  loss,  and  possibly  with 
some  gain.  Properties  sold  during  the  past  twelve  months  yielded  a small  loss. 

The  principal  changes  in  the  class  of  investments  during  the  current  year 
were  the  further  realization  on  mortgage  loans  and  increase  of  bonds. 

V.  INVESTMENT  RETURN 

The  average  gross  rate  of  return  on  invested  assets  was  5.37%,  and  the 
mean  of  invested  assets  was  $4,052,175.77.  In  determining  this  gross  rate  of 
return  the  auditor  deducted  from  the  total  income  on  investments  of  $233,553.22 
the  sum  of  $16,115.75  for  Insurance,  Taxes  and  Repairs  on  Real  Estate.  The 
profit  on  sale  of  bonds  $10,917.51,  was  not  taken  account  of  in  the  calculation. 

As  is  well  known  the  trend  throughout  our  country  is  for  lower  interest 
rates  on  every  form  of  investment,  and  there  need  be  no  surprise  if  we  should 
earn  less  in  the  future  than  we  have  in  the  past  but  no  one  can  tell  as  to  that. 

The  investment  income  was  distributed  to  the  various  reserves  at  the  rate 
of  4%  of  the  quarterly  balances,  and  the  excess  was  credited  to  the  General 
Contingent  Reserve. 
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VI.  A STRONG  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  is  charged  with  very  great  and  delicate 
responsibility,  and  it  is  not  infrequent  that  questions  are  asked  by  letter  and 
otherwise  concerning  who  makes  our  investments.  That  such  question  may  be 
answered  to  all  who  may  read  this  report  we  would  state  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  consists  of  the  following  men:  Mr.  W.  B.  Lee  General 
Agent  of  the  Union  Central  Life  Insurance  Company  in  Texas.  Mr.  Lee 
now  President  of  the  Board,  also  continues  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee.  For  more  than  fourteen  years  Mr.  Lee’s  services,  although  whollv 
gratuitous,  have  been  given  with  marked  fidelity  and  ability.  He  is  a business 
man  who  has  succeeded  in  his  own  business  and  is  quite  familiar  with  invest- 
ment problems.  Mr.  Paul  Danna,  Vice-President  and  Cashier  of  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank  in  Dallas.  Mr.  Danna  is  also  Treasurer  of  the  (old)  Annuity  Fund 
of  our  Board.  He  is  well  equipped  after  more  than  a quarter  of  a century  of 
service  in  the  largest  bank  in  the  Southwest  for  rendering  service  as  a member 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  he  does  so  without  stint  and  with  conscientious- 
ness. Mr.  Ben  C.  Ball,  Vice-President  of  the  Republic  National  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  of  Dallas.  Mr.  Ball’s  services  have  proven  to  be  invaluable.  Mr 
Orville  Groner  is  General  Treasurer  of  our,  Board  and  is  a constant  student  of 
investment  problems.  The  Executive  Secretary  participates  in  all  discussions 
concerning  loans  and  investments. 

The  investments  of  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  are  as  carefully  and 
conservatively  made,  and  we  trust  as  ably,  as  those  of  any  fiduciary  institution 
or  agency  in  the  South. 


VII.  CONCERNING  ACTIVITIES  AND  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  THE 
SEVERAL  DEPARTMENTS  OF  OUR  WORK 

1.  Relief  Department:  The  relief  benefits  paid  during  the  past  year  amounted 
to  $73,485.37,  and  this  amount  was  paid  to  1,065  ministers  and  widows  about 
equally  divided,  in  whose  homes  it  is  estimated  there  were  150  dependent  chil- 
dren. We  began  the  year  1936  with  1,160  beneficiaries  and  this  number  may 
be  increased  during  the  year.  The  relief  benefits  paid  by  the  Board  from  1918 
to  January  1,  1936,  aggregate  $1,827,684.05. 

This  Department  has  allocated  to  it  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  7% 
of  the  distributable  Southwide  Co-operative  Program  funds.  This  allocation 
is  not  large  enough  as  it  yielded  during  the  past  year  only  $42,377.89.  Our 
Board  received  in  designated  gifts  and  income  from  invested  funds  in  states  an 
additional  sum  of  $23,595.85,  or  a combined  total  for  our  relief  work  of 
$65,973.74.  This  amount,  together  with  the  net  earnings  on  our  Relief  Endow- 
ment and  trust  funds  held  by  us,  is  insufficient  to  pay  to  our  relief  beneficiaries 
a reasonable  stipend,  hence  the  monthly  or  quarterly  allowances  are  exceedingly 
small.  In  fact,  they  do  not  average  more  than  approximately  $70.00  per  person 
per  year.  We  blush  to  reduce  the  calculation  to  a monthly  basis.  The  amount 
contributed  by  Southern  Baptists  to  this  cause  was  less  than  the  price  of  a two 
cent  postage  stamp  per  capita,  and  this  does  not  mean  two  cents  per  week,  or 
two  cents  per  month,  or  two  cents  per  quarter,  but  two  cents  per  year.  Surely 
this  amount  of  money  does  not  reflect  the  heart  interest  that  our  people  have 
for  these  aged  ones.  It  means  that  they  have  been  sadly  overlooked  in  the 
denominational  ministrations. 

The  relief  work  of  our  Board  needs  to  be  stressed  without  abatement  in  every 
church  and  in  every  District  Association  and  Convention  to  the  end  that  indi- 
vidual cash  gifts,  bequests  in  wills  and  gifts  on  the  basis  of  our  life  annuity 
contracts  may  be  provided  for  its  strengthening.  The  Board  at  its  annual 
meeting  in  February  gave  hearty  approval  to  an  appeal  to  the  churches  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  at  least  one  “Fellowship  Offering”  each  year 
in  connection  with  the  observance  of  the  Lord’s  Supper,  the  same  to  be  sent  by 
the  churches  directly  through  the  State  offices  and  marked,  “Fellowship  Col- 
lection,” such  offerings  to  be  used  for  aged  ministers,  their  wives  and  widows 
in  the  states  from  which  they  come.  The  Florida  Convention  on  January  15, 
gave  its  hearty  approval  to  this  appeal,  and  the  Georgia  Baptist  State  Mission 
Board  subsequently  did  the  same  thing.  Some  churches  have  already  begun  to 
take  tjiis  “Fellowship  Offering,”  and  we  have  been  assured  of  the  favorable  at- 
titude of  many  people,  among  them  nearly  all  the  State  Mission  Secretaries. 
Since  this  “Fellowship  Offering”  is  not  to  come  on  any  specific  Sunday  or  in  any 
specific  month  of  the  year  it  will,  therefore,  not  impinge  upon  any  of  the 
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special  offerings  which  are  already  scheduled  for  different  periods  during  the 
year.  We  trust  that  we  shall  have  general  approval  of  this  appeal  and  that  the 
pastors  will  present  it  appealingly  to  their  churches  and  at  the  proper  time. 
We  feel  sure  that  our  good  women  and  the  laymen  in  the  churches  will  lend 
encouragement  to  this  undertaking  to  provide  benefits  for  a host  of  our  minis- 
ters or  their  widows  who  are  in  great  need.  If  this  “Fellowship  Offering”  is 
taken  by  a great  many  of  our  churches,  as  we  confidently  expect  it  will  be,  the 
result  will  be  a multiplication  of  our  present  resources  by  at  least  two. 

Our  aged  ministers  and  widows  are  a denominational  liability  and  responsi- 
bility. They  should  not  be  shunted  off  upon  the  bosom  of  the  State.  We  should 
meet  this  responsibility  in  the  fear  of  God.  We  should  not  let  one  of  them 
look  to  us  with  pleading  eyes  and  be  turned  away.  They  gave  away  every 
opportunity  for  earthly  gain  that  we  might  learn  the  story;  having  learned  at 
their  feet  let  us  not  forget  them. 

DAY  OF  PRAYER  BY  W.M.U  OF  TEXAS 

For  several  years  the  women  of  Texas  have  given  much  prayer  and  thought 
looking  to  the  better  care  of  our  aged  ministers  and  widows.  A Special  Day  of 
Prayer  was  observed  on  June  4,  1935,  and  this  will  be  done  again  on  June  2, 
1936.  Special  offerings  last  June  were  in  excess  of  $5,000.00.  This  year  they 
hope  to  give  $7,500.00.  Would  God  that  the  Women’s  Societies  in  all  the  States 
would  set  apart  a day  for  Special  Prayer  and  giving  to  this  needy  cause.  Such 
action  on  their  part  would  not  impoverish  other  causes  dear  to  their  hearts,  and 
the  cause  of  Ministerial  Relief  would  be  benefitted  in  many  more  ways  than  in 
immediate  increase  of  gifts  to  it. 

2.  Annuity  Fund  (Old):  Although  this  Fund  was  closed  to  new  members 

in  the  fall  of  1930  with  the  approval  of  the  Convention,  there  are  still  1,028 
premium-paying  members  participating  in  it.  There  are  in  addition  to  this  73 
paid-up  certificates  and  372  annuitants.  The  number  of  annuitants  is  steadily 
increasing  and  will  continue  to  increase  until  the  peak  is  reached.  Payments 
to  members  of  the  Fund  last  year  aggregated  $148,608.19.  The  budget  pro- 
vision for  this  Fund  for  1936  is  $160,000.00.  The  annuities  already  paid  to 
April  30,  1936,  total  over  $850,000.00.  In  another  year  we  shall  have  passed 
the  One  Million  Dollar  mark  in  benefits. 

It  should  be  of  interest  to  members  of  this  Fund  as  well  as  to  actual  or 
prospective  members  of  our  new  annuity  plans  to  be  shown  how  “great  oaks 
from  little  acorns  grow.”  We  present,  therefore,  several  exhibits  in  connection 
with  our  Annuity  Fund  certificate  holders: 

Exhibit  No.  1:  Certificate  No.  294.  Member  paid  in  premiums  $1,163.35. 

Began  to  receive  age  annuity  1924.  Has  been  paid  $6,000.00.  Still  living.  Is 
now  80  years  of  age.  A very  good  return  already,  don’t  you  think?  He  may 
live  five  or  ten  more  years. 

Exhibit  No.  2:  Certificate  No.  82.  Member  paid  in  premiums  $1,163.35. 

Began  receiving  age  annuity  1924.  Was  paid  $5,605.56.  Dead.  His  widow, 
much  younger  than  himself,  is  receiving  $300.00  per  year.  This  certificate  may 
yield  to  member  and  his  widow  $10,000.00  or  more. 

Exhibit  No.  3:  Certificate  No.  111.  Member  paid  $53.92  in  premiums. 

Died,  leaving  a widow  32  years  of  age.  This  widow  had  a life  expectancy  of 
over  forty  years.  Has  been  paid  $4,365.00.  If  she  lives  out  her  expectancy  she 
may  receive  approximately  $12,500.00. 

Exhibit  No.  4:  Certificate  No.  36.  Member  paid  $121.74  in  premiums.  Died, 
leaving  widow.  We  have  paid  her  $4,405.00.  She  may  live  to  draw  a total 
of  $7,500.00  or  more. 

Exhiibt  No.  5:  Certificate  No.  60.  Member  paid  $60.08  in  premiums.  Mem- 
ber and  wife  soon  died  leaving  eight-year-old  son.  Board  has  paid  this  lad 
$3,895.00.  Payments  ceased  when  he  reached  age  21. 

These  exhibits  taken  from  the  records  of  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 
should  convince  our  preachers  that  annuity  contracts  protect  them  and  their  de- 
pendents. Thousands  of  our  preachers  and  denominational  workers  if  enrolled 
in  our  new  annuity  plans  will,  in  the  years  to  come,  realize  far  greater  protec- 
tion for  themselves  and  their  families  than  was  ever  possible  through  member- 
ship in  the  (old)  Annuity  Fund. 

The  Actuary’s  valuation  of  the  Premium  Reserve  Account  as  of  December 
31,  1935,  shows  a surplus  of  $200,331.90  over  and  above  the  reserve  require- 
ments for  producing  the  minimum  guaranteed  annuity  of  $100.00.  The  Actuary 
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states  that  this  Members’  Reserve  will  probably  provide  25%  of  the  maximum 
benefits  provided  in  the  plan  instead  of  20%  as  originally  projected,  thus  show- 
ing the  conservativeness  of  the  original  calculation  upon  which  the  premiums 
are  based. 

The  Actuary  also  points  out  that  the  denomination’s  share  of  this  Fund  has 
not  yet  been  completed  and,  therefore,  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  annuities  on  a 
maximum  basis  have  been  completely  funded. 

Now  that  economic  conditions  are  improving  so  greatly  The  Relief  and  An- 
nuity Board  is  redoubling  its  efforts  to  obtain  special  gifts,  either  on  a life  an- 
nuity basis,  in  cash,  or  in  legacies,  the  same  to  be  used  for  the  further 
strengthening  of  the  Annuity  Reserve  Account,  and  for  the  eventual  completion 
of  its  funding.  We  trust  that  annuity  gifts,  legacies,  etc.,  will  be  sufficient  to 
complete  the  denomination’s  share  of  the  cost  of  the  annuities  in  the  (old) 
Annuity  Plan  and  thus  obviate  the  necessity  of  a future  campaign  for  funds. 

The  Board  will  continue  to  do  its  utmost  to  sustain  every  expectation  that 
it  has  created  in  connection  with  this  Department,  yet  while  it  reiterates  its 
avowal  of  such  purpose  there  is  every  reason  why  every  possible  consideration 
should  be  shown  by  our  people  generally  in  the  matter  of  influencing  gifts  our 
way,  and  especially  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  Fund  who  are  receiving 
and  are  to  receive  its  benefits.  Thoughtful  attention  on  the  part  of  these  and 
other  interested  friends  throughout  the  bounds  of  the  Convention  will  bring 
many  a cash  gift  and  many  a bequest. 

3.  Our  Two  Contributory  Pension  Plans:  (Dues  paid  jointly  by  churches 

and  pastors). 

(a)  Service  Annuity:  This  plan  which  we  have  been  promoting  for  some 

years  is  better  suited  to  the  needs  of  preachers  and  churches  than  we  have  yet 
been  able  to  get  them  to  realize.  True,  the  plan  was  from  its  inception  predi- 
cated on  a large  denominational  contribution,  based  on  an  actuarially  calcu- 
lated accrued  liability  covering  the  years  of  service  of  the  prospective  partici- 
pants rendered  before  its  inauguration.  This  contribution  was  to  be  in  addition 
to  the  dues  asked  of  pastors  (2^%  of  salary)  and  of  churches  (8%  of  salary). 
The  Service  Annuity  Plan,  in  the  absence  of  such  accrued  liability  fund  will 
not  produce  full  pensions  for  the  older  pastors,  but  for  the  younger  men,  it  will 
produce  excellent  results. 

Our  preachers  would  favor  the  Service  Annuity  more  (thousands  have  ex- 
pressed full  approval  in  principle),  if  only  their  churches  would  assume  the 
8%  dues.  Some  churches  are  said  to  think  the  dues  are  too  large,  but  probably 
most  churches  have  never  seriously  considered  either  the  plan  or  their  obliga- 
tion to  their  pastors  with  regard  to  pensions. 

We  think  perhaps  the  pastors  advanced  in  years  and  their  churches  would 
make  haste  to  enter  the  plan  if  only  the  Board  were  able  to  assure  such  pastors 
a worthy  retirement  pension,  i.  e.,  a pension  which  necessarily  would  have  to 
be  produced  from  funds  provided  very  largely  from  general  denominational 
contributions.  Here  is  the  chief  difficulty.  This  can  be  done  only  in  a small 
way  at  present.  It  may  be  done  in  a much  larger  way  in  future  years. 

It  is  not  wise  for  the  churches  of  the  younger  pastors  to  delay  action  on 
this  matter.  The  hair  of  these  younger  men  will  by  and  by  begin  to  silver, 
then  pensions  become  a far  more  difficult  matter. 

Two  illustrations  of  what  the  Service  Annuity  will  do  for  pastors: 

(1)  Age  30:  Average  salary  basis  over  thirty-five  years  of  service, 

$1,200.00,  earned  monthly  annuity  at  65,  $45.24;  possible  supplemental 
annuity  may  bring  the  earned  annuity  to  $50.00  per  month;  50%  of  this 
annuity  would  go  to  the  widow  or  to  dependent  orphan  children;  death 
benefit  before  65  a maximum  of  $500.00,  after  65,  $250.00;  provides  benefit 
on  account  of  total  and  permanent  disability,  a maximum  of  40%  of  the 
average  salary  over  last  three  years  of  service. 

(2)  Age  40:  Average  salary  $2,400.00  over  thirty-five  years  of  service 

to  age  65;  earned  annuity  $51.12  per  month;  maximum  annuity  of  $100.00 
per  month  to  the  extent  that  supplemental  funds  are  available;  widow’s 
and  orphans’  benefits  and  death  benefit,  also  disability  benefits  are  the  same 
as  in  the  first  illustration. 

Other  ages,  lower  or  higher,  and  other  salaries,  lower  or  higher,  will 
produce  proportionate  pensions. 

The  Service  Annuity  Department  is,  even  with  a small  membership,  on  a 
completely  funded  and  actuarially  sound  basis  with  a small  surplus.  The  ac- 
cumulations in  this  Department  on  December  31,  1935,  aggregated  $49,200.59. 
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Six  ministers  have  entered  upon  small  monthly  pensions,  five  of  whom  are 
yet  alive,  and  pensions  are  being  paid  monthly  to  three  widows.  Two  death 
benefits  of  $250.00  each  have  been  paid.  In  one  case  the  minister  died  before 
becoming  a pensioner  and  leaving  no  widow  we  paid  to  his  estate  the  $250.00 
death  benefit  and  returned  his  personal  dues  with  interest  additions. 

(b)  The  Age  Security  Plan:  This  plan  which  is  now  in  operation  was  not 
designed  to  displace  the  Service  Annuity.  It  is  really  a modified  form  of 
Service  Annuity.  The  plan  is  in  some  respects  complementary  to  the  Federal 
Contributory  Pension  Plan.  The  pastors  or  other  employees  will  pay  3%  of 
their  salaries  and  the  churches,  or  other  employers  will  pay  3%  of  such  salaries. 
The  benefits  are  in  proportion  to  the  cost.  The  plan  requires  co-operation  of 
churches  (or  other  employing  agencies)  with  the  pastors  (or  other  employees) 
in  the  payment  of  the  dues. 

All  full-time  church  or  denominational  employees  are  eligible  to  participate 
in  The  Age  Security  Plan.  This  plan  will  do  better  for  our  denominational 
employees  and  their  families  taking  it  “by  and  large”  than  the  Federal  Plan 
would  if  they  were  permitted  to  enter  it.  No  denominational  worker  is  eligible 
to  enter  the  Federal  Plan. 

The  largest  pension  under  the  Government  Plan  is  to  be  $85.00  per  month, 
and  no  salary  basis  is  to  be  taken  above  $250.00  per  month.  It  will  take  forty- 
four  years  of  participation  in  the  Government  Plan,  that  is  from  age  20  to  age 
65  on  an  average  salary  of  $250.00  per  month  to  entitle  a worker  to  $85.00  per 
month.  In  our  Age  Security  Plan  there  would  be  provided  for  our  workers  on 
the  same  salary  basis  and  over  the  same  period  of  service  $158.76  per  month. 
Our  plan  will  produce  better  pensions  for  our  younger  pastors  and  workers 
than  will  the  Federal  Plan.  Our  older  workers  may  not  fare  quite  so  well  in 
the  matter  of  retirement  pensions  under  our  Age  Security  Plan  as  will  the 
workers  of  like  age  under  the  Government  Plan.  This  may  be  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  there  is  a Government  subsidy  (partial  accrued  liability  pro- 
vision), calculated  on  the  first  three  thousand  dollars  of  the  workers’  earnings. 
But  this  is  more  than  offset  by  the  much  larger  pensions  which  our  younger 
workers  will  receive  when  they  reach  age  65,  and  also  by  other  very  important 
advantages  which  our  plan  has  over  the  Government  plan.  These  advantages 
are: 

First:  The  Age  Security  Plan  provides  widow’s  pensions. 

The  Government  Plan  provides  no  widow’s  pensions. 

Second : The  Age  Security  Plan  contingently  provides  Orphans’  pensions. 

The  Government  Plan  provides  no  Orphans’  pensions. 

Third : The  Age  Security  Plan  provides  permanent  and  total  disability 
pensions. 

The  Government  Plan  provides  no  disability  pensions. 

Fourth:  In  the  Age  Security  Plan  there  is  the  privilege  of  withdrawal  of 
individual  dues  without  interest  additions. 

The  Government  Plan  does  not  permit  withdrawals  of  any  funds. 
Three  examples  of  Age  Security  Pensions: 

(1)  Minister  age  30,  average  salary  over  35  years  (cash  salary  and  value 
of  home  if  provided  free  at  rate  of  15%  of  cash  salary),  $1,500.00  per  year. 
Monthly  dues  of  minister  $3.75,  monthly  contribution  of  church  $3.75,  total 
monthly  dues  $7.50.  Pension  at  age  65,  $600.00  per  year  in  monthly  pay- 
ments of  $50.00.  Provision  for  widow’s  pension,  contingent  orphans’  pen- 
sions, disability  pensions,  and  so  forth. 

(2)  Minister  age  30,  average  salary  $2,500.00;  minister’s  monthly  dues 
$6.25,  church  dues  $6.25,  total  dues  monthly  $12.50.  Pension  at  age  65, 
$1,000  per  year  payable  monthly  in  sums  of  $83.33.  Other  provisions  as 
previously  stated. 

(3)  Minister  age  30,  average  salary  $3,000.00;  monthly  dues,  minister 
$7.50,  church  $7.50,  total  $15.00  monthly.  Pension  at  age  65,  $1,200.00  per 
year  paid  in  monthly  installments  of  $100.00. 

Other  benefit  provisions  as  previously  stated. 

Pensions  for  younger  or  older  persons  on  smaller  or  larger  salaries  will 
be  proportionate  to  those  set  forth  in  the  three  examples  given  above. 
Since  the  great  majority  of  American  citizens  in  active  service  after  January 
1,  1937,  will  come  automatically  under  the  Federal  Contributory  Pension  law, 
paying  taxes  on  their  salaries  or  wages  and  having  other  taxes  paid  in  their 
behalf  by  their  employers,  it  would  seem  that  our  churches  and  denominational 
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boards,  institutions  and  agencies  whose  employees  are  to  a man  excluded  from 
participation  in  this  Federal  Contributory  Pension  Plan  would  now  be  alert  to 
lay  hold  on  a denominational  plan  through  which  old  age  protection  can  be  had 
for  these  legions  of  employees.  It  is  inconceivable  that  Baptist  employers  who 
will  pay  excise  taxes  to  produce  pensions  for  their  employees  and  Baptist  em- 
ployees who  will  pay  income  taxes  to  match  those  of  their  employers  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  for  themselves  against  old  age  dependency,  would  be  in- 
different to  the  best  interests  of  their  brethren  and  sisters  who  serve  sacrifically 
as  church  or  denominational  employees.  Surely  they  will  not  decline  to  do  for 
those  who  serve  them  what  the  Government  by  law  requires  all  secular  em- 
ployers to  do  for  those  who  serve  them.  We  plead  for  thoughtful,  prayerful 
and  purposeful  employer  consideration  in  behalf  of  these  devoted  workers,  and 
for  faithful  performance  on  the  part  of  every  employing  agency  of  our  denomi- 
nation of  a bounden  Christian  obligation. 

4.  Our  Three  Plans  for  Pastors  and  Others  on  the  Individual  Payment  Basis. 

(a)  Special  Annuity:  We  are  issuing  what  we  style  Special  Annuity  Cer- 

tificates to  eligible  persons  (ministers,  missionaries  and  other  denominational 
servants),  on  payments  of  lump  sums,  and  certificates  thus  issued  carry  annui- 
ties based  on  the  age  or  ages  of  beneficiaries  and  on  the  amounts  of  the  cash 
premiums. 

The  number  of  these  Special  Annuity  Contracts  in  force  December  31,  1935, 
was  21.  The  annuities  for  the  year  aggregate  $4,545.70,  and  the  amount  of 
reserve  held  to  protect  these  contracts  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  $42,144.02, 
which  was  in  excess  of  the  actuarial  requirements. 

We  often  wonder  why  many  more  of  our  people  do  not  secure  these  contracts. 
They  are  most  attractive  in  every  way.  For  elderly  people  especially  such 
contracts  should  be  very  appealing  from  the  standpoint  of  safety,  income,  and 
freedom  from  anxiety  and  expense. 

Illustrations : 


(1)  The  late  Dr.  Albert  Henry  Newman,  distinguished  church  historian 
and  University  professor,  at  age  76  and  77  placed  $10,000.00  with  us  on 
Special  Annuity  contracts,  naming  himself  and  wife  as  beneficiaries.  The 
Relief  and  Annuity  Board  paid  Dr.  Newman  a monthly  annuity  of  $144.83 
until  his  death  in  June,  1933.  The  Board  continued  an  annuity  of  $77.70 
to  Mrs.  Newman  until  her  death  in  January,  1934.  Doctor  Newman  received 
a total  of  $7,075.56,  and  Mrs.  Newman  $543.90,  or  a total  between  them  of 
$7,619.43. 

The  following  letter  from  a son-in-law  of  Doctor  Newman,  Dr.  Frederick 
Eby  of  the  University  of  Texas,  was  unsolicited : 

“Austin,  Texas

“I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  efficiency  with  which  you  con- 
ducted the  payments  of  the  annuities  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Newman  through 
these  years.

(2)  A widow  of  a minister  received  a check  from  a life  insurance  com- 
pany  of  $9,000.00.  What  would  she  do  with  it?  Upon  the  advice  of  wise 
and  trusted  friends  she  sent  $7,250.00  of  it  to  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 
for  a Special  Life  Annuity  Contract.  The  Board  has  been  paying  this  widow 
$58.29  per  month  since  June  1,  1933.  Total  of  payments  to  date  s $2,098,44. 
This  widow  is  happy  in  her  security  against  loss  and  m the  regularity  of  hei 

wX'ecial  Deferred  Annuity:  This  Special  Deferred  Annuity  Plan  was  be 

gun  in  1934,  and  was  designed  to  meet  what  seemed  to  be  a felt  need  on  the 
nart  of  pastors  who  desired  to  pay  the  entire  cost  of  an  annuity  contract  be- 
cause0 their  chur dies  were  not  disposed  to  join  them  or  because  of  a personal 
preference  for  an  individual  plan.  A number  of  pastors  requested  us  to  have 
such  a plan  but  the  sparsity  of  pastors  who  have  availed  themselves  of  it  we 
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the  Service  Annuity  or  the  Age  Security  certificates  to  pastors  whose  churches 
co-operate  with  them  in  paying  the  dues,  we  think  it  is  necessary  to  continue 
this  plan  for  individual  participation.  While  there  are  no  supplemental  benefits 
to  the  pastors  in  this  plan  it  should  appeal  to  them  for  the  reason  that  more 
annuities  will  be  produced  by  it  than  they  can  get  elsewhere  for  the  same  amount 
of  money,  and  the  reason  for  this  is  that  we  are  a non-profit  making  institution 
and  non-taxable  and  pay  no  agent’s  commissions.  The  options  which  the  plan 
carries  and  the  cash  surrender  and  loan  values  are  unusually  attractive. 

An  illustration  of  what  a single  unit  of  premium  $100.00  per  year  will  pro- 
duce for  the  certificate  holder.  Can  any  organization  beat  it?  Let  the  table 
of  values  answer:

(c)  Savings  Annuity:  The  Savings  Annuity  Plan  has  been  operating  for  a 
number  of  years  with  great  satisfaction  to  its  members.  One  hundred  and  four 
certificates  have  been  issued  and  the  aggregate  of  funds  in  the  Department  on 
December  31,  1935,  was  $111,655.31. 

There  has  not  been  very  rapid  growth  in  the  Savings  Annuity,  probably  for 
the  reason  that  we  have  not  publicized  it  very  much.  We  have  no  desire  to 
build  up  large  reserves  in  the  department  save  as  they  are  clearly  intended  to 
be  used  to  purchase  our  Special  and  Gift  Annuity  Contracts  in  future  years. 
We  are  glad  to  accept  in  a limited  way  funds  of  ministers,  missionaries,  widows 
and  orphans  in  order  to  secure  to  them  greater  safety  and  a better  living  income 
than  they  are  able  to  obtain  elsewhere. 

Up  to  January  1,  1935,  we  credited  interest  based  on  the  gross  earnings  of 
the  Board  less  one-fifth  of  1%  for  service  charges.  Since  that  date  all  new 
monies  have  been  credited  with  4%  net. 

Funds  in  this  Department  are  withdrawable  on  thirty  days’  written  notice  to 
the  Board.  We  have  waived  this  notice  thus  far  for  the  convenience  of  the 
members. 

5.  Other  Special  Pension  Plans: 

(a)  Foreign  Mission  Board  Pension  Plan:  This  plan  which  we  have  been 

operating  for  two  years  under  an  agency  agreement  with  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  is  proving  highly  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  There  are  already  45 
missionaries  retired  on  account  of  disability  or  old  age  who  are  receiving  $500.00 
per  year  each,  and  the  active  members  of  the  plan  now  number  415. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  administration  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  that 
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we  are  in  a position  to  render  this  far-reaching  and  vitally  important  service  to 
our  Foreign  Mission  cause,  and  the  example  set  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
has  already  incited  our  orphanage  group  in  the  South  to  look  this  way  for  meet- 
ing their  pension  responsibilities  to  their  employes. 

We  are  also  gratified  to  know  that  our  handling  of  this  great  business  for 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  been  highly  pleasing  to  them  and  to  the  mis- 
sionaries the  world  over.  The  work  on  the  mission  fields  has  been  greatly 
strengthened  by  reason  of  the  satisfactory  way  in  which  the  Foreign  Board  has 
been  enabled  to  retire  faithful  men  and  women  whose  years  of  service  and 
physical  infirmities  constituted  a just  claim  for  relief  from  their  heavy  responsi- 
bilities. Many  new  and  physically  fit  young  people  have  been  sent  out  to  the 
fields  and  everywhere  there  is  satisfaction. 

(b)  Institutional  Pension  Plan  for  Orphanage  Workers:  The  Board  has  been 
devoting  much  attention  with  the  counsel  of  our  Actuary,  Mr.  George  A.  Hug- 
gins, in  an  effort  to  provide  worthy  pensions  for  orphanage  workers  in  the 
several  states.  We  have  had  a very  heartening  measure  of  success.  Already 
eight  orphanages  are  participating  in  what  we  have  styled  the  Institutional  Pen- 
sion Plan.  The  participating  institutions  are  as  follows:  Tne  Mills  Home, 
Thomasville,  N.  C.;  the  Kennedy  Home,  Kinston,  N.  C. ; the  Connie  Maxwell 
Orphanage,  Greenwood,  S.  C. ; the  Louise  Short  Home  for  Widows  and  Orphans, 
Troy,  Alabama;  Louisiana  Home  for  Children,  Monroe,  La.;  Buckner  Orphans 
Home,  Dallas,  Texas;  the  Carmi  Baptist  Orphanage,  Carmi,  111.;  New  Mexico 
Baptist  Orphanage,  Portales,  N.  M. 

Contracts  have  been  signed  by  these  orphanages  and  certificates  of  participa- 
tion have  been  issued  to  nearly  200  orphanage  employes.  Sixty  per  cent  of  the 
employes  of  Baptist  orphanages  are  in  the  contracting  institutions,  and  nearly 
all  employes  are  participating,  the  exception  only  proving  the  rule. 

The  aggregate  pension  dues  from  these  eight  orphanages  is  about  $12,000.00. 
The  dues  amount  to  6%  of  the  salaries,  one-half  paid  by  the  orphanages  and 
one-half  paid  by  the  employes.  Where  this  is  less  than  $1,000.00,  the  dues  are 
$5.00  per  month  for  each  such  case.  Pensions  will  range  from  $500.00  to 
$1,200.00  where  twenty-five  years  of  service  are  rendered;  pensions  for  a lesser 
number  of  years  are  equitable  and  worthy. 

Other  orphanages  are  seriously  considering  entrance  into  this  plan  at  an 
early  date.  Eventually  all  institutions  will  be  in. 


(c)  Planning  to  Serve  Other  Baptist  Institutions:  The  Board  is  securing 

questionnaires  from  some  25  colleges  and  seminaries  with  a view  to  a study  by 
Actuary  Huggins  of  this  group  looking  to  the  formulation  of  a workable  pension 
plan  for  them.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Board  can  render  service  to  our  colleges 
and  seminaries  along  a somewhat  similar  line  to  that  which  it  is  rendering  for 
our  Foreign  Board  and  for  our  orphanages.  We  are  also  giving  careful  atten- 
tion to  the  pension  needs  of  our  Baptist  hospitals.  The  college,  seminary  and 
hospital  groups  present  problems  peculiar  to  themselves.  These  should,  and  we 
trust  will  be  solved  and  very  definitely  surmounted. 

Our  teachers  and  workers  in  our  colleges  and  seminaries  are,  for  the  most 
part,  unprotected  against  old  age  dependency  and  they  are,  like  the  preachers, 
excluded  from  participation  in  Federal  Contributory  Pensions.  The  hospital 
group  is  situated  the  same  way.  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  we  believe,  has 
come  to  the  Kingdom  for  such  a time  as  this.”  . 7 , 

We  are  grateful  for  the  very  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  which  has  been  shown 
by  so  many  of  our  college,  seminary  and  hospital  heads.  We  have  seen  con- 
vincing and  encouraging  evidence  of  the  solidarity  of  Southern  Baptists  as  we 
have  conferred  with  and  corresponded  with  so  many  institutions  and  agencies 
with  widely  varying  interests.  , . 

(d)  Baptist  Board’s  Pension  Plan:  Under  this  styling  the  Relief  and  An- 

nuity Board  is  offering  to  our  several  general  State  Boards  a plan  by  which 
they  can  retire  their  faithful  employes  after  they  reach  an  agreed  upon  retire- 
ment  age,  and  have  paid  to  them  living  pensions  for  the  remainder  of  their 
earthly  lives.  This  plan,  though  still  in  the  making,  was  heartily  approved  m 
principle  by  the  State  Secretaries  at  their  annual  meeting  in  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  in  February  last.  It  has  also  been  approved  in  principle  by  the  State 
Board  of  Virginia.  The  State  Boards  of  Georgia,  Maryland  and  Texas  have  ap- 
pointed special  committees  to  consider  the  plan  and  report  their  recommenda- 
tions during  the  year.  The  Home  Mission  Board  has  also  appointed  a committee 
to  colidergtMs  plln.  Other  State  Boards  will  take  appropriate  action  when 
they  meet. 
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This  plan  will  provide  pensions  of  one-half  the  average  salaries  of  workers 
who  shall  have  served  for  25  years.  For  shorter  periods  the  pension  would  be 
2%  of  the  average  yearly  salary  multiplied  by  the  number  of  years  served.  The 
employing  board  would  pay  monthly  3%  of  the  salaries  of  workers  and  the 
workers  would  pay  a like  amount.  The  plan  as  drawn  provides  for  paying  full 
pensions  from  the  beginning,  and  this  would  be  done  by  pooling  the  payments 
made  by  the  Boards  and  treating  this  pooled  fund  as  an  immediate  use  fund  for 
a number  of  years.  The  Board  would  supplement  their  3%  payments,  if  such 
should  be  found  necessary,  during  the  early  days  of  the  operation  of  the  plan. 

OTHER  PLANS  NOT  JEOPARDIZED 

Our  people  need  have  no  misgivings  concerning  our  new  plans  for  institu- 
tions, boards,  and  so  forth.  Our  older  Relief  and  Annuity  plans  are  in  no  way 
jeopardized  by  these  newer  plans.  There  are  no  subsidies  offered  in  connection 
with  them.  The  administrative  responsibility  and  costs  of  operation  of  such 
plans  will  not  be  a charge  against  the  reserves  of  the  old  plans.  But  we  can 
through  the  new  plans,  do  for  our  own  agencies  and  institutions  a truly  great 
service  and  enable  them  to  meet  their  responsibility  with  greater  economy  than 
they  can  do  it  through  any  other  channel.  We  have  read  that  the  Greeks  could 
not  build  any  government  larger  than  a City  State  because  they  never  could 
see  beyond  their  city  walls.  The  scope  of  this  Board’s  activities  should  not  be 
limited  to  those  phases  which  were  envisaged  by  its  founders,  but  rather  its 
work  should  be  expanded  to  meet  the  needs  of  a growing  denomination  as 
these  needs  are  brought  about  and  accentuated  by  a changed  and  changing 
social  order. 

6.  Building  the  Reserves  Through  Gift  Annuities: 

Through  Gift  Annuity  contracts  which  are  administered  by  The  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board  on  a completely  funded  reserve  basis,  the  friends  of  Ministerial 
Relief  and  Annuities  may  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  their  funds, 
large  or  small,  may  be  made  to  yield  double  dividends.  Gifts  of  money  in  sums 
of  $100.00  to  $50,000.00  will  bring  a return  varying  from  4.8%  to  9%  accord- 
ing to  age,  and  at  the  same  time  help  to  provide  food,  clothes  and  shelter  to 
thousands  of  aged  ministers,  missionaries,  and  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased 
servants  of  Christ  affiliated  with  the  churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion. 

We  give  below  an  illustration  of  the  wording  of  a Life  Annuity  Contract 
on  the  gift  basis:

7.  Gift  Annuity  Funding  for  Convention  Agencies: 

- The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  the  recognized  annuity  fiduciary  agency 
ot  the  Convention  and  is,  in  pursuance  of  specific  instructions  from  the  Con- 
vention,  now  acting  as  trustee  of  annuity  reserves  for  several  of  the  Convention 
institutions  and  agencies.  Contracts  have  been  signed  with  all  Convention 
agencies  looking  to  the  future  funding  of  gift  annuity  contracts  as  they  are 
written  by  them.  Already  there  has  been  the  actual  funding  of  contracts 
written  by  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary.  The  reserves  on  account  of  this  gift 
annuity  funding  stood  on  December  31,  1935,  $380,012.35.  Through  this  gift 
annuity  funding  arrangement  all  Convention  agencies  may  now  accept  monies 
on  a gift  annuity  basis  with  greater  safety  to  themselves  and  to  the  donors.

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IX.  FIELD  SECRETARY 

On  September  1,  1935,  Rev.  B.  Frank  Hasty,  for  a number  of  years  pastor 
at  Summerville,  South  Carolina,  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Field  Secretary  of 
the  Board  with  headquarters  at  Greenville,  South  Carolina. 

Mr.  Hasty  is  a young  man  in  his  early  forties;  he  is  especially  well  prepared, 
both  from  the  standpoint  of  schooling  and  business  experience;  he  is  an  able 
and  convincing  speaker.  He  is  a graduate  of  Furman  University,  the  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  and  King’s  Business  College,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina.  We  feel  that  we  have  laid  hands  on  the  right  man  and  this  view  is 
heartily  concurred  in  by  numerous  leaders  here  and  there  in  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  who  have  known  him  for  years,  or  who  have  seen  him  in  action 
in  recent  months.  He  is  just  beginning  to  get  his  stride  in  the  work  which  he 
has  undertaken,  yet  he  is  not  without  experience  in  dealing  with  such  matters 
for  he  was  a highly  successful  life  insurance  salesman  during  spare  hours  in 
connection  with  his  studies  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Seminary.

Three  are  thus  this  year 
stimulating  Womans  Missionary  Union.  Each  was  anticipated  more  than  a 
year  ago,  decisions  as  to  their  celebrations  being  officially  made  in  annual  ses- 
sion last  May.  These  three  anniversaries  are:  Shuck  Centennial,  Fiftieth 

Anniversary  of  Sunbeam  Bands, , Jubilee  of  Our  Mission  Literature. 

4-  w„ays  in.  which  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  has  commemo- 
rated the  heroic  faith  of  Henrietta  Hall  Shuck  may  be  mentioned:  (1)  Arrange- 

mg  with  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  her  life  to  be  featured  in  its  book  which 
was  studied  by  W.M.S.  and  Y.W.A.  members  in  preparation  for  the  December 
2ee£  Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions;  (2)  having  her  heroism  set  forth  in 
the  October  programs  in  Royal  Service  and  The  Window  of  Y.W.A. ; (3)  publish- 
ing in  these  magazines  and  in  World  Comrades  many  articles  concerning  both 
Henrietta  and  J.  Lewis  Shuck;  (4)  participation  in  the  impressive  services  as 
held  last  October  in  Virginia  when  the  W.M.U.  of  her  state  placed  bronze 
tablets  in  Morattico  Baptist  Church,  into  whose  fellowship  she  was  baptized  as 
a girl  of  fourteen,  and  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Richmond  from  whose 
membership  she  went  forth  as  a bride  of  not  eighteen  years  to  inaugurate 
Baptist  work  in  China;  (5)  urging  other  state  Women’s  Missionary  Unions 
to  present  the  pageant — “Two  Lands  and  a Life  That  Lives” — as  written  by 
Mrs.  C.  D.  Creasman  of  Lewisburg,  Tennessee,  for  the  October  celebration  in 
Richmond;  (6)  contributing  to  the  expense  of  Shuck  Centennial  literature  as 
issued  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Shuck  Centennial  Committee  as 
authorized  last  May  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention;  (7)  presenting  a 
portrait  of  Henrietta  Hall  Shuck  to  the  W.M.U.  Training  School  in  Louisville, 
Kentucky;  (8)  giving  $8,000  in  her  honor  for  a building  needed  by  Pooi  In 
Bible  Training  School  in  Canton,  China,  and  also  through  the  1935  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  contributing  at  least  $92,000  more  for  foreign  mission  inter- 
ests in  many  lands  in  memorial  honor  of  her  in  whose  train  many  Southern 
Baptist  women  have  with  like  devotion  followed  through  the  intervening  century. 

Wide  interest  has  been  aroused  also  because  of  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of 
Sunbeam  Bands  as  first  fostered  by  an  honored  pastor  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  Dr.  George  Braxton  Taylor  of  Hollins,  Virginia.  Starting  with 
one  tiny  band  in  1886  and  very  quickly  organizing  another,  he  and  Woman’s 
Missionary  Union  have  seen  this  movement  grow  until  this  past  year  there 
were  organized  706  Sunbeam  Bands,  bringing  the  total  up  to  6,386  with  a mem- 
bership of  103,232.  The  future  missionary  history  of  Southern  Baptists  is 
largely  contingent  upon  the  development  of  these  Sunbeam  boys  and  girls. 
Convinced  of  this  fact,  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  does  not  recognize  as  A-l 
any  W.M.S.  which  fails  to  foster  in  its  church  a Sunbeam  Band.  Likewise 
every  Sunbeam  Band  leader  is  urged  to  have  her  band  A-l  by  reaching  all 
eight  of  its  Standard  of  Excellence  requirements,  a victory  which  was  achieved 
last  year  by  1,024  of  the  6,366  bands,  an  average  of  one  A-l  band  in  about  six. 
These  most  excellent  organizations  and  all  the  other  Sunbeam  Bands  contributed 
last  year  through  the  Co-operative  Program  $28,410.94.  This  total  includes 
$2,753.40  for  the  Annie  W.  Armstrong  Offering  for  Home  Missions,  $2,089.34 
for  the  State  W.M.U.  Offerings  for  State  Missions,  $4,416.74  for  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  for  Foreign  Missions.  Surely  no  Christian  layman  and  no 
missionary  Baptist  pastor  can  fail  to  realize  from  these  figures  and  from  their 
personal  observations  that  every  Southern  Baptist  Convention  church  should 
focus  on  Sunbeams.  . _ . . , 

“The  Jubilee  of  Our  Mission  Literature”  as  noted  above  is  the  third  anniver- 
sary which  has  been  arousing  much  W.M.U.  interest  this  year.  This  celebration 
acknowledges  our  indebtedness  to  several  Baptist  pastors  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, fifty  years  ago,  and  to  Miss  Annie  W.  Armstrong  and  her  sister—  the 
ready  writer”— Miss  Alice  Armstrong,  who  were  also  living  in  Baltimore,  and  to 
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Maryland  Baptists  for  the  initial  gift  in  1906  of  about  $1400  with  which  was 
inaugurated  the  W.M.U.  Literature  Department,  which  through  the  many  years 
has  been  entirely  self-supporting  in  the  circulation  of  missionary  leaflets  and 
kindred  supplies  at  a minimum  cost.  In  addition  to  encouragement  of  this 
department,  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  has  continuously  furnished  free  litera- 
ture to  its  graded  organizations.  The  record  of  the  past  year  is  a notable 
example:  free  leaflets  distributed  through  the  state  W.M.U.  offices  numbered 
1,023,417;  stewardship  cards  and  tithing  and  offering  boxes  totaled  81,275; 
offering  envelopes  1,045,130.  If  asked  what  agency  is  the  chief  promoter  for 
the  utilizing  of  this  vast  quantity  of  free  literature,  the  answer  would  inevitably 
be  the  stimulus  of  the  Union’s  three  monthly  missionary  magazines,  each  of 
which  is  entirely  self-supporting — World  Comrades  with  a paid-up  subscription 
list  of  17,697  among  Sunbeams,  Girls’  Auxiliaries  and  Royal  Ambassadors; 
The  Window  of  Y.W.A.  with  a circulation  of  9,072;  and  Royal  Service  for 
W.M.S.  use  through  its  75,562  renewals  and  new  subscriptions  as  secured  in 
1935.  The  Union  also  freely  furnishes  copy  for  two  pages  each  month  in  the 
Convention’s  magazine,  Home  and  Foreign  Fields , a host  of  whose  subscribers  are 
W.M.U.  members. 

Study  stimulates  service  and  stirs  to  sacrifice.  Woman’s  Missionary  Union 
encourages  study  not  only  through  the  magazines  and  the  free  and  priced  leaflet, 
and  so  forth,  as  mentioned  above,  but  also  through  mission  story  hours  for 
Sunbeams  and  through  mission  study  classes  for  the  older  boys  and  girls  and 
for  the  young  women  and  W.M.S.  members.  Unprecedented  interest  was  thus 
manifested  this  past  year,  the  number  of  story  hours  and  classes  totaling  33,907 : 
of  these,  the  young  people  held  12,448;  the  women,  21,459.  As  awards  for  much 
of  this  specified  study  of  missions  and  as  reminders  to  grow  in  the  knowledge 
of  Kingdom  enterprises,  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  awarded  to  the  youthful 
students  72,617  seals  and  to  the  women  133,515  seals,  many  of  which  represented 
the  completion  of  prescribed  courses  of  five,  six  or  eight  books  each.  Even 
deeper  study  is  promoted  through  the  Union’s  Advanced  Mission  Study  Course 
which  requires  intensive  study  and  memory  test  on  four  required  books,  with 
studious  reading  and  written  reports  on  eight  other  missionary  books  to  be 
selected  by  the  student  from  a list  of  twenty-three  recommended  books.  The 
past  year’s  record  authorizes  the  awarding  of  thirty-five  diplomas  to  such 
advanced  students,  eighteen  of  whom  are  attending  the  W.M.U.  Training  School 
in  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

Information  makes  people  either  more  miserly  or  more  merciful.  Through 
its  personal  service  committee  each  W.M.U.  organization  is  enabled  to  turn  the 
thoughts  and  activities  of  many  of  its  members  into  merciful  ministration  for 
the  underprivileged  in  their  midst.  Thus  engaged  in  Christlike  living  in  one’s 
own  community  were  the  women  and  young  people  in  at  least  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  W.M.U.  organizations.  Remembering  that  the  chief  aim  of  all 
Christian  personal  service  is  soul-winning,  it  is  encouraging  to  have  5,070 
societies  report  that  they  are  engaged  in  definite  efforts  to  win  souls.  In  such 
work  they  held  2,813  religious  services  and  gave  away  3,621  Bibles  as  well  as 
helped  in  many  evangelizing  enterprises  such  as  Good  Will  Centers,  mission 
Sunday  schools,  cottage  prayer  meetings,  rescue  work  and  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
Schools.  Special  emphasis  is  also  being  put  on  witnessing  to  the  Jews  and  on 
assisting  Negro  Baptist  women’s  work.  The  W.M.U.  Literature  Department 
made  possible  the  issuing  of  the  widely  circulated  tract  by  Rev.  Jacob  Garten- 
haus  concerning  the  “Friends  of  Israel”  movement.  Likewise  the  W.M.U.  Litera- 
ture Department  and  the  Union’s  three  monthly  magazines  are  this  year  inaugu- 
rating their  plan  to  give  annually  $250  to  assist  Miss  Nannie  Burroughs  of 
Washington,  D.  C.,  in  the  publication  of  missionary  literature  for  the  women 
and  young  people  of  her  Negro  race. 

Thus  and  in  many  other  ways  would  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  strive  to  edu- 
cate its  constituency  in  Christian  stewardship.  The  W.M.U.  treasurer’s  report  is 
appended:  please  study  it  in  connection  with  the  reports  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  Home  Mission  Board  and  your  State  Mission  Board.  If  asked  the  well- 
springs  of  W.M.U.  contributions,  the  answer  would  be  threefold:  (1)  Tireless 

training  of  tithers;  (2)  unreserved  loyalty  to  the  Co-operative  Program; 
(3)  enthusiastic  encouragement  of  free-will  offerings  through  the  Baptist  Hun- 
dred Thousand  Club  and  the  three  seasons  of  prayer  as  promoted  annually  by 
W.M.U.  organizations. 

The  tireless  training  of  tithers  has  included  many  methods,  one  being 
“Stewardship  Declamations,”  by  W.M.U.  young  people  in  their  churches,  asso- 
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ciations,  districts  and  states.  Each  June  at  the  Y.W.A.  Camp  in  Ridgecrest 
there  is  southwide  emphasis  in  the  final  Y.W.A.  declamations,  the  winner  last 
June  being  the  daughter  of  a Louisiana  Baptist  preacher.  The  Y.W.A.  Camp 
will  be  held  this  year  at  Ridgecrest,  June  23-July  3.  Another  aid  to  Christian 
stewardship  has  been  the  Union’s  enrolling  of  tithers  among  its  women  and 
young  people.  The  registration  is  at  present  95,272,  distributed  as  follows: 
women  tithers,  71,361;  young  people,  23,911.  This  is  an  average  of  one  woman 
tither  to  about  four  W.M.S.  members;  one  youthful  tither  to  about  twelve 
members  in  W.M.U.  young  people’s  organizations.  It  would  be  informing  to 
know  the  average  as  to  tithers  in  one’s  own  church  and  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention ! 


Another  stewardship  activity  of  Women’s  Missionary  Societies  is  to  try  to 
secure  at  least  one  gift  each  year  from  every  resident  woman  member  of  their 
churches.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-three  Southern  Baptist  Convention  churches 
were  victorious  in  this  far-reaching  effort  last  year,  the  distribution  being  as 
follows:  Alabama,  59  churches;  Florida,  31;  Georgia,  26;  Illinois,  8;  Ken- 
tucky, 9;  Louisiana,  3;  Mississippi,  6;  South  Carolina,  22;  Tennessee,  9; 
Texas,  10,  and  Virginia,  50.  During  the  three  years  that  Woman’s  Missionary 
Union  has  promoted  this  particular  stewardship  effort  there  have  been  19 
churches  which  have  been  victorious  each  year. 

Three  of  these  19  churches  and  25  other  victorious  ones  are  also  distin- 
guished because  they  each  maintain  an  A-l  Full  Graded  W.M.U.  This  means 
that  each  of  these  churches  has  not  only  an  A-l  Woman’s  Missionary  Society 
but  that  A-l  work  was  also  done  in  each  church  through  at  least  one  organi- 
zation for  each  of  the  following  grades  of  young  people:  boys  and  girls — 3 to 
9 years — in  Sunbeam  Band;  girls — 9 to  13  years  or  13  to  16  years — in  Girls’ 
Auxiliary;  boys — 9 to  13  years  or  13  to  17  years — in  Royal  Ambassador  Chap- 
ter; young  women — 16  to  25  years — in  Young  Woman’s  Auxiliary.  There  are 
reported  a total  of  2,520  Southern  Baptist  Convention  churches  which  maintain 
the  Full  Graded  W.M.U.  system,  in  the  forefront  of  which  are  287  of  A-l  rank 
including  the  28  churches  mentioned  above.  Five  of  these  287  churches  have 
been  A-l  for  at  least  eleven  consecutive  years. 

Advancing  toward  these  ideals  are  11,111  other  co-operating  Southern  Baptist 
churches.  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  them  already  have  four 
W.M.U.  organizations;  1,709  have  three;  2,525  have  two;  while  5,123  have  one. 
Many  of  these  and  the  other  2,520  churches  are  also  interested  in  the  College 
or  Ann  Hasseltine  Y.W.A.’s.,  of  which  there  are  fully  77  in  denominational 
and  other  schools  of  the  south,  even  as  there  are  at  least  12  Grace  McBride 
Y.W.A’s.  in  the  various  Baptist  hospitals  in  the  several  states  and  in  the  South- 


ern Baptist  Hospital  in  New  Orleans. 

Hospitals  as  maintained  in  China  and  Africa  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
receive  additional  help  through  W.M.U.  White  Cross  work  in  two-thirds  of  the 
states.  In  cash  and  articles  the  past  year’s  help  was  valued  at  over  $9,000, 
the  number  of  bandages  and  gauzes  exceeding  36,000. 

Another  additional  help  comes  through  the  Union’s  Margaret  Fund.  This 
present  scholastic  year  65  sons  and  daughters  of  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
foreign  missionaries  are  being  assisted  in  the  struggle  to  finance  their  high 
school  or  preferably  college  education.  One  of  these  beneficiaries  is  studying  at 
the  W.M.U.  Training  School  in  Louisville,  where  unusually  high  scholastic  and 
deeply  missionary  lessons  continue  to  be  taught  to  a gratifyingly  large  enroll- 
ment. 

Prayer  prevails  in  the  W.M.U.  Training  School  and  in  every  other  worth-while 
interest  of  Woman’s  Missionary  Union.  During  the  past  year  over  14,000  of 
its  organizations  united  in  prayer  for  their  state  work  in  the  fall  state  season 
of  prayer,  over  16,000  interceded  for  the  homeland  in  the  March  Week  of  Prayer 
for  Home  Missions  and  over  17,000  “kept  watch”  in  the  December  Week  of 
Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions.  There  was  added  spiritual  power  on  December  6 
because  it  was  the  “Day  of  Prayer  around  the  World”  as  observed  by  W.M.U. 
organizations  and  ofttimes  by  entire  churches  on  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
foreign  fields  as  well  as  in  the  southland.  , , 

“United  we  stand!”  During  one  of  the  severest  sleet  storms  of  the  past 
winter  a fearfully  striken  metropolis  was  never  cut  off  from  the  outside  world 
chiefly  because  its  one  cable  telephone  route  did  not  snap,  even  though  trees 
fell  on  it.  All  the  open-wire  lines  suffered  breaks  but  the  mighty  cable  of  many 
electric  conductors  held  true  to  its  serviceable  purpose.  Even  so  does  Woman  s 
Missionary  Union  strive  to  band  its  many  organizations  ever  closer,  each  to 
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the  other  and  to  their  churches  and  to  the  God  of  missions,  even  as  unitedly 
prayer  is  offered  unto  Him,  as  service  is  rendered  in  His  name  and  as  steward- 
ship is  also  unitedly  manifested  in  tithes  and  offerings  and  in  the  training  of 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  W.M.U.  young  people  and  women.

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SUMMARY  OF  SOUTHERN  BAPTISTS,  1935 

(Sixteenth  Annual  Heport)

A YEAR  OF  DISTINCT  GAINS 

For  Southern  Baptists,  the  year  1935  was  marked  by  distinct  gains  along 
many  lines — and  very  few  real  losses.  A bird’s-eye  view  reveals  the  following 
record : 

The  churches  now  number  24,537 ; a gain  of  177. 

The  ordained  ministers  now  number  21,967 ; an  apparent  loss  of  1,305,  but  in 
fact  only  a more  correct  list. 

The  baptisms  in  1935  were  only  202,047 ; a decline  of  7,317. 

The  church  members  now  number  4,389,417 ; a net  gain  of  112,365 — the  larg- 
est net  gain  since  1932. 

The  Sunday  schools  now  number  22,883;  an  increase  of  811. 

The  Sunday  school  enrolment  is  now  3,157,458;  a net  gain  of  only  53,047. 

The  Baptist  Training  Union  organization  units  now  number  33,276;  an  ap- 
parent loss  of  588 — in  fact,  due  to  incomplete  reporting. 

The  enrolment  of  the  Baptist  Training  Unions  likewise  shows  only  669,230; 
a gain  of  only  19,457 — due  to  the  same  incomplete  reporting. 

The  W.M.U.  organizations  now  number  34,699;  a net  gain  of  1,162. 

The  total  contributions  of  the  W.M.U.  fell  to  $2,601,685;  an  apparent  loss  of 
$256,479,  but  this  was  due  to  the  fact  that  several  whole  state  W.M.U.  organi- 
zations did  not  report  all  their  gifts  but  only  their  gifts  to  missions  and  benevo- 
lences which  gifts  actually  increased  $56,567  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  church  houses  now  number  22,326;  a net  gain  of  257. 

The  pastors’  homes  now  number  3,613;  a net  gain  of  69. 

The  value  of  all  church  property  rose  slightly  to  $202,101,914;  a gain  of 

$6,120. 

The  gifts  to  local  work  rose  to  $22,264,052;  a net  gain  of  $1,862,444. 

The  gifts  to  missions,  education  and  benevolences  increased  to  $4,624,515; 
a net  gain  of  $372,847. 

The  total  gifts  to  all  causes  increased  to  $26,888,567 ; a net  gain  of  $2,235,291. 

Let  us  now  get  a closer  and  more  minute  view  of  the  progress  of  Southern 
Baptists  during  the  year  1935. 


OUTNUMBER  ANY  SINGLE  PROTESTANT  BODY  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 

A very  notable  thing  transpired  with  Southern  Baptists  during  1935 — they 
stepped  up  into  the  lead  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  became  numeri- 
cally the  largest  single  non-Catholic  religious  body  in  America — the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  reporting  4,359,623  members,  while  Southern  Baptists  report- 
ed 4,389,417  members. 

Another  unusual  feature  of  Southern  Baptist  progress  in  1935  was  the  fact 
that,  while  the  number  of  baptisms  fell  some  7,317  from  the  preceding  year,  the 
net  gain  in  church  membership  increased  9,000  over  the  gains  of  1934.  The  fol- 
lowing table  tells  the  story  of  the  annual  baptisms  and  net  gains  to  the  mem- 
bership of  Southern  Baptist  churches  since  1920: 

In  1920,  there  were  173,595  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  187,998 

In  1921,  there  were  233,571  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  71,037 

In  1922,  there  were  224,844  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  145,828 

In  1923,  there  were  195,864  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  127,978 

In  1924,  there  were  209,676  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  80,342 

In  1925,  there  were  224,191  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  74,799 

In  1926,  there  were  193,279  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  58,923 

In  1927,  there  were  197,155  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  34,541 

In  1928,  there  were  183,020  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  32,164 

In  1929,  there  were  175,631  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  64,769 

In  1930,  there  were  198,579  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  79,633 

In  1931,  there  were  211,253  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  94,288

In  1935,  there  were  202,047  baptisms,  with  a net  gain  of  112,365

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS  NOT  YET  NORMAL 

Notwithstanding  the  splendid  gains  in  Sunday  school  enrolment  made  during 
1935,  the  statistics  show  conclusively  that  all  is  not  well  with  Southern  Baptist 
Sunday  Schools.  Let  us  note,  for  example,  that  there  was  a net  gain  of  811 
(mostly  small)  Sunday  schools  in  1935  and  yet  only  53,047  added  to  the  enrol- 
ment of  all  the  22,883  Sunday  schools.  That  fact  can  have  but  one  meaning  to 
any  one  who  understands  what  is  going  on  in  our  churches — the  great,  well- 
housed,  well-equipped  churches  among  Southern  Baptists  are  letting  up  in  their 
efforts  to  go  out  and  bring  in  the  people  to  study  the  Word  of  God;  while  the 
small  churches,  the  poorly  equipped  churches  and,  particularly  the  new  churches 
and  the  new  Sunday  schools  are  saving  the  day  for  Southern  Baptists.  In  fact, 
during  the  past  three  years,  so  great  has  been  the  failure  of  the  large  Sunday 
schools  among  Southern  Baptists  to  make  any  perceptible  gains  that  we  should 
have  been  forced  to  report  actual  losses  for  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
but  for  the  1,352  new  Sunday  schools  which  have  been  added  to  our  numbers 
during  these  years. 

In  other  words,  the  small  town,  village  and  country  churches  are  pushing  the 
Sunday  school  work  with  a success  which  gladdens  all  our  hearts;  while  the 
great  city  churches  are  exhibiting  an  indifference  and  a slackening  of  their  efforts 
along  the  lines  of  Sunday  school  enlargement  which  are  truly  alarming. 

But  it  is  really  a great  record  which  Southern  Baptists  have  made  since 
1917 — a record  not  surpassed  by  the  combined  gains  of  any  two  or  three  great 
denominations  in  America.  Will  Southern  Baptists  now  slacken  their  efforts  and 
mar  or  destroy  this  great  record?  Let  us  look  it  over  again: 

In  1917,  we  reported  18,394  Sunday  schools,  with  1,784,992  enrolled 

In  1918,  we  reported  18,134  Sunday  schools,  with  1,835,811  enrolled 

In  1919,  we  reported  17,648  Sunday  schools,  with  1,759,208  enrolled 

In  1920,  we  reported  17,686  Sunday  schools,  with  1,835,936  enrolled 

In  1921,  we  reported  19,584  Sunday  schools,  with  1,926,610  enrolled 

In  1922,  we  reported  20,150  Sunday  schools,  with  2,147,654  enrolled 

In  1923,  we  reported  20,935  Sunday  schools,  with  2,220,035  enrolled 

In  1924,  we  reported  20,601  Sunday  schools,  with  2,381,717  enrolled 

In  1925,  we  reported  21,570  Sunday  schools,  with  2,536,953  enrolled 

In  1926,  we  reported  21,760  Sunday  schools,  with  2,691,828  enrolled 

In  1927,  we  reported  21,147  Sunday  schools,  with  2,683,331  enrolled

DRASTIC  REDUCTION  IN  LIST  OF  MINISTERS 

No;  we  have  not  removed  any  name  from  the  roster  of  ordained  ministers 
among  Southern  Baptists  that  really  belonged  there ; but  we  have  made  the  most 
thorough-going  recheck  and  revision  of  this  list  possible ; and  we  have  eliminated 
more  duplicates,  more  of  the  names  of  those  who  had  moved  away;  also  more  of 
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the  names  of  those  who  have  passed  on  to  their  rewards,  than  during  any  two 
years  before.  In  fact,  we  have  cut  out  over  a thousand  names  during  the  past 
year — and  there  are  perhaps  five  hundred  other  names  that  will  be  eliminated 
just  as  soon  as  we  can  ascertain  the  facts. 

In  addition,  however,  we  made  over  a thousand  changes  in  the  addresses 
of  the  ministers  who  do  belong  in  the  roster,  but  who  had  changed  fields  or 
changed  habitations  during  the  year. 

And  this  brings  us  to  remark  that  the  difficulties  of  keeping  a correct  list 
of  the  22,000  ordained  ministers  among  Southern  Baptists  are  not  only  stagger- 
ing, they  are  well  nigh  inconceivable.  (1)  The  minutes  of  the  district  associa- 
tions, to  be  sure,  carry  this  list  in  fairly  accurate  form;  but  many  of  these  min- 
utes are  not  published  until  six  months  after  the  district  associations  have  met 
— and  in  the  meantime  between  3,000  and  5,000  of  these  ministers  have  moved 
away  or  died.  (2)  The  state  convention  annuals,  likewise,  carry  a fairly  accu- 
rate list  (at  least  of  the  active  pastors  and  denominational  workers)  ; but  these 
annuals  are  published  anywhere  from  one  to  six  months  after  the  state  conven- 
tions have  met- — and  literally  thousands  of  pastoral  changes  have  taken  place 
before  we  can  get  our  hands  on  these  annuals.  (3)  We  hunt  diligently  through 
the  denominational  weekly  papers  for  all  the  changes  published;  but,  alas,  we 
have  found  that  not  one-half  the  ministerial  changes  going  on  among  Southern  Bap- 
tists ever  get  into  the  denominational  press — the  fellows  making  these  changes 
know  all  about  it;  why  shouldn't  everybody  else  know  about  it?  (4)  A Simple 

post  card  notice  could  be  sent  to  my  office  here  at  Nashville  before  the  end  of 

May  each  year,  and  the  proper  change  would  be  published  in  each  case — but 

even  that  seems  irksome  and,  too  heavy  a burden  for  most  of  our  ministers ! 

What,  then,  can  we  do  about  it? 

W.M.U.  MAKES  STILL  GREATER  RECORD 

The  W.M.U.  auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  presents  the  best 
record  which  it  has  made  for  several  years.  If  one  bears  in  mind  that  the  figures 
which  we  give  here  represent  only  the  denominational  achievements  of  this  great 
auxiliary,  and  do  not  in  any  way  tell  the  story  of  the  equally  great  work  which 
the  W.M.U.  organizations  are  doing  within  and  for  the  local  churches,  then 
this  record  becomes  truly  remarkable.  Here,  for  example,  are  some  of  its  out- 
standing denominational  achievements  during  1935:

BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNIONS  SHOW  LITTLE  GAINS 

One  of  the  biggest  surprises  which  the  statistics  have  revealed  in  several 
years  was  a reported  loss  of  588  in  the  number  of  B.Y.P.U.’s  and  B.A.U.’s  and 
the  small  gain  of  19,457  in  the  enrolment.  This  leaves  33,276  B.Y.P.U.’s  and 
B.A.U.’s  and  669,230  enrolled  at  the  beginning  of  1936.  As  pointed  out  above, 
however,  we  think  the  poor  showing  for  the  Training  Union  work  is  directly 
due  to  the  failure  of  the  State  Baptist  Training  Union  secretaries  in  many 
instances  to  make  complete  reports.  The  Training  Unions  reported  in  the  min- 
utes of  the  district  associations,  for  example,  showed  gains  everywhere  through- 
out the  South  in  1935;  whereas  the  reports  received  from  the  state  Baptist 
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Training  Union  secretaries,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  small  gains  or  actual 
losses  in  most  cases.  Some  state  Baptist  Training  Union  secretaries,  for  example, 
actually  reported  fewer  B.Y.P.U.’s  and  B.A.U.  organizations  than  appear  in  the 
minutes  of  the  district  associations.  For  this  reason,  we  cannot  believe  that  there 
were  588  fewer  B.Y.P.U.’s  and  B.A.U.’s  in  1935  than  we  reported  the  year 
before,  though  we  are  forced  to  accept  this  apparent  loss  and  also  the  small 
reported  gains  in  enrolment  noted  above. 

CHURCH  PROPERTY  MAKES  SLIGHT  GAIN 

As  is  well  known  to  most  students  of  Southern  Baptist  affairs,  a great  defla- 
tionary movement  took  hold  of  Southern  Baptist  church  property  in  1931;  so 
that  in  spite  of  a net  gain  of  531  new  church  houses  in  the  following  four 
years  (1931-1934),  the  valuation  of  church  property  fell  off  to  the  amount  of 
$15,883,322  in  these  same  four  years.  During  1935,  however,  and  for  the  first 
time  in  five  years,  we  are  able  to  report  a slightly  larger  valuation  of  Southern 
Baptist  church  property — due  in  part  to  a slowing  down  of  the  deflationary 
movement,  but  in  larger  part  due  to  the  257  new  church  houses  and  67  new 
pastors’  homes  that  were  built,  and  the  still  larger  number  of  church  houses 
and  pastors’  homes  that  underwent  repairs  and  improvements.  So  that  we  are 
able  to  report  total  church  property  in  the  amount  of  $202,101,914,  which  is  a 
gain  of  $6,120  over  the  preceding  year. 


THE  GIFTS  OF  SOUTHERN  BAPTISTS 

It  is  when  we  come  to  consider  the  gifts  of  Southern  Baptists  (or  rather  the 
thirty-two  per  cent  to  forty  per  cent  of  Southern  Baptists  who  make  any  gifts) 
that  we  must  hang  our  heads  in  shame  and  take  the  lowest  place  assigned  to 
any  great  denomination  in  America.  It  is  true  that  there  has  been  considerable 
improvement  during  the  past  two  years  (1934-1935)  ; but  even  at  the  present, 
the  record  of  Southern  Baptist  gifts,  both  to  the  needs  of  the  local  work  of  the 
churches  and  to  the  needs  of  the  great  missionary,  educational  and  benevolent 
causes  which  we  foster,  are  truly  pitiable.

STILL  TROUBLED  WITH  THREE  THINGS 

Let  me  repeat  with  emphasis  what  I have  suggested  for  three  years  past- — 
that  the  trouble  with  Southern  Baptists  may  be  summed  up  in  three  points,  viz.: 

1.  We  are  still  sixty-eight  per  cent  unenlisted — and  there  is  no  Southwide 
effort,  nor  concerted  movement,  nor  effective  organization,  and,  apparently,  no 
great  desire  to  solve  this  problem  or  even  to  get  at  this  biggest  of  all  tasks 
among  Southern  Baptists.  We  are  going  on  defaulting  in  the  face  of  our  big- 
gest challenge! 

2.  The  thirty-two  per  cent  who  are  enlisted  do  not  dare  to  give  as  God  has 
prospered  them! — We  dare  to  talk  about  “sacrificing  for  Christ,”  but  if  this 
thirty-two  per  cent  of  Southern  Baptists  had  honestly  given  the  tenth  last  year 
(about  $35.00)  our  mission  and  benevolent  causes  alone  would  have  received  over 
$2,500,000  more  than  was  received  in  1934. 

3.  The  churches  are  giving  too  large  a proportion  of  their  gifts  to  their  own 
local  work — The  Southern  Baptist  record  since  1932  is  as  follows: 


1932  81.9%  for  local  work  and  18.1%  for  all  missions. 

1933  83.4%  for  local  work  and  16.6%  for  all  missions. 

1934  82.7%  for  local  work  and  17.3%  for  all  missions. 

1935  82.8%  for  local  work  and  17.2%  for  all  missions.
